CHAPTER  I. 

CONQUEST  OF  CANADA TREATY  OF   PARIS THE  GREATER  NOVA  SCOTIA 

ISLE  OF   ST.    JEAN CAPE   BRETON. 

The  conquest  of  Canada  which  had  been  prefigured  by  Wnlfe's 
victory  at  (Juehec  in  Seittcniher  1759,  was  consuniniatetl  a  year  later, 
when  }iluntreal,  wiiere  \'auihueil,  the  Governor  General  made  his  last 
stand,  was  compelled  tn  capitulate  to  .Vmherst  and  other  generals  con- 
verging- on  it  frum  jxjints  already  seized  by  British  arms.  So  far  as 
operations  in  America  were  CDncerned,  Vaudrueil's  surrender  brought 
the  Seven  Years  War  to  an  end  three  years  before  it  had  cumpletely 
run  its  course  in  Europe. 

E\-entually  [jreliminary  articles  of  a  general  pacification  were  agreed 
on  at  Fontainebleau  on  No\ember  2,  1762.  Ivoyal  pn.iclamations  en- 
joining an  immediate  cessation  uf  hostilities  followed.  On  lA'bruary 
10,  1763,  the  definitive  Treaty  of  Paris  was  signed. 

Pitt,  under  whose  masterlj'  direction  the  cliief  successes  of  the  war 
had  been  achieved,  was  no  longer  in  office  to  dictate  the  terms  of  settle- 
ment. All  he  could  do  was  to  protest  against  concessions  which  he 
deemed  discreditalile  \.o  a  nation  which  had  emerged  triumphant  from 
the  struggle, — the  surrender  of  llavanna  and  the  continuance  to  hVance 
of  the  provisions  of  the  Treaty  of  Utrecht,  guaranteeing  her  valuable 
rights  and  privileges  in  the  waters  and  on  the  coasts  of  Newfoundland, 
with  St.  Pierre  and  Miquelon  thrown  in  as  a  free  gift. 

But  these  were  but  small  matters.  Pitt's  policy  had  triumphed.  lie 
had  done  for  Ejigland,  and  particularly  for  the  cause  of  England  in 
North  America,  what  even  a  tempjorising  and  selfish  man  like  Bute 
could  not  undo.  N(irth  America  had  been  won.  Instead  of  the 
English  colonies  being  squeezed,  as  de  la  Galisonniere  had  planned, 
between  the  Alleghanies  and  the  sea,  and  thus  compressed  almost  into 
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nuthingness,  the  tlag  of  Britain  iiuw  Hew  over  the  whole  vast  domain 
from  the  St.  Lawrence  to  tiie  Gull,  from  the  Atlantic  tu  the  .Mib^ibbijipi. 

The  following  are  the  articles  of  the  Treaty  of  i'aris  particularly 
relating  to  Canada  and  Nova  Scotia : — 

The  following  are  the  articles  from  the  dehniti\e  Treaty  of  I'aris, 
lOth  of  February,  1763,  bearing  upon  the  renunciation  of  Nova  Scotia, 
and  the  cession  of  Canada  to  the  Crown  of  Great  liritain  :  His  most 
Christian  2\Iajesty  renounces  all  pretensions,  which  he  has  heretof(jre 
formed,  or  might  form,  to  Nova  Scotia,  or  Acadia  in  all  its  parts, 
and  guaranties  the  wdiole  of  it,  and  with  all  its  dependencies,  to  the 
King  of  Great  Britain. 

Aforeover,  his  most  Christian  Majesty  cedes  and  guarantees  to  his 
said  Britannic  Majesty,  in  full  right.  Canada,  and  all  its  dependencies, 
as  well  as  the  Island  of  Cape  Breton,  anil  all  the  other  islands  and 
coasts  in  the  Gulf  and  River  St.  Lawrence,  and  in  general,  e\er}thing 
that  depends  on  the  said  countries,  lands,  islands,  and  coasts,  with  the 
soxereignty,  property,  possession,  and  all  rights,  ac(juired  by  treaty  or 
otherwise,  which  the  most  Christian  King,  ami  the  L'rown  of  iM-ance, 
have  had  till  now  over  tlie  said  countries,  islands,  lands,  places,  C(jasts, 
and  their  inhabitants,  so  that  the  most  Christian  King  cedes  and  makes 
(i\'er  Uj  the  saiil  King,  and  the  Crown  of  (ireat  Britain,  and  that  in 
the  most  am[)le  manner  and  fcjrm,  without  re.-itriciion,  and  without 
liberty  to  depart  frcjui  the  said  cession  and  guaranty,  under  an_\'  [ire- 
tence,  or  to  disturb  Great  Piritain  in  the  possessions  above  men- 
tioned. 

His  Britannic  Majest}-,  (jn  his  side,  agrees  to  grant  the  lilicrt\-  of 
the  ( "atholic  religion  to  the  inhabitants  of  Canada  :  he  will  consc(|uent!y 
give  the  mo.-^t  el'fectual  orders,  that  his  new  Roman  Catholic  ^ulijects 
may  profess  the  worship  of  their  religion,  according  to  the  rites  oi 
the  Romish  church,  as  far  as  the  laws  of  (b'eat  liritain  permit. 

His  Britannic  Majestv  further  agrees  that  the  iMench  inhaliitants 
or  others,  who  had  been  the  snljjects  of  the  nvA  (  hri>tian  King  in 
Canada.  nia\-  retire,  with  all  safety  and  freedi^n,  whenever  they  shall 
think  [)riipcr,  and  ma\-  sell  their  effects,  a>  well  as  their  persons,  with- 
out being  restrained  in  their  emigration,  uuiler  an\-  pretence  whatso- 
ever, except  that  of  debts,  or  of  criminal  prosecution'-:  the  term  limiied 
for  this  emigration  shall  lie  llxetl  to  the  space  of  eighteen  monilis,  to  be 
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computed    from   the  day  uf   the   exchange   uf   tlie   ratilicatiuii   uf   the 
present  treaty. 

I'Voni  1760,  tlie  date  of  X'audrueil's  surrender  until  1763,  tlie  date 
of  tlie  Treaty  of  Paris,  I'anaila  as  a  conquered  cuuntry  was  under 
strict  niililar\-  rule.  This  bald  .statement,  hu\ve\'er,  might  gi\-e  a  wrong 
impressiun.  for  this  seems  to  have  been  a  case  uf  military  control  of 
a  civilian  population  at  its  best.  General  Jelfer)-  Amherst,  on  whom 
devohed  the  dut}^  of  inaugurating  British  rule  in  Canada,  was  just 
the  man  for  the  hour.  Without  brilliancy  or  dash  as  a  stjldier,  he  owed 
his  militar}-  successes  to  caution,  foresight,  self-possession,  and  inllex- 
ible  resolve.  It  was  jjeyontl  his  [jower  to  Avin  a  \ictory  like  Wolfe's 
and  eijually  impossible  for  him  to  ha\e  .sulfered  a  defeat  like  lirad- 
duck's.  Into  the  administration  of  ci\il  allairs  lie  brought  the  same 
qualities  that  won  him  distinction  on  the  held.  His  careful  e)'e  sur- 
veyed every  feature  of  a  delicate  and  ilitlicult  situation.  The  prepos- 
sessions and  prejudices  of  the  ijeojile  whom  he  temporarily  governed, 
and  for  whose  future  go\ernmeiit  he  was  called  on  to  pro\'ide,  were 
taken  into  account.  He  rightly  saw  the  folly  and  the  danger  of 
attempting  to  impose  on  the  French  Canadians,  either  a  full-fletlged 
system  of  British  law,  or  a  har.-h  militar}-  dc-potism.  Between  these 
extremes  a  happ\-  compromise  was  etiected.  .\  distinguished  French 
jurist,  who  made  the  history  of  this  interregnum  period  a  matter  of 
si)ecial  in\  estigation,  bears  testimony  that  "although  the  regimental 
officers  were  the  administrators  of  justice,  nevertheless  they  respected 
and  e\eii  followed  in  their  procedure  the  laws  and  ancient  customs  of 
the  colonv  to  the  extent  thev  knew  then,  or  that  circumstances  per- 
mitted," The  change  of  so\ereignty  did  not  become  associated  in  the 
I'Tench  Canadian  mind,  with  the  tearing  up  by  the  roots  of  e\erything 
made  sacred  liy  association  and  traditic  m. 

ISLAND  OF  ST.   JOHN. 

Though  the  Treaty  of  Paris  was  signed  on  Felnniary  lotli.  ( 1763) 
it  was  not  publicly  proclaimed  until  Sei)teml>er  8th,  'I'hree  weeks  later 
came  an  ('hicially  api>ointetl  ilay  of  general  thanksgi\  ing.  Soon  the 
Gazi'tti'  pu])lished  a  proclamation  to  the  effect  that  King  George  the 
Third,  with  the  advice  of  the  Privy  Council  had  "connected  the 
i>>lands  adiaceni  theret(_i,  to  our  Go\-eriiment  of  Noxa  Scotia."     The 
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Treaty  thus  in  general  terms  ceded  Cape  Breton  and  St.  Juhn  islands 
to  Great  Britain,  while  the  pruelaniatiun  sjiecifically  annexed  them  to 
Nova  Scotia,  practicall)'  the  territurial  equivalent  (jf  what  we  ha\-e 
called  the  historical  Acadia,  and  uf  what  are  now  kn(jwn  as  the  Mari- 
time Provinces  of  the  Dominion  uf  Canada.  That  part  of  the  greater 
Nova  Scotia  now  constituting  the  Pro\'ince  of  New  Brunswick  will 
not  recjuire  special  or  separate  consideration  inasmuch  as  heing  acconl- 
ing  to  the  English  centention  an  integral  part  uf  Acadia,  ur.  X(jva 
Scotia.  The  cases  of  Cape  Breton  and  Isle  St.  Juhn  stand  un  a  differ- 
ent footing.  Tliey  were  foreign  territurv  until  J 703.  Ble  St.  |uhn 
will  drup  ult  in  1770,  Cape  Breton — hapiiily  but  tempi  iraril\- — in 
17S4.  It  is  proposed  to  gi\e  a  l.irief  outline  of  the  hi^tur\-  ui  each 
during  the  periods  (1763-1770  ami  1763-1784)  uf  their  connec- 
tion with  Nova  Scotia,  if  we  cannut  say  of  their  incorpuratiun  in 
the  greater  No\a  Scutia." 

Governor  W'ilmut  un  opening  the  next  ensuing  session  of  the 
Assenihl}'  thus  alludetl  to  these  important  insular  accretiuns :  "The 
islands  of  Breton  and  St.  Juhn  having  been  annexed  tu  this  gu\-ernment 
by  the  Roval  Pruelaniatiun,  I  shall  cunsiiler  what  prufits  and  advan- 
tages may  be  thence  derived,  as  soiju  as  I  shall  receive  His  Majesty's 
instructions,  and  know  his  pleasure  relating  to  the  acquisitions." 

As  to  the  "acquisitions"  the  Governor  lets  us  knuw  \er\'  clearlv  the 
standard  by  which  he  proposes  to  elevate  them.  lAerything  depends 
on  "the  profits  and  advantages"  that  may  accrue  tu  the  Pruvince  in 
general."  Plis  caution  lays  him  open  to  the  charge  of  disregarding  the 
pruverb  which  warns  us  against  luoking  a  gift-horse  in  the  niouth. 

-V  paragrai)h  or  two  may  be  devoted  to  a  consideration  of  the  few 
facts  known  reganling  the  history  of  Isle  St.  John  when  a  part  uf 
Nova  Scotia.  At  the  date  of  the  Treaty  of  Paris  this  island  b.id  not 
recovered  in  the  least  from  the  desolate  and  depupulated  cunditiiMi  in 
wdiich  Lord  Roll«/s  ileet  had  left  it  a  month  or  two  after  the  fall  of 
Louisburg.  There  were  supposed  to  he  about  thirty  .\cadian  Irimilies 
which  somehow  had  managed  to  escape  Lord  I\ollo'>  depopulating 
broom.  Captain  Hill  with  a  company  of  troops  occupied  a  wretched 
stockade  called  Fort  Amherst. 

In  1764  the  British  government  appointed  Samuel  Hubbard  to 
make  a  minute  survey  of  the  coasts  of  Lie  St.  John  and  Cape  Breton. 
While  engaged  in  this  work,  apparently  in  1668,  Captain  ITubI)ar<l  had 
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occasiViii  to  \isit  Halifax.  Aliuut  the  same  time  instructiuns  reached 
tile  aiitliorities  at  ilalifa.x  to  mal<e  arrangements  lOr  granting  land 
in  Isle  St.  John.  What  these  instrnctions  were  in  detail  we  liave  no 
means  of  knowing.  Lieutenant-(  iovernor  I'"rancklin  and  his  L'ouneil 
interpreted  them  literall)-.  In  addition  lu  laying  off  the  islaml  intrj 
C(ninties,  with  connty  towns — the  divisions  and  names  remain  undis- 
turhed  unto  this  day — they  undertook  to  ecjuip  the  island  with  a  lull 
staff  uf  civil  officials.  ".\  judge  was  proposed,  to  ha\e  Joo  ]>ounds  a 
year  and  other  officials."  hVancklin  wrote  to  the  .Secretary  of  State, 
"The  (,'liief  Sur\-eyor  (Captain  Samuel  Holland)  with  two  assistant 
sur\e\ors,  and  se\'eral  other  ci\il  oftfcers  and  magistrates,  this  day 
sailed  from  hence  to  the  island  <if  St.  John."  Isaac  Descliamps  of 
Windsor,  M.  P.  P.  for  Newport,  judge  of  the  court  of  C'ommon  l-'leas 
for  Kings  Count}',  was  appointed  "to  he  for  the  time  superintemlent 
of  affairs  for  the  island."  Jonathan  liinney  of  llahfa.x  was  a|)pointeil 
second  jutlge. 

In  due  time  the  official  p.'irty,  including  ]\Ir.  ^lorris,  Pro\incial 
.Surveyor  General,  reached  Pijrt  Le  Joie  ( Charlotletown )  and  pnj- 
ceeded  to  business.  They  selected  the  exact  site  on  which  Charlotte- 
town  now  stands,  [Hit  up  a  small  shed  as  a  h(.ime  for  themsehes  during 
the  winter,  laiil  off  streets  and  actually  disjiosed  of  l^lU^e  lots.  Whether 
this  official  posse  remained  (.>n  the  island  during  the  winter  or  n^t,  we 
h;i\e  no  means  of  knowing.  .\  year  later,  so  .Murdock  tells  u~,  "I.ieu- 
tenant-Go\ernor  I-'raucklin's  conduct  in  sending  se\eral  officers  ami 
entering  into  expenses  at  the  islaml  of  .St.  John,  was  censured  by  the 
authorities  in  lingiand,  who  had  only  intended  a  survey  of  lots  for 
settlers.  He  resolved  to  visit  I'jigland  and  the  Council  gave  its  opinion 
that  he  might  do  so  without  express  leave  of  absence  from  the  King, 
as  the  Go\ernor  was  now  here  to  command." 

Francklin  went  to  lingland  and  returned,  but  does  not  a])pear  to 
have  gi\'cn  out  any  information  as  to  what  effect  his  re|)resentation 
to  the  "Authorities"  may  ha\e  had  in  modifying  their  criticism  of  his 
conduct  in  appointing  a  whole  stafT  of  officials  for  an  absolutely  un.^et- 
tled  countrv.  (  )ur  Xova  Scotia  histories  and  we  supp<ise  our  X^va 
Scotia  records  too,  are  barren  of  reference  to  the  separation  of  the 
island  from  the  Province  of  Xova  Scotia,  ddie  separation  actually 
took  place  in  IJ/C). 

Turninc:  to  Prince  Edward  Island  histories  and  archives  we  get  an 
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entirely  ilitferent  \'ie\v  of  the  development  df  affairs.  The  connection 
lictwecn  the  island  and  Xova  Scotia  eslahlished  l)_\-  the  Treaty  of  I'aris 
and  King  George's  pruclaniatinn  is  intleed  mentinned  in  the  first  feu- 
lines  uf  the  story  and  then  (lrop|ied.  The  narrative  f(jr  llmse  early 
years  consists  mainly  of  an  acconnt  of  a  series  of  efforts  1)\-  the  luirl 
of  Iigmont,  first  Lord  of  the  Admiralty  to  tihtain  a  grant  of  the  whole 
island  the  same  to  he  held  in  fee  of  the  ( V'jwn .  forc\er.  l-'.gniont 
himself  was  to  he  Lord  Paramonnt,  with  forty  cai)ital  lords  of  forty 
hundreds,  four  hundred  lords  of  manors  and  eight  hundred 
freeholders.  F.ach  lord  was  to  ha\'e  a  castle,  and  the  castles  were  to 
lie  so  near  each  other  lliat  a  cannon  hred  at  one  castle  would  lie  heard 
at  the  next,  and  thus  the  tiring  would  proceed  in  regular  order  from 
castle  to  castle  and  he  the  means  of  putting  e\ery  inhaljitant  of  the 
whole  island  under  arms  and  in  motion  in  the  space  of  one  tpiarter 
of  an  hour."  This  memorial,  which  we  are  told  "was  supported  l>y 
thirty  mlluential  gentlemen"  was  referred  li\-  the  King  to  the  lizard 
of  Trade  for  consiileration.  The  Boartl  of  Trade  reported  unfa\oral)l\' 
on  the  general  ground  that  the  scheme  was  too  military  in  its  aim  and 
sco[)e,  and  concluded  their  statement  with  the  following  apt  reference 
the  precedent  of  Xo\a  Scotia:  ".\s  your  Majesty  has  hcen  pleased 
to  annex  the  island  of  St.  John  to  \-our  Pro\ince  of  Xo\a  Scotia,  we 
humhly  recommend  the  settling  it  upon  the  plan  and  under  the  regula- 
tions appro\  ed  ]>y  ycjur  ^Majesty  for  the  settlement  of  that  I'nnince 
in  general."  Lord  Egmont  did  not  gi\e  the  matter  u]).  It  is  not 
necessary  to  trace  the  distincti(jns  hetween  his  hrst  and  secoml  mem- 
orials, 'fhe  latter,  in  its  turn,  was  unahle  to  pass  the  ordeal  of  the 
Loard  of  Trade.  As  a  solution,  the  memorialist  was  oliered  a  grant 
of  100,000  acres  "to  be  selected  h_\-  himself."  rresumahly  the  land 
offered  was  within  the  island  of  St.  John  itself.  Still  we  find  that 
Lord  I'"gmont  some  years  after  (  1770)  ohtained  a  grant  of  like  extent 
on  the  Shuhenacadie  Rixx-r  in  Xo\-a  Scotia,  and  that  a  little  later 
"three  \  acant  lots  in  front  of  his  former  grant  were  allowed  him  on 
the  memorial  of  his  agent,  Mr.  W'oodmass." 

CAPE    BRETOX   ANNEXED. 

Cape  Ilreton,  like  the  Island  of  St.  John  was  ceded  hy  the  Treaty 
of  Paris  to  Lngland  and  like  it,  was  by  Royal  proclamation  "annexed 
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to  the  government  of  Nova  Scotia."  The  new  acquisitiun  cxpcriencetl 
something  ahnost  uf  tlie  nature  uf  a  rebuff  at  the  ver}-  inceptiMU  uf 
tiiis  cunnectitm.  To  inihice  officers  and  soldiers  who  had  taken  grants 
of  land  on  a  generous  scale  were  offered  all  such  veterans,  rarticularly 
to  mark  the  go\ernmenl's  appreciation  of  the  ser\ice  of  lloscawen 
sinnlar  grants  were  ollered  "to  such  reduced  olticers  of  the  na\}'  of 
like  rank  as  ser\-eil  on  hoard  of  ships  of  war  in  North  America  at  the 
time  of  the  retluction  of  I.ouishurg.  While  in  large  numbers,  officers 
seized  the  oijporlunity  of  acquiring  lands  in  both  I'anada  and  N(j\'a 
Scotia,  none  were  allowed  to  take  up  grants  in  Cape  ISreton.  Such 
certainly  called  for  a  statement  of  reasons.  The  reasons,  as  furni>hed 
Governor  W'ilmot  of  Nova  Scotia  b_v  the  Lords  of  'frade  and 
Plantations,  are  not  alisolutely  cogent  and  con\  incing.  r<iupling  ('ape 
Breton  and  St.  J(jhn  together,  the  Lords  (jf  Trade  commend  the  inlands 
as  now  connected  with  the  go\ernment  of  Nova  Sc(jlia  "to  the  ( iov- 
ernor's  particular  care  and  attention."  W'ilmot  is  instructed  tu  lia\e 
a  particular  survey  made  of  both,  to  collect  information  and  lu  con- 
sider "what  establishments  might  be  necessary  for  etfectually  uniting 
them  to  NoN'a  Scotia."  iIo\\e\er  until  the  sur\'ey  was  completed,  he 
was  to  make  no  grants  to  an}-  (juc  in  either  of  the  islands,  .and  "to 
discourage  every  attempt  that  might  in  its  nature  and  c  inse<|Uence 
operate  as  a  monDpnly.  "This  is  |)erhaps  the  mo^t — if  not  the  unl)- — 
argumentatixe  point  made  b\-  their  lordshijis  in  e.xplanatii  in  of  the 
closure.  In  a  secnnd  letter  they  repeat  emphatically  the  [jmhiljiiii  m, 
but  without  further  showing  cause.  W'ilniot  was  cautioned  "ag.iiust 
making  any  grants  of  land,  upon  any  pretence  whate\er,  in  St.  jnhn's 
antl  Cape  Breton  Islands."  The  ci^al  \eins  were  in  lik"e  manner  her- 
metically sealed,  tlmugh  Briga<lier-(  ieneral  Ibiwe  an<l  se\eral  other 
officers  were  "desirous  of  becoming  ad\enturers  in  (ipening  co;il  mines 
and  of  endeavoring  to  establish  a  colliery  for  the  better  suppl_\ing  the 
se\  eral  colonies  and  garrisons  on  the  continent  with  fuel,"  I'hey  nliered 
to  pav  two  shillings,  sterling  per  tun  (Lnndnu  measure)  on  e\ery 
chaldron  exported."  The  grant  thus  wanted  extended  "fmrn  the 
point  on  the  north  side  of  Mira  Bay  to  the  southeast  side  <>f  the 
entrance  into  the  Labrador  (  I.e  L.ras  (r()r)."  Sir  Samuel  blmlgers 
.applied  first  fur  a  lease  '<\  all  the  coals  in.  the  island  of  ("a])e  I'.relun 
"paving  two  shilings  fii\.  sterling  for  the  first  ten  years,  j^s.  od.  tor  the 
next  ten,  and  5s.  for  the  last  ten  years  of  their  lease.     Then  .Sir  Sanniel 
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narruwed  his  olYcr  down  lo  the  tcrriliir\-  asked  inv  \>y  l!rii,^idiLT- 
GciKTul  lluwe,  hut  hiddiug  much  luyhcr.  AH  apiihcations  fnr  coal 
areas  and  coal  leases  were  sumniaril}-  turned  down  \>y  the  Lord^,  of 
Tratle  in  their  wiMJoin. 

The  adniiniblralion  of  civil  affairs  in  ihi^  earliest  period  of  hjii^lish 
rule  \n  Cape  Jiretun  calls  for  some  notice.  In  an  account  uf  allair.^ 
of  the  same  date  at  the  Jskuul  of  St.  John,  we  ha\e  (juuted  (io\ernijr 
\\'ilm(Jt'.^  guarded  and  calculated  reference  to  the  prolits  and  achan- 
tages  which  the  annexation  of  the  two  island.-,  might  hring  to  the 
I'roxince  in  general,  and  his  pro[)Osal  to  await  in^tructions. 

The  i>land  ha\ing  heen  annexed  to  Xo\a  SdHia  li\-  r<Aal  pruda- 
mation  on  Octoher  7,  IJI),^  the  (.ioveruor  in  opening  the  Legi^lati\e 
Assembly  on  .March  _'4th  following  .stated,  "that  he  should  cou.sider 
what  i)rohts  and  ad\antages  might  thence  he  derived  to  the  J'ro\ince 
in  general,  as  soon  as  he  should  recei\e  His  ^lajesty's  iuslructions  and 
kiKAV  his  further  pleasure  relating  to  this  acqni.sitiou."  Xo  steps,  how- 
c\er,  were  taken  for  gi\ing  the  island  a  \dice  in  the  Legislature  until 
IJecemher  lu,  1765,  when  it  was  orderd  hy  the  (.io\ernor  and  (."ouncil : 
"That  the  island  of  Cape  Breton  should  he  erected  into  a  distinct 
county,  to  he  known  hy  the  name  of  "County  of  Breton,  comprehending 
the  i-lands  of  Madatne  and  Scatari,  and  all  islands  within  three  leagues, 
and  that  a  writ  should  be  issued  for  choosing  two  re|)resentali\  es ;  and 
further,  that  the  free  hoUlers  sliould  be  at  lil)ert\'  to  choose  non-resi- 
dents." A  \er\-  necessary  pro\iso,  n(.)  donbt.  when  we  bear  in  mind 
that  in  the  month  of  July  jirevious,  the  Attorne)'-(.ieneral  had  been 
ordered  bv  Cioxernor  Wilniot  "to  make  intpiirx'  whether  there  was  a 
sufficiency  of  people  for  making  a  jury  to  lie  summoned  at  Bouis]}urg 
to  tr}-  a  man  who  had  been  charged  with  ha\ing  committed  a  murder 
there."  A  writ  accordingly  having  been  issued  to  the  Proxdst-Marshal, 
directing  him  lo  sinnmons  the  Freeholders  (jf  the  (."ount\'  of  Breton 
to  make  choice  of  two  representatix'es,  John  Grant.  Esquire,  and  Mr. 
Gregory  Townshend  were  elected,  who  proceeded  to  Halifax  to  take 
their  seats  in  the  Assembly  on  June  3,  1766. 

The  \'aliditv  of  their  election  ha\ing  been  called  in  question,  on  the 
ground  that  "the  return  \aried  from  the  tenor  of  the  writ,  which 
directed  that  the  choice  should  be  made  by  I'^reeholders,  and  the  return 
specified  that  the  same  had  been  made  by  the  inhabitants,"  it  was  on 
June  5th  "Resolved  and  ordered  that  Messrs.  Butler,  Morris,  Smith, 
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lirL-utuii,  ami  l!uii)riclgc  Iil-  a  comiuittcc  to  examine  into  the  vali<lit\-  ol 
the  ^aul  election  ami  re[)ort  thereon."  Un  Jinie  7th,  the  coinnnllee 
reported  a?  lollow  ^  : 

"ibt.  'i  hat  the  iisaye  of  cho(jsing  rei)resentati\es  in  this  ri-o\inee 
has  always  heen  a  niajorit\-  of  I'reeholders  in  the  conntv  or  t^wn 
for  which  .siich  represeiitatiN  es  are  clK.iseii,  in  imrsiiance  of  a  resolution 
of  the  (i(j\eriior  and  Council  i)as>cd  Aiii^iist  Ji,  1/5'). 

"jnd.  That  the  Writ  which  li\'  the  a])(j\e  nieniljers  are  returned 
directs  the  I'roxust-Ahirshal  in  direct  words  to  snniimin  the.l'ree- 
hulders  of  the  L'onnty  of  llreton  iiuahlied  h}'  the  said  resoluti(;ii  to  make 
choice  of  two  re[)resentati\es  for  that  CLUintw 

"jrd.  lly  the  return  of  the  saiil  writ,  that  the  aho\e  election  has 
heeii  made  Iw'  the  inhaliitants  of  the  saitl  connt)-,  and  it  does  m  >t  appear 
to  us  that  there  i.-^  one  l'"reeholder  (juahried  as  aho\e  directed  in  that 
county. 

"Lastl)-.  The  committee  therefore  are  of  opinion  that  the  said 
election  is  contrar)-  to  the  resolution  aforesaid,  not  coiiformalile  to 
the  precept  of  the  writ,  and  oiiL^ht  not  to  he  admitleil." 

The  report  uf  the  committee  was  adopted  l)_\'  the  1  louse.  Then  a 
difhctilt)'  arose,  ddie  .\ssenilil_\  had  imposed  laxe.^  on  the  people  of 
I  ape  llreton,  to  whom  it  was  now  den)-ini;  the  rii;lu  of  representa- 
tion. Instead  of  soh  ini;-  the  contradiction  hy  alterinj,^  the  terms  of 
the  franchise,  the  .\s>ein]il_\-  priiceeded  to  make  matters  w  or.^e  1)\' 
passinj.;  ".\n  Act  for  the  more  elfectual  reco\er\-  of  lli.s  Alaiest_\-'s 
due^  in  the  I.slainK  of  ( 'ape  Iheton  aiul  St.  John  and  island.s  adjacent." 
ddiis  heapini;  of  injustice  naturally,  hut  without  a\ail,  led  the  people  of 
LouishnrL;  and  where\er  else  I'.n^lish  speakiiii;  people  were  fotnul  to 
transmit  the  lolluwini;  remonstrance  to  the  Lords  ( "ommi^sii  iiiers  of 
Trade  and  I  'lantatioiis  : 

That  the\-  had  hceii  settlers  in  the  island  e\'er  since  its  reduction, 
and  that  many  of  them  had  aided  111  that  coiupiest  :  that  their  i^i'eat 
distance  from  the  capital  ot  .\'o\a  .Scotia  was  the  cause  ot  innunier.ahle 
dilficultie.s,  from  which  the  (ioNcrnors  of  that  cc)loiiy  had  taken  no 
measures  to  reliexe  them  ;  that  lhe\  were  neither  coiisnlled  at  limne  nor 
reiireseiited  in  the  .\ssemlil\-:  that  they  were  <ipprcsscd  hy  the  most 
fjre\ious  impositions  011  .ilninst  e\ery  necessar\'  comnioditw  and 
diarized  exorhitant  rents  for  the  lihert\'  of  dwelliiiL^  in  the  wretched 
(-'8) 
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ruins  of  the  town  of  Louishurg:  tliat  tlicy  luul  no  courts  of  justice  to 
which  tliey  could  aiipl)-  for  the  rech'e.ss  of  wrongs;  that  they  liad  ui 
\ain  apphed  to  the  (Governors  of  Xtiva  Scotia  fur  ah^i.ihite  grants  of 
land  :  and  that  spirituous  hquors,  so  essential  ni  carrying  nn  tiie  fisheries 
'in  tiiis  intemperate  chniate'  were  lughly  taxed  hy  the  I^egislalure  of 
Xo\a  Scotia  while  they  were  excluded  from  e\  ery  henelil  coninion  to 
the  settlers  oi  llie  said  rro\-ince. 

N(j  notice  whate\er  was  taken  of  tliis  i>etiti(in  until  May  _'8lh  in 
the  following  year  when  the  Lords  of  Trade  reported  to  His  .Majesty 
that  no  grants  could  he  completed,  as  was  well  known  to  the  people  of 
Louishurg;  that  the  island  had  heen  erected  into  a  distuict  count\-  and  a 
writ  issued  for  choosing  two  representatives,  ( \du  ha\e  alread\-  seen 
how  this  had  heen  settled  twelve  months  pre\'iously  ) ,  and  that  a  com- 
mission had  heen  issued  for  holding  a  (.ciurt  (d  (Juarter  Sessions  and 
for  erecting  a  Court  of  Common  Pleas.  "Ihis,"  the\'  add,  "being 
the  state  of  affairs  in  Cape  flreton,  and  the  inhahitants  of  Lomshurg 
having  heen  made  participant  in  t\ery  advantage,  a  piixilege  enjtned 
hy  your  Majestv^'s  other  suhjccts  m  the  continental  i)arl  of  \o\a 
Scotia,  they  had  n<j  foumlation  either  in  reason  or  justice  to  complain. 
On  the  contrar)',  we  think  that  every  attention  has  been  paid  to  their 
interests,  luider  their  unauthorized  state  of  settlement,  they  had  an_\- 
just  right  to  expect." 

So  far  as  parliamentary  representation  was  concerned  the  position 
of  the  [leoiile  of  (ape  liretou  was  a  peculiarh'  hard  and  tr)ing  one. 
The  island  had  heen  duly  constituted  a  county,  and  as  a  count\-  ol  Xo\"a 
Scotia  had  gained  the  right  of  sending  two  memhers  to  the  I'mxincial 
Assembly.  P.ut  members  of  course  must  be  chosen  in  harmon_\-  with 
the  pro\-isions  of  the  statute  governing  elections.  Hy  that  statute,  the 
franchise,  that  is  the  right  of  voting  for  members  of  the  .\ssembly,  was 
limited  to  freeholders.  But  in  the  t'ounty  of  (,'ape  llreton  there  was 
not  a  single  freeholder  to  be  found.  The  right  of  representation  was 
purely  conditional ;  practically  it  was  reduced  to  a  perfect  nullity.  That 
there  were  bona  hde.  penuaiiently  domiciled,  settlers  on  the  island,  was 
without  ipiestion,  but  the  only  title  thev  had  to  the  property  on  which 
thev  lived  was  a  so-called  "license  of  occupation."  'fhe  whole  po|)u- 
lation  was  thus  unfranchised.  l>ut  though  the  situation  was  awkward 
and  unpleasant,  it  was  one  for  which  a  simple  remedy  seemed  to  sug- 
gest itself.     By  the  conversion  of  licenses  of  occupation  into  freehold 
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grants  the  required  constituency  uf  vuters  could  be  at  once  provided. 
'J'hu  .\sscnil)ly  undertook  tu  yrapi)le  wuh  the  problem  and  uu  .\pril  _', 
1770,  se\-en  years  after  Cape  lirel(jn  became  a  part  ot  Xma  .Scotia, 
passed  the  following  resulution  ;  "That  nu  writ  shall  issue  tu  the  Isle 
cif  iSretun,  Ijecause,  ui  the  want  of  freeholders  to  make  an  election, 
and  that  the  said  isle  be  deemed  to  be  represented  by  the  member^  !i>r 
the  I  ounty  of  Halifa.x,  intt_i  which  it  has  resolved  and  become  a  part 
thereof  as  heretofore."'  The  absurdity  of  the  suggestion  that  the  people 
of  Cape  Breton  should  be  represented  by  men  in  whose  selections  they 
had  no  voice  whate\  er,  is  jierhaps  a  little  relieved  when  it  is  recalled 
that  when  the  county  systeiu  was  established  in  Xo\a  Scotia  it  had 
been  decided  to  include  in  Halifa.x  all  places  not  embraced  in  other 
counties.  Xo  satisfactory  explanation  has  been  given  of  the  extra- 
ordinary repugnance  shown  by  luigland  to  the  issue  of  freehold  grants 
in  Lape  Breton,  or  of  the  wide  contrast  l>etween  the  land  policies 
pursued  towards  her  and  the  island  of  St.  John  respectively.  Ca])e 
ISreton  remained  unrepresented  in  the  Asseiubly  through  the  whole 
period  of  her  hrst  connection  with  Nova  Scotia.

Xo  onlinary  i)o\veis  of  niciiKjry  can  retain  with  niiniitt-  accin-acy 
the  h'sts  of  g' i\  ernor.-3-in~chiet,  heiitenaut-gu\  ernoi>,  and  pru  tcui  g<i\- 
ernor;,  wlio  adniini^tcred  the  aliairs  uf  Xo\a  Scotia  during  the  half 
centm-y  loUouing  the  founchng  ui  Ihdifax.  This  is  particnhirl)'  inie 
of  the  jK-riod  succeeding  the  deatii  of  Lawrence  in  1700.  I'or  ilnx-e 
>eai>,  L  hief  Justice  Deicher  was  the  actual  administrator,  for  nearl\  a 
)ear  h)-  \irtue  uf  his  jjosition  as  president  of  the  council,  for  the 
reiuainder  of  the  periud  under  regular  coiiiinission  as  iieutenant-gu\  er- 
nor.  X(jt  Kjiig  after  Lawrence's  death,  Ilenrv  I'dlns,  \i^q..  iH"  whom 
not  much  is  known,  except  that  in  1738  he  was  (ioxernor  ( d"  (leoigia, 
was  appointed  "(  a]itain-(  jeiiera!  and  ( '.o\  ernor-in-( 'hief  of  Xo\a  Sco- 
tia," hut  contented  inniself  witli  the  titular  distinction  and  the  attachetl 
salary.  lea\ing  the  duties  to  he  perfMnued  hy  tlie  heulenain-gi  i\  enior. 
I'. His  tormally  retired  troin  the  go\'ernorship-in-chief  in  August  or  .^ep- 
temher,  17')^;.  .V  few  iiKiUths  e.irlier  I'.elcher  had  heeii  superseded  as 
lieiitenant-gox'ernor  In'  Col.  Montague  W'llniot,  who,  on  I'.lhs's  with- 
drawal, was  on  Octolier  Slh  raised  to  the  supreme  command. 

.\  rex  iew  id'  the  three  \-ears  of  I'.elcher's  administration,  we  \entnre 
to  say,  teiKl  to  .support  the  \  iew  that  the  concentration  of  the  two 
highest  offices  in  tile  I'ro\ince — offices  !ia\ing  little  natural  connection 
and  olixious  points  (d  contrast,  was  decidedh'  unwise.  1  he  ministr\-  at 
home  took  care  that  sucli  a  conjunction  shoukl  not  occur  again.  .\ 
"ro\al  instruction"  was  read  on  tiie  occasion  of  the  induction  o|  W'il- 
mot  inti)  the  governorshii),  less  th;ui  a  ^•ear  after  IV'lcher's  retirement. 
"signif)-ing    His    Majesty's    i>leasure    that    the    Chief    Justice    of    the 
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Pi'ux  ince  shall  nut  he  capahlc  uf  takiiii;  dii  iiim  the  aiiniini>lraln  ni  (it 
the  giiNerniuem  (Hi  the  death  or  ah^eiice  ul  the  (io\eni<ir  uv  I  0111- 
maiuler-iii-chief."  "His  Majesty"  was  iiut  iiil'allihic,  hut  .-.[leaUing 
i;eiierall\-  mie  !mi>t  ^ay  that  his  \'ie\v  seems  tu  he  an  eiuineiitly  wi^e 
line,  it  iK.it  aljMihitel)-  iiicnni[iatihle,  there  was  hetweeii  the  ofl'iees  held 
h\-  Melcher  iuv  three  year>,  ah>ulutel\  no  natural  ei  urelatiuii  hut  rather 
niiieh  ti)  ,sug,i;ebt  that  the  person  who  held  the  one  should  not  hold  the 
other,  liesides,  that  a  man  alread\-  eiiaryed  with  tiie  duty  oi  construc- 
ting", and  in  Ins  own  .sole  person  atlministering,  tiie  legal  or  jiidicial 
system  of  the  J'ru\ince,  should  in  a<klition  ha\e  time  and  strength  for 
tiie  onerous  function  of  the  goxernorshii),  at  a  time  when  the  jiersonal 
(|ualit)'  of  the  (io\ernor  was  all  important,  was  hevoiul  all  reason- 
ahle  expectation.  Things  tiu'iied  out  much  as  they  might  have  heeii 
anticiijatetl  to  do.  Xo  distinctive  mark  of  statesmanshi|j  is  attached  to 
I'elcher's  periotl  of  rule.  The  praise  hestowed  upon  it  is  d\\<j  to  the 
light  retlected  trcjm  his  judicial  accomplishments  and  high  personal 
character.  W  hat  constructive  statesmanship  Belcher  might  lia\e  dis- 
pla_\ed  uiuler  conditions  dihcrent  trom  those  which  actually  confronteil 
him,  it  was  \ain  to  conjecture.  The  record  shows  that  his  nniid  was 
scared)-  for  a  moment  free  Ironi  the  paral}'zing  fear  in-pired  li\-  the 
return  t(.i  their  native  shores  of  h.'inds — never  too  small  ttj  throw  him 
into  a  p.aiiic — of  the  proscrihed  Canadian  e.xiles.  With  eai.h  fresh  hatch 
ot  news,  another  disiiatch  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  another  letter  to 
tieiieral  Amherst,  and  of  course  several  meetings  of  the  (  ouncil. 

The  following  extract  trom  Murdoch  refer.->  to  an  incident  which 
occurred  during  lielcher's  lieiUeiiant-gov  ernorshi[i  ;  "In  (omicil,  jNih 
.\uL;ust,  the  lieuten:mt-i.;ov  enior  was  pleased  to  declare  that  Ills 
Majestv's  ministrv  was  so  much  olleiided  against  the  memhers  ol  the 
Assemhlv,  who  had  not  attended  their  duty  there  in  the  last  f.all,  that 
he  had  directions  to  dismiss  them  from  all  their  employments,  hoih 
civil  and  milit.irv;  and  the  lieuten.ant-govt'nior  ordered  that  the  fol- 
lowing gentlemen  --hould  he  dismissed  accordingiv,  \'iz  :  .Mr.  .M.alachv 
S.alter.  Mr.  hmathan  llinnev,  .Mr.  r.eiijamin  Gerrish,  .Mr.  I'hilip 
Kn;mt,  Mr.  l\ohert  Deiiiiisiiii,  and  .Mr.  Stephen  West." 

To  the  ahnve  [laragraph,  Murdoek  api)enils  a  note  to  the  effect  th.at 
]\Ialachv  Salter  was  liiv  own  great-grandfather,  and  in  addition  speci- 
fies the  location  of  the  s;iid  great-grandfather's  home  in  Halifax:  "at 
the  corner  iif  Mollis  and  Salter  streets  (the  site  now  occupied  hy  the

Ijuililings  of  the  ^laritimc  Telephune  Conipaii)-).  Tlu-  historian,  luiw- 
c-\LT  ilucs  iKjt  l;ij  into  a  particular  cxplaiiatii  ai  as  tn  the  precise  nature 
ui  the  fauh  of  the  dismissed  officials;  whether  it  was  simiily  a  sin  of 
"(iiiiissiun,"  mere  failure  to  attend  the  session,  ur  sunie  yraver  l)reach 
ol  duty.  .Vhiiost  without  exception  the  inculpated  gentlemen  had  Imrue 
excellent  representations.  With  the  exception  of  Mr.  Knaiit.  wliu  was 
one  ui  the  Cierman  members  for  l.uenJun-g,  they  were  all  Xew  l'"ng- 
landers.  Messrs.  Salter,  JJinney  and  (jerrish  had  heen  members  from 
the  beginning.  Air.  Dennison  as  cjiie  uf  the  members  f^r  the  newly 
created  County  of  Kings,  and  Mr.  West,  one  of  the  rei)resentati\es  of 
the  township  of  Cornwailis. 

.\s  to  the  civil  or  military  employments  from  which  ("iu\ernor 
Belcher  dismissed  the  above  named  gentlemen  full  inf(jnnation  is  nut 
a\ailal)le.  What  official  position  Jonathan  Biniie}'  then  had  does  not 
seem  to  l)e  known.  Two  \-ears  later  he  was  made  a  mem])er  of  the 
Council  aiul  subsequently  held  a  number  of  important  appointments. 
Malachy  Salter,  for  whom  one  of  the  streets  of  llalifa.x  is  named, 
anil  a  number  of  leading  i\'o\-a  Scotian  families,-  arc  descended,  had 
one  of  the  largest  mercantile  establishments  in  Halifax,  but  d<ies  not 
ligure  in  the  records  as  an  ofhceholder.  Benjamin  Gerrish — Cierrish 
street  peri)ctuates  the  family  name — w'as  "agent  for  Indian  allairs." 
In  his  case  we  know  the  [)recise  (jftice  from  which  he  was  disnn'->ed. 
He  was  raised  to  the  Council  in  170S.  I'r(jbabl_\'  Binney  and  Salter 
held  aijpointments  in  connection  with  the  militia  statt  of  the  Pro\ince. 
The  same  is  a  plausible  presumijtion  in  the  case  of  the  county  members, 
Knaut,  Dennison,  and  Best. 

Joseph  Gerrish,  an  ekler  brother  of  the  B.enjamin  Gerrish,  just 
mentioned  as  stripped  by  oriler  of  "His  Majest\'s  Mmistry"  of  wliat- 
e\'er  official  positions  he  held,  was  the  next  to  get  into  trouble.  We 
reail  that  on  Decemljer  12th.  a  month  or  so  after  the  previous  dis- 
missals, the  lieutenant-gox'enior  declared  "that  in  ciinsecpience  of  (jrders 
which  he  had  recei\-ed,  Joseph  Gerrish,  k'.sq.,  must  be  suspended  from 
being  a  member  uf  the  Council  until  His  Majestv's  [ileasure  shall  be 
further  known."  Xor  was  this  all.  The  fallen  are  often  deemed 
Worthy  of  an  additional  kick.  Three  days  afterward.-^  "the  lieutenant- 
go\ernor  dismissed  Joseph  Gerish,  Esq.,   from  the  office  of  Inferior 

'.-\ncislor  ot  tlit-  WL-ll-knuun  Biiimy  f:iiiiil.v. 
-Duffus,  Cunurd.   ilorniw.   Hinry,    Ritcliii-,   S;ingster. 
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Court  of  Coniniun  I'leas  lor  tlie  County  of  Halifax."  It  is  hard  to 
lx'lic\e  that  the  acticm  taken  by  the  niini^try  in  the  case  of  these 
dismissed  otiieials  was  not  based  un  representations  or  charges  sent 
over  by  the  heutenant-governor  himself.  Just  a  year  later  at  a  council 
held  immediately  after  the  accession  of  Wilmot  to  the  full  governor- 
ship, a  Royal  mandamus  was  read  reconstituting  the  complete  Council. 
Among  the  names  is  that  of  Jdseph  Gerrish.  One  of  the  new 
a[)pointees  was  William  Xesbitt,  who  at  that  time  was  speaker  oi  the 
Assembl}  and  Attorney-Ceneral  »if  the  l'ru\ince.  Cc)nse(|uently, 
"while  he  was  highh'  sensible  of  the  honor  that  was  intended  for  him, 
he  had  some  \er\'  particular  reasons  to  tlecline  accejiting  thertif,"  and 
therefore  pra\ed  the  Cjo\crnor  to  have  him  excused,  lie  ha<l  been  a 
member  of  the  .\s>embly  from  the  beginning  and  speaker  until  since 
175Q,  'cUk\  C(jntmued  to  sit  both  as  a  member  and  speaker  until  his 
death  in  1783. 

The  grounds  on  which  Col.  Montague  Wilmot  receixed  his  appoint- 
ment to  the  go\ernorsliip  of  Xo\a  Scotia  ha\e  ue\er  been  disclo.■^ed. 
His  gift  was  oratory.  Mr.  .Murdock  has  e.xhumed  and  enibalnied  the 
speeches  with  which  he  opened  and  closed  the  hrst  session  uf  the 
Assembly  held  aftei"  his  appointment.  He  tells  his  "friends  and  fel- 
low .subjects"  that  "the  must  material  points  which  at  [)resent  demand 
\our  consideration  are  the  re\i\al  of  former  laws,  the  enacting  of 
those  which  ma_\'  be  uselul,  as  well  as  the  re-enacting  such  expiring 
laws  as  iiKU'  be  deemed  most  salutary  and  productive  of  the  pul.ilic 
good,  and  that  \ou  will  take  the  most  effectual  mea.^ures  in  yuur 
power  for  the  satislaction  and  relief  of  such  [jersons  as  ma}-  ha\e  any 
legal  demands  mi  the  government.  I-ong  before  His  .Majest}'  placed 
me  in  this  station,  was  1  well  acciuainted  with  the  zeal  and  lidelity  of 
his  subjects  id"  Xcna  Sccjtia."  His  speech  at  the  adjournment  is 
exhuberant  with  felicitations:  "1  cannot  help  professing  that  the  e\ent 
of  \our  deliberations  have  more  than  answered  my  most  sanguine 
hopes  and  expectations.  \'our  minds  untinctured  with  and  di\ested 
of  all  private  and  selti^h  views  have,  to  vour  honor,  been  directed  to  the 
public  good,  and  have  sufticientlv  served  to  confirm  me  in  the  opiniiUi 
I  ever  entertained  <  d'  you,  as  a  prudent  and  trulv  vvurthy  people,  l-ong 
mav  thi>  happv  disposition  remain  .imoug  _vou — long  may  such  virtuous 
principles  llourish  in  this  colony,  and  mav  1  be  allowed  the  happiness 
with  every  sincere  well-wisher,  to  join  in  a  sincere  desire   that   they 
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may  he  perninncnt  t<i  the  lalol  i)()>terit\'."  Xut  a  great  deal  of  imijort- 
aiii  ImsiiK'^.s  was  interjected  Ijetweeii  tliese  uraliiui.-..  I  here  were,  liuw- 
e\er,  siinic  items  ut  interest.  "Mali' igan\-  eliaiis  for  each  memher 
(nineteen  in  nnniher  )  were  ordered  to  he  made."  and  it  was  thought 
necessary  to  add,  "h)-  a  carpenter."  Laws  were  henceforth  to  he 
l>rinteil,  and  not  as  l)efore  to  he  jjuhlislied  or  iiroclaimed  h)'  heiiig  read 
cm  tlie  parade,  "after  notice  of  heal  of  <h"um." 

'llie  iiKjst  iinjjortant  matter  hefore  the  House  was  a  proposed 
enlargement  of  the  Siii)renie  I'ourt  hy  associating  two  puisne  judges 
with  the  Chiet  Justice.  It  was  concei\eil  "that  Ills  Majcst\''s  suhjects 
ought  not  to  rest  satislied  with  the  judgment  of  one  person  onl_\',"  and  a 
formal  address  was  presented  to  the  (iox'criior  that  this  court  should 
Lie  held  in  e\er_v  count)',  and  that  so  important  a  court  should  not  consist 
"of  one  man  howe\  er  capahle  and  upright."  'J'lie  suggestion  hore 
fruit.  .\  few  months  later  the  LOuncil  recomniendeil  the  nimistrv 
that  two  assistant  judges  of  the  Supreme  ( 'ourt  should  he  appointed  as 
asked  lor  1)\-  the  .\ssemhl\-.  When  tins  recommendation  came  to  he 
acted  on  the  (  liief  Justice  saw  to  it  that  his  own  powers  ami  preroga- 
ti\es  on  the  heiich  were  lujt  too  se\erely  trenched  mi. 

On  the  jijth  of  Januar}',  I7')5,  the  AsseinhK-  was  dissoKed  and 
writs  issued  for  a  new  election,  acciirding  to  the  lollowing  schedule 
of  representation:  The  county  of  Ifalifa.x  tour  meiiihers,  each  of  the 
other  Counties  two  nienihers;  the  town  of  llahlax,  two  memhers.  and 
each  of  the  following  townslii|)s  one  memher.  1  lortoii,  ('ornwallis. 
h'almoiuh,  t 'umherlaiid,  (iramille,  .\nnapohs,  iaiiienliurg,  I.u'erpool, 
C  )ii.-^low  and  Truro.  Anw  other  township,  it  was  ])ro\idcd,  should 
ha\e  a  right  to  this  unitar\'  representation  wheiiexer  it  could  pro\  c 
that  it  Contained  a  p(ipulation  of  fifty  families.  l!y  comparing  the  list 
of  townships  enumerated  with  that  of  the  memhers  elected,  it  will  he 
seen  that  hetweeii  the  puhlicatioii  of  the  schedule  and  the  election,  the 
township  of  Xewport  was  allowed  re[)resenlation. 

There  were  now  six  counties.  The  new  C'ouiU\"  of  (Jueens  was 
defined  as  compri.sing  the  townshi[)s  of  I.i\erpool,  Harrington  and  \'ar- 
niouth,  tlie  only  point  of  settlement  in  the  long  stretch  of  territor\  King 
hetweeii  the  counties  (jf  Lunenhurg  and  Anna])olis.  Somewhat  later 
it  was  arranged  that  the  part  of  the  [jresent  Pro\  ince  of  Xew  l!runs- 
wick  King  to  the  west  <.)f  Westmorland  fount}' — the  latter  heing  at 
that  lime  included  in  tlie  original  C'ounty  of  (.'umherland,  should  he 
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erected  into  a  cciniU\-  wliich  under  the  nauif  df  Sunl)ur\-,  should  lie 
eiititlctl  tci  return  as  the  utlier  counties  twn  nienihers  tn  the  Assenihly. 
Sack\ilie,  a  New  l'".n;;land  t(_)\vnshi[)  on  the  northern  horder  of  the 
isthmus  of  C'liignecto,  was  atlded  to  the  li.st  of  town.ships  entitled  to  a 
nieniher  when  a  population  of  hft\'  families  was  reacheil.  .dhe  act 
makini{  these  provisions  gi-ies  on  to  mention  the  townships  to  which 
tliis  [irinciple  oi  potential  representation  was  suj^posed  particularl)-  to 
appl\";  liarrini^tou,  ^'arnloutll,  Chester.  Duhlin.  Amherst.  St.  John's 
(  ?  )  Windsor,  Wdniot.  (  .\nnapolis  Ci.i.  ),  I.ouishurti',  and  W'ihnot  town 
(t/auMi)."  Of  these  the  onl\-  jdaces  securing-  representation  as  town- 
ships, sooner  or  later,  were  Harrington,  \'armouth,  .Xniherst,  and 
Win.lsor. 

'I'he  rioxernor  and  (Ouncil  were,  some  \X'ars  afterward--,  instructed 
Hot  to  allow  this  scheme  of  increased  township  repre.sentaiion  to  take 
effect  "without  lirst  ascertaining  His  Majesty's  pleasure."  It  thus  eame 
about,  that  tile  s\-steni  of  allotting  mcmliers  to  certain  towiishiiis 
operated  mo~t  ine(iuitalily.  Some  of  the  older  counties  olitained  a 
voting  power  in  the  \ssemMl_\'  to  wdnch  their  population  did  iiol  entitle 
them.  Some  of  the  later  organized  counties  ohtained  no  township 
representation  at  all.  and  so  were  limited  in  the  .Vssemhly  to  the  \'oles 
of  their  two  count}-  niemheis.

Al)(_)iit  this  time  (  1 7O4-5  )  projects  of  direct  colniiiid  taxation  fur 
tile  heiielit  of  the  imperial  excheijuer,  previous!}'  inootetl  and  then 
dropped,  re-ap|)earetl  and  hegan  to  take  definite  .slia|)e.  In  ij'q  <  Iran- 
\ille.  I  hancellor  of  the  l-".\eeluic|ner,  ga\e  notice  of  a  hdl  re(|uiring  that 
a  ^<lam|)  for  which  dut_\-  must  he  [laid  in  luigland,  should  he  imposed 
on  all  written  documents  to  make  them  legalK'  \aliil.  Ihe  notice  wa-- 
acconipanied  hy  an  intimation  that  the  measure  would  lie  wdlingly 
exchanged  for  an\'  eciually  effecti\e  one  that  the  cohmies  might  prefer 
as  hetter  suited  to  their  conditions.  Instead  of  suggestecl  >nl)>litutes 
the  anoiincement  e\'oked  loud  and  indignant  remonstrance  from  Xew 
]Iamp>liire  to  Gecjrgia.  Massachusetts  was  ])articularl\-  coiispicucius 
hv  the  energ\-  of  her  protests,  ddie  Molasses  -\ct  which  forhade  pious 
distillers  from  importing  material  for  their  Xew  Ijigland  rum  fr.  mi 
foreign  countries  was  had  enough,  hut  what  was  thre.itened  now  wa-- 
the  dread  ogre  of  direct  taxation. 

Trans-. \tlaiitic  ohjections  went  for  nothing.  The  ministrx'  carried 
the  act  with  an  o\erw  helming  majority  and  it  came  dnlv  into  o|>eration. 
in  \o\'a  Sc<itia  and  the  other  colonies.  The  experiment  pioxed  to  he 
a  most  unfortunate  one.     X'exatious  in  its  fletails — the  "schedule  ^f 
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purposes"  indicating  tlic  (lilYcrcnt  forms  required,  covered  nu  les>  liian 
lorty-lhree  heads — it  was  ^till  more  olijectiouable,  the  liulk  ul  the 
colonists  claimed,  on  account  of  its  principle,  'idiere  was,  Imwexer, 
a  respectable  niiudrily  who  elaimetl  that  ho\se\er  inoppurtune  and 
exasperating-,  tlie  Stam[)  .\ct  was  not  unconstitutional.  i'.enjannn 
Franklin,  it  is  said,  ol'fered  his  services  to  help  the  go\ernment  .ilttani 
the  services  of  an  efficient  stamp-collector  in  I'ennsyh  ania.  Hut 
whether  constitutiDual  or  unconstitutional,  the  Stamp  Act  cmild  not 
outride  the  shi.)W  of  indignation  with  which  it  was  received.  It  broke 
down  before  Parliament  had  time  to  repeal  it.  The  process  oi  repeal 
which  was  carried  thnmgh  at  the  ne.xt  session  of  Parliament  was  much 
facilitated  bv  an  intervening  change  (jf  ministry,  brought  almut.  Imw - 
e\  er,  by  causes  having  nu  cuiiiK-ctiun  with  the  Stamp  Act.  ddie  repeal- 
ing bill  is  said  to  have  been  inspired  by  lulmund  lUirke,  the  private 
secretary  of  the  new  I'rimv  .Minister,  Lnril  Rockingham,  anil  received 
the  support  of  William  Pitt.  Parliament,  however,  did  all  that  it  could 
to  make  the  surrender  ungracious  and  unsatislactory  by  |)a---iiig  a 
Declaratory  .Vet  afhrming  in  nmsl  positive  terms  its  coiistitutu  iiial  right 
to  impose  ilirect  taxatimi  (in  the  colonies.  Notwithstanding  the  te~ti- 
nionv  of  (iuveriK.r  WiluKit  that  "Mis  IMajesty's  subjects  in  this 
Province  have  wuh"Ut  anv  oppnsition  submitted  themselves  to  the 
authority  of  Parliament,"  we  mav  be  sure  that  if  there  was  ir  >  active 
oppHsitiiiu,  there  was  much  inward  <lissatisfactiiin  and  iMt  a  Imle 
autlible  grumbling. 

To  anticijiate  sdinewhat  for  the  sake  of  convenience,  d'wo  vears 
after  the  repeal  of  the  Stamii  .\ct  another  Chancellor  of  die  Ivxchecpier, 
Charles  d\ivvnshend,  introduceil  and  carried  through  Parliament  an  act 
imp<:)sing  iluties  on  tea  and  other  articles  imported  into  the  colonies. 
This  was  not  exactly  a  new  princi]ile,  but  as  the  revenue  resulting  was 
to  be  applied  in  making  an  .\merican  civil  list,  it  had  the  ettect  of 
bringing  colonial  (jHicials  directly  under  the  control  of  the  home  govern- 
ment, a  policv  which  so  far  .Massachusetts  had  steadfastly  and  -ucce<— 
fully  resiste<l.  Moreover  the  wound  indicted  ])y  the  Stamp  .\ct  had 
not  yet  entirely  healed.  To  say  nothing  of  its  quality  in  the  alistrad.  ,i 
more  foolish  policy  than  that  of  d'ownshend's  cannot  easily  be  con- 
ceived of.  Massachusetts  led  the  way  in  opposition  to  what  -he 
regarded  as  a  new  attack  on  colonial  liberty.  P_y  order  of  the  .\~-embly, 
the  speaker  addressed  a  circular  letter  to  the  (jovernors  of  the  other 
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colunics.  A  copy  uf  tiiis  k-lter  will  he  fnund  in  Ajiiirnilix  "1!"  of  this 
\iiliiiiR-.  The  lulluwint^- tlespatch  from  l,ieuleiiaiil-(  io\ei'nor  l<"raiicklin 
will  -hnw  huw   the  letter  was  received  in  Xu\a  Scotia;

The  doctrine  that  the  true  funclinn  of  a  colony  is  to  furnish  a 
market  f^r  the  manufactured  products  of  the  mother  country,  and  that 
it  i>  almost  contr;iry  to  nature  for  a  colony  lo  clieri>h  aspiration  for 
doing  something  for  itself,  is  well  illustrated  in  a  letter  written  by 
l-'rancklin  ^hortly  after  he  became  tio\-ern(ir,  to  the  hirst  Lord  of 
Trade,  Lord  Shelburne.  Lie  is  e\identlv  replying  to  encpnries  as  to 
whether  anv  -igns  i.jf  the  no.xious  heresx'  of  a  cokiUN'  ihrnwing  off  its 
dependence  un  the  looms  and  forger  of  luigland  were  beginning  to 
manifest  them.■^el\es  in  Xo\a  Scntia.  ITanckIm  writer:  "The  country 
peiiple  in  general  work  up  lor  their  own  use,  into  stockings  and  a 
^tuff  the}'  call  homespun,  what  little  wool  ihcir  few  sheep  produce; 
and  the\-  also  make  i)art  of  their  ci)arsc  linen  from  the  tlax  the\-  pro- 
tluce.  The  town.ship  of  Trurt>,  Onslow  and  Londomlerry,  consisting 
in  the  whole  of  f><)4  men,  women  and  children,  composed  of  people 
chictl\-  from  the  Xorth  of  Ireland,  make  all  their  linen,  and  e\en  some 
little  to  spare  to  the  neighboring  towns.  Tins  vear  the\  raiscil  73-'4 
pouiKL  of  tlax  which  will  probably  be  worked  up  in  their  several  fami- 
lies during  this  winter."  The  foregoing  is  exi)l;matorv-  and  apologetic. 
Then  Come  assurances:  "I  cannot  omit  re])reseuting  to  vour  lordship, 
on  this  occasion,  that  the  g<i\ernmeiU  has  at  no  time  given  encourage- 
ment to  manufacturers  which  coukl  interfere  with  those  of  (^reat 
liritain,  nor  has  there  been  the  least  ai)pearance  of  any  association  of 
private  persons  for  that  purpose,  nor  are  there  any  persiins  who  [iro-

ijer,  ilie  families  comprisins  the  entire  membership  of  the  Baptist  cluirch  at  Swansea, 
migrated  to  Kacltville.  to  escape  from  the  alleged  oppression  of  the  "Ruling  Oriler" 
in  their  own  town.  It  has  been  sussested  that  the  selection  of  Sackville  as  a  place 
likely  to  secure  for  thent  the  priceless  blessing  of  religious  eiiuality  and  freedom 
may  have  been  due  to  the  fact  that  its  orif;in,il  settlers  came  from  Rhode  Island, 
honorably  distinguished  from  her  sister  New  England  colonies  by  the  veto  put  by 
Roger  Williams  on  ecclesiastical  arrogr.nc  •  and  assumption.  'I'lii.s  is  prubably  mere 
conjecture.  So  far  as  is  known  the  original  settlers  of  Sackvilli-  wer.  .ill  Congrega- 
tinnalists  or  independents.  After  an  eight  years'  stay,  the  Mason  community  or  church 
returned  to  NVw  England,  to  what  particular  point,  or  with  what  subsequent  history, 
there  are  no  recnids  to  show.  The  fact  that  Sackville  and  the  surrounding  country 
in  time  became,  as  they  continue  to  be,  important  Baptist  centers  has.  so  f.ir  as 
appears,   no  connection  with   the  transient   Mason   episode. 
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fess  themselves  \vea\ers,  so  as  tn  make  it  their  empluvmeiU  nv  hu^i- 
iiess,  hut  <iiil\  work  at  it  in  their  own  t"aiiiihe>  (hiring  tlie  winter  ami 
iither  leisure  time.  It  may  he  al^o  proper  to  oliserxe  to  vour  lord-hip 
that  all  the  inhahitants  of  thi^  eolouy  are  emphned  either  iu  hu>- 
handrw  lishing  (.)r  proxidiuL;  lumher;  and  that  all  the  manut'aetures 
for  their  elothint;.  and  the  uteuj^ils  for  farmini;  and  ti-hmg.  are  made 
in  (jreat  Britain. 

I,(>KD  C.\MPBI-:i.I.  AS  GOXEK.XUK.  -LOJ-UoUy 

On  .\'o\'emher  2j,  \/()U,  Ijjrd  William  (.'amphell  wa^  sworn  in  as 
Gu\ernor  in  ^-ueeessiun  tu  .Montaj^ue  Wilnnit.  .\liehael  hranckliu  ci.'U- 
tinuiny  to  hold  the  post  of  Lieutenant-(.io\ernur.  Durm^  his  term  of 
otiice.  e.xtending-  (.i\er  nearh-  se\en  years,  he  was  much  out  (jf  the 
I'roN  iuee,  not  [jarticularl)'  tu  the  l'ro\iuce's  k.iss.  a^  during  hi>  ah^eiice 
att'airs  were  in  the  hands  of  Michael  hVanckliu,  a-  aide  an  adminis- 
trator as  e\er  discharged  the  dutie.^  of  the  gmernorship  111  Xo\a  ."^eotia 
Lord  C"ami)hell  is  descrihed  as  "a  young  gentleman,  ino>t  deser\edl\' 
esteenieti,  and  is  a  most  gallant  and  humane  sea-olficer."  Me  \\a>  nio.-t 
fa\(.)ral;ly  impressed  with  Xo\a  Scotia,  sur\eying"  her  coasts  as  from 
the  (|uarter  deck.  "Xova  Scotia."  he  informs  Lord  Shelhurue,  "has 
more  p(jris  of  safety  for  ships  of  any  l)urden  than  an\-  other  Province 
of  America,  and  almost  at  the  entrance  of  those  is  1  (leased  with  those 
inexhaustihle  mines  of  hsh  which  furnish  all  h'.urope  with  that  coui- 
modit\,  and  ought  to  he  the  lish  nurseiA'  of  seamen  to  sup[)I\-,  as  occa- 
sion mav  re(|uire.  the  British  na\y."  He  showed  good  sense  hy  point- 
ing somewhat  reproachfull}'  to  the  neglected  coal  mines  of  Ca[ie  l^retoii, 
but  takes  care  to  suggest  that  by  employing  soldiers  iu  the  mines  and 
apphing  the  proceetls  to  the  roads  of  the  Proxince  the  thing  might  be 
So  managed  to  augment  the  revenue  and  yet  not  interfere  with  lingland. 
Outsiile  of  these  practical  suggestions  he  is  perhaps  not  (piite  so  happy  : 
Xo\a  Scotia  "can,  1  hope,  bear  the  test  of  h;i\ii;g  ;d\\a\s  --hown  a  most 
uol  le  and  submissive  obedience." 

Men.  ho\\e\er,  do  not  alwa\s  jiractise  what  tlK-\'  preach.  Lord 
William  proceeded  to  do  soiuething  which  did  not  strike  the  Loi'ds  of 
Trade  as  evincing  "a  most  noble  and  submissue  obedience."  Letore 
his  arrival  in  the  Province,  h'ranckliu  had  urged  the  .Ministry  to  allow 
the  (.'ape  Preton  coal  de]i<jsits  to  be  taken  advantage  of  so  far  as  to 
secure  at  least  live  hundred  piounds  a  year   for  the  betterment  of  the 
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rtiaiK  liLlwecn  Halifax  and  the  iulerinr  tuwiKs.  I-'iaiKkliu'^  [)n.pusiUuii 
called  loiih  a  decideill)'  curt  and  iiLrenipii iry  reiii^ai.  Jn.stiuetuins 
were  sent  (Hit  stalnii^  that  "llis  Alajesly  wnuld  n^ 'i  at  present  aulli'ir- 
ize  tir  jjernnt  any  cual  niine.s  to  lie  opened  or  worked  ni  the  Inland 
•  ut  (ape  ISretun,  and  ordering  that  all  petitions  and  proposals  lor  that 
pnr[iose  should  he  diMiiissed."  Almost  a.--  soon  a^  he  was  swurii  in, 
Lord  W  illiain  proceeded  to  treat  this  prohihition  a>  a  iuillit\.  lie  was 
impressed  with  the  folly  of  allowing  so  much  valuaMe  coal  to  go  to 
waste,  and  with  the  importance  of  inipro\ing  the  road  to  Windsor  not 
only  for  the  heiielit  of  the  farmers  hut  also  for  that  of  the  gentry  of 
the  capital,  a  goodly  numher  of  whom  had  estahlished  conntr\  seals 
on  their  grants  round  hort  lidward.  So  llie  (uweruor  without  delay 
granted  an  exclusi\e  right  for  eight  months  to  llenjamin  (jerrish  and 
three  other  Halifax  merchants  to  dig  3.000  chaldinns  in  the  island 
"aii_\  \\  here  except  Irom  such  places  where  his  Maiest\''s  troops  were 
at  Work  digging  tor  the  use  of  the  troops,  hor  this  pri\ilege  derri^h 
and  his  parlnei-s  agreed  to  pa_\-  ti\e  hundred  pouiuls  and  to  ship  at  least 
1.50U  chaldrons  to  Halifax  at  a  maximuni  price  of  ^js.  (id.  a  chaldron. 
L'nfoi-tiinately  the  \entiire  did  not  [irme  prohtahle  for  (ierri^h  audi 
those  a-soeiated  with  him.  ddieir  total  shipments  amounted  to  onl\' 
-'.jSu  chaldrons,  though  Halifax  took  a  lai'ger  ([uantit\-  than  arranged 
for.  An  extension  of  time  was  asked  for,  hecause,  (  i  )  d'heir  works 
had  fallen  in,  not  an  unusual  occurrence  in  coal  mines:  (  _>  1  luiropean 
importation  had  keen  larger  than  usual,  prohahh  liecan.se  there  were 
more  timher  ships  coming  out.  (3)  There  had  keen  mucli  sinugghng 
of  coal  from  ('ape  I'lreton  to  I.ouisliurg  Iw  ciue  -\lexander  Lee  of 
Louishui'g.  wdiich  loiik  the  ])rice  down  helow  the  ]ia\iug  points,  ddie 
seat  ol  (ierrish's  operations  was  at  S])anisli   Ui\ei'  (  .^_\diie\' ) . 

When  called  on  to  gi\e  an  explanation  (/f  his  hold  conduct  in  def\- 
ing  the  inini-tr\'  in  thus  granting  permission  to  ( ierrish.  lord  Will- 
iam's repl_\-  was  that  ■'haxang  heeii  told  that  the  coal  com]Msed  the  sur- 
face o|  the  island.  ;ind  could  he  e:isil\-  taken  ;iw.i\-  Iw  an\-  ;id\  eiitnrer, 
he  coiisiilered  it  was  hetter  to  use  it  and  .'ippK  the  iiroceeds  td  the  ni.ak- 
ing  ot  roads  in  the  I'riwince."  d  he  iie.at  appo.,iieness  ,,f  his  i-e];l\' 
seems  to  ha\e  sa\ed  him  from  direct  censure.  Indeed  w.axing  hold,  he 
]iroceeded  shortl)'  aflei'  to  adxise  jlie  .Secret,ar\-  of  .Slate  to  ni.ake  fi'ee 
grants  to  the  ]ieople  of  T,ouisliurg,  who  were  "since  the  i-l.'md  was 
annexeil  to  Xo\a  .Scotia,  ohliged  to  |ia\-  the  duties  of  impost  and  ex- 
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cise  established  in  that  rroxince,  which  they  considered  a  great  hard- 
ship, as  they  liad  n(jt  any  lots  of  hmd  or  houses  granted  tlieni  there." 
It  is  hard  tu  tell  which  ol  the  i)olicies  against  which  Governor  Lamp- 
bell  protested — the  coal  policy  or  the  land  policy — was  the  more  inde- 
fensible, and  the  more  prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  Cape  Breton. 

In  July,  1767,  the  .\ssembly  met  again.  The  speech  of  the  Gover- 
nor and  the  reply  of  the  House  were  of  the  stereotyped  description. 
"His  Majesty  is  well  pleased  with  the  dutiful  and  grateful  beha\iour 
of  his  colony  of  Xo\a  Scotia,  and  they  may  ahvays  depend  on  his 
royal  favor  and  protection.  On  the  other  hand,  we  shall  ever  esteem 
ourselves  happy  my  Icjrd,  when  we  have  opportunity  to  show  the 
obedience  we  owe  to  the  King,  and  uur  ready  submission  to  the  laws 
of  the  British  Parliament,  dlie  many  powerful  motives  which  engage 
us  to  this  conduct  will,  we  trust,  always  renfler  us  superior  to  any 
seduction  bv  the  bail  exam])le  n\  those  who  ma}'  l>e  misled  by  mistak-en 
opinions.  We  are  free  tu  uwu  our  dependence."  Obsequi(nisness. 
would  seem  to  ha\e  reached  its  limit.  The  majority  of  the  men  who 
used  this  language,  or  allowed  it  to  be  used  for  them,  were  nati\'e- 
burn  Xew  luidanders.

CHAPTER  IV. 

THE     UGLY     YEAR ENORMOUS     LAND     GRANTS ALEXANDER     MCNUTT 

AS    A    COLONISER SETTLEMENT    OF    TKLRO,    LONDONDERRY,     NEW 

DUBLIN,    SHEFFIELD,    PORT    ROSEWAY    AND    NEW    JERUSALEM 
MCNUTt's    PERSONAL    LIFE. 

Chapter  XXXLL  of  tlie  secoml  volume  of  .Murduck's  Histury 
conckules  with  a  bouiewliat  sad  refrain:  "In  cl<i.-ing  the  outhne  of 
1765,  and  rt-tlcctinL;  mi  the  \ery  large  land  grants  sanctioned  by 
L'ultinel  W'ilnKjt  and  his  Council.  I  cannot  helj)  thinking  it  an  Kt^lv 
year,  and  that  the  growth  of  the  Province  was  lung  retarded  hv  the 
ra.>hness  of  gi\ing  forest  hnuls  away  from  the  power  of  the  Crown 
and  of  the  pe(jple  in  such  masses."  The  general  \iew  of  the 
historian  is  incontestably  a  sound  one.  It  is  not  clear.  h(jwe\er, 
that  he  was  not  uniler  a  somewhat  erroneous  impression  when  he 
singled  <.iut  the  year  1765  as  deserving  a  .s|>eciall_\-  repul.^i\e  epithet. 
There  were  )ears  before,  and  years  after,  17O5.  which  far  ^urpa^^ed 
it,  in  respect  to  the  anioiuit  an<l  \alue  of  the  pulilic  lands  con\e\ed 
without  consideration  to  private  ownership.  Murdock'b  own  record 
for  1764  begins  with  the  statement  that  "petitions  for  grants  were 
frecpient  at  this  time,  and  much  land  wa^  granted:  among  others 
some  merchants  at  Albany  got  1000  acres  e:ich  at  t  hediak  (Shediac) 
and  Tatamagouche  reserved  for  them."  ]'"ew  large  cii  bloc  grants 
to  individuals  were  made  in  Xo\a  Scotia  iirior  to  the  Treaty  of 
I'aris  (1763).  The  policv  then  adopted  of  endowing  discharged 
officers  and  soldiers  \sith  land  led  to  natural  extensions.  .S(j  we 
tiiicl  strewn  along  Murdoch's  records  for  1764.  such  statements  as 
the  following:  "On  a|ipIication  of  Lieutenant  ncsbarre--,  lands  at 
Cliipoud\'  and  Tusket" — greatlv  in  excess  of  the  regulation  allot- 
ment— "were  reser\'ed  for  Colonels  floldimand  and  Bouguet."  ".V 
large  number  of  (jetitions  for  grants  of  land  to  reduced  olticers  and 
other  settlers,  were  consideretl  in  Council,  ami  mostly  parsed." 
".Maiiv  petitions  for  grants  of  land  were  heard  in  t'ouncil  .and 
granted,  one  of  Lord  Colville  for  jo, 000  acres  at  Ship  Harbor;  one

from  Jose))h  b'redcrick  Walktt  DesBarres  tor  loo.ooo  acres  at  tlie 
ri\er  Shcpijih' ;  ami  Iviliirt  Sinclair,  and  nj  others  for  _'u,ooo  acres 
near  l!ea\er  llarljur."  A  little  later  "several  petitions  of  land  were 
granted,  among  others  Long  Island  or  St.  John's  Ri\er  to  Sir  Robert 
W'ilniot,  Kt.  anil  i.oo  acres  of  land  were  granted  to  .Ann  W'ilnuit  on 
the  ri\er  Chihenadadie."  These  records  are  sufticienl  to  show  how 
the  tide  was  running  prior  to  1765.  And  it  is  clear  that  Alurdock 
records  luit  a  small  fraction  of  land  grants.  In  1764  "That  part  of 
the  tract  of  haul  formerly  called  Pizi(|uid,  on  the  sonlheast  iif  the 
river  commonly  known  hy  the  name  of  Pisiipiid  River  in  this 
Pro\ince  of  Nova  Scotia  was  erected  into  a  township,  hereinafter 
to  he  known  and  called  hy  the;  name  of  Windsor."  We  are  not 
told  that  this  fine  township  instead  of  ha\'ing  been  thrown  (j])en  for 
general  settlement  like  the  adjacent  country  was  wholh  disposed  of 
by  huge  grants  to  fa\ored  claimants.  It  is  only  incidentally,  we 
learn  that  the  Council  voted  in  1764,  a  grant  of  _'o,ouo  acres  to  each 
of  its  members,  to  be  selected  at  zciil.  It  is  only  fair  to  the  Lords 
of  Trade  to  mention  that  they  reduced  the  Councillors'  grants  to 
5,000  acres  each. 

What  led  Murdock  to  apjily  the  hard  term  uyly  to  the  vear  1765 
on  the  gr(iund  of  the  land-granting  extra\agance  nidnlged  in  by 
the  Council  was  undoubtedly  certain  extracts  which  he  had  just 
quoted  from  the  Council  records  of  that  year,  connected  with  the 
name  of  one  .Alexander  AlcXutt.  "In  council,  30th  .\pril,  an  appli- 
cation was  made  for  tracts  of  land,  in  all,  200,000  acres,  by  .Alex- 
ander Alc.\utt,  acting  on  behalf  of  merchants  and  others,  chiefly  of 
Philadeli)hia,  among  whom  was  Dr.  (  I'.enjamin  )  Franklin.  AlcXutt 
applied  for  a  tract  of  Land  at  or  near  I'ort  Roseway  (Shelburne), 
suft'icient  for  a  township,  and  further  prayed  that  a  charter  might 
be  granted  to  erect  a  cit\'  there,  to  he  called  Jerusalem."  Rut  there 
was  more  to  come.  "In  Council  2nd  Jul)-,  1765,  on  the  memoi'ial 
of  .Alexander  AlcXutt,  bX(|.,  iu  behalf  of  himself  ami  other>,  for 
1,000,000  acres  of  land  to  be  settled  into  townships,  resolved  that 
100,000,  acres  shall  be  reserxed  for  said  .Alexander  McXutt,  and 
his  associates  at  Meramichi,  at  I'ictou  100,000  acres,  at  St.  AI;ir\'s 
River.  100.000  acres,  at  .St.  Alary's  Bay,  100,000  acres,  at  I'edcon- 
diak  100,000  acres,  and  1,100.000  acres  on  St.  T"hn's  Ri\er,  on  con- 
dition that  tiftv  families  shall  be  settleil  on  each   100,000  acres  every 
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year  until  the  whole  shall  be  completed.  The  first  settlement  to  be 
completed  without  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  reser\ati(.>n,  allow- 
ing 500  acres  to  each  family;  and  in  case  such  settlement  shall  not 
be  made  in  the  first  year,  the  reservation  of  the  whole  to  be  \oid." 

In  regard  to  these  so  called  grants,  it  is  to  be  observed  that  they 
are  specifically  grants  for  purposes  of  settlement,  ami  not  grants  fur 
individual  enrichment.  An  onerous  condition  was  attached  to  each, 
so  onerous  indeed  that  it  was  utterly  incapable  of  fullilment.  Non- 
fulfilment  might  impose  the  necessity  of  formal  escheat,  but  as  a 
matter  of  fact  no  rights  of  proprietorshij)  were  createtl  until  the 
condition  was  performed.  The  enormous  areas  asked  for  with  the 
stupendous  immigration  responsibilities  nominally  inip(jsed,  [jrettx- 
plainly  indicate  an  unbalanced  mind.  But  if  iMcXutt  was  crazy  in 
making  such  demands,  how  could  the  council  be  sane  in  acceding  to 
them?  That  body  ad\'ised  strongl)'  in  fa\or  of  e\  en  the  Xew  Jeru- 
salem charter. 

While  McNutt  was  now  grasping  after  the  impossible,  his  pre- 
vious services  in  connection  with  the  settlement  of  Xo\a  Scotia  de- 
serve fuller  recognition  than  has  been  accMidcd  them.  Relerence 
to  these  will  follow  a  brief  account  of  his  \aried,  remarkable,  and 
almost  romantic  career. 

The  following  are  the  facts — pretty  well  ascertainetl — <ii  Mc- 
Nutt's  course  in  life,  prior  to  his  taking  part  in  the  work  of  settling 
No\a  Scotia.  He  was  born  in  Ireland  (Ulster! — date  of  birth 
uncertain — and  brought  by  his  i)arents  in  childhood,  to  what  is  n(nv 
West  Virginia.  In  1756  we  lind  him — a  grown  man — lakii\g  a 
hand  in  a  raid  ordered  by  the  Governor  of  \"ir,i;inia  on  an  Indian 
village  near  the  CJhio.  Two  years  later — September.  1751s — he  is 
in  Londonderry,  New  Hampshire.  There  is  no  means  of  learning 
what  induced  this  northward  migration,  but  that.  ha\ing  come  north. 
he  should  visit  the  only  Scotch-Irish  settlement  in  Xew  baigland 
was  perfectl)'  natural.  Short  as  \vas  his  sta\-  in  Loiidonderr\ .  he 
secured   enrollment  among  the  "freeholders  and   inhal)itants.'" 

His  next  move  was  to  attach  himself  to  the  militia  serxice  of 
Massachusetts,  and  we  find  him  in  1760,  as  captain,  taking  a  com- 
pany of  I'roxincial  troops  to  b'ort  Cunilierland.  Xci\a  Scotia,  to  do 
garrison  duty  there  for  a  short  term  of  service,  simply  from  April 
to  November.  McNutt  returned  from  Fort  Cnniberkmd  to  lioston 
bv  wav  of   Halifax,  and   may  have  taken   the   same   route   in   going. 
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The  Memorial  of  tlie  committee  of  Council  td  the  Lords  of  Trade 
in  rebutting  .McXutl's'  charges  of  unfair  treatment  al'lirnih  that  he 
had  actually  \ibited  Halifax  the  prexious  /Vugust  (1759)  wiien  he 
apphed  to  Go\ernor  Lawrence  for  grants  of  land  "for  himself  and 
sundry  persons,  his  associates,"  and  that  the  Ciovernor  had  in  writ- 
ing consented  to  assign  him  a  tow-nship  at  Lort  Uoseway  (now 
Shellnirne )  and  six  townships  in  (.'ohecpiid,  or  near  Lohennid  Hay 
and  along  the  Shubenacadie  Ri\er,  with  lea\'e  to  settle  families  in 
thirt_\'-li\'e  "rights"  in  the  townshiii  of  Granville,  in  Annapolis 
County,  Though  there  is  nothing  about  this  directly  in  the  Council 
books  at  Halifax — these  records  seem  to  sustain  the  committee's 
statement.  It  is  there  stated  under  date  of  No\  ember  3,  1760 — if 
our  history  is  accurate,  .McXutt  must  then  have  been  at  biirt  ("um- 
berland — that  he  ])etitions  the  Council,  as  the  late  Ciovern(jr  of  the 
Province  (Lawrence)  hatl  promised  him  land  at  Cobe(|uid,  Shu- 
bcnadadie,  and  Port  Roseway  on  tlie  Cape  Salilc  shore,  on  condition 
that  he  would  procure  settlers,  to  give  hiiu  all  the  help  this  body 
could. 

The  Port  Roseway  part  of  the  scheme  was  dropped  for  the  in'es- 
ent ;  the  Cctbequid  proposition  was  entiorsed. 

The  first  result  was  the  settlement  of  the  township  of  Truro  by 
immigrants  chietly  from  Lontlonderrv.  New  LLimpshire,  These 
were  almost  entirely  of  Ulster  origin,  and  the  maiorit\-  of  the  adults 
of  Ulster  birth  as  well.  Twehe  had  done  garrison  duty  at  b'ort 
Cumberland  either  with  McNutt  in  1760  or  on  similar  service  dur- 
ing the  ])revious  summer.  In  these  muster-rolls  are  found  the  names 
of  the  following  Truro  grantees:  Samuel  .\rchibald,  James  Ihm- 
lap,  John  h'isher,  ^^'illiam  b'oster,  Robert  Hunter,  William  Kennedy, 
John  McKeen,  John  Taylor,  ]\Litthew  Taylor.  Da\'id  .Archibald, 
Thomas  Dunlap  and  Charles  McKay.  The  settlement  of  the  town- 
ship of  Truro  took  place  in  1761,  though  the  settlers  did  not  recei\'e 
their  regular  grants  until  1766.  The  P.oard  o(  Trade  was  respon- 
sil>le  for  tliis  irritating  delay,  objecting  to  free  grants  of  the  culti- 
vated u|)lands  and  tlvked  marshes. 

Be)'ond  Onslow  on  the  north  side  of  Coberpiid  Bay,  McNutt  dis- 
cerned a  siilendid  site  for  a  third  Cobequid  township.  Li  the  spring 
of   1761,  without  e\'en  waiting  for  his   Xew   Ham[)shire  company  to' 
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sail  for  llicir  new  home,  he  was  off  lo  luiLjlaiiil,  tiearini;"  a  letter 
from  (Imeinor  llelcher  to  the  Lords  of  Trade,  in  wliieli  he  was 
coiiuiieiuleil  a>  a  siiilalile  assent  to  .gather  in  L'lster,  a  hndy  ui  enlon- 
i^ts  t<jr  Xova  Se(,)tia.  The  iniiiihtr\-  was  in't  in  a  niiMid  in  \ie\v  with 
particiiLar  fa\'or  a  propositiun  to  fnrther  reduee  the  pupnlalion  (jf 
Ulster,  Init  wai\-ed  their  ohjectioiis  in  \iew  of  the  intere>tin,i;'  eolonial 
experiment  that  was  heini;'  tried  across  the  water.  AlcXiitt  In^t  no 
time  in  crns.>ins4  the  channel,  raised  his  le\\-  with  ;;i'eat  expeditinii 
and  on  the  9th  of  Octoher  was  anchored  at  Ctirnwallis  l,^land.  The 
disputes  regarding  the  probable  or  exact  munlier  of  the  immigrants 
are  iniimportant.  A  despatch  prin.ted  in  the  l!o>ti)n  papers  .statdl 
that  "the  passengers  arrived  here  in  goixl  iieallh,  and  a  o  in^iderahle 
number  of  them  will  proceed  to  renioxe  with  I'ldonel  McXult  to  \iew 
and  examine  tlie  country."  Another  rejjort  recentl\-  disinterred  is 
to  the  effect  that  "during  the  [jassage  from  Ireland  the  sniall-i)o.x 
bnike  out  ciU  the  "Ibipewell"  and  th.at  when  the  \es>el  reached  Hali- 
fax harbour,  b_\'  the  Lieutenant-Go\ernor's  ijrders.  her  passengers 
were  landed  mi  f?ornwallis  Island,  where  the\-  remained  se\eral  da\s 
withiiut  shelter.  As  soon  as  possible  after  l.uiding.  McXutt  waited 
on  the  Lieutenant-Governor  and  Council,  infdrimng  them  that  he 
I>roposed  "to  set  out  in  a  few  days  with  a  number  uf  the  principal 
peo])le  t(.i  view  the  lands  at  Co])C(|uid  and  Shuben.acadie,  after  which 
he  was  to  return  to  Ireland  with  their  report  of  the  countr\-,  and 
expected  in  the  spring  to  bring  o\er  ten  thousand  persems  to  settle 
in  the  Province."  Ten  thousand — even  if  a  t\pographical  blunder 
f(ir  /a'O  thousand — is  a  stupendous  exaggeratiun  nl  all  the  pri)l');i- 
bilities  ;uk1  possibilities  of  the  case,  and  betokens  at  least  incipient 
mental  derangement.  No  accurate  list  of  the  passengers  whu  came 
in  the  Ibipewell  to  No\a  Scotia  exists,  neither  h;i\e  precise  accounts 
C(3nie  down  as  to  the  particulars  of  the  settlement  uf  the  majorit\' 
of  them  in  the  Co!)e(|uid  township  selected  for  them,  and  ap])ro- 
l)ri;itelv  called  Londonderry.  A  resiiectable  luiuorit)'  ])refcrred  to 
try  their  fortinies  towards  the  west  anil  settled,  a  small  number  at 
H(.irton,  and  a  goodly  sized  grf)up  in  Windsor,  where  the\-  rented 
from  the  large  landed  proprietors  f.arius,  whose  freehold  their 
descendants  of  the  second  generatii'm  almost  invari.iblv  aci|uire(l. 
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Ul.STEK    I.MMICIiANTS. 


In  the  .'-pn'ii.L;'  of  i-j(>2.  ;\lcXult  was  nft  fi)r  Ireland  ai^aiii  and 
brought  hack  witli  him  in  the  late  aiitunin  from  one  hiuKlred  and 
fifty  to  t\\(j  Innulred  addilinnal  settlers.  lojr  these,  a  townshii)  mi 
the  west  side  of  the  La  lla\'e  l\i\'er — and  to  which  the  name  (jf 
Dublin  or  Xew  Dublin  still  clini;s — had  been  selected  either  l)\-  the 
council  or  AlcXutt  or  b\-  the  two  actini;  in  concert.  Much  nu'stery 
hangs  (.)\er  the  movements  and  history  of  this  body  of  immigrants. 
The  following  is  l-'ranckdin's  account  of  their  arrival  and  earlier  tlis- 
posal :  ".Mr.  McNutt  \er\'  unexiiectedh-  arri\-ed  here  in  Xo\ember 
last  at  the  head  of  about  twn  hundred  persons,  embarked  from  Ire- 
land for  the  i)Iantati(jns  in  general,  and  not  fur  Nova  Scotia  in  par- 
ticular, as  appeared  b)  Air.  McXutt's  demand  of  a  sum  of  monev 
for  their  pro\■i^ions  or  that  (Jlherwise  he  would  carr)-  his  passengers 
to  I'hiladelphia.  IIowe\er  contrar\"  ti)  his  express  engagement  with 
the  Lords  of  Trade  that  n(j  expenses  should  lie  incurred  to  this 
government  for  his  settlements,  \-et  I  concei\-ed  it  nn'ght  discourage 
the  general  ]ilan  resoKed  ujion,  if  persons  offering  themsehes,  should, 
witlK.iut  some  very  pressing  reason  be  refused,  and  therefore  the>e 
[leople,  who  are  in  t'xtreme  p,o\ert\',  were  recei\ed  upon  the  terms 
required  b\'  Mr.  AlcXutt,  ruul  are  at  present  fi.xeil  at  Xew  Dublin. 
In  Des  I'risay's  History  of  Lunenburg  the  whole  stor\-  of  the  original 
Xew  Dublin  is  told  in  a  few  words:  ".\  settlement  was  made  in 
lower  L)ul)lin  b\'  peojile  from  Ireland  in  1762.  Hence  the  name  of 
Xew  Dublin,  ddie^e  emigrants  left  from  time  to  time  for  places 
promising,  as  the\'  thought,  more  in\iting  prospects."  Alc.Xutt's 
brief  account  is  that  "in  conseipience  i)f  nian\-  discouragements,  some 
of  them  embarked  the  following  spring  for  Xew  Ljigland,  while 
part  of  those  that  remained  became  tenants  to  Belcher  and  Com])an\-." 
The  completeness  of  the  exacuation  of  Dublin  bv  these  Ulster  immi- 
grants is  shown  liy  the  fact  that  in  the  general  return  of  \yhy,  it  is 
credited   with  onl\-  nme   inhabitants  of    Irish   birth   or  ]>;irentage. 

At  this  ]M)int,  McX'utt's  career  as  an  actual  colonizer  practicallv 
ended.  Thenceforth  there  were  nothing  but  amliitions  and  inllaled 
schemes,  succeeding  one  another  in  swift  and  bewildering  succes>ion, 
and  issuing  in  nothing  but  disai)])(jintmeut  and  mortification  to  him- 
self and  all  concerned.      This   fact,  howe\-er,   should  not  blind   u>  as

to  tlie  real  aiul  [)eniianent  \alu(.'  oi  tlie  rL-sults  wliich  he  did  aciuall\' 
aceoinplish,  and  tliat  in  an  ahiiMst  iiieredihly  sliurl  ^llaee  ui  time 
(i7()j-3).  T(i  sa)-  ihat  on  his  uwn  initiati\e  he  I'nunded  the  town- 
ships of  Truro  and  Lumlonderry  is  lo  state  hnt  a  partial  truth,  llis 
settlers  jjoured  at  an  early  date  into  the  valleys  uf  the  Stewiacke  and 
Miisfiuoduhoit,  and  took,  and  thnju<;li  their  descendants  still  retain, 
alnidst  e.xclusive  possession  of  those  exceptionally  heautiful  and  fer- 
tile districts,  while  crossing  the  Shul^enacatlie  and  C'olie(|iiid  Haw 
they  realized  one  of  AlcXutt's  cherished  dreams  li_\-  penplini,^  the 
whole  eastern  i>art  of  Hants  County,  now  the  township  of  Douglas, 
without  a  name  on  the  old  maps  hut  siinpl\-  marked  "for  (.'olonel 
]\lcXutt"s  settlers." 

It  is  kni>wn  that  one  of  the  \agaries  in  which  our  d'lMuiser  in- 
(hilged  when  once  he  began  to  "dream  dream.s"  and  the  time  was 
not  long  in  coming — was  that  he  had  originated  the  idea  of  pl.inting 
New  lin,L;land  settlers  in  Nova  Scotia,  and  that  the  actual  foiuiding 
of  the  early  tfnvnships  iiad  lieen  carried  out  under  hi^  direction. 
This  claim,  which  is  absolutely  without  siqiport.  is  to  be  ^et  down 
as  mere  hallucination  rather  than  as  deliberate  misrepresetnation. 
There  is,  howe\'er,  if  it  can  be  said  without  sell-contradition,  a  grain 
of  truth  in  what  AIcNutt  claims  for  himself.  \\  bile  he  ha<l  iinthing 
to  do  with  the  earlier  township  settlements  in  the  peninsula,  either 
on  the  Ray  of  Fundy  or  on  the  southwestern  coasl>.  he  is  entitled  tii 
the  credit  of  ]>lanting  a  colony  from  New  iMiglaml  on  the  Ki\-er 
Saint  John  in  1762.  Particulars  are  wanting  as  to  how  .McXiut 
just  before  his  first  visit  to  Ireland  came  in  contact  with  the  people 
of  Rowley,  ^Massachusetts,  a  considerable  pLirtion  of  \\honi  he  foimd 
willing  to  accept  his  suggestion  of  iminigrating  to  No\a  Scotia.  .\t 
Sheffield' — the  name  is  still  retained — \ast  stretches  of  most  fertile 
intervale  ati'orded  e.xceptionally  favorable  contlitious  for  agricul- 
tural tlevelopnient,  ant!  the  township  soon  became  one  of  the  most 
pros])erous  in  the  Province. 

mcxutt's  failure. 

Tnu'o,  Sheffield  and  Londonderry  are  down  to  his  assured  credit. 
jMcNutt  without   much  delay  and  under  some   undefmable    impulse,

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entereil  "U  that  wild  career  of  expl' lilaiiuii  wliich  >.in>n  linuit^hi  him 
tu  ruin  and  ca^t  a  roi^rettahle  shadow  (i\er  his  name.  I'he  edllapse 
was  sudden  indeed,  in  17(15,  we  fnul  the  euuncil  uranlnii;  liim  m 
adchtiun  tu  i'urt  K(;se\vay  and  the  charter  tdr  Xew  Jerusalem,  one 
million  si.x  Inindred  thousand  acres  distrihnted  variously  from  Saint 
.Mar\'^  liay  to  Aliramichi,  and  (io\ernor  W'ihnot  representing;  ".\lc- 
Xutt  as  \er_\'  acti\e  and  zealous  in  iiromoiin^  settlement."  The 
\er_\-  ne.xt  }ear  he  i^^  compelled  to  address  a  memorial  to  the  Kt.  Hon. 
the  Lords  Lcjnimissioners  for  'I'rade  and  I'lantalions  in\eiL,diinj4  in 
the  stronge>t  terms  as^ainst  the  injustice  of  tlie  treatment  which  he 
had  recei\ed  from  the  X(j\a  .Scotia  ( 'ouncil.  1  he  memorial  it-^elf 
is  not  within  our  reach,  hut  from  the  replies  (d'  the  Council  to  at 
least  some  of  the  allegations  a  fairh'  good,  though  of  course  some- 
what  incomplete  idea  of  his  charges,  can   he  ohtained. 

It  is  not  necessar\-  to  consider  the  counter-ch.irges  of  the  ("oun- 
cil, which  the\'  jirefer  against  him  as  the  hest  means  of  meeting  his 
assaults.  The  weakness  of  the  defen-e  i.>  that  the  wiriou^  matters 
alleged  to  the  prejudice  of  the  memorialist  were  snlistaiitialK  ^;mc- 
tioned  h\'  themsehes  when  they  placed  at  his  dr^po^al  nearly  two 
million  acres  ui  l.uid,  and  1)\'  their  commander-in-chief  when  he  pro- 
nounceil  so  empihatic  a  eulogium  upon  him  as  "a  prouKjter  of  settle- 
ment." 'idlings  had  got  into  a  very  had  shape  and  each  part\'  was 
re;i(h'  to  lav  the  blame  on  the  other. 

Hut  we  are  now  s|)eaking  of  ex-ents  which  took  place  in  I7('>5, 
with  a  look  torward  to  1766.  ?\lcXutt"s  active  ]i;irticii)ation  in  the 
cijlonization  oi  Xo\a  Scotia  ceased  in  1762-3.  Where  had  he  heen 
in  the  meantime,  and  what  had  he  hecn  doing?  i'or  the  lirst  xear 
or  two  he  seems  to  ha\e  heen  in  ITigland,  engaged  as  he  himself 
sa\'s  in  "sendmg  away  I'Tench  Protestants  to  .\meric;i."  whate\'er 
that  nia\'  mean,  'idien  he  is  in  .America  (  1 'enns\  1\  ania )  in  1764, 
concocting  jjlans  with  ijcnjamin  i^Tanklin  and  <jthers  for  settling 
Xova  Scotia  with  Scotch-Iri--h  .Americans.  The  grant  r)f  ioo.rx:iO 
acres  at  I'eticotliac  had  reference  to  one  of  these  schemes;  tliat  of 
200,000  at  I'ictou,  to  another;  one  of  100,000  acres  (included  in  the 
1,100,000  acres)   on  the  l\i\cr  St.  John  to  a  third. 

To  make  a  long  story  shrjrt,  AlcXtitt  was  iniahle  to  fullil  the  con- 
ditions att.ached  to  these  enormous  grants  and  e\entually  the\-  were 
escheated.  When  his  memorial  in  1706  failed  to  produce  an\-  effect, 
the  hest  authorities  now  incline  to  belie\-e  he  retired  to  the  isl;md  in 
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lV)rt  Ivuseway  (  ShelljiiniL')  Ilarliuiir,  still  calk-d  l)\'  ]u^  iianir,  where 
in  C"iiii)aiiy  with  a  hrotlier  juse])!!,  he  >|ieiil  iiiu-,!  ni"  the  time  lielween 
ljb(> — the  _\ear  ul"  hi^,  ci  ijlapse  — ami  IJJ^.  the  year  ot  hi,--  return  t') 
the  ClJIlluie^  then  ri^hlnii;  loy  their  indepenvlenee,  AleXutt'^  Klaml 
and  some  land  un  the  adjaeeiit  ^Imre  deeuined  Iw  the  laniih,  prac- 
ticall\    escaped    Inmi  the  e>cheatnient  of  the   I'ort    Udscwtin-  Ljraiit. 

Jn>t  hi'W  these  _\cars  were  spent  li\-  McXntt.  it  is  inipossihle  t<i 
speak  ileliintch.  Ihere  are  traces  i<\  his  ha\inL^  heen  nuieh  ni  the 
district  lit  t  iijehester  ami  in  the  adiuinnii;  ciniiit\-  ni  Kint^s  (  Hants  I. 
in  liiith  III  which  he  had  some  proprietary  interests  and  nian\-  friends. 
IhirniL;  these  \ears  his  ^dim^est  hrother  John  was  a  re-iik-nt  in  the 
township  ol  Xewport,  as  well  as  his  sister  I'.sther.  the  wile  ot 
llenjamin  Wier.'  d"o  the  last  he  was  held  in  the  highest  esteem  and 
aheclion  li\  the  people  ui  Trnro.  Thoni^h  in  general  his  colonizin;; 
amiiitions  seem  to  ha\e  died  unt,  occasional  gleams  of  the  old  spirit 
showed  thenisehes  from  time  to  time.  Mnrdock  i|notes  from  the 
records  of  the  t'oinicil  under  the  \ear  1761)  lo  the  effect  that  .\lc.\ntt 
had  "parcelled  emt  land  to  se\eral  persons,  pretendniL;"  to  ha\e 
anth(.irit\'  under  the  King's  sign  manual  to  settle  all  un,i;ranled  lands 
in  the  l'ro\ince.  (  )n  this  it  was  ordered  that  the  ,\ttorne\'-Clen- 
eral  shoukl  prosecute  ]\lcXiitt  and  that  a  proclamation  shonkl  issue 
forhiddmg  unauthfirized  occupation  of  land."  Results  of  prose- 
cution, if  entered  on,  are  unknown. 

In  1778  .\Ic.Xutt,  who  was  an  ardent  s_\'m|iatliizer  with  the  re\olu- 
tionar\-  part\'  in  the  older  colonies,  left  I'ort  Kosewa\  and  took  up 
his  residence  in  Hoston,  and  in  \arious  ways  exerteil  himself  to 
bring  Xo\a  .Scotia  within  the  [lale  ot  the  rexult  then  in  ])rogress. 
I)\-  memorials  and  in  [lerson,  he  appealed  to  the  t'oniineiital  Congress 
at  I'hil.ailelphia  to  take  steps  in  that  direction.  In  at  least  one  of 
his  petitions  he  was  joined  hy  I'hineas  Ne\ers,  one  ot  his  Roiikw 
settlers  on  the  Saint  John,  and  li\'  .Samuel  Rogers,  .M .  1'.  1'.  for 
Sack\ille.  The  coiumittee  of  Congress  to  which  this  petition  was  re- 
ferred, recommended  that  '"Lieutenant-Colonel  I'liiiieas  Xe\ers  and 
Captain  Samuel  Rogers  he  emplo\-e<l  to  lay  out,  mark'  and  clear  a 
riiad  from  the  I'enohsCot  I\i\-er  to  the  St.  John  Ri\er  in  the  most 
commodioirs  line  and  in  the  most  prudent  m.anner."  The  road  was 
not  constructed.

w  itli  a  d'lmicile  at  i 'orl  Ro-.ewa_\-  (  Sliellhnrne  )  until  1701.  d  he  e\i- 
dence  on  which  this  chan,^e  of  view  re-ts  is  pnrely  documentary 
hut  seems  conchisixe.  Tax  lists  and  store  accounts  at  Shellmrne 
are  sn])plemented  li)'  still  more  con\incing  proof:  e.  i^".  "Kin^s 
C"ounty,  Horton,  Xo\a  Scotia,  (  )ctoLier  27,  1 7S7.  I'ersonalh"  ap- 
peared .Mexander  McXntt.  h'.sip,  and  made  solemn  oath  to  the  truth 
of  the  aho\e  manifest  nv  cerlillcate.  I'.efore  me,  jon.ith.m  (  r.ane. 
J.  ]'."  ddie  manifest  or  certificate  referred  to  in  the  magistrates' 
testanuir  had  to  do  with  the  interest  (d'  his  hrothers,  losepli,  Menja- 
min  and  John,  in  a  ,L;rant  of  land  at  I.oiulonderrv.  in  wliiclt  was 
include<l  a  thousand  acres  across  the  lia\-  at  Xoel,  Kim^s  ( now 
Hants)    Count}-. 

\\di\-.  under  wliat  circumstances,  and  just  \\hen.  Mc.Xutt  left 
Shelhurne  for  \'iri;inia  are  points  on  which  no  positi\e  li^lit  h;is 
heen  thrown.  His  kinsmen  heMuid  the  .Mleghanies  with  whom  he 
decided  to  spend  his  closing  \ears  of  a  somewhat  trouhled  life,  were 
far  more  remote  from  him  th;m  the  hrothers  and  the  sister  whom  lie 
was  lea\in!4'  hehind  in  Xoxa  Scotia.  Fn  the  central  districts  of  the 
rro\ince  he  had  a  numerous  liod\-  of  att.ached  friends.  d"i  1  the 
pec)ple  of  Truro  particularly  he  was  to  the  Last  the  trusted  "i^uide. 
philosopher  rmd  friend."  1  )urin,L;  one  \'e;ir  indeed  of  this  jiis  j.ist 
sojourn  in  No\a  Scotia,  he  seems  to  ha\e  heen  domiciled  in  the  lirst 
township    which   he    founded. 

( )\er  against  these  considerations  there  nia\"  perhaps  he  ]iiU  as 
an  olTset  the  intensely  loyal  atmosphere  of  Shelhurne.  undouhteilK- 
not  congenial  to  the  repuhlican  enthusiast.  His  e;irl\-  \  isioiis  of  a 
New  Jerusalem  on   Port   l\oseway  harhour  were  not  ex;ictl\'  realized. 

Of  his  last  years  spent  in  \'irginia  not  much  can  he  set  down  as 
in  accordance  with  acturd  fact.  Xo  \'irgiiiian  writings  in  which  his 
name  and  career  are  referred  to  go  farther  haclc  than  twentv-ii\e 
years  after  his  death.  Not  altogether  unnaturalh'.  the\'  are  largeK' 
legendary  atitl   aiiocryi)haI.      On   perhaps  his  ijwii   exaggcr.ations   and 
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iiiis-statenK-uts,  a  va^t  structure  uf  tiction  \\as  l)uilt  up.  A  h.ilo  of 
rdUKUice  i^athercd  arouuil  hi^  name.  Jle  had  Ullmi  (li)\crMiir  nf 
X()\a  Scotia,  ami  wlicii  he  wcut  to  hai^lauil  in  that  cajiacit}',  had  hccu 
aduiittfd  on  the  rccDUinK-iulatioii  of  tlie  (ioxeruor  of  \'irt;inia  to  an 
audience  with  the  King.  .\  "distinj4"uislied  i)er.S()uai;e"  he  "wure 
the  court  Cl^^tunle  of  the  reign  of  (Jenr.ge  !J,  with  hucldes  and 
ornamental  huttons  of  siher  and  trininiiny.^  nf  K"'''  lace,  a  cocked 
hat,  piiwilered  hair,  and  top  Imots"  while  ■'hi>  >w<ird  never  Icit  his 
side." 

AlcXutt's  work  was  done  in  Xo\-a  Scotia  and  it  ahide^.  Its  im- 
portance and  value  are  l)e\ond  (piestion.  The  answer  of  the  cnni- 
mittee  of  Council  to  his  memorial  of  i/Ofj  does  indeed  contain  a 
\er\'  disparaging"  reference  to  what  he  accomplished  in  providing 
I'ruro  and  Lond(jnderr_\-  witli  their  original  .settlers.  In  his  mem- 
orial AlcXutt  had  represented  tliat  the  reduction  of  township  mem- 
bership trom  two  to  one  was  a  Ijreach  of  faitli,  in  which  we  may 
frankly  admit  that  he  was  in  error.  But  the  committee's  answer 
goes  far  hevond  a  denial  and  disproof  of  AlcXutt's'  charge.  It 
claims  that  "sending  tw(j  members  from  each  town  he  settles  would, 
if  granted,  i)e  highly  prejudicial  to  the  peace  and  gocxl  go\-ernment 
of  this  colonw,  shoukl  those  he  niav  hereafter  introduce  into  the 
Province  be  of  the  same  troublesome  disposition  with  the  tew  he 
has  Ijrought.  the  Ciovernment  here  having  experienced  more  diflicultv 
in  keeping  peace  in  the  little  towns  of  Truro  and  Londonderrv  set- 
tled by  Colonel  McXutt's  followers  than  with  all  the  (jther  settle- 
ments in  the  whole  I'rovince,  they  being  mostlv  ciiinposed  of  per- 
sons from  the  charter  governments,  who  still  retain  so  great  a  degree 
of  republican  principles,  that  they  make  it  a  ])oint,  to  oppose  on  all 
occasions  everv  measure  of  government  calculated  to  support  the 
honor  and  authority  of  His  Majesty's  Cr(.)wn  and  dignity."  This 
ugly  lling'  at  'i'ruro  and  Londonderry  was  under  date  of  .\ugust, 
ij*)'),  scarcelv  a  year  after  the  C(nincil  had  granted  1,000,000  acres 
of  land  to  McXutt  and  Ciovernor  W'llmot  had  testihed  that  he  was 
"verv  active  and  zeakjus  in  promoting  settlement,  and  the  people  he 
had  introduced  here  were  useful  and  valuable  settlers."  So  far  our 
historians  have  geiierallv  ])rofessed  themselves  unable  to  find  anv 
grounds  whatever  on  which  to  vindicate  the  Council's  consistencv — 
the  Council  adopted  and  sanctioned  the  committee's  report,  and  par- 
ticularly anv  on  which  the  attack  on  Truro  and  Londonderrv  could 
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be  justified.  Iiulustriall)-  no  townsliips  liad  given  a  better  aceMuiit 
of  tlienisel\-es.  Tliey  were  tlie  first  of  tbe  new  settlements  tn  jirn- 
vide  theniseK-es  witli  tbe  orcHnances  (jf  rebgion.  Xowbere  else  were 
tiie  interests  of  and  property  better  safe-guarde<L  WibiKjt  was  nut 
tbe  first  Governor  wbo  made  eompbmentary  abusion.-^  to  tbe  AlcXutt 
settlers. 

SETTLERS    MERE    SQUATTERS. 

The  castigation  infiicted  on  the  two  townships  can  only  be  ex- 
plained by  the  fact  that  they  bail  complained  more  vigor(iu>l\-  than 
other  to\\nsbips  subjected  to  tbe  same  ann(jyances  and  injustice  nf 
delay  in  the  perfection  of  the  grants  from  tbe  Crown.  So  far,  and 
the  fact  remained  so  for  nine  years  longer  as  far  as  I.ondunderrx' 
was  concernetl — the  people  were  mere  "'Squatters,"  no  man  bad  an 
acre  of  marsh,  cidtixated  upland,  (jr  forest  that  he  ccndd  call  hi>  own. 
Tbe  Council  put  the  l)lame  of  the  delay  on  tbe  Lords  uf  Trade,  who 
claimed  that  all  but  tbe  untilled  woudland  should  ha\  e  ])een  paid  for 
by  tlie  grantees,  notwithstanding  Lawrence's  explicit  declarations  to 
tbe  contrary. 

The  lact  being  that  the  Comicil  was  as  tleei)  in  tbe  mire  as  Mc- 
Nutt  so  far  as  improx'itlent  grants  were  concerned,  bi^  menicjrial  ci.)ulil 
onlv  be  parried  by  e\a-ion  and  sophi.-,tr\-,  which  some  times  ajiproxi- 
mated  very  clijsely  to  absurdity.  McXntt  bad  receixed  indidgence 
and  kind  treatment — that  is,  enormous  grants — "'not  on  accoinit  of 
his  knowdedge  or  ability,  but  from  tbe  hojie  tbe  government  bad  that 
his  zeal  and  application  to  make  settlements  in  iWi^  I'ro\ince  might 
be  a  means  of  inducing  men  of  much  more  knowdedge  and  al)ilit\- 
than  himself  to  become  inhabitants  in  it."  \\diate\-er  may  be  thought 
of  taxing  tbe  settlers  of  these  townships  with  "republican  principles" 
(sic)  the  charge  of  over-attachment  to  "charter  go\ernments"  i^  a 
strange  one  to  emanate  from  a  L'lnmcil  more  ttian  half  of  who-e 
niemliers  were  educated  New  bjiglanders.  1  be  settler^  of  d'ruro  and 
Londonderry  were  almost  entirel\-  oi  Irish  birth,  though  those  of 
Truro  bad  been  domiciled  in  Xew  llampsbire  frir  a  few  \ears  be- 
fore coming  to  Xova  Scotia,  dhere  were  no  charter  go\ernmeut^ 
in  Ireland,  while  X'ew  Hampshire  was,  inilike  M;is--ac]iu--ett^,  Con- 
necticut, and  Rhode  Island  a  "r(j_\-al  [irox  ince"  ami  not  a  "charter 
gc>vernmcnt." 
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Ill  llie  boniL-wliat  disconnected  account  ,i;i\-eii  (if  McXutt  and  his 
coiiin'zing  \\(jri<  tliere  are  some  not  unimportant  \ari.itions  {vum 
statements  made  1)\-  the  writer  in  an  article  which  appeared  in  \  ul. 
\  I  [  ni  X.  S.  llistiirial  Society's  collections.  Since  that  article  was 
written  AlcXntt's'  career  lias  been  suhjected  to  \er\'  critical  iiu'esti- 
j^atioii  :  (  I  )  1)\-  the  Re\'.  Archdeacon  Rax'inond  of  St.  John  in  two 
\alualjle  monographs  and  (j)  1)\'  Dr.  A.  W  .  11.  I'.aton  in  an  article 
contrihiited  to  rt iiici  icaiui  (  Decemher,  ]()l  3).  The  latter  [)articularl\' 
has  l)een  treel_\-  drawn  on  in  preparation  id  the  al>o\e  te.xt.  Doctor 
1-^aton  has  prohaMy  said  the  last  word  on  the  t/oloiiel's  career  in 
Xo\a  Scotia,  d  he  following  is  a  sunimar\-  of  his  lindings:  Alex- 
ander had  with  him  in  Xo\a  Scotia  three  hrL)thers,  and  cjiie  sister: 
(  I  )  lieniainin,  who  is  known  t(.i  have  lived  with  him  on  McXutt's 
Island,  koseway,  and  who  died.  prohahK'  in  Shelhurne  town,  in  Sep- 
temlier,  1708;  (  _> )  Joseph,  who  also  li\ed  at  I'ort  Koseway,  on  the 
mainland  adjacent  to  McX'utt's  Island,  and  died,  it  is  supposed,  Ijy 
drowning  in  1785.  lie  left  se\'eral  children,  most  of  whom  in  their 
turn  also  had  desceiulants.  Rev.  .Arthur  McXutt.  a  well-known 
.\letllodi^t  minister  of  a  former  generation,  was  Joseph  McXutt's 
grandson.  (3)  John  .Mc.X'ntt.  the  \-oungest  hrother,  is  known  to 
ha\e  lived  from  1785  till  towards  the  end  ni  the  centur\'  in  Xew- 
port,  Hants  ccjuiitx'.  Trior  to  1705.  lie  removed  to  I.oiidonderrv^ 
where  he  died  and  was  huried.  lie  married  .\nn  W'ier.  horn  in 
Rhode  Island,  and  daughter  of  R.enjamin  Wier,  one  of  the  origin.al 
settlers  of  Xew  I'ort.  ddiey  left  no  descendants :  (4)  Rsther,  the 
onl\-  >i-ler  of  Alexander  .Mc.Xntt  in  Xoxri  Scotia,  married  in  X'ew- 
port  lienjainin  W'ier.  Jr.,  a  hrcjther  id'  her  hrother  John's  wile.  She 
was  the  ancestress  of  the  luinierous  and  intlueiuial  W'ier  connection 
of   Hants  and   ( "oKiicstcr  (.'ounlies. 

('olonel  McXutt  himself  was  ne\'er  married.  Idle  following  is 
his  picture  as  drawn  liy  Archdeacon  I\a\'moiid  :  "die  was  (piick  to 
think,  (piick  to  ;icl.  (|uick  to  write.  His  memorials  to  the  Lords  of 
Trade  ;ind  to  the  (io\ernors  of  Xo\'a  Scotia  are  in  some  cases  \erv 
\-oliimiiioUs.  seemiiiLjh'  written  with  haste,  not  al\\a\s  elegant  in  st\'le. 
and  expressed  with  greater  freedom  than  was  cust<jni;ir\  in  those 
da\s.  Main'  ot  his  suggestions  were  wise,  his  criticism  was  often 
treiicli;int  and  well-timed  hut  on  the  other  hand,  .some  of  his  plans 
were  very  impractical  and  the  claims  he  advanced  not  always  reason- 
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al)Ie.      [ic  was  a  staunch  iipluildcr  ut  thu  cause  of  ci\il  and  religious 
lihert)-." 

Here  is  Dr.  J,\at()n's  purtraitnre  :  "A  mcire  acti\e  a(l\enturer  has 
perha|i^  ne\er  lieeii  >een  on  the  American  continent.  He  cuiiceued 
great  schemes,  and  shcjwed  leniarkaljle  energ\'  in  prMsecutiug  theni. 
but  he  seems  to  ha\e  been  c<insiileral>l\-  unbalanced,  and  after  tracing 
him  carefully  thrDugh  the  \arious  checkered  career,  we  are  forced 
to  the  same  cunclu-'ion  that  Lieutenant-rio\'ernor  Uelcher  arrived  at 
as  earl\-  as  1761,  that  he  was  from  lirst  to  last,  an  err.itic  indi\idual, 
lacking  in  mental  ballast,  and  one  whose  prci[)Osak  needed  to  be 
watched." 


CHAPTER  \'. 


THE    ACADIAN    REPATRIATION. 


W'c  now  approach  the  period  of  the  so-called  Acatlian  rei)atriation. 
heir  the  past  cle\en  or  twehe  _\ears  the  proscribed  race  has  dropped 
almost  completely  uut  of  our  story.  Xew  iiUeresls  ha\'e  arisen;  either 
races  ha\e  siiiiplanied  it.  The  man  innn  (iermau)-,  the  man  frnm  New 
England,  the  man  fmm  L'l>ter,  these  in  succe^^ion  ha\  c  cume  to  the 
front;  the  Acadian  has  \anished,  or  is  in  hulint;";  fur  the  wurk  of 
extermination  has  not  heen  absulutely  complete.  E\en  at  the  time  of 
greatest  shrinkage  limiteil  bands  of  the  ijutlawed  fugili\es  were 
secreted  in  the  wuuds  ui  the  Peninsula,  or  behind  the  buulders  of  the 
e.xtreme  southwestern  shore.  Earger  budies,  tcni,  sought  refuge  in 
the  islands  which  then  belonged  to  I'rance,  and  in  the  x'ast  inaccessible 
forests  which  stretched  from  the  Bay  of  ITindy  to  the  Saint  Eawrence. 
Vet  the  fact  remains  that  from  1755  to  the  death  of  Wilniot  in  1766, 
any  .Vcadian  in  Xo\a  Scotia  was  either  an  outlaw  or  a  i)ris<jner. 

Our  last  formal  notice  of  Acadian  affairs  left  the  unfortiniate  \ic- 
tims  of  deportation  imoh'ed  in  the  nameless  hardshi()S  and  miseries 
which  the  harsh  decree  of  Eawrence  had  made  ine\ital.)le.  \\"e  shall 
not  pursue  the  narrative  further  in  its  melanchol\-  and  reiniKixe  details. 
A  measure  harsh  and  cruel  in  itself,  was  carried  out  in  a  se\ere  and 
drastic  manner.  \\'riters  who  \-indicate  the  expulsion  of  the  .\cadians 
as  a  neces^ar}'  "war  measure"  naturally  dwell  lightl}-  on  its  nietho(l 
and  e^[iecially  on  its  tragic  consequences.  It  was,  the)-  tell  us,  the 
siu'geon's  knife  in  an  unaxoidable  operation.  The  life  of  the  body 
politic  was  at  st;ike.  If  its  salvation  has  been  secured,  we  can  well 
atYord  to  forget  the  process  by  which  that  great  end  h;is  been  accom- 
plished. So  on  the  other  hand  those  who  hold  the  dei)orting  scheme 
to  h;i\c  been  grossly  inhuman  and  tinjust  in  its  general  character, 
natural])-  use  the  hideous  details  as  a  means  of  strengthening  their 
argiunent. 
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Charles  Lawrence  sur\-i\ed  the  event  fur  w  hieli  histury  liulds  hmi 
primarily  re>punsihle  a  little  n\cr  lixe  \ear.s.  lie  fuiluweil  u[)  the 
original  expulsion  with  suiiih}'  niiiior  de[)orlatiuus  of  an  eiiuall)'  Miiii- 
niary,  and  perha[)S  a  still  more  iinjiistihaiile,  character,  i'lie  peiniiMihi 
was  swept  clear.  h'urther  iiorlli  the  relugecb  from  the  Chigiiectu 
region,  who  had  taken  t(j  the  w(H)d>  lor  safety,  did  not  snl)inil  without 
a  struggle.  d"he\-  strengthened  the  hands  of  the  wil_\-  and  elusne 
Uoishehert  w  Ikj  with  a  conglomerate  f(jrce,  Canadian,  Acadian  and 
Indian,  glidetl  tlirough  the  forests  frcjiii  the  I'etitcodiac  to  the  Resti- 
gduche,  inspiring  a  terror  out  of  all  proportion  to  his  real  power  tu 
injure.  iUit  this  state  of  things  could  not  last  long.  The  total  and 
final  eclipse  of  I'Vench  power  in  America  was  fast  tlrawing  (.>n.  .Mean- 
while Lawrence  kept  his  e_\e  on  the  .\cadians  and  maintained  a  policy 
towartls  them  as  \igorous  and  relentless  as  StralY(jrd's  "Idiorough." 
The  fall  of  Louishurg  in  1758  sti"ip[)ed  the  maritime  region  of  hreiich 
and  Canadian  troops,  and  rehulletl  in  the  deportation  to  Lnglaiul  as 
prisoners  of  war  of  the  large  body  of  Acadians  who  had  taken  refuge 
in  Isle  St.  J(jhn.  The  coiupiest  of  Ouehec  a  year  later  dealt  a  final 
blow  to  Acadian  hoijcs  aiul  prospects.  Throughout  what  is  now  the 
Province  of  Xew  lirnnswick  the  Acadian  |)(ji)ulation,  which  was  liy 
no  means  small,  from  almost  e\'ery  direction  began  to  show  signs 
of  submission  to  the  inexitable.  L'olonel  Uvyv.  in  commaiul  at  I'ort 
Cumberland,  was  waited  on  Iw  successi\e  deputation^,  tendering  sur- 
render and  seeking  [)rotection  and  fond.  Cio\ernor  Lawrence  was  of 
course  consulted.  Imwc  informed  him  that  in  the  .spring  of  17O0 
there  would  be  at  that  |)Iace  and  ;it  the  Haie  \'erte.  about  ()00  souls, 
to  be  disposed  of  as  his  excellencv  shouKl  see  tit."'  Lawrence's  hrst 
expression  of  opinion  was  to  the  etTect  that  they  should  ])e  deported. 
A\'hether  he  was  led  to  change  his  personal  \iew  uv  mjt,  a  decision  was 
reache<l  at  a  Council  held  on  [aiiuar_\'  u,  i7'>o,  to  accept  the  snliinis- 
.sion  (.if  these  Acadia.ns  and  "assist  diem  with  prc)\-isii"ins."  The  lol- 
lowing  sjiring  the\'  were  ])rought  lo  ll.alifax  ;is  prisoners.  In  this 
transaction  there  shines  forth  almost  the  only  gleam  of  liunianit\-  dis- 
closed in  the  whole  deportation  process.  L.'iwrence  and  the  ('ouiici! 
informed  !'^'\-e  that  "\essels  would  be  proxided  for  the  tr;insi)ort,ition 
of  such  of  the  compan\'  as  might  not  be  able  to  march  o\erland." 

The  tide  contiinied  to  run  in  the  same  direction.  In  .Ma}-  Lawrence 
(30) 
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liad  "300  l'"rencli  iiiluiliitains  <>{  St.  John's  l\i\LT,  in  Halifax.  a>  priMin- 
cr.N,  until  he  could  .send  thcni  to  luii^land.  In  jul\-  tlnxe  or  four  hun- 
dred .\cadians.  assenildcd  at  h'ort  (  imibcrland,  sulinmting  tlicniscK  cs 
to  i'r_\e,  who  expected  to  receixe  similar  propusals  for  such  as  were 
not  ahle  to  tra\el  by  land  to  Halifax.  In  (.)ctcjlier  I^awrence  died. 
Chief  Justice  ilelcher  succeetled  hnn  as  adnnnisirator  and  later  as 
lieutenant-goxernor. 

'1  he  .\cadian  sitnatiein  at  this  point  is  interesting^  enLiuyh  to  re(|iiire 
attention.  Circumstances  had  undergone  great  changes,  Init  su  far 
there  had  been  nothing  of  the  natin-e  of  repatriation.  .\  large  number, 
several  thousands  certainly,  of  .Vcadiaiis  of  various  domicils,  prior  to 
the  expulsion,  had  been  drawn  from  the  trausisthnnan  region  and 
concentrated  at  Halifa.x,  where,  im|jrisoned,  thev  were  awaiting  what 
the  fates  had  in  store  for  them.  "'.Mr.  Belcher."  sa\s  .Murd«.)ck  and 
certainly  with  much  truth,  "n(jw-  made  lieutenant-gtn  ernor,  appears  to 
ha\e  been  m  constant  dread  fri.ini  the  scattered  remnants  of  the 
Acadians  in  the  remote  [larls  id'  the  I'rovince,  and  wrote  on  the  sub- 
ject to  the  l-'arl  of  Ivgremont"  Belcher's  letters  to  I'.greinoiit,  to  the 
Lords  of  Trade,  and  especially  to  General  .\mherst,  the  L'ommander- 
in-Chief,  ampl_\-  sustains  Alurdock's  statement.  iSelcher  was  afraid  that 
the  few  Acadians  left  on  the  Kestigouche  would  ilo  something  dreadful 
to  the  new  settlers  at  Lhignecto.  Then  his  alarm  was  excited  bv  "about 
fort)-  of  them  remaining  at  the  village  of  St.  .Xnn's  on  the  St.  John 
Ri\'er,  who  as  yet,  hail  made  no  offer  of  stu'render."  Then  he  bad 
heard  that  "the  French  prisoners  assembled  frequently  in  great  lunn- 
bers  at  the  Mass  house,"  though  the  locatitju  of  the  edifice  is  not 
indicated.  P.elcher  communicated  this  panicky  feeling  to  the  -\sseinbly, 
which  solemnly  memorialised  him  to  give  "orders  that  these  b'rench 
prisoners  may  l)e  remoxed  out  of  the  Pio\ince."  Kemo\al  of  these 
prisoners,  however,  was  a  step  which  Belcher  could  scarceK'  take  with- 
out the  sanction  of  some  higher  autboritw  He  pre.ssed  the  importance 
of  this  mo\ement  on  General  .\mherst,  who,  howe\er,  had  alread\' 
written  him  strongly  reciTmmending  that  the  .Vcadians  should  be 
allowed  to  continue  in  tlie  Pnnincc.  To  this  recommendation  lielcher 
replied  by  transmitting  to  General  .Amherst  the  following  minute  of 
Council,  adopted  in  \-iew  of  the  aforesaid  recommendation:  "Idle 
Coimcil  i)roceeded  to  take  tlie  same  (General  -\mher--t's  letter)  into 
consiiieration,  etc.      And  that   it   is  their  unanimous  opinion   that   the 
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said  l'"rc-iicli  Acailians  caniidt  1>\'  the  ^ai^l  rij>al  order  and  the  ^aiil 
pruN-ineial  law,  lie  permitted  {<>  remain  in  the  I'i"o\inee,  and  the  (.'oiineil 
did  ad\i.se  that  their  opinion  ma)-  l)e  suhmittetl  with  all  deference  to 
the  eonsitleration  of  His  h'.xcellenc}'  (ieneral  Amherst." 

GENERAL  AMIIKKST  TO  THE  COUNCIL. 

Here  is  the  General's  rejjly  to  Minute  (jf  Council: 

"New  York,  22nd  March,  ij*)!. 
"Your  despatch  of  the  -'3th  l'\-hruar\'  reached  my  hands  last  ni^dit. 
I  ha\e  nothiui;  more  at  heart  than  the  advanta^^e  antl  ,secnrit\'  of  the 
Province  of  Xova  Scotia;  if  the  renioxa!  nf  the  .Vcadians  still  remain- 
ing in  the  same  couM  add  to  either,  I  should  he  tlie  nr>t  to  adxise 
their  expulsion,  l.tut.  as  luider  the  new  circiunstances  of  that  \aln,il)le 
and  flourishing  Province,  I  do  not  see  that  it  can  have  anything  to  fear 
from  those  Acadians,  hut  on  the  contrary  that  great  advantages  might 
he  reaped  in  employing  them  properly;  I  must  own  1  should  incline 
towards  letting  them  sta)  in  the  l'ro\ince  under  [iroper  regulations 
and  restrictions." 

Belcher's  reply  to  this  is  not  to  I)e  found,  hut  its  tenor  is  easily 
gathered  from  .\mherst's  answer,  which  is  tlated  April  15th. 

"I  heg  to  diti'er  in  opinidii  with  you  on  the  insutficieucy  of  troups 
in  your  l'ro\'ince.  TlK.Jse  that  are  destiueil  to  remain  there  are  far 
more  than  are  required  under  your  present  circumstances,  for  the 
danger  the  late  Governor  (  Lawrence)  might  h;i\e  had  snme  reason  t(j 
apprehend  is  now  entirely  remo\ed.  The  few  Acadians  (40  or  30)  at 
Restigouche  that  are  said  not  to  ha\'e  yet  surrendered  under  the  capitu- 
lation, can,  I  am  certain,  make  no  ohject,  e\en  were  the\'  to  persist 
in  their  error;  hut  depend  upon  it,  they  will  soon  awaken  out  of  it 
and  rejoice  at  our  acceptance  of  their  suhmission." 

The  correspondence  continued  at  some  length,  .\mhcrst  sticking 
to  his  point  to  the  last. 

Foiled  in  one  (piarter,  Ilelcher  tried  the  game  in  another.  His  fmal 
appeal  was  to  the  Lords  (jf  Trade  who  handed  the  letter  einhod\ing 
the  a[)[)e;d  to  Ijird  l-^greniont,  Secretary  of  State,  that  the  Ministry 
itself  might  decide  so  imi>ortant  a  matter.     Lord  I^grenmnt's  letter  does 
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not  appear  tn  liave  lie-cn  [irescrvcd,  hut  llclchcrV  ackiiMwludj^cinent  of 
it  plaii.il)'  indicates  a  refusal.  Then  came  still  anuther  appeal,  and 
still  another  reply,  the  latter  like  the  i)re\iuus  one,  presuniahl)-  unla\oi-- 
ahle. 

The  correspondence  closed.  Juerythini;  went  on  as  usual.  'I'iie 
immense  majority  of  the  .Acadians  were  in  Halifax,  unarmed  and 
under  ijuaril.  .V  few  hundreds,  perhai)>,  were  in  the  townships  helpiuL,^ 
tile  new  settlers  rehuild  the  dykes  and  re[)lace  the  sluices.  Ilelcher 
decided  to  carry  his  point  hy  a  rej^ular  cnuf'C  dc  main.  1  laviny  allowed 
the  matter  of  deportation  to  simmer  f(jr  si.\  or  se\'en  niMiuhs,  he 
recommended  to  his  Council  the  sinnmar}-  expulsion  of  the  whole 
.\cadian  population.  The  Council  agreed:  'T'^or  all  reason^,,  memhers 
of  the  louncil  are  of  opinion  that,  in  this  time  of  danger  it  is  ahsohitely 
necessary  immediately  to  transport  the  .\cadians  out  of  this  I'rosince 
as  their  continuing  longer  in  it  may  he  attended  with  the  worst  cu"- 
cumstances  to  the  projected  new  settlements,  in  particular,  as  well  as 
to  the  general  safet)'  of  the  Pro\ince.  .\nil  therefore,  the  Council 
does  unanimously  ad\'ise  and  recommend,  in  the  most  earnest  manner, 
tor  the  safety  and  security  of  this  I'rLiN'ince  and  its  new  settlement,  that 
the  lieutenant-gON'ernor,  w(_)uld  he  pleased  to  take  the  o|ienest  method 
to  Collect  and  transjiort  the  said  Acadians  out  of  this  I'roxince,  and  do 
further  aihise  that,  as  the  l'ro\ince  of  Massachusetts  is  nearest  adja- 
cent to  this  Province  that  the  lieutenant-go\ern<ir  would  he  pleaseil 
to  cause  them  to  he  transpi.irtetl  to  that  l'ro\ince  with  all  con\enient 
desi)atch." 

Uelcher  [jroeeeded  to  act  upon  the  ad\  ice  of  his  C'ouncil.  ]"i\e 
transports  were  loaded  with  Acadians,  including  the  hulk  of  those  in 
Halifax  and  its  environs,  and  despatched  to  l'>o.st<in.  llernard,  the 
Governor  oi  Massachusetts,  seems  to  lia\e  heen  willing  to  recei\e  this 
shipment  of  exiles,  hut  the  Massachusetts  Assemlil)-  in  the  most 
emphatic  manner  refused  to  concur.  Under  the  Massachusetts  charter 
such  non-c<incurrence  was  fatal  to  the  scheme.  1die  transports  la\-  idU' 
in  Ijoston  iiarhour  for  two  or  three  weeks,  and  then  .^ailed  hack  to 
Halifax. 

We  have  not  at  C(3mmand  the  letter — n(.)  douht  such  a  letter  was 
sent — in  which  the  ministry  expressed  its  (jpinion  of  Uelcher's  tia-^co. 
It,  howe\er,  i>ractically  pronounceil  judgment  hy  disnussing  Helcher 
from  the  lieutenant-governorship  and  laying  down  the  iirinciple  that 
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tliat  (ifiice  and  the  chief  jusliceshii>  sliould  ne\er  he  ciiiijoined  in  the 
future. 

'I'heir  lurdsiiips,  hu\ve\er,  ccjuld  iit>t  l)ut  be  of  the  opinion,  that, 
h()\ve\er  expeihent  it  niii;"iu  ha\e  been  to  ha\'e  removed  the  .Aeathans 
at  tlie  time  when  the  enterpn.ses  nf  the  enemv  themselves  threatened 
daiii^er  to  the  proxince.  \et  a.s  that  danti'er  is  now  ii\er  and  ho>tilities 
between  the  two  nations  have  ceased,  it  was  neitiier  necessary  nor 
pohtic  to  remo\e  them,  as  the\'  mi>.;lit.  b\-  a  proper  disiiosition,  pro- 
mote the  interests  of  tiie  colony  and  be  made  useful  members  of 
society,  at^recable  to  what  appeared  to  be  the  sentiments  of  (leneral 
Amherst  in  his  letter." 

Belcher,  humiliatetl  as  he  IkuI  lieeii  by  the  mortifying  rel)utf  at 
Boston  and  the  significant  reljuke  from  the  ministry  at  home,  trans- 
mitted the  .Acadian  ijrcjblem  unsohed — a  legacy  of  troul>le — to  his 
successor,  (ioxx-rnor  Montague  W'ilniot.  Unforlunalel}-  for  both  the 
Acadians  and  No\'a  Scotia,  Wilmot  took  practically  the  same  \  iew  of 
the  pending  question  as  Belcher,  while  he  was  about  as  weak  an  atlmin- 
istrator  as  e\er  sat  in  the  Governor's  chair  of  our  I'rosince. 

In  the  instructions  received  from  Lord  Halifax  in  Connection  whh 
notice  of  his  apijointment,  Wilmot  was  enjoined  to  use  all  possible 
and  lawful  means  to  jirevent  the  withdrawal  of  the  .Vcadians  from 
Nova  Scotia,  and  tcj  facilitate  to  the  extent  of  his  ability  their  settle- 
ment in  anv  part  of  the  British  dominion  they  might  prefer.  These 
instructions  Wilmot  proceeded  to  intjst  flagrantly  and  persistently  dis- 
regard. 

X(ilice  should  be  taken  of  the  smallness  of  the  group  of  .Acadian 
people  with  which  Belcher  an<l  Wilmot  were  successi\'elv  called  on  to 
deal.  The  following  is  a  copv  of  a  memorandum  transmitted  tri  the 
Lords  of  Trade  by  Wilmot  himself,  on  the  2Jnd  of  Ahirch,  1764:

Richard  estimates,  anil  he  is  proliahly  not  far  astray,  that  of  the 
aihills  included  in  the  al)o\e  tig-in"es,  li\e-sixths  were  women.  The}- 
were  now  practically  prisoners  umler  close  siu-\  eillance,  hut  \\here\er 
settled,  what  possible  harm  to  anyone  c.tuld  ^uch  a  company  of  per- 
sons ha\-e  done?  It  makes  one  blush,  and  at  the  same  to  utterh" 
doubt  his  good  faith,  to  lind  an  English  Go\ernor  and  a  IJritish  sol- 
dier, writing  craven  letters  and  despatches  as  to  the  danger  to  which 
the  country  would  be  put  by  allowing  the>e  ]>oor  helpless  [X'ople  to 
c>ccui)y  if  not,  what  ten  cir  cle\en  }"ears  before  had  been  their  own  land, 
yet  Some  small  space  in  the  land  of  their  forefather^.  This  was  not  to 
be  just  yet,  nor  at  an\-  time  in  the  future,   for  a  good  m;uiy  of  them. 

wilmot's  determixatiox. 

GoN'enior  Wilmot's  heart  was  set  not  on  obe\ing  the  instructions 
of  Lord  llalifa.x,  but  on  getting  tlie  small  remnant  of  .Vcadians  still 
left  out  of  the  i'ro\ince  somehow.  He  ventures  on  arguing  the  ques- 
tion with  his  lordship:  "it  has  always  been  the  oiiinion  of  this  go\- 
ernnient.  and  is  at  this  time,  that  the  settlement  of  them  (  the  .\cadian>  ) 
in  this  I'riA'ince  is  inconsistent  with  the  safety  of  it.  ...  If 
settled  in  any  other  Province,  it  should  not  be  thr.jse  of  the  neighboring 
colonies  of  New  bmgland,  for,  1  conceive  my  lord,  that  the  pro.ximit}- 
to  Xo\a  Scotia,  would  on  all  occasions,  strongly  induce  them  to  be 
acti\e  in  tlisturbing  this  Province  from  their  returnnig  mto  it.  .\> 
to  Canada,  they  woukl  not  l>e  well  treated  or  happy.  And  on 
Canadian  l)orders  or  this  Pro\ince,  1  don't  apprehend  that  it  wcuM  be 
either  safe  for  us,  or  satisfactory  to  them." 

Mis  aih'ice  to  the  Ministr\"  was  to  allow  their  deportation  to  the 
I'rench  West  Indies:  "It  is  on  acccnmt  of  all  these  con^idei'ations, 
that  I  have  in  my  two  former  letters,  offered  to  youi-  lordships,  the 
measure  of  transporting  them  to  some  of  the  West  India  Islands. 
There  cut  off  frcjm  the  continent,  and  from  ;dl  hopes  of  returning, 
they  would  content  themselves  with  ;i  settleineiU." 

Lord  Halifax  was  not  to  be  b.aulked  of  his  purpose.  He  insisted 
that  the  .\cadians  should  be  settled  in  Xova  Scotia,"  in  such  parts  of 
your  go\ernmenl  a--  nia\-  be  agreeable  to  thenisehes  C( insistent  with 
the  jiulilic  peace  and  secnrit)-."  Taking  ad\ant;ige  of  the  :at;iched  con- 
dition, W'llniot  ami  the  Council  proceeded  to  concoct  a  scheme,  which. 
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while  Miiicrlicially  agreeable  to  Lortl  Halifax's  instructions,  would  Ije 
sure  of  rejectiun  by  the  [larty  to  whom  it  was  to  l)e  ottered.  The  pro- 
posal was  to  locate  the  fannhes  in  groups  of  ten  at  certain  points 
renidtc  frtjui  one  anuther  throughout  the  Province.  Acceptance  of 
the  projHisal  implied  acceptance  of  an  oath  so  framed  as  to  ol'fenti 
the  religious  sentiments  uf  th(jse  to  whom  it  was  to  be  otTered.  W'il- 
UKjt's  expectation  was  realized.  The  Acadians  rejecte<l  a  proposition 
which  was  not  e\en  ^peciuus.  No  bait  concealed  the  hook.  Life  at 
Halifa.x  anil  in  fort?  had  become  intolerable.  They  nni>t  go  some- 
\vhere.  b'rance  had  no  colonies  in  the  Temperate  Zune  to  otTer  except 
the  barren  r^ckb  of  St.  I'ierre  ruul  Miiiuelun.  Thither  sailed  the  nne 
hundred  fifty  Acadians  w  hi  >  were  arnund  t'anso.  -\  large  contingent 
of  the  Halifa.x  company  decided  to  try  the  West  Indies.  Six  hundred 
or  more  managed  to  get  \  essels  to  coiuey  them  to  Cape  I'rancois,  the 
ca[)ital  of  f fi.^paniola,  attracted  thither  it  is  su]>posed  b\-  hearing  that 
some  groups  of  their  fellow  countrymen  had  gone  there  from  Carolina 
and  Ceorgia. 

WihiKit's  comment  on  this  event,  which  of  course  was  much  to  his 
liking,  is  luit  \er_\-  much  tn  his  creilit :  ".\II  these  reasons  induced  the 
Council,  at  which  Lord  Cnhijje,  lii^  .Majesty's  Rear  Admiral  as^i'^ted, 
to  be  unanimou.^h■  ni  opiiiiun  that  the\-  sluuild  be  at  full  libert\'  t(i 
(lepart.      .      .  Their  settlement  in  the  West   Indies  removes  them 

far  from  us.  and  as  that  climate  is  mnrial  to  the  nati\es  of  northern 
ciiuntries.  the  French  will  m  it  be  likeK'  to  gain  any  considerable 
athanlage  frmii  them." 

With  this  e\ent.  the  tragedy  of  the  ex[)ulsion  so  far  as  dex'iscd  and 
carried  nut  1)\'  Go\erniii->  nf  Xnwa  .Scotia  may  be  said  to  ha\e  ended.

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DAXDS    OF    EXILFS    RETURN. 

The  prospects  of  settlL-mcnt  in  .Vcadia  opened  up  li\'  the  Trcatv 
of  I'aris  in  1763  naturally  led  to  the  return,  contemplated  or  actual, 
of  consideralile  hands  of  exiles.  These,  hi  )\\(j\er,  on  approachint;  or 
entering  .\cadia,  founil  to  their  sorrww  that  the  oh^lacle^  in  the  \va\' 
(jf  their  repossessing;"  thcnisehes  (if  a  portiun  of  their  ancesti'al  soil 
still  existed,  and  that,  thanks  to  the  unconscionalily  stupid  polic_\-  of 
tiie  Governors  they-  were  still  under  the  ban  of  uutlawrw  ddie 
Acadian  pojjulation,  coniposeil  iiiostK'  of  "prisoners"  continued  to 
decline.  There  was  no  inflow  corresponding  to  the  outtlnw  which 
\\  ilniot  in  his  incredible  folK-  instead  of  checking;'  did  his  best  t(j 
augment.  This  pojiulatitm  mav  he  saiil  to  ha\  e  reached  it^  minimuni 
at  the  date  of  the  so-called  "general  return"  of  iij()j — which  was 
read)'  issued  in  Deceinher,  i6'i<).  Michael  hrancklin,  to  wh(i>e  g(jod 
tiflices  the  .\cadians  were  chiellv  mdehted  for  their  re-settlenient  in 
Xo\a  Scotia,  was  sworn  into  (jflice  as  lieutenant-goxernor  on  -\ugust 
23rd.  and  on  IMarch  30th,  "it  was  ordered  that  the  oaths  of  alle.giance 
should  be  ailministereil  to  the  Acadians  on  the  St.  John  Rixer.  wlio 
had  e.xjjressed  a  desire  to  take  them." 

That  the  establishment  of  relations  of  mutual  contidence  Ijetween 
the  authorities  at  Malifax  and  the  represeiitatixe^  of  the  long  pre- 
scribed race  was  largely  due  to  hrancklin  is  now  a  matter  of  universal 
acknowledgement.  His  suavit)',  his  .--ense  nf  justice,  his  freedom 
from  narrow  racial  and  religious  prejudice,  his  cunciliatoiN'  tact,  are 
freely  recognized  by  writers,  whu  uu  the  expulsiun  (|uesti<in  and  its 
connected  issues  take  strong  ground  against  the  .\cadians,  while  with 
much  inconsistenc}-,  the_\-  i)ass  Ijy  without  censure,  the  harsh  ()]ipiessi\e 
I)olic\'  of  his  predecessors,  which  on  his  accessiim  to  ofiice  he  pro- 
ceeded at  e)nce  to  reverse. 

Within  a  \-ear  fruni  the  date  of  the  "general  return"  of  ijiij,  the 
Acadian  lamilies  which  it  re])orts  as  at  .Viinapohs  and  W'indMir,  most 
of  \\  lujin  had  tramped  their  wear\-  wa\-  friiui  Massachusetts,  had 
recei\ed  alhjtments  at  St.  Marx's  P.ay,  where  ihe\-  laid  the  fiuind:i- 
tioiis  of  the  [jrosperous  townshi])  of  Clare,  ne\er  to  be  forgotten  as 
the  liome  of  the  loyal  and  saintlv  Abbe  Segoigne.  Uauieau  draws 
a  \i\id  ami  touching  picture  of  the  march  of  this  "heroic  cara\an" 
from   Massachusetts  to   No\a   Scotia,   csi)ecially  of   the   last   two   or 
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tliree  luiiidred  miles  of  it  wiieii  their  route  tmik  them  thnm^h  mo^t 
of  what,  ele\eii  \ears  lietDre,  were  the  cliief  eeiiters  of   Aeaihaii  hfe. 

Almost  e<intem[)oraneiiusly  another  liaiid  nf  exiles— located  tem- 
]jiiraril\-  at  llalifax — tiimuLjli  the  kindl\-  inter\entii  ni  nl"  llmernur 
l-'rancklin — resumed  i.)osse>sii  ni  dt  their  aneestral  lands  at  I'uiilieo 
and  Pusket,  b_>  perpetnate  there  the  lineage  of  1  .a  lour  and  the 
histejrical  name  of  iJdlntreniont.  So  far  as  known  this  was  the 
onh  ease  occurring  in  the  peninsula  in  which  a  returning  company 
came  into  possession  of  its  ancient  patrinion\'.' 

When  once  the  good  news  ha.d  spreaij  ahout  that  the  wa\'  was 
opened  up),  migration  followed  migration  homeward.  The  exiled 
people  sought  return  to  the  cradle  of  their  race  Iroui  far  and  near, 
in  comparati\el\'  large  coni])anies,  m  sm.aller  groups,  in  lamihes, 
singh'.  Dilhculties  had  to  he  t.aced,  prixations  and  suh'erings  home, 
almost  as  numerous  .and  tr\ing  as  those  met  with  on  their  outward 
way.  Some,  uphorne  1i\'  their  ardent  longing  for  home,  came  safe]\' 
throiigh  ;  others  dropped  out  and  disappeared. 

No  hetter  trihnte  can  he  paid  to  the  industry  and  sound  judg- 
ment of  the  original  settlers  of  .\cadia  than  the  eagerness  with  which 
the  lauds  the}'  cleared,  or  reclaimeil  from  the  sea.  were  appropriated 
hy  the  X'ew  luigland  and  l.'lster  immigrants  of  \jCyj-j.  and  l)\-  the 
shrewdest  of  the  speculators  and  land-gr.ahliers  who,  during  the  de- 
cade 1760-70,  locked  up  So  much  of  the  hest  soil  in  Xo\a  Scotia. 
Thus  it  hapi)ened  that  with  (jue  partial  exception  those  of  the  exiles 
whose  homes  had  heen  on  the  Bay  of  i"undy  rixers.  and  '.\ho  came 
hack  from  then'  wamlerings  with  the  hope  of  resuming  them,  were 
in\',iri,'ilil\  doomed  to  ilisap])oiutnient.-  Xecess.inK  the  new  settle- 
ments formed  hy  the  companies  returning  troni  exile  were  for  the 
most  part  located  north  of  the  Isthmus  of  (/hignecto.  l'\jur  or  loe 
of  the  co\uities  of  Xe\y  Brunswick  are  tod.'U'  almost  wholK-  peopled 
hv  Acadians.

-'I'hc  hii.  il.stil.'t  ..II  Ih,'  iM.Mnrallu.Mii!i  anil  IV-lit.i-.i.h.u-  ri\.-i'.s  f..l-ni.-1-ly  an.l  .still 
Unuwii  a.s  .M.nir.iniiMok  was  ii  :>ettle(l  by  thusi'  i.f  Its  I'ornivr  inh.iliitaiils  wim  r.;uin-.l 
fioni  ixile.  The  land  had  nvanwhile  hen  Riantud  to  CoL.n.  1  I ).  s  liaiits.  but  tli.' 
diffli-iilty  was  adjii.sted,  and  the  returned  exiles  retained  iios.si'ssion. 
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The  number  of  Acadiaiis  actualh'  deported  has  heen  \ariousl_\" 
estimated.  If  we  look  at  locahties  ratlier  than  conjecture  numbers, 
we  lind  tlie  facts  V>  be  al)out  as  fiill'iws:  A  ^mall  allowance  beinj;' 
made  tor  stray  fni;iti\es,  the  inhabitants  of  Mines,  (/anard,  l'i>i(|uid 
and  (eventually)  Annapolis,  were  seized,  put  on  shipboard,  and  trans- 
ported to  the  \-arious  cobunes  from  Massachusetts  to  (ieori;ia.  The 
majorit}-  of  the  people  of  C'obei|ui(l.  tleeini^  to  the  woods  ot  the 
neii^hboiiuL;  mountains,  effected  a  hazardous  escape  to  the  h'rench 
islands  of  Kowde  and  St.  Jean,  b^rom  Chionecto  a  lew  hundreds 
w-ere  added  to  the  total  mass  of  the  tleported,  but  in  that  region  the 
attempts  at  seiziu'e  ,i.;enerall\-  miscarried  through  the  lacilities  for 
escape  .affordecl  b\  the  trackless  forests  in  the  liack'i; round.  The  in- 
habitants of  the  smaller  ;uid  remoter  settlements  of  the  peninsula 
were  immediately  proscribeil,  and  soon  most  ol  them  had  lett  the 
coimtrx'  by  lli^ht  or  actual  seizure  and  transp(.)rtation.  .So  late  as 
1750.  one  hundred  and  litt\'  Acadians  of  the  ('.i]ie  Sable  district,  who 
had  lin,!_;ered  in  the  \icinit\'  of  their  former  homes  m  a  state  of  out- 
law r_\-,  sui'renilered  to  the  go\ernment,  and  were  sent  to  l'.ni;land. 
sonic  of  them  wandering  thence  to  brance,  a  tew  e\entnall\  return- 
ing to  Xo\a  Scotia. 

To  recur  to  the  (|nestion  of  nimierical  estim.ites.  ilalibnrton  in 
his  "Historical  and  .Statistical  Account  of  Ko\a  .^colia  (  \'ol.  i.  page 
iSj)."  st.ates  that  "sex-en  ihousanil  were  collected  and  dispersed 
among  the  Ihatish  I'roxinces."  With  this  .\bbe  C^a.sgrain  substan- 
tialK'  agrees.  Sir  .\dams  .\rchibal<l  ]iuts  the  number  ol  e.xiles  at 
6. QUO.  llannax's  estimate  th.il  "the  total  number  removed  trom 
.\cadia  was  somewhat  less  than  3,000  souls"  is  in  keeping  with  bis 
view  of  the  reduced  p(jpulation  id'  the  peninsula  .at  the  time  of  the 
expulsion.  I'robabK-  the  largest  estim.ate  (pioted  is  not  f.ar  abo\e  the 
truth,  if  t.akeii  to  include  with  the  actualh-  deported  tho~e  who  e.xiled 
themsel\-es  b\-  llight. 

.\s  to  the  number  or  proportion  of  the  exiles  who  ultini,-itel\-  re- 
ttu"ned  to  their  nati\-e  land  <iiil\-  conjectures  can  be  hazarded.  Most 
writers  content  themsebes  with  such  indelinite  estimates  as  ",'i  lew." 
"some,"  a  "consider.ible  number."  Mr.  ll;uina\  seems  alone  in  the 
O|)inion    that    "the    great    bulk    of    the    .\cadi;ms    hnall\-    sneeeedeil    m 
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rcturiiiiii;  hi  the  land  of  their  hirth."  In  anMiher  relerence  Im  the 
(jue.stion.  lie  substitutes  "at  least  t\\  u-thirtls"  for  the  lar.ijer  and  more 
indetinite  "the  great  hulk."  Tossiljl)-  as  many  Acadians  as  the  ni'ire 
moderate  of  these  statements  would  in\dlve,  if  the  calculation^  were 
made  on  the  hasis  of  Air.  llanna\'s  own  low  e.-limate  of  the  entire 
])eninsular  i)opulation,  did  succeed  in  effecting  a  return,  though  e\en 
this  is  doubtful,  liut  as  proportional  estimates  neither  of  them  can 
be  accepted. 

At  the  date  of  the  "general  return"  ()f  1767,  just  ele\en  \ears 
had  passed  since  the  ex[nilsion,  and  at  that  date  not  a  .single  Acadian 
exile  had  resumed  the  legal  i)ossession  of  land  in  Xo\a  Scotia,  nor. 
SO  far  as  we  can  learn,  had  a  single  one  subscribed  to  the  re([uired 
oath  of  allegiance.  In  the  list  there  does  not  appear  the  name  nf  :i 
solitary  one  of  the  places  which  are  now  the  .\cadian  centers  nf  the 
peninsula.  Apart  altogether  from  a  consiileralion  of  the  limited 
Acadian  population  disclosed  by  the  return  itself,  these  facts  sutlici- 
ently  indicate  the  slowness  of  the  repatriating  process.  The  si,,i-y 
of  the  wanderings  and  hardships  of  the  Acadian  refugees  during 
these  eleven  }-ears  has  never  been  fully  told,  Wv  l''.ngli>h  writers 
generally  a  page  or  two  at  most  has  been  deemed  sufficient.  l.Wblie 
Casgrain's  "Les  .\cadiens  apres  leur  dispersion"  deals  more  full\- 
with  the  subject,  and  though  not  witlunit  imaginative  elements  is  a 
valuable  and  interesting  supplement  to  the  me.igre  records  nf  our 
professed  historians.  Rut  from  the  most  meagre  of  those  recoi'ds 
we  can  gather  enough  to  lead  us  to  doubt  Mr.  llanna\'s  estimate 
as  to  the  pr((portion  of  the  unfortunate  e.xiles  w  jio  l.iund  their  wa\- 
t)ack  t(J  .\cadia.  When,  after  twehe  \ears  of  wearx-  wandering  and 
waiting  the  time  at  length  crune  in  which  such  of  them  a<  surxixed 
and  were  in  a  position  to  claim  the  pri\ilege,  were  allowed  to  settle 
peaceablw  if  not  on  the  site  of  their  ancestral  h'imes.  at  le.ist  in 
some  other  part  of  their  beloxed  .\cadia.  it  ma\-  \\ell  be  di)ulited  it 
"the  great  bulk"  of  the  original  exiles  were  lixing.  {<>  >:[y  uothiii-  of 
the  large  proportion  of  the  sur\i\'ois  who  had  beCMine  ])ernianentl\ 
domiciled  in  other  lands.  The  decimating  effects  ot  such  a  career, 
involving  as  it  did  shipwreck,  pestilence,  and  famine,  on  a  sunple 
pastoral  ])eople  like  the  proscribed  .Acadians,  can  scarcel_\-  be  o\er- 
estimated. 


CHAI'TER  \'I.

In  January,  ijCk).  Lieutenant-Governor  Francklin  taking;  advan- 
ta,i;e  ui  the  CuAtrnnr's  presence  in  Halifax  sailed  fur  l'Jii;lanil  o>ten- 
;iMy  fur  the  i)Ur]iii>e  of  relmtlini;  the  chari:;e>  i>f  nial-adniiiiisl  rali<  >n 
]ireferred  against  him  in  the  matter  uf  the  Ishuul  of  St.  Juhn  oftieials. 
He  had  heen  infmined  thri)iiL;h  a,  despatch  from  the  Secretary  of 
State  that  his  actions  "were  hii;hly  di.-iapiirnx  ed  1)\'  the  Kini;"  and 
that  he  had  been  deemed  j^uilty  "of  total  and  entire  misapprehen^ion 
oi  hi--  orders."  dhe  expenses  incurred  in  settin.i,^  up  an  ofticial  staff 
in  the  i--land  were  \  er\-  con>ideralile  and  notice  was  ser\ed  on  hranck- 
lin  that  if  an\'  further  drafts  .should  come  in  on  this  account  the\' 
UMulii  prohahly  he  protected.  Pr(.)tected  h)'  the  armour  of  con.-cious 
innocence  hrancklin  ha.-tened  acri.)ss  to  meet  hi.^  accusers.  Lord 
William  Campljell  in  acknowledging  Lord  Hillshorough's  ilespatch 
had  not  put  forth  a  \-erv  strong  tlefense  for  his  lieutenant.  The 
onlv  jilea  suggested  was  "mistaken  zeal."  The  financial  [loint  at 
is>ue  was  not  easilv  adjusted. 

krancklin  was  absent  from  Nova  Scotia  frctm  Januarw  ijocj  to 
June,  177-.  This  long  ah.scnce  was  l)\'  no  means  plea.--iug  to  the 
('io\ernor-in-Chiel.  Lord  William  was  fond  of  frc'iuent  respites 
from  acti\e  dut\'  and  was  fertile  in  inxentiug  excuses  to  justit)- 
them.  If  truth  be  told  the  l'ro\ince  did  not  suffer  much  from  his 
frec|uent  absence  provided  onh'  that  the  Lieutenant-Co\ernor  was  on 
hand   to  take  the   reins. 

There  is  not  available  much  information  as  tc)  how  hVancldin 
em[)lo\eil  himself  during  liis  ])rolonge(l  absence  from  Xova  Scotia. 
We  ilo  not  e\en  kno\v  to  wdiat  extent  he  succeeded  in  clearing  him- 
self of  the  charges  preferreil  against  him  in  .such  \igorous  terms  bv 
Lord    Hillsborough.      It    is   certain    that    he    returned    tu    Halifax    in 
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excellent  spirits  and  seenieil  Id  enjoy  for  se\er,'il  \ears  uwl  I'mt  a 
time  at  least  in  an  ineieasniL;^  (leLjree  the  confiilence  ni  the  home 
authorities.  l-'rom  these  I'aet.s  it  is  reasonable  to  inl'er  that  ins  e\|ila- 
nation.',  were  aeeepteil  I'rohahly  the  ea.^e  reall)'  .stodil  m, mew  hat 
thus:  The  instructions  sent  to  h'ranrklin  meant  ju^t  what  he  >uii- 
l)o^,e^l  the_\-  did.  d'he  <jllicials  wh^m  he  ai)[)ointed  were  all  .\n\a 
Scutians.  The  new  proprietors  ni  tin.'  inland  wei'e  I  ".n^Ii.-hmen  and 
Scotchmen  wh<.>  wished  to  have  (hrectly,  or  iiidireetlv  the  control  of 
affairs  in  their  own  hands  and  insisted  that  the  C(jmiection  wnh 
.\o\a  Scotia  should  he  cut.  I  heir  inllueuee  wnh  the  mini.^trx'  "ut- 
weigiied  that  uf  I'rancklin.  d'he  ea^ie.-^t  way  out  <<{  the  dillicuU\- 
was  to  sa}'  that  a  mistake  had  heen  made,  cancel  l-'rancklin's  appnnu- 
nients,  and   hand  o\er   the  island   to  the  proprietors. 

Idle  results  accomphshed  1)\-  the  Lieutenant-I  io\ernor  while  \i-it- 
iny  l'.n.L;land  are  j^'euerall}'  L;i\en  in  a  space  (|uite  di^prop.  irtiMuaie  to 
the  leni;th  of  his  sta\'  there.  ".Mr.  I'"rancklin,  the  1  .ieuteiiant-("io\ - 
ernor  returned  to  Halifax  on  the  Jnd  of  June.  177-'.  lie  li|-ou,L;ht 
with  him  the  welcome  intelligence  of  twi>  hundred  ]i.ainds  ^r;inte<l 
liy  the  i\in!.;  for  the  repair  of  St.  Taul's  church.  ile  also  liron^hl 
authority  to  Governor  ratters(.)ii  of  the  Island  of  St.  jolni  tn  use  the 
stone  from  the  west  side  of  the  Island  of  Cape  Hretou."  We  are 
left  to  douhl  \Vhether  the  intellii^ence  of  the  two  hundred  piiunds 
was  welcome  because  tlKW  were  the  .L;ift  (d  a  kiuu;,  nr  hecar.se  the 
money  was  reall\"  needeil  hy  the  parishoners  cif  .St.  I'aul's.  .\s  tu 
the  (.'ajie  lireton  stone,  it  is  i^'ratif)  int,'-  to  know  that  somvliodv-  was 
permitted  to  use  somethin;.,'  frum  an  island  whose  resinu'ces  and  pii;- 
ducts  it  was  the  <;ood  pleasure  of  llis  .\lajest\'s  .t;o\ernment  to  keep 
SO  rigorously  "under  lock  and  key." 

1-rom  other  sou!"ces  we  know  that  hrancklin's  \isit  hore  -ome 
fruit  for  Xova  Scotia,  as  well  as  for  St.  Paul's  and  the  Kkuid  of 
Saint  John.  In  1774  (  AIa\-  _']tln  ( iowrnor  I.ei^^e  il.ord  W  illi.im 
Campliell's  successor)  writes  to  the  Lords  of  d'rade  that  "two  hriii;- 
antines  had  arri\ed  at  llalil.ax  li'om  I  lull,  importin;;  jNo  persons 
from  ^'ork-hire,  and  three  more  \essels  from  ihe  ,-ame  place  were 
expected.  I  he  whole  nuniher  to  exceed  (uio  persons.  ddie\-  do  nc)t 
ex])ect  grants  of  land.  Some  come  to  ])nrchase  land — others  per- 
haps to  become  tenants,  and  some  to  Lahor."  Somewhat  later  dian 
the  date  of  Legge's  letter  there  is  found  in  Murdodc's  Ilistorv.  the 
following:      "Jn    May    an<l    June    this    year,    nine    passenger    xcsscls 
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arri\L-(l  at  llalitax,  ul  which,  two  were  fnim  ScarlionniL^h.  two  ti'niii 
l.ciiiiloii,  one  trnin  X'ewcasllu,  mie  lr(ini  Suii<kTlaiul.  and  mic  Iroiii 
AhLTilccn.  Tiital  ol  llicir  i)as>cn,m*r>,  70:;.  A  Hst  ol  4()(.)  iiaiiics  is 
j^ixcii.  'Jhtir  names  arc  iuii^li^h."  .Muidnck  ,t,'iv(js  no  infornialiun 
rL;;ar(hni(  thest;  two  lj(j(hes  nt  immigrants — the  inie  lirst  reterrcd  b) 
came  in  1773 — except  tliat  they  did  nut  want  grants  and  tiiat  tho-e 
comiKjsing  the  second  and  larger  grou|>  aU  had  I'.ngHsh  name>.  It  is 
ma  clear  whetiier  or  not  lie  considered  tlie  two  immigrations  to  ha\'e 
an\-  comieclion  with  one  aiiother.  As  a  matter  of  laet  thev  were 
parts  of  a  common  immigration  nio\ement.  SomeluiW  the  historian 
did  not  get  on  the  tracl<  of  an  earlier  arri\al.  In  Maw  177-',  the 
good  ship  l)uke  of  \'ork,  landed  in  Ilalilax  ()2  passengers,  the  first 
installment  of  w  h;it  was  collectixely  a  large  immigrant  hod\\  'rhe_\' 
were  all  from  Vorkshire,  F.ngland,  and  were  hound  for  the  Isthmus 
of  C'hignecto.  At  home  the  newcomers  had  keen  tenant  tanners, 
trades  ])eople  of  \arions  kinds,  or  laliorers  on  the  estates  (jf  large 
landed  proprietors  in  ^'orkshirc,  notahl)-  on  the  extensixe  h'lldings  of 
the   I^uke  of  Rutland. 

SETTLEMENT   OF   PICTOU. 

It  will  come  with  the  force  of  a  shock  to  some  readers  of  this 
narrati\e  to  learn  that  there  was  nothing  distinclix  el\-  Scotch  in  con- 
nection with  the  earliest  settlement  of  that  pru'l  of  Xo\a  Scotia  known 
as  the  district  of  I'ictou.  In  April,  17O5,  ( iovcrnor  Wilniot  wrote  to 
the  l.ords  of  drade  as  follows:  "\W  the  late  arrixal  of  se\eral  p)ersons 
from  i'ennsvKania,  New  Jersey,  and  some  of  the  neighhoring  colonies^ 
we  have  the  prosiject  of  ha\'ing  this  I'roxince  soon  peopled  hy  the 
accession  u\  nian_\-  settlers  from  those  parts."  This  was  a  gratif)'ing 
prospect. 

The  following  is  a  summar\'  of  the  further  contents  of  the  letter: 

1.  The  gentlemen  who  had  \isited  Halifax  from  l'ens\  l\ania  and 
Xew  Ierse\'  re])resented  that  immigrants  from  (lerman\-  had  so  oxer- 
stocked  the  good  lands  in  those  colonies,  thai  the  I'.nglisli-speaking' 
colonists  had  keen  ohligeil  to  move  out  and  seek  their  li\elihood  in 
Carolina  and  X'irginia. 

2.  These  gentlemen  and  the  associatictns  whom  they  re])resenled. 
had  had  their  attention  directed  h\-  .\lexander  McXntt  (and  otlieis  ) 
to  Xov.a  Scotia  as  a  source  of  su[)ply  of  two  articles  of  prime  necessit\', 
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tisli  and  hemp.  'Iheir  \'isit  was  for  the  inirpdNC  til  a^CL■l■laini^lL;  liow 
well  ailapleil  the  rrnxiiice  \\a>  lur  the  tari'\  iii,l;  mi  ul  the  li.sheiies 
and  the  ciihi\  atii  'ii  ul   llax. 

3.  The}-  were  well-td-di  1  people  and  pi'np.i^ed  tu  prii\i,le  lliein- 
sehcs  with  the  needeil  Mippl}'  of  laborer^  h}'  importations  from  ( ier- 
nianv,  and  thus  di\ert  to  X(j\a  Scotia  the  annual  current  of  (iermans 
that  n<j\v  liowed  to  America. 

This  \er\'  plau.sihle  presentation  of  facts  and  prospects  was 
streni;thened  1)\'  other  considerations,  Ihe  lahorers  to  be  hrouyht 
from  (ierman\-  will  he  m)  1)us\-  with  "lish  and  hemp"  that — an  a-^ur- 
ance  which  must  ha\e  been  most  -ratifxini;  to  the  Lords  of  d'rade — 
"the_\'  will  be  sufficientl)-  ])re\ented  from  an\-  attention  to  manufac- 
turer." A  second  assurance  must  ha\e  Cipialh  commended  Uselt. 
"These  frugal  laborers  and  industrious  people  will  not  only  unpro\e 
and  enrich  their  propert)',  but  pertinaciousl\-  detend  it." 

With  these  representatives  from  renns\-l\ania  and  Xew  Ierse\' 
ap])eared  at  the  I  ioxernor's  chambers  in  ilalifa.x,  the  ubiijuitous 
Alexander  AlcXutt.  Just  what  he  was  doini^r  there,  and  what  were 
his  relations  to  the  compan_\-  which  these  assents  represented,  are  points 
that  the  rec<jril  does  n(jt  make  \er\-  clear,  Seemint;l\-  he  was  co- 
operating;- with  the  ayents  in  sccurin.t;  i^rants  of  land,  for  "he  produced 
nian\'  letters  from  the  associations  [  lia\e  before  mentioned,  soliciting^ 
them  in  tlie  most  pressing"  manners  to  use  his  utmost  endeavors  to 
procure  for  them  the  tracts  for  which  they  appl\  and  on  such  condi- 
tions as  he  had  obtained  at  _\our  lordship's  board,  the  Jjth.  h'ebruar\-. 
1861,  for  all  such  settlers  as  he  should  introduce  into  the  l'ro\inee." 

There  is  a  good  deal  of  obscurity  in  the  record  as  to  the  grants 
which  followed  these  representations.  Xo  less  than  fifteen  lirms  cir 
companies  in  Xew  jersey  and  l'enns_\dvania  sought  grants.  .Some 
wanted  100,000  acres,  others  200,000  antl  so  on,  the  total  area  ap[)lied 
for  being  2,000.000  acres,  I'lenjamin  hVanklin's  name  appears  in 
the  list  of  one  of  the  companies.  I'A'entualK-  the  ( 'ouncil  agreed  to 
reser\-e  200,000  acres  for  a  com])an\-  known  as  the  I'liiladelphia 
Conipan}-,  in  the  membership  of  which  McXntt  wa.s  i'Hludeil.  The 
land  so  reser\ed  la\'  "between  ()nslow,  Iruro,  and  the  lands  granle(l 
to  'v'olonel  l)es  Harres  at  d'.atam.agouche."  When  the  grantees  found 
that  the  limits  mentioned  did  not  measiu-e  up  to  2u(  i.ooo  .teres,  iln_'\- 
were  gi\en  libert\'  to  choose  the  aloresaid  (piantitx'  between  T.il.ama- 
gouche  and  I'ictou."     .Mr.Xutt  meanwhile  was  looking  out  for  himself, 
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In  association  with  llnue  or  four  of  his  Scotch-Irish  compatriot^,  he 
ohtaincil  a  L;rant  ol  loo.ouo  acres  known  in  I'lclou  historv  :i>  the 
Irish  -rant.  It  adjoined  liie  riiiladelphia  ;.;rant,  Iml  was  much  Letter 
located  lor  .>ettlement  imrposes,  included  all  the  southern  and  we^tern 
shores  of  I'ictou  harbour,  lioth  hanks  of  the  l'~ast  and  Middle  l;i\ei-s. 
and  the  west  siile  of  the  Wot  River,  the  hlock  of  land  ou  which  the 
town  now  stands.  Its  main  advanta,i;e  was  that  it  comprised  all  the 
ino.sl  eli-ihle  parts  of  the  harluiur,  .McXntt  kept  other  people  out  of 
it,  hut  it  was  of  no  ad\antat;e  tu  himself.  It  was  one  of  his  earliest 
escheated  grants. 

I  he  I'hiladelphia  ("oinpain-,  ihoni;h  anxious  to  \alidate  its  ,L;rant 
1)_V  actual  settlement  within  "the  time  liniit.s."  found  snndr_\'  hindcrances 
in  the  waw  (  )ne  Mr.  .\nthill  liatl  circulated  \er\-  di-para,L;ins;-  accounts 
of  the  (|nalit\  of  this  company's  land.  The  fact  that  the  snr\ey  threw 
outside  ot  the  limits  ot  their  i.;rant  the  harhor  of  I'ictou,  in  the  stag- 
nation (jf  trade  conseiiueiil  on  the  Stamp  .\ct  were  also  serious  deter- 
ranls  to  settlement.  The  companv  asked  for  an  e.Kteusion  of  time, 
which  was  t^ranted  u\>  to  June  I,   iy>>J. 

In  the  sprinj;-  of  1707,  the  company  proceeded  to  place  the  settlers 
on  their  ,L;rants.  'Idle  hriy  //o/'c'  was  despatched  for  I'ictou.  with  iust 
six  tamilies  to  he  idanteil  on  an  immense  area  of  100. oot)  acres.  The 
surnames  of  the  heads  ot  these  families,  so  far  as  handed  down,  were 
Harris,  I'attersoii,  Md'ahe.  Ro<.;ei\s,  and  (.'uinniiui;er.  The  sixth  sur- 
name is  not  recoriled.  (Jf  these  men — to  whom  must  he  accoialed  the 
honor  of  ha\im;  heeii  the  tirst  settlers  of  I'ictou.  1  lairis  \\as  a  .Scotch- 
Irishman,  I'atlerson  and  U(]t;ers  Lowland  .Scotchmen,  Met  ahe.  an 
Irish  Roman  Catholic  from  iSelfast  married  to  ,a  I 'reshMerian  wife, 
the  r.acial  aflilKatious  of  ('unimin^er  can  onl\-  he  conjectured.  I  hat 
the\-  MiKed  the  prohlein  of  the  liist  \ear  in  the  wilds  with  as  little 
unpleasantness  as  anv  j;roup  of  settlers  that  e\er  landed  on  our  shores 
is  due  to  the  careful  foi'ethoui^ht  of  the  compain-  in  stockin.::;  the  //(i/'C 
with  a  two  _\'ears'  supply  of  pro\isions,  and  especially  to  the  fact  that 
the  men  thenisehes  were  familiar  with  the  conditions  of  .\nierican 
life.  Knew  how  to  a\ail  themseh'es  of  the  resources  ot  stream  and 
forest  and  likeh-  eiioULjh  had  had  some  personal  experience  of  "roni^h- 
]n'^  It  111  the  hush." 

In  the  course  of  a  few  years  a  large  part  of  the  stock  of  the  Phila- 
delphia   Coini)aiiy    fell    into   the   hands    of   a    Scotch    merchant,    John 
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Pagan,  of  Greenock.  I'a^an  liatl  a  sliip  called  the  Hector  wliicli  hail 
carried  a  bud)'  ut  eniit^rant^  truin  Scotland  to  r>(j.ston.  \'<jthing  couhl 
be  more  natural  than  that  i'agan  should  suggest  to  his  co-proprietors 
the  propriety  of  seeking  sujiplies  of  settlers  for  the  rhiladeljihia  grant 
from  Scotland,  and  should  place  the  Hector  at  their  (.li^^posal  for  char- 
ter. An  agent  named  Ko>.s  was  engaged  to  sound  the  praises  of  i'ictou 
through  the  Highland  shires,  and  proclaim  the  tempting  oflers  of  a 
free  passage  and  a  free  farm.  The  proposal  met  witii  a  fairly  general 
response,  and  a  company  not  far  short  of  two  hundred  souls  was  soon 
ready  t(.)  sail  with  the  arri\al  of  the  Hector  on  September  15,  1773,  the 
true  histor\-  of  I'ictou.  iJr.  I'atlersoii,  the  historian  of  I'ictou  County, 
\er\-  propcrl)  remarks  on  the  imiiortance  of  the  arri\al  of  the  1  lector 
to  our  .\hiritime  l'ro\inccs,  and  he  might  liave  included  within  the 
scope  of  his  observation^  the  entire  Dominion  of  Canada. 

"With  her  pa.ssengers  ma}-  be  said  t(.)  liax'c  commenced  the  really 
effecti\e  ^.ettlemeiu  of  ricl(ju.  lUit  this  was  not  all:  The  Hector  was 
the  first  emigrant  \essel  from  Scotland  to  I'ictou,  or  e\en  these  L(.iwer 
i'ro\-iiices.  That  stream  of  Scottish  immigration  which  in  after  years 
tlowetl  not  onl\-  over  the  (.'ouiUy  ( d'  I'ictou,  but  over  much  ui  the 
ea.stern  part  of  the  Province,  Cape  liretou,  Prince  l-'dward  PJand,  por- 
tions of  Xew  Prunswick  and  e\en  the  I'pper  Provinces,  began  with 
this  immigration,  even  in  a  large  measure  originated  with  it,  tor  it 
was  bv  the  representation  of  those  on  board  to  their  friends,  that  others 
fLillowed,  and  mi  the  stream  deepened  and  widened  in  succeeding  years. 
We  venture  to  sav  that  there  is  no  one  element  in  the  ])opulatioii  of 
these  l.uwer  Provinces,  upon  which  their  social,  moral,  and  religious 
condition  has  depended  more  than  upon  its  Scottish  immigrants,  and 
of  these  that  those  on  board  the  Hector  were  the  pioneers  and  van- 
guards." Their  attention  had  been  directed  to  Nova  .Scotia  by  her 
Pieiitenant-(  iov  ernor,  Michael  ITancklin,  then  in  luigland.  .\t  th.it 
time  the  agricultural  industrv  in  l'.ril;iin  was  in  a  most  depresscil  con- 
dition, both  laiKJlMi-ds  and  tenants  rapidlv  disipating  the  m>  mcy  maile 
during  the  Seven  ^'ears  W.ir  with  its  high  prices. 

Francklin  seems  to  have  carr fully  locked  intu  existing  conditions. 

to  see  liow  thev  mighfbe  made  to  inure  to  the  benefit  of  Xova  Scotia, 

for  the  improvement   of   whose-  waste   lands  he   was   verv  .-mxious  to 

secure  agricultural  laborers  nf  the  right  stamp.  Pirought  sonuhovv  into 

(31) 
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close  association  with  the  Diikc  of  KiUlaiul  and  in\iled  to  pa)-  liini  a 
\-isit  at  his  country-^cat,  lie  was  lioth  surprised  anil  jileased  to  liiul 
his  Cirace  by  no  means  indisposed  to  listen  to  a  snyyestion  ol  the 
retliiction  of  his  tenanlr)-  hy  emigration  to  No\a  Scotia.  l'"rancklin 
pressed  the  matter.  .\n  luighi-hman  himself,  he  naturall)-  eiinngh 
thought  that  so  far  as  natii  )nalii_\-  was  concernetl,  n<i  men  more  .sinted 
to  his  [)urpose  than  haigli^hmen  could  he  fonnd.  The  general  .scheme 
and  even  its  details  were  carefully  thought  out.  ddiere  was  to  be 
nothing  of  the  natiu'e  of  an  eviction.  Those  only  were  to  jom  in  the 
movement  who  watetl  to  do  so,  and  who  gave  reasonable  promise  of 
achiexing  success  in  such  a  \entnre.  There  was  neither  compulsion  nor 
undue  solicitation.  The  usual  promises  of  free  passages,  free  grants, 
and  special  governmental  aid  in  emergencies,  were  c.irelully  withheld; 
indeed  they  were  neither  asked  for  nor  expected.  A  more  mdependent. 
self-reliant  botlv  of  immigrants  never  landed  on  our  shores  than  these 
same  \orkshiremen  whom  hrancklin's  representations — ampl_\'  realised 
in  fact — induced  to  try  the  Xo\a  Scotia  experiment. 

.V  prominent  feature  of  brancklin's  plan  was  that  the  place  of 
settlement  of  the  Yorkshire  colonists  should  l)e  the  Isthmus  of  t  hig- 
necto  and  the  ckjsely  adjacent  territory.  With  that  whole  range  of 
Country  he  was  \'er\'  familiar.  In  the  way  of  othcial  duly,  and  other- 
wise, he  had  frequentl}'  visited  I'ort  Cumberland,  the  seat  ol  govern- 
ment for  the  entire  region.  More-  than  that,  he  himesll  was  an 
extensive  land  owner  in  the  neighborhood.  While  his  summers  were 
generally  spent  on  his  beautiful  demesne  at  Windsor,  h'rancklm  .Manor 
(now  Barronstield  )  his  line  estate  on  the  \ery  edge  of  the  isthmus, 
received  ;it  least  an  aimual  \  isit.  l'"or  reasons  not  ditVicult  to  li\  upon, 
e\en  the  central  portion  of  the-  magniliceiit  stretch  of  country  between 
the  Lol)e(iuid  Mills  and  the  I'etitcodiac  kuer  had  licen  \ery  tardily 
developed  uiKler  i-aiglish  rule.  In  the  townships  embraced  m  the  isth- 
mus [iroper  an  enormous  number  of  grantees  had  l.iileil  to  \alidate  and 
perfect  their  allotments.  Some  did  not  appe.ir  on  the  scene  at  all; 
others  came,  and,  after  a  longer  or  shorter  struggle,  returned  to  .\ew 
I'.ngland.  (  )f  the  Ulster  families  who  laid  the  original  foundations  of 
Amherst,  most  withdrew  at  an  early  date  to  (obequid  and  (.'oiinvallis. 
(  )nly  an  inhnitesimal  part  of  the  vast  marsh  district  had  been  reclaimed. 
Considerable  portions  even  i)i  the  original  uijland  clearings  ol  the 
Acadians  had  relapsed  into  wilderness. 
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This  was  tlie  couiUrw  or  rather  the  eiiiuHtions  uf  tlie  country,  t(j 
wliieli  hranekhu,  heture  leaxini;  I'-iif^hind — his  return  to  \o\a  Scotia 
ahudst  exactly  s\'nchroniseil  witli  the  arri\'al  of  tlie  Duke  of  V'ork  at 
Halifax — had  arraui^ed  tn  send  his  \'(irkshire  cokinisls.  He  did  not 
lea\e  the  enter[)rise  to  the  contint^encies  and  so  coniniun  in  the  history 
of  colonial  untlertakint^s.  l''.\erthini(  was  carefully  prearrant^ed.  'Idie 
settlers,  as  they  arri\-ed  at  Jlalifax,  \\'ere  to  proceeil  withmit  delay  to 
Fort  Cumberland,  where  recei\ing  temiKirary  liospilalities  they  would 
find  instructed  guitles  to  puint  out  the  steps  by  which  new  homes  were 
to  be  secured. 

OTHEK    SKTTI.ERS    FIND    HOMES. 

The  Diilcc  of  i'orlc  reached  Halifax  on  Way  2,  \~ji.  Charles 
Dixuii,  the  princi]:)al  passenger  t)n  lioard,  and  as  long-  as  he  li\ed,  the 
patriarch  of  the  Yorkshire  colony,  thus  wrote  hcjuie  cuncerning  the 
voyage  and  his  rece[)ti(.)n  at  Halifax,  with  resultant  imi)ressions  :  "We 
had  a  rough  passage.  None  of  us  ha\'ing  l>een  to  sea  before,  much 
sea-sickness  pre\ailed.  .\t  Halifax  we  were  received  with  much  joy  by 
the  gentlemen  in  general,  but  were  much  discouraged  by  others,  and 
the  account  gi\en  us  of  Cumberland  was  enough  to  make  the  stoutest 
heart  give  way."' 

Air.  Dix(jirs  own  heart,  however,  did  not  "give  way."  He  retained 
faith  in  b'rancklin's  assurances  as  to  the  potentialities  of  Chignecto, 
and  followed  his  instructions  to  the  letter.  Leaving  the  l)uhc  of  ]'ork 
at  her  whart,  he  and  his  ])art) — his  own  family  consisting  ( d'  his  wife 
and  four  children — seized  the  I'lrst  opportunit\-  to  sail  for  b'ort  Cum- 
berland in  a  C(jasting  schooner.  In  a  few  days  thev  were  at  their 
destination.  C)n  the  8th  (d"  June  less  than  three  weeks  after  his  landing 
at  Halifax,  he  had  bought  and  paid  for  -',500  acres  of  land  in  !^ack- 
ville.  (  >lher  members  of  his  conip;m\  got  settled  with  almost  equal 
expedition.     Xor  was  it  nnuh  otherwise  with  the  groups  which  came 

'Mr.  Di.Kon  (lii-a  ill  1SI7.  Aliii...st  the  la.st  intry  in  his  iliary — nun  liail  time  to 
write  diaries  in  tlmse  .lays — is  .111  rximssion  ot  tliaiiksKivinK  to  Pi.>\  i.l.n,  .  i..r  ilireet- 
ing  liis  steps  tn  tlie  new  wcrld.  .Mr.  Mnrdnck's  obituary  notice  partially  tells  tlie 
story  ot  liis  linnoi'ed  and  usetul  lift- :  "Died  at  Sacljvilk-,  N.  B.,  2Ist  .August,  1817. 
Ciiarles  nixiin.  esquire,  in  tlie  7!itli  year  of  his  age.  He  came  there  from  England 
in  1772 — w.as  representatiye  for  .SaeUville  in  the  Assembly  ot  Nova  .sicotia.  and  after 
the  separation  ot  New  Brunswick,  was  county  member  for  Westmorland  in  the  (first) 
Assembly  of  the  latte  Province.  He  left  (1S17)  l-'S  descendants  in  the  SCounties  ot 
Cumberland  and  Westmoreland."  The  compiler  of  this  history  can  recall  one  of  the 
sons  who  accoTiipanied   .Mr.    Di.son   to   Nova  .Sentiu   in    177'J. 
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the  two  following  years.  It  is  said — perhaps  withiuit  absi^lutc  warrant 
— that  not  a  family  of  the  three  bands  of  ininiigraul^  w  a^  witlKnit  a 
lionie  of  its  own  for  more  tluui  a  3ear  after  its  arrival  at  l''<irt  L'umber- 
land. 

The  territory  within  which  these  Yorkshire  settlers  thus  fi.mud 
homes  ma\'  be  described  roughly  in  terms  of  nuKlern  geography  as 
extending  from  Maccan,  Nova  Scotia,  to  Dorchester,  New  Brunswick, 
in  one  direction,  and  from  Cumberland  Basin  to  the  Straits  of  Xorth- 
nmberland  in  another.  The  separation  of  New  Brunswick  fr(jm  the 
Nova  Scotian  peninsula  in  1784,  had  the  effect  of  dividing  them  into 
two,  not  \-ery  unecjual  groups,  according  to  location,  nnrlh  or  suuth  of 
the  Missi(juash  River,  the  nurihern  or  New  Brunswick  gruup  being 
somewhat  the  larger.  This  history  will  tell  how  loyally  anil  how  in- 
tluentially  they  supported  the  mother  country  in  the  appruaching 
struggle  with  the  re\ohing  colonies. 

There  remains  now  to  bring  the  parliamentary  history  of  the 
Province  up  to  date.  The  fourth  General  Assembly,  elected  in  i7(-)5, 
continued  in  existence  mitil  A])ril,  1770.  I'oor  A^sembl}'!  As  tar 
as  it  was  concerned  the  issues  oi  life  and  death"  were  entireU-  witli 
the  Council.  "In  Council,  _'nd  .April.  On  taking  into  cnusideraiiun  the 
time  I  if  the  continuance  of  the  present  Cleneral  As'-embly,  which  was 
begun  in  May  1765,  and  that  the  disposition  uf  the  majurity  df  the 
members  was  much  a\'erse  to  any  expedient  measures  fur  supphing  the 
dehciencies  of  the  provincial  funds  and  the  necessary  support  ut'  gii\- 
ernment,  it  was  resolved  that  the  General  .Assembly  be  dissnlved." 
Writs  w^ere  ordered  to  issue  for  a  new  Mouse,  lait  no  writ  to  "issue  to 
the  County  of  iJreton,  for  want  of  freeholders." 

The  House  elected  under  this  order  of  Council  met  on  the  sixth 
of  June  (  1770)  but  as  the  journals  for  that  year  are  missing  we  lia\e 
but  little  knowledge  of  the  business  which  it  tran-acted.  We  learn 
howe\  er,  that  one  of  the  se\enteen  Acts  which  it  passeil  proposed  to 
raise  one  thousand  poun<ls  for  roads  and  bridges  b_\-  means  of  a  lot- 
tery. The  loss  of  the  journals  prexents  us  from  recording  a  com- 
plete list  of  the  members.  This  .\sseml)ly,  which  was  not  di-.^ol\cd 
until  1784,  and  held  seventeen  sessions — though  it  did  not  meet 
in  1774 — is  known  as  the  'T.oug  Parliament"  of  Xo\a  Scotia.  Thou-b 
pjuathan  l-lddv,  the  connng  "rebel,"  was  elected  member  for  the  town- 
ship of  Cumberland,  Governor  Campbell  writes  Lord  1  lillsliorou.i.;li,  the 
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Secretary  of  State  tliat  he  does  "not  discover  in  them  (tiie  members 
ut  tile  new  House)  any  of  tiiat  licentious  princi[)le  with  which  the 
neighljoriny  colonies  are  S(j  highly  infected."  Whether  the  L'ouncil 
was  as  well  satislied  with  the  sjjirit  of  the  new  Asseml>ly,  as  was  the 
CJo\ernor  himself,  i.-,  open  to  tlouljt.  li\idently  the  result  of  the  elec- 
tion ordered,  had  been  bjoked  forwaril  to  with  considerable  misgi\iny, 
for  in  at  least  some  of  the  townships  signs  hatl  appeared  which  to  the 
Council,  foreboded  clanger  and  trouble.  Town  meetings  ( the  low  n 
Meeting  was  a  New  Kngland  Institution  transplanted  without  legal 
warrant  to  Xova  SccHia )  had  \entured  "to  debate  and  resol\-e  cju 
several  questions  relating  l(j  the  laws  and  government  of  the  l'ro\incc." 
This,  of  course,  was  \ery  alarming,  and  the  practice  could  not  Lie 
allowed  to  go  on,  e\-en  though  its  suppression  Ixjre  some  likeness  to  an 
abridgement  of  the  right  of  free  speech.  "The  CJo\ernor  and  Council 
ordered  the  Attorney-General  to  notify  all  persons  concernetl  that  such 
meetings  were  contrary  to  law,  ami  if  persisted  in.  that  he  should 
prosecute  them."  Though  the  language  in  which  the  obnoxit.)us  "town 
meeting;"  proceedings  are  referred  to  is  guarded,  the  reference  midoub- 
tedly  is  to  undue  e.xpressions  of  s\'mpathy  with  mo\-ements  in  progress 
in  the  older  colonies.  The  prohibition  applied  not  merely  to  meetings 
called  for  special  purposes,  but  to  the  annual  town  meeting,  a  time- 
honored  assembly  at  which  town  oll'icials  were  chosen,  the  ordinary 
coiumunal  busines  transacted,  and  as  occasion  reiiuireil,  (|uestions 
of  public  interest  ventilated  and  tliscussed.  It  is  doubtful  if  the  poli- 
cies thus  adopted  by  the  Council,  was  really  promotive  of  the  interests 
sought  to  be  protected.  Nothing  is  more  unwise  than  at  critical 
moments  to  supply  agitators  with  grievances.  With  not  more  than 
three  exceptions  at  the  most,  the  townships,  or  "towns"  of  Nova  Scotia, 
at  that  time  entitled  to  send  members  to  the  .Assembly,  were  simply 
New  England  communities  planted  in  Nova  Scotia.  With  them  came, 
or  was  supposed  to  have  come,  the  right  of  the  freeholders  to  manage 
their  local  aflairs,  and  in  the  interest  of  such  management  to  convene, 
at  regular  times,  or  specially,  as  their  own  judgment  dictated  or  the 
town's  interests  recpured.  Beyond  this,  the  town  was  to  a  New  Eng- 
laiider,  not  merely  the  local  unit  of  the  political  system  of  a  province, 
it  was  the  founilatiou  stoue  on  which  the  whole  structure  rested.  It 
was  folly  to  expect  a  people  at  once  to  disposses  themselves  of  so 
thoroughly  ingrained  an  idea.     Stripped  of  the  power  of  local  action,

"'I'oun  .\leetin,i;s"  jnst  suited  the  jiuriioses  nf  Jnnalhan  lu[d\  uf  (  uni- 
berland  and  Sanuiel  l\ogers  of  Sack\  ille. 

MAJOR  ij;(X;i-:  .vs  coviiUN'oK. 

In  June  1773  Lord  William  Campbell  was  aiipointed  to  the  gover- 
norship of  South  Carolina  anel  was  succeeded  in  that  nf  Xo\a  .Sc(jtia 
\>y  .Major  I'Vancis  Leyge,  a  relati\e — probably  a  cousin  of  Luixl  Dart- 
mouth, the  Secretary  of  State.  Leyge's  nominal  term  nf  nl'lice  extended 
to  1781  but  the  Ministr\'  was  comijelled  to  retire  bun  ui  1770,  ow  mg 
to  his  incomiJelence  an<l  unfairness  as  a  ci\il  adnnnistrator.  Uuring 
the  ti\e  or  m.\  years  following  his  retirement  lidiu  acli\e  service  he 
retained  the  title  and  the  larger  part  nf  the  eiiinluments  nf  the  nllice. 
One-tilth  ol  the  salary  of  one  thousand  pnunds  was  [jaiil  to  the  I.ieu- 
tenant-Go\ernor  who  performed  the  duties. 

A  session  ot  the  .\ssembl)'  was  held  not  long  after  Legge's  inaugu- 
ration. After  it  was  over  the  Governor  cninmunicated  tn  his  iinjile 
relati\-e,  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  following  rather  singular  impres- 
sion :  "b'roni  the  best  informatiuii  I  ha\e  the  pmgre-'S  t>\  this  l'rn\  ince 
is  much  retarded  b\'  want  ot  industrv  ammig  the  people  rcZ/c  caiiw 
into  the  biulc  f^arts  nf  it  from  .Vczt'  lijujland." 

The  somewhat  hea\'\"  debt  resting  nil  the  Pr(j\iiice  alarmed  l.egge. 
It  suggested  tn  him  ton,  thslionest\'  on  the  part  of  llie  nfticials  wIkj 
had  had  the  handling  of  the  public  nioiie}'.  The  idea  sn  fastened 
itself  U[)on  his  mind  that  it  became  impnssible  tn  dislndge  it.  To 
Mr.  rownal,  secretary  of  the  Hnard  nf  Trade,  he  presents  twn  rather 
un])leasant  cases.  iMr.  Nesbitt,  the  speaker  and  attnrne\-geiural  as 
well  as  surrngate,  judge  of  pmbate,  was  keeping  back  nmiuw  which 
had  come  into  his  hands  as  administrator  nf  an  estaie.  Idle  late  .\!r. 
Ilinshelwond  \\as  registrar  of  the  same  Cniirt  of  rrobale  and  the 
Honourable  .\.  ( lonld  (member  of  the  •lo\enior's  own  council)  his 
executor  refused  to  pav  the  money  o\er  as  ordered  b\-  the  ('io\ernnr 
in  his  capacity  as  councillor. 

Leg-ge  made  it  the  one  great  aim  of  his  ci\il  admiiiistratinn  that  the 
huge  provincial  debt  of  twenty  thousand  pouii<ls  was  due  tn  tliiexer)-  mi 
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the  part  ui  public  servants.  He  ap[iuinted  lUlI^l)erlc^s  coiiiini?,-.i(jiier,-5 
of  iiiijuir_\-  with  hirge  stalls  of  clerks  and  audiiurs.  W  hen  aii)-  appear- 
ance ut  irregularU)-  was  revealed  snits  were  pruni[)ily  ni>tituted  ni  the 
courts.  '1  \VM  nf  the  (.ilde^l  and  nujbt  honored  nieniher^  of  his  '>\\\i 
Council,  Jdiialhan  l'.nine_\-  and  Ilein'y  Xewtun,  were  cast  in  hea\  \- 
damages  ui  sun>  tluib  Ijmuglu.  Legge  in  a  letter  to  Lord  Uarlnionlh 
enables  us  to  at  least  conjecture  how  the  \'erdict>  were  ol)tained. 
"It  was  supposed  that  through  their  inlluence  among  the  common  peo- 
ple no  just  \erdict  could  he  obiainetl  ]>ut  a  sf^ccial  jury  was  siiiiiiiiciiCil . 
and  after  very  long  triaL  a  verdict  for  the  L'rown  wa>  found  b\-  them." 
Lieutenant-(jo\ern(jr,  .Mich.ael  h'rancklin,  a>sured  the  .Secretar\'  of 
State  that  the  accounts  of  llinne\-  anil  Xewton  were  perfectl}'  regular 
and  complete  in  every  re>|iect.  .\fter  Legge's  retirement  from  ohice 
the  .Vssembl)-  to  which  body  the  c<juncillors  appealdl  for  redress,  reim- 
bursed them  the  lull  amount  which  Legge's  in.->ane  rap;icit\'  had 
extracted  from  them,  hinall)-  the  notion  seized  the  (ioNcrnor  that  his 
entire  Council  was  confederated  to  defraud  the  I'mxince.  lie  mged 
the  dismissal  (d  at  least  fue  of  the  principal  members,  including  not 
only  Binney  and  Xewton  hut  Kichard  ISulkley,  the  nio^t  uni\XM>allv 
trusted  man  in  the  l'ro\ince.  and  who  had  filled  the  jtost  of  l'ro\in- 
cial  Secretar\-  since  the  inauguration  of  C'(.)rnwalhs's  gti\ernmeiit. 

The  quarrel  between  Legge  and  his  L'oimcil,  or  it  might  almost  be 
said  between  Legge  and  e\ery  resiiectable  man  in  llalifa.x,  came-  to  a 
head  in  1776.  .\t  a  meeting  ui  the  Council  held  on  jjiuI  .\pril,  Legge 
himself  being  pre.--ent  and  four  of  the  c<.HUicillors  whom  he  ha<l  tried 
to  ha\e  dismissed  (.Mr.  I'inuey  was  in  L.ngland  )  a  letter  from  the 
Lords  of  Trade  was  read,  informing  the  Council  that  two  pietitious 
to  the  King  had  been  referred  to  them — one  >igned  b_\-  i'tvv  members 
of  the  Council,  the  other  b_\-  se\eral  of  the  principal  gentlemen  and 
inhabitants — containing  charges  against  Cio\ernor  Legge  and  a  paper 
presented  them  b\-  Mr.  I'nnney.  containing  partii'ul;ir>  of  these  coui- 
plaints.  Thev  sent  .Mr.  Legge  copies,  and  stated  that  the  petitioners 
will  be  conlined  to  these  charges,  lie  is  aih  ised  to  collect  proofs  and 
dc[iositions  (  for  his  defence  1  and  to  re])ort  in  L.iiglaiid  without  loss 
of  time."  On  the  uth  of  May,  Cj(j\ernor  Legge  s.iiled  for  luigland. 
He  is  no  more  heard  of  except  as  nominally  Ciovenior  of  Xova  .Sc(Jlia 
for  the  live  vears  to  f<illow.  Out  of  consideration  for  his  relative,  the 
Sccrctarv  of  State,  he  was  let  off  verv  easily.     The   following  letter

writtfii  just  as  I.ej^j^c  was  sailing  for  luigiand  iciuls  to  raise  MiLluiL-l 
iM-aiicklin  still  liiglKr  in  cmr  cstcuin.  It  was  ai^ldrcs^eil  to  the  seeretar)- 
of  tile  iSuard  n{  Traile.  "As  1  liM.ik  upmi  Mr.  Legge's  situatiKii  as  a 
very  unhaijpy  uiie,  1  shall  only  say  that  it  is  lo  he  hoped,  for  the 
interest  of  the  CVown,  and  for  the  credit  of  h\>  nohle  relali\e,  that  he 
may  ne)t  he  permitted  lu  preside  o\er  this  colon}',  for  lii^  cai)acit_\-, 
temper,  and  dispositiun  render  him  unht  for  a  ( io\ernor  and  as  1  wish 
at  all  times  to  avoid  placing  an  additional  weight  on  an)-  gentleman 
already  greatl}'  loaded,  it  was  with  a  \ery  great  reluctance,  and  in 
ohetlicnce  onl\-  to  the  Lords  of  Trade's  commands  that  I  complied 
}'esterda\'  with  the  siunmons  of  the  com[)lainants  against  (io\erniir 
Legeg,  t(j  answer  un  oath,  nine  interrogatories,  which  1  did  as  tender 
as  I  Could  du  consistent  with  the  truth  '  l)urmg  the  \ears  ot  Legge's 
actual  go\crnurship,  1773-O,  I'rancklin  ret.'iined  the  position  of  Lieu- 
tenant-Go\  ernor,  htit  was  seldom,  or  never,  called  on  to  administer  the 
go\'ernment. 

The  Assembly  journal  for  the  years  177*>-I775  heing  missing,  the 
parliamenlary  history  of  the  I.egge  period  177,1-7''  cannot  he  gueii  in 
any  detail.  We  ha\e  noticed  that  Lord  William  tamphell's  mi|)ression 
of  the  "Long  Parliament"  at  its  first  session  was  most  faxoralile.  lie 
did  "not  tlisco\'cr  in  them  any  (jf  that  licentious  principle  with  which 
the  neighhoring  colonies  are  s(j  highh'  infected."  Lord  William,  how- 
e\er  ma\-  not  ha\'e  lieeii  the  keenest  of  ohser\ers. 

When  Leggc  took  charge  of  affairs,  he  sekknn  opene<l  or  closed 
a  session  without  reference  to  the  provincial  del>t.  "llow  so  infant  a 
colon\-  coultl  incur  so  great  a  deht,  and  what  advantages  were  sup- 
posetl  would  he  the  effect  of  it,  I  am  not  at  present  informed,  though 
I  shall  endea\(jr  to  search  out."  .\t  one  session,  the  (|ncstiou  ot 
tax.ition  was  discussed,  and  a  land  tax  hill  passed  hy  the  Assemhl)- — 
with  acreage  rather  than  walue  as  the  hasic  principle.  The  measure 
was  \  er\'  unf.air  to  the  owner  of  uiiim])ro\cd  and  wilderness  Land 
and  altogether  to  the  ad\-antage  of  the  freeholders  in  the  older  town- 
ships, who  had  got  vacated  French  lands  for  nothing.  .\t  another  ses- 
sion the  circuits  of  the  Supreme  Court  wer*.'  lirst  estahlished.  The 
Act  provided  that  courts  were  to  he  held  at  Morton,  Annapolis  and 
C'umherlaiid,  two  judges  lieing  necessarily  present. 

In  1775,  when,  in  the  older  colonies  the  long  smouldering  discon- 
tent had  hurst  into  flame  of  open  war,  Legge  was  pleaseii  to  congratu- 
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latc  the  nieinliers  on  tlicir  niiifnrni  l;ii.)(1  l)cha\ii  ir,  (hit\-  ami  allc,L,'iain:c 
t(i  the  Kiiii;,  while  the  A-^einhly  in  re|il\-  a^MUed  the  (unerimi-  (hat 
"the  iiihahitant^  ot  the  enldiiy  as  well  as  tiann  the  ninst  saered  sense 
of  gratitude  and  altectionate  ohedienee  tn  mir  henign  S(i\ereign  will 
e\er  he  induced  to  a  strict  allegiance  to  llis  .Maiest\  and  a  due  ohser\ - 
ance  ot  those  laws."  .\s  a  s|iecinien  of  w'oril\-  loyalt\  this  last  cannot 
well  he  outdone. 

It  IS  somewhat  disappointing  to  iind  that  the  strattini  of  mutual 
esteem  aiul  coiilidence  underlying  these  e.xuheraul  etiusions  was  alter 
all  e.xtremeh  thin.  Shorth'  after  the  1  louse  met,  l.egge  writes  to  the 
I^arl  of  iJartniouth — that  he  had  laid  the  audited  accounts  hefore  the 
House,  "hut  as  the  persons  who  form  that  .\--semlil\-  are  for  the 
greater  part  puhlic  dehtors,  1  imagine  it  will  produce  an  exculpation  ot 
each  other,  and  the  puhlic  deht  will  remain  iiearK'  as  it  i>,  heiiig  lUiw 
at  the  amount  of  more  than  tweut\--six  thousand  pounds."  "1  cannot 
omit  mentioning  to  \'our  lordships  the  continual  and  repeated  efforts 
of  a  turhulant  part}','  whom  1  mentioned  in  mv  loriner  letters  to  in- 
terrupt that  harmoin'  which  has  snhsisled  hetween  me  and  the  general 
assenil.h',  whereli)  the  puhlic  husiuess  is  greatl\-  clela\ed  aiiil  inter- 
ru|)te(l."

.\s  a  (locumeularN'  historian,  lleamisli  ]\lnrdock  ha■^  had  few  supe- 
riors. To  let  the  past  tell  its  own  stor\'  to  the  gre.itesl  extent  possihle 
was  the  aim  that  guided  his  lahors.  ile  fell  the  lo>s  of  the  .\ssenil)ly 
journals  for  the  critical  \-ears  ^JJO-i/J^  to  he  a  serious  one,  and  so 
was  led  to  make  careful  search  in  all  possihle  cpiarters  for  information 
hearing  on  the  parliamentary  proceeilings  of  that  eventful  period,  lie 
found  111  a  letter  from  (io\ernor  Legge  to  the  h'.arl  (if  1  )artniouth, 
tinder  date  oi  June  JJ.  1775,  an  .allus'on  to  a  d  icument  which  might 
l:e  ex[)ected  to  disclose  the  mind  and  temper  of  the  .\ssemhl\-  at  a 
time  which  might  he  detined  as  "the  turning  of  the  ways."  "1  am 
informed,"  the  (ioveriior  writes  to  the  luirl  of  I)arliiiouth,  "memhers 
of  the  House  of  .\sseml)l\'  ha\e  secretly  pre]iared  ,in  address  to  His 
Majestv,  the  contents  of  which  has  not  heeii  laid  hefore  me.  (  )n  the 
hest  informaticdi  it  sets  forth  some  projection  for  the  alteration  of 
government    upon    the    .\mericau    system    of    popularitw    which,    if 

'Franklin? 
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altcndctl  lo,  may  pruducc  the  ^am^.■  cum  ul>ii)nh  in  this  as  in  the 
oilier  Pro\inces.  I  shuiilil  utherw  i:ie  wish  the\-  wuuld  nut  ha\e  con- 
cealed It  frum  lue."  The  address  referred  tu  l)\'  iA\i^L;e  was  luuud 
in  the  u^lh  \ulunie  (jf  the  "  I'arliaineiUary  llislm')-  ul  iMiLjland."  It 
is  ail  elaliiirale  preseiitatinii  to  the  King  and  hutli  h'iu--es  ol  I'arha- 
iiieiit  ol  the  \  iew  taken  hy  the  Asseiuhl}'  of  existing  CDiiiphcatujii-.  and 
slrikiiigl)-  illustrates  lio\\-  crus>-ciirients  of  hdtli  (ipmiun  and  feeling 
were  at  that  time  sweeping  o\er  Xma  Scotia,  rainker  llill  \\a>  Iniight 
just  ten  da_\s  l.efore  the  address  passed  the  House.  .Murduck  dncs  imt 
pulilish  it  in  iwU'nso,  hut  gives  a  summary  of  it.s  coiucnls  which  will 
Lie  fmind  in  the  Appendix. 

The  fulliiw  ing  are  his  judicious  rellections  tliereuii  ; 

"Smiie  of  the  views  expressed  in  this  singular  iL  icumeiit  appear 
\erv  extraurdiiiar\-  uuw'.  rriennial  Parlianyents  and  \iite  li\'  halkit 
read  strangch'  aiiMu^  the  professicms  of  dependence  nii  the  Ihalish 
I'arhanient  as  then  constituted,  d'lie  luistilitx-  nf  lawyers  and  cusinui 
liiiuse  iit'tlcers,  and  t<j  cuurts  of  \  ice-admiraltv,  has  been  loiiiid  frum 
time  tu  time  prexalent  with  .some  <it  our  peti|)le.  1  he  wish  la  pre\ciU 
nati\es  of  the  Province  from  filling  the  chair  of  go\eriinient.  or  sitting 
on  the  heiich  of  the  Supreme  l'(airl,  iiulicates  a  \er\-  dillereiit  leeling 
frcjin  that  now  entertained.  It  is  true,  li(jwever,  that  in  Xew  \'ork, 
-Massachusetts,  and  other  pro\inccs,  the  desire  to  oht.ain  the  offices 
(jf  (io\ernor,  (liief  lustice,  elc,  had  long  cau-~ed  ili\isioiis  and  paroes 
among  the  principal  families.  In  \iewing  this  <locument  in  our  happ\ 
and  traiKpiil  conditi<in,  allowance  niust  he  made  for  the  unhappy  slate 
of  things  just  then  siihsisling  on  the  continent.  Discoiitcnl  had 
changed  into  disaffection.  Disaffection  had  culminated  into  open 
rebellion.  P.rethreii  had  licgun  an  internecine  strife,  and  their  hloo.l 
was  s.aturating  the  soil  of  .\'ew  h.ngland.  It  is,  therefore,  not  to  he 
wondered  at  if  we  find  the  representati\es  of  No\'a  Scotia  filled  with 
dismav  and  distress,  and  their  \iews  confused  and  darkened  in  the 
storm  of  a  ci\il  war  so  clo^e  to  them.  .\iming  to  reconcile  lo\,alt\-  ami 
ohedience  with  freedom  ami  'the  just  rights  of  mankiml  in  cuil  so- 
ciety'— venerating  the  (  rown  and  the  imperial  aiithorit\-,  and  \  et 
feeling  for  "the  I'lritish  .\merican  race' — ilreading  ihe  los^  ,,f  union 
with  (ireat  llritain,  and  anxious  lor  her  fa\c>r  aiiil  protection,  they  yet 
evidenth'  hope  some  course  of  reconciliation  may  he  adopted  to  sta_\' 
the  destro\-ing  angel,   and   harmonise   the   niemhers   of   the  one   great 
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Britisli  family.  Tlicir  expressions  on  tliis  suliject  are  lriil\-  noMe  and 
Ininiane,  and  eiiahle  ns  to  feel  pride  in  imr  fMrefathers.  If  llie\  cimld 
have  seen  in  a  xismn  the  mode  in  wlneli  all  the  hi-lier  offnes  ni  our 
ctnintr\-  are  now  filled,  they  would  ha\e  enteilained  no  apprehen-.ion 
iinfa\'oralile  to  the  lei^itimate  ambition  of  the  natives  of  that  land  in 
whieh  the)   were  settlers  and  founders  ij\  communities." 

PliKSONia,  Ol-'  TIIK  LONG  I'AKLIAMEXT. 

Though  the  House  of  Assenilily  elected  in  1770  was  not  dissoKed 
until  1785  without  meeting  at  all  m  1774,  it  lunl  held  sexenteen  ses- 
sions, changes  in  the  personel  of  Us  niemhership  were  coiistantl)'  in 
progress.  J'>_\e-electiuiis  kept  the  pro\ost  marshal  lius\.  lUit  few  of 
the  members  who  heard  the  (io\eriior's  speech  in  1770  sat  until  the 
dissolution  of  17N5.  With  the  list  ui  the  members  m  1774.  as  iiublished 
below,  there  may  be  compared  one  of  two  years  later  date,  showing 
how  the  House  was  constitutetl  in  ^J/b.  The  latter  shows  two  vacan- 
cies as  ha\  ing  occurred  in  the  county  representation  during  the  interim, 
and  one  seat  lilled,  which  was  reported  \acant  in  1774.  In  the  t(n\n- 
ship  representation  four  \acancies  had  occurred.  In  lour  other  con- 
stituencies there  had  been  changes  in  tlie  membership. 

In  respect  to  nationality,  it  is  interesting  and  in  \  lew  of  ipicstioiis 
to  arise  in  the  luture  not  unimportant,  to  notice  the  continued  predomi- 
nance of  the  Xew  luigland  element  both  in  the  (  ouncil  and  .\-^scnlbly 
and  in  the  olticial  stab  of  the  province.  This  was  natural  in  the  ca>-e 
(jf  the  .\ssenibly,  the  Xew  haigland  townships  and  the  counties  into 
which  they  were  grnuped,  c<inslituting  so  large  a  part  of  the  co,i- 
stituencies.  It  may  be  said,  howexer,  that  these  townships  .and  coun- 
ties ilid  not  make  .\'ew  I'.ngland  origin  an  absolute  sine  ijini  iimi. 
Winckworth  Tonge,  a  llritish  ofliccr  of  Irish  birth,  represented  Kings 
C\jiiiit\' ;  Isaac  Deschamps,  a  inultHpluralist  of  Swiss  e-\traction,  sat 
for  many  vears  as  member  for  Xewport.  Such  allowances  being 
dnl\-  made  it  still  remains  th;it  through  the  'T.oiig  Parliament"  period, 
the  .\ssembl\'  was  o\  erw  helmingh  comprised  of  men  wli''  were  n.ilne- 
boru  Xew  I'.uglanders.  It  is  sometimes  represented  that  the  early 
history  of  Xo\a  .Scotia  after  the  founding  of  llalifa.x  l.irgel)-  rcsohes 
itself  into  a  struggle  between  an  Assembly  maiiil_\-  composed  id'  men 
of   New    Rngiand   birth   and  thoroughly   imbued   with    .Xew    luigland 
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^cniiinent,  ami  a  ('luiiicil  of  lviiL;li^limen  tirnily  atlacliud  In  uKl-wurKl 
idea;,  and  tradilioiis.  I  he  lact^  nl"  ihc  case  al  iiu  lime  .Mistaiiicd  this. 
\ic\\.  Ill  1774  six,  and  proliahU'  sc\cii,  uf  the  nine  couiicillnrs  were 
nati\cs  uf  New  England.  Su  of  ihe  ten  rcporlcd  in  177'-|,  perhaps 
SL'\en,  were  of  the  same  origin.  Throughout  the  period  ol  the  l-ong 
Parhament  (  i  770-1  7CS5  )  tlie  twtj  stocks  were  not  \erv  unet[uall}'  repre- 
>ented  m  the  C  ouiicih  So  much  for  the  Assemhl}  and  I'ouncil.  While 
the  pro\incial  secretar\  and  attorney-general  were  l'',ngh>hnieii,  the 
treasurer  and  chief  sur\e\dr  of  public  lands  hailed  froiu  Uo.st(jn. 
lonathan  Sew  all.  judge  of  the  l'(nirt  of  .Vdmiralty  for  .Xppeal--,  divided 
honor.-  with  Uichaid  lhilkele\',  judge  of  the  l'ru\incial  Court  of  \'ice- 
-Vilniiraltv.  In  Hi--  .Maje.stv's  Supreme  Court  Deschamps.  ^ecolld  as- 
si.-<taut  judge,  wa^  an  iMiglishman  hut  from  Xew  luiglaud. 

l-.nglaiid  carries  olf  the  honors,  with  the  ('hief  justice  and  fir.-t 
assistant  judge.  Ilaxnig  the  list  of  the  provincial  officiary  helore  us, 
we  cannot  fail  to  notice  the  extent  to  which  the  principle  ot  plurality 
of  ottice  was  carried  in  those  days,  llelcher  was  nienilier  of  the  (  ouncil 
and  Chief  Justice.  Ihilkeley  was  niemlier  of  the  Council  and  judge 
of  the  I'roNincial  ijourt  of  \'ice-. Vdmiralty.  Xe^hit  was  .\ttorney 
General  and  speaker  of  the  Hciuse  of  Assemhly  Charles  .Morris.  Sr. 
wa>  chief  surve\or  of  lands,  and  first  assistant  judge  of  His  .Majesty's 
Supreme  Court  for  the  I'roxince.  Charles  Morris,  jr.,  wa^  meinher 
for  the  Count\'  of  Sunhury  and  registrar  of  the  l'ro\incial  Court  id 
\'ice-.\dmirality,  and  afterwards  llioiti'/li  not  a  /uicyc/-  by  /tc/Vj-.v/o;!, 
succeeded  his  father  as  hrst  assistant  on  the  Supreme  Ik-nch.  Isaac 
De-chamiis,  wdio  li\ed  at  Windsor,  was  }vl.  P.  P.  for  Newport,  clerk 
of  the  .\.ssenililv,  ami  naval  otticer  for  the  Ccjunty  of  Kings.  L"ol. 
Wdnckworth  Toiige  represented  Kings  County  in  the  .Assemhly,  and 
was  chief  naval  officer  of  the  Province. 

It  may  he  noted  that  the  n;ime  of  Jonathan  h'ddy  which  appears 
in  the  list  of  1774  in  connection  with  the  representation  of  the  town 
uf  ("umherland  is  replaced  in  the  177O  list  hy  that  of  Juhn  .\llen. 
Eddy  as  is  well  known  gave  his  name  to  an  outbreak  or  "rehellion"  in 
1770.  Ill  1775  he  withdrew  to  New  huigland  to  make  preparations  for 
the  attack  'Hi  I'~ort  Cumherland  which  constituted  the  central  feature 
of  his  rehellion.  Prohahly  on  his  withdrawal,  the  scat  was  declared 
vacant.  Tolin  .Mien,  his  successor  was,  as  wdll  I)e  seen,  a  bird  of  his 
own  feather.     So  was  Samuel  Rogers  of  Sackville,  who  between  1774 
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and  1776,  soiiielunv  was  clfcted  to  tlie  seat  assigned  in  tlie  list  of  1774 
to  A.  Foster.

Tliere  is  no  reascin  wliy  a  liistorv  of  X()\a  Scotia  sliouM  incliide 
an  claliijratc  rc^-tatciiieiit  and  di.-cnssioii  of  the  ^roundh  on  which  the 
great  niajorit\-  of  the  Hritish  Aiiierican  colonies  in>tihed  their  tak- 
ing up  anils  against  the  mother  country.  Still  inoie  foreign  to  the 
design  of  such  a  work  wi'uld  he  an  attempt  to  describe  the  general 
operations  of  the  so-called  War  of  independence. 

As  No\a  Scotia  came  within  the  scope  of  the  same  commercial 
and  colonial  p<ilic\'  as  the  other  colonies,  it  is  worth  noting  that  it 
was  this  iKilic\-,  and  not  am-  acts  of  adniinistratue  injustice  and 
cruelt\-  that  c.\citcd  friction  and  iiltiniatcl\-  leil  to  war.  Samuel 
.\dams  and  the  tea-tax  were  simply  John  Hampden  and  the  ship- 
nioiiey  o\er  again.  W  hile  e\er\  intelligent  .\niericaii  laughs  at  no! 
a  few  of  the  "grie\ances"  recited  in  the  l\'claratioii  ot  Indepeiiileiice 
and  charged  against  "the  King  of  ( ireat  lintain."  no  candid  k.ng- 
lishman  will  <len\-.  that  li\'  hoth  ini|iositions  and  restrictions,  the  col- 
tmies  were  suhiected  to  much  harsh  treatment:  niiich  less  contend 
ahsolnteh'  that  "taxation  (without  re]iresentalion  )  is  no  t_\Tann\- 
whate\cr  iiia)'  ha\e  heeii  written  in  support  of  the  dictum  1)\'  .S;mine'> 
lohnsMii  ami  |ohn  W'eslec.  jUst  when.  lio\\e\ei-.  the  ahuse  of 
autlioritv  in  the  regulation  of  irade  or  the  im])ositii  .n  of  finaiicial 
hurdens,  is  a  sufticieiit  warrant  for  armed  re\olt.  is.  if  imt  an  academic 
iiKjuir}',     at     lea.st     a    (|uesti<jn     which     cannot     in     the     ahstract     he 
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reasoned  out  to  a  i)o.siti\e  cijiiclusinii.  The  almost  interminable  dis- 
puteb  uver  "lei;al  nyhis"  show  that  that  was  a  [Juint  whicli  the  cun- 
tinental  LVmgress  itself  was  unahle  to  settle.  As  a  matter  of  his- 
tor\-,  neither  No\'a  Seotia  as  a  whole,  nor  any  sij^nilicant  part  of  it. 
was  drawn  into  aetixx-  eo-operation  with  the  revolutionists  in  the 
southern  eolonies,  though  it  cannot  he  denied  that  the  re\olting 
mo\ement  was  \ie\\ed,  e^pecialh'  in  its  earlier  stages,  with  some  ile- 
gree  ol  sympathy  in  certain  of  the  townships,  and  to  a  \er\-  slight 
extent,  in  Halifax  itself.  The  traditional  \iew  that  our  l'ro\ince 
passed  through  the  ordeal  of  a  great  revolution,  which,  tlmugh  not 
entering  her  own  horders,  touched  her  closeI\-  and  powerfull\'  atYected 
her  interests,  with  her  loyalty  ahsolutely  unscathed,  h:is  heen  replaced 
h\'  another  e(iually  unhistorical — that  an  almost  universal  spirit  of 
sedition  and  revolt  was  held  in  check  1>\-  the  restr.iints  of  force.  Of 
these  misrepresentations,  the  latter  is  the  less  ju'-tilied  li\-  the  facts 
of  history.  It  would  ha\-e  heen  strange,  indeed — in  fact,  anomalous, 
if  out  ol  regard  lor  iheir  kinsman  left  behind  i)i  the  older  colonies, 
the  settlers  of  Xtna  Scotia  had  widi  practicalK'  unanimit\'  esp(jused 
one  side  of  a  cause  on  which  those  kinsmen  were  thcnisehes  di\  ided. 
That  such  a  division  existed,  and  was  so  far  as  the  educated  classes 
were  concerned  e\  en  in  such  a  stronghold  of  antidiriti-~h  sentiment 
as  Alassachusetts,  a  not  \-er\'  unecjual  one  is  now  admitted  in  standard 
American  histories.  .\t  the  date  (d"  the  first  ("ontinent.d  ( 'ongress 
(  1774),  more  than  one  respectable  writer  is  in  doultt  whether  those 
wi irking  for  the  separati(jn  from  luigland  constituted  an  actual 
majorit)'  e\en  in  the  colonies  taking  the  nK)st  acti\e  part  in  the  mo\  c- 
ment.  Xew  York  had  contributed  few,  if  an\-,  settlers  to  Xo\a 
Scotia,  but  it  is  wortii  observing  that  the  .Xssenibly  of  ib.-U  important 
l'r(i\'ince  had  refused  to  be  bound  b\-  the  action  ot  the  lirst  (/on- 
tinent.d ("ongress  and  had  declined  to  elect  (lelei;.ites  to  the  next  one. 
while  the  time  had  but  recentl\-  p.assed  when  llenjann'n  biaiiklin  had 
pronouncd  the  project  of  separation  a  "\isionarv  dreaur" 

Xo  \isionar\-  dream,  ho\\ever,  it  turnedi  out  to  be,  but  a  stupend- 
ous realit\'.  When  the  movement  p.assed  into  a  threatening  sta.ge. 
Xo\a  Scotia  as  aftecled  bv  it  was  found  laboring  under  two  seriou> 
disad\antages.  1  he  hist  rdreadv  hinted  at  in  ad\;mce.  was  the  |ires- 
eiice  in  the  Province  of  an  element  ol  population  of  uncertain  pio- 
portious.   in   s_\  inpath_\'    with   the    'dvebd"   or   'M'atriot"    cause    in    the 
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oltlcr  coldiiics.  Tlic  other  was  tlic  sad  confusion  into  \\hicli  tlic 
l)i"(i\inrial  allairs  had  liccn  ihrnwu  h\'  the  disintei^ratiiii;  and  iitleil) 
fatuous  ci\il  imhey  uf  (in\ern>Ji-  J.egge.  llaiipily  neither  hamheaii 
proxed  fatal.  i  he  L;"reat  h(id\-  (.)f  the  iiei)[jle  reniaiueil  true  tu  their 
allegiance  t(j  the  Uritish  (.'rnwn.  (ienri^e  Washuii^ldU  imwued  du 
all  attempts  U>  seduce  them  frnni  it.  1  .eL;,L;c  |ila\cd  the  part  nf  a 
fiMil  m  a(huini>terini;  cuil  alfairs  and  L;til  himself  cashiered  tor  his 
follv,  hut  surpas.^ed  al!  e.xpeclatii  nis  in  mectiuL;  the  emcr.^encies  uf 
war.  lie  was  hold,  resolute,  and  \)y  no  means  Lacking  in  judgnient. 
Historians  generallx'  endorse  Alurdock's  characterization:  '"What- 
ever errors  Mr.  lA-gge  ma\'  have  committed  from  prejudice  or  passion 
or  from  an  inordinate  lo\e  of  riding  and  dictating  we  caimot  deny 
his  earnestness,  sincerit\'  and  actnitv  on  the  preser\ation  and  defense 
of  the  Uritish  authoritv  m  thi>  l'ro\ince.  (hi  the  contrary  he  de- 
serves the  praise  0I  heing  indetatigahle  in  canyiiig  out  the  principles 
and  wishes  of  the  im])erial  government  ni  an  ojien  and  manl\  wa\-." 
This  estimate  can  he  accepted,  it  shi.iuld  he  Ixune  in  mind,  rinl\' 
when  its  terms  are  limited  in  their  application  to  Legge's  conduct 
as  a  militarx'  comm.mder.  In  his  management  of  genera!  atlairs, 
the  'Vipen  and  manh   wav"  of  doing  things  was  not  much  in  e\idence. 

ATTlTUlJli  OF   NOVA   SCOTIA. 


On  the  outhreak  of  hostilities  hetween  ( ireat  Ihatain  ami  her 
American  cohmies,  the  large  part  of  the  population  of  Xu\a  Scotia 
which  was  of  New  lingiand  hirth  and  origin  wa,^  placed  in  a  con- 
fessedl}'  delicate  [Kisitioii.  l'"|-(.im  their  uplirmging  in  Massachusetts 
or  Connecticut  towns,  the  New  h'.nglanders  in  Xoca  Scotia  would 
naturalK  incline  to  fa\or  the  freer  forms  of  government  for  which 
they  unilerstood  that  their  kinspeople  across  the  line  were  contending, 
e\en  though  they  them.-el\es  did  not  specially  feel  the  piessure  ot  the 
grievances  of  which  their  rekatives  complained. 

When  the  revolt  had  developed  from  its  inci[iient  stages  into  a 
full\-  forme<l  s\stem  (jf  democratic  go\ernment — ro_val  governors 
and  roval  writs  hecoining  things  uf  the  past — it  was  not  unn.ttural 
that  at  least  some  of  tliein  should  wish  to  see  their  new  Province  align 
itself  in  harmoii\-  with  their  luitive  one.     'M'.lood  is  thicker  than  water." 

On  the  other  hand.  Nova  Scotia,  their  home  and  jural  d(.imicil, 
(3-0 
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was  an  atlachiiK-m  of  the  LVuwii  ut  llritain,  'J"hc  Xcw  luighiiul  people 
wlio  came  tu  .setlle  within  her  hordeis  had  on  the  easie.st  terni.s  ac- 
quired proprietiii'>lnp  of  Iter  nio^t  \akiai)le  land^  ami  oi  some  ui  the 
best  sites  along  her  shores  fur  the  prll^eculicln  of  the  ri>heries,  of 
ship  builihng,  and  of  maritime  trade  generally.  They  cuuirihuted  to 
the  Assemhl)-  tiie  hnlk  of  its  memhersiiip,  at  lea^t  a  uKiiet}-  to  tiial 
(jf  tile  (ioNernor's  t'ouncil,  and  ^,till  larger  [jruportion  [<>  the  jiulica- 
ture  of  the  l'ro\ince.  The  trade  of  I  lalifa.x  wa^  largel)  in  then'  hands. 
Under  snch  conditions  to  think  of  tminng  rehels  would  savur  of 
ingratitude  as  well  as  dislo_\'alt\'. 

d'liere  were  tlui.s  quite  naturall\-  opposing  cnnsideratii ins  making 
their  appeal  to  the  inmds  and  hearts  of  the  Xew  luigland  .settlers  in 
Xova  Scotia  during  this  time  of  stress.  We  can  only  interpret  inner 
sympathies  hy  (lutward  sign^.  .\  full  and  accmate  record  is  necessary 
to  assure  us  of  the  \alue  of  the  signs  thenisehes. 

There  are  midunhtedly  to  he  found  tin  the  pages  uf  fandy  authentic 
histor\-,  indications  of  considerahle  s_\'mpath_\'  with  the  cause  (jf  the 
American  Re\-olutiun  on  the  part  nf  .\'ew  England  residenl>,  in 
N(i\a  Sciitia.  Opinions  as  to  the  ilepth  ami  extent  of  the  sympathy, 
and  as  to  the  likelihood  of  its  having  expressed  itself  more  fully  m 
concrete  act  hail  circumstances  keen  more  fa\  oiahle.  widely  diller. 
As  will  he  seen,  there  was  a  direct  conliict  on  these  pouils  hetween 
Go\'ernor  Legge  and  Lieutenant-Governor  h'rancldin  allhough  their 
view  do  not  cover  the  whole  extent  of  the  war.  I.egge  was  pro- 
foundlv  suspicious  of  New  iuiglaml  loyalty  from  lirst  to  last,  and 
adhered  to  his  distrust.  e\en  when  re[)orting  circiunst.ances  natiu'ally 
calculated  to  reduce  or  remove  it.  Thus  he  writes  to  the  Marl  of 
Dartmouth  : 

"Our  inhahitants  of  Passamaiptoddy  and  Saint  John's  River  are 
whoUv  from  Xew  England,  as  are  the  greatest  part  of  the  inhahitants 
of  Annapolis.  Ihirton,  l'"almouth  and  Xewport.  some  of  which  are  not 
forty  nnles  from  this  town;  that  hy  reason  of  their  conneciiou  with 
the  will  of  the  people  of  Xew  F.ngland,  little  or  no  dependem-e  can 
he  placed  on  the  militia  there,  to  make  any  resistance  against  them; 
that  manv  in  this  town  are  disalfected  on  whom  likevvisi-  1  ran  have 
n<i  great  de|iendencv."  -\t  another  time  he  writes  that  "the  same 
spirit  (of  resistance  to  his  "Militia  Law')  suhsists  iu  all  the  out 
settlements  and  it   will  re(]nire  the  most  diligent  .ittentiou   to  prevail 
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upun  thcin.  and  prevent  their  joining  witii  the  enemy,  in  case  of 
in\a.siun."  At  the  lir.st  uf  tlie  letters  I'runi  which  the  ahuxe  extracts 
are  taken,  hut  heluie  tlie  second,  was  written.  Lientenant-(Jn\ernor 
FranckHn  wrute  as  follows  tu  I.oril  Dartnionth :  "dt  is  with  the 
utmost  reluctance  1  am  now  oldiged  to  inform  \oiu'  lordship  that 
there  is  L;reat  reason  to  helieve,  ami  it  is  conh<.lently  asserted,  the 
Go\ernur  has  made  representations  to  the  otiicers  of  go\'ernment,  and 
that  few  or  none  of  the  inhahitants  of  this  l'ro\ince  in  general  hut 
what  are  disaffected,  ami  are  inclinahle  tu  gi\-e  countenance  and  assist- 
ance to  the  rehels  now  in  arms  against  the  C  rown.  If  it  lie  true  that 
Governor  Legge  has  nuule  such  represent. ilions,  1  do  avow  and 
assert  that  such  representations  are  totally  untrue,  and  without  foun- 
dation which  can  he  made  ap[)ear  in  a  thousand  nistances."  Here  is 
sonietliing  like  a  llat  contradiction. 

.Murdi.'ck  surveys  the  general  situation  thus,  though  it  must  he 
admitted  that  his  \iew  was  taken  hefore  the  outhreak  in  Cumherland 
("liddy  Rehellion"  ).  "Thus" — rumors  of  an  iiuasiciii  were  rile — 
"the  disaffected  of  whom  we  cannot  conceal  that  there  were  some, 
became  disposed  to  abandon  their  [)assi\e  discontent,  and  in  the  first 
favorable  moment  to  asstime  acti\e  enniit\'  to  the  go\  eminent.  The 
number,  however,  were  not  \ery  great  and  they  were  chietl}'  conlined 
to  one  or  two  localities.  In  llalifa.x,  the  exceptions  being  \'ery  tew, 
and  from  those,  it  is  belie\-cd,  went  no  further  than  tu  desire  that 
the  old  Colonies  should  be  successful  in  defending  the  privileges  o| 
self-government,  the  denial  of  which  hatl  gi\en  rise  to  the  insurrection, 
without  .aiming  to  extend  the  area  of  the  coiillict  to  this  rru\ince,  ur 
disturliing  its  existing  coiiiiectiun  with  JMigland.  That  such  senti- 
ments were  to  be  found  in  some  of  the  men  in  this  culoii}-,  who  were 
born  and  reared  in  New  Fjigland,  is  not  to  ]>e  wondered  at;  but  it 
may  be  safely  averred  that  not  one  of  the  Council  or  uf  the  chiel 
public  officers  ])artook  of  even  this  niodilied  ilisalTection  or  gave  the 
slightest  ground  of  a  just  suspicion  of  <lislo3'alt\-,  but  has,  on  all  occa- 
sions, acted  up  to  the  loyalty  and  obeilieiice  they  openly  professed. 
In  the  western  counties,  the  families  from  New  baigland  wdio  had 
settled  on  the  vacated  ITench  lands,  were  attache(l  to  the  ("rown  and 
free  from  the  spirit  of  innovation  " 

Comixare  with  this  description  of  New  T-aigland  settlement  in  Nova 
Scotia,  the   following  extract    from  Poalc's  .huials  uf  Vaniioiitli  and 
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Baniihjtiiii.  "No  bliuleiit  ol"  ihe  lii^lury  oi  Xii\a  Scutia  at  this  tiiiK- 
can  caretully  aiul  wuIkhu  ijrcjiKlicc  examine  the  rcC'a(l>  relatuii;  b> 
ihc  Mihjcct  ami  fail  to  arrive  al  llie  C()iKlu.-,inn  thai  the  l"ate  wl  the 
whole  I 're  u  like  hung  iqion  a  \er)-  .slender  thread  and  that  it^  I'ulure 
was  decidedly  quite  as  much  !>)■  chance  as  h}'  an_\thniL;  else.  It  is  \  er}' 
e\itlent  that  a  large  [)ortion  ol  the  inhabitants  were  greatly  disall'ected 
and  were  in  strong  SMUpathy  with  the  rexulted  colonies,  whence  a 
greater  [jart  of  them  had  hut  a  few  }-ear.s  prex  ioUsl}-  remo\ed."  I  he 
opinieins  expressed  in  this  extract,  tliough  a^jparenllv  general  in  their 
application,  are  based  on  documents  ha\  nig  reference  li.i  condition  in 
the  southwestern  townships  of  Yarmouth  and  Harrmgton  alone.  .\ 
further  e.\|)ression  of  o[)inion  !>}•  Poole  in  the  course  of  the  work  \ery 
much  modifies  the  impression  which  the  passage  quoted  is  calculated 
to  [)roduce ; 

"W  uh  the  cnmmencement  of  hostilities  the  people  of  \'arinoulh  and 
Barrington  were  [)laced  in  an  extremel}'  delieate  pusiti'ai.  d  here  is 
no  evidence  thai  the  government  at  Halifax  to.ik  anv  measures  lo 
etlectualK'  protect  them  from  the  ravages  of  the  alninst  jHrutical 
Aiiicrican  privateers,  some  of  whom  made  little  distinction  between 
friends  and  foes.  In  their  exposed  and  defenceless  p'lsiiioii.  any  show 
of  hostility  to  the  .American  cause,  would  have  brought  down  on  their 
heads  the  most  direful  C(.insei|uences.  Wdiile  thei'e  can  he  no  (jues- 
tiiin  but  that  a  large  portion  <if  our  [jeoiile  (Mr.  I'^dle  was  a  native 
of  \'arnniuth)  were  iiKived  by  feelings  of  sympathy  and  good  will 
towards  their  .\merican  kinsmen,  it  cannot  be  claimed  that  they  were 
opeiilv  disleivrd  or  disaifected  with  the  Crown.  They  wished  to  be  let 
alone,  and  it  is  not  difticult  to  understaml  the  motives  which  prompted 
tile  inhabitants  of  Yarmouth  to  petition  the  (".overnor  and  ( Huiicil  for 
libertv  either  to  return  with  their  families  to  Xew  luiglaiid,  to  remove 
them  to  Halifax  for  protectidii  (from  Xew  luigland  privateers)  or 
to  be  permitted  to  remain  neutral  (as  were  the  inhabitants  ot  the 
Bermudas,  liahanias,  and  Xew  I'rovideiice,  althriugh  subject  tn  dreat 
Britain),  The  refusal  of  the  Governor  and  (V)uncil  to  entertain  any 
of  these  propositions  must  have  caused  great  disappointment." 

It  may  he  explained  that  the  extracts  fmnt  the  Massachuselts 
Archives,  and  published  in  the  form  of  "Annals,"  refer  chiellv.  to 
attempts  on  the  i)art  iif  fishermen  and  others  to  trade  clandestinely 
with  Boston,   with   which  place  open  commercial   intercourse   was  of 
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cnur^e  banned  1>)-  Iioth  ,i,'(j\crinncnts.  Tlie  passes  ohlained  I'lMiu  lins- 
tun  were  afterwards  u-^ed  iiul  Id  Dpeii  a  way  U>  ihal  cil_\',  liut  "as  a 
means  nf  prnteeliun  against  American  pri\'aleer;,  while  en^a^ed  in 
lisliinL;'  wr  enaslnii;-  in  llieir  own  small  shallnp,-,  uv  sclidoners.  In  a 
great  man\  i^^tances  mir  lishernien  were  able  tn  save  their  \essels 
freini  ca[)ture  and  cnnfiscation  1)\-  this  shrewd  \  ankee  (  .'  )  trick,  thmigh 
it  did  ncit  alwa\s  succeed."  Such  Xcna  Scotia  \'es>els  as  ditl  actually 
go  tu  iSustun  litten  ga\  e  American  priscmers  escaped  from  Halifax  an 
opportiinit_\'  tij  make  their  way  home,  i)ut  often  these  rascals  linding 
in  Boston  pri\ateers  slmrt  of  crews,  wmild  ship  without  delay  to 
prey  on  the  lousiness  o(  those  who  had  hefriendcd  them. 

C^O\'EKNOK  LEGGI-:'S  MILITI.V  L.\W. 

The  "Alilitia  Law"  of  (jovernor  Legge  was  not  a  fair  lest  of  loyal 
feeling  in  the  townships.  .\s  proclaimed  this  re<|inred  e\er)'  ahle- 
bodied  inhahitant  to  report  not  only  for  home  duty,  hut  also  foreign 
service  ni  the  held.  Ihjw  was  it  received?  Xowhere  wuli  enthusi- 
asm, generally  with  colli  inditterence,  in  some  place-,  with  loud  remon- 
strance. Legge's  intense  unpopularity  had  [)enetrated  to  the  remotest 
townships,  and  nothing  hearing  the  stamp  of  hi^  name  was  likely 
to  pru\e  acceptable.  L'uniberland  prote>teil  nio.^t  eiiergeticall}-.  "I'hose 
of  Us  who  belong  to  Xew  I'.ngland  being  iinite<l  into  this  I'ro\iiice  by 
Go\  ernor  Lawrence',^  proclamation,  it  must  be  the  greatest  piece  of 
crueltN'  and  impo^itlon  tor  them  to  be  subjected  to  inarch  into  dilfereiit 
parts,  in  arms  and  against  their  friend.^  and  relative^.  The  .Vcadians 
among  us  being  also  tnider  the  same  situation,  most,  if  not  all,  ha\ing 
frientls  distributed  in  dillerent  parts  of  America,  and  that  done  by 
order  of  llis  .Maje>t>'."  Besides,  if  embodied,  who  would  sup[iort  their 
families?  Signed  in  ( 'umberlaiid  bv  64  [lersoiis,  .\mher>t  3N,  .\cadiaiis 
51,  .Sackville  7.v  1  he  people  of  (  )nslo\v,  em|)hasi/ed  the  hard.ship  of 
the  haw,  and  fores.aw  "ruin  to  their  families."  The  (  )u-,low  memorial 
was  signed  li\-  fo-hua  Lamb,  and  htt\-li\e  other  inhabitant-.  llis 
connection  with  this  memorial  cost  Mr.  Lamb  his  -eat  in  the  .\s-embl\'. 
Truro  called  attention  to  \  et  another  ground  of  objection,  "the  ilangers 
of  dr.iwing  of  men  from  their  settlements,  wliiih  ,ire  e.\pose<l  to 
attack."  The  petition  was  signed  b\'  Samuel  .\rcliibald  and  C^t,  others. 
The  proposal  tci  arm  the  militia  met  with  inii\ersal  disfasur.     f-cgge 
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writes  to  the  Earl  of  Dartmuuth  that  a  "law  was  jiassfil  t<.>  arm  onc- 
tifth  of  the  militia  and  that  he  had  endeavored  to  arm  tlieni,  hut  had 
jubt  L)een  informed  from  Annapolis  and  Kings  Counties  that  the  ijeuple 
in  general  refuse  to  he  emhodies."  Michael  Francklin,  who  entirely 
disajiproved  of  the  militia  act  as  inopportune,  unfair,  and  i)ro\oca- 
tive,  came  to  the  rescue.  Hearing  from  the  commander  at  Hali- 
fax, General  Massey,  that  additional  forces  were  needed,  he  proposed 
to  Legge  "to  e!iroll  a  hattalion  of  \olunteer  militia,  to  he  ready  to 
act  uiuler  my  command,  separate  or  on  conjunction  with  11.  M. 
troops,  in  case  of  need.  The  Governor  appro\ed,  and  sent  me  a  com- 
mission, and  hetween  the  Jist  and  30th  of  March  384  ahle-bodied 
men  were  actually  enrolled  in  the  townships  of  Windsor,  l''almoulh, 
Horton,  Cornwallis  and  Newport."  He  helieves  that  they  now  anmunt 
to  550,  being  more  than  9-10  of  all  the  ahle-hodied  men  in  tlmse 
townships.  He  anticipates  similar  success  in  Gohecpncl  and  ('umher- 
land,  "although  stjme  few  people  in  the  latter  have  e.xhihited  di--allec- 
tion."  f-t>gge  had  now  taken  farewell  of  Xo\a  Scutia,  and  ('(.mnin- 
dore  Mariot  Arhuthnot.  who  shortly  before  superseded  lM"ancklin  as 
Lieutenant-Governor,  was  administering  the  go\ernment.  I'raucklm 
pledged  his  hearty  supiiort  to  Arhuthnot  and  with  the  title  ot  culonel, 
undertt)ok  the  duty  of  organizing  the  militia  on  the  ba>is  of  \c)luntary 
enlistment.  He  askeil  as  a  sjiecial  fa\'or  that  he  .-hnuld  be  permitted 
to  reside  in  the  L'ounty  (not  township)  of  Cunilterland  :  ".My  inllu- 
ence  in  the  County  of  Cumberland  is  very  con.sideralile,  Ir.jni  the 
number  of  mv  own  tenants,  and  a  still  greater  number  ot  inhaliitants 
from  the  North  of  F.ngland,  who  were  introduce<l  into  the  CM|(,n\- 
through  my  means,  and  a  great  part  of  the  other  settler>  are  under 
obligations  to  me  for  the  very  lands  they  occupy,  an>l  my  having  lieen 
a  prisoner  in  the  hands  of  the  Indians,  in  my  \iiuth  and  speakmg 
French,  ha\e  alwav^  given  me  a  \er)'  considerable  inlluence  among 
the  .-avages,  and  it  is  to  be  lamented  that  they  have  been  too  much 
neglected,  even  since  Mr.  Legge's  admini^tr.ation  (began)  to  the  gre.at 
ctjucern  of  the  King's  servants  here,  and  the  fretpient  uneasiness  lif 
the  people." 

Lieutenant-Go\ernor  Arhuthnot,  who  was  commissioner  of  the 
d(]ckvard,  as  well  as  Governor — l.egge  drew  the  full  G(.\ernnr's  sal- 
arv  till  retired  in    1781 — inherited  his  [iredeces-or's  impressidiis  as  to 
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the  dislo}'alty  of  the  Xew  Luiglaiid  and  L'lstcr  tu\\nbhi[).  'i'hc^e  impres- 
sions weakened  considerably  as  he  made  eitiieial  tonrs  through  llie 
Pro\ince. 

VOLUNTEER  MILITIA. 

Tlie  new  Gosernor  eniljracetl  an  early  opjwrtunity  tu  vivit  some  of 
the  townships,  lie  write.-,  to  Lord  Cieorge  Germaine  on  Augur^t  15, 
1 716.  "1  have  taken  an  opportunity  to  \isit  the  greate^l  part  of  the 
townships  of  this  l'ro\ince,  \iz.  Windsor,  Horton,  i  ornwalli^,  and 
reviewed  the  volunteer  mditia  in  each,  under  the  comiuand  of  Golonel 
h'rancklin.  They  have  hound  theuLsehes  l>y  oath  to  defend  the 
Province  against  all  invailers.  to  tlie  amoiuit  of  450  men  in  the  whole. 
\  our  lordship  will  concluile  I  embrace  these  opportiuiities  of  being 
accpiainted  vvuh  the  magi.strate  and  better  UKjst  people  bv  dniing 
together.  When  1  asked  the  officers  it  seemed  to  have  a  good  elfect, 
and  the}-  uiiaiiimou'-ly  expressecl  much  loyalt}',  zeal  and  .--alisfaction. 
.\fter  v\hich  1  [iroceeded  up  Cobeijuid  llav,  and  landed  at  I.oiidon- 
derrv,  Uiislovv'  and  Truro,  three  townships  inhabited  by  the  otf- 
spring  of  those  Irish  immigrants  who  first  settled  1  .oiidonderrv  in 
Massachusetts  (Xew  1  lampshire  ),  Scotchmen  and  Irish  people,  vvhij 
have  been  brought  hither  soon  after  the  place  began  to  be  settled,  a 
strong,  robust,  industrious  people — bigoted  dissenters,  and  i^f  Cdurse 
great  levellers.  l!ut  my  lord,  how  can  it  be  otherwise,  for  to  my 
astonishment,  no  (loveriior  had  ever  visited  these  poor  peo|ile  or  sent 
any  pers'in  among  them,  so  as  to  form  a  judgment  of  the  necessary 
steps  to  make  those  men  useful  subjects  but  on  the  conirarv,  they  have 
been  left  to  be  the  |iarenl  of  their  own  vvrks.  I  fouml  fully  500  men 
capable  of  bearing  arms,  the  tinest  men  in  the  I'rcnince.  settled  on  the 
l)est  land,  ami  the  lU' >st  tlourishing,  because  they  are  the  most  indus- 
trious." 

Though  somewhat  out  of  chronological  order  it  may  be  mentioned 
that  these  fine  people  were  (iiiite  content  to  be  "the  parent  of  their  own 
work'-."  were  somewhat  obstinate,  .and  particularly  objected  to  dicta- 
tion even  from  the  (iovenior  ;uid  (  ouncil.  In  the  spring  following 
(T)vernor  .Xibiithnot's  visit,  in  view  of  the  rebellion  ,it  hurt  ('umber- 
land  about   to  be   referred  to,   it   was   decided   to  administer  the  oath 

>nns\m\  WAS  .s.  till. I  l.y  N.  w  F.ni,-laiuU-i  .'i  luit  i-\,-n  at  Ui.'it  o.ul.v  il.iU.  an  Ulsl.  r 
fleim-icl   lioMi   I.(in.l..iKTi.\    ami   Tnim   lia.l   brt,-iin   t.)  i-n  .-p   in. 
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of  alleg-iance  generally  throiigli  the  tdwnships.  "flie  (^KiveriKjr  was  not 
a  little  surprised  to  learn  that  there  were  unh  fixe  persons  in  the 
three  C'ohecjuid  townships  who  eonsenled  to  he  sworn.  Somewhat 
pitzzled  as  to  the  class  of  offenders  in  whuh  these  (dheqnid  nonjurors 
should  l)e  placeil  for  ])rosecution,  the  Attorne\ -( Jeneral  decided  to 
treat  them  as  "I'opish  recusants."  The  original  settlers  of  Truro, 
some  of  whom  \\ere  li\ing  hat!  laid  it  as  a  positi\e  injunction  on 
Alexander  McNutt  that  he  should  "send  them  a  minister  from  the 
presbytery  of  Liinavady."  The  trial  never  came  off.  Somebody  saw 
tile  humor  of  the  situation.  The  sitting  member  for  Truro,  ho\\e\er, 
was  depri\eil  of  his  seat  because  he  represented  a  sclf-disfranchiseil 
communitv.     This  was  in  1777. 

THE    I-:i)l5Y    KEKEI,LION. 

In  1776  occurred  the  s(.)-called  "bMdv  Relielhon"  in  Cumberland. 
In  the  .Vjjpendix  will  be  found  an  excellent  account  of  the  allair, 
which  deser\es  notice  as  the  onl\'  case  in  which  the  spirit  of  disahection 
le(.l  to  the  actual  taking  uj)  of  arms  and  the  shedding  of  blood. 
As  pointed  out  in  the  article  published,  the  chief  actors — three  in 
number — neither  then  were,  or  recentl}'  had  been,  members  of  the 
Xova  Scotia  Assembly.  In  177') — the  year  of  the  so-called  Rebellion 
—  John  .\llen  was  member  for  the  very  township  where  the  encounter 
took  place,  ami  Samuel  Rogers  for  the  adjacent  township  ol  ."-^ack- 
\ille.  ]onathan  I'.dd}'  was  .Allen's  immediate  iiredece.ssor  in  the 
rei)resentation  of  L'umberland.  With  a  fourth  associate — probably 
the  C'DUtinental  Congress  at  Maugerxille  to  urge  an  attack  on  .\ova 
Scotia.  It  is  remarkable,  but  nevertheless  a  fact,  that  Samuel  Rogers' 
successor  in  the  seat  for  Sackville,  Robert  b'oster,  was  also  a  traitor. 
We  liud  him  in  1777  memorialising  the  b.oard  of  \\';ir  "to  consider 
the  case  of  Cumberland  and  Sunbury  Counties  m  Xo\a  Scotia,"  and 
recei\ing  in  replv  the  follow  ing  .address  to  the  Council  of  Massachusetts 
r.ay:  "Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  .Massachusetts  Ray  he  requested 
to  consider  the  case  of  the  inhabitants  of  Cumberland  and  Sunbury 
Counties  in  No\a  Scotia,  who  .are  suti'erers  by  their  att.achment  to 
tile  .\merican  cause;  .and  to  <le\ise  and  i)Ut  in  execution  at  continental 
exi)ense,  such  measures  as  the  s.aid  Council  sliall  think  ]>racticalile  and 
prudent,    for  the  relief  <it   the  said   sulferers;  and   to  enable   such  of 
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thciii  as  may  l)e  ik-siruus  uf  rcnim-ing-  to  a  place  nf  i^ruatL-r  safety,  to 
hriiit;-  iilf  their  families  aiul  el'l'ects.  And  llie  saiil  (nuiKil  is  hereli)' 
amhtirized  tn  lai-^e  a  nmnlier  of  men  if  iiecessar\',  inr  ilial  ,-ei\K:e,  ii^i 
exceediiij;  live  hundred,  in  such  places  a^  will  lea^t  inlerlere  with 
the  raising-  their  quota  of  troups  for  tlie  ruiitineiital  .\rin_\." 

As  (Hie  cil  the  indirect  results  of  the  outhreak  in  (unilierland  there 
ma\-  he  mentioneil,  in  addition  to  the  direct  details  ,L;i\en  elsewhere, 
the  connecti(jn  of  Uichard  John  Uniacke  with  the  puhlic  life  of  .\'o\  a 
Scotia.  Moses  Deslesderniers  was  a  tr.ider  and  exteiisue  land  owner 
in  Sackxille.  Uniacke,  a  well  educated  Miuiii;  liishinan  of  tweiit\-- 
one  whom  he  had  accidentalK"  picked  up  in  I 'liiladelphia.  was  li\in,L;  in 
his  famil\-  as  son-indaw,  and  einplo\ed  in  his  store  as  clerk.  I'.oth 
were  suspected — prohahh-  without  much  j.;ronnds — ni  "disall  ection." 
With  three  other  "'traitors"  the  }oung  Irishman  was  arrested  and  sent 
to  Halifa.x  for  tri.al.  'i\\-o  of  his  fellow  |irisoners  \\  ere  tried,  cciii- 
\-icted.  and  pardoned.  One  escaped  from  jail;  nothing  particular 
seems  to  ha\e  happened  to  L^iiacke.  Ills  mo\ements  while  in  Hali- 
fa.x are  shronded  in  nu'sterw  All  that  is  known  is  that  no  formal 
legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  him,  and  that  within  a  few 
months  he  sailed  for  Ireland.  At  liome,  he  conijileted  the  course  of 
legal  study  which  he  harl  hegun  learning  in  his  .\merican  tour  of 
adxentnre.  In  .April,  i /S  i ,  he  was  h.ick"  in  .\'o\a  Scotia  again,  and 
was  at  once  admitted  t<]  the  har  of  the  l'ro\ince  as  barrister  and 
attorne)'.  In  Decemher  of  the  same  \ear  he  was  ap])ointed  Solicitor- 
General,  and  so,  either  as  Scilicitcir-General  or  \ttorne\ -("icneral.  he 
was  a  legal  ad\iser  ai  the  Crown  from  Decemher  :;,  ijSt,  to  the  d;i\' 
of  his  death,  Dctolier  ii,  iJ^^o.  Two  \-e,ars  later  (  178,^)  he  w.as 
elected  to  the  House  of  .Xssemlily  as  memher  for  the  township  of 
Sackville.  This  seat  he  occupied  fcir  hut  two  sessions,  the  last  two 
of  the  "Long  Parl'iametit."  with  the  dissolution  of  which  Sack\ille 
ceased  to  he  a  part  of  Ko\-a  Scotia. 

The  writer'  of  one  of  the  hcst  l>iogra]ihical  sketches  to  he  found 
in  the  ("ollections  of  the  Nova  Scotia  Historical  Societw  referring  to 
this  earlier  ]>:irt  of  Uniacke's  parli.ameiitary  career,  says  "that  he  was 
apparentlv  the  leading  m:ni  in  the  House,  and  an  ardent  supjiorler  of 
its  constitntioiKil  rights."  Though  his  name  will  tre(|uenth-  recur  in 
this  narrati\'e,  the  relative  fre(|nency  of  its  mention  will  he  no  measure

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of  the  extent  and  continnity  nf  his  inlluenee  ni  puhHc  alYair>,  a>  the 
secret  council,  ratlier  than  the  popular  a-ssenihly.  was  the  centre  fniin 
which  his  long  unchallenged  doniinancy  was  extended. 

NOVA  SCOTIA   nUKINli  T  1 1  K  KKX'Ol.UTION.VKY   WAR. 

I'Voni  a  purely  military  [loint  of  view  the  histiirv  of  Xova  Scotia 
duruig  the  i)eriotl  nf  the  l\e\  olutionary  \\  ar  i,^  nut  particularly  spirit- 
stirring.  I'ur  the  most  jtart,  there  were  "rumors  of  war"  rather  than 
actual  war,  and  when  there  was  war,  it  was  war  on  the  smallest  ^cale 
and  of  a  pro\okingly  uninteresting  type.  Jf  the  voice  of  the  great 
and  good  George  Washington  had  been  listened  to  there  nnght  have 
been,  so  far  as  No\'a  Scotia  was  concerned,  no  war  at  all. 

Almost  coeval  with  the  breaking  out  of  the  war,  the  port  of 
Macliia.s  in  Maine  began  to  establi.^h  a  reputation  for  ii.bclf  a^  the 
ren<kv.\ous  of  all  sorts  of  ad\enturers,  na\al,  mililarw  and  non- 
descript, burning  of  course  with  patriotic  ardor  to  ser\e  then'  couutrN', 
but  more  an.xious  still  to  line  their  nwn  pockets  with  .-[)oils  of  the 
enemy,  especially  of  helpless  ones  like  Xo\  a  Scoiia.  (  )ne  of  llie-e 
worthies,  a  Colonel  Thompson,  concei\ed  a  scheme  that  seemed  likeh' 
to  accomplish  both  purpo.si_-s,  and  that  on  a  scale  (juite  abo\e  the  ordi- 
nary, one  worth)-  indeed  to  recei\e.  if  not  to  require,  the  sanction  of 
the  commander-in-chief,  who  was  at  I  ambridge  seeing  to  it  that  the 
beleagured  Uriti.sh  forces  did  riot  get  out  of  lioston  by  land.  The 
Colonel's  "Projiosal  for  destro)'ing  Xo\a  Scotia"  was  thus  outlmed  : 
"I'^ir  the  expedition  proposed,  one  thousand  men.  including  oflicers, 
f(jur  armed  \essels  and  eight  transports;  the  men  t(j  bu  raised  at  the 
eastward.  The  ileet  to  be  made  up  at  .Machias.  and  then  to  proceed  to 
Windsor  to  captivate  the  Tories,  make  all  ihc  pro-ehles  we  can;  and 
then  [iroceed  to  Halifax.  If  possible  destroy  the  King's  dockyard  and 
tow  n,  if  thought  proper. 

"It  ma\-  be  nn(lertaken  for  li\e  thousand  ])ounils,  lawful  moiu\  and 
all  that  can  be  procured  trom  the  Tories,  or  ten  thousand  and  oue- 
half  of  what  is  taken  from  them  at  Windsor.  W'e  nndersi.iiid  there 
is  abundance  of  goods,  which  is  the  next  capital  town  lo  llalilax.  We 
are  lateK'  informed  there  is  not  to  e.xceetl  two  hundred  I'lritish  troops 
in  Halifax." 
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General  Wasliingtriii's  reply  to  this  "I'ruposed  In\-asi(in  nt  X'lva 
Scotia"  is  as  follow  s  : 

"Caiii[)  at  ( 'anihriilye, 
"Aug.  I  ith.   1775. 

"Gentlemen  : 

"1  ha\e  considered  the  papers  yon  left  with  me  )-esterday.  As  t(.i 
the  expedition  ijropo.se^l  against  Xo\'a  Scotia  !))•  the  inhalntanls  of 
Macliias,  I  cannot  hut  applaud  their  spirit  and  zeal,  hut  alter  consid- 
ering the  reason  ottered  for  it,  se\eral  (rhjectioiih  occur  which  seem  to 
nie  inianswerahle.  I  apprehend  such  an  enterpii.-<e  to  he  inconsistent 
with  the  general  principle  upon  which  the  colonics  ha\e  proceeded. 
That  rro\iiice  has  not  acceded,  it  is  true,  t(.i  the  mca'-ure  of  (  (jii- 
gress,  hut  it  has  iKit  commenced  hostilities  against  lliein,  nor  are 
any  to  he  a[)preheiided.  To  attack  it,  therefore,  is  a  mea-ure  of  con- 
quest rather  than  ol  defense,  and  ina\-  he  accompanied  with  \er\' 
dangerous  cousctjuences.  It  might  perhaps  he  eas\,  wilh  the  force 
proposed  to  make  an  in\-asion  into  the  I'roxince,  and  lAxrawe  tho-e 
of  the  inh.ahitants  who  are  inimical  to  our  cause  and  for  a  short  time 
pre\'eut  them  Iroiu  suppKing  the  eiienu-  with  pro\  i.•^il  m^  ;  hut  to  prii- 
duce  any  lasting  ellects  the  same  force  nuist  continue. 

".\s  to  the  furnishing  \essels  of  force,  xnu,  gentlemen  will  antici- 
pate ine  ill  pointing  mit  our  weakness  and  the  eiieiin's  -treiigth  at  sea. 
There  woukl  he  great  danger  that  with  the  hest  preparation  we  cnuld 
make,  the\-  would  fall  an  easv  pi"e\-,  either  to  the  men  of  war  on  that 
station  or  to  sdine  which  wotild  he  detached  from  I'oston,  [  ha\e  heeii 
thus  particular  to  satist\-  am-  gentleman  of  the  (  ourl  wlm  --hiiuld 
incline  to  a'/l-rrjvt  the  measure.  I  could  olfer  maiU'  nther  siigge-ti^n^ 
against  it,  ^^olni^  of  which  I  douht  not,  all  suggest  tliem->ehes  tu  the 
honoralile  ^-^rd,  hut  is  it  necessar\-  to  eunmer.ite  iheni,  when  our  --itii- 
ation,  as  to  ammunition,  ahsoluteh'  forhuls  u-^  semling  a  single  ouiie'e 
of  it  out  of  the  camp  at  present?

1  hat  inider  \er\-  trying  circnni-tance^  the  .\o\a  Scotia 
atithorities  pm  torth  earnest  and  unreniittin.i;,  an<l  in  a  lar^e  sense 
successful  efforts,  tci  pnnicle  for  the  defence  of  the  l'ro\  ince,  can  he 
fairly  claimed.  Xo  expedition  that  ,L;,i\e  the  slii^htest  prospect  of 
ac(|inrniL;  possessoiy  rii^hts  e\er  sailed  into  our  harhor  <ir  landed  on 
our  shores.  (  )n  the  one  or  two  occasions  in  which  reallv  forniidahle 
preparations  for  inxadni,!,^  X(i\a  Scotia  caused  alarm,  the  tinielv  mter- 
posuiou  of  a  liritish  licet  averted  the  threatenint.;  dan^a-r.  Ihdifax 
soon  hecanie  immtme,  and  with  Halifax  secine,  raids  on  the  outlying 
districts  howe\er  annoying,  were  ineffective  ou  the  general  issue. 

Xo  really  eilecti\e  defence,  however,  was  possihle  against  the 
style  of  attack  carried  on  hy  the  men  who  rendevoused  at  .Machias  and 
who  had  received  their  somewhat  ipiestionahle  credentials  from  the 
I'nivincial  Congress  of  .Massachusetts."  This  was  war  of  the  meanest 
and  most  despicahle  t_\pe.  and  in  fact  hore  scared)'  a  feature  of  legiti- 
mate warfare,  I 'riv  ateering  at  its  hest,  carrieil  with  it  a  tram  of 
admitted  evils,  the  impossihihty  of  eradicating  it  which  has  caused  it 
to  disappear  from  the  heiligercnt  code  of  all  civilized  nations.  lint 
the  privateering  of  the  Machias  marau<lers  was  simplv  a  veiled 
form  of  piracv  in  too  manv  instances,  its  connection  with  the  general 
war  which  the  colonies  were  waging  in  order  to  effect  their  separation 
from  the  I'ritish  Crown  was  exceedinglv  sliLjht  and  temious.  It 
cannot  he  said  that  in  the  whole  series  ui  raids  on  the  i-olated  hamlets 
of  .Xova  Scotia,  carried  on  vvithcjut  nnich  interruption  dmiiig  the 
spring,  summer  and  autumn  nmnths  of  five  or  six  successive  wears,  a 
single  instance  can  he  named,  which  contrilmted  in  ever  so  sI|o],i  ^ 
degree  to  the  eventual  triumph  of  the  .\merican  cause,  while,  on  the 
ollu  r  hand  the  cruel  and  causeless  depredations  .alienated  in  Xova 
.^cotia  much  of  the  svnipathy  originally  felt  for  that  cause  hv  a 
certain  part  of  the  pi  ipiilatioii.'

series  ma_\'  he  said  to  ha\e  hci^im  at  St.  )ohn  in  1775  and  to  h:i\e  ended 
at  Luneiihiu'L;'  in  178J.  The  aitair  at  I.nnenhurf;' — the  last  of  a  nnniher 
at  the  same  place — was  a  jieculiarl)'  otYensi\e  one.  Indeeil  a^ 
time  wore  on,  the  ra]>acit\-  and  cruelt\-  of  these  freebooters  ,i;rew  with 
the  meat  they  fed  on.  Xo  isolated  hamlet  that  could  be  !,'ot  at  was 
spared.  .\ot  much  amelioration  lif  treatment  Could  be  noticed  e\en 
in  cases  where  the  people  of  the  settlement  were  supposed  to  be  in 
more  or  less  s\-mpathv  with  the  raider's  own  c.ause.  .So  reckless  and 
hij.;hhanded  did  these  proceedinj.,fs  become  that  e\en  ('ol.  John  .Mien, 
of  l''.d(b-  Rebellion  f;ime.  and  who  after  as  well  as  before,  the  L'uin- 
berland  affair,  had  been  in  close  touch  with  the  Mass;i(diusetts  authori- 
ties, felt  himself  compelled  to  not:t\-  the  lattei"  that  "such  proceedm'.;s 
(as  those  at  l.unenburLj,  .\nna])olis.  and  i  anso  )  will  occasion  niorc 
Tor\s  than  100  such  ex])editicins  will  m.ake  yood."  ( "olonel  Allen 
judged  Correctly.     So  had  ("leor^e  Washington.

.\part  from  buccaneering-  raids  on  handets  and  li-hini;  stations  and 
the  affair  at  b'ort  (  innberland,  Xo\a  .Scotia  cannot  be  said  to  ha\e 
felt  the  direct  impact  id'  the  war  between  the  oMer  coloides  and  the 
mother  country.  Xo  weapon  formed  against  llalifa.x,  the  \  ital  centre 
of  the  i'ro\incial  organism,  seemed  io  ]>rosper.  When  the  strus^.gle 
began,  the  little  capital  was  in  a  most  defenceless  condition.     .V  slight 
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blow  well  directL-(l  wuuKl  ha\c  sent  it  rL-clin^  l.i  ruin.  Su  culpable 
had  been  the  neyleet  ibat  llieie  \\a^^  nnihiii^,  ui  the  hhape  (j1  either 
birt  iir  garrihuii,  to  withstaiiil  a^^atlll.  lM)rluiialel\-  it  wa^  in  the  [iDwer 
ut  the  autlKiritie^i  tu  lix  tip  the  (li.smantled  li  irtilicatK  m.s  and  priAule 
trijups  fur  their  delence,  whereas,  on  the  other  haiiil  schemes  I'lr  "the 
ile^triietiun  of  X()\a  Scotia,"  like  that  vi  lobiuel  d'homiisuii  oi 
Alachias  were  prett)'  ^ure  \.o  miscarry  for  the  reason  i;i\en  b)  (ienei'al 
\\  abhingtoii — "The  enenu's  strength  is  at  sea."  Thus  it  hap[)ened 
that  from  the  beginning  to  the  end  of  the  long-tlrawn-ovtt  conlliel, 
Halifax  was  ne\er  in  bcrioiis  danger  of  capture,  and  that  not  because 
she  was  intrinsicalK  streiiig,  but  becau.se  her  enem\  was  fatally  weak 
in  ships.  .Murdnck's  statement  that  "a  reign  of  terror"  prevailed 
throughoitt  the  I'roNince  during  the  whule  rexulutinn  peruid  is- strik- 
ingi\-  inapplicable  to  conditions  at  Halifax,  tlinugh  it  ma\-  be  accepted 
as  indicating  the  general  sense  of  uneasy  apprehension  pruduceil  in 
the  out  settlements  b_\'  the  incursions  engineered  from  .Macluas  and 
Lubek. 

heir  the  first  year  or  two,  before  the  essential  features  of  the 
situation  had  lieen  fulh-  disclosed,  there  were,  it  is  true,  occasional 
spasms  of  alarm,  if  not  of  [lanic,  but  long'  bebire  the  \\'ar  came  to  a 
close,  these  had  been  replaced  Ijy  a  general  sense  ot  security  ami  con- 
fidence. 

I'oole  ill  his  .hDuils  CMn\-eys  a  decidedly  erroneous  impression  bv 
representing  the  fate  of  Xo\a  -Scotia  as  hanging  on  a  thread  dui'ing 
the  entire  war  period.  The  fate  (jf  X(j\a  Scitia  depended  on  the  fate 
of  Halifax,  and  as  time  passed  (jii,  the  inllueiitial  classes  at  the  capital 
increased  in  loyal  attachment  to  the  L'rown,  and  the  cit\'  in  its  capacity 
to  resist  attack.  Xotwithstanding  Poole's  strong  metaphor,  it  is  d'lubt- 
ful  if,  within  the  terminal  limits  of  the  war,  a  time  can  be  nanieil  when 
Halifa.x  was  in,  not  to  s;i\-  imininent,  but  e\en  the  reiiKjtest,  d.anger 
of  passing  out  <>(  the  possession  of  (Ireat  liritain. 

(/redit  has  already  been  gi\en  to  (Iciveruor  I.egge  for  the  prompti- 
tude and  energy  with  which  he  faced  the  sitnatinn  created  b\-  the  re\o- 
lutiniiar}-  outbreak  in  the  summer  of  1775.  lie  found  little  material  at 
haml  with  which  to  carry  on  war  either  (ilfensi\e  or  defeiisi\e.  The 
]ie'iple  of  .Machias  ha\'ing  obtained  authorit)  fn>m  the  I'ni^incial  f'on- 
gress  "to  adopt  any  warlike  merisiires  they  thought  lit  ag.iiust  the 
King's   trcHips   and   government"   got   to   work   at   mice.      Lieutenant- 
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GuveriKir  I'"rancklin,  learuiiij.;"  that  "clcprc-dalinns  iiiii;!]!  Ik:  made  in 
the  hasiii  in  .Mnia>,  h\'  |iiratL>  frnni  Maehia^,  "  wrule  Irimi  Windsor 
fur  an  e^curt  ut  trcjop.s.  hranckhn  \va>  inl'irnied  that  the  nnhtia  nnist 
l>e  depcndeil  on  iov  the  defence  of  the  eonnli'\ ,  a.s  there  were  unly 
thirt}->i.x  etteeti\e  men  in  tlie  j^arri.son  at  ilahfax. 

Tlien  came  iimchimation  after  proclamatinn,  winchni;-  up  with 
c>ne  putting;"  the  whnle  iVovince  under  martial  law.  It  is  nut  neces- 
sary to  i^o  nuu  the  details  of  I.eL;;.;e'.s  mainl\-  almrtixe  schemes  of  rais- 
ins; troups.  "Due  rei^nnent  of  one  thous.md  men  to  he  composed  of 
Ciermans,  neutrals  and  li-ish  {without  regard  tu  their  religion)  might 
parti)-  he  raised  in  the  I'roxince  and  paril\-  in  New  fuundland,"  it 
will  he  noticed  how  carefully  the  (iownior  e-\cludes  the  .\'ew  h'.ngland- 
ei's  fiiim  the  list  nf  nationalities  irom  which  the  re^nneni  was  ti/  he 
drawn.  Later  m  the  _\ear  he  proposed  to  raise  another  rcj^iment  of 
equal  proportions  for  the  defence  of  llalifa.x,  hut  succeeded  m  securing; 
the  enlistment  of  hut  one-tenth  of  the  recpnred  numher.  Still  later 
(  .\o\emher  JJ.  1773,  )  he  has  encouragini;  news  to  communicate  to  the 
Secretar)'  of  State.  "Upwards  of  se\en  hundred  (if  the  piancipal 
inhahitants  of  the  Count}'  (jf  llalifa.x,  Kinj^s  (  HuntN'  and  .\nnapolis. 
lia\e  not  only  talcen  the  ciath,  hut  entered  into  an  association,  acknowl- 
edgini;  their  duty  and  fidelity  to  his  M<iiesiy,  the  supremac\-  of  Parlia- 
ment, etc..  etc."  This  \s,as  encouraf^iiiL;.  Somewhat  out  of  chromjIoLji- 
cal  order  it  may  he  mentioned  that  the  (io\ernor  ohtamed  from  Gen- 
eral ( iai;e  in  I'ostoii  "ten  companies  td"  the  14th  and  ahout  70  men  of 
the  "Ko\al  I-\-ncihle  .\inericans."  Colonel  I  iorham  wa-  now  ahle  to 
rejiort  three  hundreil  and  ninety  men  in  the  i^arrisou  i,f  jlalifax,  hut 
cif  these,  unlortunately,  only  one  hundred  and  twent\-six  were 
returned  as  fit  for  duty.  Idle  latter  facts  suggests  that  (ieneral  (iates 
had  tai.eii  ad\antage  of  I.egge's  application  to  get  rid  of  some  of  his 
iiualided  men.  (  )n  the  whole  the  general  tone  of  I-cgge's  conimniiic.a- 
tioii  to  the  home  authorities  is  grumhling  and  despoiiilcut,  --mall  .as 
was  the  numher  of  troops,  they  are  "disohedieiit  '  as  well  as  "lUMgnih- 
cant,"  a  fact  which  the  ( iox'ernor  had  ilul\  made  (ieneral  (iates  .aware 
of.  d'he  Ministry  is  informed  that  "there  is  not  the  least  kind  of 
defence  ahout  the  town,"  and  that  "we  la\-  open  to  the  countrv  on 
e\er\-  side — the  hatterics  are  <lismantled — \C>  carriages  of  gims  are  ail 
ilecayed  and  the_\-  are  l\aiig  on  the  grouml.  j-'or  the  present  all  that 
Ceiuld   he   done   was  to    fortify   the   na\y   yard   with   temporar\    hlock- 
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houses  ami  palisack's.  It  was  thought  tno  latr  in  the  scasini  tu 
fortif\-  Ciia.lci  II  ill." 

I  liuui^h  11.  Al.  S.  'I'art.ir.  J  I.  M.  S.  Sciicijal.  ami  an  aniKd 
schoMiKT  had  been  urckTed  to  procccil  to  .Machias  "to  dc-^tro'V  tlvj 
enem\'s  preparations,"  it  proved  to  he  a  ease  of  lochin,^-  the  door  after 
the  horse  was  stolen.  The  orcler  was  L;i\en  on  the  lOih  of  Aul;u-1.  .\ 
few  da_\s  hetore  the  hand  of  marauders  who^e  amih  the  Tiirtar  aiv! 
Si'iu'i/al  were  sent  to  frustrate  had  saded  into  St.  John's  harhor.  ti'oic 
possessiiju  of  a  hrii.;.  laden  with  ei.xen.  sheep  and  swine,  intended  for 
the  royal  troops  in  I'.oston,  and  after  capturing-  h'ort  h'redenck  ami 
making;  prl-.oner■^  of  Us  former  occupants,  had  hurned  it  to  the  i;ronnd. 
It  was  supposed  that  the\'  had  made  off  ti.i  Annapolis,  so  ( "aptain 
],e  kias  of  the  'farlnr  was  instructed  to  cross  the  ha_\'  au<l  kee[)  a 
sharp  look  out  for  the  marauders.  The  hird  had  llown  to  plai.x-- 
unknown  or  inaccessible  to  (."a])tain  Le  C'ras.  It  wonld  ha\e  heen  fo'l\- 
to  seek  a  secc;)nd  cari.;o  before  disposing-  ,_>i  the  first. 

The  openini,''  \ear  ol  the  war  closed  none  focj  encouragingiw  The 
report  that  the  ("ougress  nt  Massachusetts  had  embodieil  a  large  expe- 
dition (  i^.CKji)  uieii )  to  besiege  Halifax  and  had  been  hindered  in  the 
attempt,  sinipK-  b\-  rumors  of  smallpox  in  the  place  to  be  attacked,  is 
prol:;ibl\-  pure  fiction,  lint  bad  news  that  could  be  relied  on  came  from 
outside  points.  Montreal  had  fallen  to  .\merican  iiu'aders.  ( loxernor 
I'alheck  of  the  Island  n\  St.  John  had  been  seized  ami  im])risoned  h\ 
the  crews  of  two  privateeers  trom  Marblehead.  I.egge  kept  assuring 
the  .Miiiistr\-  that  both  the  .\sseu)blv  ruKl  his  (  ouncil  were  houe\-- 
combed  with  treason.  ( )iie  thing,  howexer,  he  lelt  bonml  to  --;iy  ou 
behalf  of  .\'o\-a  Scotia:  "It  is  the  only  settled  l'ro\-ince  on  the  sea 
Coast  which  has  ])reser\ed  it-^elf  trom  the  madnes.s  and  cont.igiou 
which  ha\e  overspread  all  the  other  of   llis   i\lajest\"'s  colonies." 

OUTLOOlv   IS  DISCOrUAGING. 


("doonu-  enough  was  the  <iutlook  for  Xova  Scotia,  notwithstanding 
her  happ\-  piesersatiou  from  "madness  and  contagion."  .\i  the  open- 
ing of  177(1  '  Hiehec  was  the  oulv  part  id'  •  anada  which  .Moiitgomerv 
and  his  l'ro\'inci,ds  did  not  hold,  ddie  ISritish  troop-,  were  still  shut 
up  in  l'.o>ton.  The  rumors  of  that  big  expedition  which  was  to  la\- 
Halifax  low,  had  not  completel\-  died  out.      kegge  reso|\ed  on  some- 
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thing  tlrastically  se\-ere.  Martial  law  was  declared.  He  could  not 
trubt  hi.-;  Council  an_\-  hmger.  The  niilitar_\-  defence  of  the  colony  could 
not  tolerate  men  who  re\ealed  the  .secrets  ui  goxeinnient  to  the  rebel 
foe.  So  the  (iovernor  nominated  an  mner  I'ouncil — a  Council  of 
war,  to  consi.st  i)f  the  commanding  (jlhcer  of  the  trc.iojis,  the  commander 
of  the  navy,  Morris,  the  sur\-eyor-general  of  the  I'roN  ince,  Creighton 
of  I.unenhurg,  antl  Lieutenant-Colonel  Denson  of  his  own  regiment. 
It  is  again  noticeable  how  severely  he  cuts  Jonathan  llinney  and  Henry 
Newton,  nieml)ers  of  the  regular  Council  for  many  years,  and  each 
of  whom  continued  to  sit  as  councillor  until  his  death.  'I'heir  exclusion 
from  this  siiecial  Council  of  War  did  not  affect  their  right  to  sit  at  the 
regular  Ixjard.  The  former  had  perhaps  ad\isor_\'  power,  init  no  legal 
nor  constitutional  status.  The  Commander-in-Chief  at  this  iiarticular 
time  was  ( ieneral  Ahisse\-.  The  commoilorc  of  the  na\-y  was  Marriott 
.\rbulhnot,  ^hortly  to  be  ai)poiuteil  Lieutenant-Go\ernor. 

(  I  )  John  (.'rcighton  was  an  English  officer,  who  was  discharge<l 
on  half  pay  at  the  peace  of  Aix-la-Chapelle.  Coming  to  Halifax  in 
174c)  he  acconip.'inied  the  ( ierman  settlers  a  few  \ear.>  later  to  Lunen- 
burg, where  he  resided  until  his  death  m  lir^y)/.  S'lon  after  his  desig- 
nation ti)  this  mditarN'  lioarii,  he  recei\ed  an  ajipointment  to  the  regular 
I'roxincial  (.'oinicil. 

(  _' I  Henr\'  Denny  Denson — Lresumably  of  Rhtide  Island  binh, 
was  liiie  of  the  original  grantee,^  of  halniouth.  in  which  tow'n>hi|j  he 
became  a  large  landed  pn  iprietLU".  llis  iulluence.  which  he  nnanably 
exerted  in  support  of  the  established  order  of  thing.s,  was  \ery  great 
among  the  Xew  Lngland  settlers  of  halnnnith  and  Xew[)Ort.  lie  was 
for  man\-  \ears  a  i'epre>entati\'e  of  Kings  C'ount\'  in  the  .\ssembly. 

(  3  )  ( )f  Ceueral  Masse\''s  career  in  the  arm\-  the  histories  gi\e  us 
scant  information.  His  prexious  sphere  of  dutv  seems  to  h;i\e  lain 
largeh'  in  the  West  Indies.  (  )n  examination  of  the  brief  recoriL  we 
ha\e  of  his  term  of  ser\ice  in  Halifax  gi\es  a  la\'orable  impression 
of  his  character  and  abilities.  I'ort  .Massey  ]ierpetuales  his  name. 
I'^irst  extended  to  an  adjacent  militar\'  cemetary,  then  to  the  surruund- 
ing  residential  area,  its  use  is  now  chielly  to  designate  a  church  which 
is  one  of  the  ecclesastical  ornaments  of   Halifax. 

Three  Lieutenant-(  lo\erni  irs  in  succession  held  nlfice  during  the 
l>eriod  inter\ening  between  the  retirement  of  Legge  in  1776  and  the

appoiiUniciit  of  jolin  I'arr  a  ( io\crnor-in-( 'liict  in  178-'.  These  were 
Coinniodore  .Marriott  Arliutluuii.  alread}-  luimeil  (1770-1778).  Sir 
Ricliard  llui^hes  (  1778-81  )  ami  Sir  .Viidrew  Snape  llaininoiul  (  1781- 
82).  liach  (jf  these  ij;entlemen  was  a  naval  ofticer,  and  of  the  two 
latter,  each  filled  (.InriiiL;  the  term  of  his  l.ieiitenant-(.io\ernorslup  the 
post  of  "Coniniissioner  ol  ills  Alajestv'.s  Xa\y  \  ard."  An  eeonoiuieal 
coiiNideration  dictated  this  rather  pecnliar  amalgamation  of  ollicial 
dnt\.  I-Ci^ge  had  been  ;-hel\ed  with  the  retention  <if  the  title  and 
emoluments  of  the  governurshii).  This  arrangement  plainly  in\(jhed 
the  necessity  of  a  distinct  military  staff.  General  Massew  the  newly 
ap])ointe<l  Commander-in-Cliief  wi irked  in  harmon_\  with  the  Go\ - 
eruors,  and  made  the  most  of  the  few  tr<ioi)S  at  his  disposal  to  defend 
Nova  Scotia  against  her  enemies.  It  was  imleed  the  (la\'  of  small 
things.  Thirty  men  were  sent  to  Lunenhurg,  fUtv  to  Varm(.)uth.  two 
c<.impanies  of  Alarine>,  under  Majot  lialf.  were  all  that  could  he 
spared  for  I'ort  Cumherland  when  danger  threatened  in  that  ipiarter. 
The  reinforcements  happih'  proved  ample. 

Gradually  however,  ( ieneral  .\lassey  found  the  nutulier  at  his 
disposal  sensibly  augmented.  The  arrival  of  ".Major  Small,  Jiid  Mat- 
talion  Highlanders  sent  here  hy  General  Howe  (from  New  York  1 
was  very  opportune,  for  just  at  that  time  a  whole  fleet  of  Machias 
whale-boats  had  entered  the  St.  John.  This  was  inter])reted  as  a 
prelude  io  a  general  attack  on  No\-a  Scotia,  so  it  was  determined  to 
nip  the  e\il  in  the  bud.  This  was  eftected  by  a  ji.)iut  force  of  regul.ars 
and  militia  from  Halifax  and  Windsor,  untler  Brigade  .Major  Stud- 
holme,  of  the  Ivoyal  Fcncibles  and  Colonel  Francklin."  In  October, 
1777,  there  were  in  the  Province  thirteen  hundred  men  "lit  to  do 
duty".  I'ixe  companies  oi  marines  (about  six  hundred  men)  Lieu- 
tenant (iorhan"s  Corps,  one  hundred  and  se\'ent\'  men;  .Major  .Sniall's 
Highland  iTnigrants,  not  four  hundretl,  part  at  b'ort  ( "uinberland  and 
part  at  Windsor;  Legge's  l."or[»s,  tweiit\-  mi  board  of  a  .^loop  and 
fort\'  digging"  coal,  at  Spanish   Ri\'er   (S\(lue\'). 

This  number  was  s|ileiididly  swi'llen  the  ensuing  siiring.  .\  bri- 
gatle  of  troops  arrived  from  the  Clyde,  consisting  of  the  7i)lli  T\rone's, 
— 7-'iid,  the  Hamilton's,  under  Colonel  l''rancis  Mcl.e.an, — 74II1, 
Campbell's  Ivegimeiit  of  Higlilanders,  vxitli  these  were  .Major  Sni.all's 
Battalion  of  Highlanders,  Major  Santer's  Battalion  of  .Marines  and 
Gorham's  and  Legge's  Corps,  making  a  total  of  live  thousand  troop-;. 
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Franckliii  coninianded  tlie  " Indian  Allies,"  Winckw.jrlh  Tuni^c  the 
inililia.  A  year  or  two  before  I'^rancklin  had  received  the  imperial 
appointment  of  Indian  Commissioner.  Murdock  is  our  authority  for 
statini;  that  Colonel  l"oni;e  enjoyed  the  especial  contidence  of  General 
W'lijfe.  tieneral  Alassey  had  dislingui>hed  himself  at  Carlliagena, 
Xia.^ara,  Alartinco  and  Havana.  General  .McLean  had  earned  an 
honc.jraljle  name  as  Gomniander-in-Chief  of  the  Portugese  army. 
With  such  olflcers  and  live  thousand  men  available  for  the  protection 
of  the  rrovince.  it  is  not  strange  that  a  sweet  sense  of  .security  took 
possession  of  the  jniblic  mind. 

GOVEKNOE    HUGHES. 

Lieutenant-Governor  Arljuthnot  recei\ed  notice  of  his  being  made 
a  Rear-Admiral,  and  at  once  returned  to  luiglaiul  to  take  possession 
of  his  llag  ship.  i\a\'\'  \'ard  Commissioner,  Sir  Richard  Hughes  was 
sworn  in  as  his  successor  on  August  17,  177^.  One  ol  .Arbulhnot's 
last  official  acts  was  t(j  request  funds  for  the  employment  of  a  priest 
to  act  as  missionar}-  to  the  Indians,  bitty  pounds  were  voted  and  t.ine 
hundred  j)oun(ls  were  promisetl  as  a  salary.  This  w  a.s  probably  <lue 
to  the  suggestion  of  the  Indian  Commissioner  Aliehael  brancklin, 
whose  conciliatory  jjolicy  was  as  effecli\e  with  the  Indians  as  it  has 
been  with  the  Acadiaus.  Shorty  after  b'rancklin  negotiated  a  treaty 
of  amit\'  with  a  common  congress  ui  Micmacs  and  Malicites  at  St. 
John.  The  peace,  howe\er,  cost  in  presents  for  the  Indian  diplomats 
ivj  less  than  four  hundred  and  thirty-seven  |)Ounils.  two  shillings  and 
nine  pence.  In  addition  there  was  an  outlay  of  fort_\  pounds  for  Air. 
ITancklin's  table  "whilst  be  remained  auKjng  them".  These  ex[)enses 
were  ordered  to  be  paid,  and  a  ciaiiii  made  on  the  Secretary  of  Stiite 
to  reinl>iirse  the  l'ri)riiice.  The  l\e\'.  Mr.  Bennett,  "itinerant  mission- 
ar\-,"  put  in  a  claim  for  exjjenses  incurred  in  conciliating  the  same,  or 
other,  red  men  in  177^)  or  1777.  This  claim  was  passecl  on  with  a 
recoinmendatii'U  to  the  Lords  of  Trade.  i\e,garding  the  lreat\-  referred 
to  is  the  following  reference  in  Lieutenant-Go\enior  llughes's  letter 
to  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  12th  October  I77<^: 

"I  cannot  s]ieak  too  higlilv  ol  the  talents,  zeal  an<l  ililigence  of 
the  Hon.  Mr.  brancklin,  our  superintendent  for  Indian  affairs,  to 
wliose   discreet   conduct    and   steady  perseverance,   assisted   by    Major 
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Stiulholin  and  M.  I'lOtirg-,  tlie  priest,  we  uwe  llie  success  dI'  this  treaty." 
Hughes  adds  liiat  the  "Indian  Chiefs  relumed  intu  the  haud^  m1  (Uir 
sui>erintendent  the  presents  which  they  had  rcccncd  from  the  rcbd 
General  U'ashinytun." 

Though  liis  name  lias  [iassed  into  complete  ohlivion,  no  (iovernor 
of  Xova  Scotia  ha^  ever  discerned  more  clearlv  the  cinulition,  or 
interpreted  UKjre  correctly  the  needs  uf  the  l'ru\'ince  cunnnitted  to 
his  care  than  did  Commissioner  Hughes.  In  hi,>  eye.-,  luigland  had 
committed  an  unpardonable  crime  in  allowing  picaruons  from  Alach- 
ias  to  destroy  fisheries  at  Canso,  worth  at  least  hftv  thousaml  [>ounds 
a  _\ear.  h'or  years,  whenever  the  lleet  IkuI  happened  ti^  lie  a\\a\  ,  rebel 
cruisers  had  stationed  themselves,  some  towards  Margaret's  Haw  some 
towards  jedd(jre,  to  pounce  on  coasting  ves.sels  and  merchant  ships 
making  for  Halifa.x  harl)our.  .\nd  if  such  things  can  hapiien  almost 
in  site  of  Citadel  Ildl.  what  wonder  that  the  remnter  coasts  ha\e  been 
so  terribly  raxaged  and  Xo\'a  Scotia  shii)[)ing  swept  from  the  seas? 
The  ad\ice  of  (_I<j\ernor  Hughes  was  to  light  tire  with  lire.  I'"(jr 
larger  operations  the  war  ships  of  the  fleet  can  well  be  depended  on. 
The  crafts  which  are  doing  all  this  incalcuUdile  damage  hug  the  shore, 
steal  in  to  the  smallest  harbours  and  hide  them-^ehes  in  die  fog.  1  he 
only  sal\"ati(jn  consists  in  putting  out  smaller  cruisers  that  can  go 
where  they  go  and  sailed  b\-  ca|itains  and  manned  b\-  men  who  aie  up 
til  all  their  trick-.  Hughes  successfully  urged  recipn  >cit_\-  in  the  pri\a- 
leering  business.  Halifa.x  and  Li\erpool  competed  Ih.iIi  a>  to  which 
should  lie  first,  aii<l  which  should  do  the  most  to  meet  the  ( ii)\  c-rnor's 
wishes.  Then  a  miniature  proxincial  na\\-  made  it-  appearance  in 
our  ciiastal  waters,  and  diil  goixl  ser\-ice.  The  ( 'n  ixerui  ir  made  a  \  ig- 
orous  appeal  to  the  .Ministry  to  subsidise  the  Loyal  Xo-ea  Senliiui.  the 
first  of  these  luinie-maile  war  cr.aft.  The  appeal  seems  Im  lirL\e  been 
unsuccessful.  The  result  cannot  be  attributed  to  au\-  want  of  elabora- 
ration  on  the  part  uf  the  (;o\ernor  in  presenting  the  claim-  uf  the 
J.oXiil  .\'o:-a  Seiitiaii.  .\  single  sentence  of  his  letter  CMUt.uns  uu  less 
than  one  hundred  and  ten  words.  The  I'l'iixiiicial  ,\s-enibl\-  came  [<> 
the  rescue  with  a  \'ote  of  two  hundred  pduud-.  which.  liMwc\ei",  would 
nut  go  \er\-  far  as  the  monthI\-  exiien-e  ol  ihe  cnii.-er  fur  wages  and 
])ro\  isiuus  aniuuiited  to  one  liundre<l  and  lwent\-li\e  puund-.  This 
was  fulluwed  sliurtK'  after  b\-  a  rcsujuliun  tu  de\ute  iiu  le-s  a  sum 
than  ii\e  ilmusand  poun<ls  to  the  cunstructiuu  ni  a  deet  after  the  mudel

of  the  l.ayol  Xni'u  Section.  The  rni\iiice  >(»in  liiul  alln.it  a  ddiuolic 
1KI\  V.  Miinc  Icnir  ships  jn  all,  ol  an  a\<-ra^c  liiiinaL;e  ol  liUv  or  sixty 
tons.  'IIr-  a(l\anla,L;c  would  ha\c  heLii  t^rcalcr  had  the  pulicN  heen 
adopted  earlier". 

The  fires  dt  pri\  ateerint;  once  kimlled,  blazed  forth  fiereely.  and 
contrihnteil  dnrint;  the  remaining  months  of  the  war  its  eonspicuoiis 
feature  so  far  as  Xova  Scotia  was  concerneil. 

M.XJIlllGWADUCE. 


During-  the  French  rule  in  Acadia  there  were  few  belter  known 
seaports  than  l'enlai;oet,  in  these  days  .-liujlicc  I'enohscul.  It  recalls 
the  names  of  Liaude  la  Tour,  \\hi>  (jri^inally  etahlished  a  fort  there, 
ot  Lharnisa}'  and  of  (jrandfontaine,  who  after  the  'l"reat\'  ol  Iheda, 
made  it  the  capital  nl  Acadia.  Since  the  l)eL;inning  of  the  eiL;hleenlh 
ceiilur)  it  has  lieeii  known  as  C'astine,  a  name  derned  Irom  thai  ^f 
the  indianised  hreiuh  i!aron,  who  made  the  disiricl  around  his  hunl- 
ing"  ground.  It  occurretl  to  the  mililar\-  auth'iriu-  at  llaliiax  that 
tlie  i)lace,  then  bearing  the  singular  name  Majihigwadiice,  >lill  pos- 
sessed cunsiilerable  strategetic  importance.  An  expedition  under 
General  McLean  was  therfore  lilted  out  at  Halifax  for  the  purpose 
of  seizing  and  forlif_\ing  it.  The  mt>\ement  bade  fair  to  be  succes.sful. 
McLean  landed  his  force  at  Majibigwaduce  without  opp(jsitioii  aiul  at 
once  proceeded  to  erect  proper  fi  irtiticatioiis.  iSelnre  much  prugress 
had  Ix'eii  made  in  that  direction  a  strong  armament  from  i'ortland 
completeh'  iinested  him,  the  si|uadron  ha\  ing  brouL;lu,  it  is  supposed, 
not  less  than  ten  thousand  men.  In  this  emergenc}'  a  relief  force, 
made  as  strong  as  circumstances  allowed,  started  from  Halifax,  but 
before  i)rogressing  far  was  dri\'en  back  bv  a  gale. 

Meanwhile,  Sir  I'ercy  Collier  at  New  \'ork,  ha\'ing  learned  of  the 
tight  box  in  which  McLean  was  encased,  started  without  dela\  to 
raise  the  siege.  The  American  commander  had  fixed  on  the  ujlli  of 
August  as  the  day  on  which  the  half-finished  fort  was  to  be  assaulted. 
Collier  with  six  or  seven  stout  men-of-war  put  in  an  appearance  just  in 
time  to  break  up  the  plan.  Accounts  vary  as  to  the  fate  of  the  in\est- 
ing  force.  Murdock's  statement  that  Collier  destroyed  the  entire  fleet 
of  thirty-se\en  vessels  of  war  and  transports  is  t(.)0  strong.  The  siege 
however  was  raised.     Several,  perliaps  many,  of  the  American  vessels

iiit^f  til  the  \vijud>.  ?\lajil>:.i;\va(hiee  wa^  lield  lirml)'  l>\-  the  llriti^h  to 
the  end  of  the  war. 

CJeneral  McLean  returned  to  llahfax,  lea\  in:;  Ahi jihiL; waihice  in 
charge  of  Colonel  l'ani[il)ell.  lie  hn^ied  hinihelf  with  strengthening 
the  fortihcatiiuis  of  Halifax,  though  his  inipnrtant  capture  mi  the 
J'enohsCiit  had  much  lessened  the  danger  to  which  the  capital  had  iieen 
exposed.  "The  Governor  and  Council  resolved  that  nne-.sixlh  ol  the 
militia  of  the  townships  of  Lunenhurg,  \\'inils"r,  ivdmnuth,  .Xewpwrt, 
llorton,  Cornwallis,  Cumherland,  Truro,  Onslow  and  Lnuddiiderry 
should  he  employed  for  three  weeks  on  the  works  at  llalitax,  which 
they  computed  would  furnish  two  hundred  wurkmen  f'n-  that  time." 
General  McLean  did  not  li\e  long  to  continue  his  nieritnrious  activi- 
ties.     I  le  died  in   I  78 1. 

CLOSING  EVENTS  OF  THE   WAR. 


Tiie  closing  year  or  two  of  the  long-drawn-out  war  hrought  with 
them  no  particular  signs  of  danger  to  Nova  Scotia.  The  estahlish- 
nient  of  Majibigwaduce  intlicated  the  wisdom  of  the  McLean  expedi- 
tion. 1j\'  an  arrangement  between  the  belligerents  fur  a  regular  cartel 
exchange  of  prisoners,  Halifax  was  relie\"ed  c)f  a  UKjst  tri  luhlesume 
and  expensi\e  burden,  seeing  that  fur  years  in  succession  the  number 
of  colonial  prisoners  to  be  pro\i<led  tur  liad  ranged  fnun  li\e  to 
eight  hundred  men.  In  iirivateering  exploits  and  in  the  li.attles  nf  the 
cruisers,  JLdifa.x  well  maintained  her  credit  for  nautical  skill  anil  fur 
the  ccmrage  that  does  n<jt  shrink  from  fighting  against  odils.  i'.issing 
1)\'  for  want  of  space  the  more  important  of  the  \entures  and  encounters 
which  made  up  the  maritime  histor\-  of  the  closing  epoch  of  the  war 
as  it  affected  No\-a  Scotia,  we  (|Uote  from  .Murdoch  an  account  oi  an 
incident  not  generally  noticed:  "(  )n  the  21st  id'  ALiy  (  1781)  about 
thirl\-  rebels,  in  a  shallop  mounting  one  carriage  gun  and  six  swi\els, 
w'nh  two  armed  whale-boats,  came  up  the  15a\-  of  hiuidy,  and  took 
a  schooner  belonging  to  Captain  Sheftield.  laden  with  goods  for  the 
ri\er  St.  John,  and  carried  her  down  the  ba_\-,  and  was  |)ursued  b\- 
Captain  llishop  rmd  faplain  f'rane  in  a  small  schooner  with  lliirty- 
five  men.  wdiich,  after  an  engagement  of  twenty-fne  minute-,  the 
rebels  took  and  made  prisoners;  upon  which  Lieutenant  I'.elcher  of 
the    N'olunteer    Militia    of    Cornwallis,    with    twent\'-eight    \olunteers 
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e„il,arke,l  nu  l.oar,!  uf  an  armed  sl.K.p  at  that  place,  and  i-ruccakd 
down  Ihc  hav  alUT  ihc  rel.d.;  when  ihcy  came  up  with  n.  and  reto-.k 
Capiam  Shelheld'.  vessel,  alter  k.Hm^  ,me  rebel,  d  he  rehel.  look  to 
thar  uhaled,oat  an.l  ran  a.hore  at  Cape  Spht,  .here  l.enlenant 
Beleher-  could  not  loUow  then,  lor  want  of  hoal.  Alter  winch  he 
o-ne  chase  to  the  ve-^els  taken  from  Capian.  l',..hop,  upon  winch 
Taptam  Ih.hup  discovered  the  vessel  eonnri^  after  them,  rose  upon 
the  rebels  and  retook  the  vessel,  the  sloop,  wuh  the  pr>ze>  and  made 
the  rebels  prisoners,  returned  to  Cornwalhs,  the  1st  mst.  and  on  Sun- 
dav  the  prisoners  arrived  here  and  were  put  n,  conhnenient.  1  he  ex- 
penses incurred  m  h.rm,^  the  armed  sloop,  pay  of  the  md.Uamen,-  etc., 
and  brmgin,  the  prisoner,  from  1  lorlon  to  (/ornwalhs,  came  to  one 
hundred  and  seventy-live  pounds,   fourteen  shUhngs  and  tour  pence^ 

However  things  nnght  be  gomg  n>  Nova  Scot.a  the  en-  ol  the 
..reat  stru-ule  was  near  at  hand.  The  iM-ench  alliance  winch  lor  a 
dme  seemed  to  contribute  nothing  to  the  colonial  cau.e  at  la^t  bore 
fruit  It  was  at  a  verv  dark  moment  when  a  o-n.ulerable  number  ot 
tl.e  W-a^hmgton  troop,  were  m  .enn-mntinv  and  the  congressional  ex- 
chequer was  empty  that  the  French  lleet  by  threatening  New  V-rk, 
indirecllv  eltected  a  fatal  division  of  the  army  ol  C  ..nw.  is.  It  ob- 
t,,ned  also  a  full  control  of  Cdie.apeake  Ikiv  and  enabled  Washington 
and  Latavette  to  effect  a  junction,  and  with  their  united  torces  to 
closelv  invest  Cornwallis  at  Yorktown.  The  Ihansh  lleet,  with  rem- 
fnrcements  sent  bv  rimton  from  New  York,  arrived  live  days  too  late 
to  save  the  dav.  '  On  October  IQ,  1781.  Cornwallis  surrendered  his 
land  forces  to  Washington,  his  ships  to  T.af:ivette. 

The  nni,,ne  character  of  the  circumstances,  accompanying,  and 
contributing  to  the  win.l  np  of  the  struggle  has  never  been  more  trulv 
and   more  'strikinglv   ^et    forth   than   bv   .\rchdeacon    Raymond,    who

^lurdock  deplores  that  during  the  war  periml  there  were  so  lew 
civil  events  of  importance  fcir  the  historian  to  take  imte  of.  (iuxenior 
succeeded  Go\ernor.  The  "Long  I'arlianient"  held  ils  annual  sessions, 
froniinent  uHicials  i)assed  away.  Chief  Justice  ilelcher  died  in  1 7S0 
ami  was  succeeded  hy  Mr.  Bryan  hinucane.  Sunie  important  acts 
were  passed.  'J"he  office  of  I'roviist  Marshal,  the  name  gi\en  10  the 
officer  who  had  control  of  elections  thrinighout  the  l'ro\ince,  was 
aliolisheil.  Sherilts  were  ai)p(.iinted  for  the  respective  counties,  and 
in  order  to  secure  ru\-al  sanctic.in  of  the  Act  ahnli^hmg  the  l'rii\-ost- 
Aiarshalshii).  Mr.  I'entf.m,  the  retired  official.  \va.--  Mited  a  pension  of 
one  hundred  pounds  for  life.  (Atlantic  l'ro\inces  of  Canada.  \'ol.  i, 
p.  140.) 

A  motion  was  made  hy  Mr.  Shaw  of  Annapolis  that  "the  House  do 
take  into  consideration  the  estahlishing  a  puhlic  school  in  such  part 
of  the  I'rovince  as  shall  he  thought  proper."  This  uKjtion  led  to  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  to  report  a  plan  for  such  a  school,  which 
committee  recijmmended  a  grant  of  fifteen  hundred  pounds,  "to  defra_\- 
the  expense  of  erecting  a  proper  and  convenient  huilding  in  the  I'lwn 
of  Hahfa.x,"  sai<l  sum  to  he  raised  in  the  manner  as  shall  he  tlirectetl 
h)-  the  Cleneral  Assemhly. 

In  1781,  Sir  Richard  Hughes — knighthood  and  na\al  promotion 
came  together — was  ap[)ointe(.l  "Rear-Admiral  of  the  lllue."  He  was 
succeeded  in  Ijoth  the  r,ieutenant-("io\-ernorshi[i  and  the  I'ommissiouer- 
ship  of  the  Xavv  ^'ard  hv  Sir  .Vndrew  Snape  Hammond.  .\lr.  Shaw 
C)f  .\nnapolis  was  orilered  to  prepare  a  hill  "to  repeal  certain  clause--  in 
the  laws  of  this  I'ro\ince  which  affect  persons  professing  the  Catholic 
religion."  Windsor,  h'almouth  and  New()ort  "with  the  lands  con- 
ti,guf)us  thereto"  were  detached  from  the  County  id"  Kings,  and  made 
a  separate  county,  to  he  called  fiir  reastms  unknown,  tlie  ('iinnt\-  of 
Hants.  It  was  alleged  that  Ilorton,  tlie  county  t'lwn  of  Kings,  was 
inconveniently  situated.  The  region  (part  of  Ilalifa.x  Count\' ) 
hitherto  called  Cobiquid,  was  henceforth  to  he  known  as  Colchester, 
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and  the  district  was  extended  so  as  t(j  include  Tataniagouclie.  Under 
the  act  tor  estalihsliing  a  imliHc  schoi.il  at  llahlax.  managers  and 
(Hrectors  were  appointed,  the  niajorit\'  of  whom,  lonathan  iJinnes' 
and  IJenry  Xewton  among  the  nuniher,  were  niemhers  of  His 
Ahije-'tN's  CovinciL  A  lottery,  more  or  less  successful,  was  resorted  to 
for  raising  the  Iff  teen  hundred  pounds  appropriated  hy  the  Assemhly 
for  a  huilding'.

1  he  treat}'  ui  jjcace  hetween  Great  Britain  and  her  former  colcjuies 
once  C(.)ncluded,  it  then  hecame  necessar}'  for  those  wdio  had  remained 
lo_\al  to  the  crown  to  llee  from  the  land  of  their  birth  or  their  adoption. 
There  was,  ho\\e\er,  a  _\ear's  grace  for  those  who  could  obtain  access 
to  New  York. 

lloston  set  the  pace  for  the  rest  of  Massachusetts:  "dhei'efore

The  "Long  I'arliament" — though  the  noxcrnor  had  received 
ro\-al  instructions  authorizing  dissolution  "if  thought  useful" — con- 
tinued to  li\e  on.  It  met  in  its  sixteenth  session  (.m  the  (jth  of 
net'iber,  178,^,  William  Xesbitt  still  in  the  chair,  rime,  however, 
hail  brought  inlirmities  with  it,  Nesbitt  tendered  his  resignation  to 
take  effect  at  the  end  of  the  session.  The  lliawe  xoted  him  one 
liundred  pounds  a  }ear  tor  life.  lie  had  been  a  member  of  e\er\- 
.\vsemlil\-  from  the  beginning,  and  speaker  since  1751)-  He  was  also 
.\ttornev  ( leneral  for  twenty-h\e  years.  The  House  was  in  a  pecu- 
liarh'  generous  mood.  It  \'oted  riovernor  I'arr  "li\e  hundred  pounds 
towards  the  support  of  iiis  table,  on  account  of  the  unusual  resort  of 
strangers  to  this  l'ro\ince."  It  also  \'oted  additions  to  otlkial  salaries 
l>rett\  nearh-  all  round.  .\lso  "that  there  be  paid  to  John  t'reighton, 
l'"s(|uire,  colonel  of  militia  for  the  l"ount\'  of  Lunenburg  for  himself,

Roman  C_'atholic5 
were  freed  fnnu  all  di>abilities  in  regard  to  the  holding  of  landb  and 
the  cek-bration  ut  public  worshi]).'  The  process  uf  e^cheating  lanil.> 
went  on  apace.  ( )ne  of  main-  \esselb  sailing  from  New  \  ork  for 
X()\a  Scotia  in  September,  1783.  was  wrecked  between  C'ape  Sable 
and  the  Tuskcts.  Xinel\-nine  perished  anil  se\enty-ri\  e  were  -a\ed. 
h'ishing  boats  con\e\ed  the  re.-^cueil  passongers  to  the  St.  jnhn. 
whither  the\'  were  buund  when  wrecked.  The  new  loyalist  \'j\\n  at 
the  niMuth  ui  the  St.  John  wa^  chri.■^lened  I'arriow  n.

On  November  i.  17S4,  the  se\"enteenth  and  la.-<t  ^e.^sion  uf  the  lifth 
General  Assembly  of  the  I'rovince  was  con\ened.  The  m.)>t  impurtaui 
anuLiunceiueni  m  the  o[)ening  speech  of  (imernor  i'arr  was  "ihal  the 
King  had  di\ided  the  I'roxince  into  two  go\ernment^"  and  that  the 
new  l'ro\ince.  to  be  called  New  liriinsw  ick,  embracc<l  all  the  teirit'ir\-

u.^ual  and  took  part  in  the  husiness  of  the  llmise.  Uicliartl  J.  Umacke. 
who  represented  an  out-goiiii,'  ci.institiienc\-  (Sack\ille)  was  chairman 
of  the  Committee  to  prepare  an  an.bwer  to  the  Cjo\ernor's  speech.  He 
afso  yot  a  motion  pas^.ed  to  pro\'itie  a  phice  "for  tlie  Ireeholders  to  liear 
the  deliates." 

Xo  l)usiness  of  iini)ortance  was  traubactetl  at  the  closing  session 
of  the  "Lon.L;"  Parliament."  Jt  was  felt  that  the  problem  of  the  new 
era — with  peace  restored,  and  Xew  Brunswick  and  ('a[ie  ISreton  lop- 
lied  off — >hould  he  left  t(.)  a  House  fre^-h  from  the  people.  hour 
niemher.s  were  lost  as  a  conseijuence  of  the  di\i--ion,  two  for  the 
Count}-  of  Sunlmry,  one  each  for  the  townships  of  Sackville  and 
Cnmherlaiul.  An  act  ])ro\'itled  for  the  addition  of  si.x.  tW(j  each  tor 
the  counties  of  Shelhnrne,  and  Sydney,  and  one  for  each  of  the  town- 
ships of  Shelhurne  and  Dij^hy. 

(Jn  Decemher  24,  1784  Sampson  Salter  Blowers  was  aiJpointed 
.\ttorne\-(  leneral  of  Xo\a  Scotia  in  succession  to  William  Xeshitt, 
deceased.  Mr.  Blowers  was  the  tlrst  lo\'alist  immii;rant  to  receive 
an  apponitment  to  pulilic  ofhce  in  Xo\a  Scotia.  As  he  had  a  long  and 
illustrious  career  in  Xo\;i  Scotia  his  name  will  recur  more  than  (jnce 
in  the  sul)sei|uent  narrative.'

He  was  re-elected,  but  the  House — it  is  not  clearly  stated  on  what 
grounds — ^i;a\e  the  seat  to  the  opposing;-  candidate,  .Vle.xander  Howe. 

rile  setting  ott  of  Xew  lirunswick  as  a  distinct  Pro\  ince  was  now 
an  accomplished  fact.  I'Vom  its  first  suggestion  to  its  full  completion 
the  process  of  diMiiemlierment  hatl  occupietl  liarel\-  a  \ear.  To  this 
b_\-  no  nieaii^  niiim]iortant  e\ent  a  member  of  concurrent  causes  con- 
tributed. .\ikong  these  a  prominent  place  is  as.sigiied  bv  later  authori- 
ties to  the  inabilit}-  of  the  go\ernment  of  Xo\a  Scotia  to  handle  suc- 
cessfully the  initial  problem  of  settlement  at  the  iiKjuth  of  the  St. 
John.  Others  la_\-  emphasis  on  the  geograiihical  facts  which  rendered 
separation  a  coinenieiice.  if  not  an  a])Solute  necessity.  TIktc  is  to 
be  coiihidered,  too,  the  natural  desire  and  ambition  of  s<.i  considerable 
a  body  of  hoiiiogen(iUS  settlers,  with  a  good  supply  of  able  and  edu- 
cated men  to  take  the  lead  in  such  an  uiulertaking,  to  found  for 
tliemsehes  ,a  l'ro\ince  with  its  institutions  f,ishi(.)ncd  according  to  their 
own  ideals.  l!e\(ind  all  doubt  among  the  forces  impelling  to  sep.aratiou 
was  (jread.  of  that  dread  leaxen  of  at  least  semi-republicanism,  which 
the\-  were  t:iuglit  to  belie\e  still  lingered  in  some  of  the  townships  of 
No\'a  Scotia. 

d'lie  scheme  of  (kwolntion  was  pressed  forward  bv  Pdward  Wiiis- 
low  ami  its  other  promoters  with  great  energ\'  to  a  swift  conclusion. 
(ioNenior  Parr,  who  was  not  e.x.actly  a  model  of  prompt  and  vigorous 
acti\iiy.  of  course  jirotested  and  sent  an  agent  across  to  arrest  the 
mi.i\enient.  d"he  separation  was  a  foregone  conclusion,  before  the 
remonstrance  reached  the  ininistr\-  in  an\'  form.  .\s  (lo\eriior  Parr's 
bands  were  still  pretty  full  with  .Annapolis  ;md  Shelburne,  it  is  <|uile 
likelv  that  be  regarded  the  shrinkage  of  his  I'rovmce  as  a  relief  rather 
than  a  loss. 

Xew  lirunswick  started  on  her  course  with,  as  her  (^oxernor. 
Thomas  C.arleton  assuretl  the  authorities  at  home,  with  a  much  better 
■■constitniion"  than  any  of  the  other  l'ro\inces.  "In  .\'o\;i  Scotia" — 
this  was  a  new  wonder  of  the  world — ■"e\erything  .  iri-in.ileil  in  the 
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-AssL-nihlw"  Xl'w  lirunswick  liad  no  intention  of  sliapint^"  licr  institu- 
tions at'ler  the  nioilcl  ol  New  I'jii^lanil  as  No\a  Scotia  had  done.  Xew 
Vori<.  less  inlccted  wilh  the  \irns  of  deniocrac)-  and  more  inehned  to 
streUL^then  the  executi\e,  had  heen  taken  as  New  llrunswick's  pattern. 
Go\'ernor  L'arleton,  ho\\e\er,  did  not  yo  into  particnkirs  and  infcjrni 
the  Secretar)'  of  State  as  to  tlie  precise  points  (d  siniiku"it_\'  hetween 
the  constitutions  (.if  Xo\a  Scotia  and  .Massachusetts,  and  of  Xew 
llrunswick  and  Xew  ^'orlv  respecti\el_\-.' 

liClUXDAKY   LINE  QUESTION. 

The  selecti(.>n  of  tiie  iMissiiinash  as  the  boundar)-  hue  hetween  tlie 
Proxinces  was  more  satislactor\'  to  Xew  Ijrunswick  ilian  to  Xova 
Scotia.  Idle  latter  protested  hut  not  with  [jarticuku"  vehemence.  \'an- 
ousl\-  at  later  times — down  to  as  late  a  period  as  l8o_' — she  i)rotesled 
and  memorialized  with  greater  energy,  dhe  im[)erial  go\ernment 
never  displayetl  the  sligtest  willingness  to  reconsitler  this  lioundary 
i|nestion.  i'articular  objection  to  the  dividing  line  was  taken  on  the 
gri.nmd  that  it  unnecessarily  and  unjusth'  dei)ri\  ed  Xo\a  Scotia  of  long 
settled  territory  of  considerable  dimensions  and  great  \alue — the  whole 
of  the  large  township  of  Sackville,  and  the  greater  jiart  cd'  the  town- 
ship of  Sack\-ille,  anil  the  greater  part  of  the  township  of  Cumberland, 
including  the  site  of  the  historic  fort  itself. 

In  1792  the  Xo\'a  Scotia  Assembly  presented  an  address  to  the 
Ij'eutenant-Go\ernor,  prating  for  his  intervention  ti;  secure  a  restcira- 
tion  of  her  territorial  rights — "an  alteration  in  the  di\  ision  line  between 
this  and  the  neighboring  Province  of  Xew  Prunsw  ick."  This  address, 
and  an  answering  <ine,  presented  bv  the  Pegislature  of  Xew  llruns- 
wick"  to  its  Pieutenant-Go\ernor  are  published  in  the  Appendix.  The 
home  go\ernment  from  first  to  last  declined  to  re-open  the  (piestion. 
It  is  understiiod  that  Xo\-a  Scotia  suggested  three  i)referable  lines  as 
follows — the   order  being  that   of   diminishing   aihantage    to   herself:

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(I'latlaiuls,  N.  B.)  Thib  line  correspomlcd  to  the  boundary  between 
the  old  Xo\a  Scotia  cnunties  of  L"unil)erland  and  Sunhury  and  wiiuM 
ha\e  left  No\a  Scutia  and  New  iJrun^w  lek  prett)'  neail_\  e(|nal  in 
area,  with  the  difference  somewhat  in  favor  of  the  former.

Liaium;;-,  in 
Boiimlarics  of  Xcic  l-lninszcicL',  justly  sa_\s:  This  "was  not  an  unrea- 
sonable boundary,  intendetl  to  include  in  Xo\'a  Scotia  the  old  settle- 
ments of  New  Englanders  (and  Vorkshiremen )  at  the  head  <jf  the 
Bay  of  Fundy,  whose  afliliations  were  most  naturally  with  Nova 
Scotia." 

3.  A  line  from  the  niouth  of  the  .\ulac  River  (near  .\ulac  Station 
Intercolonial  Railmatl )  h<  its  hea<l,  and  then  by  a  yiven  coinpa^^  line 
to  the  Straits  of  Northumberland.  This  boundary  wiuld  ha\'e  retained 
in  Nova  Scotia  the  whole  of  the  township  of  Cumlierland  and  indeed 
the  whole  isthmus  proper.  The  boundary  line  through  its  entire 
extent  was  not  hnally  determinetl  until  1858.  The  character  ot  the 
country  from  the  hea<l  waters  of  the  Missiipiash  eastward  presented 
many  obstacles  to  satisfactory  adjustment.  The  river  luul  no  proper 
source,  or  none  easily  ascertained.  Successive  commissions  a]ip'iinted 
by  the  resjiective  governments  wrestled  with  the  [iroblem  in  \ain.  Jn 
1858  a  commission  consisting  of  but  twu  members,  neither  nl  wlmm 
was  a  Nova  Scotian,'  decided  to  prnJL-ct  the  ri\'er  as  a  bninidary  aliM\e 
tide  water  and  take  rather  compass  lines  along  its  general  direction. 
The  effect  of  this  principle  was  to  throw  into  Nova  Scotia  the  entire 
upiicr  cour>e  of  the  river  and  a  considerable  l.)l(.>ck  of  land  to  which 
she  might  not  otherwise  have  established  a  claim. 

In  reviewing  the  controversy.  Dr.  (^uiong  is  of  the  opiniou  that 
"the  authorities  of  Halifax  had  some  grounds  for  their  view  that  the 
settlements  at  the  head  of  the  Bay  id'  lnind\-  sliould  have  belonged  to 
them.  These  settlements,  notably  from  Sackville  to  .\mherst,  were 
formed  between  1761  and  1763  by  New  hjiglanders  (with  Liter  aildi- 
tions  from  Yorkshire,  England)  large  numbers  of  whom  settled  in 
t]io>e  years  in  the  jjresent  Province  of  Nova  Scotia  while  but  few  set- 
tled in  those  vears  in  the  present  Province  of  New  Brunswick.     .     .     .

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In  Xova  Scotia,  lio\vc\er,  fewer  lowilists  settletl  and  the  Xew  I'.iig- 
landers  IkuI  a  pruiiurtiunately  <;reater  sliare  in  tiie  g'o\'ernnient.  It  was 
natural  tlierefure,  that  the  gtuernnient  of  Nova  Scotia  shMuld  \  iew 
tiiese  .settlements  as  helonging'  rather  to  old  Nova  Scotia  than  tn  the 
new  loyalist  government  of  New  Brunswick.  It  is  very  prohahle  that 
had  this  been  understood  by  the  authorities  in  h'ngland,  or  had  the 
case  of  Xova  Scotia  been  represented  as  persistently  as  was  that 
of  New  Brunswick  the  boundary  would  have  been  established  along 
the  Alemranicook  to  Shediac  or  Cocagne.  That  it  runs  as  it  dues 
is  another  of  those  pieces  of  gijod  fortune  wdiich  New  Ih'unswick  has 
experienced  in  the  settlement  of  her  boundaries,  a  good  fortune  wliicii 
is  not  realized  and  hence  not  appreci.ited  Iiy  the  peo[)le." 

C.VPE    BRETON. 

On  becoming  attached  to  the  British  Crown  Ijy  the  Treaty  of 
Paris  in  1763,  she  was  connected  with  Nova  Scotia  by  the  imiierial 
authorities,  anil  forniall}-  organized  under  the  style  and  title  of  the 
County  of  Cajje  Breton.  During  the  two  decades  of  her  connection 
with  No\a  Scotia,  though  she  mjiuinall}-  possessed  the  right  'of 
representati(jn  in  the  Assembly,  the  actual  enjoyment  of  that  [jrixilege 
was  denieil  her  b\'  causes  already  exfjlained.  That  line  island  was 
not  placeil  on  a  le\el  with  the  little  tiiwnshi[)  of  iJarrington  and  h'al- 
mouth,  neither  of  which  could  jirobably  ha\e  shown  nn  strict  count 
much,  if  an\',  o\'er  the  minimum  (|uota  of  lift}'  freeln  ilders.  Cape 
Breton  was  unrepresented  and  \oiceless,  accepting;  what  the  lates 
might  allot  her.  Set  free,  she  will  ikjw  for  thirt\-si.\  years  pursue 
her  own  line  of  development,  and  her  history  will  not  have  e\en  a 
nominal  cuunectiun  with  that  of  Nm'a  Scotia.  (  )ur  last  notice  ul  her 
was  when  in  1767  Lord  William  Campbell  was  shar[)ly  called  to 
account  for  granting  Benjamin  Gerrish  an  eight  months'  lease  for 
digging  coal.  It  is  but  right  to  atteiupt  a  brief  outline  oi  w  h;it  went  on 
in  Cajie  Breton  between  1  7r)7  and  171^4.  the  date  of  separation. 

In  1768  a  great  blow  befell  Louisburg.  The  niilitar)-  authorities 
had  caught  scent  of  danger  in  New  luigland  an<l  forthwith  reumxed 
the  entire  garrison.  Small  traders  and  artisans  followed  the  troops 
and  '"the  inice  celebrated  capital  of  Cape  Ih'eion  shrank  into  inlini- 
tesiniid  pnijiortions.  I.ord  Hillsborough,  considerablw  Init  in  rather 
awkward  I'higlish,  instructed  Lieutenant-Go\-ernor  hVancklin  to  'Si"- 
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nily  to  the  iiihabitanls  of  the  ishiiul  of  Cape  Breluii  the  teiulerness 
with  which  His  Majesty  considered,  and  the  attention  that  wonld  be 
p.'ud.  tu  the  iniprii\-enieiits  thc\-  had  made  nnder  the  tenipurars'  Hcenses 
which  ha^l  been  granted  to  them  liy  the  IJo\ennnent  of  Nova  Scotia." 
l'"rancklin  sent  to  Lord  lliUshorough  a  hst  of  hcenses  of  occni)ation 
in  the  whole  ishmd,  there  were  only  seven  holders  of  said  licenses. 
'Idle  mimher  of  [larties  whu  had  made  ini[)ro\ements  withont  an)- 
title  whate\er  was  mnch  larger  of  course,  but  amonnted  to  but  a  few 
hundreds.  There  was  not  a  single  freehold  in  the  island.  i!ut  that 
)'ear  man}-  of  the  Acadians  who  had  fled  to  St.  I'ierre  and  JMiijuelon 
left  the  barren  rocks  and  took  up  settlements  at  Isle  .Madame,  Iviver 
Bourgeoise.  Harbour  Bouche  and  I'omquet.  Mr.  Cottnam,  chief 
magistrate  at  Louisburg,  being  threatened  with  starvalinn  as  a  con- 
sequence of  the  withdrawal  of  the  troops,  proposed  to  leave,  Init 
Lieutenant-GoN'ernor  hrancklin  induced  him  to  remain  b\'  the  promise 
of  ".\  saku'}-  of  too  ])ounds  [)er  annum  until  his  Majesty's  plea>ure 
be  known." 

In  1769  the  rush  of  settlers  to  the  neighboring  islands  of  St.  John's 
caused  speculators  to  consider  the  claims  of  Cape  Breton,  which 
although  inferior  in  i)oint  of  fertility  possessed  man_\-  sujierior  ad\an- 
tages  over  St.  John's.  Scores  of  needy,  or  greedy  gentlemen  sent  in 
applicatiijn  for  grants,  the  axcrage  acreage  asked  for  being  20,000, 
thnugh  a  few  sank  to  about  half  of  that  amount.  I  he  applications 
were  all  j)igeon-h(ded. 

Though  we  ha\e  already  noticed  the  remedy  for  the  ilisfranchise- 
men  of  Cape  Breton,  b\-  the  resolution  ailojited  by  the  Ibiuse  at  llali- 
fa.x,  on  April  2,  1770,  it  is  riiliculous  enough  to  bear  re|ietition ;  "that 
no  \\  rit  shall  issue  to  the  Isle  of  C'ape  Breton,  because  of  the  want 
of  freeholders  to  make  an  election,  and  that  the  said  isle  be  deemed 
to  lie  representetl  1j}'  the  niemlx-rs  for  tlie  County  ui  Halifax,  into 
\\hich  it  has  resoKed  and  became  a  ])art  as  heretofijre." 

Then  came  three  >-ears  during  which  the  painstaking  historian  of 
Cajte  Breton  can  find  nothing  worth  putting  on  record  sa\e  an  incident 
in  the  early  career  of  Lawrence  Kavanagh  who  tifty  }ears  kiter,  on 
the  re-anne.xation  of  Cape  Breton  was  one  of  the  two  members  elected' 
for  the  island  county  and  the  first  Ronirm  Catholic  gentleman  to  take 
his   seat   in   the    Xo\a    Scotia    Assembly.      A   charge   was   preferred 

iJIr.    Kavanat'li's   colIraHue   was  Richard   J.   Uniacko,    Jr.) 
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against  \'oung  Kavanagh  of  liaxing  i-enioved  and  ap[)ropi"iaK'(l  inaU'- 
rial  fnr  suiiic  ui  ihc  dcscrletl  public  buildings  ot  Louisburg.  dhe 
answer  was  that  he  had  simply  taken  planks  or  (jtlier  material  from  one 
public  building  to  repair  another  of  greater  \'ahie.  lie  retaliated  by 
judging  cum[)laint  against  Lieutenant  Danson  for  inii)ressing  seamen 
belonging  to  x'essels  in  which  he  had  an  interest  and  unnecessarily 
detaining  his  lishing  boats.  The  whole  matter  ended  in  suKjke.  Air. 
Ivavanagh  soon  renio\ed  to  St.  L'eter's.  He  was  for  more  than  half  a 
centur\-  one  of  the  most  inlluential  merchants  in  C'a[)e  lireton. 

Though  the  right  to  elect  members  to  the  Nova  Sc(4ia  Assembly 
was  denied  the  people  of  Cape  Breton,  the  duty  of  their  raising  troops 
for  service  in  the  war  pericjd  (1775)  which  has  now  arrived  was 
strongly  insisted  on.  Indeed  if  the  historian  llrown's  arithmetic  is 
correct,  in  the  appi  )rtionate  of  levies  under  Governor  Lcgge's  procla- 
mation a  most  disproportionate  assignment  was  made  to  Cape  Breton 
and  Isle  .Madame. 


CHAPTER  IX. 

RISE  AND  FALL  OF  SUELBURNE THE  IMPEACHMENT  OF  JUDGES THE 

OLD  AND   NEW    INHABITANTS THE   LOYALISTS THE    CHURCH    OF 

ENGLAND SOME    ECCLESIASTICAL    HISTORY BISHOP    INGLKS. 

It  is  impossible  to  ascertain  witii  even  approximate  accuracy  tlie 
increment  of  permanent  pijpulati<jn  which  accrued  to  Xuva  Scutia 
from  the  iulhix  of,Lu\ahsts  in  1783-4.  Colonel  Alorse's  report,  with 
an  appended  return  of  the  disbanded  troops  imd  Loyalist^  settling  in 
the  Pro\ince  of  X(jva  Scotia,  nnistered  in  the  summer  <if  1784,  gives 
the  total  as  28,347,  The  return  was  compiled  before  the  jjartition 
and  so  includes  the  whole  scope  of  the  greater  X(j\a  Scotia.  The 
total  is  swollen  by  the  inclusion  of  380  exiles,  whii  had  landed  in  the 
isUuul  of  St.  John,  and  having  been  pro\'ideil  for  b)-  the  Uriti.^h  gove- 
ernment  thus  came  witliin  the  scope  of  the  cokaiial  nnister.  There 
is  no  recortl  of  any  contingent  in  Lape  Breton,  (  )t  the  total  nunilier, 
11,047  ^^^  beyond  the  isthmus.  9,260  at  the  St.  John  Kivcr  and  1,787 
at  PassauKupioddy.  Deducting  tliis  number  with  the  38c)  in  the 
Islam!  of  St.  John,  we  get  16, 920  as  the  remainder  (  1784)  within  the 
peninsula.  Colonel  i\Iorse,  whose  rejiort  appears  in  the  appendix  to 
this  \dlume,  proposes  to  "be  able  to  gi\'e  with  i)reci^ion  the  numljcr 
of  new  inhabitants,  viz,  the  dib-ljanded  troojis  and  Lo\  alibis  who  came 
into  this  Province  since  the  peace,  the  whole  ha\  ing  been  nnistered 
in  the  stnnmer  of  1784,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  niunber  entitled  to 
the  royal  bounty  of  pro\'isions."  As  there  was  at  least  a  limited 
number  of  those  wlio  lied  to  Nova  Scotia  for  refuge,  whose  circum- 
stances did  not  recpiire  them  to  take  ad\antage  ol  the  ro\al  bountw 
it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  the  return,  rather  understates  than 
otherwise  the  proportions  of  the  migration. 

The  tignres  for  that  part  of  Xova  Scotia  which  was  about  to 
become  Xew  Brunswick  seem  to  be  accepted  by  the  historians  and 
statisticians  of  that  Proxince  as  reasonably  accurate.  'Idle  general 
tradition  is  that  the  original  Lo_\'alisls  settling  on  the  .St.  John  num- 
bered about  ten  thousand,  with  some  two  thousand  at  other  points. 
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That  our  i>eninsula  received  during  the  years  1783-4  an  accession 
of  jjopulatiun  fnim  a  single  source  of  nearly  seventeen  thousand  souls 
appears,  on  it?>  lir.'-t  nientiun.  an  ahnost  incredible  statement.  If 
reliable,  it  follows  that  the  ne\vc(.>iners  were  suflicient  in  nuniljer  to 
swamp  the  entire  mass  of  i)eople  found  in  the  peninsula  on  their 
arrival, — original  Haligonians,  Germans,,  New  lurglander^,  Pictonians, 
Vork.shiremen,  repatriated  Acadians  and  Indians.  There  \\'ere  in  llie 
peninsula  in  1707  according  t<j  the  general  return  of  that  year  barely 
12,000  people  of  all  races.  There  had  been  cum[)arati\ely  little  growth 
during  the  following  seventeen  years.  Church  statistics  showed  that 
the  settled  population  of  Halifax  had  remained  pr.actically  stationary. 
I'ossiltly  the  3,000  had  become  4.000.  There  had  been  some  jjrovin- 
cial  accessions,  the  ilighlanders  of  Pictou  and  the  Vorkshiremen  of 
Cumberland,  but  on  the  other  hand  the  New  England  townships  had 
their  natural  de\elopment  checked,  and  some  of  them  their  p(j[)ulation 
sericHish-  reduced  1)\-  the  war  just  closed.  (._"omparativel_\-  few  of  the 
returning  Acadians  succeeded  in  making  homes  for  themselves  south 
of  the  Isthnnis. 

All  known  facts  and  probabilities  suggest  that  i)rior  to  the  To\-al- 
ist  moNcmcnt  in  1 7S3-4  the  entire  pL)pulati(jn  of  the  peninsula  did 
not  reach  lifteen  thousand.  Morse  ap[iends  to  his  return  of  the 
J.o\-;di>ts  rm  c-iimalc  <]f  the  number  of  eslanlished  settlers  awaiting 
their  arri\al  in  the  entire  un<h\i<lcd  l'ro\Mnce  as  only  14,400.  He 
is.  howe\er,  clearh'  in  error  in  reckoning  the  .Acadians  as  onlv  400, 
there  being  cerlainlv  two  or  three  thousand  in  the  i)art  of  the  I'rijvince 
about  to  be  cut  otf,  the  section  which  had  received  the  chief  benefit 
of  the  inllux  which  had  set  in  in  i  7')7.  Tliere  were  alvuit  a  thousand 
Ijighsb-speakiug  >elllers  north  of  the  I.^thmus.  Morse's  estimate  of 
the  "Old  i;riti>]i   Inh.abitants"  is  ]irobably  somewhat  below  the  mark. 

".\n  abstract  of  the  number  of  inhabitants  will  stand  thus:

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It  is  clear  beyoiiil  di^piite  that  wlien  .Mnrse  (.'omiiiled  liis  return 
the  Lu}alist^  and  cli>ljauile<l  SLiKliers  w  hu  accuuipanieil  them  iuniiei,! 
a  decided  inajnrit}'  uf  the  i)0[)nlati<»n  uf  tiie  peniubiila.  Tiioiiyh  tiie 
new  element  of  iMjpiilatK.in  tlui^  introduced  was  w  idel)-  distributed, 
extending  Iruni  the  extreme  west  to  the  extereme  ea>t,  a  few  princi- 
pal centers  comprehended  the  hulk  of  it.  Nearly  throe-fourths  of  the 
entire  migration  are  re[)orietl  at  Shelljurne,  the  C/ounty  of  Annapolis, 
Chedahucto  iJay  and  the  County  of  Cumberland. 

From  a  numerical  [joint  of  view  Halifax  never  was  a  conspicuous 
Loyalist  centre.  The  two  hundred  and  eight  credited  to  the  cajntal 
in  the  return  were,  it  would  ai>pear,  A\ithout  exception,  "the  witlows 
and  children  of  Loyalists  and  ^oldier!>  anil  often  objects  of  charity." 

This  does  niit  mean  that  Loyalists  in  considerable  numbers  had  not 
found  homes  in  the  capital,  but  that  those  who  did  so  Ijelouged  to 
classes  <if  which  cognisance  would  not  be  taken  in  the  muster.  Hali- 
fax from  1781  to  17S3  was  the  landing  place  an<l  temporary  halting 
place  of  numerous  groups,  which  \ariousl_\-  dispersed. 

^lorse's  rejjort  was  written  in  ailvance  of  the  ex|)eriences  of  the 
first  winter  s]ient  in  Xova  Scotia  by  the  great  majorit)-  oi  the  Loyal- 
ist groups  which  attempted  to  form  settlements  in  the  I'roxince, 
experiences  on  which  ha|)[)ilv  we  are  not  called  on  to  lift  the  veil. 
The  rei)ort,  howe\er,  discloses  some  of  the  initial  difficulties  encijun- 
tered,  anil  contemplates  the  future  with  considerable  apprehension. 
[Most  of  the  immigrants  did  not  reach  N(j\a  .Scotia  until  the  season 
was  well  adxanceil.  To  get  possessiijn  of  the  land  designed  for  them, 
they  had  to  aw'ait  tedious  processes  of  escheatnient  made  necessarj' 
by  the  reckless  and  improvident  policy  of  handing  o\'er  whole  counties 
to  grasping  fa\orites.  Governor  I'arr  and  his  official  staff  were 
rebuked  for  lack  of  preparedness  to  meet  the  emergenc)-.  With 
^lorse  the  one  urgent  paramount  duty  or  necessit)' — was  to  get  the 
people  on  their  lands.  E\-entually  the  ipiestion  settled  itself.  ()f 
land,  such  a.s  it  was,  Xova  Scotia  had  enough  and  to  spare.  Some  of 
the  groups  of  settlers,  notaldy  the  (jne  whose  lucky  si.ir  directed  it 
to  Annapolis,  was  so  fortunate  in  its  allotment,  that  the  generation 
following  might  well  repeat  the  grateful  exultation  handed  down 
from  old,  "The  lines  are  fallen  unto  me  in  pleasant  places;  yea,  I 
ha\'e  a  goodly  heritage."  Others  less  favored  b\-  fortune  finding 
that  an  abundance  of  the  rocky,  sterile  soil  marked  out  for  them  ten<led 
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to  pONcrty  ratlier  than  ricliL-s,  tried  other  callinL;s  ratlier  than  agricul- 
ture, chitted  alii'iil,  aii.l  in  too  mail}'  ea^e^  left  the  ciunlr}-.  Uthers 
niei-geil  snceessfull\-  tr<ini  struL;gle!-  of  which  Inil  .--cant  records  remain. 
Dangers  were  heroieall)'  faced;  liardshijjs  and  )iri\atii  )ns  uncumplain- 
ingh'  home.  I'delds  <if  g(ilden  grain  gleamed  in  the  depths  of  the 
forest.  I'omfortahle  homesteails  dotted  Westchester  Alonntain  and 
the   Kawdon   Hills. 

To  (."ojoiiel  Morse  the  acquisition  of  land  and  the  culti\ati<in  oi  the 
soil  were  the  main  points  to  which  attention  should  he  directed.  "They 
have  hitherto  heen  mostly  employed  in  huilding  towns  at  the  principal 
settlements.  At  I'ort  Koseway  and  the  mouth  of  the  Riser  St.  John, 
astonishing  towns  ha\e  heen  raised,  and  in  less  time,  perhaps,  than 
was  e\er  known  in  anv  country  ])efore.  It  is,  huwe\er,  much  to  he 
lamented  such  great  exertions  had  not  heen  more  proiitahly  directed  in 
culti\ating  their  lands,  for  hesides  loss  of  lime,  the_\'  have  wasted  their 
suhstance  in  that  which  can  ne\er  pro\x'  prolitahle  to  themselves  or 
useful  to  the  countr}'." 

Morse  was  somewhat  hast\'  in  this  e.\i)ressi(jn  of  opinion.  Idie 
nioiKw  spent  in  reckless  foll\"  at  Shelhurne  might  as  well  ha\e  heen 
tln"i.iwn  into  the  sea. 

Results  completely  \indicateii  the  policy  of  the  Loyalist  pioneers 
of  Xew  r>runswick  in  m;iking  a  central  nucleus  at  the  mouth  of  the 
St.  John,  the  main  hase  id'  their  operations  for  pro\incial  settlement. 
This  course  of  procedure  was  indicated  alike  hy  ]ih}sical  and  topii- 
graphical  conditions.  A  nohle  river  through  fertile  upland  and  inter- 
vale penetrated  f.ar  into  the  interior.  The  town  or  city  hnilt  at  the 
mouth  of  the  ri\er  wmld  ha\e  to  ser\e  it  the  whole  ll.iv  of  Fundy 
and  its  triliutar\-  waters,  :uid  could  draw  to  itself  the  trade  of  the 
older  Xo\a  .Scotia  townshi|)s  ;ihnost  without  exception. 

It  was  \er\'  rash  and  eiitireh'  nnwarranteil  in  Morse  to  put  in  a 
common  categor\-  enterprises  so  unlike  in  ch.iracter  as  the  attempts  to 
htiild  cities  (ju  the  St.  John  and  at  I'oit  Iviseway.  The  story  of 
the  Shellield  misaih  enture  has  lieeii  often  told  .-md  need  not  he 
repeated.  I'.mphasis  is  natiu'ally  laid  in  the  recital  on  the  incidents  and 
fe.itiuas  which  appeal  most  strongly  to  the  imaginatiini  and  to  the 
s\  mp.athetic  instincts  of  Iniman  nature.  ^'e--terd:i\-  :ni  unsettled 
\\ilderness,  toda\-  a  cit\-,  tomorrow  a  ruin.  (Ine  is  nattirall\'  an.xious 
to   learn   who  originated,   what   train   of  circiuust.ince  led   up   to   this 
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almost  al>suril  attempt  to  improxise  a  fullv  lledijcil  city  in  ;i  place 
characteriseil  b_\'  an  almost  entire  absence  ot  laMirini;-  conditions. 
To  gratity  this  desire  for  information,  a  brief  extract  from  an  article 
in  the  collections  of  the  No\-a  Scotia  IIi^torical  Society  1)\'  Re\-.  J. 
Watson  Smith,  D.D.,  is  [>iil)lished  in  the  .Appendix.

.\  more  L^onrd-like  i^rowth  than  that  of  Shelhnrne  is  tdmobt  incijn- 
cei\al)le.  .Ml  the  conilitions  of  ci\ic  life  and  acti\it_\' — as  civic  life  and 
acti\it\'  then  were — were  dexeloijed  in  the  compass  of  a  lew  months. 
Within  a  }ear  ith  poinilation  doul>Ied  that  of  Halifax,  exceeded  that 
of  Montreal  or  (jnebec,  and  was  e(|iialled  hy  few  .\'ew  L^i.^land  towns 
but  iioston.  (iovernors  \isited  it  in  state  and  were  glad  t(j  recipro- 
cate the  hospitalities  of  the  gay  antl  generous  people.  I'.arnesl  itin- 
erant.^  who  ha<l  ^^penl  man)-  a  long  day  of  tiresome  tra\el  in  reaclnng 
a  di.izen  settlers,  found  the  op]jortiinity  of  their  li\es  in  being  able 
to  proclaim  the  gospel  message  in  a  comminiit)'  embracing  half  the 
population  of  the  l'ro\'ince.  .\s  long  as  mone\-  lasted  there  was  some- 
thin.g  that  sirtjngly  simiilateil  the  stir  and  whirr  ol  actual  btisiness. 
.V  few  rather  misdirected  attemjits  to  proxide  the  cit\'  with  s(.ime  kind 
of  an  indii^-trial  and  commercial  siib>trnctnre  was  tried — the  limber 
trade,  shij)  bnilihng,  fishing;  \entin-es — but  none  \ielded  -atisfacti  ir\- 
results,  ('ash  in  hand  graduall\-  liccame  less  ami  le.^s.  (Jo\'ernmcnt 
expentlitincb  were  withdrawn  or  reduced  to  a  paltr_\'  minimum. 
Retail  trade  was  smitten  with  a  death  blow.  1m  ir  laboi',  ^killed  and 
unskilled,  there  was  no  demand.  Then  came  disintegration,  then 
deca_\-. 

'"b'^'eph  i'\'nchon,  one  of  the  original  delegates  from  .\'e\v  \'cjrk', 
sa\ed  lum^elf  trom  reprciaches  which  must  ha\e  o\erw  helmed  an\' 
sen^iti\e  num.  b\-  selling  his  lands  eighteen  munlh^  .after  hi-.  arri\al 
and  withdrawing  from  the  place.  l'~\en  in  I7''~^5.  notices  nf  Iimuvc; 
for  sale  lornied  a  good  proportion  of  the  wdiole  nnmliL-r  of  ad\er- 
tisemcnt.s  m  the  .Shelbmne  papers,  though  widespread  reports  of  the 
new  cil\'  and  the  be.iutiful  harbotir  caused  immigr.ition  which,  f'lr  a 
time,  Counter  balanced  the  emigr.ation — in  point  of  numliers  at  lea^t. 
lUit  e\en  this  inllux  of  strangers  S'.ion  ceased;  and  in  the  autmnn  and 
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wiiitLT  of  1787,  wlicn  the  .^-ovcrnnient  <listrilniti<in  of  foinl  had  (.■n(k-(h 
nicn  were  IreaihiiL;"  uii  ihe  heels  uf  their  fellows  as  lhe\'  ha^teneil  a\\a_\. 
One  eil  the  un;,(jl\ed  mysteries  of  iX'ova  Scutian  hislor}'  is  the  ulliinate 
destriietiou  and  fate  uf  the  vast  iiiajtirily  uf  these  wanderer>  fur  a 
second  time.  Some  found  homes  in  adjacent  tow"n^hill.^.  Halifa.K 
alisorhed  a  few  well-knuwn  families.  (  )ihers  linked  their  f(.>rtunes 
with  their  fellow  e.xiles  in  St.  John.  'Idle  great  lM)d\-  drifted  away 
no  one  knnws  whither,  hew  records  of  their  wanderings  and  suffer- 
ings ha\'e  been  prescr\ed.  Their  circimistances  were  mo.-^l  unfaNur- 
ahle  t<.)  the  preparation  or  preservation  of  Iiislorical  d.ita.  ddie  ]ji\al- 
ists  in  general  left  no  songs  behind  them,  iK.ir  harpers  t(j  chant  their 
sorroAv ;  the  best  writers  upon  one  of  the  niijst  mar\elloUbl\'  sad 
e\eiUs  of  the  new  \vorld  ha\e  given  us  only  a  comparati\  eh'  few 
detached  incidents,  which  ser\e  to  deepen  the  m\>terioub  mlerest 
of  the  .^tor\',  rather  than  to  re-move  it." 

d'he  Shelbm"ne  of  Jo-,eph  l'}nchon  has  had  no  resurrection.  It  is 
difficult  to  concei\e  of  circumstances  likely  to  restcjre  it  to  life,  with 
its  fe\  ered  ru^h,  its  ^iIuulated  prosperit)',  its  ga\-  re\el>.  Modern 
Shelburne  is  one  of  the  most  l)eautiful  of  our  smaller  count\-  towm. 
with  a  most  repiiseful  air,  some  well  established  industries,  ami  a 
people  noted  for  their  exceptional  intelligence  ami  high  standard  of 
iiKiralit}-. 

One  effect  of  the  Loyalist  \vave  of  immigration  was  to  bring 
into  i\(n'a  Scotia  in  considerable  numbers  gentlemen  (jualilied  1)\-  abd- 
ity  and  experience  to  take  ])art  in  the  direction  of  public  affair-,  par- 
ticular!)' in  the  realms  of  jurisprudence  and  politic--.  In  determinnig 
the  extent  to  which  actual  jiarticipation  in  the  oflicial  positions  under 
control  of  the  ("r(.)wu  and  Council  should  be  accorded  the  inconnng 
settlers,  two  contrary  forces  might  be  rec(.)gnized  as  at  work,  on  the 
one  hand,  the  natural  desire  to  show  proper  appreciation  of  un-wer\"- 
ing  loyalt)-,  and  on  the  other  a  strong  objection  to  the  dispkn  eiuenl 
C)f  good  men  already  in  possession,  dhe  general  description  of  the 
situation  in  Xo\'a  Scotia  after  the  [leace  is  that  there  was  quite  a 
scramble  for  (jflice  between  the  new  and  the  old.  Judgment  on  the 
accuracy'  ot  this  representation  ma\'  be  deferred  mitil  relexant  fact- 
ha\e  passe<l  under  scrutiny. 
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THE  IMPEACIIMEXT  OF  THE  JUDGES. 

The  uutbtaiuling-  tvent  in  the  history  of  the  sixtii  Assembly,  that 
elected  in  1785  after  the  chssohition  of  the  "Long  Parliament, "  and 
jn^t  alter,  too,  the  l,o\alist  settlement,  was  the  "Jni[)eachnient  of  the 
judye>."  A  lirm  nl  la\v\'ers,  each  member  beinj^'  well  known.  Lcj\al- 
ist>,  had  jirefeired  charL;es  against  the  two  pnisne  jndge.-i,  Isaac  Des- 
champs  and  James  Hrenton,  the  former  "a  geiulenian  eif  Swiss  extrac- 
tion" and  the  Lither  a  nati\'e  of  Ivhode  Island,  both  "old  timers." 

Ihe  precipe  acts  on  which  Sterns  and  Taylor,  the  legal  Ih'm  in 
(jnestion,  ad\anced  charges  (if  improiier  and  irregnlar  conduct  and 
adnnnistratimi  against  the  jntlges  ai'e  not  \ery  dellnitel)-  stated,  ddiey 
were  bnmght  to  the  n(jtice  (jf  the  people  generally  by  a  letter  from 
bmathan  Sterns,  the  ^enior  member  of  the  lirm,  and  who  may  be 
regarded  as  the  chief  accuser,  and  to  the  notice  of  the  House  1)}'  Mr. 
.Milledge  of  Digby,  w  Im  moved  for  the  api)ointment  of  a  conunittee 
of  in\  e.-itigation. 

As  the  will  lie  affair  is  uften  represented  as  a  battle-ro\'al  Ijetween 
the  Lo\alist  element  of  the  i)opulation  through  its  re[)resentati\  es  in 
the  Kou.Ne,  and  the  okler  Nova  Scotia  stock,  it  is  jiertinent  to  take  a 
glance  at  the  ciimp(.i>ition  of  the  leg"islati\e  bod)-  b)-  which  the  questi(jn 
is  now  to  be  threshed  out. 

.\t  the  recent  electinn,  held  after  the  <lissoIution  of  the  "Long 
Parliament,"  the  Lovalists  who  had  just  put  foot  upon  the  soil,  car- 
ried si.K  .Ncats.  (3ne  of  these,  Gran\ille.  hatl  been  lo.^t  b\'  the  action 
I  if  the  Assembl}-,  hrst  in  declaring  it  \acant,  and  then,  when  the  late 
member  had  been  re-elected,  peremptorip-  displacing  him  by  his  twice- 
defeated  opp<>nent.  Alex.  Howe,  who  thus  (jbtained  the  right  to  sit 
fur  (iranville  trnm  which  iJavid  Seabury'  had  been  ejected,  was  a 
son  of  bjlward  llnwe,  who  was  so  severely  woundeil  in  the  ('uulnn  de 
N'illiers  affair  at  (Irand  I'n'.  and  afterwards  so  treacheron^l)-  .^Imt  on 
the  bank-,  uf  the  .M i.-.>i(|ua^h.  In  the  course  of  a  year  or  two  the 
Piixali-^t  strength  in  the  Ibuise  receixed  accessions  which  more  than 
made  up  fur  the  luss  of  (lran\-ille.  Shelburne  Cnunt}-  (  .Shelburne 
and    Varninnth)    was   detac]ie<l   trom  Queens  ami   awarded   the   u^ual 

iIi.iM.l  S...l.ury  iiinvf.l  t.i  Halifax  ami  coii.Uutnl  lni.sin.-.ss  .m  ,i  l.irK.-  seal.',  Imt 
evi  nuiaU.v  ln'  i.mniea  to  New  Fork.  He  was  a  lirotliL-r  of  Or.  Saima-l  Siabury, 
r.iMhoi.  i.f  C'l.nnertic-iit.  whose  oonservation  marked  tlie  bi-ginniiis  of  thu  JOiMscop.iii-  of 
the  ProteMant   EiiUcopal  Church  of  the  Uniteil  Stulis. 
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count}'  (lUoUi  of  twii  incniliLTS.  The  town  Lit  ShcllmrnL-  and  the  new 
tO\vnshii)  of  Diyh)  in  Annapohs  Count \-  ohtained  eaeli  a  rcin\--en- 
tative.  TlioL-  four  seats  were  all  filled  by  Lo\ali->tb,  Ki\iny  the 
Loyalist  interest  nine  nieniliers  of  the  thirt\-nine  eouiiio^iuL;  the 
House. 

The  House  "'in  Committee  of  the  Whole"  in\esti,L;ated  the  eharyes 
of  Sterns  and  Ta_\l(jr,  antl  examiufd  Sterns,  "who  \\as  heard  at  i:,v^-id 
length  in  his  account  of  se\eral  cases  tried  in  the  Supreine  Coiut, 
in  order  to  pro\e  the  mal-conduct  of  the  judges.''  Mr.  Taylor  handed 
in  a  written  statement  "to  the  tired  menihers."  The  committee  simply 
reported  the  facts  of  the  case,  whereon  the  House,  with  apparent 
unaniunt}",  re(|uc>ted  the  Co\ernor  to  institute  an  in(iuir\-  int"  the 
Conduct  of  the  incriminated  justices,  so  conducted  that  '"the  pulilic 
be  lull}'  con\inced  of  their  innocence  or  criminalil\,  and  that  lhe\- 
themselves  may  be  satislied  in  what  the\-  thenisehes  luue  an  und'julited 
right  to  e.xpect — 'a  trial  b\-  their  peers'.'' 

(.ioveruor  I'arr's  message  in  reply  to  the  address  embraced  the 
follouing  points.  The  complaints  re(|uired  a  \er\-  deliberate  m\e>ti- 
gation,  which  could  not  be  gone  into  at  present.  llighl\-  technical 
points  were  in\dl\ed.  Disputes  between  ju<lge>  and  practitii  juer? 
were  nothing  new.  Such  things  lia\e  often  happened  in  i'.ngland 
with  the  tweh'e  judges.  "Insinuatii  ui  of  a  more  criminal  nature 
apipears  h>  be  entireh"  \-oi(l  of  foundation.''  The  (i(.i\"ernor  doe>  not 
l.)elie\e  that  any  charge  of  partiality  or  corru]iliou  in  otfice  can  in  ,an\- 
degree  be  imputed  to  them.  'TIowe\er,  the  House  was  assured  that 
ample  justice  would  be  done." 

At  this  juncture  a  ^■acancy  occurred  in  the  repre^entatii.'U  of 
Halifax  County  by  the  elevation  of  Attorne\-Cjener,il  Uluwer^  to  the 
Council.  Jonathan  Sterns,  the  chief  accu>er  of  the  judge,  oiYered 
himself  as  a  candidate  for  the  wacant  scat,  but  was  <lefealed  ]i\-  ( 'hai'les 
Aforris,  reiircsenting  one  of  the  oldest  l'aigli>h  families  in  the 
Prox'ince  and  natnr.alh'  standing  b\-  the  "old  \\a\-."  lliere  was 
much  excitement  at  the  election.  One  mrm  was  killed — "the  Kew 
Dr.  r.oyles.  a  man  of  great  humor,"  wdio  wrote  some  sarcastic  \er^es, 
we  are  n(it  told  at  whose  expense. 

The  Sui)reme  Court  opened  at  Halifax,  when  Messrs.  Stern  rmd 
Taylor,  acknowledging  the  authorship  of  certain  puldications   in   the 
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pulilic  paiicrs  iirintcd  1)\-  juhn  J  lowc'  mi  the  (Ah.  ijtli,  Jnih  ami 
jyi\]  March,  rellcctiiiL;  <  ni  ihe  Jii(1l;l>,  the  rhicl  JuhtiLC  (Ihni.  Heh- 
i.hain|)-- )  stated  hi>  name  in  lull  and  ^Iruck  them  huih  oli  the  roll 
ui  attiirney>." 

A  lew  da\>  later,  Lieutenant-(^uveniur  I'arr  [)re>iding-.  the-  Cuun- 
eil  in  \ie\v  (jf  "^e\er,d  printed  pnhlicatiuns,  hii;hl\-  rellecting  on  the 
(ici\ern(ir  and  Council,  signed  'Sterns  and  Taylor,  allornies  at  law,' 
ordered  that,  the  said  atlornies  shall  no  longer  L>e  admitted  to  ajjpear 
before  them  on  an\'  business  in  that  eaijacit}'."  '1  he  disbarring  of 
Sterns  and  Ta\lor  and  their  future  exclusion  from  intercourse  with 
the  (/ouncil  did  not,  howexer,  settle  the  matter  so  far  as  the  Assembly 
was  ci  incerned. 

FIKST    PARTY   DI\'ISIO.\S. 


I\l unlock  thinks  that  this  was  "the  [)eriod  when  parly  di\isions 
were  lir.^t  experienced  in  Xo\a  Scotia.  "  He  points  out  that  "twu 
cild  gentlemen  (judges)  both  highl}'  respected  and  eminentl\-  lo_\al 
were  attacked,"  ami  that  Mr.  Sterns  who  led  this  attack  was  "one 
of  the  Loyalists  recentl}-  settled  here."  He  interprets  the  whole 
imi)eachnient  matter  as  but  one  sign  of  an  extensi\e  friction  between 
the  l.oyali^ts  and  the  old  inhabitants.  There  are  some  facts  and 
considerations  which  tend  to  show  that  his  picture  is  somewhat  over- 
drawn. It  must  lie  borne  in  mind  that  in  connection  with  tlic 
im])eachnienl  matter  there  is  nothing  to  suggest  that  the  No\'a  Sco- 
tians  of  older  planting  were  in  any  way  obstructing  the  laudable  ambi- 
tions of  the  Loyali,^t>.  If  Sterns  was  a  Loyalist,  and  if  bis  chief  sup- 
porters in  the  Asseniblv  were  Lovalists,  so  far  the  demanil  f(jr  an 
investigatii'U  had  not  been  formally  opjjosed.  Sterns  had  some 
staunch  supporters  in  the  (jld  New  luiglanil  clement.  Singularly 
enough  a  sentence  written  by  M  unlock  to  illustrate  and  sustain  his 
interprc-tation  of  the  impeachment  episode  followed  another  tending 
to  up^et  it.  We  read  ".\n  anonymous  corresiiondent  of  the  No\a 
Scotia  Gu:cltc  at  this  time  alludes  to  it  as  a  di\ision  into  '(Aid  comers 
and  Xew  comers' — or  T.oyalists  and  ancient  inhabitants'."  (.)f  cour>e 
such  a  (li\i.-ion  existed;  it  could  not  be  o\'erlooke<l.  A  p;irt  of  the 
population  traced  descent  from  early  settlers  of  various  stocks,  a  part 
had  but  recentK'  arri\ed  anil  was  just  beginning  to  take  root.     This 
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obvious  fact  does  not  ciiiicIiisi\L-ly  sustain  the  historian's  \ie\v  "\  the 
procechu'e  against  the  iuil,L;e>.  ihe  following;"  sentence  is  the  iinuie- 
(Hate  sei|uei  to  the  one  (jUoted  :  "(  )u  the  8th  of  .\[)ril,  Jnualhan  I  raue 
and  I'.h^ha  Lawrence,  nienihers  of  Kinj^s  I'ountw  and  llenjainin 
Jielcher,  the  nieniher  for  ( '( iniwaUis,  addressed  a  nieniorial  In  the 
lieutenant-go\ernor,  stating  the  ihsbarriiig  nf  Messrs.  Stern>  anil 
l"a\lor,  as  if  it  were  for  ha\ing  gi\en  their  e\'idence  hefnre  the 
House  of  Asseuihh',  and  ]iraving  that  tlie\-  might  he  re.-t'ned  t<j 
practice."  Crane,  Lawrence  and  Lelclier,  who  thu>  inter\ened  in 
Stern's  Ijeiialf,  and  wlio  sustained  the  iuipeachnieut  poHcy  throughout, 
were  all  of  New  I'.ngland  stock.  Crane  being  of  Xew  luigland  Ijirth 
as  well.  The  Goxernor's  answer  was  that  the  atleirnies  "had  been 
struck  iiff  the  r^ll  fur  the  pubhcatiniis  in  the  newspapers  rnid  not  fi.ir 
the  exidence  gi\cn  the  Ihiu.^e"  and  uu  the  "ad\  ice  nf  the  .\ttnruey  and 
Snliciti  ir-General."  dhe  .\tlorne\'-General  who  had  thus  ad\i>ed  was 
Sampson  Salter  IMnwers,  the  most  di?,tinguished  I.i'\alisl  then  in 
Xo\  a  Scotia.     The  Snlieit^r-t  leuer.-d  was  Richard  j.  Ihiiacke. 

Ihe  House  fur  snnie  reason  did  nut  meet  in  ijSN.  When  it  met 
in  1700.  l\ichard  J.  Lhiiacke  was  chosen  Speaker  in  suceession  to 
Blowers,  who,  as  we  ha\'e  seen,  had  left  the  Assemhlv  fur  the  Coun- 
cil. .\s  S]X-aker  Mr.  L'niacke  took  no  part  in  the  menKjrahle  "'im- 
peachment" debates  that  were  to  fiillnw.  ddie  depiU\'  secretary  of 
the  l'ro\ince  presented  to  the  House  the  fijllnwing  message  from 
the  heuteuant-gi>\-erni>r  answering  in  more  precise  terms  than  the  nne 
in  17N-.  the  address  of  the  Assenibl)-  praying  U<r  the  in\  etsigalii  in  nf 
the  judge.s;  "In  eonse(|uence  nf  your  address  to  me  in  \nuv  Last 
session  that  en(|uir\-  should  be  made  into  the  conduct  of  the  judges 
of  the  Supreme  t  onrt,  on  se\eral  charges  which  had  been  brought 
against  them  tor  niisbehaxior  in  ollice.  I  accordingL^  wuh  Ills 
Majesty's  L'onncil  proceeded  in  that  eni|uii'}-  and  called  on  the  judges 
tci  answer,  which  ha\ing  been  considered,  together  with  the  se\eral 
allegati<ins  brought  in  support  of  such  charges.  [  ,hd,  with  the 
unaninious  opinion  of  the  Council,  agree  that  the  ch.arges  against  the 
judges  were  not  supported  h\'  the  proof  which  acconipauied  noih' 
address.  The  whole  of  the  proceedings  ha\  e  been  long  since  ti'aus- 
mitted  to  His  Majesty's  Minister,  but  I  ha\e  not  )et  recei\ed  au\- 
answer  thereto."

Xotw  ithstandiuL;  the  \erdict  of .  satisfaction  with  the  lieutenant- 
j;"o\erni  ir's  me-sai;e,  the  matter  now  was  not  allowed  to  ijrop.  dhe 
ne.xt  step  was  a  nioti'in  proposed  hy  Isaac  W  il]<ins'  of  ."-^helhurne,  and 
seconded  1)\-  Major  liarclav  of  Annapolis  C"oiuU\-,  that  "an  humhle 
and  respecttul  address  he  ])resented  to  his  lv\cellenc\  the  lieuteiiant- 
i^oxcruiir  that  he  will  he  pleased  to  remo\c  from  his  presence  those  e\  il 
and  pernicious  councdlors,  until  his  ^^fajestx's  ])leasure  shall  he 
kuMwn."  din's  was  a  sort  of  duplex  pre/position.  It  transferred  the 
attack  from  the  jud.i;es  to  tlie  Council  and  made  the  ('ouncil  a  con- 
\enient  siihstitute  for  the  {^o\ernor,  on  whose  hack'  the  lash  was 
realK'  to  lie  laid.  It  is  not  clear  how  the  House  could  with  an\' 
dei^ree  i<\  consistaiic\-  adopt  a  motion  of  such  a  character.  It  was 
opposed  not  onl\-  h_\-  out  and  out  aiiti-Co_\'alists  like  .\lex;inder  Howe 
of  ( irainille,  hut  ])\-  moderate  men  like  .Mr.  l)a\-  of  Xewport,  \\'\v  > 
'"was  of  no  partw  and  uexer  would  act  under  the  inlluence  of  a 
partw  hut  Would  on  all  occasions  s.^i\e  his  \'ote  according-  to  what 
appeared  to  him  most  for  the  welfare  of  the  country.  He  should, 
therefore,  <ji\e  his  ncijatixe  to  the  ni'ition  hefore  the  House."

alleged  incon>i,stancy  of  IJlowers,  who  had  while  Siieaker,  tacitly  hut 
strongl)'  thrown  his  inlluence  in  fa\or  of  in\estigation  and  impeach- 
ment, l>ut  as  councillor  had  now  declared  the  chari^es  to  be  without 
foundation,  and  that  on  a  i)urely  ex  parte  imiuir}-. 

.Alexander  Howe'  declared  the  stantl  taken  \>y  W'ilkins  and  Barclay 
to  lie  practically  rel.iellion.  Barclay  retorted  that  they  were  not  prat- 
ing' for  the  tlissolution  of  the  Council  but  for  the  dismissal  of  coun- 
cillors, a  course  abundant!)'  justilied  by  British  precedent.  The 
motion  received  su()port,  outside  of  the  seven  Lo)"alist  members — 
Colonel  De  Lancv  of  Annapolis  had  received  an  ai)i)ointment  in  the 
Bahamas  and  his  brcjther  Jaiues  had  not  set  taken  his  place — from  but 
two  members.  Belcher  of  Cornwallis,  and  Collins  ui  (Jiieens. 

This  siile  attack  having  failed,  Barclay  of  Annapolis  formally  pre- 
sented thirteen  articles  of  impeachment  against  the  judges,  13es- 
champs  and  Brenton.  He  took  the  ground  that  the  Mj-called  acquittal 
by  the  Council,  sitting  with  closed  doors,  and  without  one  side  to  the 
issue  being  either  hearil  or  represented,  hail  done  nothing  to  allay 
the  discontent  (jf  the  Province  relative  to  the  administration  of  justice. 
Accordingl}'  he  jireferred  certain  charges  against  the  judges  of  the 
Supreme  L'ourt  tor  their  inspection  and  consideration  to  be  by  them 
(the  House)  atloptcil  as  articles  of  impeachment,  if  well  grounded: 
and  he  begged  leave  to  move  that  in  case  those  charges  were  accepted 
In-  the  House,  an  huml)le  jietition  should  be  presented  to  His  ]\[ajestv 
accompanied  with  a  cop)-  of  the  impeachment  and  prays  His  Majesty 
to  institute  a  court    for  the  trial  of  the  judges." 

The  Speaker  (  L'niacke )  suggested  proper  modes  of  pnjccdure, 
and  recommended  calm  and  careful  deliberation.  .\  brilliant  debate 
ensued.  Air.  Hill  of  Halifax  respected  Mr.  Sterns  and  wished  to 
see  him  restored  to  practice,  but  this  impeachment  proceeding  would 
revive  rancor  and  throw  the  eountrv  into  contusion.  Mr.  Marchintrm, 
a  resident  of  Halifax,  but  representing  the  Lovalists  and  Yorkshire- 
luen  of  Cumberland,  urged  in(|uiry:  "This  matter  had  not  Ijecn  like 
a  candle  set  under  a  bushel,  but  as  a  light  set  on  a  hill,  which  light 
had  shone  through  the  adjoining  I'rovinces  and  through  the  King- 
dcim."     Air.   Alarchiiiton  "wished  our  courts  might  shine  like  lustre, 

'Not  in  any  way  rol.'ited  to  tin-  f.imily  of  the  ^lt  unlioin  ■■Toljunc-  of  th.-  rio|ik-."

investigati(;n.  W'ilkins  (Loyahst)  and  iJelcher  (  Xew  h^nglander ) 
folkjwed  on  the  same  sitle.  Air.  lliH  a,L;ain  Ijr'ike  a  kmce  in  favor 
of  the  jniiges.  Tlie\-  had  alreadv  heen  tried  and  acijuitted.  lie  was 
answered  h\-  Milledge,  Crane  and  AlcAhuiagle.  Mr.  iJight/  one  of 
the  memhers  fur  L'umlierhmtl  COuntv,  was  the  last  speaker  against 
llarchn's  motion  to  initiate  impeacinnent  proceedings. 

The  motinn  was  adopted  1)\'  a  vote  of  ten  to  se\'enteen.  Tiie 
Loyahsts  voting  in  fav(jr  numhered  nine.  The  seat  for  Annapohs  iiad 
been  liUed  h\'  the  election  of  I'apt.  James  Del. anew  while  (iideun 
White,  a  Shelhurne  Loyalist,  had  now  replaced  Jo>eph  .\i)lin  at  Har- 
rington. The  min(jrit\'  list  included  hesides  the  li\'e  Halifax  memhers 
(Uniacke;  the  si.xtli  was  in  the  chair)  only  Jesseii  of  Liinenhurg, 
DeW'oIfe  of  Hants  (  Deschamps'  next  door  neighhor).  Dennisoii  of 
llortuii,  Nortlnip  of  h'alin(.)uth,  and  Diglit  of  Cumherland. 

The  minority  had  still  a  shot  left  in  their  locker.  Mr.  I'yke  of 
Halifax  mo\-ed  to  limit  the  charges  of  impeachment  to  new  matter, 
and  strike  out  those  on  which  the  judges  had  alread)-  heen  ac<|uitted 
h\'  the  (Council.  Major  Ikircia)'  had  no  difhcultN-  in  rehutting  this 
amendment,  which  recei\e<l  Init  eight  \otes,  two  at  least  of  the  Hali- 
fax memhers — h^illis  and   Morris — going  against  it. 

So  far  as  the  Assemljly  was  concerned,  the  end  was  now  in  sight. 
P)V  \ar\ing  majorities  of  nine  to  twehe,  the  House  adopted  articles 
of  impeachment,  and  reported  a  committee  of  which  llarcki}-  was 
chairman.  The  (iox'eriior  was  re(iuested  to  suspend  the  judges  against 
whom  such  action  had  heen  lakeii.  I'liiling  to  secure  irmn  his  (,'oun- 
cil  assent  to  this  proposition  the  r,overnor  felt  compelled  to  olticially 
negatix'e  it.  Isaac  W'ilkins  <if  Shelhurne  and  Lawrence  of  Kings 
Count)',  were  appointeil  to  act  with  Mr.  Cumhcrland,  the  l'ro\incial 
agent  in  luigland,  on  such  unrelated  matters  as  the  im|ieachmenl  i.if 
the  judges  and  ohtaining  a  grant  for  the  College  at  W'iud-or.  W'hen 
matters  connected  with  his  charges  were  in  such  a  stage  of  ripe 
(le\elc)pnient,  it  is  somewhat  surprising  to  find  JoiKithan  .^terns,  har-

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rister-at-la\v,  "apijlogising  lor  irregular  conduct  and  prating  U)  he 
admitted  to  tiie  jjractice  uf  his  professiun  in  tiuise  Cdurts  where  tlie 
lieutenant-gcnernor  presides  or  sits  as  judye."  Jt  is  not  surjjrising  to 
find  that  tlie  onl}-  satisfaction  just  then  ohtained  was  to  he  assureil 
that  "tlie  same  was  taken  into  consideration."  The  proverhial  "law's 
delay"  dra.i^ged  along  in  line  style.  "His  Majesty  directed  that 
articles  of  impeachment  against  the  judges  should  he  heard  and 
determineil  hefore  the  King  and  Council."  The  incriminated  judges 
got  leave  to  take  evidence  for  their  defense  in  the  Trinince  and 
transmit  same  to  I'jigland.  Per  Contra  the  House  resolved  that 
"Messrs.  Inirclay,  Sterns  and  Foster  Hutchinson,  Jr.,  he  a])[)ointed 
to  cross-examine  the  witnesses  produced  for  the  defence." 

ECONOMY  OF  THE  COUNCIL. 

The  Council  had  an  eye  to  economy.  When  the  House  \oted 
two  hundred  pounds  to  pay  Council  and  (jther  charges  in  lingland,  the 
L'ouncil  negatived  this  \oie  on  twcj  grouuils ;  tir.^t,  there  was  no  infor- 
mation of  expense  actuall)-  incurreil,  or  likely  to  he  incurred;  sec- 
ondl\ ,  the  Council  had  not  conciuTed  in  the  apjjointmcnt  cjI  gentlemen 
to  coo[icrate  with  .Mr.  Cumherland  in  carrying  on  the  impeachment. 
Having  receixed  this  rather  ^taggering  hlow,  the  Assenihly  was  pro- 
rogued. The  issue  of  the  whole  matter  of  the  impeachment  was 
announce<l  in  the  Gaccltc  of  Tuedsay,  Sei>temljer  ii,  170-':  "The 
Committee  of  H.  M.  I'rivy  Council,  hefore  whom  the  charges  e.xhih- 
ited  hy  the  House  of  Assemhiy  against  the  assistant  judges  of  the 
Su[ircnie  I'ourt  ha\e  heen  heard,  ha\e  reported  to  his  Majesty,  that 
after  a  mature  consideration  of  the  suhject,  they  cannot  find  any 
cause  of  censure  against  these  gentlemen,  and  ha\e  fully  ac(|uitted 
them,   which  re[)ort  his  Maje^ty  has  heen  pleaded  to  confirm." 

.\  careful  reading  of  the  deliherations  of  the  Assemhh'  during 
the  three  or  four  se-^ions  that  the  impeachment  ipiestion  was  at  the 
front  does  not  strikingly  coulii-m  Murdoch's  \'ie\\ — and  indeed  the 
general  \ie\\ — that  it  was  primarily  an  outward  sign  (jr  outgrowth 
of  an  inward  antipath\-  hetweeu  the  twii  leading  classes  of  Xo\a 
Scotians.  W'halexer  ma\-  ha\e  heen  its  primary  impulse,  Murilock 
him-.elf   leaxes    testimonv   to   the    fact   that   the    general   effect   of   the 
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long'  drawn  out  controversy  was  to  bring  tlie  rcijrc.suntatives  ui  the 
earlier  and  later  imniigratiuns  into  nearer  and  better  relaliuns.' 

The  selection  of  Isaac  W'ilkins  or  J'llisha  Lawrence  to  [jrotect  the 
Assembly's  interests  liefore  the  I'risy  Ci.uincil  suggests  anything  but 
strife  between  the  new  and  the  old.  Pretty  soon  we  shall  hee 
Junathan  Sterns  head  the  \nA\  in  Halifax,  and  Tliunias  Barclay  unani- 
mously elected  Speaker  in  tlie  House  not  containing"  mure  than  nine 
or  ten  of  his  fellow  Loyalists.  Anyway,  the  imiieaeliuient  debates 
opened  up  a  new  era  in  our  parliamentary  orator)-. 

just  what  grounds  there  may  ha\e  lieen  fur  Sterns's  charges 
against  the  judges  cannot  be  pronounced  on  with  ab-olute  certaint}'. 
Still  the  testimony  tendered  in  their  .support  carried  con\'iction  to 
the  minds  of  too  many  independent  men  to  permit  us  to  assume  that 
the\-  were  entirely  without  foundation,  it  would  be  uncharitable  ti) 
assume  that  there  was  anything  in  the  conduct  of  the  judges  which 
could  not  be  accounted  for  by  incapacity  and  thoughtlessness.  Such 
per.soual  pleas  as  that  it  would  lie  an  "untriendly"  if  nijt  cruel  act, 
to  tle[)ri\e  men  of  their  bread  in  the  decline  of  life — men  wdio  could 
n(it  li\e  many  )'ears  lunger — who  had  large  families  to  struggle  for, 
and  who  had  ser\ed  the  public  in  different  ijltices  for  manv  \ears,  on 
charges  of,  at  most,  errors  in  judgment  in  one  or  two  trilling  occa- 
sions." reall\-  prove  that  grounds  f(jr  complaint  did  exist.  Deschamps 
was  a  patriotic  and  loyal  man  no  doubt,  ])ut  as  a  most  decided  pluralist 
atteni])ted  too  man\'  things  to  allow  any  of  them  to  be  done  in  a 
reall\'   eftirient   manner.      At   one   time — perhai)s   it   has  alread)'   been

of  the  Uislinguislietl  men  of  the  Assembly  Crane.  1'.  nulkel\'  -and  I'\  ke  were 
native  Xova  Scotians,  certainly  the  two  last  weri'.  Cr.ine  I  can  ienieinl>er  as  he 
appeared  in  the  House  twenty  years  later — a  tall  hand-some  man  witli  llueiil  speech 
and  an  amazing  readiness  of  natural  wit  and  illustr.itive-  power.  In  slioit,  I  tliink, 
that  this  was  one  of  the  happy  and  halcyon  da.\.s  e.f  N>h,l  .s:e(iiia.  Tlie  lieti  .,^ene..ns 
elements  of  which  its  population  were  composed  miw  .seltlim;  ih.wii  into  gnod  neii;li- 
borhood  and  harmony.  Old  grievances  and  liostilitii  s  had  ile  .1  out,  and  ilie  i.nly 
faiii'.v  lino  of  division  was  owuig  to  frctfuliiess  of  law\er.s  \\  ho  \\.-re  uii^iieee.'-.'^ful  in 
some  of   their  litigated   suits." 

Colonel  Jonathan  Crane  was  a  native  of  Connecticut,  and  came,  a  child  of  .six 
or  siiin,  with  his  parents  to  Iloi'ton,  in  17ii9.  One  of  his  sons,  the  Hon,  'William 
Crane  of  S.ackville,  New  Brunswick,  was  for  many  years  one  of  the  most  inllm  ntial 
I'uliliL-  men  of  the  neighboring   Province, 
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Stated— lie  filled  sinniltaneuusly  the  following  positions,  meiiiljer  of 
the  Assembly,  for  Xewport,  clerk  of  the  Assembly,  assistant  judge 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  judge  of  Probate  for  Hants  County.  He 
had  practically  no  legal  education  and  the  judgments  of  such  a  wearer 
of  the  ermine  must  have  seemed  ridiculous  tu  well  trained  members 
of  the  Xew  York  Bar  like  Millidge  and  Barclay.  He  held  his  seat 
on  the  bench  until  his  death  in  1801,  fourteen  years  after  the  abuve 
plea  of  oKl  age  was  urged  in  his  Ix-half.  Brentuu  continued  to  dis- 
pense justice  a  guod  many  years  longer.^ 

THE  I,OVALISTS  AND  THE  CHURCH   OF  ENGLAND. 

A=.  this  volume  contains  historical  sketches  of  the  principal  relig- 
ious .Icncmiinations  of  churches,  uf  the  i'ruunce,  fllrni^hcd  by  writers 
representing  each  respectively,  it  is  nut  th.night  necessary  tu  micr- 
weave  into  the  narrative  the  details  of  our  provincial  ecclesiastical 
history.  Yet  there  may  occur  [livotal  periods,  periods  when  what  is 
primarily  a  denuminational  matter,  presents  features  of  general,  or 
even  universal,  interest.  Such  a  period  was  the  coming  uf  the  Luyal- 
ists  to  Nova  Scotia.  That  event  may  lie  set  duwn  as,  if  not  the  pri- 
mary cause,  at  least  a  prominent  concurrent  cause  of  the  complete 
organization  of  the  Church  of  England  in  British  America. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  Revolutionary  War  in  1775,  the  national 
church  notwithstanding  its  numerical  preponderance  in  Halifax,  had 
worshipping  at  its  altars  much  less  than  half  of  the  pupulatiun  ui 
the  Pro\ince.  Outside  of  the  church  edit'ices  built  by  the  govern- 
ment at  Halifax  and  Lunenburg,  it  is  not  known  that  it  had  a  con- 
secrated house  of  worship,  except  at  Windsur,  .\nnai)ulis  and  pos- 
sibly Cumberland  Toint.  Nor  was  there  then  in  sight  any  accession 
to  the  provincial  population  likely  to  reverse,  or  materially  alter,  the 
existing  proportion.  The  Acadian  repatriation  process  was  but  fairly 
beginning  to  show  its  effects  in  swelling  the  adverse  balance.  The 
church  had  no  reason  to  expect  a  single  new  adherent  frcjiii  the  cur- 
rent uf  Scotch  immigration,  which  though  not  yet  at  half  tluod  was 
depositing  settlers  in  Pictou  and  Antigonish.  Even  of  the  York- 
shire  immigrants    few   ranged   themselves   under  her  banners.      The 

'James  Brenton,  when  a  Junior  member  of  the  Rhode  Islana  Bar,  came  to  Halifax 
at  a  very  early  period.  In  the  election  of  1705.  he  was  elected  to  the  Assembly  as 
member  for  Onslow.  In  177S,  he  was  appointed  Solicitor-General,  and  le.s.s-  than  a 
month  afterivards,  Attorney-General.  In  17S1  he  was  raised  to  the  Supreme  Court 
Bench   vice  Assistant   .Judge   Morris   deceased. 
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iiiajority  Ijrougiit  witli  them  lu  Cuiiilii'rlaml  the  incinories  of  John 
W  c-^lc\-,  who  had  preached  in  their  eha[)els,  whom  man)-  of  iheiii 
per.M  mall)'  knew  and  whose  letters  to  one  of  their  luiiuher'  ("dear 
JJilh"  )  are  prized  as  saeied  relies. 

Ill  the  settled  parts  of  the  I'roxinee,  the  i)ro>pecl  of  the  church 
ui  the  nation  e\er  hecoiiiiiii;  the  church  of  the  peoi)le  was  ylouiny 
indeed.  At  Luneiilnirg,  yo\eninieiil  supijort,  the  inlluence  of  esti- 
niahle  luiglish  onicial>  like  John  Creightoii,  liturL;ieal  atlinities,  and 
zealous  missionary  effort  had  built  up  a  highl_\-  respectetl  cau•^e,  l>ut 
e\eii  there  the  hulk  of  the  [leople  adliered  to  the  old  \\a_\s,  while  some 
exinced  a  disposition  to  wander  oil  to  the  sectaries.  In  \\'llld,■^or, 
whose  wli(jle  territc)r)-  had  been  disposed  of  to  large  landed  proprie- 
tors, ever}-thing  was  promising  so  far  as  the  lords  of  the  manor, 
the  I'Vancklyns,  the  'I'onges,  and  the  Uescham[)s  were  c(jncenied,  but 
the  Ulster  farmers  counteil  as  pure  gospel  only  that  which  fell  from 
the  lips  of  James  Murdock  on  his  occasional  vi-its.  In  the  New  iuig- 
land  townshi])s,  ten  in  the  iieiiinsula  and  three  on  or  be\oiid  the  Isth- 
mus of  Chignecto,  Puritan  (•ongregationalism  held  everything  in  the 
firmest  of  grasps.  If  there  were  e.xceiitions  they  only  ser\'ed  to 
emphasize  the  main  fact;  a  few  old  families  like  the  Winnietts  at 
Annapolis;  an  English  family  or  two  in  Cornwallis  or  around  l-ort 
Cumberland;  four  or  five  Rhode  Island  Churclimen  in  Newport.  As 
for  Truro  and  Londonderry,  nowdiere  was  the  outlook  so  discour- 
aging. 

One  of  the  results  of  the  Loyalist  immigration  was  to  work  a 
complete  revolution  in  the  prospects  of  the  church  in  No\a  Scotia, 
whether  taken  in  the  original  sen^e,  or  the  narrower  one  as  deterniined 
bv  the  partition.  As  to  the  new  rrovince  of  New  I'lninswick,  the 
church  was  in  coni])lete  possession  except  so  far  as  the  .\cadiaii  po|)U- 
lation  ami  the  three  towiishii)s  of  Cumlierland.  Sack\ille  and  Alauger- 
\ille  were  concerned.  She  had  there  twehe  thousand  att.ached 
followers — bound  to  her  inseparabl}-  liy  the  ties  of  CMiiinion  hanNhips 
and  sufferings.  In  the  peninsula,  if  uuv  calculaliun  that  the  ]ji\alist 
element  transcended  all  others  put  together  are  correct,  the  prospect 
was  scarcelv  less  gratifsing  and  assuring.  Halifax,  strung  already, 
was  now  much  stronger,  not  so  much  by  the  mere  fact  of 
numerical    increase    as    by    reason    of    the    character    of    the    new

Dr.  Inylis's  ^lia^\•  which  lias  hecu  preserved  and 
partially  brought  to  light  is  a  reci.ird  ul  truly  ai)i-)stolic  travel  and  toil, 
and  contains  incidental  ti^iuches  of  pathetic  interest.  Oi  hi>  Inst 
\'isit  to  Dighy  he  recortls  of  the  congregation  gathered  fur  \V(irshi[)  in 
the  little  church,  that  it  was  mainly  composed  (jf  his  old  Xew  \'nrk 
parishoners  at  Trinity.  It  was  much  to  his  coinenience  that  the  urigi- 
nal  Loyalist  settlements  in  New  ISrunswick  were  planted  either  un  the 
shores  of  the  ha)-  or  on  the  hanks  nf  the  ri\er.  .\  thought ful  friend 
in  St.  John  furnijhed  him  with  a  hoat  and  a  lnjatnian.  \\hereh\-  he, 
was  enaliled  to  visit  all  his  parishes  hy  water.  Kuads,  there  were 
none.  Following  the  e.\ani[)le  of  the  Halifax  gentry  and  "u])per 
folk"  of  the  day,  he  established  for  himself  a  beautiful  country  seat 
in  Aylesfc.jrd,  a  spot  chosen  no  doubt  because  of  its  proximity  to  the 
homes  of  the  Ba_\artls,  De  I.anceys,  I'.arclays  and  other  of  bis  old 
New  York  parishioners  and  neighbors,  and  where  he  interested  him- 
self in  horticulture  and  fruit  raising,  ddie  "dJisbop  rijipin"  apple 
perpetuates  bis  memory. 

The  historical  sketch  of  King's  College  published  in  this  \'olunie 
will  show  how  close  \vas  the  connection  between  the  ad\ent  of  the 
Loyalists  and  the  founding  of  that  historic  institution.

1  lie  Assenil)l\-  electeil  in  i/'H  and  w  ho^c  pcriud  cxten<k-d  to 
1791)  is  not  particulaiK-  distinmii^hcd  in  our  pai'lianicntai')-  aiiiiaib  by 
records  of  L-loi|iKiU  speeches  and  skillid  dcllate^.  'i'iie  amount  of 
useful  legislation  put  upon  the  statute  hot)k  wa:^,  ho\ve\er,  (piite  strik- 
ing. All  the  acts  passed  were  natiually  if  not  of  equal  importance,  hut 
the\'  generalh'  indicate  a  desire  to  suhser\-e  ectiuoniic  ends.  X<j\v 
that  lamh  and  nuuinii  ]ia\e  l)ec(.)me  hrxuries,  we  rec(jgnize  the  sound 
sense  of  the  l.egislatm-e  of  1794  whose  first  measure  was  "An  Act 
f(jr  the  preservation  of  Shee])."  Of  like,  though  perhaps,  less  im- 
portant character  was  "An  .\ct  for  the  preservation  ot  rartridges 
and  hlue  winged  Ducks."  "An  Act  to  regid.ate  the  packitig  and  in- 
specting of  salted  heef  and  pork,"  contains  provisions  that  might  do 
no  harm  if  piU  in  force  today.  "An  Act  to  regulate  the  as-size  of 
Bread,"  would,  we  fear,  be  found  too  minute  in  its  details  t(j  prove 
of  much  ser\ice  now.  Its  object  was  to  seciu'e  fur  the  consumers 
of  the  staff  ui  life  full  value  for  their  money.  "An  .\ct  to  regulate 
the  exportation  of  red  or  smoked  herrings."  showed  that  in  the 
opinion  of  the  House  of  i/Qi>.  lishermen  as  well  as  bakers  needed 
watching. 

A  rexision,  or  consolidation,  of  the  previous  Militia  law  of  the 
Province  co\-ers  luany  pages  and  is  ver\-  minute  in  its  proxisions.  It 
enacts  that  Quakers  who  are  e.\em])t  froiu  training  on  the  several 
prescribed  d;ivs  shall  from  the  age  of  twenty-one  to  hfty  work  for 
four  days  on  the  public  highwa\'s.  There  are  long  .\cts  treating  of 
the  public  health,  of  aliens,  and  of  the  ])ro\ision  for  the  pmir  by  the 
respective  townships.  The  latter  Act  remained  in  force  until  the 
establishment  of  the  County  Council  System  in  1882.  Sume  of  the 
special  .\cts,  aiiuing  at  the  accomplishment  of  particular  objects, 
were  evitlentlv  dead  letters  from  the  beginning,   for  instance  the  one 
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aiulioribiny^  Juiiatlian  'rreinaiiic  to  construct  a  bridge  of  boats  acru>s 
Halifax  ilarbur.  i Wn  nf  tbi^  cla>s,  on  tbe  Lilbcr  hainl,  (1c>lt\x'  nieii- 
tiou,  as  rL-lJL-cting  iiiucb  creilil  on  tlie  lA'i;ijlaUire  tlial  passed  ibein. 
Uiie  wa:?  "An  Act  to  pioN'idc  for  tlie  support  of  the  (.iraimnar  Scbi";! 
in  liablax,  and  for  other  [)ubhc  purposes  therein  contained."  'ibi> 
Act  nnpo.sed  an  additional  dut}-  of  three  pence  [jcr  yalleai  on  wine 
hereafter  inii)oried.  Chit  uf  the  sum  raisctl  h\'  this  additii.inal  iiiipn- 
sitiem  in  Halifax  enie  hundrcil  and  fifty  pounds  were  t(j  be  applied 
to  the  Ih-aininar  School  which  institution  had  [)re\iou.sl_\-  no  j)articular 
fund  de\ote<l  to  its  bUp[jort.  the  sur[)lus  to  yo  towardb  the  Mippi'it 
of  the  poor.  When  the  increase  of  dut\'  tlid  not  \ield  the  -uin 
named,  the  deticiency  was  l(j  be  supplied  "frtmi  monies  arisini;  Irian 
duties  (jii  licensed  houses."  Monies  collected  in  the  ont-])orts  b\-  rea- 
s<-Ui  of  the  additional  three  pence  per  gallon  were  to  be  sup])lied  b\ 
the  justices  of  the  peace  for  the  support  (d  [lublic  schools  or  "other 
pulilic  benelicial  purposes."  d\i  the  other  .\ct,  to  which  retereiue 
has  been  made  we  owe  the  noble  buildings  in  which  the  rro\iuc\ial 
business  is  transacte(J,  and  in  which  the  Governor  of  the  l'rii\ince 
resides.  "An  Act  for  appointing  (.  onimissit.mers  to  determine  upi'ii 
a  proper  situation,  in  the  town  of  llalitax,  and  to  purchase  lots  of 
ground,  if  necessar}',  to  erect  a  puiilic  building,  tor  the  accomiiinda- 
tion  ui  the  .\sseml.ily,  L'ourt  of  Chancery,  Supreme  Court,  and  L'ourt 
of  .\dmiralt\',  and  public  oftices,  and  fur  procuring  plans  ;md  esti- 
mates f^r  a  Iniilding  hereafter  to  he  erected  for  the  residence  of  the 
(io\erniir.  Lieutenant-(lo\ernor  or  L'l  lUimander-in-Chief.  f' ir  the  time 
being." 

This  Act  coiUemidated  that  the  new  residence  for  the  (io\eriiur 
should  be  erected  on  the  site  of  the  old  one.  the  bit  enclosed  b\-  llollis. 
(iramille.  I'rince  and  ( leorge  streets,  on  which  the  I'riAince  lUiild- 
iug  now  stands;  and  that  the  commissiijuers  api)oiiUed  under  it  should 
select  a  site  for  the  buildings  needed  for  pro\  incial  ])nrposes.  An 
ameudator\'  .\ct  resersed  the  order  in  which  the  propuscd  stnuturcs 
shonbl  be  erected,  as  well  as  the  matter  of  sites   f^r  same. 

On  October  I  I,  iJiJO  the  .\ssenibl\-  was  dissolved.  The  intere-t 
at  the  ensuing  electinn  centered  chietly  in  the  Contest  Inr  the  fuur 
Halifax  ( 'ouuty  seats.  d"wo  of  the  members  elected  at  the  [uesinUs 
general  election  had  died  and  their  places  tilled  b\-  new  men.  (  harles 
^iforris  replaced  J.  3i[.   iM-eke  I'ulkely,  and  James   Stewart'   Jonath.in

Al  the  l)is-i(luti<in  of  the  .\s.senilil\-,  the  four  nKiiiher>  were 
Wallace,  1  Jart-hunie,  Alurris  ami  Stewart,  all  eniineullx  ayreealile  to 
Lieut.  (ioNcriior  Weiitwurth.  The}-,  with  the  two  town  nieniher,-, 
Cochrane  and  I'xke  (who  were  re-elected)  united  in  a  jnint  card, 
"olfering  then-  >er\ices  a^ain."  \\  dliani  (.'.  ittnan  'jonj^e  '■i  Wind- 
sor, a  free  lance,  and  ha\  iny-  no  freehold  in  the  C'oinit}"  of  llalifax. 
liicked  up  the  gaj^e  in  the  follow  ini^^  adtlress  to  the  Idectors. 
"To  the  l'reehol,|er>  of  the  Connty  of   llalifax: 

Gentlemen — Without  family  connection.^,  particular  intere^t^,  or 
any  influence  hut  that  arising  from  puhlic  Lii)ini(.in.  hut  encouraged 
h\-  the  request  of  many  respeclahle  memhers  of  yuur  hody,  I  hei; 
lea\e.  with  yreat  deference,  siiu/lv  to  dffer  nu'helf  as  a  can<lidate  to

A  second  card  from  the  other  candidates  denieil  cimiiination,  and 
explained  that  the  joint  canl  method  of  address  had  heen  adapted 
to  con\cnience  the  ])rinter.  who  had  nisli  matter  awaitini^  the  t\]ie- 
— the  imnouncement  of  Adrinial  Mitchell's  \icti'r\'  o\er  the  l)ntch 
fleet. 

As  is  \\'ell  known,  the  districts  of  Colchester  and  Pictou  (  pre\"- 
iously  W'almsley)  were  included  in  the  ("oinity  of  Halifax,  llithertu 
these  ])rirts  of  the  county  had  taken  little  part  in  \s-emhl\-  election-, 
t'olchester,  lar!.;'elv  from  lack  f)f  interest,  as  she  had  three  tM\\n-hi]i 
memhers  to  look  after  her  Lical  interests — ;md  I'ictou,  from  lad-;  uf 
]io]iul;iti' iu.  Hut  now  of  recent  years  a  i^reat  tide  oi  new  -ettler-  li.id 
poured  into  Pictoii.  so  that  the  freeholders  in  the  di-^tricts  prnliahh' 
etpialled  in  nuinher  those  in  the  cit_\'.  I'ii'ton  had  a  --Iriini.;  candidate 
to  ]iresent.  and  without  difficultx-  secured  the  c<  i-Mperati' lU  ni  (  m1- 
chester.  Whatever  mii^ht  have  heen  said  rei.;,irdin<^-  formal  alliances, 
the  fi'ifces  really  arra^•ed  atiainst  each  iither  were  the  f'iur  former 
memhers.  all    llalifax   men,   on  the  one   side,   with   Tonne,    Moi'timer 
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(if  I'ictou.  and  l-'iilmn  oi  LuiuKiiuicrry  (whose  total  \otc  in  1794 
was  1/ut  -'4)  on  tlic  utlicr.  An  anal\si>  of  tlie  xotiny  is  not  witliout 
intercut.  The  city  ijoll,  taken  lir.st,  stood:  Ahjrris  756,  Stewart  dJi, 
W'aUace  51)0,  Hartshorne  578;  'J'ont^e  392,  Mortimer  109,  luilton  86. 
.\t  the  clo^e  of  the  two  da\-s'  [lollinj;'  in  Onflow  the  figures  stood: 
?\h.irris  78-',  Stewart  6-'6,  WaHaee  (>:;(),  Hartshorne  597:  Tonye  889. 
h'ukiin  tio^,  .Ahirtinier  dJi.  The  poll  was  kej)!  open  at  Tietou  for  no 
less  than  eight  tlays.  The  liiial  results  were:  Toiige  I.-57'  Morti- 
mer 1,077,  ITilton  1,001,  }ilorris  1,000;  Wallace  888,  Stewart  627, 
Hartshorne  605.  Stewart  got  the  5  votes  in  Colchester  an<l  1  in 
I'ictou:  Hartshorne  IQ  in  the  former  and  8  in  the  latter,  heroin  this 
time  until  the  erection  of  Colchester  and  I'ictou  into  separate  coun- 
ties, the-e  districts  almost  invariahl\-  determined  the  results  of  general 
elections  for  the  Count\'  of  Halifax,  and  always  secured  the  return 
of  their  own  111  iiiiinees.

Idle  par!iamenlar\-  history  of  Xo\  a  Scotia  for  the  remaining 
eight  \ear^  c d'  Sir  J(ihn  W'entwDrth's  term  is  <lecpl_\'  tinged  b\'  hi.-, 
hostile  animus  towards  W.  Cottnam  Touge.  lAideucei  ol  this  liiller 
feeling  ha<l  pre\ionsl}-  appeared,  but  to  Sir  John.  Tonge's  interfer- 
ence in  the  Halifax  election  was  an  mipardonalile  offence.  It  was 
ne\"er  forgotten.  ne\'er  forgix'en,  though  possibh  si  aiie  pergonal  rea- 
son, which  history  has  not  disclosed,  existed  Ui  explain,  if  not  iu--- 
tify,  the  (io\ernor's  impl.acable  resentment,  .\fter  the  con\eninL;  of 
the  Assenibl)-,  \\'ent\vorih  refers  to  the  situation  in  a  leUer  to  the  Scc- 
retar\'  of  St-ate :  "1  am  in  hojjes  we  shall  ha\e  a  go(  .d  As^emlT-. 
althou;;h  inlinite  and  certaiid\-  unnecessar}-  paius  ha\e  licen  taken  to 
exclude  se\'er;d  old  res]>ectable  members,  to  ])roduce  a  contested  elec- 
tion, whence  a  warmth  ;md  bad  temper  otten  arise."  •  In 
the  Count}'  af  llalifax,  comprehending  L;re,U  strength  and  popula- 
tion, he  has  persi'-ted  in  a  contest,  .although  he  \\:is  elected  foi-  .\'ew- 
port.  llie  onl\  object  was  to  disturb  the  peace  ,ind  harmon\-  oi  the 
countr\-,  b\'  the  tricks,  f.alsehoods,  and  toll\s  used  in  popular  elec- 
tions. '■'■'■  *  *  It  is  daringly  op|)Osing  the  Kind's  yoNernmeiii  to

It  will  teml  tu  ciinvcnicncc  to  disregard  the  chronuiogical  nrder 
of  e\eiits  ami  Ijrielly  recapitulate  the  i)roniinent  points  in  this  jiarticu- 
Jar  As-enil)l_\'s  histor\-  extending  from  iSoo-iNoO.  I'rexailing 
thriaighniit  was  constant  friction  between  the  Assembly  ,iind  the 
Council  on  nione}'  matters.  The  J  louse  wished  to  secure  the  [la^sagc 
of  certain  appropriation  bills,  before  ])assing  the  bills  proxiding  for 
the  raising  of  the  mone_\-.  The  debates  were  long  and  acrimonious, 
a  respectable  sized  majorit\'  of  the  Assembly  sni)porting  the  Council 
were  largely  under  the  iniluence  of  either  solicitation  (jr  pre>,-nre 
fmni  the  (io\-ernor,  who  complctel\-  identified  himself  with  the  Coun- 
cil in  all  matters  at  issue  lietween  it  and  the  ^Vs^emblw  Thi'^  was  a 
perfectly  natural  state  of  affairs,  inasmuch  as  the  Council  in  its  legis- 
lati\e  proceedings  was  composed  of  the  same  men  a-.  pri\  y-councili)rs 
were  the  executive  ad\isers  ot  the  Go\ern(jr.  The  s\•^tem  was  e^^en- 
tially  a  bail  one.  lirible  to  issue  in  trouble,  even  when  the  (ioxernur 
\\a-  free  from  ])reju(lice  antl  intent  only  on  the  public  good,  but  with 
such  a  functionary  as  Sir  John  \Ventworth,  full  of  violeiU  anti- 
pathies and  prepossessions,  and  boiuitl  to  h;i\'e  his  own  wa)-,  a  dead- 
li  ck  wa^  almost  inevitable.  He  wrote  Lord  Ilobart  that  while  the 
>e>sion  had  opened  with  gratif\ing  prosjiects  of  harmonx-  and  unani- 
mit\'  Toiii^e  had  thrown  e\er\thing  into  confusion  b\-  his  efforts  to 
■>tir  up  partv  strife.  Xor  does  he  confine  his  animad\er^ion^  to  TiiUge. 
The  opposition  to  the  wise  measmx-s  of  liimself  and  the  Council  had 
been  "increased  l)y  the  addition  of  William  C'ampbell,  i'".si|uire.  llis 
Majesty's  Attorney  Ceneral,  Councillor,  and  coal  contractor,  of  the 
Isfnid  of  Cape  Hreton.  who  has  signalized  him>e!f  in  this  reprehen- 
sible op]iosition.  The  gentleman  thus  se\erel\'  arraigned  was  oiu-  of 
the  members  from  the  County-  of  Svdne\-  (now  C.u\sboro  and  Anti- 
gduish).  He  soon  left  No\-a  Scotia,  where  he  became  a  judge  in 
iSri,  and  chief  justice  in  1825.  A  knighthood  was  conferred  on 
him  in  recognition  of  his  services  and  .abilities.  Tt  is  somewhat  of  a 
\inilicati"n  for  Tonge  to  be  bracketted  in  censure  with  such  a  man. 
.\u  .actual  deadlock  came  in  1804,  when  the  (  oimcil.  .suppurled  and 
pr'ibabl}'  directed  by  the  lieutenant-governor,  depri\ed  the  .\ssemblv 
iif  jurisdictinn  o\-er  the  small  amount  of  re\-enue  which  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  ilav  accorded  it. 
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\\  lien  ihe  As^cmlll\•  met  in  1S05  a  letter  was  reail  Imni  Mr, 
Uniaeke,  the  Speaker,  e.\|ilaining  that  he  \\a>  a\\a\-  on  >ix  nl'llltll^' 
lea\e  ol  alj-^ence,  and  askini;  the  House  to  ehoo>e  a  /Td  U'lii  Speaker. 
I'eir  thi.^  jiusition  Mr,  I'on^e  was  eho.seu  over  Mr,  l'\ke.  of  ilahtax, 
anel  proceeded  to  atldress  His  i'^xcellency  Lieutenant-!  Ivernor  W'ent- 
Wnrtli  in  terms  as  court!}'  as  though  their  previous  relations  had  heen 
friendl}-  and  a.greeahle.  At  this  session  the  .\s>enilil\'  was  intorme(l 
that  the  I.ieutenant-(  io\'ernor  had  mo\ed  into  the  new  (loxernment 
House,  and  that  the  law  \vhich  s^ave  them  the  I'ld  one  for  .\ssemlil\', 
Courts  and  Public  (Jlifces  mi,<;ht  now  lie  acted  on.  The  Hou^e  and 
Council  ai;reed  to  change  their  (juarters.  A  session  which  o[iened  with 
sign^  indicating  some  degree  of  conciliation  hetween  the  (io^ernor 
and  Tonge,  ended  with  the  pers(.inal  breach  made  wider  than  ever. 
As  Tongc  was  in  the  chair,  he  was  able  to  give  his  friends  on  the 
tlo(.ir  a  better  chance  to  tight  than  Uniaeke  had  ever  gi\en  him,  Went- 
worih  auil  the  (ouncil  had  to  capitulate.  The  Speaker  pru  tciii  wountl 
up  the  sessiein  as  follows;  "'Ahu'  it  ]ilease  \  oiu'  b.xcelleiuw,  it  i^  my 
dut\'  to  ]ireseiit  to  your  E.xcelleiic)',  tor  your  assent,  the  bill  for  ap- 
propriating the  supplies  granted  during  the  la^t  and  present  so^-inns. 
Tlie\'  are  liberal  bexdiid  example,  and  I  trust,  will  fulh'  jjroduce  the 
dc^ired  ettecl  of  |)romoting  the  prosiierity  of  the  I'rovince."  The  Go\- 
eriTU"  replied:  'it  is  with  unusual  ])leasure  I  find  it  in  my  power  to 
close  tlii^  too  lr)ng  protracted  session,  \\itli  asMiraiues  that  the  \ery 
exteiisixe  grants  voii  ha\-e  made  shall  be  lailhfulK  a]iplied  as  far  as 
the  means  mav  enable  me,  which  are  dimini'-hed  alreadv  bv  a  loss 
of  nearl)-  one-tliir<l  of  the  re\eiiue  of  the  current  }ear,  by  yniir  i/t'- 
tciilioii  (if  the  bills  ti)  so  hitc  J  period  7v'liiili  I  am  s^Try  to  ob.wvor. 
opeiiiti's  to  tlw  (lolniiieiit  of  the  inaiiy  in  faror  of  the  /V:c."  Tonge 
had  triumphed  after  all.  Sir  John  tried  ti/  make  the  be>t  of  it.  He 
wrote  to  Lord  Castlereagh  that  "'ronge  exerted  e\'er\'  iiossible  means 
to  protract  the  se-^ioii,  to  infuse  and  di'-semin.ite  grnundle^s  iealMUS- 
ies  and  discontent  into  the  minds  of  the  people,  to  embarrass  and 
retard  the  business  of  the  people,  and  if  possible  to  prewiit  any 
grant  or  re\enue  lo  His  Alaiestw  which  ])V  one  means  iir  other,  were 
dela\ed  until  iiearl\-  one-third  of  the  net  re\enues  were  I'-t  b\-  im- 
pertati'iiiN  during  the  time  and  the  rexenue  bills  ceased.  rbw\e\er 
the  rexemie  bills  were  at  length  re\i\ed.  and  continued  for  the  ])res- 
ent  \'ear  against  everv  effort  he  could  make.

rc\L'nuc  l)ihs  until  the  appiopriatii ins  were  assured.  'J  he  CluverU'ir 
(lid  nijt  think  it  lieneatii  inni  to  plainly  charge  the  niai()rit\-  in  the  .\>- 
seinhly  \sitli  prolonging  the  session  for  the  sake  of  an  additional  "ten 
shillings  per  diem,"  and  Tonge  in  particular  with  presenting  "the  un- 
common case  of  oppo>ition  to  the  King's  interests  from  the  chair, 
where  his  incompetency  to  the  decorum  and  duties  of  the  situation 
became  manifest,  and  forgetful  of  his  enjoyment  of  a  beneficial  ap- 
pointment under  His  Majesty."  Tonge,  it  is  further  charged,  was 
in  the  habit  of  "dispensing  calumnies,  reports  and  discontents."  Still 
another  ground  (d'  accusation,  Tonge  was  charged  with  "commenc- 
ing an  attorne}',"  something  deeme<l  "im|iro[ier"  and  a,^  "adding  \.o 
his  means  of  insinuation."  The  expLanation  (jf  this  rather  cr\ptic 
charge  is  found  in  the  fact  that  Mr.  Tonge,  who  thougli  a  la\\\er  li\- 
profession,  had  seldom  appeared  in  court,  as  at  that  particulai-  time 
was  somewhat  acti\ely  engaged  in  legal  jiractice. 

.'^ir  John's  fear,  according  to  Murdock,  was  that  Tonge's  "success 
as  a  forensic  orator  might  strengthen  the  po])ularit\'  he  i-njoxcl." 

nisi'UTi^s  uirrwEEN  council  and  assembly. 

Jurisdictional  disputes  l)et\\een  the  Council  and  .\s>embl\-,  though 
not  unknown  from  the  earliest  organization  of  iiarliamentar_\-  in^ti- 
tution.  did  not  become  the  order  of  the  day  until  the  governorship 
^)t  Sir  John  Weutworth,  who  himself  did  much  to  pro\  oke  and  ac- 
centuate then.i  b\-  the  char.acter  of  the  appointments  to  Council  which 
he  recommended  and  i)_\-  the  vehement  energ)-  with  which  he  took 
ui*  the  cudgels  for  the  Council  whene\er  one  of  the  constitutional 
wrangles  occurred.  .As  the  differences  between  the^e  parliamentar)- 
bodies  are  to  C(. institute  for  the  ensuing  forty  \ears  the  ni.iin  feature 
of  the  |)oliiical  hivior}-  of  Xo\-a  .Scotia  it  may  be  well  to  take  a 
glance  at  the  comiiosition  ;md  a\er;ige  ])ersonnel  of  the  ( 'ouncil  in  .'^ir 
John's  da\-.  It  consisted  nominally  of  iwcKe  members  apijointed 
by  the  Crown,  generally,  but  not  necessarily,  on  the  nomination  of  the 
(io\ernor.  Ordinarily  one  or  more  vacancies  exi-^ted.  .\  councillor 
performed  two  essentially  distinct  functions.  The  Council  wa'^  a 
br.inch  of  the  Legislature  without  whose  conctuTent  action  not  a 
single  st.'itute  could  be  enacted.  As  such,  it  was  pre-^idell  o\er  b\-  a 
senior  member  called  the  [iresident;  when  conxeneil  b\-  the  Cio\ernor 
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as  an  executive  !)n(ly  the  Go\ernor  liiniself  was  in  the  chair.  A  re- 
niarkaljle  leatine  of  the^e  earl\-  Councils  was  the  pretioininauce  of 
office-holders  anions^  the  nieniliers.  Tlie  fact  that  there  was  no  a,^e 
limit  naturally  kept  a  uuniher  of  the  nienihers  of  the  hoard  for  many 
continuous  }ears.  Sir  John,  heiwever,  in  his  rec(.)mmendations  seem- 
ed to  [)ut  a  iireniinm,  irre^pectix  el_\'  of  age,  em  men  who  had  nio-^t 
recently  taken  up  their  re^-idence  in  the  l'rLi\ince.  Murdock  itniniad- 
verts  with  \cry  proper  se\erit\-  on  the  practice  of  inakiuL;  councillors 
out  of  i^entleinen  who  had  just  come  into  the  coinilry  to  fill  civil  and 
military  offices  in  the  gift  of  Downing  Street,  lie  think:-  it  oh\  ious 
that  "while  the  memhers  of  Council  fdled  the  donhle  occupation  of 
legislati\e  and  executi\e  administration,  sitting  in  private  seclu^iim 
in  the  exercise  of  hoth  functions  and  thus  exercised  an  almost  un- 
limited control  of  puhlic  alYairs,  they  should  at  lea^t  have  heen  con- 
nected with  the  ciiunt!'\-  h\'  long  residence  or  Inrth,  in  order  to  iiiMU'e 
anything  like  a  rea^^onahle  and  just  cour.se  of  acti<jn."  The  nnnistry 
at  home,  anxious  to  keej)  apprised  of  the  attention  ])aid  to  their 
duties  hy  the  respecti\e  councillors  re(|uired  Sir  John  Wentwrth  to 
suhmit  annually  a  report  hearing  on  the  suhject.  One  of  these  rather 
curious  ilocuments  is  reproduced  in  the  appendix.  It  illustrates  also 
the  strength  of  the  offieial  element  in  the  Council.  It  will  he  noticed 
that  in  the  rei)Ort  l\ichard  liulkeley  is  incapahle  of  attending  Crmn- 
cil  iin  account  of  his  great  age  and  intirmit\'.  Mr.  l)ulkele\-  died  a 
few  months  after  this  report  was  sent,  Iia\ing  heen  a  niemher  I'f  the 
Council  for  f(jrty-h\e  }'ears.  ilis  high  character  and  meritorious 
services  demand  a  hrief  trihute.  It  is  true  that  he  was  ;i  decided 
pluralist  and  that  some  of  his  official  ])osifions  were  \ery  huralive, 
or  at  least  occasionally  so,  such  as  the  judgeship  of  .\dmirahy  in  war 
time,  and  the  comniissionership  ofl  Escheats  and  ["orfeitures  when 
land  was  wanted  for  settlers.  "He  was  a  good  servant  of  the  puhlic. 
however,  even  if  lie  did  hll  a  variety  of  official  posts  at  the  same 
time.  To  Sir  John  W'entworth's  report  on  the  regularitv  with  whieli 
the  councillors  attended  to  their  duties  will  he  found  a|)pended  a 
statement  of  the  important  positions  held  hv  Mr.  Hulkelev.  Two  of 
these,  the  Vice-Admiralty,  judgeship  and  the  comniissionership  ,>\ 
Escheats,  he  retained  to  the  end  of  his  days.  Im|)ortant  cases  in  the 
\'ice-.\dmiralty  Court  were  tried  hy  him  .1s  late  as  i  "O'*^.  when  some 
thought  thev  should  have  heen   suhmitted   for  consideration   to   s,,i],e 
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}-ouny(.'r  and  iimre  N-i^urous  man.  W'c  k-arn  that  nine  cai)tain.s  (j1  the 
K<i\al  \a\-\'  whom  he  ciindenined  lur  iin|)res>in^  seamen  in  con- 
lra\enli(in  of  the  proxincial  laws  ciim[ihiined  that  his  deei-innb  were. 
contraihctor_\-  and  that  the  [ilace  of  trial  Ijeini;-  a  jirixate  hmise  was  in- 
con\cnient  and  laclced  the  SMleinnit\-  pixiper  to  a  tribunal  of  iuslice. 
However  old  and  inlirm  the  \eneral)le  \'ice-A(lmiralt\-  judL;c  ma_\- 
ha\e  l>een,  he  was  ahle  to  ])nt  up  quite  a  stron--  defence.  "The  asj- 
grie\'ed  litticers  ha\e  the  usual  ami  estahlished  remed\  of  appeal.  In 
respect  of  the  place  in  which  the  court  is  held  allhouyii  the  house'  is 
mine,  on  such  occasions  it  is  matle  puljlic.  '1  he  room  is  J4  feet  lon^t^ 
l>3'  iS  leet  wide,  with  a  spacious  hall;  the  door  al\\a\s  (jpen,  and  free  of 
access  to  all  persons,  whether  they  ha\e  Inisiness  at  comt  or  ci.ime 
throULjh  curiosit\"  and  e\er_\'  con\-enience  alfordeil." 

Jndi^e  liulkele\'  ,i;oes  on  to  explain  th;it  he  olten  tails  to  get  ac- 
commodations in  the  court  house  "h\'  the  inter\ention  of  Ses-^ions 
of  the  l'e;ice,  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  and  the  Supreme  t 'can't."' 

VICE  ADMIK.\I,TY   COUirfS. 

The  death  of  Bulkeley  (iSoo)  pretty  nearly  synchronised  with  a 
complete  alteration  in  the  X'ice-Admiralty  Court  s\  stem  in  llritish 
.\inerica.  I'lie  former  jjrize  commissions  of  the  Admiralty'  were 
generally  re\oked.  Tw<:)  \'ice-Admir;ilt)'  (Jourts  were  cslalili-hed,  one 
in  the  West  Indies  the  other  in  Halifax,  authori-^ed  to  issue  jirocess 
to  an\-  other  colon}-  in  America,  in  the  same  manner  as  it  the  ccHU't 
were  estahlishetl  in  the  colon)'  to  which  the  process  issued.  A  salary 
of  two  thousand  pounds  was  attached  tcj  the  judgeship.  There  were 
also  concurrent  fees  which,  lKn\e\er,  were  in  no  case  to  exceed  two 
thousand  pounds  o\'er  and  alxwe  the  salar}'. 

The  British  Court  of  .\dmiralty  wa-.  at  that  tune  jiresided  over 
!>)'  the  most  distitiguished  man  that  e\er  adorned  it.  Sir  William 
Sccitt  (Lord  .Slowell  )  was  administering— and  in  large  jiart  creating 
— the  prize  laws  of  h'.ngland.  .\n  Inner  Temple  law\er,  named  .\lex- 
ander  Croke,  who  had  made  the  ci\il  law  a  special  slutl\  an<l  practiced 
in  Doctor's  Commons  stood  high  in  the  esteem  and  confidence  of 
that  distinguished  jurist.      This  friendship  gained  for  Croke  the  choice

1  he  Xap'il- 
eanic  conllirt — the  I'eaee  of  Amiens  (Ud  not  la-i  lun- — ami  the  War 
of  i8l_>  with  the  L'niled  Stale<,  i^ept  him  hiis\  in  hi,-,  eoinl.  ili.-- 
ahilit\-  as  an  expounder  of  international  sea-law--  has  ne\er  heeii 
questioned.  hew  of  his  decisie)n>  A\ere  rexer-^eil  i  lU  appeal.  Snme 
of  them  rank  lni.;h  amonn  standard  ad  indications.  lie  liroui;lit  with 
him  a  mandamus  t>[  a]ipointment  to  lli>  .Majesty's  (ouncil,  with  the 
accom[ian_\iny  rii;]u  of  rankiuu;"  next  tci  the  Ihief  [nstice.  Doctor 
Croke  was  singularly  unijualilied  fur  thi-  collateral  line  of  dut\-.  Jli> 
mind  was  tnll  ot  antii|ue  ]ireiudiees  and  entire!)  empt\'  of  all  knriwl- 
edL;e  ot  the  ]ieople  iif  Xo\a  Scdtia  and  their  concerns.  To  sa\  — 
what  in  a  L^eneral  sense  is  true — that  he  was  a  man  after  the  Ciiver- 
ni.jr's  own  heart,  should  he  qualilied  Iw  the  admfssion.  that  as  an 
extreme  hater  of  democracy  aiul  kindred  hreeders  of  sedition  he  left 
Sir  John  Weiitworth  tar  hehincl.  Sonie  ui  his  esca])ades  will  come 
tij)  for  notice. 

TilE    MAROOX.S. 


In  the  year  171)6  Nova  Scotia  recei\ed  a  \er\'  considerable  ac- 
cession of  population  from  an  unexpected  (piarter.  The  Marimn 
iiuTlent  (  179O-18UO)  was  not  the  least  singular  episode  in  uur  Prov- 
incial histor\-.  The  facts  were  in  direct  re\-ersal  of  the  pCilicN'  which 
Xo\a  Scotia  had  heen  induced  to  adopt  at  the  instance  of  }ilr.  (dark- 
son  and  the  Sierra  I.eone  C"oni])an\'.  Then  colored  ("hristians  had 
heen  sent  mer  to  aid  in  the  mciral  reL;eneration  iif  .\frica  ami.  in- 
directh',  in  the  destrnction  of  the  sla\'e  trade.  Xow  in  retin"n  f'lr 
this  contrihution  to  philantrophic  causes,  Xo\;i  Scotia  is  to  ha\e 
landed  on  her  own  shores  a  larcje  lianil  of  wild  neL;roes,  ])aL;an  jjoK- 
i^amists.  w  I  irshi|)pers  of  as  hideous  a  deit}'  as  couM  he  frjund  in  the 
whole  pantheon  of  idolatry. 

I'^ir  a  century  and  a  half  after  its  conrjuest  from  .Siiain.  the  British 
Island  of  Jamaica  had  a  st.andiuL,'"  troulile,  one  whiili  increased  in 
ma.;.;iiitude  and  un])leasantness  as  years  went  1)\'.  I\lan\-  of  the  sla\es 
of  the  old  .Spanish  masters,  who  hv  tre;it\'  shwuld  lia\e  ;icc"m|i,im'ed 
their  m.asters  to  Cuha  and  Ilis])aniola,  lied  to  the  hill  cunntry  of  their 
own  is|;md.  The\'  eslahlisjied  themselves  there  and  ile\eli'i])cd  a  crude 
form  of  j.;-o\-ernment.  became  in  short,  a  (|uasi-independent  st.ate.    'Idie 
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Maroons — so  called  from  their  wild  lite — were,  1)_\-  the  (jo\crnur,  it 
not  the  Asscnilil)',  ot  Jamaica,  acknowledged  to  pohse^s  territorial 
jin'isdictiou  in  certain  parts  of  the  island.  I'ormal  treaties  were 
negutiatetl  with  them.  They  \vere  to  a  larye  extent  treated  as  an 
negotiated  with  them.  .Naturally  friction  arose.  The  Alaroon.^  be- 
came strong  and  felt  their  power.  ITetlatory  incursions  on  adjacent 
plantations  became  fre(|uent.  The  Alaidon  ranks  were  continually 
swollen  b\-  the  access  of  sla\'es  tleeing  from  the  real,  iir  alleged,  op- 
pression of  their  masters.  A  spirit  of  alarm  pervaded  all  the  settle- 
ments, and  soon  affected  the  authorities  at  Kingston,  (,'ertani  .special 
activities  cin  the  part  of  the  mountaineers  were  xariou^lv  interpreted 
as  signs  of  war,  or  signs  of  rebellion,  and  it  was  determined  at  all 
costs  to  Ijring  the  trouble  to  an  end.  Loid  Halcarras,  the  (iovernur, 
and  General  \\'alp(.ile,  in  command  of  the  troops,  did  their  best  to 
accomi)lish  this  object.  (Jrdinarx-  methods  of  attack  did  n'lt  suffice. 
The  Alaroons  were  adroit  handlers  of  the  musket;  their  en\ironment 
had  developed  in  them  a  courage  which  was  proot  against  all  ordmar)' 
aggressi\e  methods  that  might  be  em])loyed  against  them.  1  hey 
fought  S(.i  bra\el_\-,  or  retreated  so  skiifull} — as  exigency  might  deter- 
mine— that  Balcarras  and  W'alpole  made  little  headway  in  their  pro- 
posed war  of  extermination. 

-\t  a  critical  juncture  of  the  ci.'nthct.  Colonel  'hiarrel — one  of  the 
British  otiicers  emi>lo\ed — hai)|)ened  to  learn  that  the  use  of  blood- 
hounds had  been  found  most  effectual  by  the  Spani.irds  in  their  war 
with  Indian  tribes  on  the  Mosquito  shore.  The  idea  was  promptly 
taken  up.  Colonel  C)uarrel  was  sent  to  Ila\ana.  duly  cre<lentialed  to 
the  S|)anish  Ciovenior,  as  a  C()mniissioner  fi  ir  the  purchase  of  dogs, 
as  a  member  of  tlie  Lcgishitiirc  and  as  a  lieutenant-colonel  of  the 
tr(Joi)s.  The  plan  worked  like  a  charm.  With  true  Spanish  courte->y, 
CiO\'ernor  las  Cacas  pro\-ided  the  dogs,  wdiich,  as  might  be  supposed. 
on  their  landing  in  Jamaica  made  a  great  impression  on  blacks  and 
whites  alike. 

-At  a  certain  experimental  performance  for  the  purpose  of  ascer- 
taining the  effect  of  ;i  \olle\-  of  musketry  on  the  ferocious  creatui'Cs, 
the  results  were  such  that  in  addition  to  the  uni\ersal  tei'ror  created, 
(General  W'alpole,  "Conimander-in-( 'hief  of  the  force■^  .acting  ag.aiust 
the  INlaroous,''  had  to  get  back  f|uickdy  into  the  chaise  froni  which  he 
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had  aliglited,  while  only  i;reat  exertions  kept  the  turi(jns  animals  from 
tearing"  his  hurses  in  pieces. 

This  ])reliminary  achievement  guaranteed  the  success  of  the  new 
nieth(j(l  III  warfare.  Tidings  of  tiie  lierce  enemy  who  was  aljout  to 
enter  the  lists  against  them  soon  reached  the  ears  <if  the  iMaroon 
Chiefs.  Ca[)itnlation — or  rather  an  intimation  of  willingness  to  treat 
fur  terms — follnwcd  withmit  ijelaw  The  .Maroons  were  ahva\'s 
ready  to  negotiate,  whether  to  gain  a  supi)osetl  a<lvantage,  or  t')  head 
oft  an  anticipated  e\il. 

General  W  alpole  grante<l  remarkahlv  mild  terms.  The  mutineers 
— if  such  thev  realK*  were — were  simpl)-  asked  to  get  down  on  their 
knees  and  beg  his  Majesty's  pardon,  to  keep  strictl}'  to  territory  ac- 
corded to  them  hy  the  Crown,  to  gi\e  up  all  fugitive  slaves  t<j  the 
masters.  .\  secret  article  interpreted  tiie  secoml  pro\-ision  to  mean 
that  the  Alaroons  would  not  ]>e  reipiired  to  lea\e  Jamaica.  .\s  a 
guarantee  that  in  case  .arms  were  delivered  up.  the  ;ilio\e  conditions, 
open  and  secret  alike,  wijuld  he  fullilled.  Cicueral  Walpole  hound  him- 
self Iw  solemn  oath  to  see  them  duh-  ohsersed.  When  the  Assenihly 
in  \iolatiou  of  the  second  article,  and  in  f.act  ol  the  second  open  one 
as  well,  prticeedeil  to  deport  tlie  mountaineers,  (ieneral  Walpole, 
wdiose  sense  of  honor  was  dee])l\-  w<:iunded,  indignanth-  declined  to 
acce|it  the  \aluahle  sword  \-(jted  hy  the  Assemhl)-  as  a  trihute  tn  his 
successful  Conduct  of  the  war. 

The  i|uestion  was.  what  was  to  he  done  with  the  peo])le  who  IkkI 
thus  made  siu'render  ot  themselves  .and  their  arms,  pursuant  to  the 
o;uh-gnaranleed  terms  granted  hy  Cener.al  Walpole?  The  treaty 
stipul.-ited  th.at  the)'  were  "to  go  to  the  Old  Town,  Montego  P,;iv,  or 
an\-  other  place  that  might  lie  pointed  out,  ami  that  (thev)  wmld 
settle  on  wh.atex'cr  lands  the  Ciovernor,  Council  and  .\ssemhlv  miglit 
think  ])roper  t<i  .allot."  The  British  Cener.al  had  sworn  that  no  lands 
would  he  allotted  them  outside  ai  Jamaica. 

F.XII.F.S    FROM    JAMAICA. 

In  spite  of  all  this  the  Assemltle  of  J.imaica,  decided  to  uproot 
the  whole  trilie,  cost  what  it  mi,L;lU.  The  Imperial  i^'ixerumeui  was 
consulted,  and,  .atter  much  negotiation,  agreed  to  s.mctiou  a  geiier.al 
deijortalion  to  Xova  Scotia.  Sir  John  Wentworth  received  instruc- 
tion-,   trom    Londiai   to   get    things   in    readiness    for   the   exiles    from 
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Jamaica.  Tlicre  i.s  iiutliiny  to  sliow  tliat  in  aehaiicc  of  tiiis  intima- 
tiuu  lu  the  Licutciiant-Lio\eniur,  uitiicr  Sir  juhu  or  anxoiic  else  in 
Xu\a  Scotia,  l<ne\\  anything  ut  the  [irojuct.  i  lie  AlarooiiN,  l'i\c  imn- 
(h'L'd  in  nunihcr  hiiulei!  in  liahl'ax  on  July  _'_!,  iji)h.  1  licv  were 
accunipauied  h)-  I'olonel  (Juarrel  a>  eoninii.^sar}-  or  agent,  anil  a  Air. 
Oehterjoney  as  siih-agent.  ehargeil  with  tlie  ilut)'  of  setthng  tlieni. 
The.-e  Jamaican  reproentatixcb  liail  a  creihl  of  l\\ent}-li\e  th(jii^and 
]j(ninils,  Jamaica  cinTenc\- — \\iiate\'er  tluit  may  ha\e  amounted  to  in 
sterling  money — and  for  a  time  e\er\thing  went  s\\  immingi}-.  A 
large  tract  of  knul  w  a^  pnrchased  in  I're.-ton  and  \icimt_\',  and  lodg- 
ing houses  erected.  Work  antl  wages  were  awaiting  such  as  tleser\'ed 
them.  I'rince  Edward  ottered  \ohmteers  (jd.  a  da\-  he^ides  prox  i- 
sions,  lodging  and  clothing,  for  work  on  the  new  bastion  at  the  citadel. 
Sir  John  Wentwurth  e\inceil  the  keenest  interest  in  the  new  comers. 
In  hi-s  Ielter^  home,  he  drew  flattering  pictures  of  them  :  "They  are 
healthw  peaceahle,  orderl\'  and  inotfensixe,  and  highly  delighted  with 
the  ccumtr}'"  ,and  gix'es  a  practical  touch  to  his  representation  h\'  add- 
ing that  "ahoiU  hfty  of  them  slept  in  my  outh<iu-e  at  the  farm,  where 
I  am  otten  without  a  senlrw  or  e\en  locking  a  d(jor  or  window." 
Still  Sir  John  rellects  that  these  gooil  people  are  not  C'hristian^  and 
he  ask^  f(.)r  ".a  grant  of  twci  hundred  pounds,  to  he  applied  in  religions 
instructions  and  in  a  .-chool ;  this  would  reclaim  them  to  the  C  luirch 
of  lingland,  anti  disseminate  christian  piet\',  morality  and  loxalty 
among  them."  The  (io\ernor — at  who^t  expense  we  are  not  told  — 
orders  things  for  their  comfort  from  luigland,  among  them  "(jo  gross 
Coat  anil  (io  gross  vest  white  metal  huttous  strong:  Dexice — An 
Alligator  holding  wheat  ears  and  an  oli\e  branch;  Inscription — 
Jamaica  to  the  Alaroons,  171/)." 

dhriiugh  the  sinnmer  and  ]>art  of  the  autumn  the  ta\(pral)le  re])re- 
sentatioiis  continue.  lAen  the  modifications  aie  slight.  The  ( io\- 
ernor  h.iil  been  warned  from  baigland  to  ])e  on  his  guard  againsi  some 
of  the  new-comers,  but  is  unable  to.  "discern  any  malice  or  re\enge 
in  their  sentiments."  lie  reports  the  Alaroons  i^euer.alh  :is  express- 
ing "no  other  anxietv  than  their  fears  to  be  remo\ed,"  ;ind  "that 
nothing  would  create  such  distress  as  to  carr\'  them  to  Sierra  l.eone, 
nor  could  the\'  be  ]ire\;uled  u])on  b\-  an\-  person  now  to  return  to 
Jamaica"?  In  Halifax  thc_\-  seem  to  have  been  i|nile  the  lious  of  the 
hour.  RuuKirs  had  come  ])ointing  to  a  possible  I'reiich  inxasinu. 
Sir  John  assures  the  Duke  of  IVirtland  that  "the  I'rince,  I'.dw  ,artl,  has 
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brout^iit  the  harlji/r  defences  into  guod  urder  and  full}-  relies  on  the 
Militia,  Mariioiis,  and  imlians."  So  far  Sir  juhn  has  unlnninded 
cnmiileiiee  in  (juarrel  and  Ochterli.mey.  The  Jamaica  tkpn.sit  has 
nut  \'et  lieen  fuUv  drawn. 

1  he  ([uesticju  i.)f  expenditures  in  hehalf  ni  the  Maruons  was  raised 
in  the  As^enililv  1)\-  smne  linancial  critic.  The  (iu\erni)r's  e-Xiilanalion 
was  that  "the  A!anMin>  had  been  recei\ed  here  i)y  instrnctiuns  frnni 
the  Crown,  who  would  i)ro\ide  for  them."  Towards  spring,  there 
is  e\  idence  that  .some  nl  the  original  gloss  was  wearing  ul't  the  Maruon 
character.  Sir  JdIiu  writes  tu  the  Duke  of  Clarence;  "hrom  my 
obser\alion  ni  them,  neither  Jamaica,  nor  any  other  Island  would  be 
long  at  peace  n<ir  secure  fmni  insurrection,  were  these  people  among 
them."  l!ut  hapjiih'  "in  this  couritr)'  the)-  can  do  nu  material  harm, 
and  I  am  con\  inced  thev  icill  he  an  iiscfii!  and  faithful  curps  to  ap- 
posr  an  iivrihliii'^  ciicnr,."  The  ^ilarouns  had  begun  to  grumble. 
One  had  found  nut  that  "neither  )anis,  Ijananas,  cocoa  or  cayenne 
pepper  will  grow  on  his  farm;  another  complained  that  "there  were 
no  wild  hogs  to  hiuit." 

M.VKOOXS    DISLIKE    XOW\    SCOTI.\. 

Soon  things  began  to  grow  worse.  The  Maroons  found  condi- 
tions of  life  so  ditl'erent  from  their  environment  in  Jamaica  that  dis- 
s;itisfaction  was  the  necessary  couseijuence.  l"he\  became  trouble- 
some and  turbulent.  The  Jamaican  officials,  (jnce  the  Maroons 
had  liecome  atfi.xed  to  Xo\a  Scotia,  and  their  own  fiuuls  exhausted, 
i|uietl\'  withdrew.  !ea\ing  .Sir  John  to  grapple  with  the  lin;mci;d  prob- 
lem as  Ijcst  he  Could.  Colonel  (Juarrel  left  in  iJ'iH.  He  was 
h-onored  with  a  seal  in  the  Council  of  Jamaica  "as  a  reward  for  his 
care  of  the  .Maroon-,"  th;it  is  for  relie\-ing  Janiaic;i  of  care,  expense, 
danger  and  W(jrr}  at  the  expense  of  Xo\a  Scotia.  Sir  John  W'ent- 
AVorth  reminded  Lord  llalarras  that  the  upkeep  of  the  Maroous  had 
already  entailed  an  expense  of  ne;irl\-  eighteen  thou-and  pounds.  It 
is  said,  whether  with  wariant  or  not,  tluii  in  ;i  linancial  crisis  caused 
b\  Maroon  expen<litures,  the  (loxernor  had  to  pledge  his  otfici;il  salary 
and  his  incmie  Irom  the  "Survevorship  of  the  Wdods."  d'nwards 
the  end  of  their  stay  in  Xo\a  Scotia,  the  Maroons  at  I'reston  had  to 
Ije  kept  in  order  bv  a  bea\v  conipanv  of  the  (io\ernor's  own  regi- 
ment stationed  at  Preston.  W'entworth  complained  that  some  person 
front  Jamaica  (an  agent  of  Ochterloney  fcirmerh'  sub-cc)mmissar\-  in 
Halifax  )  "had  ])oisoned  the  minds  of  the  AIaro<]ns,  inducing  them  to 
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abstain  troin  goint;  to  Cluirch  on  Sundays,  druggini;-  tlicni  with  lii|nor, 
and  in  \arious  ways  turning  thuir  minds  against  the  Gu\\.Tniir  and 
Clergyman.  " 

After  tile  witiidrawal  of  tlie  Jamaica  agents,  tlie  general  super- 
intendence of  the  Maroons  was  placed  in  the  haudb  nf  Xma  Scotiaii 
managers,  h'or  a  \-ear  or  two  the\-  were  locked  after  h}-  the  well 
known  politician  aiul  Assembl}"man,  .\le.\ander  Ihiwe,  for  the  last 
year  by  I'heophilus  Chamberlain.  .At  one  time  William  Cottnam 
Tonge  offered  lO  jxjunds  per  head  a  year  for  three  hundreil  of  them 
to  wiirk  on  his  embarra.ssed  estate  at  Windscir.  C\en  the  pruspL-ct 
of  financial  relief  could  nut  induce  Sir  John  W'entw  <.)rth  tu  gratif\-  the 
wishes  of  such  a  radical,  and  so  pronounced  a  per>on;d  enem\-  as 
Tonge.  .After  intimating  that  the  Alaroons  wiuild  not  go  with  Tnuge, 
and  that  the  people  cf  \\'ind>iir  would  m/it  tulerate  the  presence  of 
such  neighbors,  he  adds  "I  ha\-e  a  still  further  and  ei|ually  serious 
objection,  of  a  more  pri\ate  nature,  which  is.  that  1  caiiuiit,  and  ou^lit 
nut  to  ha\'e  any  reasonable  confidence,  that  le.^s  sediti'ius  practices 
would  be  imported  under  this  direction,  than  has  been  em]ifi\ed 
where  they  are  now." 

JMeantime  disorder  and  turlnilence  kept  increasing,  and  the  ex- 
pense accounts  at  an  equalh-  rapid  rate.  The  end  <>f  the  farce  was 
near.  Members  of  the  No\-a  Scotia  Coiuicil,  acting  apart  fmm  the 
Governor,  took  the  matters  up  with  the  Imperial  .Vutlmrities,  and  in- 
sistetl  that  relief  from  an  inttilcral)le  hituatiun.  mu-t  .Mimehnw  be 
promptl)-  pro\ided.  The  Crown  managed  tn  effect  an  arrangement 
with  the  Sierra  Leone  Cnmpany,  whereliy  the  latter,  throwing  all  pre- 
tense of  consistency  t(j  the  winds,  consented  t"  locale  the  ^Mamons 
alongside  of  the  negroes  lirought  o\er  from  X(:)\a  Scutia  .se\en  \ears 
before.  Ex  hypolliisi,  a  Sierra  Leone  settler  had  tn  be  a  ci\iliscd 
Christian.  The  Maroons  were  ])ohgamiius  i<liilater>.  It  is  a  great 
astonishment  to  learn  that  the  Maroons  si  lon  after  their  installation 

at   Sierra  Leone  serxed  the  CiO\'ernor  of  the  colouv  a  g 1   turn   b\- 

enabling  him  to  suppress  an  insurrection  which  IkkI  just  broken  out 
among  the  older  colonists.  ( )ur  friends  ]]robab]\-  were  not  ^orr\-  to 
get  a  little  lighting  to  do,  a  form  of  enjo\inent  which  among  their 
other  luxuries  they  had  been  obliged  to  intermit  during  their  four 
years  stav  in   No\a  Scotia. 

The  conduct  of  the  Alaronns  in  rendering  this  linieK-  assistance  to 
the  cause  of  law  and  order  was  actuall_\-  the  matter  of  .special  con- 
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sitleralion  in  the  llritish  House  of  Ciuiimtjiis,  foundcil  cm  the  repLU't 
of  a  special  committee:  They  were  represented  as  "acli\e  ami  in- 
trepid, as  prodifjal  of  tlieir  lives,  Cdnlldeiil  nf  their  ^tren^th,  priaul  of 
the  character  of  their  hody,  and  fond,  thouL^h  nut  jealnus,  of  their 
independence."  'Ilie  report,  hi>\\e\er,  linds  much  tu  rei^ret.  They 
are  nut  Christians.  Thev  had  little  idea  i>f  an\-  kind  nf  reliL;iiin. 
Thc\'  helie\eil  in  Acrini|)ang'.  "The  supprcb^-ion  nf  ])i)l)i;am\-  aninUL;' 
them  had  hitherto  heen  deemed  an  experiment  tuo  hazard' lu,^  tu  he 
tried,  and  nn  fair  ujiportunity  has  yet  occurred  of  ascertaining-  how- 
far  the\-  Would  suhmit  (|uietl\-  to  such  restraints  uf  the  ci\i]  puwer 
as  are  repugnant  U>  their  inclinatiun^  and  their  tastes."  We  ;u-e  t^Ul 
as  a  matter  of  hislor)-  that  after  the  older  generation  of  Maroons  who 
went  from  Xova  Scotia  to  Sic'rra  I.eone  had  passed  awa\-.  the  \ouni.;er 
generatioub  cro--se<I  the  ocean  and  settled  in  Jam;uca.  that  ^carceh-  an 
indi\-idual  with  Mar(jon  hlood  in  his  \-eiiis  remaineil  in  .Sierra  Leone. 
The  Jm|ierial  goxernnicnt  cannot  he  acipiilted  of  severe  Manie  for 
countenancing  so  .shameful  an  ou.tr.ige  ,'is  the  ;ittenipt  to  fasten  these 
jjcople  on  Xo\-a  Scotia,  nor  that  ol  J;unaica  of  still  sexerer  comleuina- 
tion.  The  latter  ailded  to  the  r)riginal  offense,  the  infinite  meanness 
of  expecting  Xo\a  Scotia  to  |>;i\'  tlie  cost  of  ,-i  scheme  to  injure  her. 

Sir  h  ihu  W'entworth's  sk-irts.  moi-eo\-er,  are  1)\-  no  means  clean. 
Nov.a  S(-otia  had  no  ])rimar\'  res|)onsihilit\'  in  the  matter  w  h.-itexer. 
She  did  all  th:it  could  he  reasouahh'  expected  <il  her  when  she  jier- 
mitted  her  soil  to  he  used  for  the  purposes  of  the  movement,  and  she 
would  h:ive  heen  justified  in  making  the  most  energetic  remon-;tr,mce 
— not  to  sa\-  resistance — to  the  initiation  of  the  project.  P.ut  .Sir 
Tohn  W'entworth  fell  right  into  the  trap.  T  he  MarrnMis  were  scared}' 
on  the  ground,  when  he  hegan  to  cfiddle  them  ;md  waste  mnue\'  on 
them,  as  though  thev  deserved  or  could  appreciate,  his  attentions  and 
his  .gifts.  In  a  letter  from  d  honias  r)arcla\-  to  Prince  F.dw.ard  writ- 
ten from  New  ^'ork  shortl\'  after  the  de]i;irture  of  the  Maroons,  some 
light    is   shed   on   W'entworth's   connection   with    the   ill-lated    seheme  : 

"1  sincereh'  lament  that  mv  amiahle  and  worilu-  friend.  ,'-^ir  hilm 
W'entworth  is  t(-i  he  remox'ed  from  his  Government.'  A  more  .-'e.doUs 
f.ailhful  suhject  never  e\iste<l;  hut  1  fear  he  mav  have  keen  ;is  inatten- 
ti\-e  to  the  expenditure  of  ]-)uhlic  money  as  of  lu's  own.      His  natural

he  wdl  see  that  what  I  then  ])redicted  has  aclnalK  eome  tu  iiass.  Still 
I  helie\e  his  hands  are  clean,  ho\\e\er  nei;li^eiit  he  niav  ha\e  heeii 
as  to  expeiiditnres ;  and  thuugii  1  CDiidemn  the  me.isnres  (jl  his  e\er 
haxiiiL;  had  anything;  to  do  with  them,  1  am  satislied  the  location  was 
judicions   for  their  estahlishinent.

The  Diike  of  Kent,  or  I'rince  luhvanl — to  emiiluy  the  name  hy 
which  he  was  kiKjwn  during'  the  earlier  and  longer  of  his  periods  in 
the  l'ro\ince — cannot  he  saiil  to  ha\  e  iila\ed  a  prumiiieiit  jiart  in 
shaping  the  destiny  of  Xo\'a  Scotia.  Civil  affairs  la\-  entirely  ont- 
side  of  his  jnrisdiction.  As  originally  appointed  he  was  .Military 
(io\ernor,  or  administrator,  uf  the  district  now  known  as  the  Mari- 
time l'ro\inces.  with  headquarters  at  Halifax.  His  ordinary  sub- 
scription to  official  letters  and  documents  was  "lulward,  command- 
ing Xo\a  Scotia  and  Dependencies."  During  the  four  \ears  of  this 
perioil,  and  the  later  year  in  which,  ha\-ing  been  raised  to  the  peer- 
age, he  held  the  post  of  Commander-in-l 'hief  for  the  whole  of  the 
Ih'itish  North  America,  the  fates  ga\e  him  n<j  chance  to  displ.iy 
those  higher  snldierly  (|ualities  of  which  he  had  gi\en  some  indi- 
cation, when  under  Sir  Charles  Grew  he  le<l  his  grenailiers  against 
the  h'rench  toitrcss  in  .Martnii(|ne.  (iuadalotipe  and  St.  Lucia.  Idie 
duty  assigned  him  was  t(j  put  and  keep  the  region  committed  to  his 
care,  pariicularlv  the  strategic  point  on  (dielnicto  l',;i\.  in  a  condition 
of  assured  defense.  l'ersonall\-  a  lira\e  man,  with  dii-tinct  milit:ir\- 
amhitioii-.  he  has  let  us  know  through  the  niediuin  of  |)iil)lished  corre- 
spondence, how  much  he  chafed  under  reslriclion>  which  kept  him 
from  the  held. 

The  <letails  of  his  mox'ements  and  acti\ities  in  earnest  effort  to 
fulfill  the  de-ign  of  his  appointment  liave  lost  their  interest.  (  )nt- 
■-iile  of  inlringeinent  on  the  di.jmain  of  civil  ,l;o\  ernnienl — sornething 
which  he  scrupulously  a\oideil — he  identified  himself  ,is  much  as  pos- 
sihle  with  the  ])eople  among  whom  his  lot  was  cast  as  their  milit.irv 
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prtitectdT,  and  as  a  result  was  exceedingly  popular  aniuni^  all  classes 
ul  citizens.  Within  his  iiw  n  sijhere  as  a  niihtary  adnunistrati  ir  a 
certain  sti;_;"nia  luis  atlache<l  itsell"  ti)  his  re|iutali(iii.  The  eirdmary 
picture  drawn  is  that  ut  a  rii;id  martinet,  an  oHicei  wIim  wa--  nn're 
than  a  stickler  lur  tritles,  cine  w  hei  \isited  niinnr  (lehn(|uencies  with 
piini-hinents  of  nntrat;euu-^l\-  di^proportinnale  nia.L;niluile.  it  the 
Duke's  career  in  Xova  Scotia  had  stood  hv  itself,  it  is  doubtful  if  it 
would  lia\e  secured  tliis  unsa\(ir)'  re|)ute.  It  was  of  course  under- 
stood that  his  discipline  was  of  the  "(  )ld  Sclioiil"  l\pe.  A  .i^enilenian 
of  distinction'  who,  when  ;t  }ouni;  ofticer,  had  ser\ed  under  him  --ex- 
eral  years  at  Ffalifax  admits  that  "His  K.  11.'-,  di-eipline  was  strict, 
almost  to  severity"  and  adds  "hut  1  think  he  was  somewhat  mistaken 
in  supposing  such  unde\ialing  exactitude  essential  to  good  .irder,  <  >li 
the  parade  he  was  the  altalile  prince  and  ]iolished  gentleman,"  lint 
there  is  no  hint  liere  of  the  graver  acts  of  se\erit\'.  inhumanitx  some- 
times more  or  less  associated  with  the  Duke's  name,  C  harges  of  this 
n.itiH'e.  no  doubt,  originally  aro--e  in  connection  with  transactions  .at 
(iihraltar   and    (juebec    which    seemed    to    re(piire    rigoious    measures.

ereii,;n"  he  interposed  and  secured  vvli.at  the  law-,  ot  inilitarv  di^ci]ilme 
would  not  have  allowed,    d  here  is  no  record  that  the  dogging  pen.dMes 

'I.ii-lUi-liant  Hiililjlllton,  ntTi  iward.s  Sir  Blulitoii  H,i  llhlu  t..ii.  Cliiif  Jli,>-U.-.  >jt 
Nova    Scotia, 
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were  ax'erted.  The  I'riiicc  was  t^lad  to  tenuinatL'  \\l>  coiiiK-ctioii 
with  tlic  Se\enth  luusiliers.  just  tliuu  his  atlciuiun  wa--  chrectcd  to 
tlic  fact  tliat  Sir  Lliarlts  Grey  had  organized  dn  ex[jedition  lor  the

lint  it  is  what  happened  after  the  Duke"s  fuial  ileparture  1  roni 
Xo\a  Scotia  that  ga\e  definite  and  lasting  form  to  the  inipre-^ii  ai 
that  he  was  an  exceptionallv  stern,  if  not  cruel,  administrator  (if 
niilitar\'  discipline.  (Jn  his  return  to  luigland  in  iSdcj  the  lie>t  aji- 
jiointment  he  could  get  from  his  lo\'al  brother  l""rederick  of  ^  ork', 
was  the  ( io\ernorship  of  (iibraltar.  Alfairs  at  that  celebrated  >trong- 
hi  ild  were  in  a  frightful  condition.  Drunkenness,  disorder  and  in- 
subordination were  rampant.  The  Prime  MinisU-r's  parting  words 
on  the  r)nke's  lca\  ing  to  assume  command  at  "'the  l\ock"  were,  "  Idiis 
state  of  things  cannot  be  permitted  to  endiu-e  :  it  has  lasted  ton  long; 
it  must  be  put  down,  and  your  Koyal  Highness  is  the  man  to  do  it. 
^'ou  mav  fully  reckon  on  the  fullest  measure  of  support  from  the 
Cabinet  at  home."

( )n  his  arrixal  at  (iibraltar,  the  new  commander  found  that  the 
half  had  n^a  been  told  him.  Dmang  the  time  which  hail  elapsed  since 
his  former  resilience  at  Gibraltar  with  the  Seventh,  things  had 
.steadil}'  gone  from  bad  to  worse.  Among  bnth  officers  and  men, 
segregated  from  all  companionship  with  their  kiml  and  li\ing  li\es 
of  enforced  idleness,  llagrant  immorality  of  all  kinds  abounded. 
Discipline  there  was  none.  The  officers  were  almost  as  much  down 
at  the  heels  as  the  men.  The  Duke  struck  at  the  drink'  trallic  as  the 
parent  fonutain  of  ill.  There  is  no  record  of  e.xceptional  forms  of 
punishment  or  undue  scverit}',  though  jiressure  in  all  a\aila]ile  furnis 
was  displa\ed  to  promote  reform  and  restore  urder.  Ihe  usual  re- 
sults followed;  (  X'ficers  grumbled  and  swore  at  being  deprixed  nf 
time  f(jr  cards,  billiards  and  wine.  Xothing  coidd  ha\e  been  nicire 
nnsatisfactor\-  to  the  s(.ildiers  than  limitatiinis  of  iheir  Ljrog.  Getting 
primed  with  li(|Uor  somehow,  the  Second  llattalion  iif  the  Iv'yals, 
mutinied  against  the  adjutant,  who  refused  them  permissi,,ri  to  go  t" 
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town.  Ill  tlie  affray  li\c  men  were  wonmlcil.  'llie  Duke  foryax'C 
the  HUUineer.s.  A  few  da}.-,  later,  another  rei;inient,  afso  L;elting 
drunk  on  [la)-  tkiy,  likewise  nuitinieil.  In  this  matter  li\e^  also  were 
lost.  I'indint;  his  tormer  aet  of  elemenc}-  mi^lnter[)reted,  the  i.Juke 
this  time  in>isleil,  that  the  ring-leader^  should  he  hrnught  to  trial. 
1  he  result  was  that  ten  men  were  found  L;uilt}'  and  senteneetl  to 
death,  ;ind  three  actualh-  executed.  The  nnUiiU'  was  at  an  end.  In 
a  few  months  the  Duke  was  recalled,  and  was  a>ke(l  on  lea\  ing  to 
transfer  the  command  to  the  oflicer  ne.xt  in  rank  to  himself,  one  Clen- 
eral  llaruelt,  from  whom  he  had  e\er\-  reason  to  heliexe  had  gone 
home  the  despatches  leading  to  his  recall.  This  in-lrnclion  he  relused 
to  follow  hut  stuck  to  his  post  until  a  regularl\  appointed  successor 
arrixed.  This  successor  in  his  first  report  drew  attention  to  the 
e.xcellent  order  in  which  he  found  e\'er\thing  ,at  (lihrallar. 

Oit  his  return  the  Duke  of  Kent  insisted  on  .in  inx'esti^atiuu, 
offering  to  waive  his  rank  and  suhniit  to  court  maitial.  1  he  an-wer 
was  a  diplomaiic  refusal  from  the  Duke  of  WwU  "the  mo^t  popular 
of  the  King's  sons."  .Xudther  hrother,  the  I'rince  of  Wales,  thus 
reniiinstraled  with  the  I'rime  Minister,  the  weak  .\ddington:  "\'ou 
send  a  man  i 'Ut  to  control  a  garrison  all  hut  in  a  state  nt  i  ipen  mutinx'.

iie\er  touched  a  card,  and  as  the  early  parade  compelled  its  \iaarie^ 
tc)  retire  to  l)e<l.  ,L;amlilinL;'  as  well  as  drinkins,;  fell  into  disuse,  d'he 
improvement  thus  forced  on  the  military  ;;raduall\-  extended  to  the 
i;eneral  s,  ,ciety.  and  to  His  Royal  llii^hness  is  justly  due  the  credit 
of  puttini;  an  en<l  to  a  \  cry  disi-eputahle  state  of  thin,i^s.  ami  elexalini;- 
the  ])nl)lic  and  pri\ate  morals  (d'  the  community.''

R.  11.  has  rendereil  to  this 
l'r(j\ince.  in  this  the  (,'ouncil  and  I.ieut.-("io\  ernor  cordiall\-  con- 
curred; a  L^rant  of  iKe  hundred  guineas  was  made,  and  the  .iddicss 
mianinious|\  jiassed.  to  which  II.  R.  11.  ,ya\-e  a  suitahle  re]il\-  from 
which  the  folktwiuL;'  is  an  ahstract:  ".Xothin^;  could  .afforil  me 
.yreater  ,i;ratilication  than  to  recei\e  so  unequi\(ical  a  proof  of  \(inr 
approh.ation  of  my  conduct  durin;;-  the  time  Tlis  Maiest\"  has  keen 
])leased  to  honor  me  with  the  command  of  the  troops  in  this  l'ro\ince. 
M\'  utmost  ende;i\ors  ha\e  ahva\s  hcen  exerted  to  ohlain  \o\u'  L;ood

Shoril\-  after  the  ]jresentation.  on  a  field  d,a\-.  as  he  was  ridiny' 
down  one  of  the  cross  streets  from  the  i'ar.ade.  his  horse  went 
through  a  plank'  hridii^'e  over  one  of  the  streams  which  at   that  time 
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Howed  frijin  (he  hill  intu  ihr  haiiiur.  The  I'riiice  was  llimwii  ami 
the  rc.^uhiiii;  in  jury  was  so  se\  ere  that  his  doct'ir  adxi^ol  liiin  l"  re- 
turn to  l'"nL;lau(l  for  _sni'L;iral  treatment.

17(H)  the 
frigate  Arctliiisa,  sailed  up  the  harbor.  Ro\al  -alutes  were  tired 
from  the  ships  of  war,  the  batteries,  and  the  citadel.  .Ml  the  digni- 
taries and  officials  of  l'ro\-ince  and  town  recei\ed  him  at  tiie  ^hip. 
Idle  bells  of  the  churches  raiii;  out  their  welcome.  Sir  John  Weiil- 
A\orth  repi.'rted  ih.at  the  Duke  of  Kent  "dias  entered  u]ion  hi>  c^  mi- 
mand  with  inlhiite  acti\ity,  ;ind  ideas  e.xtreiiiely  eiilari^ed.  .^ince  lii> 
ile^jarture  from  hence.  The  arranijement  in  contenii)latiou  piomi'-es 
a  plenteous  circulation  of  nione\-  and  improvement  to  this  I'loxince. 
(The  arran,<^emeiU  referred  to  is  not  clearl\-  understood).  lie  is 
now  residin.t;"  chiellv  at  nu'  house  near  town,  which  he  re(|Uested  me 
to  re-occupy,  and  1  ha\e  accordingly  lent  it  to  him  durim;  his  ^ta\-  in 
Xo\a  Scotia,  although  I  ha\e  not  another  place  to  i^d  to  for  a  d,iy'> 
rclirenient.  However  it  must  be  sol  for  he  wrote  to  nie.  and  he 
sa\s  he  has  more  pleasure  in  that  \'illa  than  in  anv  place  out  ot  Imil;- 
laud."

'Idle  Duke  remained  le>s  than  a  >ear  in  Xova  Scoti.i.  His  ]■.[•.{ 
function  (June  5,  iStx)),  was  laxini,''  the  corner-stone  of  AFa>ouic 
llall  <iii  Rarrintjton  Street.  Officirdly  he  was  (Irand  ^Faster  of  the 
Masons  of  T.ower  Cruiada,  and  acted  for  Hou.  Richard  lUilk-eley,  the 
r,rand  ^Master  of  Nova  Scrilia,  who  was  ;it  death's  door. 

d  he  Duke's  mind  w.as  much  perturbed  as  to  his  future  and  judL^ed 
it  be-t  to  lie  near  the  center  of  oper.ations.  His  heart  was  set  on 
j^'ettini,'-  an  appointment  in  Ireland  ;is  either  I.ord-l.ieutenaut  or  t'oni- 
m:uider-in-C  hief.  Instead  of  heiii;.;'  sent  to  Ireland  he  was  sent  to 
Gibralt;ir,  with  wliat  result  we  ha\e  seen,  d'he  reni.ainder  oi  his 
life  was  full  of  disappointments,  and  relniffs  of  fortune.  He  bore

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iMurdock  mentions  anion^^  the  new  members  as  gentlemen  who 
afterwards  attained  distinetion,  Arehibald  Lawson,  Ritehie,  and  liaH- 
bnrton.  He  might  also  perliaps  have  includetl  in  this  class  i.ewis 
iMurris,  Wilkins,  and  l-'nster  Hutchinson.  W'ilkins  was  about  to 
become  speaker,  and  buth  became  justices  oi  the  Supreme  Court. 
\\  ilkins  wa^  the  s(jn  ut  Isaac  W'ilkins,  formerly  assembly  man  from 
Shelburne,  but  who  at  this  time  ha\-ing  changeil  his  l)rl)fe^sion  was 
Protestant  I'^piscopal  rector  at  AVestchester,  \.  ^\  Hulchinsun  was 
a  to\\n>man,  Udt  duly  uf  the  famous  (.io\'ernor  of  Massachusetts,  but 
of  the  wi'-e  antl  gracious  Alascarene.  The  most  conspicuous  of  the 
members  of  the  prex'icnis  Assembl\-,  whn  had  dr(jp[)eil  out  was,  Rich- 
ard jiihn  I'niacke.  Uniacke,  fur  some  reason  did  not  uli'er  fur  re- 
election, perhaps  because  he  anticipated  elexatinn  tn  the  ("ouncil,  as 
soon  as  W  entwi.irth's  antipatlu'  ceased  to  operate  to  his  prejudice'. 
He  was  matle  Councillor  immediately  on  the  accession  of  a  new 
Governor. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  Colchester  and  I'ictou  again  divided  with 
the  cit\-  the  representation  of  Halifax  county.  ]\Ir.  l\ol.)ie,  one  of  the 
members,  sat  for  Truro  in  the  previous  Assembl\-.  Tonge  trans- 
ferred his  seat  from  X^ew[)ort  to  the  county  of  Hant>.  He  and 
W'ilkins  were  nriminated  for  the  speakership,  and  he  won  that  b\'  a 
single  vote.  To  the  surprise  of  most,  on  his  presentation  to  the 
Ginernor,  for  contirmation  of  his  nominatic)n,  Isir  John  W'entwortli 
ga\'e  a  curt  and  ]iresuniptiotis  refusal.  The  members  were  relegated 
to  their  Chamber  to  make  another  choice  and  report  same  at  one 
p.  nr  tlie  follnwing  dav.  W'ilkins  and  Hutchinson  \\ere  nominated. 
W'ilkin>  was  the  choice  of  the  majority. 

.'-^ir  fiiliu's  opening  speech  was  in  style  rather  more  stilted  than 
nsurd.  He  congratulateil  the  .\ssembly  on  "the  bleshings  of  health, 
reciprocal  kindness  and  ]iro.--perous  results  of  indu>tr\'  tlirriughout  the 
pro\ince,  demanding  an  luimlile  thankfulness  to  the  Fountain  of  all 
good.  The  legislature  is  assemliled  to  ])roniote  this  en\-iable  situa- 
tion, which  can  onh-  l)c  affecteil  liy  a  temperance  consider.ation  ruid 
imaninn'l\-,  Avhercin  m^•  cr)operatinn  ma\'  alwa\-s  be  relied  on."  The 
Hou^e,  i)ractica]l\'  accepting  the  hand  that  had  smitten  it,  g<"ies  no 
further  in  re])ly  than  to  say:  "W^iilc  we  lament  that  your  Excellency 
has   been   [ilea^ed   to   exercise   a   I>ranch   of   H.    "M.    prerogative,    long

as^i(!uousl\  a  guotl  understanding  lietween  the  dilterent  hranciics  of 
the  legislature,  and  to  prosecute  with  diligence  the  husiness  of  the 
sessiuu." 

An  appointment  of  some  interest  was  made  ah'iut  this  time,  judge 
Brenlon — against  whom  in  connection  with  Deschamps  an  imjieach- 
ment  process  was  laid  in  iy^4 — died.  -\t  a  meeting  of  the  (  ouncil 
at  r  p.  m.  on  yanuar\'  loth — at  which  meeting  onl\-  three  ot  the 
twehe  Councillors  were  present,  one  of  the>e  heing  the  appointee's 
own  father — Air.  ISrenton  Hulihurton  was  appointeil  as  assistant 
iustice  of  the  Supreme  C^nirt.  The  new  justice  was  ten  \'ears  helore 
a  lieutenant  in  the  army.  He  liecame  Chief  justice  in  1N3;;  and  did 
not  die  until  1850,  retaining  office  until  the  time  of  hi>  death".

CHAPTER  XI. 

DISMISSAL    OF    TUXGi; T  II  F.    WALKER    CASE SIR    JOHN     WENTWOKTII, 

UK.    CKOKE   AND   THE    COUNCIL DEATH    OF   GENEKAL    I'RENOST 

SIR    JdllN    COAl'E    SIIERHKOOKE. 

Tlie  business  transacted  at  the  lei^islatixc  session  of  1807  was 
niustly  of  a  ruutine  cliaraeter.  Indications  were  not  wanting"  that  the 
speakership*  incident  had  not  inipro\ed  the  situation  so  far  as  the 
jiersonal  rehitions  between  die  (_io\ernor  and  Air.  Tongc  were  con- 
cerneiL  Not  content  with  dehi^int;  Downint;  Street  with  letters 
descriljini:;  the  malpractices  of  the  Nova  Scotia  deniai^ogue,  an<l  with 
ha\iuL;'  re\i\ed  an  "obsolete  prero_L;ati\e"  for  his  jjublic  humiliation, 
Sir  John  W'entwurth  ]iroceeded  as  soon  as  the  Ibjuse  rose  t'j  strike 
yet  another  blow,  by  di'-missinL;  'i'ont^e  from  the  ])ost  of  Naval 
Ol'ticer  lor  the  I 'ro\  ince.  I  he  dismissal  was  followed  u[i  by  action 
petty  enouyh  to  be  sti-niatised  as  mean  and  altogether  nnw(jnh\-  o; 
the  representative  of  the  Crown.  Some  ot  Air.  Tonge's  neighbors 
in  1  hints  count\-.  and  of  his  triends  in  other  parts  of  the  I'ro\ince, 
felt  inclined  to  ap]ieal  to  public  opinion  in  his  behalf.  "-\t  a  (Council 
holden  at  Halifax  on  Wednesday  the  ioth  oi  June,  i(So7  ■  ■■  * 
His  I'.xcellenc)-  laid  before  the  Hoard,  a  writing,  dated  Windsor, 
April  0,  1N07,  signed  Iw  Isaac  OdSrien  and  others,  directed  to  John 
AlcCulla,  l".s(|uire.  Sheriff  of  the  County  of  Hants,  rerpiesting  him 
to  notify  a  meeting  of  the  freeholdei's  of  said  count}',  for  the  ]iur- 
p(jse  of  considering  a  humble  ])etition  to  the  Iving,  on  the  subject  of 
the  remo\al  of  II.  .\f.  Xa\;d  Cflicer  without  a  hearing;  also  an(nher 
publication  tci  the  same  eltect,  dated  .\nnapolis,  27tli  April,  1807, 
signed  by  bdisha  P.udd  and  others."  (  By  ad\'icc  of  Council,  a  notice 
was  directed  to  be  sent  to  the  (derks  of  the  T'eace  for  Hants  and 
.Annapolis,  to  notify  Joseph  Cj'Hrien  and  John  Chambers,  Esquire,  J. 
P.  P..  of  Hants,  and  EliMia  Pudd  an.l  Aloses  Shaw.  J.  P.  P.,  of 
.\nna|>olis  County,  tluit  unless  thev  ga\'e  satisfactor\'  reasons  to  the 
contrary  within  one  month,  they  would  be  sus|iended  from  tlic  Com- 
niissitju  of  the  Peace.) 
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THE    WALKER    CASE. 

A  question  of  some  parliamentary  moment  emergeti  at  tiiis  sea- 
son to  receive  linal  settlement.  The  opposing  parties  in  their  final 
alignment  were  the  lluuse  and  the  legal  advisers  of  the  L'ruwn  in 
Ku\-a  Sculia  un  the  one  bide,  .and  His  Aiajehtx'b  Cuimcil  im  the  uther. 
The  circumstances  under  which  the  so-called  "Walker  Case"  origin- 
ated were  as  follows;  "At  the  recent  election  Ihonias  Walker  was 
returned  h\-  the  .--heriff  as  elected  memher  fur  the  Cciunt_\-  of  Annapo- 
lis li\-  a  clear  majorit}-  of  \otes.  His  claim  to  the  seat  was  petitioned 
agaiubt  on  the  ground  that  lie  had  resorted  to  iniiiropcr  meaub — exer- 
cised untluc  inlluence" — to  ohtain  a  vi3te,  1)\'  withdrawing  Imm  court 
a  suit  which  he  had  entered  against  a  freeholder.  The  llcjuse,  appar- 
ent!}' with  unaiiinhty,  accepted  the  fact  as  btated,  interpreted  it  as 
"undue  innuence."  unseated  Mr.  Walker,  and  through  its  Speaker 
applied  to  the  (!o\'ernor  for  a  writ  to  fill  the  \acanc\-.  Whether  act- 
ing siiontaneoush",  or  at  the  suggestion  of  others,  Sir  hihn  rei|uested 
the  ad\ice  of  his  (.'ouncil,  which  hoily  advised  him  tc)  suhmit  the  ques- 
tion to  the  Crown  lawvers,  preparatory  to  a  decision  as  to  the  ibbue  of 
the  writ.  The  formal  question  suhmitted  to  j\ttorney-(  leneral  Uni- 
acke  and  .Solicitor-General  .Stewart  (neither  of  them  heing  mem- 
hers  of  the  ('ouncil )  was,  "Are  the  ]iroceeding.^  of  ihe  IloUbC  rela- 
ti\e  to  the  baid  election  ;uid  return  regular  and  constitutional  r"  Tin- 
Attorne}-r"ieneral  ga\'e  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  Tloubc  was  within 
the  limit  of  it--  leg.al  ]io\verb  in  \acating  the  beat,  that  the  law  and 
usage  of  parliament  extended  to  this  ]'ro\ince.  that  the  Abbenihly 
had  [iiiwers  analogous  to  those  of  the  House  of  Commons.  This 
opinion  the  Solicitor-General  conlirmed.  The  Council  at  \\hich  these 
opinions  were  taken  up  and  considered  there  were  prcbcnt  but  three 
memljers,  Chief  Justice  Blowers  and  JMessrs.  Hartshorne  and  A\'al- 
lace,  the  two  latter  hoth  laymen  antl  extreme  partisans.  The  Chief 
Justice — for  in  this  matter  he  constituted  the  Ci:)uncil — toi'k  direct 
issue  with  the  finding  of  the  Crown  lawyers,  "heing  of  opinion  that 
the  law  of  p.arlia.ment  is  peculiar  to  the  high  Court  of  rarliament  in 
England,  and  is  not  transferred  to,  or  vested  in,  the  general  .Asbcni- 
ly  of  Nova  Scotia,  which  owes  its  creation  to  the  lvo\'al  instructions, 
and  is  regulated  by  the  laws  of  this  Province."  The  Council  argues 
in  detail  that  the  Provincial  act  docs  not  embody  the  prr)\'ision  of  the 
English  Act,  which  disqualified  candidates  for  lirihery,  therefore  such 
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diMiiialilicatirm  dues  nut  cxlcml  to  the  Xoxa  Scotia  House.  It  is  al.-o 
conteiuled  l)_y  the  Chief  justice,  speakiui;"  in  the  name  of  the  Council, 
that  the  di^cmitiiiuance  of  his  hnvsnit  h}-  Mr.  Walker  \vas  not  an  act 
of  hnlierv.  The  (iMvernor  was  advised  to  take  the  oiiinion  of  IJ.  }il. 
Minister  at  home.  Awaiting  the  decision,  or  oiiinion,  of  the  Im- 
perial Crown  officers,  the  Assembly  ti.iok  a  hoKl  .-land  and  unani- 
niou-^lv  resL'hed  that  "all  attempts  to  draw  the  examination,  dis- 
cussion or  determination  of  the  c|ualirications  of  electors,  or  per- 
sons elected,  or  the  proceedini^s  of  sheriffs  on  the  returns  of  writs 
for  the  election  of  members,  or  the  decision  of  the  House  thereon, 
to  anv  other  trihunal,  are  unconstitutional  attacks  upon  the  most  un- 
d'luhted  ri-lits  of  the  people  of  .Xova  .Scotia."  Somewhat  late  in  ar- 
rixini.;',  the  opinion  of  the  Imperial  Crown  officers  was  most  satis- 
factory to  the  Assembly,  and  most  humiliating  to  (diief  Justice 
ISliwers:  "Upon  the  materirds  before  us,  we  cannot  advise  with- 
holding a  new  writ  for  the  election  id"  a  member  for  the  County 
of  Annapolis,  in  the  rnom  of  .Mr.  Walker,  whose  scat  h.as  been  de- 
clared vacant  by  a  resolution  of  the  House  of  Assembly.  We  appre- 
hend that  the  issuing  of  a  new  writ  is  a  necessary  consequence  of  a 
vacanc\-  created  bv  a  resolution  of  the  House  and  we  see  no  sufficient 
ground  to  question  the  cmnpetencv  of  the  Hi)u-e  to  decide  exclu-ively 
and  with'int  api)cal  on  the  qu,alit\-  of  an  clectinu  of  one  of  the  mem- 
bers." The  writ  to  fill  Mr.  Walker's  seat  was  issued  forthwith,  the 
Council  concealing  its  chagrin  as  best  it  could. 

viCE-AinriKAr,  bekkeley'.s  .sword. 

All  through  the  session  the  majority  of  the  Assembly  and  the 
Governors  carried  on  a  species  of  guerilla  warfare.  Sir  John's  ear- 
nest recommendation  to  increase  Treasure  \\'allace's  salar)-  was  wilh- 
t)nt  a\ail.  He  retaliated  liv  refusing  to  concur  in  a  vote  of  the  .\s- 
sembh',  and  ac<|uiesceil  in  b\-  the  Ccnuicil,  to  jiresent  \'ice-Admiral 
l'.erkele\-,  who  was  lea\-ing  the  station,  with  one  hundred  guineas  for 
the  i)urchase  of  a  sword  or  plate,  in  recogniti'm  of  hi-,  waluable  serv- 
ices to  Xo\a  Scotia.  When  a  c"nnniitee  <'f  the  [b>use  waited  on  Sir 
|<ihn  to  communicate  with  him  on  the  subject,  he,  much  to  the 
C'lmmittee's  surprise,  said  that  he  would  take  time  to  consider:  ".\s 
soon,  therefore,  as  my  determination  crni  be  pro])erly  prepared,  it 
shall  be  regularly  communicated."  It  took  more  than  a  month  to 
reach   the    following    decision:      "Gentlemen    of    the    House    of    As- 
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scnibly.  IIa\-iny  full)-  con^i(.lLTcd  the  voic  coinnniiiicatcd  to  me  for 
giaiumg-  one  liuiiilreil  iiouiids  to  \  ice-Admiral  LJerkelew  for  a  swcird 
or  piece  ol  [jlale,  it  appears  to  me  oljjectioiialile  in  so  mail}'  respects 
that   I    leel  it  my  ilut\-  lo  decline  yixing  ni\'  assent  to  it."' 

In  a  letter  to  Lord  La^llereayh  written  tliirl\-  da\>  before  he 
made  the  aho\'e  announcement  to  the  .VssemliK,  Sir  John  cleaid\' 
enough  explains  that  the  main  grounds  of  ohjection  to  the  propo>ed 
gift  \\a->  the  intimacx',  real  or  alleged,  lietween  Achniral  llerkeley 
and  Tonge,  the  latter  of  whoni  he  makes  responsihle  tor  the  action 
ot  the  1  louse.  A  \  ery  awkward  .situation  was  created.  llelore  the 
(i(.)\  ernor's  refusal  to  join  in  the  movement  was  known  and  when 
such  action  was  not  ih'eamed  ol,  a  committee  ni  die  llun^e  had 
awaited  on  the  \'ice-.\dmiral,  announced  the  ,L;ift,  and  recei\ed  most 
appreciali\e  acknowledgement  ot  the  same.  llislor\-  discloses  no  rea- 
son, apart  fr(jm  some  ahsurd  whim  on  Wentworth's  part,  wh\-  a  gal- 
lant oUicer  should  ha\e  keen  placed  in  such  a  mortifyiu-  i>o-iti'in. 

llerkelew  who  ni.iw  that"  Re.ir  .\dmiral  .Sir  .Mexaudcr  (  ochian 
was  in  purt,  was  leaving  for  the  protection  of  odier  ]ians  of  the 
coast,  h,id  keen  in  close  touch  with  Sir  John  hiniselt  in  de\i--ing 
measures  for  the  adeipiate  protection  of  Halifax.  It  was  a  critical 
time.  In  our  relations  with  the  United  States,  peace  and  war  were 
iiicelv  halanceil,  with  every  prospect  that  the  latter  would  turn  tlie 
scale.  Sir  John  waxes  \er)'  l)old  and  assures  I.nrd  f  a^tlere.iL;li  :  ".\'ot- 
withstanding  Mr.  k'mmett,  a  noted  Irish  innovator,  now  at  Xew 
York,  reiving  ujion  C(j-(jperation  of  the  Irish  inli.aliitauts  ui  this 
Province.  ])ropose  to  conquer  Nova  ScoUa  with  7.000  men,  in  lioth 
these  points  he  will  he  complelelw  deceived.  "  I'niil  the  war  scare 
was  o\er  Sir  John's  des|)atches  to  Lord  Castlereagh  indicate  almost 
superhumim  efforts  tc>  make  Ifalifax  secure,  lie  is  in  constant  con- 
ference with  Generad  klunter  and  General  Skerret,  with  .\dmiral 
Cochran  and  Admiral  Pjcrkeley.  lie  told  General  Skerret  that  the 
situation  of  Margaret's  Bay  and  Cole  Ilarhnr  wduld  he  ])roI)al)lv  the 
points  on  an  enemy's  attention"  hut  he  thou-ht  "if  defended  the  foe 
wnuld  find  iusnperahle  difliculties  in  achaucing."  (  )ne  ground  "i 
conference  was  that  ".\dmiral  P)erkeley  designed  to  employ  14(1  men, 
accustomed  to  boats  and  vessels,  in  two  gun  brigs,  fur  defence. "  It 
seems  cruel  that  just  to  spite  poor  Tonge  "The  Hon.  George  Cran- 
tield  Perkele\',  \'ice-.\(lmiral  of  the  White,  ci  immander-iu-chief  of 
II.    M.    sliii)s   and   \-essels  on   the   Halifax    Station"   should   not    h.ave 
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been  alluwed  to  take  with  him  to  the  utlier  ports  of  iliit_\-,  and  then 
transmit  to  his  descendants,  tlie  simple  piece  ol  phite  \i)led  him  hy 
tile  Ljratetnl  and  appreciative  Assembly. 

The  speech  with  which  Sir  John  closed  the  sessions  was  his  par- 
liamentar\-  \aledictor\' :  "(ientlciiicn  of  tiie  Council  and  Asscmbl)-. 
1  embrace  with  t;reat  ]>leasm"e  this  occasion  to  release  \X)ii  Iroin  the 
public  sersice,  to  allow  \(iu  to  t^ci  to  \oiir  prisate  allairs;  rehinj;  tull\', 
that  at  all  times,  but  more  especialh'  at  a  period  di  such  peculiar  im- 
portance as  the  present,  you  will,  in  your  rcspectixe  districts,  wisely 
culti\'ate  that  prexailini;'  spirit  of  liarnion\  and  lo\alt\',  which  1  hope, 
will  lon^'  continue  to  remler  this  a  stroni;',  respectable  and  happy 
i'ro\  ince." 

KSTIMAfE   Ol^    SlI^    JOHN    WENTWORTII. 


Sir  John  W'entworth  was  (io\ernor  of  No\'a  Scotia  for  sixteen 
years.  L)f  course  during-  that  lorn;-  period  inau\  things  happened 
within  the  sphere  ui  his  gmernment  tor  winch  he  deserves  neither 
praise  nor  blame,  mere  events  as  far  as  he  was  concerned.  Ihen, 
he  possessed  main-  .|nalities,  whicli,  to  s;i_\'  nothiui;  of  the  uniipie 
versatilitN'  of  his  career  natnrallv  puts  restraint  on  a  harsh  interpre- 
tation of  hi-^  public  conduct.  lie  was  in  pri\ate  lile,  a  well  bred, 
at,rreeable,  and  honorable  man,  with  many  accomplishments.  \  et,  if 
the  truth  lie  told,  the  reccird  of  his  loni,'-  career  as  (ioxeriinr  scarcely 
reveals  a  siiii^le  instance,  or  a  sin<;ie  train  cif  circuuNtances,  where  he 
(lis[ila}ed  administrative  abilit\'  worth  meiitiMiiiu!;.  bar  more  uumer- 
tius  are  the  cases  in  which  his  lack  of  jndi^nieiit,  his  fatal  ca|uicity 
f(jr  beint;'  misled  b\'  first  impressions,  cunjoined  sinL;ularl\'  enon,L;h 
with  a  nature  in  which  the  anchors  of  ])repossession  and  prejudice 
ne\er  \<<>l  their  hold,  iin'oK'ed  both  himself  and  the  people  he  was 
calleil  on  to  rule,  in  ,i;rave  and  lastiui;  trouble.  It  is  scarcel\-  too 
much  to  sa\-  that  from  a  L;o\-ernniental  point  of  \  iew  the  whole  |)erioil 
of  hi^  rule  was  a  continuous  process  of  deterioration,  if  not  ab-olutely 
from  end  to  end,  \et  const:uitl\-  throu.L;liout  a  decade  ol  it.  aii<l  ])ar- 
ticularl)'  oliser\able  during  the  last  two  or  three  ye.irs.  There  is  no 
doubt  much  force  in  some  of  the  pleas  b\-  which  Murdock  endeaxors 
to  soften  his  <.;ener,d  sentence  of  >e\  ere  coiKlemiialioii :  that  the  s_\-s- 
tem  with  which  he  was  connected  was  intriiisicalK  ;i  b;id  one:  that  he 
would    natiiralh'   abhor   the  democratic   S])irit    which    had    dri\eii    him 
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from  his  native  home;  that  the  uli.^archial  council  nut  unnaturally 
prc>cntcil  iiscll  to  him  as  a  much  mure  sijlid  Ixisis  for  society  to  re- 
l)o>e  on  than  the  A^semhl)-  clian,L;in,L;  with  e\er_\-  shifting  mooil  cjf 
the  free-holders.  Ihit  the^e  pleas  are  put  feirth  mainly  to  enahle 
the  historian  to  say  that  he  did  not  question  Sir  John  W'entworth's 
sincerity  and  moral  honesty.  'I'hey  d<>  not  affect  the  main  fact,  that 
while  the  svstem  of  yo\ernmental  organization  was  intriuMcall}'  a 
had  one,  its  administration  under  Sir  jolm  Weutworth  was  aUu  hail, 
or  if  such  things  are  comiKirahle,  even  worse.  If  we  hnd  it  dilhcult 
to  credit  the  (loxernor  with  common  sense  when  he  assures  us  that, 
"it  is  when  a  steady  support  of  this  body  (the  LVmneil  )  will  greatly 
depend  on  the  peace,  pro.sperity,  and  proper  attachment  to  dreal  I'lrit- 
ain  i)i  this  and  all  the  other  C'cjl'mies  on  this  continent,"  we  Imd  the 
tliflicnlty  increased  when  we  take  particular  note  of  the  material  with 
which  Sir  John  filled  hi^,  ('nuncil  during  the  Later  \ears  of  his  ,-idmin- 
istration,  how  careful  he  was  to  keep  out  of  it  any  one  whose  presence 
wiiuld  tentl  to  impart  to  it  a  hroad,  re[>resentative  and  independent 
character,  and  to  hring  in  liis  owm  relations  and  partisans.  If  Sir 
John  believed,  as  he  said,  in  the  fundamental  inijiortanee  of  the 
Council,  it  should  have  been  his  aim  ;uid  his  pride  t(j  make  it  repre- 
sentative of  all  that  was  good  in  the  I'rovince  and  not  the  depository 
of  a  little  clique  as  much  like  one  another  as  eggs  in  a  basket.  In  his 
rejirescntations  {o  the  Ministry,  the  one  recMmmeutlatinn  id"  his 
nominees  for  the  Council  was  that  they  were  loyal  and  not  seditious, 
as  "the  uneducated  tradesmen,  laborer.s  and  farmers"  of  the  cmintry, 
"who  fr(^m  the  n.ature  of  their  industry,  cannot  possibly  h.ive  any 
real  information,"  are  so  ajit  to  be.  As  he  grew  old.  Sir  John  Weut- 
worth did  not  grow  wiser  in  a  jxilitical  sense.  In  the  earlier  ]iart  of 
his  term,  he  would  not  have  dismissed  a  ])ublic  official  as  he  did 
Tonge,  for  no  graver  otteuse  than  differing  in  opinion  tmm  his 
Council  about  the  passage  of  an  appropriation  bill,  nor  would  he  ha\e 
perpetrated  the  Iwc)  successive  acts  of  nepotism  in  ap]ioinliiig  ih-^l  his 
brotherdn-law,  and  then  hi^  son  to  an  important  and  lucrati\e  office. 
Tlie  latter  nomination.  Sir  John  begs  Lord  Castlerea-h  to  confirm 
as  a  fa\or  to  him  "in  view  of  his  advanced  age  and  failhlul  service 
of  nearly  forty-two  years," 

It  is  pleasing  to  know  that  the  veteran  in  liis  retirement  from  the 
governorship  was  comfortably,  if  not  generously,  provided  for.  The 
British  government  proposed  to  grant  him  a  royal  allowance  of  five 
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hundrtd  pouiuls  pur  aniiuni,  with  the  expcctatiun  ui  a  prii\incial  oiie 
of  hke  aniuiinl,  Jn  the  Asseiuhly — we  are  M)rr)'  tn  rec^i'il  it — .Mr. 
Tonge  challenged  the  xcte,  hut  il  went  ihnaiLjh,  and  Sir  hilni  L-njii\eil 
an  annual  .-jtiiiend  uf  one  thousand  puunds  tor  the  reniaining  \ears 
of  his  lite,  which  were  spent  in  his  cuinfurtahle  \illa  on  IJedlMrd 
Basin.  Smarting  under  the  sense  of  wriiny,  Mr.  Tiinge  tried  not 
only  to  arrest  the  grant,  hut  also  to  modify  the  language  of  the  ad- 
dress of  i)reseniation.  Sir  John  W'entworth  matle  no  allusion  to 
either  circumstance  in  his  reply  to  the  address.

"1  am  greatlv  ohliged  for  \our  address,  on  m\-  retirement  fiom 
this  go\ernment,  political  circumstances  ha\ing  induced  11.  Al.  to 
place  il  under  the  command  of  a  distinguished  nulilary  character,  I 
am  most  thaukfulK'  sensihlc  of  Ilis  Majesty's' gracious  appi'ohation 
of  long  ser\-ices  in  heing  pleased  to  recoiumend  to  the  .\ssemlily  to 
euahle  Ilis  Majesty  to  make  a  pr(j\ision  in  part  for  my  houorahle 
retirement  :  whatever  could  he  added  to  this  distinguislR-d  honor  is 
deri\ed  to  nie  from  \dur  goodness  in  thus  presenting  to  nie  a  cop\- 
of  the  hill  accomplishing  his  gracious  intentions,  accouip.anied  h\' 
your  truly  gratifying  consideration  of  the  heiielits  attained  hy  this 
Province  during  mv  administration,  these  ha\ing  heen  the  ohjcct  of 
ntv  wariucst  and  luiceasing  endeavors.  Such  pre-eminent  testimon\- 
of  their  eiliciencv  and  acceptance  cannot  hut  alt  or. 1  me  the  nio-t 
flattering  satisfaction  to  my  mind,  which  will  ever  coutinue  impressed 
with  the  liveliest  regard  for  the  people  of  Xo\a  .Scotia,  an(l 
alYecticinate  wishes  for  their  h,ii)]iiness.  wherein  \-our  friendh'  wishes 
for  the  felicities  of  m\-  private  life  now  to  he  esseiuiall\'  promoted."

Fron.i  1808  to  1830.  ''IS  is  well  known,  the  T.ientenant-r,o\ernor- 
ship  of  Xu\a  Scotia  was  tilled  hy  a  succession  of  Ihitish  oliicers  of 
high  rank  and  distinguished  reputation.  This  law  of  appointment 
was  prohahl}-  due  to  a  conviction  that  the  interests  lioth  of  el'lu  ienc\- 
and  econonu'  would  he  promoted  h\'  the  coiuhin.ition  of  ci\il  .and 
milit.ary  anthorit)-  in  one  indi\iilual.  Its  inili.itiou  at  this  particular 
time  ma\-  possihK'  he  attrihutcd  to  a  secondar\-  conviction  that  the 
times  called  for  a  }-ounger  and  more  vigorous  man  than  !sir  h'hn. 
Through  some  mishap,   the  retired   (governor   di<l   not   know   that   he

suspicion.  I'reMi-t  also  tdnk  a  Iddk  at  the  defenses  df  the  I'rdxince: 
"I\niii  and  deSdlatidU  are  the  characteristic  features  and  endless  ex- 
liense  must  attend  them,  unless  they  are  Cdustructed  in  ;i  mure 
lU'rmaneiit  manner,  and  are  nidre  Cducentrated."-

Ace(jrdiiiy  to  the  arraiiLjeiiKin 
ah'eady  nulieed,  Air.  'I(in;;e  .mailed  with  the  .Martiuii|ue  h-Xiiedili- iii, 
which  left  Halifax.  The  fi  ilh  iwin,:.^-  week  while  in  the  W'e.st  liidio. 
he  received  an  oHicial  apiH  lintiuerit  in  l)eiiiarara,  and  ne\er  ^aw  .\(i\a 
Scolia  aj^ain.  \  arious  explanations  ha\'e  been  sn^'^e^-ted  in  cminec- 
tion  with  this  sndden  and  rather  sin!;nlar  disapiiearance  iruni  jnihlic 
life  of  Xo\a  Scotia's  lirst  "d'rihune  nf  the  I'cdiile."  That  it  uri^in-

bers of  the  ("ountr\-  part\.  w  hd  had  sn  unexpectedU-  lust  iheir  leader.

I'erhaps  he  tudk  intd  accnunt  the  futilit\'  df  further  struggle  in  behalf 
C'f  the  eleinentar)'  principles  of  Cdii'.-titutional  giwernmeiit  with  such 
a  man  as  .\lexander  ("r<ike  as  supreme  director  cif  aUairs.  lle--ides, 
he  was  linancially  embarrassed.  Sir  Jdhn  W'eiUwdith  had  turned 
hini  dut  df  (iflice.  He  bail  inherited  fmin  his  father.  C  dl.  W'inck- 
wiirth  ddiigc,  df  I'drt  Lawrence.  I'ort  lleauseidur.  and  l.dui--burg 
fame,  ndlh'ing  but  a  IckuI  of  debt,  bis  elfurt^  td  carry  which  h.ad  but 
dragged  him  nidre  dee|il\  into  the  mire.  The  Tnnge  estates,  that  in 
AN'indsiir.  stretching  frdin  within  t^\•^>  or  three  miles  ni  the  Cdurt 
liouse,  td  the  head  nf  the  St.  CVoix.  embracing  hundreds  of  acres  df 
valuable  d}ke  and  upland  which  iKiw  Cdii^titntes  dd^'eiis  df 
as  gcidil  farms  as  are  to  be  fdund  in  Noxa  Scdtia,  and  ]ila^ter  riicks 
frdui  which  steailih'  fiir  over  a  centur\-  the  bulk  of  dur  l'rd\incial 
ex]iort  df  gypsum  has  been  (piarried  :  that  at  Idirt  I'lcanseidur,  iidt  Sd 
barge  Imt  \er\'  valuable,  reaching  as  it  did  (wer  upland  .and  mar-h 
frciin  the  glacis  of  the  fort  to  the  Missi(|n;ish  Ki\cr, — these  are  iidw 
mere  names,  but  e\'en  at  the  opening  of  the  eighteenth  centnrx"  bad 
passed  out  of  the  control  of  the  Tonge  family. 
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Of  Mr.  Tonye's  career  in  Demarara  nijthing  seems  lu  lie  l<n(i\\ii, 
except  thai  it  was  a  short  one. 

CROKE    AND    THE    COUNCIL. 

As  was  anticipated  as  soon  as  the  I.ieutenant-I  iuvernor  luid  sailed 
for  Martini()ue  and  the  Miperintendenc\-  ijf  ci\il  al'fairs  had  passed 
into  the  hands  of  Ur.  I'ruke,  trouhle  ensued.  Differences  of  o[iiniun 
between  the  ('ouncil  and  .XsseniliU'  over  llie  apjir(i[>riatii.)U  hill  arose 
as  they  often  had  (ner  similar  hills  in  f'lrmer  sessi(.ins,  Imt  they 
were  smoothed  mit  and  the  hill  awaited  the  acting  Gu\"ernor's  ratilica- 
tion.  When  [iresented  h}'  the  Speak-er  f'lr  the  customary  ajiiirnval. 
it  encinniiered  the  ne,!4ati\e  formula:  "1  do  not  a.--ert  to  this  hill." 
This  was  surpribin^;',  hut  still  more  >o  was  the  suh.-e(juent  conduct  oi 
the  president  of  the  Council  in  the  eapacitx'  of  pro  tan  ( lo\ernor. 
Croke  summoned  the  Speaker  and  the  House  to  the  Lduncil  chamlier, 
"where  lli>  Ihni.jr  was  pleaded  to  make  a  S])eech"  in  wliich  he  in- 
formed the  representati\eb  of  the  ])eople  that  he  could  appropriate 
their  re\enue  more  henelicialK-  and  eci  lUouiicalK  than  lhe\-  could 
them-eKe>.  ".\fter  which,"  we  are  told.  ".Mr.  Speaker  Mrfi.Tcd  to 
addre>s  His  Honor,  the  President  (Croke)  hut  was  pre\ented  in  a 
turbulent  and  \iolent  manner  b\-  the  Hon.  IMichael  Wallace,  actini; 
President  of  His  Majesty's  Council,  who  declared  the  luaise  pro- 
roL^ued."  It  will  not  be  thouL^ht  necessar\-  to  de\otc  much  space 
to  Croke's  eccentric  sa\ini:;s  and  dc)inL;s,  while  actini;'  for  the  ab-^eut 
(jO\ernor.  The  lollowiut;  extract  from  the  letter  t(")  the  Minister, 
referring,^  to  the  affairs  oi  the  session  which  had  this  remarkable 
wind-up,  indicates  his  wa\'  of  loijkinnj  at  thin^i^^s :  "The  lower  House 
is,  as  usual,  composed  principrdly  of  farmers,  who  ha\e  a  little  lea\en 
of  American  democracy  anKin,i,fst  them,  ddiey  are  con^e(|nentl\',  as 
a  bcxly,  sns|)icious  of  ^i)\ernment — je<alous  of  their  riL;hts.  and 
strnn.L;ly  retenti\-e  of  the  public  ]iursc.  Little  of  nothintj  whate\er 
of  party  divisions  prevails  amonijst  them,  'idiey  are  not  at  all  umler 
the  control  or  influence  of  any  individuals  either  in  (ir  out  of  the 
House;  but  the  pjovernment  of  the  Province  has  alwa\s  a  consider- 
able power  o\er  them  from  its  means  of  bestijwin,!.;"  little  favors  and 
advantages  upon  the  members  and  their  friends.  The  Council  c^n- 
sistint,'  firincipally  of  PL   I\L   ofticcrs    (office  holders),    is  al\va^■s  dis- 
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posL-i-l  tu  secuiul  the  reins  of  goxxTiinK'nt."  So  far  as  llie  ik-scriptiuii 
of  tlie  Assenihlv  is  conccriK'tl,  it  is  for  the  must  [lart,  \vhate\er  may 
ha\e  been  Lruke's  iiUeiitiuu,  eulogistic  ratlier  than  tle[)reeialory. 

'I  u  lie  siisiiieious  111  a  (j<i\ernur,  wIkj  often  ga\e  them  good  rea- 
son for  heing  mi;  to  he  jealuus  of  rights  uften  infringed  on;  to  keep 
a  >trMng  hnld  on  the  public  purse  uf  which  the\'  were  the  legitimate 
and  re-p(insilile  cu^tddians, — these  things  certainl}-  were  nut  crimes 
or  nn--demeaniirs,  while  it  is  positive  commendation  to  ^-a}'  ol  mem- 
bers of  a  legi>lati\e  liod\-,  that  the)-  were  thoroughl}'  non-pcU'ti^an 
and  independent,  'i  hat  a  ("joxcruLir  now  and  then  hail  atleinpled  to 
force,  or  hinder,  measures  b\-  dibtributing  petty  bits  of  p.atronage  ma)' 
ha\e  been  true;  that  the  attempts  were  so  successful  a^  to  constitute 
an  established  order  of  things  was  an  insinuation  as  lalse  as  it  was 
mean.  In  \iew  of  the  state  of  affairs  in  No\a  Scotia  just  then  the 
reference  to  the  C'ouncil  is  perplexing.  Croke  had  good  iiri'mt  before 
him  just  then  that  the  (.'ouucil  did  not  always  show  a  disjiosition  "to 
second  the  \  iew  s  cif  go\ernment."  ddie  C'ouncil  in  its  legislati\e 
capacit\-  was  just  as  responsible  as  the  ,\ssembl\-  for  the  appropria- 
tion  bill  which  he  hinisL-lf  just  vetoed.  A  little  later  he  was  to  learn 
that  the  Council,  or  a  majority  of  it,  as  a  ("aliinet  or  l'ri\\-  rouucil, 
stood  li\-  which  it  h.id  clone  in  its  legislalix'e  capacitw  Croke  in  a 
despatch  to  Lord  L'astlereagli  endea\  ored  to  justify  his  refusal  to  aji- 
prii\-e  of  a  mouc_\-  bill  regularl\-  passed  with  the  concurrence  ot  the 
two  houses.  His  legrd  vindication  was  found  in  a  iimposed  grant 
of  200  guineas  to  the  I'roxincird  agent  in  I.ondcin.  \\hich  ;is  a  matter 
of  "unusu.d  and  e.xtraurdinrn-y  nature  and  importrmce"  should  ha\-e 
recei\ed  the  ]irelimin;n'\-  sanction  of  His  ^lajest\\  as  aftecting  his 
I)rerogali\  e.  The  general  justilication  was  the  grciwing  and  inconsid- 
erate profusion  of  the  .Assembh'.  .\s  a  means  of  enriching  them- 
sehes,  the  members  sought  to  expend  as  much  as  jiossilile  on  roads 
and  bridges.  It  w,is  "the  ax'owed  object  ot  the  deniocr.itic  part\-  to 
in\-ol\e  the  countr\-  in  debt,"  to  make  the  whole  machinery  of  go\crn- 
ment  re\ol\e  around  the  Assembh-.  Tie  is  pained  to  have  to  recall, 
on  rellectiou,  his  recent  rather  indiscriminate  eulogy  en  the  Council. 
".\mongst  some  of  the  new  meniliers  of  the  rioard"  he  (inds  ";i  dis- 
position to  court  popularit\-  by  sujiporting  the  .Xssembly  in  their 
favorite  views." 

He  suggests  to  the  minority  ''to  direct  the  Go\-crnor  not  to  assent 
to  the  pay  of  the  meuibers  of  the   .Assembly."      "Tlie\-   now   recei\e 
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ten  sliilliiiys  a  ila_\-  till  cii^ht  luindrcd  pcmnd^  are  exlKui>tL-(l,  whuli 
ucca^■ion^  their  sessions  to  lie  protraeteil  till  the  nn^ney  is  e\han-ieil." 
lie  ]>arlieularly  reqnests  anlh(jrity  tor  hini-df  tn  draw  li_\-  his  own 
warrant  llie  nioiies  \oted  for  the  \ari(nis  i)nhlie  ser\  ices,  and  which 
he  liad  huniL;   u\>  lj\-  his  \eto  (jt   the  appropriatii  ni   hill. 

Without  waiting  for  an  answer  frcni  hai,L;lanil,  he  snhniilted  the 
question  as  to  whether  lie  alrea<l}-  possessed  the  pMwcr  of  niakini; 
tirafts  cm  the  treasury,  to  iiis  own  t'ouncil.  'idiat  Imdy,  ahunst 
unanimous])-  decided  that  he  had  nut.  Chief  Justice  Idnwers  made 
himself  cnuspicuoUs  l)\'  his  ahsence  fr<im  all  L'mincil  meetings  dnrinL^ 
the  atlminislration  nf  ('I'oke.  d'liere  was  a  threat  lack  nf  cnrdialily 
in  the  persi'ual  relation  of  the  two  legal  luminaries  nf  the  l'ni\ince, 
attrihntahle  partl_\-  at  least  t(;  what  Dlower.s  regarded  as  the  fa\- 
oritisni  displaxed  \)\  the  Imperial  Sacrament  to  his  imimrted  ri\al. 
As  t'hief  Justice,  he  was  e>;pressly  iuhihited  frmn  acting  as  adminis- 
trator dtn'ing  temporar\-  ahsences  uf  the  Lieinenant-(  n  i\  erui  ir.  ami 
lie  not  nnnaturalh'  claimed  that  the  same  preamhle  shnuld  h,i\  e  ex- 
cluded t'roke.  as  judge  of  the  Court  of  \'ice-Admirally.  Sir  (  leorge 
I'rcM'st,  to  wlmm  as  he  was  sailing  for  >dartini(|ue.  the  (diief  Justice 
aiuiciuuced  his  intention  to  ahseiU  himself  fripin  all  (  Miincil  meetings 
presided  o\-er  hv  ludge  Croke,  while  ex])ressiug  regret  that  such  a 
thing  shiiuld  happen.  (|uite  agreed  with  him  on  the  legitimacy  of  his 
ol)jection. 

'ilie  iinly  councillor  who  sustained  the  prnpriet}'  nf  the  (",u\ern"r's 
drawing  mone\'  < >u  his  individual  warrant  was  Michael  Wallace, 
treasurer  of  the  l'ni\ince,  and  m  itoriuusly  on  had  terms  witli  the 
AsscmhK-  fmrn  matters  in  comieclion  with  expenditures  nu  the  i'v<\- 
ernment  Ihtuse.  ihe  ci  luncilk  ir's  decisiun  w;is  ]ireceded  li\'  a  careluU}' 
drawn  legal  "o])ini(in"  in  the  same  directiuu  frnm  \tli  m-uc) -C.eneral 
Uniacke  and  Solicitor-(  ieneral  Stewart.  t'r"ke  did  iKil  think  it  he- 
nealh  him  to  refer  to  "the  .\tt"rney-Cener,\i  receiving  _'(i()  guineas 
per  ainnim  frdiu  the  \sseml)ly  an  amm.al  r.ite,  ;md  the  .S,  ilicit' ir  (  r-ii- 
eral  all  his  s,ilar\  in  the  same  w,a\-,  ;is  likel\-  tu  affect  the  independence 
of  their  judgment."  It  is  a  striking  i)ro'd'  nf  the  ctTect  id'  cnmhined 
per-iiu;il  and  partisan  feeling  in  heclnuding  reasiiu,  tnw.ard  the  ;id- 
miuistratnr.  drawing  fmni  the  results  of  his  own  ]iig-headed  lolly  the 
";ip])rehensiM|i  that  the  I'roNince  will  he  lost  to  Great  l^lritain  unless 
the  ])rerogative  will  he  upheld."

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PREVOST    RETURNS    FROM    MARTINIQUE. 


-Meamvliik-  Martiniciue  had  liceii  taken.  Sir  Geuri^c  PrL-vust,  who 
with  the-  idrcc^  iiiiiler  his  coiiimantl  had  taken  a  pniniincnt  i)ait  in 
it-  ca[iturc,  returned  to  IJahfax  about  the  niitUHe  of  April  (iSuijI. 
lie  at  nuce  vuhniitted  tu  his  Council  the  vexed  (|Uesticin  lel't  i)endint:;- 
li\'  I'nike — "whether  the  nmney  votes  which  IkhI  heen  concurreil  in 
hy  hoth  Houses,  were  sufticienl  authority  to  him  to  draw  warrants 
from  the  provincial  treasurv."  Croke  had  now  hecome  an  ordinary 
meniher  of  the  Council,  and  hi>  retirement  from  the  administrat(jr- 
ship  left  Illowers  free  to  return  to  his  seat  without  any  compromise 
of  -elf-re>pect.  The  personal  iiuestion  havin;^  heen  settled,  the  C  hief 
lustice's  "hi.i^di"  notion  of  prerogative  asserted  itself.  lie  voted  with 
I'roke,  Wallace,  and  Ihitler  in  the  alVirmative.  hut  the  opixisite  view- 
was  sustained  hv  llelcher,  Urentou,  Hill,  Uniacke,  and  .Morris.  The 
same  majoritv  advised  the  ("nnernor  to  convoke  the  .\ssemhly  at 
an  earlv  date.  Sir  (ieorL;e  who  so  tar  kept  hi--  head  remarkahle 
le\el  under  disturhins^-  conditions  reported  to  Lord  Castlerea,L;h  "the 
ditticulties  the  president  (Croke)  has  created  from  not  havin.^-  kept 
Uj)  that  <;ood  understandiu!.;-  with  the  Council,  and  having-  retused 
assent  to  the  appropriation  hill.  "I  propose" — alluding  to  the  ap- 
proachin,^-  session — "leaving'  untouched  the  nice  an<l  dilficult  cn- 
-tructious  on  colonial  lc,^islation  which  have  arisen  out  of  this  mea- 
sure."    This  was  an  eminently  sane  resolution. 

f)n  lune  7th  (  iSoo)  the  .\ssemhl\-  met  and  speedily,  as  well  as 
satis fact"ril\-  to  everyhody  except  Jud.t^e  CToke.  attended  to  the 
s])ecial  hu>iness  for  '.vhich  it  was  convened,  ddie  lon.t;-  held-up  ap- 
propriation hill  vvas  taken  from  its  retirement,  passed  unanimou-l v, 
and  receixed  the  (io\ernor's  assent.  Sir  Ceor^^e  l're\ost  was  \(jied 
an  a<ldress  of  uKJst  complimentary  character  in  appreciation  of  his 
services  a.^ain^-t  Martiniipie  and  JOO  s^niineas  to  purchase  a  com- 
memorative swnrd  or  |iiece  of  jilate.  He  properly  recognized  the 
"harmonv,  assiduity,  and  liherality"  of  the  .\s>;emhly.  and  wrote  home 
as  follows:  "-\  more  favorahle  and  expeilitious  session  has  not  heen 
witnessed  in  the  I'rovince.  Our  measures  were  conducteil  without 
retrospect  or  reference  to  the  events  which  marked  Dr.  Croke"s  ad- 
ministration. The  prerogative  of  the  Kin.g's  re|)resentatives  was.  I 
iKjjje,   <luly  maintained." 
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Dr.  Croke,  relcgatctl  to  an  urdinary  scat  at  the  bnanl,  ciinlri\'0(l 
to  still  make  hiiiiselt  (lisagreeaMe,  withmit  imieli  re;;ai\l  tn  the  rank 
of  those  at  whuin  he  .struek.  ( )ii  the  0th  of  May  (  1809)  "'the  Right 
Reverend  Charles  In^lis.  D.  D.,  Rishui)  uf  Nu\a  Seotia,  was  Mun- 
nioned  as  a  nieniher  nf  H.  Al.  Couneil,  uii  a  mandamus.  His  seat 
was  to  lie  next  after  the  Chief  Justice,  and  he  was  not  tu  adniini.-~ter 
the  gi)\eriimciit  in  case  of  the  death  or  ahsence  of  the  I.ieutcnant- 
Go\'eriior."  dhe  judge  of  the  Court  id'  \'ice-.\dmiralt)-  took  serious 
umbrage  at  e\en  the  (jliicial  head  of  his  own  church  having  precedency 
of  position  o\cr  himself  at  the  Council  Hoard,  ddien  he  proceeded 
to  make  it  a  ground  (if  comi)laint  that  he  had  not  received  hall  of  the 
Lieutenant-Cio\  eruor's  salar\-  lor  the  period  ijuring  which  he  admin- 
istered the  government.  In  reliutting  this  claim,  .'-^ir  (  ieorge  I'rex'o.st, 
who  had  received  nothing  heviuid  his  expenses  lor  his  services  on  the 
Martiniipie  ICxpedition,  was  able  t(j  point  out  that  the  effect  <if  grant- 
ing it  wiiuld  be  "a  diminution  of  an  income  alread\'  inadei|uate  to 
the  due  maintenance  of  mv  appointment,"  and  that  (  r^kc  during  his 
absence  had  collected  and  aiiprcjpriated  all  the  fees  and  penpiisites 
attached  to  the  Governor's  olfice.  P.esides  ])rece(lent  sliould  govern. 
Nothing  of  the  kind  was  known  in  New  Brunswick  or  Cape  r.reti.)!!. 
When  he  himself  was  Governor  of  Uominica,  and  was  called  away 
for  service  at  St.  Lucia  and  Tobago,  '"no  demand  of  either  tees  or 
salary  was  mrule  b}-  the  iiresident  succeeding  to  the  civil  authorit)-, 
although  he  was  a  ])rivate  gentleman,  not  in  the  receipt,  as  3.1  r.  Croke 
is,  of  a  large  salary  friim  the  Crown,  .'ind  considerable  emoluments 
from  his  oflice." 

For  S(jme  unknown  reason  the  .Assemlily  held  no  session  in  iSio. 
Sir  John  W^entworth,  wdio  still  retained  the  position  iif  Surveyor- 
General  of  H.  i\r.  woods  in  America,  and  who  according  to  all  ac- 
counts was  n<it  slow  in  collecting  his  dues,  being  about  to  visit  l^ng- 
land,  appointed  ]\lichael  Wallace,  to  act  as  deputv-surveyor  in  his 
absence.  James  Stewart,  Solicitor-General,  ;ni<l  Thomas  N.  Jeffrey, 
Collector  of  Customs,  were  a[)pointe(l  members  of  the  Council. 
Foster  I  I.aliburton,  "senior  member  of  the  No\-a  Scotia  bar,"  on  the 
creation  of  a  third  assistant  judgeship,  was  raisetl  to  the  bench.  Sir 
George  IVevost  received  the  gratifying  increase  of  one  thousand 
pounds  to  his  salary.

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IMI'ORTANT  SESSION   OI"  THE   EEGISEATUl^E, 


W'liun  the  .\ssemlil)'  at  length  met  un  I'V-hruary  ii,  1811,  tlie  Gov- 
ernor Iduiul  ill  occurrences  alirnad  aiul  necessities  at  lidine  alniiulant 
material,-'  lor  an  elaborate  speech.  Jle  reterred  to  tlie  ilhiess  of  King- 
Cje(.iri4e,  tlie  I'eninsiihir  war,  tiie  increa^iny  friction  with  the  United 
States;  he  reconiniended  increased  attention  to  the  road  service  and 
to  the  iiro\i;'ion,  of  hetter  accoinniodalion  for  all  branches  of  the 
public  bu^iness.  Somewhat  in  advance  of  the  tinicb  he  sui;L;ested  as 
debirahle  a  pro\inciaI  prison  and  reformatorw  together  with  an 
as3-lum  for  the  insane.  The  practical  work  of  the  session  was  im- 
portant, (irammar  schools  were  provided  for  in  e\er\-  count)'  ex- 
cejit  llalifa.K  and  Hants,  and  in  the  Districts  of  I'ictou,  Colchester 
and  Yarmouth.  J-Ia!ifa.\  already  had  one,  while  Hants  was  the  seat 
ot  the  Windsor  Acadeiu)'.  The  common  schools  received  additional 
aid.  Chapter  14  of  the  .Acts  ui  the  Session  ])ro\idcd  deliiiitelv  for 
the  erection  oi  a  "Provincial  House"  on  the  .--itc  of  the  old  govern- 
ment house.  Alone}'  was  voted  for  binding  and  indexing  the  I'ro- 
\'incial  records.  Ihe  House  asketl  the  Lieuteiiant-tioveriK jr  to  take 
action  to  secure  a  suspension  of  the  collection  of  the  King's  (juit 
rents. 

lloth  the  tone  of  the  Gov'ernor's  opening  speech,  and  the  record 
of  bu>iness  actuall)'  accomplisheil  during  the  session,  prepared  us  to 
be  surprised  on  learning  that  there  was  a  certain  leaven  of  dissatis- 
faction with  the  Assembly  working  in  Sir  George's  mind.  He  h:ul 
evidentlv  come,  more  or  less,  under  the  inllnence  ot  some  of  the  more 
conservative,  or  anti-ileniocratic,  members  of  his  Council,  and  lie 
begins  to  write  (juite  in  the  style  of  Alexander  I'roke.  He  complains 
"of  certain  abuses  grown  familiar  to  the  legislation  of  this  rrovince." 

Being  about  to  dissolve  the  Assembly,  he  desires  the  I'rincc 
Regent's  command,  "therein,  previous  to  the  meeting  (d'  the  next 
General  Asseinblv."  He  raised  the  i|uestion  of  the  member's  pay, 
which,  liv  some  occult  process  of  reasoning,  he  li;id  satisfied  himself 
wtjuld  prove  ;i  most  disturbing  element  "unless  a  vvlh>IcM'me  and 
moilerate  correcti\e  is  administered  at  this  crisis,  gcntlv  to  remove 
an  evil  liighlv  tlangerous  to  the  prercjgative  of  tln'  (  rovvn."  (  )ther 
objects  for  consideration  he  states,  are  embodied  in  ;l  form.al  jjro- 
test  made  by  the  Attorney-General  in  council.      It  would  be  interest- 
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ing  to  know  just  wliat  these  matters  were  ai^ainst  which  LJiiiackc 
protested,  and  uii  what  gruundb  the  prutests  were  made,  hut  unlnr- 
tunately  no  copy  ui  it  has  heeu  luuud.  The  Governor's  desi>atch 
conchideb  with  some  very  sordid  and  unwarranted  ohservations,  sIkjw- 
mg  tiiat  his  mind  liad  come  under  some  new  and  misleachni;-  inlUieuce: 
"When  tlie  spirit  and  democratic  forms  of  tlie  gxjvernment  of  our 
immediate  neighbors  are  cousiilered.  tiie  prevaiUng  (hsposilion  to 
encroachment  in  the  re|)re>entative  hrauch  of  the  I'rovincial  Legis- 
lature upon  the  Crown  is  readily  accounted  for.  jMy  ohservation 
leads  me  to  believe  that  as  Nova  Scotia  becomes  sensible  of  her  adol- 
escence, her  dislike  to  control  will  become  more  evident,  and  her 
attempts  ti>  shake  uii  the  mother  country  more  frequent.  In  .short, 
her  ties,  in  mv  estini;ition,  are  those  of  necessity  and  convenience 
more  than  of  gratitude  and  affection."  This  surely  is  a  very  serious 
sermon  to  found  on  so  slim  a  te.\t  as  the  members'  i)ay  of  ten  shill- 
ings per  diem. 

Sir  George  pronn'setl  to  call  the  attention  of  the  jMinistry  to  the 
suspension  of  the  quitrents.  lie  proposed  to  suggest  the  propriety, 
if|  the  suspension  were  granted,  of  inducing  the  I'rovincial  T^egis- 
lature  to  make  a  yearly  grant  to  clergy  of  the  Established  Church. 
The  "Arms  Fund'' — luoney  granted  i<T  e(iuipping  the  militia  but 
not  fullv  drawn — was  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Governor  and 
Council  for  completing  churches  of  the  Estalilishment.  Seven  hun- 
dred pounds  were  allottd  to  the  ministers  and  trustees  of  the  Estab- 
lished Church  of  Scotland.  The  Governor  did  not  think  wise  to 
give  any  [lart  of  this  money  to  schools,  e.xcejit  to  build  a  house  for 
the  grammar  school  at  W'indsor,  as  the  rest  of  the  rro\-ince  had  been 
provided  for." 

On  the  19th  of  June,  1811,  Sir  James  Craig,  Governnr-Gencral  at 
Quebec,  sailed  for  I'.ngland.  Sir  George  Prevost  had  been  pre- 
viously advised  bv  Lord  l.ixerpool,  to  hold  himself  in  readiness  to 
repair  to  (Quebec,  as  soon  ;is  news  reached  him  of  Craig's  resignation 
or  ileath,  as  the  Ministry  had  fi.xed  upon  him  as  the  Governor-Gen- 
era! designated.  ]\laji>r  Hunter,  who  had  been  in  military  conim.and 
at  Halifax,  during  the  closing  years  of  the  \\'entworth  administr;iti"ii. 
was  recalled  froiu  Xew  Pirunswick  where  he  was  now  stationed. 
Sir  George  I'revost  dissolved  the  .'Xssemblw  handed  o\-er  the  ci\il 
[Kiwer   to  Judge  Croke,   and   on   the   _'5th  of   August,    1811,   set   sail 
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for  Ouebec,  in   H.   M.   sliip,  Mchimpas,  uiuler  ai)poiiitni(.'nt  as  Gov- 
enior-Gcnural  of  Caiuula. 

DEATH  OF  SIR  GEORGE  PREVOST. 

During  his  term  of  Govcrnurship  in  Xo\a  Scutia,  Sir  George 
I'rexust  liail  increased  iiis  military  reputation  by  tlie  prompt  organ- 
ization of  tiie  forces  with  wliich  he  had  etfieientl)'  cooperated  with 
otiier  forces  in  tlie  capture,  ur  conipiest,  of  Alarlinique.  His  ci\il 
administration,  if  not  jierfect,  was  eminently  credilaljle,  when  put  in 
comparison  with  those  of   Wentworth  and  Croke. 

I'roceeding  from  Xova  Scotia  to  Canada  in  iSii,  his  term  of 
office  at  Ouel)ec,  unfortunately  for  himself,  was  coinciilenl  with  the 
War  of  i8i_'.  lie  took  the  lieltl  in  person,  and  the  net  result  (if 
his  ii[)erations  was  that  he  seriousl)'  compromised  the  good  reputation 
which  he  had  acquired  in  the  West  Indies.  Two  successi\e  failures 
at  Sackett's  Harbor  and  I'lattsburg  led  to  his  recall  to  answer  before 
a  court  martial,  charges  id'  culpable  irresolution  and  lack  of  judg- 
ment. Before  the  court  had  time  to  sit,  he  died  of  worry  anil  a 
broken  heart.  Red  tape  would  not  allow  the  case  to  be  taken  up  or 
settled  after  his  death.  To  this  day,  many  good  authorities  claim 
that  his  seeming  lack  of  energy  and  aggressiveness  was  proper  con- 
duct, dictated  by  a  desire  to  avoid  needless  and  profitless  slaughter. 
His  son  and  successor  in  the  baronetcy  and  (d'  the  same  name,  became 
a  distinguished -clergyman  of  the  Church  of  England,  the  friend  and 
pupil  (if  John  Keble,  and  an  enthusiastic  [jromoter  of  the  so-called 
Tractarian  movement  at  Oxford. 

Sir  John  Coape  Sherbrooke,  appointed  I.ieutenant-Governor  of 
Nova  Scotia  in  succession  to  Sir  George  Prevost,  was  a  Rrilish  ollicer 
of  great  distinction.  He  was  the  first  of  li\e  successi\e  Cioxernors 
of  our  I'i'o\ince  who  c<Tuld  claim  the  glory  of  having  fought  under 
the  illustrious  Wellington.  Apjiended  to  Martin's  "Life  and  Let- 
ters of  X'iscount  Sherbrooke" — better  known  in  the  mid-A'ictorian 
period  of  English  Parliamentary  history  as  Robert  Lowe — is  a  brief 
memoir  of  Sir  John,  who  was  Lowe's  uncle  l)y  marriage — Lad\'  Sher- 
brooke and  Air.  Lowe's  mothers  being  sisters — and  also  a  somewh.at 
remote  kinsman  by  blocjd.  This  memoir  containeil  extracts  from  a 
diary  kept  by  Sir  John,  concise  and  not  altogether  continuous;  per- 
sonal letters   from  the  Duke  of  Wellington,   Sir  John   Moore,   and 
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Other  military  contemporaries  ami  friends,  not  elsewhere  published, 
autl  interesting"  memoraljilia  of  various  kintls. 

l-"rum  this  we  learn  that  the  siL;ht  of  Nuva  Scutia  obtained  from 
the  deck  of  His  Majesty's  ^hip  MiUiilla.  as  she  api)roached  Sambru 
in  the  early  dawn  of  (Jctuber  16,  i8n,  was  not  his  lirst  view  of  our 
rocky  southern  coast.  Many  entered  the  army  in  1780,  in  17N4  he 
obtained  a  captaincy  in  the  33rd  ret;inient  of  the  line,  at  a  time  when 
that  celebrated  troop  was  doing  duty  in  Nova  Scotia.  \\"e  learn  that 
he  joined  the  regiment  here,  that  is  all.  Where  the  N3th.  from  which 
he  was  exchanged,  ^\as  stationed  at  the  time  of  hih  transfer,  we  are 
not  informed.  The  regiment  sailed  fn'ni  Halifax  to  luigland  in 
1785,  Sherbrooke  ^llaring  its  various  fortunes  by  field  and  lloiul  for 
many  }-ears.  Later  in  life,  long  after  the  return  to  b'ngl.iud  from 
No\'a  Sc<itia  and  Canada,  and  his  retirement  from  all  ser\ice,  ci\il 
and  militarv.  he  was,  as  a  mark  of  honor,  dehignated  full  colonel  of 
his  old  regiment,  'ibis  he  regarded  as  the  crnwiiiuL;  honi  ir  of  his 
life.  lie  enjoined  b\-  his  will  that  "Colonel  of  the  33rd  regiment  of 
foot"  should  be  the  mu1_\'  wurds  of  titular  destination  engraxed  on  his 
tomb  sti  )ne. 

As  to  his  llrst  sniourn  in  Nova  Scoti.a  (  1784-5)  the  mu>e  of 
histor\-  records  but  a  single  incident,  and  that  lie>  entirel\-  outride  the 
sjihere  of  militar\'  alfairs  in  the  occult  and  nebulous  realm  ni  un- 
reality .and  apparition.^ 

sukkimjooke's  military  kecokd. 

Sp;ice  limit;itions  forbid  our  touching  on  the  military  career  which 
followed  at  more  than  ;i  point  or  two.  John  Coape  Sherbrnoke  and 
Arthur  \Vellesley  became  in  1704  twin  lieuten;iiU-co|i  iiiel.--  of  the  33ril. 
and  spent  six  }-cars  together  in  c1osl-1\-  assueiated  regimental  serxice. 
Sharing  a  common  dut}-  the\-  followed  the  fortune^  id"  the  reL;iment 
to  whate\er  quarter  of  the  globe  the  war  trumpet  might  sunnnon  it. 
This  ass<iciation  laid  the  basis  oi  a  most  intimate  and  brotherly 
friendship.  The  yi  lung  lieutenant-coloni'ls  were  together  in  bd.anders, 
in  the  West  Indies,  and  in  17()7  landed  in  Iniji.a.  It  did  nut  fall 
to  Welle>ley's  lot  to  take  jKirt  in  the  storming  c  d"  Seringapatam  — 
surticieiit  o|)pr)rtimit}'  to  di'^tingnish  himself  came  later — but  Sher- 
brooke was  placed  at  the  head  of  one  of  the  storming  pai'ties,  the  one 
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on  wliosc  operations  the  (|iiL-stiun  uf  success  or  failure  niaiul\'  ile- 
punck'cl.  Seringapataiu  fell.  Tippo  was  slain.  Maj()r-(  ieneral 
Band,  the  otticei'  in  cnnnnand  of  the  ^.iege  re[)iirte(l  to  the  LDniniander- 
in-Chief;  "If  where  all  heliaved  m.ihly.  it  is  [iroper  lo  nienlion  imli- 
\idual  merit,  I  ha\e  no  one  so  ju^ll}'  entitled  to  praise  as  (.'oloiiel 
Sherhrooke  to  \\ho;,e  e.verlions  I  feel  ni\-self  much  indehted  lor  the 
success  of  the  attack."  To  the  colonel  who  had  fought  so  hravely 
were  awarded  'hippus's  curved  sword,  with  its  hkule  inl.aid  with 
mother  of  pearl,  hi.s  rhinocerous-horn  drinking  cup  which  he  e.xclu- 
si\'ely  used  to  a\ert  danger  from  [loison,  his  hridle,  saddle  and 
holsters.  -All  these  are  to  this  day  most  sacredl\-  pre>er\  ed  as  price- 
less heirlooms  at  O.xteth,  the  Sherhrooke  family  seat  in  haigland. 
Close  beside  these,  we  are  told,  is  a  casket  containing  Sir  John's 
l)ri\ate  diar}'  and  the  personal  letters  of  his  illustrious  frieinN,  the 
Duke  of  Wellington  and  Sir  John  Moore. 

After  Seringapatam  came  eight  or  nine  )ears  of  either  entorced 
idleness  or  e;is\-  work.  The  climate  of  h'ngland  had  produced  its 
usual  effects  on  liuropean  constitutions.  lie  returned  to  luigland 
invalided.  As  health  came  Ijack — it  was  never  full)-  restored — he 
was  assigneil  easy  duty  on  the  Home  Station,  and  fuiall)  wa.-5  .^ent  to 
replace  Sir  John  Aloore,  who  was  soon  to  meet  his  tragic  death  at 
Corumia,  in  some  special,  semi-militar\%  semi-di[)lomatic,  duties  at 
Messina. 

On  January  2,  1809,  he  was  notified  that  he  hail  been  placed  on 
the  staff  of  the  arnn-  ser\-ing  under  the  Minister  in  Spain.  His  diary 
enable.^  us  to  trace  his  movements  from  the  date  gi\en  until  his 
arrival  in  IJ-bon  on  the  uth  of  March.  .\  budget  <if  letter^  for 
Sir  |olni  Moure  and  other  oflicers  in  the  I'eninsula  wa^  entru.sted  to 
hi>  care.  .\t  I'ortsmoutli  he  received  instructions  from  Lord  C.a^tle- 
righ  to  despatch  the  letters  by  a  special  messenger.  The  messenger 
sailed  on  the  5th  for  t'l-runna  and  ''1" — so  .Sherhrooke  records  in 
his  diary — "also  wrote  to  Sir  John  Moure  bv  the  same  con\  e\ance." 
Tho.■^e  letters  Aloore  ne\er  read.  I'dnr  days  after  the  Iris,  the  frigate 
conveving  them,  had  saile<l,  and  before  .^he  was  half  across  the  IS.av 
of  Riscav.  our  immortal  hero  had  fallen  at  Corunna.  His  military 
record  was  indeed  a  brilliant  one.  and  he  ser\ed  his  country  most 
faith f nil v  and  well. 
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When  SlicrlirDoke  lainlcd  in  I '(irtiiL;al,  he  lound  Mihux*  dead. 
Sir  Huyli  1  )alr\aiiiiilc  supcr^dlcd,  and  Arlliiir  Welle^lcN ,  cnniniandcr- 
in-cliief  of  tiie  1 'ciiinsular  armies.  Appoiiited  to  the  pdsitioii  of 
second  in  command,  he  s(_i()n  iiad  placed  in  his  han<ls  irom  iii>  new 
commander,  an  old  friar,  a  letter  of  detailed  in^trucliims,  hut  with 
the  followin.t,'  personal  preface:  "I  ha\e  recei\ed  yunr  letter  ni  the 
25th,  and  1  assure  you  that  1  deri\e  ^reat  satisfaction  from  the  re- 
newal of  our  old  connection  and  friendship,  and  that  1  am  convinced 
I  shall  deri\e  the  greatest  advantage  fmni  \iiur  advice  and  a--sistance." 
Sherhrooke  went  at  once  to  the  front. 

The  Wellin^tDii  desiiatches  hear  ahundant  testinmny  to  his 
activit\-  and  to  his  old  comrade's  appreciation  of  his  reliant  deeds. 
When  a  dit'fereni  task  was  In  he  perfnrmed — a  weak  point  streni.;th- 
ened  or  a  stroni^-  one  taken — "dear  Sherhrooke"  was  pretty  sin-e  to 
be  the  man  selected  to  accomplish  it.  Ills  star  performance  was  at 
the  battle  of  Talacera,  the  first  of  WV-llington's  threat  I'eninsnlar 
victories,  and  one  to  whicli  he  attached  supreme  iniport.ance,  and  die 
first  occasion  on  which  on  a  lar,i;e  scale  he  pitted  llritish  troops  ai;aiiist 
the  \eterans  of  h'rance.  Moreover,  he  alluded  to  it  as  a  hard-foui;hl 
action  with  more  than  doulile  our  numl)ers  and  enormous  losses  in 
killed  and  woiuided  on  both  sides.  "1  have  everv  reason  to  he  satis- 
iied."  W'eheslev  wrote  to  Lord  C"astlerea-li,  "with  the  conduct  of  all 
the  officers  and  troops.  I  ;im  much  indebted  to  T.ieutenant-(  ieneral 
Sherhrooke  for  the  manner  in  which  he  led  on  his  division  to  the 
charg'c  of  the  bav-onets."  This  emphatic  commendation  was  rein- 
forced hv  the  jieneral  order  from  the  Ihnise  (aiards:  "The  ("om- 
mander-in-Chief  has  received  the  I\in<.^'-'s  commands  to  notif\'  to  the 
arniv  that  the  conduct  of  I.ieutenant-(  jcneral  Slierbroo]<e,  second  in 
command,  has  entitled  him  to  the  I\in,n"'s  marked  a])prob,ition.  I  lis 
!\^aie^tv  has  obserxed  with  satisfaction  the  manner  in  which  he  led 
on  the  troops  to  the  charge  with  the  bavouet,  a  species  of  couib.it 
which  on  all  occasions,  so  well  accords  widi  the  daunlles■^  character 
of  I'.ritish  soldiers."  Sherhrooke  had  conferred  on  him  a  knight- 
hood, and  had  the  gratification  of  receiving;  front  the  hands  of  his 
great   commander   a   distinction    which    he    \alued    still    more   highly. 

To  Lieutenant-General,  Sir  J.   vSherlirooke :

to  ilcj  the  husi^es^  in  a  siiitahle  manner.  Send  mc  u\er  the  in,^ignia 
and  any  paper  you  ma_\'  ha\e  recei\ed  with  them,  liriny  with  )()U 
the  i.;eneral  dtlicers  and  btalf  uf  _\(jur  di\i>iiin  and  the  cnnnnanding 
oflicer^  of  the  hatlalicns  uf  the  tiuards." 


Tala\era  marked  the  ckjse  uf  Sherbruoke's  career  in  the  I'enin- 
siila.  Anulher  i)h)sical  lireak-duw  n.  iJnring  his  illness  he  received 
every  atteiiliun  frum  his  uld  friend  the  L'ummaiuler-in-L'hiel,  who 
jiro\idcd  a  ship  ejf  war  for  his  s[)ecial  cein\e)ance  tu  luigland.  In 
Jul)',  iSll,  some  tifteen  months  after  his  return  te)  luigland  he  re- 
ceived the  Liller  Lif  an  appi jintnient  to  the  Lieutenant-(  ill\■ernur:^llip 
of  N(j\a  Scutia.  His  health  seemed  sullicienlh"  reslurcd  to  ju:?tify 
acceptance.  The  follow  iny  extract  from  hib  diar)-  is  nut  without 
interest : 

"Aul;-.  iJth  (  iNii  ).  I'ut  upon  the  staff  of  Xova  Scotia  as  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor. 

Aug.  jijth.  Date  of  my  connuission  as  Lieutenant-Go\ernor  of 
Nova  Scotia. 

Sejit.   5th.      Arri\-ed  at   rortsmouth. 

Sept.  7th.  l\ecei\ed  ni)'  commission  as  l.iemenant-(io\ernor  of 
No\a  Scotia  fr^iiu  Greenwrjod's,  who  [laid  one  humlred  and  nine 
poinids,  fifteen  shillings  and  six  pence  for  the  fees  and  btam])s  upon  it. 

Sept.  Nth.  Recei\e<l  letter  numlier  one  Ironi  Lord  Li\erpo(]l 
(with  three  enclosures)  tlate  .\ug.  Ji,  which  1  ;ickn<  iw  Icdgeil  (the 
ship  heing  under  sail  at  the  time)  Irom  olY  (ones  and  sent  m\  letter 
on  shore  to  lie  put  in  the  post  I'ffice  there  liy   Ltird  George  Se)inour. 

SeiJt.  (Sth.      Sailed   from    Portsmouth. 

Oct.   i6th.      Arrived  at  llrdifax.  Nova  Scotia. 

The  new  (joxernor  was  called  on  at  once  to  face  an  awkward  sit- 
uation. Without  an\'  i.'on.sultation  with  the  ])art\-  most  concerned,  and 
acting  on  suggestions  from  llalitax,  the  Ministr\'  had  ga/etled  in 
Loud' Ml  the  ap]ioinlment  of  Michael  Wallace.  1 'ro\in(ial  Treasurer 
and  memher  of  the  Council,  as  Secretar\-  to  Lientenant-Go\  crnor 
Sherhrooke  \igorously  anil  successfully  remonstrated  ou  the  grounds 
that  the  appointment  was  contrary  to  the  precedent  twice  set  hy  Sir 
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George  I'rcvo.st,  that  it  was  an  interference  with  hib  i)reroyati\e  binee 
he  was  niililar)-  c(jniniander  as  well  as  civil  L;(j\ernor,  that  reiving  on 
his  power  to  appoint  he  had  brought  Colonel  Addison  with  him  to 
till  the  post,  and  especially  that  it  was  inipreiper  to  place  in  a  pruate 
or  C(.inlidential  relation,  a  pnljlic  man  who  was  a  memher  ui  the 
Council  and  Jreasmer  of  the  l'ro\ince.  This  was  not  the  only 
annoyance  to  which  he  was  subjected  \)v  grasping  sehishnes■^.  Sir 
-Alexander  Croke,  nut  ciaitent  with  a  salar\'  tl(}ul)le  that  of  the  Go\- 
ernor,  |)ut  in  a  claim  tor  half  of  the  Co\ernor's  salar\-  and  tliv  wlmlc 
amount  ol  accruing  fees  lor  the  seven  weeks  inter\ening  lielween  Sir 
(leorge  l're\ost'>  dei)arture  and  the  arri\-al  ui  Sir  John  Coukc  Sher- 
hrooke.  Sir  John  rebutted  thi^  tlisgracefnlly  mean  claim  b\-  p(jiiit- 
ing  out  that  a  preceding  >imilar  oric  made  b\  the  a\aricii)US  judge 
during-  l're\-ost's  term  had  been  rejected;  that  he  wa.s  at  hi>  pobt 
within  the  seven  weeks  ot  his  appointment,  and  that  Dr.  ("roke  wanteil 
to  [locket  li\e  hundred  pounds  as  hib  .^hare  ot  the  proceed^  of  a 
seizure  of  llour  made  during  the  short  time  he  was  in  ollice. 

At  the  gener;il  election  held  shortly  after  the  a^censidn  of  Sir 
John  Sherbrooke  to  the  go\ernor>hii)  the  following  members  wei'c 
retmaied  to  C(jn^titute  the  (ith  fieneral  AbsembK    nf  the  I'rovince.

Most  of  the  leaders  of  the  previous  Assenihly  are  m  their  seats 
again — .\rchil)ahl,  Ixohie.  Ritehie,  W'ilkins.  Crane  and  llalil.urton. 
Changes  in  the  representation — particularl}'  in  that  of  the  town>liii)s, 
are  ipiile  numerous.  John  George  Marshall — whom  as  "Judge  Mar- 
shall" many  still  living  can  recall,  makes  his  hrst  appearance  m  puh- 
lic  life.  Wilkms  was  re-elected  S])eaker.  The  Assemhl)'  held  si.K 
sessions  during  the  Sherhrooke  period.  The  Cmvernor's  relations 
with  the  memhers  throughout  were  exceedingly  cordial  and  friendh'. 
There  was  hut  little  ojjportunity  for  domestic  legislation,  war  issues 
[iredominating  at  most  of  the  sessions: 

.V  matter  left  standing  over  from  Sir  George  Prevost's  period 
was  hrciught  up  again  at  this  session  and  liually  settled.  Sir  (ieorge 
had  suggested  that  the  Crown  unght  he  advi-ed,  or  ought  indeed  he 
willing',  to  suspend  its  demand  for  (|uit-rents,  on  condition  that  the 
Assemlih-  would  make  financial  provision  f<ir  the  clerg\-  of  the  (  hurch 
of  hjiglaud.  A  despatch  for  the  Ministry  conlirmiiig  Sir  (ie'irge"s 
proposal  was  communicated  to  the  House  1)\'  the  Lieuieuant-(  ioveruor, 
whereon  the  following  resolution  was  adopted:  "Whereas,  the  iu- 
h;iliitants  of  this  Colony  are  com]>osed  of  persons  professing  various 
religious  sentiments,  all  of  whom  since  the  lirst  settlement  o|  this 
rro\ince  Iku'c  Ijeen  exempt  from  yielding  any  support  to  tlu;  Church 
of  luiglaud,  exce|)t  such  ;is  propose  to  he  memher-,  of  th;it  church — 
the  House  of  Assenihly,  anxiously  desirous  of  iireser\ing  luirmouy 
among  all  denominations  of  Christians,  cannot  agree  to  make  pro- 
vision for  the  clergv  of  the  (dun-ch  <if  luigland  out  of  the  ]>uhlic 
treasury  or  in  any  way  raise  mone\-  hy  taxes  on  the  classes  id  C  hris- 
tians  for  the  support  of  that  Church."  At  the  same  time  the  .\s- 
seml)l\-  adhered  to  its  strongly  e.xi>ressed  views  tlKit  the  collection 
of  i|uit-rents  should  he  suspended  or  aholished. 
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W'licii  Sir  Jiilm  left  luii^land  for  i\'o\'a  Scotia,  luirope  \\a>  in 
arms  from  the  Straits  t)i  (liliraltar  to  tiic  (hilf  of  l\ii;a.  Within  a 
year  nf  his  arri\al  at  ilahfax  the  llames  nf  war  lit  in  America  as 
well.  A  few  }ears  l)efore,  when  he  was  ser\in^'  in  Sicil}-,  Sir  Ji_)hn 
Moore,  in  transmitting  a  hnd^et  nl  news  from  l.onddn,  had  written 
tiiat  "jcflersun  and  those  fellows  in  America  were  hent  on  war/' 
Sherbrcjdkc  had  not  heeii  l(in,L;"  in  Halifax,  when  he  hecame  sure  that 
Wolfe's  \ie\v  was  currect.  lie  he^an  at  imce  Id  prepare  lur  its  real- 
izatinn.  The  nsnal  pulicv  ot  deprixini;  Ilahfax  ut  na\al  <lelense 
dtn-in.L;-  the  winter  mimths  he  cimdemned  as  criminal  foll\-  at  siich  a 
time  of  impendiniL;  dan,i;"er.  lie  applied  for  reinforcements  and  asked 
the  Admiral  to  do  the  same.  Preparations  fur  the  anticipateil  war 
were  well  under  \va\'  when  on  iime  iNth  (  iSij)  the  L'nitetl  .States 
Congress  and  President  tleclared  war  a,^ainst  ( ireat  Uriiain  (  )n  the 
27th,  11.  Al.  S.  I'clricli'rc  came  limpins.;  into  Halifax  with  wounded 
cajitain  and  dead  seamen,  to  testif\-  that  the  first  shot  had  lieen  I'lred. 
A  special  war  session  ot  the  Le^islatm'e  was  summoned.  -\s  the 
rej^rul.ar  troops  at  his  dispo-.al  were  few,  he  re(pie--lcd  the  House  to 
make  sjiecial  tlnancial  i^rovision  for  the  militia  on  which  the  rro\ince 
must  depend  for  its  protection.  The  AssemhK'  roponded  liherallx' 
to  that  and  to  all  others  of  the  Governor's  ilemands;  S,ooo  poimds 
for  hlock  houses;  u.noo  for  the  emjjoilied  militia;  10,000  tor  future 
enrollments;  :;(),Oo()  (to  he  horrowed)  for  deleiiso.  The  (ouncil 
\entiired  an  attempt  to  interrupt  this  stream  li\  an  amendment  to 
(he  ;i|ipropri.ition  hill,  hut  their  im])e<liment  was  swept  awa\  hy  the 
rushini;  tide  of  enthusiastic  liheralt\.  "I  he  House  can  newr' — 
much  less  now — "admit  it  to  he  the  ri-ht  of  11.  M.  ('ouncil  to  amend 
a  mone\'  hill."  ]\lone\-  bein^'  forlhcomint;',  im  ]iains  were  spared  to 
put  the  pro\ince  in  a  satisfactory  state  of  defense.  In  New  llruus- 
W'ick,  A\hich  from  the  heLjinniiiL;'  Sir  John  thoiiL;ht  to  he  the  specialK- 
weak'  point,  I'ort  Cumherland  and  the  other  torts  were  repaired. 
Ciuiis  were  mounted  at  the  mouths  ot  the  more  exposed  harhors  in 
lioth  l'ro\inces.  lAer\'w  here  there  was  a])prchension  of  d.aiii^er  and 
there  was  an  enthusiastic  determination  to  meet   it   with  courai^e. 

The  general  course  of  the  war,  either  on  land  or  sea,  does  not  as 
to  its  destnicti\e  details,  helong  ])articularl\-  to  the  history  of  No\a 
Scotia,  though  Nova  Scotia  sfciod  to  l)e  powerftiily  affected,  one  way 
or  the  other  l)v  its  general  result.

Tile  Ashljurton  Treaty  wa^  rcceixed  with  wcll-uiyh  uui\XTsal 
comk-ninatiun  \iy  all  parlies,  in  New  iJrunswick  this  I'eelin.L;'  persi^tb 
tu  the  pre>ent  day.  X^t  uiih^  do  niu.-'t  pr(jiiiinent  men  of  the  Proxiiice, 
\vhene\er  the  sulijeet  comes  up  in  cunver.sation,  \i^(J^ously  assert 
that  the  l'ru\ince  was  rohlietl  ui  her  rights  lj\-  that  Treaty,  hut  the 
same  statement  is  made  from  time  to  time  h)-  puljlic  speaker.-,  and  hy 
the  new -.papers.  It  may  he  said  that  this  \  iew  is  still  generally  held 
in  the  I'ruxiiue.  hew,  if  an\',  ui  these  speakers,  howe\er,  h,i\e  e\er 
e.xamined  iiili)  the  suhject  in  the  least,  iiur  can  the)'  even  menti'iii 
where  the  e\idence  uimhi  the  suhject  is  tu  he  fMund.  ()h\ic)U>l\-  ihi- 
\iew  is  hy  iiu  means  an  "i.ipiiiidii"  as  the  hi>lder>  helie\e;  it  is  simph' 
an  inherited  unrea.-'Oiiing  prejudice.  ( )n  the  laher  hand,  the  few  .\'e\v 
EruiibW  icker.-,  ni  the  present  time  who  ha\e  e.xamined  the  (niginal 
sources  nf  information  ha\e  come  to  the  conclusion  that,  in  the 
question  of  the  northwest  angle,  Maine  was  technicalh  right  and 
Xew  llruiiswick'  wrong,  aii<l  that  the  -\slihiirton  Treatv  look  from 
]\laine  and  ga\e  to  us  a  great  territory  to  which  we  ha\e  not  a  tech- 
nical right.  Thus  James  IIanna\',  our  hest  known  Xew  rininswick 
historian,  has  expressed  this  \icw  more  than  once  in  his  ai'licles  in 
his  iiew,-.paper,  the  St.  John  Tclcf/rapli.  .Ag.aiii,  Rew  W.  (  ).  K.iMiiond, 
who  has  investigated  the  wli(jle  houiid.ary  (|ue.-lion  with  a  richer 
collection  of  (.original  materiah  hefore  him  than  an\'  other  of  our 
writers  has  liad,  has  long  since  Coiue,  as  .^liow  ii  in  hi>  corres- 
pondence with  me,  to  the  same  coiiclu.sion.  .\gain,  in  nn  own  case. 
as  a  thorouiih  Xew  Urunswickcr,  I  inherited  the  old  prejudice,  assum- 
ing as  a  m.alter  of  course  that  we  must  he  right  and  the  other  party 
wrong,  and  1  ha\e  almsed  Lord  Ashhurloii  .as  ronndl\-  as  an\hod\-  for 
what  I  supposed  was  his  hetrayal  of  the  interests  of  the  l'ro\ince. 
Ihit  when  I  hegan  to  examine  for  iii)self  the  original  documents,  and 
mails,  I  found  dihiculty  in  reconciling  them  with  this  \  iew,  a  diUiculiv 
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wliich  increased  with  further  exaiiiinatinn,  until  fniaUy  1  was  fiirced 
t(i  the  hehel"  that  in  this  (hs|iute  Maine  was  teehiiieally  ri,L;lit  and  Xew 
rSrunswick  wreuiy,  anil  that  the  Ashhnrtnn  d'reat)'  gave  us  a  terrilor)- 
to  wiiieli  we  were  not  entitled  under  the  Treaty  in  1783.  And  I 
would  ask  in}-  countrNiiicn  whether  we  ha\'e  mit  ad\'anced  far  enuugh 
frmn  the  partisan  [lassiim  inseparable  frnni  the  active  deliate  upon 
such  a  question,  to  suspend  uur  prejudices  and  replace  them  hy  opin- 
ions based  upon  an  inquiry  into  the  evidence.  1  b\'  no  means  maintain 
that  such  an  e-xatnination  will  necessaril_\'  lead  tn  the  \ie\v  1  ni)self 
take,  but  1  do  maintain  that  is  is  the  onl\-  proper  method  for  rc;iching 
a  conclusion  worthy  of  reasonable  and  fair-minded  men. 

Since  the  evi<lence  ujion  the  subject  i>  widel\-  scattered  in  the 
[)receeding  pages,  1  shall  here  summarize  it,  and  follow  it  b\'  a  brief 
of  the  whole  su])ject.  Here  as  elsewhere  in  this  work  1  am  by  no 
means  concerned  to  make  out  a  case  for  one  side  or  the  other,  but  I 
try  to  present  the   fads  impartiall\'  upon  both  sides. 

WHY   MAIXE   WAS   KICilT. 

Following  are  the  reasons  win*  1  think  that  ]\Iaine  was  right  and 
New  lirunswick  wrong  in  the  n.irthwest  angle  contro\ersy  ; 

The  original  charters,  documents,  maps,  etc.,  when  calml)-  examined 
by  themselves  (not  as  ([noted  and  commented  u])on  by  the  jiartisan 
advocates  of  either  side)  seem  to  me  to  point  irresistilily  to  this 
conclusion.  Compare  tlie  wording  of  the  I'roclamation  of  1763  (page 
2JO),  the  commissions  of  1763,  aiul  later  (page  --3),  the  act  of 
1774  (page  220).  the  treaty  of  17S3  (page  241  also  300,  and  all  the 
maps  of  the  time   (page  -239). 

The  principal  men  of  New  Brunswick,  those  wIkjsc  dut)-  made 
them  examine  minutely  into  all  the  ilocuments  of  the  case,  namely, 
Governor  Carletoii,  Ward  Chipman  and  lulward  \Vin>low,  all  ad- 
mitted without  the  least  question  the  full  .American  claim  ( see  the 
letters  on  pages  310^-313)  ;  they  realized  full)-  the  disadvantages  of 
the  boundary  thus  allowed,  but  hoiked  to  remo\'e  them  b)'  some  sjjccial 
arrangement. 

The  British  claim  to  the  Mars  Hill  highlands  as  a  boundary  did 
not  make  its  ajipearance  until  after  1S14:  it  was  tentatively  advanced 
ill  181 5  (page  322),  had  not  been  elaborated  in  1817  (page  319),  and 
made  its  first  formal  appearance  in  the  controversy  in  1812  in  the 
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arguiiient  cif  Ward  Chipnian,  who,  in  one  of  his  priviite  letters  speaks 
of  it  in  such  a  way  as  to  imply  that  it  was  heini;'  forniulaleil  liy  him- 
self (page  319).  Why,  if  this  was  the  true  boundar}',  did  not  (ireat 
Britain  atlvance  it  earlier  in  the  eontr<j\ersy  ? 

As  will  be  shown  later  in  this  pa[)er  (under  the  interpr(jvineial 
boundaries),  as  soon  as  the  treaty  of  \H^2  was  signed,  an  acti\e  dispute 
arose  between  New  itrunswick  and  (Juebec  as  to  their  inteipro\  incial 
buundar}-,  and  New  Llrnnswiek  claimed  as  her  northern  boumlar}'  the 
highlands  south  of  the  St.  Lawrence;  but  since,  by  the  Treaty  of 
1783,  the  western  boundar)-  of  Xew  IJrnnswick  was  the  eastern 
boiuidary  of  i\Iaine,  this  was  grauting  the  Elaine  claim,  (juebec,  on 
the  other  hand,  claimed  as  a  boundary  the  Mars  Hill  highlands;  if 
Great  Britain's  clain:  to  an  interijro\  incial  boundar}'  on  those  highlands 
was  correct,  then  Quebec's  claim  was  c<irrect,  but  (ireat  Britain  ne\er 
admitted  it.  During  the  controversy  the  agents  of  both  sides  more 
or  less  distinctly  admitte<l  the  justice  of  the  American  claim  .... 
It  is  almost  sale  to  sav  that  every  Canadian  and  Englishman  wdio 
has  really  examined  thoroughly  the  original  sources  of  information 
(not  simply  the  writings  of  the  Agents  and  other  partisans)  u[)on  this 
stibject,  and  who  has  not  been  conunitted  to  the  luiglish  view  by 
some  official  comiectiun  with  the  British  a<l\'ucac}'  of  the  I'.ritish 
claim,  has  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  American  claim  was  tech- 
nically correct 

'['he  legal  claim  of  Maine,  therefore,  seems  to  me  justified  by  the 
documents  in  the  case,  by  the  opinion  of  contemjiorar}'  New  ISruns- 
w  ick  and  British  authorities,  and  by  the  decisions  of  eminent  baiglish- 
men  since. 

We  may  now  resume  the  sul)ject  in  the  following  brief: 

In  the  early  part  of  the  seventeenth  century,  when  (his  region 
was  wholly  unsettled,  Great  Britain  made  grants  to  her  subjects  here, 
with  generalizetl  boundaries  based  ujioii  imperfect  knowledge,  but 
aui[ile  for  the  i>ur[)ose  of  the  time. 

After  many  \icissitudes  the  whole  country  passed  again  into  the 
possession  of  luigland  in  1763  ;  the  region  with  which  we  are  concerned 
was  little  more  settled  than  earlier,  and,  to  make  convenient  divisions. 
Great  liritain,  while  establishing  some  new  boundaries,  reaffirmed 
the  old  boundaries  as  far  as  they  existed. 

These   boundaries,    old    and    new,    however,    haiipened    to    so    run 
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tliat  one  (it  the  three  I'roxinces  thus  lioinided  in  ijh]  hi)-  in  lieiueen 
the  other  t\v<i  hke  a  wed^e,  e\en  euttint;  across  the  unl)'  possihle  hne 
uf  eoninumieation  hetween  tho^e  twn.  As  l>>nt;'  as  the  cnuntr}'  was 
a  wilderness  or  as  lung  as  the  three  provinces  reniaiiied  under  dUe 
j^overnnient,  this  did  nut  matter. 

The  re\-ulutii)n  came,  two  (it  the  provinces  remained  l(i)al,  but 
the  one  hetween  them  juined  thll.^e  in  successful  re\(ih.  When  jieace 
came,  the  Iniundarx'  hetween  the  latter  and  the  turmer  naturally  became 
the  international  huundary  line. 

Hut  UdW  that  they  beliinL;ed  to  diiterent  nations  it  \\as  found  that 
the  angle  of  .Massachusetts,  while  of  slight  \alue  to  her,  was  in\aluable 
to  Great  llritain,  because  through  it  only  could  the  two  Provinces 
communicate.  (  )b\iousl\-  that  Alassachuselts  po^'-es^ed  this  angle 
was  through  no  merit  or  foresight  on  her  [lart,  it  wa^  a  pure  piece  of 
luck  falling  to  her  liecause  the  way  the  old  boundaries  had  happened 
to  run;  that  Great  llritain  did  not  possess  it  wa>  no  demerit  or  lack 
(jf  foresight  on  her  pai't ;  it  was  a  pure  piece  of  bail  luck  o\'er  which 
she  had  no  control. 

England  naturally  made  oxertures  to  ha\'e  some  readjustment 
made  which  would  gi\e  her  a  free  Counnunication  between  her  I'rox- 
inces,  but  the  Umted  .States  took  full  aihautage  of  her  accidentally 
acipiireil  rights  and  retused  an\'  accommodation  whate\er. 

An  accommodation  lieing  found  to  lie  imiiossible,  ( ircat  llritain  had 
to  win  the  invaluable  territor\'  by  diplomacy.  .Vn  e.xamiualion  of  the 
Words  of  the  treat)'  sbowed  that  while  their  intention  \\,is  plain,  thev 
were  ilrawn  in  ignorance  of  the  true  lopogr,aph\-  of  the  coumrw  and 
did  not  e.xacth'  lit  it;  this  detect  in  the  wurding  was  a  pure  piece  of 
luck  for  (n"eat  llritain,  and  enabled  her  to  a\oid  granting  the  line 
of  the    l"reat\'  and  to  keeji  the  (|uestion  oiien. 

(ireat  Tlritain  then  set  up  an  extreme  claim  in  opposition  to  that 
of  the  L'nited  .States;  it  was  ad\'ocated  by  her  ablest  diplomatists,  and 
after  prolonged  discussion  she  succeeded  in  1S4J  in  seeming  a  deci- 
sion which  g;i\e  her,  not  the  most  adxautageous  line,  nor  her  full 
claim,  but  one  which  secured  the  communication  between  her  two 
l'r(i\  inces. 

The  .Septennial  Hill,  so-calle(.l,  ha\ing  beci  ime  a  law,  the  Ilousc 
elected  in  17N5,  p.assed  out  of  existence  in  ijn2.  dhe  election  of  mem- 
iiers  of  the  new    .\ssembly  was  held   in   ]\larch,    I7(;.v      .\lter  it   was 
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over.  Governor  Wciitwortli  reportctl  to  Air.  Dundas  that  "the  elections 
were  eoiKlnctcd  with  nnexanipleil  moderation  and  L,ni(xl  order,  not- 
withstaiuHng  there  \\ere  man)   can(h(hites."

Sterns,  tiie  hitter  witlidraw  ing.  At  this  time,  the  foU.  iwini;^  (jrominent 
posts  in  the  I'rovnice  were  liiietl  hy  ,i;enllemen  who  had  hut  recently 
made  i\o\a  Scotia  their  home:  Cio\ernor,  I'.i^hMp,  Attnrne) -(lenerah 
and  Sjieaker  of  the  A.bsemldy.  Within  a  _\ear,  this  ii^>t  was  ti  1  he 
increased  h_\-  the  adthtion  of  Cliief  Justice,  Allorue)-  (iencral  Jllowers 
receiving  that  appointment  ijn  tlie  retirement  ni  Thomas  Arnh'ew 
Strange'  in  i/^)y.  In  Cduuectiou  with  this  re--ignalii)n  and  proniMtinn, 
Sohcitor-Cieneral  Uniacke  was  advanceil  tn  the  Atturne\'  (leneral^hip 
and  was  succeeded  as  Sohcitor-(  ieneral  iw  jdualhan  Sterri-,,  a  prumi- 
nent  Loyah^t.  In  the  C  i.iuncil  the  old  Xo\a  Scotia  element  ->till  pre- 
dominated, hut  se\  eral  ot  the  memhers  were  old  and  inlirm,  and  as 
vacancies  occurred  Sir  John  W  entworih's  miminatiou.s  were  generally 
of  gentlemen  whose  fortunes  bad  been  similar  to  his  own. 

A  conipariscjn  of  the  abo\e  list  with  that  repre-^enting  the  meni- 
ber.shi[)  of  the  pre\ious  llou^e  re\eals  scime  noteworllu'  changes. 
Richard  J.  Lhiiacke,  the  Solicitor-Cleneral.  who  had  sal  in  the  last 
Assembly  for  llabla.x  I'nuntN,  and  who  after  the  rennwal  uf  ISlowers 
to  the  lOuncil  had  idled  the  Speaker's  chair,  \anishes  for  the  time 
from  our  legislative  halls.  A  few  years  later  when  a  \acancy  occiu'recl 
in  (Jueen'>  C'<juut_\',  he  was  elected  to  fill  it.  lie  does  not  appear  to 
ha\'e  been  a  candidate  lur  any  cun^tituency  at  the  general  election. 
Neither  were  two  of  his  former  colleagues,  ^.birris  and  I'ske.  Wal- 
lace, the  third  one,  ret.ained  his  seat  but  came  in  ;it  the  inni  (,{  the 
poll.  ibis  seem.-,  to  ba\'e  been  the  lu'^t  election  in  which  ;i  distinct 
poll  was  held  in  that  part  of  llalifa.x  l"ount\-  which  is  now  embraced 
in  the  counties  of  Colchester  and  i'ictou.  d'he  nnl_\  pulling  places  for 
that  immense  district  stretching  from  .Merig.imish  to  I'ixe  Islands  was 
at  ()nslow.  b'our  \ears  later,  a  second  C"uut\-  pnll  was  opened  at 
W'almsl}-   (I'ictou).

CiO\ernor  I'arr  died  in  N'o\'eniher,  \J<ti.  after  pi'esidiuL;  o\er  the 
destinies  of  the  1  'ro\ince  for  more  than  nine  \ears.  lie  w  as  a  common 
place  sort  of  man,  with  e'lidowments  so  mediocre  that  it  would  he  cruel 
to  sa_\'  anylhiuL;-  harsh  ol  him.  Ihe  writer  of  the  official  notice  in 
the  (j\i:rllc  steers  prett_\-  skill'ulle  helween  Sc\lla  and  ( 'Ikuw  hdis  :  "d'he 
wellare  and  h.appines-  ot  llis  suhjects  in  this  l'ro\ince  was  his  in\,iri- 
ahle  stud\-  and  pursuit."  Xo  one  would  think  of  char^iuL;  (io\ernor 
I'arr  witli  disposition  or  desire  to  ilo  an\oue  haian  or  wroii;,;.  .Mur- 
doch apparentle  tori.;etlin_L;  th.at  I'arr  was  at  the  helm  when  .\o\a 
Scoliri  was  sailiuL;- o\er  the  trouhled  waters  of  the  l.oy.disi  sdiKineiU, 
is  not  \  cry  ha[ipy  in  his  estinrate:  '"lie  left  us  no  indication  of  c.\tr;i- 
ordinarv  al  ililw  hut  seems  to  ha\e  heen  the  \er\-  man  lo  suit  the  lime 
in  which  he  acted,  heiuL;  plain,  simple  and  dilii^ent."  I'lainne-s  and 
sim|ihcitv — dili,L;ence  is  alwa\-s  in  order — were  not  just  the  i|u;ililies 
needed  to  s;i\'e  Xo\a  Scotia  from  (lismeniherment,  ddie  inter\al  he 
tween  the  settliuL;  down  o|  the  l,o\ahsl  inlhix  and  the  hieakiiii;  out  of 
hrench  l\e\olution,  whose  thundei's  were  he^inniuL;  e\cn  then  to  shake 
the  earth,  Murdoch  I'et^arded  ;is  "one  of  the  happ\'  and  h.akwoii  da\s 
of  Xo\a  Scoti.a."  It  is  rather  dihicult  to  say  whether  he  intends  to 
j.;i\'e  I'arr  credit  lor  creating  this  era  of  tran(|uihlN-  or  siinph,-  for  not 
disturhinj;  it.  While  waiting;  lor  :i  new  (loxeruor  to  appear  in  the 
sti>r\-,  we  nia\-  take  u]!  a  matter  which  was  eii^.a^iuL;  Parr's  attention 
when  the  fatal  summons  reached  lunr  (  )n  the  17th  of  .Xoxemher  he 
nut  his  (  ouncil  and  "asked  their  ad\ice  in  the  remo\,il  of  people  of 
Color  Irom  this  I'roNince  to  ."-^ierr.i  l.eone,"  iiifornu'm;  them  that  .Mr. 
Dundas  had  directed  him  to  hire  shippiuL;  for  the  purpo-,e.  Muidock 
m.akes  iio   further  reference  to  l\u<   ])roposed   deportation  ( d'   negroes 
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until  lie  reaches  the  record  of  the  following"  Januar)-;  "(  )ii  Suiulay 
the  13th  |anuar\-,  13  \e^sL•l^  sailed  frum  llalilax  t(ir  Sierra  I.eMiie. 
carr)iuL;  culured  penple  thither.  The  luiniher  nl  |ias^enL;er.--  was  slaleil 
as  l-oo.  The  hire  and  demurrai;e  of  these  \essel>  anniunied  ti  1  three 
tlRitr^and  nine  hundred  ainl  >i\t\-h\e  [inunds,  ci,!_;lu  shillings  sterling;, 
paid  1)\'  the  nriti^h  j;i  iverniueiit.  Lieutenant  (  larksmi  and  Lawrence 
llartshiirne  acted  as  agents  tor  the  Sierra  Leuiie  ('(unpany.  Air. 
Michael  Wallace  attended  tn  the  luisiness  (Hi  the  part  nf  the  i^DXerii- 
nient.  The  luiLjlish  ;4ti\ernnient  paid  thirteen  th^u.-^and  nine  I1undr1.1l 
and  lilt\-twii  puunds  fur  e\])ense  uf  traiispi  irtatini;-  the  hiack  people," 
Se\'eral  questions  sui^i^est  iheniseLes.  h'irst,  what  was  the  Sierra 
Leune  (Oinpan\\  and  win-  was  it  propo^iui;  to  <le[ioi-i  .\'o\a  Scotiau 
nei;Toe.s — or  negroes  to  Sierra  Leone.'  The  Sierra  Leone  (  ompany 
was  a  liij^hh'  caiiitalised  oi-  orLjani^ation  ol  Lni^lish  philanthropists, 
who  were  acting;  on  the  hypothesis  that  the  only  eflectual  wa\  of 
scotching;-  the  sla\e  trade  was  h\'  ci\ilisinL;-  and  (  hristianisiuL;"  .\frica 
itself,  .\  more  fundamental  hypothesis  still  was  that  to  accoiiiplish 
this  latter  ohject  the  proper  method  was  to  plant  on  the  shores  of 
the  hark  (  outinent  colonies  i>\  ci\ilised  and  (  hristianised  ne-roes. 
The  chief  promoters  of  the  scheme  were  the  \ery  men  who  later 
slew  the  dragon  of  ini(juit\'  h}'  the  mere  force  of  an  amuseil  puhlic 
oijiuion.  'iho|-nton,  Sliarpe.  Zachary  Mac("aula\-  and  William  W  ilher- 
force.  Sierra  Leone,  a  comhine  ni  harreii  rock  and  pestilential 
jungle,  and  with  a  temperature  whose  heat  was  onl\-  exceeiled 
hy  its  huinidil\,  was  choscn  as  the  seat  of  this  pliilauthropic 
experiment.  Lut  where  were  the  ci\ilised  and  (."hristianised  ne,i.;roes 
necessar\-  for  the  expei-iment  to  he  found?  Whw  in  l'".ni;land  and  in 
Xo\'a  Scotia,  in  holh  of  which  ]ilaces  cru'^o  after  car.^^o  of  sla\es  from 
the  southern  I'roxinces  had  heeii  taken  dnrin;;  the  W.ir  of  .\mcricau 
]xe\olution.  Lienteu.ant  (  larkson,  wli,,  i^  represented  he  Alurdock  as 
actini;-  in  conjunction  with  Mr.  ll.irtshorne  of  llalifax  as  aL;ent  of  the 
compau)-,  was  a  hrother  of  riiomas  Llarkson  the  phil.inthropist,  one 
of  the  ]jrincip;il  ])romoters  of  the  compan_\'.  The  .\o\a  Scotia  colored 
contin:L;ent  lor  the  moral  and  spiritual  redemption  of  .\fric,a  was  col- 
lected chiell)'  in  Larlmonlh,  I'restou,  and  l'iii"chtowii.  (  l.-u-kson  kept 
a  diar\'  during;-  his  stay  in  N'ova  Scotia,  which  has  keen  piihllshed  and 
made  the  hasis  of  ;m  interesliuL;  .article  h)'  Sir  .\ilains  .Vrchihald  in  the 
seventh    \'oIume    of    the    Collections    of    the    Nova    Scotia    Historical 
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Society.  Tlie  agent  readied  Halifax  some  time  l>efure  Parr's  ilealli  luit 
was  unable  to  secure  the  (iu\-erniir's  ac(|uie^cence  in  the  project.^ 
Bulkcly  succeeded  i'arr  as  ail  iiitcniii  administratur.  The  scheme  \vas 
someJKJW  rushed  through,  and  the  expedition  for  Sierra  Leone  was 
on  the  sea,  before  the  new  Ciovernor,  Sir  Jnhn  \\  entwurth,  arri\'ed. 
It  may  be  added  that  Clarkson  made  tempting  oilers  to  facilitate  iiis 
object.  To  each  settler  [iroducing  a  certilicate  signed  by  himself  or 
Hartbhiirne  was  to  ije  given  a  grant  of  land  at  Sierra  Leone,  twenty 
acres  for  himself,  ten  for  his  wife  and  li\e  tur  e\er\-  child.  (  larksun's 
diary  closes  with  a  report  of  the  \oyage. 

He  was  \er\-  ill  himself.  Two  of  the  captains  and  more  than  sixty 
of  the  Negroes  tlieil.  b'rom  Other  sources  it  is  learned  that  the  \essels 
from  Xo\a  Scotia  were  the  first  to  reach  Sierra  Leone  and  .--o  it 
dexobed  on  Idarkson  to  i)\ersee  the  settlement  of  the  colon\-.  .\  year 
or  so  later  he  was  a|ipointed  (n)veriU)r,  to  be  succeeded  bv  Zachary 
?\lacaula\-.  In  that  innnitablc  book,  Tr.iwban's  "Life  ami  Letters  of 
Lord  Macaitlay,"  there  is  to  be  foimd  the  name  of  but  a  single  Xo\a 
Scotian.  It  is  that  of  David  Ge(jrge,  the  [iious  negro  [ireacher  uf  Shel- 
burne.- 

.SIR   JOHN    Wr;NTW0RTII. 

On  May  12th  (1729  the  new  Lieutenant-(  iovernor.  John  W'eiit- 
WLirth,  arri\ed,  Wxa  weeks  from  b'alnioiub  in  His  Alajest\'s  ship 
Hussar.  W'entworth  was  destined  to  hold  the  office  to  which  he  was 
now  appointed  longer  than  anv  oi  his  predecessors,  or,  so  far,  any 
of  his  successors  have  done.  He  was  the  last  Roval  ( iovernor  of  New- 
Hampshire,  and  when  he  receixed  the  appointment  w.as  simplx  a 
Lo^-alist  exile.     Sabine's  .-liiicrican  Loyalists  draws  this  picture  of  his 

MTlie  place  where  the  conversation  was  iK-ld  was  Ciovirnor  I'air's  dinioi,'  room.) 
"This  conversaUon  UAve  tlie  Governor  an  opportunity  of  startiiiji  iHITicnillirs.  as  tlio 
ac-coniplislnnent  of  the  plan,  which  I  was  oljliscd  to  cut  sliort  li.v  sa.vin;,'  tliat  it  should 
not  prc'\'ent  me  from  exerting  myself  to  forward  tlie  busincsy,  as  I  was  coniident  that 
neither  sovernmcnt  nor  the  company  would  suffice  me  to  sail  from  lieure  if  Uuy 
thougrht  there  was  any  danger  from  the  natives;  and  that  we  shoidd  havi'  sullicii  nt 
time  to  linow  the  p.-n-ticidars  before  we  coidd  possibly  tie  ready  to  sail.  The  c"n\'(r- 
sation  dropped  by  tlie  Goviinor's  pushing  about  the  boUle." — Extract  fnaii  LiLUt'  nant 
C^hLrkson's  diary. 

(Zachary  Macauley  is  writing  from  Sierra  Ijcone  to  liis  noard)  :  "The  Baptists 
und'-r  David  George  are  decent  and  orderly,  but  tliere  is  obsirvabU-  in  llierii  a  great 
neglect  of  family  worship,  and  sometimes  of  unfairness  in  their  dealings."  We  tiuote 
this,  for  Zachary  RIacaulay  rarely  praised  anybod.v,  not  even  his  own  lirilliant  son. 
Hesides.  we  l<imw  that  "the  Clapham  Set"  had  an  almost  unwordh-  slandard  of  linan- 
cial   probity   and   that   their   family  prayers   were   inordinately   long. 
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pre-Xo\'a  Scotian  career:  "lie  was  an  excellent  pulilic  man  in  almost 
ex'cr)'  particnlar,  in  l)n>iiie>s  few  surpassed  liim  in  promptne^'-,  intelli- 
gence and  efticienc\-.  llis  talents  were  nf  a  liii^h  order,  his  judgment 
was  sound  and  his  \iews  were  hroad  and  liheral.  The  Liniversities 
of  Oxford  and  Aherdeen,  too,  generally  unmindful  of  the  merits  of 
colonist> — conferred  on  him  the  tlegree  of  Doctor  ol  Laws,  lie  was 
the  friend  of  learning  and  ga\e  t(j  Uartmoulh  (.'ollege  its  charter  rights. 
He  did  much  to  encourage  learning." 

l'\ir  more  than  a  )-ear  events  had  been  gra\'itating  towards  war. 
The  underlying  ipiestion  was  whether  England  would  formall}'  recog- 
nise the  New  I'rench  Keinihlic.  I'ilt  waited  tor  the  de\elopment  of 
grounds  on  which  to  base  a  positi\'e  refusal,  hrance  supplied  the 
necessary  grievances.  She  opened  the  na\-igation  oi  the  Scheldt  in 
violation  of  treat}',  and  to  the  detriment  of  Holland,  an  ally  whom 
England  was  hound  \)y  another  treatv  to  protect  from  anything  that 
sa\ored  of  iin'asioii.  More  important  still  the  n.ilional  con\-entii'n 
issued  the  fatal  decree  of  Xos'eiuljer  loth,  which  declared  the  purjiose 
of  the  h'rench  nation  to  accord  fraternit)'  and  succor  to  all  oppressed 
people  willing  to  make  a  fight  for  lihertw  All  attempts  to  expkiin 
away  the  significance  of  this  fam(:iu.>  pronunciamenti.i  proved  una\ail- 
ing.  The  (jjiening  of  the  .Scheldt  wah  a  comparati\  el\-  small  niatter. 
so  long  as  Holland,  the  really  agg"rie\"ed  part\',  did  not  complain.  Still 
it  was  an  in■^ulting  act  ol  ;iggre.-.sion,  which  i'.ngland,  who^,e  polic\' 
was  not  to  imjio^e  her  will  on  (jther  nations,  hut  to  see  that  other 
nations  acted  up  to  their  treaty  oliligations.  .\s  to  the  other  matter 
it  was  fundaiueiUal  and  \ital.  hVance  throws  down  the  gage  of 
war  when  she  asks  kaigkind  to  |)ernut  her  to  concern  her-elf  with 
the  strictly  internal  affairs  <if  neutral  coimtries  and  to  estaljli.-^h 
universally  her  own  re\olutionary  principles. 

(  )n  lA'hruary  i,  ijcj^,  h'rance  declared  war  against  England  and 
Holland.  (  )n  l''ehruar\-  oth,  (leorge  111,  ])rol)al)l_\-  foreseeing  hut 
dimly  the  titanic  and  ]irotracted  struggle  thus  initiated,  wrote  as  fol- 
low ^  to  his  nu'ni^ter.  Lord  (iren\-ille:  "The  coiilirmation  of  the  ste[) 
taken  hy  the  faction  that  govern  in  l-'rance,  of  jointh-  declaring  war 
against  this  kingiloui  and  the  [Outch  Repuhlic,  is  highly  agreeable  to  me, 
as  the  mode  adopted  seems  well  calculated  to  rou^e  such  a  spirit  in 
this  country,  that  1  trust  will  curb  the  insolence  of  these  deposits,  and 
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be  a  means  nf  restnriny  sniiie  deL;ree  (if  order.  In  that  iiiipriiieipled 
country,  wlio.sc  aim  at  present  is  to  destroy  all." 

Without  delay  Sir  John  W'entw urtli  was  notified  of  the  momentous 
step,  an<l  was  informed  that  he  mi-ht  connt  on  the  i.-.-ne  of  "letters 
of  mar(|ne  ol  commission  ot  pri\-ateers,  t;ranted  in  the  usnal  manner." 
The  latter  piece  ol  inliirmation  liore  Iruit.  Sheriffs  were  ordered  to 
declare  the  war  in  their  respectixe  ciuntics.  Sir  John  \\;i>  a  most 
hospitahle  entertainer  and  set  helore  his  tjnots  a  hountifnlly  supplied 
tahle,  lint  at  that  critical  moment  he  sULj'^oted  to  the  people  the  pro- 
priet}    of  a  j;eneral  fast. 

The  direct  impact  on  No\'a  Scotia  of  the  war  that  ,L;re\v  out  of  the 
French  Resohuion  was  hut  slii^ht ;  and  a  \'er_\-  _i;eneral  and  cursory 
account  of  such  militar\'  and  na\al  transactions  as  did  more  or  less 
renu)tely  connect  themseK'es  with  our  l'ro\ince  will  suflice.  Kelired 
Loyalist  ofificers  were  (|uicl<  to  respond  to  the  call  to  arms,  none  more 
so  than  the  Annajjolis  ( 'ounty  nei,t;hhors,  liarclay,  .\lillid_ne  and  ria\ar<l. 
Distini^atished  officers  were  wilhnt;-  to  attach  themsehes  to  newly 
formed  regiments,  "uiion  lia.lf  pay  onl\-  and  with'^ut  claim  to  r.mk." 
W'entw^orth  ilescrihes  these  self-sacriliciiii;'  majors  and  captains  as 
"lireeminenllv  distin,L;uished  tor  their  militar\'  accomplishments."  It 
was  decided  lu  call  W'eiitw urth's  own  regiment  of  looo  men  composed 
mostly  of  [iris'ates  wIkj  had  served  in  the  late  war.  the  l.o\al  Nova 
Scotia  Regiment.  The  lialifax  garrison  was  in  a  rather  reduced  state, 
but  "about  (>c)  freeholders  were  formed  into  artillery,  and  are  now 
practising  with  great  assiduit\,  under  the  instructions  of  the  detach- 
ment to  Royal  Artillery  in  the  garrison."  lAidentl)-  Xo\a  Scotia  was 
getting  into  good  shape  for  defence  should  the  revolutionary  madcaps 
come  over  and  attack  her. 

There  were  sundry  reports  of  French  tleets,  frigates  and  pri\-ateers 
hovering  roimd  the  c<Kist.  hut  the  ship  of  war,  fliissar.  Captain  Rupert 
George,  wlio  soi.in  "hoisted  a  broad  pendant  as  coinmiidore  on  this 
station,"  seemed  adequate  to  wartl  off  all  danger.  II.  i\f.  S.  .llUf/ator, 
on  her  way  from  Portsmouth,  captured  two  l-^rench  privateers  and 
two  hrench  West  Indianieii,  with  cargoes  walued  up  to  fort\'  thousand 
pounds.  So  Ca|)tain  Aflleck  of  the  .IWuiator  was  assigned  the  duty  of 
la)'ing  siege  to  St.  Pierre,  reported  to  be  in  a  rather  heli)less  condition. 
To  fully  e(|uip  the  captain  for  what  turned  out  to  he  a  rather  easy 
task,   Governor   Wentworth   considerately  supplied   him   with   thirty- 
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three  \(ilunteers,  two  officers  and  a  jiilot.  C'aptaiii   .Mea.nher,  of   Alus- 
qiuiilohoit." 

r.oth  tlie  Iliissiir  ami  tlie  Alligator  were  allowed  to  do  a  moderate 
amount  of  impressment. 

Tlir:    F.M-l,  OF  ST.    PIEURF. 

St.  l^ierre  fell  without  striking;-  a  hlow  in  it>  own  defence,  thou.^ii 
tiie  captors  came  into  p(l,sse,^^ion  of  ei_t;lit  "_'()-pounder  t;un,s"  and 
"i5t)_'  iiihahitaul-.."  The  decision  was  reacheil  to  con\-e\'  the  lishermen 
and  troops  to  ][alifa.\.  and  lea\e  the  rest  "until  11.  .M .  |)leasure  ^hould 
be  known."  In  the  meantime  the  .'lUiijatiir,  with  li\e  transports,  i;ot 
back  to  Jlalifa.x,  coineyiny  from  yx)  to  Ooo  pri.soners.  the  latter  was 
Monsieur  Dan.seville,  (lo\ernor  of  the  Island,  who  was  allowed  the 
libert}-  of  the  town.  ( io\eriior  Wentworth  had  two  disputes  or  differ- 
ences of  opinion,  with  Maior-(  ieneral  (.)L;il\ie,  t  ommander-in-L  hiel. 
Idle  (lo\eriior  had  hired  and  specially  I'ltted  up  MeKille  Iskmd  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  St.  1 'ierre  [)risouers,  the  comniaudaiit  insisted 
on  their  bein^'  Iodised  in  the  (_cirnwalhs  Harracks.  d  he  (jther  point 
of  disagreement  was  somewhat  more  important,  esjieciallv  to  the  (Jo\- 
ernor.  Ills  complaint  was  that  (ieneral  ()i;il\ie  would  not  ha\e  the 
Lo\'al  No\a  Scotia — his  own — ret,nment  mustered,  or  acknow  leili;ed 
as  a  corps  in  the  Kini^'s  serxice,  altlioUL,di  it  was  doin^  more  than 
three-fourths  of  the  garrison  duty,  while  one-  officer  and  si.xteen  men 
li.ad  to  keep  L^iiard  oil  board  of  a  schooner  in  the  lower  h.arbour  b\'  the 
(ieiieral's  own  command.  dhe  regiment  was  niortilied  and  dis- 
couraged, not  bein^"  treated  as  the  rcLi'imeiits  in  New  ]h-uiiswick. 

ddie  (Io\ernor  \\as  well  satislied  with  the  .\cadians  and  the  Catho- 
lics in  the  I'roxince,  as  "lo)-al  subjects."  lint  lie  was  exceedingly  sus- 
jiicioiis  ot  the  prisoners  from  St.  I'ierre.  dliev  were  "\'ioleiU  democrats 
to  a  man,"  an<l  their  corruptiuL;"  intlueuce  was  per\'asi\e,  reachin;;  e\'en 
to  the  I'rench  .\cadians  at  .\richat.  whose  "minds  thev  had  poisoned 
with  democrac\"."  \'eril\'  the  no.xioiis  Iea\eii  of  sons  ciilotti^in  was 
workini;  widly  and  with  a  vengeance.  .Vfter  a  while  the  (iovernor  got 
rid  of  the  dangerous  democrats  by  having  them  sent  to  the  lock-up  in 
Guernsey. 

Then  came  an  event  which  cliallenged  the  \arious  grailcs  (jf  official 
liigh  and  low,  to  the  exercise  of  tlieir  best  powers  of  undiscrimi- 
nating   eulogy.      Prince   luhvard,    the    King's    fourth    son,   arrived    at 
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Halifax  from  St.  ]\itt"s.  l^xcrythiiiL;"  in  the  shape  of  a  caiinuu 
that  cmiKl  he  laid  hands  cm,  nn  >hijre  and  on  .shi|)d)iiar(h  was 
rei|nisitiiine(l  t<i  L;i\e  him  a  ihnnderons  welcnme.  Hut  tile  reverhera- 
tions  of  liie  i^'uns  were  as  nuiliin^-  m  eomparison  witli  the  \eihal  salvos. 
The  (,io\ernor  and  tJouncil  led  the  \\a)-,  ^alutin^  the  modest  yonnj^ 
officer  ;is  "heroic  oftsprinj;"  of  highly  re\ered  parents, — of  a  Kin;.;,  the 
iindouhtetl  father  of  his  [jeople, — of  a  (jueen,  the  iinri\alled  pattern 
of  her  .se.x."  The  mat^istrates  fell  se\eral  n(jtes  helow  this,  a.nd  ihen- 
tamer  lam^nage  need  nut  he  (jnoled.  The  llishop  and  hi.s  cler.i^w  how- 
ever, made  amiile  amends  for  the  <lrop,  and  raised  pane^vrie  ti>  its 
highest  point:  "Yonr  progress,  .Sir.  to  this  part  of  His  Majesty's 
Dominion  h.as  heen  slrongl\-  marked  h\'  a  \ariet\  uf  haz.ards.  whilst 
we  admired  that  heniie  ardnr  anil  intrepidit}'  which,  at  the  call  of  duty 
and  honor,  leil  to  spurn  every  danger  from  fatigue  through  inhos- 
pilahle  wilds — from  the  extremes  id'  climate — fnim  avowed  enemies, 
and  from  others  who  were  secretly  hostile,  we  were  greath'  agitated, 
and  fell  the  ntmiist  anxiety  for  your  safety.  Like  the  celehrated 
Roman,  who  is  ei|nally  memorable  for  the  numher  of  his  victories  and 
for  the  eelehrity  of  his  military  movements,  v'on  Hew  tn  the  emliatlled 
posts  of  }our  armies,  like  him,  you  came — \ou  saw  them —  \ou 
con(|uered." 

THOMAS    BARCLAY NOTED    LOYALIST. 

Thomas  Barclay,  if  not,  as  so  many  consider  him  to  have  been, 
the  ablest  of  the  Lovalists  who  snught  liomes  in  Nova  .Scotia, 
certaiidy  transcentled  all  others  in  the  unique  interest  which  attaches 
to  his  career  as  a  whole,  and  perhaps,  also,  in  the  meriti>rinus  charac- 
ter of  the  services  which  he  rendered  to  the  I'anpire.  lie  was  burn 
at  New  \Tjrk — of  coiu'se  a  I'lritish  subject — in  1753,  he  died  in  the 
same  city — still  a  Ikitish  subject,  in  1S30.  b\)r  a  continuMUs  perind 
(d"  nearly  fifty  years  he  serx'ed  the  (/rown  faithfully,  either  as  member 
of  the  .Xova  Scotia  Assemblv,  or  as  "CuUsiU  (ieneral  for  the  iuistern 
States  of  America."  Iked  a  lawyer,  he  was  a  soldier  in  constant  and 
active  service  during  the  war  uf  the  ivevolulion,  unt  seeking  mihlar\' 
promoiiun  so  much  as  npportmiity  tn  show  his  luyaltv  by  [)ers'  nal 
elf'ort  and  expusure.  He  never  rose  to  higher  rank  than  tiiat  indi- 
cated by  his  lamiliar  Nova  Scotia  soubri(piet,  "Major  Barclav."     lie

took  his  prt'liniiiiary  le^al  traiiiiiii;-  in  ihe  nlVice  uf  John  Jay,  afterwards 
one  III'  the  nid.st  repnt.ilile  ci\'il  I'lLiures  i>i  the  l\e\  1  ihnii  inai'\-  perimh 
and  sunie  of  the  provisions  of  w  ho^c  well-known  Treaty  ol  "Ainit)-, 
Coninieree  and  Naxa^ation"  it  hecanie  liis  sulisequent  lUity  to  investi- 
gate and  appl).  When  at  tiie  e\aenation  of  Xew  ^'ork  in  1783,  lie, 
with  his  wife  and  lour  ehildren — to  whom  eii;"ht  more  were  sulise- 
quenth'  added — took  sail  for  the  forests  of  Xo\a  Seotia,  he  was  penni- 
less exeept  as  to  the  half  pay  ot  a  retired  I'lrilish  ollieer.  \'>y  an  Act 
uf  the  Xew  \'ork  1  .ej^i^lature  of  (fctohcr  _'_',  1770,  he  had  keen 
attainted  and  con\icteiI  (  Iw  name)  oi  hiL;h  treason;  hi^  propei"t\'  was 
declared  to  he  forfeited  to  and  vested  in  the  people  of  Xew  \  ork  State; 
he  was  forever  banished;  and  it  was  pros  idcd  that  if  he  should  he 
at  any  tnne  found  within  the  State,  he  :~hoiild  he  declared  ,L;iiilty  of 
felon\'  and  should  snifer  death  without  heiielit  of  cler,i;\-.  It  is  nut 
neeessar\  to  rccomit  l'i;ircki\'s  e.xperience  dinani;  the  seven  \ears  that 
he  was  on  the  lield.  In  a  letter  written  to  llrook  W  atson  from  Ami  ip- 
olis,  ill  17()-',  he  mentions  the  circumstances  that  when  Ncrsim;'  under 
Lord  K.awdon  in  South  rarolina  he  was  rei|uested  hy  th.at  (ieiieral  to 
carry  his  desi)atehes  hy  sea  to  Lord  Coriiw.illis  at  ^'orktown  in  \'ir- 
ginia,  and  while  perforinin,L(  this  dut}-  was  taker,  ])risoner  li\'  the 
French  in  the  na\al  conllict  off  the  Capes  of  1  )cla\vare.  fou.yht  hetweeii 
.Admiral  (Irases  and  (  ourt  de  (irasse,  in  Septeiiilier,  17N1.  l!arcla\-, 
howc\er,  "ohtained  parol  and  arri\'ed  in  .Xew  ^  or]<  in  time  to  j.;i\i.  the 
Commander^-in-f  liiel  hoth  \>v  sea  and  kind  \er\'  lull  .and  neci>sary 
information,"  inlormation,  ala-^l  which,  howLWer  "full  and  necessar\','" 
did  not  head  off  \L-r\-  unfortunate  e\ent^  at  \'orktown  ,1  -hoit  while 
afterw  ard>. 

llarclay  oil  reaching;  Aiiiiapiili>  r,a>iii  with  other  LoN.ilist^  in  ly^^^ 
had  assii^ned  him,  or  perhaps  \-oluiitarily  undertook,  the  duty  of  super- 
iutendini;  the  settlement  of  their  allotted  lands  to  the  MiKliers  of  his 
tli^handed  Loyal  .\meriean  re_i;inn.iit  who  accompanied  Inni  to  Xo\a 
Scotia.  The  rdlottmeiit  la\-  in  the  town.-'hip  of  W'llniot  —  tlicii  a  "fore-t 
priiiKwal"  ol  the  densest  t\|>e.  .\cadian  settlement  h.ul  .--topped  at 
ISrid^etown  or  I'aradi^e,  and  the  Xew  l'JiL;landers  li.ad  not  .ad\anced 
miKli  farther  ea^tw,lrd.  (  )n  Handle)'  Mountain,  I'larclas  ;uiil  his  s,il- 
iliers  set  out  to  car\e  homes  foi-  theinsehes  in  the  woods.  The  hitter 
strut^^les  of  tlieise  early  years  need  ncit  he  reproduced.     The  leader. 
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who,  as  he  dcscrihed  himself,  was  oiie-tiuirtli  Scotch  and  three-l'ounhs 
l)uU'h'   was  not  a  man  to  lie  easilv  (jiscouraijed. 

We  are  told  that  "'with  his  own  haiuls  he  le\  elled  the  forest  oil  his 
new  jios^essioii-,.  which  i;ratetull\-  rewarded  his  toil  and  per.-ex  erance ; 
while  he  con\-erteil  the  settlement  of  troops  into  a  re,--iiecla])le  .-ociet\' 
of  which  he  m  )on  hecanie  physician,  pastor,  counsellor,  and  jiul,L;e.  l!y 
his  iiidu>tr\-  in  farniiiii;.  he  supported  a  lart^e  faiiiih',  until  finding  his 
colony  111  a  prosperous  and  orderly  state,  he  remo\ed  to  Annapolis 
Ko\al  alioiit  the  year  17^1;,  to  pursue  his  profession  at  the  h.ar,  which 
he  exercised  with  threat  success  throui;h  the  l'ro\ince  of  .\'o\a  Sc<ili.i." 
The  parliamentary  career  of  r.arcla\-  is  enihr.iced  in  our  i^eiieral  record. 
His  dischari^e  of  the  duties  of  the  (ieneral  Consulate  at  Xew  'lOrk 
duriiij4-  the  Ioiil;-  period  stretchiny-  Ijetween  \J'-)^  and  1N30  is  not  a 
question  connectiiiL;'  itself  with  the  histor\-  of  Xo\a  Scotia.  Certain 
special  duties  were  assigned  him  h)'  the  Imperial  .i;o\  ernment,  which 
would  lia\e  related  to  strictl\-  Xo\a  Scotia  ((uestions  lunl  it  not  lieeii 
for  tile  re.i^retlalile  partiticJii  in  1  7S4.  To  these  it  is  ri^lil  and  proper 
i.hat  we  should  make  hrief  reference.  The  first  of  these  assi^nmeiils 
l)eloii,i:.;ed  to  the  period  when  llarclay  was  in  Xo\'.i  Scotia  lillin;^-  the 
pcjst  of  Speaker  id  the  Asseiiihlw,  and  has  alread\'  heeii  referred  to  in  a 
t^eneral  way. 

DISPUTE  OVER   lioUXn.AKY. 

Ill  all  the  earlier  disinites  hetween  Tireat  P>ritain  and  the  United 
States  as  to  the  k.astern  houiidarx-  line,  the  coiitro\  ers\'  concerned  the 
iilentitication  of  a  ri\er  called  the  St.  Croix  in  the  Treaty  (d  Inde- 
pendence, d  he  I'.astern  lioundar\'  ni  the  L'nited  States  was  to  he  a 
line  "dr.awn  aloii;.;'  the  middle  id'  the  ri\er  St.  ("roix,  from  its  mouth 
in  the  lla_\-  uf  h'tiiuly  to  its  sfuirce  and  from  its  source  directl}-  north 
to  the  aforesaid  Highlands."  The  aforesaid  Highlands  in,i\-  for  the 
present  he  left  out  of  sif;ht ;  the  point  to  he  settled  was  hrst  of  all: 
'"Wdiat  ri\er  was  intended  hy  the  negotiators  nt  the  Treaty  under  the 
name  of  St.  Croix." 

1  John  Barclay,  his  earliest  American  progenitor,  came  to  New  Jerse.v  in  1G.S3.  lie 
was  .a  Scotchman,  brother  of  Rolx-rt  Barclay,  the  celehratol  <>uaker  tlieoloijian.  friend 
.■mil  coacljntor  of  William  Penn,  and  unlike  Pcnn,  the  subject  of  appreciative  reference 
by  Maeanlay.  John  Barclay,  on  coniing  to  America,  abjured  Ciuakerism,  wliieli  his 
brother  had  explained  and  defended  so  learnedly  and  elotiuently,  and  became  an  Episco- 
palian. His  wife  was  of  pure  Dutch  stock,  as  her  name.  Van  Hc-haiai-k.  betokens.  So 
were  the  wives  of  his  son  and  garndson.  The  la  dr.  father  of  our  subject,  tie-  Rrv. 
Henry  Barclay,  was  rector  of  Trinity  Cliurcli,  New  York,  but  one  r.  etor  Intel  veijiuf 
between  him  and  Dr.  Charles  Inglis. 
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I'lie  LTniti-d  States  i^oxorniucm  claiiiicil  that  thr  ri\cr  intcinluil  was 
a  stream  calk-d  ]i_\-  the  liuhan  name  nl  .\la,L;a,L;uaila\'ie.  and  piddueed 
Inihan  te^timl)n\  tu  sliow  that  hy  the  h'reneh  it  was  known  as  ihe  St. 
Croix,  (ireat  llritain  (in  the  other  hand,  contended  for  a  ri\ei"  ealled 
the  Sehox'die,  wliieh  emptied  into  I 'as--amai|nodd\-  I'.ax'  >ome  ten  miles 
to  tlie  westward  ol  the  month  ol  the  AhiL;a,L;naihi\  ie.  The  nortlicrl)- 
lines  rnn  trom  the  .sonrees  ol  these  ri\er.s  would  lie  li\e  or  six  times  a, 
tar  apart  as  the  ri\ers  are  at  their  mouth.  I  he  o\\nershi|i  of  li\e  or 
six  thousand  s(|nare  miles  of  territorx-  was  at  stake,  ddie  lirst  ponU 
in  settling  tiie  houn(lar\'  ilispnte  was  to  decide  lielween  the  Schoxdic 
and  tile  .Ma.i;a.i^"nada\ic. 

ja}'s  'I'reatN'  of  ".\niit_\-,  Commerce  and  N'a\i,i;ation"  referred  the 
(|nestion  to  three  commissi<iners,  one  to  lie  chosen  li\-  the  Kiiii;.  one 
by  the  President,  and  one  h\-  the  at;reement  of  the  two  lirst  named. 
In  case  these  conld  not  ai^ree.  the  third  commissioner  was  to  he  chosen 
li\'  lot.  Idle  true  ri\er  was  to  he  fixed  and  descrilied,  with  a  state- 
ment of  the  exact  loni.;titnde  aiul  latitude  ol  hoth  its  month  and  source, 
dlie  Commissioners  were  to  meet  at  llalilax.  Ihe  decision  of  the 
commissioners  was  to  he  accepted  li\'  hoth  parties  as  conclusi\e  and 
linal.  dhe  King  appointed  as  IVitish  commissioner,  dliomas  llarclay 
(if  \'o\'a  Scotia'.  ( leorge  Washington  appointed  l)a\  id  Howell  of 
Rhode  Island,  the  twn  agreed  on  i'.gliert  neiison  of  Xew   \'ork.- 

1  he  Commissioners  without  great  dela\'  or  dilluult}'  decided  tli.at 
the  schedule  should  lie  fixed  upon  as  the  original  St.  ('mix.  .\n 
exaniin.itioii  of  the  reported  site  of  the  old  de  Mollis  haliitatioii  on  .St. 
Croix  Island  settled  th;it  point  coiiclusu  elv.  ddie  follow  in-  is  I'.ar- 
ela\'s  announcement  of  the  identification  to  Lord  (ireiuille:  "(  »n 
reino\i),ig  the  young  gr<iwtli  of  wood,  which  covered  the  lace  of  that 
jiart  i,(f  the  Island,  and  digging  a  very  little  way  under  the  surface, 
the  foundations  of  the  h'reneh  huildings  were  found  in  an  .almost  ]ier- 
fect  state,  also  the  liriek  of  which  the  oven  w,is  made.     .\n  old  metal 

'The  follDwing  is  in  piirt  Barclay's  letter  to  Lord  CreiiviU.'  .uknowlrdKinK  dis|i:it(li 
finnouiicinf  his  appointment:  "I  entre.nt  your  Lord-sliip  to  l.iy  -.a  lii.s  iMaje.sty'.s  terl 
my  most  linmlile  aeknowleilgments  for  this  instance  oC  his  m;oi'ms  fa\dr.  ami  \><n  I 
may  1h-  pirmittc'il  to  assure  your  I-ora.ship  that  1  shall  hy  a  punctual  ami  dilit;' nt 
attention  to  the  duty  committed  to  me  endeavor  to  merit  this  mark  of  His  M.ijesly's 
eonliilence." 

-Not  only  were  Barclay  and  Benson  acouaintances,  tliey  were  (luite  close  rela- 
tions—liist  cousins  of  half  hlooil.  ]3enson's  father  was  half-hroiher  ot  l',.ircl.iy's 
mother.  No  hint  ot  unfair  or  umlerhaml  dealinpc  on  Baiclay's  part  in  brin^'inB  ahout 
the  nomination  and  choice  ot  Benson  has  ever  been  hinted.  Benson  was  an  inlluen- 
tiul  Federalist  in  politics  and  his  choice  was  naturally  pleasing  to  the  administration. 
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spoiiii,  iron  spikes  nearly  tlestroyeil  1)\-  ru>t,  pieces  nf  earthen  and  iron 
puts,  and  eliareoal  in  an  apparentl\-  perfect  state  but  wliieh  in  liein;; 
e.\])used  to  air,  slacked  anil  crumbled  into  dust.  dlii^  discii\ery 
identilies  the  Island  and  l\i\er  nanieil  St.  Croix  by  the  h'rench." 

There  were  still  dil'liculties  and  complications  awaitint;-  the  coni- 
missioner.'^  u[)  stream.  Ihe  source  of  the  ri\er  had  been  posiii\el\' 
fixed.  At  a  certain  point  the  Schoudic  bifurcates.  It  was  true  that 
the  name  Schoudic  still  adhered  to  the  western  branch,  which  ISarclay 
woukl  naturally  favor,  but  the  more  direct  branch,  called  the  ("liiput- 
neticook  brou,!:;ht  down  much  the  lart^er  \ciluinc  of  water  and  could 
seemingly  est<dilish  the  stronger  claim  t(j  be  considered  the  river  of 
the  Trealv.  Alter  protracted  conferences  and  interminable  sur\e\s, 
the  northwest  branch  of  the  (  hiputneticook,  which  has  extensi\x' 
ramifications,  was  fixed  on  as  the  St.  I'roix.  A  .granite  monument, 
apiiroximately  at  its  head,  marks  the  source  reipiired  b\-  the  'freat\-. 

ddie  ascertainment  (jf  the  true  St.  L'roix  and  the  determination  of 
its  source  were  not  the  onl\-  services  rendeerd  b\-  Ihomas  I'larcku-  to 
the  Cro\i.n  of  L;reat  llritain  in  connection  with  the  international  boun- 
dary dispute.  'fo  sa)-  iiothini;'  of  the  )et  undetenniiied  line  south 
from  the  mouth  of  the  St.  Croix  which  iiuoKed  the  ownership  of  the 
islands  in  1 'assania(|Uoddy  Bay,  there  remained  to  be  ^rajipled  with 
the  main  problem  ni  strikinj^  the  line  from  the  St.  Croix's  source 
to  the  Lake-of-theA\'ooils.  In  the  iuist,  everythiu;;-  depended  on 
locating  "the  northwest  allele  of  Xo\a  Scotia,"  that  is,  the  point 
where  the  due  north  line  from  the  source  of  the  St.  (."roix  strikes 
certain  luLjhlands  which  di\iile  the  ri\ers  which  llow  into  the  ri\er 
St.  J.awreiice  from  those  which  llow  into  the  -\tlantic  (  )cean.  hor 
seventeen  \-ears  after  the  settlement  of  the  St.  Croix  part  of  the 
(luestion  b\'  llarckn-,  Howell,  and  I'.enson,  sundr\-  attempts  to  further 
ne!;"<itiate  and  conclude  the  coiitrovers}'  accomplished  nothini;'.  .Mean- 
while the  War  of  iSu  had  taken  place,  dlie  ne,L;oti,itors  at  ( ilieiit 
took  up  the  b(.)undary  (|uesti(in  with  an  earnest  effort  to  effect  its 
proin])t  and  satisfact(M-y  settlement.  After  an  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
I'.ritish  commissioners  to  ilispose  of  the  eastern  dilficult}-  in  connection 
with  the  northwest  an,L,de  of  Xova  Scotia  by  securiiiL;'  a  rexision  of 
the  boundary  and  thus  a\oid  all  danger  of  interrupting;  the  com- 
munication between  Halifax  and  (Juebec,  had  tailed,  li\e  articles 
were  agreed  on,  comprisiiiL;-  a  plan  for  fixing  the  coiniilete  boiindar)- 
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line  fri.m  Easti)i:)rt  to  the  Lake-of-tlie-W'doils.  One  article  (1\') 
appDinieil  two  ci)nimis>ioners,  diie  re|ire>eiitiiiL;'  each  nation,  tn  ileciile 
ujion  the  titles  to  (irand  Alanan  ami  the  Islands  of  I'a^^anlal|nl  mIiI)- ; 

I!_\' 
another  (  \' )  a  similar  Imard  was  provided  t(i  deal  with  the  diflicult 
stretch,  fruni  the  source  ot  the  St.  C"ri)i.x,  ruund  the  nnrihern  limits 
of  .Maine.  Xew  1  lanip^hire.  \  ermont  and  .New  \'i 'rk  to  the  p^int 
where  the  line  should  reach  the  St.  Lawrence.  The  pr(jl)lem  imputed 
on  this  hoard  was  to  locate  "the  northwest  angle  nf  Xii\a  Scdtia." 
Other  article  (\'1-\'I1)  provided  for  similar  hoards  to  determine 
the  more  westerl\-  lines.  Article  \Tii  prescrihed  general  regulations. 
.\t  the  time  when  these  important  Conclusions  were  reached  llar- 
cla\'  was  in  lingland.  The  war  iust  concluded  had  necessarily  caused 
him  to  ahandon  his  post  in  .Xew  Vork.  With  the  I'.ritish  .Minister 
at  \\'a>hiugti.in,  Mr.  I'oster,  he  sailed  for  F^ondon  in  one  of  I  lis 
i\lajest\-'s  ships  on  the  e\e  of  the  war,  touching  at  Halifax  on  the 
way.  I'lefore  he  had  limine  much  sight-seeing,  a  new  line  of  work 
which  inxoKeil  his  return  to  the  I'nited  .States,  w;is  assigned  him 
hy  the   imperial  government.

Idle  rapid  and  enormous  acciunulation  of  prisoners  on  their  hands 
had  hecome  a  soiu'ce  of  trouhle  and  worr\-  to  each  of  the  helligereni-. 
The  United  States  Chargr  in  London  hefore  sailing  for  Xew  \'ork 
notified  Lor(l  Castlereagh  oi  the  appointment  of  an  -\mericaii  ageiil 
for  pris(jners  of  war  in  (Jreat  llrilain,  and  asked  that  a  I'.ritish  agent 
lie  named  to  act  in  like  ca[)acit\'  in  the  L'liited  .States.  Ilarcla\  \\as 
appointed  as  "Accredited  agent  in  the  L'nileil  .States  for  the  pur|)ose 
of  attending  to  the  relief  of  Lrilish  prisoners,  with  a  salary  of  two 
pounds  a  d.i}',  and  allowances  tor  clerk  hire  and  ti'.i\eliiig  expenses."' 
Lhider  this  new  .appointment,  he  soon  lound  himself  in  .Xew  \"ork' 
again,  llis  experiences  when  acting  as  "Agent  for  prisoners"  were 
not  pleasant.  .Mr.  .Mason — father  of  the  Senator  .Mason  of  ".Mason 
and  Slidell"  fame — the  commissary  with  whom  he  acted,  and  himself 
were  men  cast  in  \er\-  dittereiit  mouMs.  l!arcl,a\  was  a  man  of 
hiisiness ;  .Mason  was  not.  The  one  wished  to  tr.aiisact  affairs  as 
much  as  possihle  hy  correspondence,  with  e\er\-  "i"  dotted  and  exerv 
"t"  crossed;  the  other  was  inclined  to  trust  to  casu.al  conversations, 
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auil  in  tjciit'rril  preferred  "wurd  of  niDuth"  euiiinninicatinii.  In  tlie 
end  llareIa\-'>  i)ei>i>tenee  preNaileil  and  an  e\eeedinL;l\-  \  i  iluniiui  lu.-, 
e(.irres];iindenee  ensned.  'V\u>,  In  i\\  e\'er.  .Masnn  I'lnalK'  enl  >hnrl.  1))- 
lirin^inn  nanda)-  t' i  the  neii;lil)iiihi  k  id  of  \\'a>hinL;l(in.  We  eainint 
t^'ii  int'i  parlienlars.  (  )nr  .subject  was  pnslied  almut  liaim  pillar  tn 
pust.  lie  was  ordered  [<  <  take  up  his  residenee  in  I'.landenliur^.  hut 
when  Admiral  tHehran  anelmred  ne,irli\'  and  landed  4.(100  troops, 
lie  was  eiiuinianded  to  renio\e  to  I  laxersidwn.  lie  ,i;a\e  L;reat  olleuee 
1)\'  not  .Ljeltiui;  a\\a\'  from  lllandeushnrL;  till  the  nioruiuL;  o|  the  hat- 
tie,  hut  was  alile  to  excuse  himself  1)\-  slaliui.;-  that  he  "could  find  no 
\ehicle  to  carry  him  a\\a\'."  iielore  leaxiuL;  Haarlem  Inr  lUandens- 
huri;"  he  had  despatched  his  resii;"nation  to  Ldiiilnu.  lie  now  asked 
for  a  pass|i(ii-t  to  le.ixe  the  CMUutr\-  and  was  furnished  with  a  herlh 
m  the  American  cai'tel  ship  hiiii/iil.  In  Xo\cuilier,  1N14,  he  was 
in  J.ondiiu  ai;ain.' 

d  he  war  was  now  nearl\-  o\er.  Ihe  ci  immissii  niers  at  (  iheul 
were  l)Us\  with  their  ne,i;oliatii  ars.  (  )ii  Dccemher  J4.  1X14,  the 
Treaty  oj  I'eace  was  siL^ned.  (  )n  the  -'5th  of  the  follnwini;  June,  ten 
days  after  Waterloo.  Lord  I  astlerea,L;h  persouall)'  informed  Mr. 
Barclay,  that  the  ,i;o\ernment  had  selected  him  as  Ihaiish  conimis- 
.si(.iner  under  .\rticles  both  iV  and  \'  of  the  recent  I'reatw  th.it  it 
should  he  his  dut)'  to  p|-otecl  imperial  interests  as  to  the  ownei-hip 
of  the  I'assanKKinoddy  Islands  and  the  location  of  the  "northwest 
auLjle  of   .\o\a  Scotia." 

In  three  weeks  llarclay  was  off  for  .\inerica  aL;,iin.  llis  duties 
as  (ousnl  (ieneral  had  keen  interrupted,  hut  his  title  to  the  oflicc  had 
not  lap-ed.  I'.y  the  first  of  Septemher  he  was  m  his  (k-^k  a,L;ain  in 
New  \'ork.  i^atheriu^'  up  in  his  usual  methodical  wa\-  the  threads  of 
sus])ended  husincss,  and  awaitim;  the  arri\al  of  hi>  new  commis- 
sion. 

Idle  .\merican  commissioner  associatdl  with  him  was — under 
.\rticle  l\' — John  Holmes  of  Maine,  and  under  .Xrtick'  \',  Cornelius 
r.  \'an  Xess  of  \  ermout.  ddie  llritish  a;;ent  under  hoih  commission- 
ers— as  lie  had  heen  under  the  St.  ("roix  (_'ommis>iou  — w  as   ilarclav's 
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Lci\;ilist  friuiid.  W'anl  ChipriKiii  nf  St.  Jnlin.  Tliu  oimiiii^-^ii  iin.-i> 
uiulcr  li'itli  .\rticlcs  met  fur  oi -anization  at  St.  .Viulixw  >.  Xcw  UniUh- 
wick,  nil  Septcnihcr  j^.  i8iO. 

'Ilic  c(/ninii.-->ii )!!  uiuk-r  .\rticle  1\  si  k  in  ili>]>ii>c(l  ot  the  Ta-^aina- 
((timlilv  ca^e■.  ill  a  iiiaiiiKT  liiL;lil\-  ^ati^tact' iry  \n  (  iieat  llritaiii  auil 
particularh'  td  New  I'lriui^wick.  The  i|ue.>tinii  i-  uiie  <ii  hi^t(ii\  ratlier 
than  nt  i;ei'i;ra|)hy.  The  .\rliele  itself  aihiutte.l  that  aU  the  i.^hiiuU 
south  (if  the  ri\er  St.  Croix  were  to  lie  re.^arded  a^  helon-ini.;  to  the 
United  Slates,  "h.xeeiilinL;  ^ucll  i>hmd-<  as  iiow  are,  or  heretoloic  lia\e 
lieen.  w  iihni  tlie  hinit>  of  the  saiil  I'roxince  of  .\o\a  Scotia."

.--elf  thoUL^ht  it  best  to  lea\e  it  in  .\nierican  [ios>e>>ion.  ( irand  .Manan, 
Cainpohello,  and  iJeer  Island  were  acknow  ledi^ed  to  he  Ihati-h,  "urider 
goud   title." 

In  re.-^llect  to  the  task  a.-signed  to  hini  nnder  .\rticle  \'.,  the 
location  iif  the  "Xortluvot  angle  of  Xo\a  Scotia"  at  a  point  con- 
ducive to  the  intereht>  id'  (ireal  Uritain  and  New  I'.run^wick,  ll.irclay, 
We  now  know,  ne\er  anticipated  success.  liarlier  i;riti-.h  sl.ite-nien, 
seeing  that  the  letter  of  the  Treaty  was  against  them  ha<l  .-oughi, 
in.stead  of  contro\er>\-  and  lei;al  wrangling,  ;i  re\i--ion  ot  the  d"reat_\' 
boundaries.  At  lirst  Ward  ldii])nian  him-elf  recognised  the  ililfi- 
cultv,  and,  indeed,  the  impossihility.  of  tlirowing  serious  doulit  on 
so  plain  a  stipulation.  .\s,  however,  the  I'niled  States  authorities 
declined  to  make  an\  territori.d  sacrifice,  or  e\en  exchange,  to  pi-o\ide 
l"r  inter-couimnnication  hetweeu  the  llritish  I'loxinces.  a  rt:..;ht  mu~t 
he  made  on   the  terms  of  the  Treat). 

We  \entnre  the  assertion  that  it  would  he  dirficnlt  to  find  lan^u.ige 
clearer,  or  in  more  complete  accorilance  with  the  lacts  ol  geograiihw 
than  that  in  which  the  posiii,,!!  (,f  the  northwest  :ingle  of  .\'..\a 
Scotia  is  delined.  It  is  the  point  where  the  line  reaches  ilie  highl.uuls 
which  dixide  those  ri\ers  that  em|ity  themseKes  iiUi'  the  l\i\er  St. 
Lawrence  from  tho-,e  which  f.all  into  the  .\tlantic  (  )cean.  ddie  game 
pla\ed  h\'  the  llritish  conmii-sioner  anil  ageul  —  lluw  realK  had  no 
other  game  to  pla\ — was  to  l;i\-  the  basis  for  .a  coinproiuise  b_\-  show- 
ing that  in  its  terms  the  tre,al\'  was  incapable  ol  inler]irelatioii.  Stress 
was  laid  on  attempts  to  prose  that  "hi-hbmds"  u:eam,  not  a)i  oidi- 
iiar\-  watershed,  Init  "mountain  chains,"  and  that  the  term  ".\tlantic 
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(~)ccaii"  (as  distinct  from  Uiwr  St.  Lawrence)  inclndcil  neither  tl'.c 
luiy  1)1'  l'"iind_\-  niir  the  liay  C'haletn'.  The  i)(i-~iti\e  claim  of  the  lhit:>h 
agent  was  tlie  ideutilicatiun  with  llie  higldands  of  the  tieat\'  nf  a 
chain  cf  hills  in  the  latitud.e  nf  Wivxlstock  ililL,  except  that  they 
are  Sdmewhat  "hi.gh,"  fnlliUini;-  m  ;t  a  ^in^ie  Conditinii  re(|uireil  hv 
the  treat)-.  The  ".Mars  Hill"  argument  can  scarcely  ha\e  heen  sin- 
cerely pressed.  It  was  prohahl}-  a  mere  hlind.  The  main  point  was 
t,''ained.  A  decided  impression  \\\as  [iroduced  that  the  pr'_)\i>ions  of 
the  Treaty  of  i/c^j,  instead  (jf  beini;'  eas_\'  of  interpretation  and  execu- 
tion were  "inexplicahle"  and  "impracticahle."  .\  conipromi^e  in  the 
liiL;hest  degree  ta\'orahle  to  Xew  Iham^wick  was  sngi;ested  and  made 
po.ssihle.  The  northwest  angle  of  Xo\a  Scotia  instead  of  heing  found 
where  the  Treat\'  would  have  placed  it  in  the  neighhorhood  o|  l.,ike 
Metapedia.  ami  on  highlands  hetweeu  ri\ers  se\erall\-  taking  iheir 
course  to  the  St.  Lawrence  am!  the  Atlantic,  was  located  in  the  mid- 
channel  of  the  l\i\'er  St.  JAhn. 

W  hen  Major  ISarclay  was  app<iinted  Consul  (leneral  at  iN'ew  N'ork 
in  ijwS.  Xova  Scotia  ha<l  heen  lor  sixteen  years  his  domicil  a.nd 
home.  In  other  words,  he  was  to  all  intents  and  pur])oses  a  .\o\:i 
Scotian.  As  time  jiasses  on  it  will  he  lound  that  his  two  successors  in 
the  consulship  at  Xew  ^'ork  were  also  Xo\a  Scotians,  a  fact  gixing 
to  our  Pro\ince  the  honor  of  pro\idmg  occupants  for  that  impoi-omt 
position  lor  no  less  than  eigluy-li\e  successi\e  \'ears.  from  \yn^  to 
lISNj;.  The  names  and  periods  of  these  officials  are  on  record  thus: 
Thomas  liarclay,  1798-183^);  Anthony  llarclay,  1830-1857;  lulward 
Mortimer  .Archihald,  1857-1883.  .\nthony  llarcla}-  was  Thoin.is 
Ikirclax's  son,  born  at  .\nnapolis  during  his  father's  residence  in 
Xo\a  Scotia,  lie  was  educated  at  King's  College,  taking  the  degree 
of  ikichelor  of  Arts  in  1809,  and  recei\ing  an  honorary  Doctor  of 
Ci\il  Laws  in  i8_'().  Under  the  I 'rcj\isions  of  the  d'reatv  of  Client, 
he  acted  as  Uritish  commissioner  for  determining  the  international 
hoLindary  line  for  the  central  district,  at  the  s.inie  time  that  his  f.ither 
was  trying  to  locate  satisfactoril)  to  Xew  ISruiiswick  the  northwest 
angle  of  X(na  Scotia,     lie  li\ed  uiilil  1877. 

Sir  I'.dward  Mortimer  .\rclnhald.  K.  C.  M.  C  ('.  Ik,  was  one 
of  se\eral  distinguished  sons  of  "the  Creat  Commoner"  of  .\o\a 
Scotia.     1  )uring  his  long  tenure  of  ofhce  at  Xew  York,  and  especialK- 
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wlicii  the  stress  and  fvieli'iii  of  the  ei\il  war  ])erii);l  threateiieil  i;ra\e 
inteniatiiiual  cuuiphcalii  ms,  liis  a(hiiiiiisiratii  iii  ol  coii-,uhir  allairs,  he 
won  the  ai)i)ri)\al  ot  the  l;ii\  ernnients  and  niereanlile  inlei\>ls  ni  Imih 
ciinnlries.  Prior  to  this  apiiointnienl  he  had  aelne\  ed  remarkable 
suece.ss  in  [irolessinnal  and  pnlihc  Hie  in  the  ( 'olon\-  of  Xew  loundhind

That  the  War  id'  iSij  was  not  carried  on  with  eharacleristic 
ener,i;y  and  determination  hy  either  nation  admits  in  hlr^e  part  of 
eas\'  explanation,  Jdie  war  itself  was  a  serions  emliarrassnient  to  h.ng- 
land.  Her  hands  were  already  full.  The  prolonged  and  desperate 
struggle  will  h'lance  was  se\erel}-  tasking  her  resources.  ller  alile.^t 
generals  and  her  rine>t  troop>  were  wrestling  with  XapoleonV  niar--h- 
als  for  the  po^hL'Ssion  of  the  fortresses  and  pa>--es  of  ihe  Teiiin-ula. 
h'roin  her  lilockade  of  the  l-'rench  ports  she  could  ill  spare  a  ship. 

( Ireat  \igin'  and  concentration  ni  ellort  in  the  pro>ecntion  of  the 
American  contest  might  naturally  lia\e  keen  expected  from  the  Lniiteil 
States,  whose  authorities  had  denounced  (ireat  llritain  and  [iroiiounced 
war  again>t  her — lor  palpakl}-  disregarding  the  righl.i  ot  neutrals  as 
defined  in  the  L'ode  of  (nternational  Law.  lUit  there  were  emkarrass- 
nieins  here  as  well  as  on  the  other  side  of  the  ocean.  khe  ( 'oiigress 
which  had  declared  war  against  JMigland  represented  a  majority,  hut 
by  no  means  the  whole,  ol  the  peo[)le  of  the  k'nited  Slates.  I'he 
miiiorit}',  which  kitterl\-  opposed  the  war  polic\'  was  large  and  in- 
fluential, including  the  wdiole  of  New  kaigland,  and  the  seadioard 
districts  of  Xew  \'ork',  Xew  Jerse}-  and  PennscK  ania.  d"o  the  people 
inhakiting  this  area  war  meant  annihilation  of  their  commerce.  Xor 
di<l  their  admiration  kjr  Xapoleon  klind  their  cNe^,  a>  the  e\es  of 
the  lierv  Southrons  were  kliiuled,  to  the  fact  that  the  iMeiich  despot 
with  his  I'.erlin  and  .Milan  decrees  was  the  primar\-  transgressor.  So 
throughout  a  large  ]iari  ni  the  countr\-,  and  that  not  an  unimportant 
part,  there  was  little  or  no  enthusiasm;  and  this  state  id'  feeling,  or 
want  of  feeling,  lasted  until  the  barren  ITeaty  of  (jheiit  krought  to 
an  end  the  inconclusi\-e  struggle.  Tlie  Hartford  C'oiuention  occur- 
red as  late  as  1814.  Recruits  came  in  slowly.  The  State  g"o\-ern- 
ments  controlled  the  Militia,  which  fact  did  not  tend  to  promote  the 
objects  of  the  war  in  uns_\mpathetic  States.  The  (ioxeriior  of  ("on- 
(40) 
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iicclicut  would  111  it  alliiw  his  militia  to  i;i>  outsiilc  of  his  cjowrnmenl 
ami  the  (io\crnor  of  \  urmont  look  a  similar  stand.  In  Ma^sarhusetts 
the  domestic  force  was  allowed  to  heconie  disorganised  owing  to  the 
Cost  of  its  upkeep.  All  the  lro(ip>  who  were  engaged  to  .snhdue 
Canada  came  Irom  the  central  and  western  di.^tricts. 

.\t  the  iiut>et  these  relatne  disad\  antages  might  ha\e  heen  \iewed 
as  prett\'  nearh'  counterd/cdancing  each  other.  X(j\a  ."-^cotia,  e\en  ni 
the  c  iUiparatn  el}-  detenceles--  condition  in  which  Sir  Jwhn  ^dle^ll|■o()ke 
f<jund  her,  cannot  he  .-,aid  to  lia\e  heen  particularh'  exposed  to  danger. 
I'ar  otherwise  with  (  anada  westward  troni  the  Uichlieu.  A  nairow 
elongated  stretch  o|  country,  wilhiiut  natural  defences  ea:-ily  accessible 
l)\  laiiil  ami  water,  with  a  sparce  rnid — it  wa--  a^^nmed— grealK'  dis- 
alYected  population,  it  seemed  read)'  to  fall  into  the  enemy's  hands 
hefore  a  hlow  \\'as  struck.  lUit  it  so  h.appened  that  when  the  lour 
\-ears  struggle  for  its  ciin(|ue--t,  or  retentinn,  was  o\er,  uoi  a  single 
acre  of  the  soil  had  pa>sed  out  ol   Ihilish  possession. 

The  series  of  hnlliant  na\al  \ictories  gained  Iw  .\nicrica  o\er 
]'>riti>h  frigates  in  the  earlierj>erio(|  of  the  war — of  the  i'misl iliil iiui 
o\er  the  U'lu-rricrr.  of  the  ll'asf^  o\'cr  the  I'rolu.  of  the  L'nitcd  Shilcs 
o\er  the  MaccdLiiiiiin.  id'  the  L'diislil iilinn  o\er  the  ,/(/:•(/,  has  tended  to 
])roduee  on  careless  readers,  an  historically  erroneous  impre>sion. 
These  \  ictories,  decisixe  as  the)'  ma)-  ha\e  heen  in  ihemseKcs,  had 
ahsiiluleh'  no  effect  in  determining  the  i>-~ue  of  the  Cllnte^t.  I'he)- 
were  mere  occurrences,  for  the  repetition  ot  which  there  was  no  chance 
A\hate\er  in  later  \-ears  of  the  war.  luigland  had  made  two  mistakes, 
if  one  dues  not  reall\-  include  the  other,  she  had  kept  ton  few  sliip^  oil 
the  .\merican  st;aion,  and  those  placed  there  were  tuo  we.ik  to  cope, 
in  single  coinliat,  with  the  eight  or  nine  hrst-class  frigate^  which  cnii- 
slitnte<l  the  Ihiited  States  .\a\-y.  .\s  soon  as  the  .\dniiralty  onler 
directed  I'.ritish  captains  not  to  accept  the  gage  of  I'lhted  States  \■e^•^els 
greatl)-  their  superiors  in  tonnage  and  guns,  the  succession  of  British 
defeats  came  to  an  end.  In  the  eelehrated  fight  lietweeii  the  Sluiininii 
and  the  Clu'sa/'caLw  the  ships,  the  crew-s  and  the  armaments  were 
ei|uall)-  m.'itched.  d'lie  statement  that  a  r.ritish  frigate  of  i  S  i  .^  was 
twice  as  efficient  as  one  of  iSiJ,  is  doulitlcs.-,  an  exaggeration,  Iml  there 
is  no  diiulit  of  the  lesson  ha\ing  keen  learned  that  it  was  tnlly  |o  send 
\ve;ik  ships  to  grapple  with  ones  much  stronger  than  thciiisehes.    Mnr- 
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duck's  accuunt  of  the  SIhiiuion-L  licscl^CiikL  altair  is  reproduced  in  the 
i\.[)[)eiidi\.' 

l'"or  a  lime  it  was  difficult  to  say  ou  the  commerce  of  whicli  of  the 
two  nations  the  greater  injur}'  was  inllicled  h)'  privateers  in  the  service 
uf  tile  inher.  United  States  ve^^^el^  with  letters  of  marcjue  nut  onl\- 
preyed  on  rnili>h  and  colonial  shipping  uu  the  American  coa^t^,  hut, 
waxmg  hold,  crossed  o\  er  In  the  waters  of  tlie  L'nited  Kinmlom  itself. 
The  peace  of  uS  1  .|.  enahled  haigland  to  clear  her  (jwn  blujres  of  hijth 
cruisers  and  privateers.  Around  our  own  coasts,  tuo,  a  similar,  if  not 
S(j  e.\tensi\e,  a  rediictiuu  of  |U"i\  ateering  ravages  came  ahout  as  one  uf 
the  results  ot  the  pacilic.ition  in  luu'ope. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  yeai'  1N14  the  Lhhted  Slates  proiio^ed  the 
formal  cuiisideraliuu  ut  terms  uf  peace.  I  he  I'uilish  licet  which  for 
some  time  had  hluekaded  the  Atlantic  coast  line  ivnu  J.uug  Island  to 
Sa\aimali,  was  nuw  urdereil  lu  e.xtend  the  heilekade  iiurihward  so  as 
to  include  the  Xew  hjigland  ports,  access  to  which  had  keen  pemntted 
fremi  niutnes  uf  pulicy.  Indeed  during  the  lirst  twu  _\ears  uf  the 
war,  under  a  sjiecial  arrangement,  I'.ritish  manufactured  goods  in 
large  i|uanlities  were  shipped  Irum  llalila.x  tu  I'liistun  and  even  Xew 
\'urk.  \T-ssels  fur  the  trauspMrlatiun  uf  these  giHJils  were  liceiiscil 
and  So  made  safe  from  iuterlereiice  or  capture  h)'  I'Jighsh  cruisers 
or  Xuv  a  Scotian  privateers.  An  immense  husiuess  in  this  line  was 
done  for  at  least  twu  years  in  Halifax,  and  the  hasis  of  some  large

".liiijiist  _'(),  1814.  Rear  Admiral  (n-inilh  and  myself  emliarked 
on  board  the  Pnti/nii.

Tllli  TRKATY   OF   GHENT. 

The  War  of  i8iJ  came  to  an  end  L)\-  the  nej^niiatiini  ui  a  Treaty  of 
I'eace  at  (jhent  in  I  )eceinlier,  1S15.  This  w  elld^iKjw  n  I  reat)'  has  as 
its  dislin-uishinL;-  feature  the  fact  that  it  doe.-,  ncit  cnnlain  e\  en  an 
ohlicjiie  reterence  to  a  sini;le  one  nf  the  i,frie\ances  nu  the  score  of 
which  the  L'niled  Slates  had  declared  war  aL:,ainsl  (ireat  Ihitaiii.  Its 
contents  as  to  disputed  titles  ui  I 'assanKuiuodih'  Maw  and  the  Uurlh- 
eastern  houndar)-  lines  ha\e  already  heen  referred  tn.  It  contains  nu 
reterence  to  the  \e.\ed  lisherx  question.  Mattel's  ni  dispute  hetweeii 
liie  Countries  were  either  left  lunnenlioned,  or  referred  to  hoards  of 
arhitralion. 

The  dreaty  ot  ( ilient  was  signed  on  Deceinher  -'4,  JiSi5.  |usl  a 
fortni,i;lU  alterwanls,  Sir  h'dward  rackeiihain,  who  does  not  apiiear 
til  ha\e  had  aii\-  coniniiun'catioii  from  linyland  since  lea\inL;  Halifax, 
altaiked  an  .\merican  torce  of  ij.ooo  men  under  ( ieueral  Andrew 
Jacl.soii  at  New  ( Irleans.  I 'ackenhain's  force  was  the  larL;er,  num- 
heriiii^-  15,(X)0,  hut  he  was  terrihl)'  worsted.  Jackson  threw  up  harri- 
cades  of  cotton  hales,  which  entirel\-  nullilied  the  elTects  of  his  lire.

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iii-C"liic-f,  (lalcil  April  lolli.  lie  sailed  from  Meai^hor's  I'lrach  on  juiic 
-•i)tli,  and  was  sworn  in  at  (jhcIilt  Jiil\-    i_'lh. 

In  C  anada  he  enlLTcd  upon  a  position  en\ironed  with  dilVicultics. 
I'hf  rccaU  of  Sir  (  ieorge  I'rcxost  had  left  the  pulilic  nund  in  an 
inllanied  condiliMU.  The  dillerenre>  between  the  ihiminant  nnuority 
and  the  hreneh  (  atholie  majority  were  heeomin^  increasin^h'  acute. 
'1  he  pidhlem  was  how  to  reconcile  iiritish  authorit\-  wuh  a  rea^onahle 
receiguiliciU  of  the  rights  of  the  public.  A  letter  in  which  Sir  John, 
shortl}'  after  his  accession  to  the  (jovernor-CJeneralship,  sulmiitted  to 
the  Ministry  his  \  iew  of  the  condition  and  needs  of  the  rrip\ince  i.-^ 
regarded  \iv  Kingford  as  (.lisphuing  a  considerahle  insight  into  the  true 
state  of  allairs,  as  well  as  a  cousiiiciiovis  freedom  fidiii  racial  and 
religious  prejudices.  The  historirm  uf  lanada  add> — and  he  ma_\-  say 
the  same  in  suhstance  of  his  administration  in  Xo\a  Scotia — that,  "lie 
left  behind  him  the  impress  of  one  of  the  wisest  and  ablest  Goxeruors 
Avho  held  oillce  in  Canada,  before  the  establishment  of  re^pMii-ible 
gtuernnient.  If  he  could  nijt  break  thrnugh  the  iraditiiai  that  the 
l'ro\ince  was  in  a  state  of  pujiilage  he  more  neail\-  reached  his  point 
than  an_\-  of  his  predecessors." 

The  strain  at  (jnebec  soon  i)ro\ed  too  much  lor  a  ci  institution  that 
had  ne\er  fully  reco\ered  its  tone  frcim  the  enfee!)ling  inllueiice  ijf  an 
Indian  clim.ile.  .\  parahtic  allectioii  obliged  him  alter  eighteen 
mouths'  incumbency,  to  resign  and  return  to  luiglaiid.  where  the 
remaining  }ears  of  his  life  were  spent  in  ab^ijlute  retirement  and  seclu- 
sion. 

Sir  Henry  ]^)Unl>ury,  who  was  ( Hiarter-]\laster-(ieueral,  for  the 
iMeditcrranean  forces  during  Sir  John's  sta\-  at  i\les>ina  gi\es  us  this 
picture  of  his  |)h}'si(|ue  :  "A  short,  square,  hard\-  little  man,  with  a 
countenance  that  told  at  once  the  determined  fortitude  of  his  nature." 
This  descripfdou  accords  well  with  the  portrait  lormerl\-  in  the 
]'ro\ince  I'luilding,  but  now  adorning  the  walls  nf  the  Halifax  f'ltib. 
Sir  John  was  und' mbtedK'  of  a  sninewhat  irascible  (li--pi  >^iti"ii,  but  in 
all  probability,  the  stories — one  of  them  reproduced  by  .\lurdock — 
told  in  illustration  of  this  inlirmit)-,  are  mostly  trumped  up  iiuentions. 
If  Wellington  e\er  diil  say  that  "Sherbrooke  was  the  most  passionate 
man  I  e\er  knew,"  we  must  remember  that  niir  natinnal  hero  was 
addicteil  to  o\erstroug  expressions,  as  when  he  said  that  he  had  at 
Waterloo  "the  W(jrst  army  a  general  e\'er  commanded."     That   Slier- 
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hruol^e  h;ul  a  scnsitixc  ncr\uus  organism  is  uiiijue-'-tiiiiialik'.  Jl  is  i|uile 
likely  lluU  he  .snnietimes  went  lie^'ond  the  iiiai'k  in  repriniaiKJini; 
kiiawry  and  iiui)ii>tiire. 

AhirdDck  rises  In  an  nnusnal  felicity  of  expressinu  i>  descrihini; 
his  L^eneral  eharaeter :  "Sir  John  I'i'ape  Sherliiunke  \\a^  highly 
esteenieil  1)\-  the  inhaliitants  of  the  I'rdvince.  I'riinipt,  uianlw  sin- 
cere and  inii)arlial,  lie  was  regarded  as  the  inii)er>i  mation  nt  nillexihle 
and  ineorruplilile  jnstice.  Somewhat  excitahle  and  ahrnpt  in  manner, 
he  \'et  snceeetleil  in  winning'  ^olden  npinions  Iruni  all  the  people  within 
his  g()\eriniient."'  Tm  make  up  fur  an\'  pnssilile  detects  on  Sir  h'hn's 
own  part,  our  historian  adtls:  "llis  lad\'  w  as  C(iurtei)u>  and  charitahle. 
His  pri\ate  secretar\-,  Lieutenant-Cnk  mel  Addi-t.n,  wa>  a  man  of 
Coiispicuijus  piety." 

DEATH    OF    lUSIIOP   IXOl.IS. 

Among-  the  events  of  imijortance  which  occurred  during  the  eluding 
months  ut  Sir  jnhu  Sherhrooke's  administration  of  the  government 
of  Xova  Scotia  may  lie  menti<ined  the  death  ni  the  l\e\ .  I.  harles 
Inglis,  liishop  of  the  Diocese  of  \o\a  Scotia,  and  the  appointment 
as  his  succesxir,  the  Uew  1  )r.  Stan-er,  rector  of  St.  Pauls.  !  )r. 
Inglis,  consecrated  in  1787,  was  the  lirst  Ihshop  appointed  to  a  colmual 
See  in  coiineclion  witli  the  Clmrch  of  laigland.  lie  pa-.-'cd  away  in 
the  eighty -second  year  of  his  age  and  the  llfty-secoiid  of  his  miiiistr\', 
ha\ing  throughoul  the  nearl\-  twenty  3ears  of  his  residence  in  Xo\a 
Scotia  commanded  the  respect  of  all  classes.  (  )iie  of  .sir  John  Sher- 
brooke's  last  acts  in  pulilic  was  to  appoint,  of  eouisc  under  in.struc- 
tions,  the  Speaker  of  the  House.  Lewis  AI.  W'ilkiiis'  judge  of  the 
Supreme  (,  ourt  in  place  of  Judge  ?^Ioiik,-  who  had  left  the  rro\ince, 
and  I'eleg  W'iswall  to  the  same  court  to  liU  the  ne\\l\-  created  asso- 
ciate judgeship. 

During  the  interxal  hetween  the  ileparture  of  Sir  j>ihn  Sherhrooke 
rind  the  arri\al  of  the  I'^arl  of  Dalliousie,  the  go\eriimeiit  was  adminis- 
tereil  liy  Major-!  ieiieral  '  ieorge  Stracev  Sruitli,  who  was  hrought  o\er 
from  .\'e\\    I'lrnuswick  for  the  purpose.      The  commissioners  a])pointed

WTien  three  hundred  .Xewluuudlanders,  hurut  nut  hy  lire,  landed  in 
ilalifa.x.  Iitt\-  pDtuiils  more  were  fi  irthci  iniiiig  tur  their  reliel.  I'or 
soiue  who  were  compelled  tu  sta\-  in  llalilax  all  wuiter,  an  additional 
hundred   was  provided. 

(  )n  the  iiSth  June  t  1818)  the  LduddU  packet  hnui-ht  Ui  the  (Gov- 
ernor a  cop\-  of  a  recent  act  nf  I'arliament  auth' ^rising  the  ("riiwn  to 
open  "free  pnrts"  in  Noxa  Scotia  tnid  Xew  llrunswick.  In  iul\-  news 
arn\ed  that  "llahlax  in  Xc)\a  Scotia  ami  .Saint  jnhn  in  Xew  Ihains- 
w  ick  Were  made   tree  ports  under  the  recent  act." 

ddie  Uew  I'.dmund  I'.urke.  pastnr  "f  the  KMUian  ('atliohc  llock 
in  Halifax,  was  ele\ated  tu  the  h.pisci  >pate,  and  ci  >nsccratcil  to  his 
high,  (ilhce  at  (jneliec.  X'ot  only  had  the  Ruman  (atliohc  Imdy 
hecomc  highh'  respectahle  in  pi  ant  i>t  uumhcr.  hut  inllueiitial  hv 
reasdU  ol  the  ch.aracter  and  wealth  ut  its  Iciduig  representatives.

The  (io\ernor's  speech  al  the  openini;-  of  the  session  referred  to 
aluuidant  crops,  successful  lisheries,  and  re\  i\ed  commerce.  lie 
still  insisted  ou  impro\ed  methods  of  loail  making  and  ;i  re\isiou 
of  the  militia  laws.  The  new  l'ro\  ince  I'.uildini;,  in  which  the  l.cL^is- 
latiu'e  was  housed,  w:is  a  "splendid  huildiuL;,  erected  fi  >r  the  :iccom- 
nioihition  of  the  1  .ei;islature,  the  Courts  of  Justice,  and  ;dl  the  puh- 
lic  offices."

Sniue  \oics  grati  l\i!i;^  U) 
tlie  Gu\LTn(ir  were  passcil ;  fmir  luiiiilrcil  ijouiids  to  I'iL-tou  Acadeui}-; 
two  IuiiuIixhI  i'.ouikIs  i.i  the  Acailiau  ScIimdI;  two  lumdre'd  iioiindr-  for 
a  colk-i^c  (  Dalliousie )  at  Halifax;  riftcen  hundred  iiouiid.-,  to  the 
,\,L;riciihural  Socicl\.  lUit  these  \i.ites  were  alto'_;ether  iusuflicient 
eiiiohieiil^  for  the  tli;-^atisfaction  [irodueed  h_\-  the  rejeelioii  of  his 
proffered  lei^islalH  in.  lie  is  displeased  "heeau^e  the  alteralion■^  lie 
liad  snL;L;e-'te(l  as  to  mihtia  and  road  ser\  ice  were  n<  a  ad'ipteil." 

The  \ole  of  fifteen  hundred  pounds  ftjr  the  pay  of  the  nieni- 
ber.s  \\a>  particularh  olijeetionahle  when  the  re\euue  was  shrinking 
at  such  an  alarninig  and  rajiid  rate,  and  he  had  allowed  tlie  appropria- 
tion hill  to  go  tin'ough  onl\-  out  of  deference  lu  the  1  l"U-es  which 
had  passeil  it. 

.\t  this  session  a  joint  committee  of  In  .th  hc..uses  was  appointed  to 
inipnre  into  the  slate  of  tradie,  the  measure  neccs^ars'  Im  prMiiioie  the 
pni>perit\-  and  prmide  for  the  future  security  of  the  Ih'itish  Xorth 
American  !'ro\iuces,  and  Coiniteract  the  amliitious  piMJucts  of  the 
United  States.  }iiessrs.  Wallace,  Ihiiackc  ami  I'raser,  nf  ihc  (/oun- 
cil ;  Ritchie,  Mortimer,  Pret-cott,  I'Veeman,  ( Cg-well.  Roach  and 
R'in.ga}-,  nf  the  House,  ^instituted  the  committee  The  report  wf 
the  commiltee  upeiis  with  a  regular  fusillade  of  aniin,id\ersii  mis  on 
the  iu'-atiahle  amhitiiius  and  anti-Rritish  animus  ,if  the  L  nited  Slates, 
and  ends  with  a  nnuiher  tii  practical  suggestions,  some  wise,  sMiue 
fowli.^h.  .\niong  tile  farmer  class  ma_\-  he  mentinued  the  rcnninu  of 
Cape  r.retMii  and  I'riuce  h'dward  Island  with  .\'o\a  .Scntia,  the  lay- 
ing out  land  for  settlers,  regulations  for  the  iusluire  li-hery  :  aninug 
the  latter,  a  milit.ary  road  from  l'"redcricton  to  Ric,  fnuitier  fortresses, 
e-tahlisliiug  goxernments  in  Rahrador  and    Relleisle   Straits. 

Mr.  Murilock  has  some  interesting  cnmnienis  on  the  reports  of 
the  deh;ites  at  the  session  of  1S19  o\'er  the  roads  and  the  mililia  and 
Ricti'U  .\cadem\-  and  licenses  to  m;irr_\.  '"I  feel  liMund  to  nmice  the 
talent  displaced  hv  many  of  the  memhers.  .\llhough  educational 
estahlishments  had  as  _\  et  effected  little  for  the  penple,  yet  in  iSnj, 
men  like  Ritchie,  Rohic,  Ilalihurton  and  Archihald  inati\es  of  the 
Rrosince  I  exhihited  statesmanlike  ideas,  ,a  pnwei"  nf  ^uhlle  reason- 
ing, and  much  elo'|uence.  'I  here  was  als(j  at  the  period  a  m.iiiK  time 
of  independence,  which  ,ga\e  dignit\'  to  the  repre^ent,iti\  cs  iif  a  free, 
though  111  It  a  numerous  or  wealthy  people.      AIiIimu.l;!!  the  talent  dis- 
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plaxctl  in  the  ila\s  nf  I'.arcla}'  ami  liis  ci  iiii|)i.cr.^  \\a>  pos^iMy  nmn.- 
cla>.sical  aiul  refined,  it  was  all,  or  ULarl\-  all,  iniii"rteil  I'mni  tiMer 
cunininniliL'S.  hut  nati\es  wltl-  now  lisiiit;  In  (.niiiicnre  hy  dint  nl 
tlu'ir  nwn  cxertinns,  ami  wnrkin'^"  llirir  way  {•>  di^linctii  m  in  the

senters ha\"e  a  rii;ht  to  ask',  as  niarri,ai;e  h\'  heense  is  not'  in  irsc 
aniim^-  them,  and  nut  faxcred  hy  the  (tun-ch  of  hji-laml,  as  tending,- 
to  irre,L;ularitv."  I'Inllii)  W'odehoiise,  commissioner  of  the  dock_\ard 
and  memher  of  the  (  "ouncil,  lea\es  llalif.ix  for  ^nod.  llis  ofl'ice 
was  aholished,  and  the  hiisiness  of  rcpairin-  ami  relittini;  ships  trans- 
ferred to  llermuda.  llihhert  Xewtoli  I'anney,  the  collector  of  im- 
ports and  excise,  ohlains  Wodehonse's  seat  at  the  ("onncil.  The 
supreme  (|ualihcation   for  councillor  is  to  he  an  oHk-c  holder. 


DALIIOUSIE    AS    GOVERNOR    GENICRAI.    Ol"    CAXADA. 

On  Octoher  Joth,  the  I'^arl  of  Dalhoiisie  was  appointed  Cioxernor 
General  of  Canada,  and  Alajor  (Kiieral  Sir  |ames  Kempt  was  named 
to  succeed  him  as  I.ieutenant-(_lo\ernor  of  Xo\a  Scotia.  llusiness, 
howe\ei",  went  (.in  as  usual  in  Nova  Scotia  under  the  former,  until 
Kempt  shoiilil  arri\e  to  lake  his  place.  The  .\ssenihl\-  met  on  h'eh- 
ruar\-  10,  iSjo,  and  the  (io\ern(ir  opene(|  the  ses^i.m  with  the  usual 
formal  speech.  No  attempt  was  made  to  re\  ive  the  issues  on  which 
St)  lunch  elo(|Ucnce  an(l  dehatinti;  skill  h.ad  heen  cxpendcil.  The  new- 
topic  was  a.L;ricultin"al  prosperitw  and  the  new  recommendation,  a 
canal  from  llalifax  il.arhor  to  Minas  ISasin  hy  the  Lakes  of  Shnhen- 
acadie.      The   disallowance   of   the   inai'riaLie   license   act   is   explained. 

.\n  unpleasant  incident  occurred  during'  the  session,  fh.in. 
Thomas  N.  Jeffrey,  collector  of  customs,  and  memher  of  llis  .Maiest\-'s 
Coiincil  was  called  to  the  har  of  the  Ihuise  to  answer  certain  ititer- 
ro^Titions  concerm'ni^"  the  fees  collected  at  the  custom  house.  He  was 
ch;irL;'ed  with  exactin.L;  fees  inipro])erly,  and  oppressini.^  the  trade  of 
the  l'ro\-ince  1)\-  restrictions  not  warranted  hy  l.aw.  The  Council 
wished  to  sec  the  docmnents  containiuL;"  the  exidcnce  on  which  these 
charges  were  founded.  Tlie  House,  which  ajiparentlv  had  no  power 
to  deal   with  Air,   Jeffrey,  who  was  an   Imperial  ol'ticial,   declined   to 
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fiiriii>h  these  papers  unless  to  a  trihunal  appuinteil  \>y  the  ( imeriinr 
ti>  liirni^h  iheiii. 

(Jn  April  2ik1,  an  aiUlress  to  the  ( i(i\ernor  was  passe<l  hy  the 
Ildiise,  expressixe  of  its  hij^h  esteem,  and  ask-ing  his  aeceptance  of 
a  star  and  sword  as  an  indication  ol  the  same.  lli>  l^\celleiic\'  re- 
cei\ed  the  addre>s  "as  one  oi  the  hit^hest  honors  that  can  he  con- 
ferred." and,  snhject  to  the  appro\al  of  the  Kin^',  accepted  the  pro- 
po>ed  L^ilt  as  "a  niaynillcent  testimonial  of  _\our  regard." 

Then  came  a  great  surprise.  Ten  days  after  the  Ihnise  rose,  the 
luirl  wrote  to  Speaker  R<ihie,  recalling  his  acceptance  of  the  star 
anil  sw.ird.  Jle  regrets  "the  minsnal  hin'r_\'  which  le<l  to  the  iniex- 
jjected  prorogation  of  the  -\ssemlily."  lie  had  wanted  to  rexi^e  the 
l)n>ine>s  i.if  the  ^e^sicln,  and  is  surprised  and  niortilicd  that  the  allow- 
ance tor  the  inspection  ol  the  militia,  grantei!  last  \ear,  had  this  sea- 
son heen  withheld  and  that,  "the  House  casting  aside  all  the  long 
cstahlished  Jorms  of  returning  au>wers  to  the  special  messages  of  the 
e.\ecuti\e  g(.i\erument.  had  shown  a  disposition  to  disregard  his  pre- 
rogative rights,  and  the  respect  due  U>  that  first  head  of  the  con- 
stitutional l-egislature."  lie  adds  that  "such  conduct  cannot  rest 
unnoticed,  though  it  may  he  guarded  against  in  the  future."  As  to 
his  acceiitance  of  the  gifts,  he  has  this  to  say:  'A\hen  I  lind  the 
leading  measures  ul  ni\'  administration  reiected  and  sn])pressed,  in  a 
manner  disrespectful  to  the  high  station  in  which  1  am  placed,  at  the 
\er_\-  moment,  to,.,  when  those  gifts  of  approbation  are  tendered  to 
me,  m\-  duty  to  the  King,  m\'  dnt\-  to  the  I'rovince,  and  aho\e  all, 
the  sacred  regaril  1  ha\e  for  m_\-  own  personal  lunior,  eipialh'  forbid 
the  acceptance  ot  the  sum  \oted."  lie  adds — W'liate\er  he  nia\^  mean 
by  it — that  he  ga\e  "the  answer  without  suspicion  th.it  such  circtnn- 
slances  could  [)ossihl_\-  e.xist."  .\fler  commenting  on  the  diriiculty 
of  ascertaimug  in  all  cases  the  springs  of  human  .ictions,  Murdoch 
surmises  that  nalhousie  was  led  to  change  his  attitude  respecting  the 
Assembly's  gift,  wdien  he  found  titat  his  acceptance  of  it  would  make 
liim  inipo])ular  with  inilnential  friends  in  the  ("oinicil.  who  were  just 
then  in  high  dudgeon  o\  er  the  House's  rough  handling  ui  Mr. 
JelYery.  I'utting  this  and  that  together  the  (loveriior  may  on  re- 
llection.  ha\-e  been  leil  to  conclude  that  the  address  and  the  star  and 
sword  sprang  from  no  deep  seated  regard  for  himself,  hut  were 
simply  a  formal  compliance  with  Usage  in  the  case  of  dep.arting 
Governors. 
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Two  nr  three  puints  in  coiiiKction  with  the  ilifUrciKc^  Ijetwccn 
Dalliou^ie  ami  llie  .\>,-.cinlily  ilesLT\e  altenlinii.  'I  licsc  did  \\><l  iii- 
\til\e  |iarticular  .siritc  or  Irictinii  in  ihc  rclalioiis  of  ihc  Iwm  branches 
of  the  l.eyi^lature.  In  pres^ini;  on  the  A>>enil)l\'  se>^ion  after 
session,  what  he  caUed  tiie  lea(HnL;  measures  ul  hi>  aihnini'-ti'atii  ui, 
the  (iu\erni'r  was  aetini;  for  hiinvelf  and  not  for  the  (,'ouneil.  In 
advoeatin,^;  new  sur\e\>  of  the  I'rovince,  or  a  new  ori^anization  of 
the  niihtia,  he  was  inlhienced  h\-  no  seh'i.^h  niotixe-,.  Xot  a  sin^i^le 
nieinher  of  tlie  Ilou>e  appear^  to  ha\e  (pie->tioned  hi^  sincerity.  d"he 
questions  winch  did  arise  lia<l  res|)eet  to — fir.-l  the  popular  .\ssenilily, 
and  suliordinately  to  the  soundness  of  the  iiarticular  p(.)licies  he  so 
ener^yetically  strove  to  force  throu,!;h.  'Ilie  1  louse  did  not  share 
hi.s  \iew    of  the  "prero^ati\e  rii;ht>"  of  the  ( ios  ernorship. 

It  wduld  ne\ertheles-.  he  a  mistake  to  assimie  that  Lord  Hal- 
housie  was  not  a  resjiected  ami  well  liked  (]o\ernor.  11  is  interest 
in  a.i^riculture  and  education,  his  e\ident  desire  to  ^^et  in  touch  with 
the  people  as  a  whole,  rather  tlian  to  ally  himself  with  s[jecial  cliijues 
and  classes,  his  kindness  of  heart,  his  manl\-  heariuL;',  and  al)o\e  all 
his  eminently  proper  style  of  lixiiiL;.  secured  him  anioii^  those  whose 
regard   was  of  \-alue,  appreciation  and  esteem.

The  last  few  months  of  his  stav  in  Xo\a  Scotia  were  [jleasantlv 
spent.  Though  aware  of  his  earl\-  transfer  to  ( "anada,  he  had  still 
ott'icial  duties  to  perform  in  ll.'difax.  lie  had  to  appear  as  pidncipal 
tiLjnre  at  the  proclamation  of  (ieorj.;e  the  l-'ourth.  and  the  next  da\- 
in  the  same  capacit\'  at  the  funeral  <  d"  Sir  John  W'eiitw  oitli. 

.An  address  "of  a  lamlatorv  character"  was  presented  to  him  in 
hehalf  of  the  people  of  I'ictou.  hy  three  of  the  count\-  memhers  (  I'ic- 
tou  was  then  in  Halifax  C'ountx)  .Xrchihakl,  Law  son  and  Smith,  the 
former  of  whom  had  keen  the  leadini;-  opponent  of  his  measures  in 
the  .\-semlil\'.  'Ihe  (io\eriior's  heart  was  tonchcil  Ii\'  this  messai^e 
froni  his  fellow  conutrvmen.  lie  hestowed  un^tinled  praise  on  I'ic- 
tou and  its  industrious  and  prosperous  people,  and  reterreil  to  a  most 
enio)-alile  \isit  paid  to  that  line  district  in  the  earlier  ]iart  of  his  ad- 
ministration.

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cipk-s."  I'lic  (loNcrnor  would  fain  \isit  his  friciiil>  ai^ain  "to  liiul 
the  same  rexerence  of  reHj^ioii.  the  same  llii;hlaiul  lii\ah)-,  the  same 
Highland  co>tiiines  and  manners  ihstin^ni^hini;  them  a>  at  ]]re^ent." 
'i  hen  came  a  eoniphnientars  d.inner  i;i\en  the  h'.arl  and  (  ountess 
at  Masonie  llall  "l)\-  the  inliahitanis  cif  llah'fax."  Tlie  (io\einMr 
expres>ed  a  h\el\  interest  in  the  |)ros|)erit\-  of  Xo\a  Seolia  and  "deft 
at  lialf-past  twehe.  lhL;hl\'  t;ratilied  witli  the  attention  and  re^peet 
sliow  n  him."  This  dinner  was  marked  h\-  a  unii|ue  and  aL;reeahle 
incident.  I'ntil  the  i.oyah'st  migration  of  17S3-4,  Ixiehard  J^ihu 
Uniaeke.  the  S'lhcitor  (denerak  liad  e\ery  prospect  of  winnim;  in  the 
course  i>i  a  fe\\-  _\-ears  that  coveted  phiui,  the  (.'In'ef-j u>liee-hip.  Hut 
a  Lo}'ah\t  law\-er.  Sam[i>on  Saher  I'.kiwer.--,  had  ^uddenk^■  cime  upon 
the  scene,  to  take  in  turn  the  .\ttorne\ -( ieneraKhip  and  the  hi:_;hest 
jjost  on  tile  hench  away  from  the  \oun.L;'  Iri>h  la\\\er.  At  the  time 
of  tlie  l)alhou-ie  dinner,  in  iSju,  iUowers  was  >lill  (  hief  lu.■^tiee,  as 
indeed  lie  continued  to  he  until  183,^  L'niacke  had  loui;-  >ince  reached 
tile  .Vttorne\-(  Jenerakhip.  hut  declining  an  ordmar\-  iudL;e>hip,  was 
waitinj;"  li'r  the  hiL;her  prize  to  come  witiiin  iii'-  L;ra^p,  if  it  e\er 
might.  Wdien  tlie  (^o\-ernor  had  proposed  the  health  of  L'liief  [notice 
IUowers.  will)  dues  not  seem  to  ha\e  heeii  present,  he  called  on  .\t- 
torne\-  ("iciieral  Uniaeke,  as  head  of  the  har,  to  return  thanks.  As 
most  present  were  aware  that  in  years  past  the  per>'inal  relations 
of  the  two  legal  luminaries  were  not  very  cordial,  the  ^itu.ltioll  f<ir  a 
few  moments  was  ilecidedly  embarrassing-,  ddie  imprchsiiui  of  awk- 
wardness sodu  passed  away,  Uniaeke  was  ei|ual  to  the  occasion: 
"lie  had  kncjwii  the  Idiief-Justice  from  earl\'  life,  tliex-  had  hoth  in 
their  youth,  keen  ri\"al  candidates  tor  fame,  and  each  one  \aluing  his 
ahilities  more  than  his  antagonist's,  the  nio^t  unple.isant  conse(|uences 
liad  ensued' — they  had  hoth  lived  to  he  ad\aiiced  in  years,  and  umw 
it  was  time  those  ilery  i)assiuns  should  subside — for  his  part  tliev 
most  certainlv  had;  and  he  must  tlius  puhlich'  express  his  r.piniun  of 
his  lordship,  that  from  a  knowdedge  which  a  long  and  extensive  prac- 
tice at  the  Bar  hatl  atTorded  him  of  his  character,   lie  couUl  assert

honor  has  oonio  off  with  llyin.if  cohirs,  and  the  Solicitor-Ooncral  (TTniac-ke) ,  tliat  worthy 
descendant  ot  fair  Hihi'rnui,  was  obliged  to  make  an  apology  to  him.  The  disiniti-  was 
about  a  iiesro  man  whom  Uniaeke  had  dismissed  and  IJIuweis  took  into  ser\ice." 
Barclay,   Blowers  and  Chandler  were  all  Loyalists. 
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without  tlic  fear  of  contradiction,  tliat  he  is  an  huncsl,  an  inipai'iial, 
and  ju>t  judL;c." 

A  lew  either  functinns,  dtncial  and  social,  awaited  Lord  l)allii)U>ie 
hetore  >ayin^'  larewell  tu  X(i\a  Scotia.  Tlie  death  of  Kini;  ( ieori;e 
III  lirouL;ht  tile  .X^scnihh'  to  a  [ireniature  end.  It  was  fornialh'  ihs- 
soh'ed  li)-  })roclaniation  and  writ>  ordereil  for  new   election. 

The  lund  enio_\ed  nnich  the  pleasure  id'  la\in,!;-  the  corner-stone 
of  the  colleL^e,  founded  1)\-  him  and  hearing;  his  name.  When  the 
formal  ceremonial  was  o\"er,  His  l•~xcellenc^■  made  a  speech  in  which 
he  hrietl}'  stated  ilie  ohjects  which  he  lioped  to  accomplish  li\"  fouiid- 
ini.;  the  co|le,^e.  Modern  educational  fads  were  then  unknown.  The 
aim  is  "insiruction  of  \-outh  in  the  hi,L;her  clas-ics  and  in  all  philo- 
soidiical  studies,"  the  doors  will  he  o])en  to  all  who  profess  the 
Christian  religion,"  anil  "it  is  particularK-  inieutled  for  those  who 
are  excluded   from  Windsor."

A\hile  it  laste<l.  \-er_\-  eneri^etic,  di-pla_\'  of  intere-t  in  the  staple  i,i- 
dustr\-,  was  undouhtedh-  the  immense  decline  in  the  prices  ohtainahle 
for  ]iroducts  (d'  the  farm,  that  followed  the  e-tahli-hmeiu  ni  peace, 
d'o  counterhalance  the  fall  in  \alue  h_\'  increase  of  producti\itv  was 
a  mo^t  natural  suL;"L;e--tion.  Idie  credit  of  inauLiuratiu!;^  a  cainpai,i4ii 
to  ,i.;i\'e  practical  el'tect  to  that  sn,L;;.;estion  m.i\-  he  divided  hetweeii 
two  Lowland  Scotchmen,  (L'orc^e  Rams.iy,  h'arl  of  f^alhousie,  and 
John  ^'ounL;",  author  of  a  series  oi  letter^  o\er  the  sii^nalm-e  ".\,L;ri-

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cula."  which  wcru  puhhshod  anlin_\•muu^l)■  in  the  .hihliau  l\i\\iriU)i\ 
chirinj^'  l\w  _\cai^  i.SlS  aibl  iSic).  In  ilcahng  wilh  hi>  K  ^iMalnre  ihc 
( ii  i\  crni  If  d\t\  his  lie>t  "lu  animate  the  i;enei"al  spirit  nl  inipr^xe- 
nient  in  agriculture."  In  his  letters  Agricnhi  tried  tn  stir  up  the 
niin.ds  id'  the  farnier.s  themseKes.  In  the  intriMluctwr)-  paragraphs  in 
wliich  he  siatght  to  la_\'  snch  a  basis  of  fact  as  wmiM  jn4if_\-  his 
special  recdniniendati'ius,  the  latter  did  not  seelc  tn  ingratiate  hini~elf 
li_\'  llatlcr_\  intii  the  gnnd  graces  nt  the  cla^s  whose  interests  he  sought 
to  j.roinote.  Wilhonl  iiualilication,  he  arfirnis  that  "the  cnltisatiou 
of  the  earth,  the  prime  function  of  national  wealth,  and  llie  fusi  and 
niosl  essential  of  arts  is  accounted  so  despicahle  and  \ile  a-  to  l;e  the 
tit  em[)lo\nient  on]\-  ol  the  unt.deiUed  and  \iilgar  herd. — the  keeper 
of  the  ta\ern  or  tippling  house,  the  ret:uler  id"  nun,  sugar  and  te.i.  the 
traxelling  chapman,  the  C'lnstalile  of  the  district,  were  f.ir  more  im- 
jiortant  per^r  mages,  \\hether  in  their  own  estim.ati'in  or  that  of  the 
public,  than  the  farmer  who  culti\ated  his  own  laiul-."  When  the 
writer  ol  .-erx'ed  that  "the  system  of  husliandr\'  was  wietched  in  the 
extreme,  and  the  prolcssiou  (d  the  farmer  little  sliort  of  lieing 
despised"  and  thai  "a  \i-ible  po\en\'  since  the  d  reat\  of  I'aris  was 
beninubiug  e\er\-  facnltx"  of  intellect,  begetting  habit-  of  langour  and 
inaction  among  the  people  and  ])reparing  them  to  de-cend  into  tlie 
lowest  abyss  nf  htuniliaiiou."  he  w.as  deepl\-  ron-ed:  "'Ihe  prond 
and  indept-ndent  spirit  i,t  a  I'.riton  burned  lierceK  within  me,  and  1 
\-owed  the  sm-reiiiler  of  ni\-  \acant  time  to  the  good  oi  die  countiw"  1 
had  adopted."  Agricola  describes  the  effect  of  his  letters:  "While 
1  thus  c<inlimied  to  write,  rmd  he.  the  (io\ernor.  to  appro\e  the  fust 
character-  in  ran!-;  in  the  metropolis  iHd  U'lt  stand  l^ng  b\-  idle  spec- 
tators but  touched  with  the  lambent  llame  of  patriotism,  ihe\-  h.asiuied 
within  their  respectixe  spheres  of  inlluence  to  scatter  auil  propagate 
that  sacred  lire  which  s,,nn  burst  ont  with  irresponsible  and  miex- 
tinguishalile  brightness."

Camiibell,  who,  in  his  history  cd'  Xo\a  Scotia.  de\-otes  much 
space  to  AgricMJa  anil  strongly  eulo_L;izes  his  writings,  adnnls  that 
his  portrailm"e  of  the  farmers  id"  Xo\a  .Scotiti  "would  be  regarded 
as  incredible  were  it  not  vouchcrl  for  by  so  respectable  an  authi>rit\-." 
(  >n    the    p'lint    in    ijue-tiou    .\gricola    has    Uo    right    t"    be    loUsidered 
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an  aiuluiril\-  at  all.  Tic  was  a  iicw-cuhkt  int(.i  the  I'roxince.  l)iir- 
iiij;  the  llirce  \cai">  that  he  had  spent  ni  Xii\a  Siniia,  he  hail  lii;en 
hiis\'  in  luiinclini;-  his  niereanlile  estahlishment  on  Water  Street,  llali- 
la\.  There  is  nnthinj;  tn  inilieate  that  he  had  e\er  \i>ite(l  thi.-e  parts 
of  the  ciiuntr} — all  reniMte  front  the  (."apital — where  the  chief  aL^ri- 
cultnral  iiperatii'n>  i.f  the  Pro\ince  were — anil  indeed  still  are — 
carried  nn.  His  statements  a^  to  which  of  ihe  ela^so  that  went  to 
make  nil  the  rnral  siicict\'  of  the  da\-  were,  and  which  were  not.  com- 
posed "f  "impijrtant  persi  jua^es"  are  ridicnlmri  tra\e>ities  ni  lact. 
It  is  a  siilhcient  ci)mmcntar\-  on  the  L;r.  inndle>--ne^-  uf  his  wlmlesale 
impeachment  uf  the  tillers  of  the  soil  tn  point  out  that  at  the  \ery 
time  when  this  sad  slate  of  thini^s  e.xisted,  two-ihird^  oi  the  con- 
stitnencies  of  the  TroNince  were  sending  as  their  representati\  es  to 
the  Assemhh  "farmers  who  ciiltixaled  their  own  laiuU,"  while  the 
more  lii^hh^  rated  "keepers  of  ta\eriis,  retailers  ol  nun  and  tra\ellim;' 
chapmen."  were  allowed  to  stay  at  home.  Mr.  \'oun;;  wa-  a  man  of 
truth  and  houor,  and  would  not  ha\e  wilfully  misrepresented  an}' 
class  or  an\'  pers'in.  Somehodv  must  ha\e  im]ioseil  on  him,  ur  he 
must  ha\  c  misunderstood  somehody.  lie  rushed  into  print  without 
ha\im;  carefnlK-  sur\e\ed  his  ground  in  adwance.  .Some  \-e.ars 
afterwards  he  liecamc  a  member  of  the  IJou-e  himself,  a  position 
in  which  he  f^ained  nothing'  hut  credit,  llis  a.ppearancc  in  the  f-ci^is- 
lature.  howe\"er,  prohahly  led  him  to  rexdse  his  opinion  res]iectmL;'  the 
farmers  of  No\-a  Scotia  and  their  "\isilile  po\ert\  of  intellect."  ()1 
the  suliject  matter  of  the  letters  of  .Vgricola  little  need  he  .said. 
AtjTicultm'e  is  a  ])roi;ressi\'e  science.  Aj^ricola  is  out  of  date.  No 
one  would  think  of  makini;'  him  the  liasis  of  a  course  oi  lectures 
in  an  ;iL;ricultnral  (  oHet^e.  houmled  as  the  letters  were  on  an 
al>surdl\-  e\aL;j;erated  \  lew  (d"  pi'o\incial  ignorance  in  rcL;aril  to  the 
elements  of  a,L;"riciilture,  the  pulilication  of  a  considerahle  por'ion  of 
their  Contents  must  ha\e  heen  a  mere  waste  of  paper.  .\s  a  whole 
lhe\-  let  Us  know  clearl\-  enough  the  staL;e  of  ad\;incement  which 
scientific  as^ricultiu'c  had  reached  in  -Scotland  a  little  more  than  a 
centnrx-  aL;(i.  There  is  little  or  nothing'  in  them  particularly  adapted 
to  si'il  .and  climatic  conditions  in  Xo\a  Scoiia.  The  spiecial  emphasis 
Laid  ou  the  increased  cull  iwatiou  of  o.als  w;is.  we  think,  injudicious. 
Old  things,  with  which  the  avera,t;e  Xo\a  Scotia  farmer  was  per- 
fectly familiar,  were  ctdled  by  new  names,  and  this  helped  the  letters 
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to  make  a  hit.  '['licse  cxccptiuns  taken,  it  nia\-  lie  Iraiikl}-  ailiniUeil 
tlial  there  was  iiiueli  general  trnlh  lliat  was  uf  \aliie  and  that  their 
imhlieaiion  was  timely. 

A  iHipular  impre.ssion  as  to  the  speeial  manner  in  which  .\i;rienla 
<;i[)erateil  tn  the  a.l\anlaL;e  (if  tiyriciiltnre  needs  enrreetii  m.  1  lis  let- 
ters were  written  ni  a  style  must  nnsuitahle  fur  siteli  cnntry  huniu- 
kins  as  he  represented  the  farmers  (if  i\ii\a  Sentia  td  he.  .\  hi,L;h 
dej^ree  oi  "literary  merit"  has  keen  claimed  f'lr  theni.  Some  ha\e 
e\'en  tonnd  in  them,  "jnniusdik'e  lunches,  which  are  rareh'  met  with 
c\'en  in  the  hest  anthdrs,  and  which  wonld  lia\e  (kiiie  credit  tu  an 
Addis(.)n  (ir  a  ]\iacaiilay."  The  scientilie  truths  taui;ht  are  Cdn-,ider- 
;ilil\'  merlaid  with  rhetorical  einbellislmient.  It  i.■^  alnin^t  impus- 
sihle  1(1  ciinceive  of  treatises  of  this  kind,  e\en  il  we  rate  the  powers 
of  intellectual  appreciati(jn  possessed  li\'  their  intended  readers  much 
more  Ingiilv  than  did  Agricdla,  as  directlv  kmdlinL;  a  llame  of  agri- 
cultural enthusiasm  ihn  iui;h(int  the  rural  district-,  \\hate\er  effects 
for  i4"(iod  the}'  did  pi'mluce  were  lii'(iUL;ht   aliout   in  a   secnudarx-   wav. 

In  Halifax  AL;ric(/la  hit  the  mm  id  exactly.  It  is  indeed  alto-ether 
prtilialile  that  it  was  the  prexailini;  mood  that  led  .X^i'icola  ti  >  put  his 
|ien  to  paper,  ddie  prices  (jf  country  produce  had  i;oiie  down  lo 
an  almost  \anishinL;  jioint.  The  war  had  stimulated  prodncti\it\'. 
There  was  an  ci\  crsuppl}'.  The  loweriuL;  of  price  was  an  ad\autaL;e 
to  the  ordinary  consumer,  hut  reacted  hadlv  on  general  trade.  The 
purchasing  medium  in  the  fanner's  hands  being  reduced,  the  merch- 
ants' sales  were  reduced  too.  Many  ilalitax  gentlemen  at  that  time 
had  estates  or  l;u"ge  farms  in  the  coimtry.  Instead  of  rccei\ing 
remittances  from  their  stewards,  the\  were  called  ou  to  adxance 
money  to  keep  things  going.  It  is  not  exact  1\-  clear  how  it  was 
thought  that  an  increase  of  agricultiu'al  pi'oducis  alread\-  saleable 
only  at  rn,inousl\-  low  prices  would  r(.lieye  agricultural  depre-sion, 
but  that  stich  wduld  be  the  ctise  w;is  taken  for  granted,  and  .\gricola 
with  his  iiropij-al  to  make  two  blades  of  grass  grow  where  onl\'  one 
grew  lief(jre,  was  hailed  as  the  sa\'ior  of  both  agncullural  and  com- 
mercial interests.  I  .ord  1  );dhousie  caught  at  the  idea.  So  did  all 
the  judges  and  councillors  and  oflice  holders,  with  of  course  the  lead- 
ing merchants,  eager  for  the  reyixal  of  tr.ide,  which  in  turn  de]ien(led 
(111  the  re\i\al  of  agriculture.  h'or  a  time  .\gricola  concealed  his 
true  name.      I  )uriiig  this   period   he   was   a   second    Junius,    a    .second 
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"Author  cif  W'avcrlcy."  At  the  (liiiner  of  the  North  llrilish  Socioly, 
Lord  Dalhousic  [jruposcd  the  hcahh  of  this  aimnyinou-^  c<  mtrihutfjr 
to  his  country's  welfare,  referrin.i;  to  him  as  "At^ricohi,  uiio,  tliough 
unknown  to  nie,  I  am  certain  from  his  \vritini;s,  (leser\es  the  apiieUa- 
tion  of  a  scholar  and  a  patriot,  and  who^e  exertions  in  the  cau^e 
of  the  prusperit}-  of  the  country  calls  for  the  esteem  of  e\er\-  friend 
to  its  welfare."  Then  the  mask  was  thrown  off.  -Mr.  Young  found 
himself  the  lion  of  the  hour.  A  I'roxincial  Agricultural  Society  was 
formed,  designed  to  have  branches  all  o\er  the  I'rox  ince.  rioughing 
matches  became  great  centres  of  intercut.  (ienllenien  who  had 
C(juntrv  estates  sent  postduiste  orders  to  their  foremen  to  put  Agri- 
cola's  suggestions  in  practice.  The  letters  laid  particular  emphasis 
not  only  on  oats,  but  also  on  tinmips,  which  were  last  becoming  a 
staple  crop  iu  Scotland,  but  as  yet  little  culti\',itcd  in  \'o\a  Scotia, 
hilled  with  the  spirit  of  the  times,  the  Atorney  (ieneral  prepared  a 
report  ilescribing  the  results  of  a  special  method  of  raising  that  inter- 
esting vegetable  which  had  been  successfully  tried  at  Mount  Uniacke. 
Agricola  in\aded  social  circles.  Ordinary  topics  were  displaced  by 
rotation  of  crops,  smnmer  fallc)wing,  and  the  ecououiic  ad\anlages 
of  the  seeil  drill. 

The  first  and  chief  direct  impression  of  Agricola's  work  was 
made  in  the  Capital.  Through  agencies  alread\'  named  the  inlluence 
was  transmitted  to  the  country  ilislricts.  Members  of  the  .\ssembly 
coming  to  town  for  the  session  caught  the  fe\er  and  on  their  return 
C(jmnnmicated  the  spirit  of  agricultural  reform  to  their  constituents. 
One  advantage  resulting  from  this  indirect  method  of  dissennnating 
the  new  doctrines  lav  in  the  fact  that  most  of  the  farmers  who  were 
led  to  apply  them,  knew  nothing  of  the  se\ere  handling  of  dienisehes 
and  their  methods,  which  accompanied  their  original  exposition. 

It  is  a  matter  oi  regret  to  add  that  .\gricola  himself  in  his  experi- 
ment at  Willow  I'ark,  found  it  easier  to  theorise  about  farming  in 
Nova  Scotia,  than  to  make  money  by  it.

Lieutenant-rieneral,  Sir  James  Kempt,  the  new  (lovernor  of  Nova 
Scotia,  reached  Halifax  in  June,  iSjo.  ICxcept  the  Iron  Duke  him- 
self, no  liritish  ofticer  ali\-e  sur[)assed  him  in  brilliancy  of  record.  In 
charge   of   one   of    the   brig;ides   of    I'icton's   division   he    had    ser\  ed 
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with  lliL-  j^rcatest  dislinclion  in  the  IViiiiisiila,  at  (jnairc  I'.ras,  aiiil 
at  Waterloo,  tu  :>ay  imthing  ut  his  achie\  ciiienls  ihiiiiig  the  eailier 
years,  in  whicii  lie  liad  worked  liiniself  nj)  Ironi  linsi-ii  to  Lieiieiah 
In  Siiain  lie  \\as  severeh'  wounded  when  leading  the  linal  eiiarL;e 
aL;ain>l  the  foiTress  castle  of  i-Jadajos.'  \\  ith  his  I'ellow  Ihigadier- 
Geiieral,  Sir  Dennis  I'aek,  hoth  of  course  hi^htiiiy  under  the  inspir- 
ing Ieailersln[)  of  i'ictem,  he  had  saved  the  da}'  lor  the  haigli.sh  at 
(Jtuitre  iJras.  i'icton's  di\isiijii  had  as^igllcd  to  it  the  post  of  liouor 
at  Waterloo,  the  defence  of  the  weakest  and  riio>i  \ulneralile  pari 
of  the  Ihitish  hue.  I'ictoii  fell  early  in  the  light,  hut  Kempt,  second 
in  coiniuaiuJ,  held  llie  critical  "Left  L'eiitre"  for  the  Ineloug  (la)', 
the  most  part  again>l  tremendous  odtls.

appendix. 

t  ajie  IJretun  was  again  in  e\ery  respect  an  integral  part  of  Xu\a 
Scutia.  Su  far,  since  she  passed  out  of  hdeiich  iio,-~>e.'>siijn  in  ijb^^, 
whether  as  coiiiiLcted  with  X'ova  Scotia  (ir  as  an  independent  colony, 
the  ishiiKl  had  known  nothing  of  popular  selt-go\eriimenl.  I'roin 
1763  to  17^4,  though  a  count}'  uf  Xo\a  Scotia,  she  was  denied  the 
pri\ilege  of  representation  in  the  Assemhly  h}-  a  technicality  of  law. 
I'Voni  1784  to  1S20,  she  was  not  thought  competent  or  worth}-  lo 
lia\'e  ;m  assembly  uf  her  own. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  go  into  details  of  the  internal  history  of 
Cape  Jlreton  iluring  the  i)erio(l  of  indcpeii<leiic\',  \  (io\ei"iior,  with 
an  imposing  ('oiincil  ;md  a  huge  ci\'il  eslahlishment  under  Imperi.d 
pay,  administered  alTairs  for  a  tiny  population.  ILich  successi\e  Gov- 
ernor ii.ad  his  troiihles  anil  few  escaped  charges  of  misconduct, 
incom|)etencv,  cjr  worse.  DcsT'arres  was  recalled  tor  tr}ing  to  stir 
up  had  l)loo(.l  between  Cape  riretoii  and   Xo\-a  Scotia.      Macormick's

ray's refusal  to  hand  o\er  the  ci\il  <^o\  ernnieiit,  seems  to  lia\e  ruled

a,s  well  as  hetwecn  many  of  the  principal  inhahitants.  dhe  magis- 
trates of  the  county  ha\-e  heeii  su.s]iended  for  these  some  months  past  " 
dliree  years  s[ient  in  not  alti ij,retlier  successful  attempts  to  reconcile 
jarrin.Lj  factions  were  quite  ciKjui^h  for  Gcjvernor  Sw'a\'ue.  lie  ap- 
plied for  leave  to  return  to  Ens^land  on  account  of  his  health.

eral,  the  I'rovust  .Marshal,  and  the  Naval  Olficer,  and  made  enemies 
of  almost  everv  per^on  of  respectahility  in  Sydney,  .\insliee  clo^rd  iii> 
career  in  i8jO,  with  a  scurrilous,  intemperate  letter  to  the  Lhuler 
Secretary  of  State,  denouncing  the  inhaliitants  ,L;eiierally  as  a  set  of 
deceitful,  unprincipled  aliens,  imliued  with  the  Yankee  (jualities  of 
the  refuse  of  three   Kingdoms." 

ANARCHY    IN     CAPE     BKETON. 

To  reciH'  to  the  important  e\ent  just  hinted  at.  It  was  ascer- 
tained, api>arently  he)  ond  dnuht  or  ijue^lion,  that  (ape  Hreton  was 
in  a  state  of  ahsolute  anarchy,  so  far  as  domestic  matters  were  con- 
cerned. In  a  case,  with  whose  [larticular.s  were  need  not  enter,  the 
Chief  Justice  had  gi\en  a  decision  which  implied  that  the  island  had 
ne\er  po^sessed  a  council,  a  j;o\ernin,i;  hml).  (|ualilled  t(j  trame  and 
enforce  legal  (jrdinances.  Ihat  all  ordinances  pa>.^ed  l>y  suecessi\e 
councils  had  no  Ijinding  force,  nor  had  the  jire^ent  council  power  to 
pass  others  in  their  place."  Ilere  certainl}-  was  a  [lerplexing  ciMsis. 
The  matter  was  referred  to  Lord  ISathurst,  who  took  the  opmion  of 
the  I'rown  t'ounsel.  These  eminent  law_\ers  conhrmed  I'hiel  Justice 
Dodd's  decision:  "We  think  it  right  to  suhmit  to  your  l.onWiip 
our  douht  as  to  the  legalit)  nt  the  imposition  of  the  dut)  for  which 
the  action  is  hrought.  If  the  extract  from  the  King's  Commission 
and  Instructions  to  the  Clovernor  he  cnrrect,  the  rnwernor  and  Coun- 
cil «d'  the  Island  are  not  .authorized  tn  impose  any  duties  or  taxes, 
inasmuch  as  such  power  is  expressly  excepte<l."  This  settled  the 
(luestion.  Chaos  must  he  a\oided.  There  were  hut  tw^o  allerna- 
ti\'es — an  Assemhly.  or  re-annexation  to  Xo\a  Scotia,  d'hree  xears 
l)ef</re,  when  the  peo|de  had  petitioned  for  an  .\ssemhly.  Lord 
Tiathurst  took  the  ground  that  "a  House  of  .\sseml)ly  would  he 
destructive  of  the  pnjsperity  that  the  island  now  enjoyed,  limited  as 
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it  was,  ami  that  there  was  not  a  siillicicnt  nuiiiher  of  pcrsoiiN  in  easy 
circumstances  to  alteiul  an  Assenihl)."  The  aUeniatixe  of  rounied 
connection  with  .\'o\a  Scolia  was  naturally  accepted  and  acted  ou. 
When  tidin,L;s  o|  the  pi-oposed  rouniptiou  ot  relations  with  Xo\a 
Scotia  reached  S\<lne_\',  there  was  a  somewhat  \iolent  demonstration 
ay;aiust  it,  hut  without  a\ail.  Idiere  was  no  si,L;n  of  disappro\al  Irom 
St.  reter's  and  .\richat.  (  )n  receipt  of  Lord  Hathurst's  despatch,  a 
forecast  of  which  had  heeii  communicated  to  hnn  hefore  he  lelt 
i'aiL;land.  Sir  lames  Kempt  re|)aired  to  tape  ISreton,  to  proclaim  the 
union  on  the  spot,  and  to  make  an  official  inspection  oi  couilitious 
exisliuL;  there.  His  tour  eml traced  St.  Peter's  as  well  as  S)(lne)-. 
h.\  er\  \\  here  he  was  well  receixcd. 

1'.}-  the  [)roclamation  the  Island  of  Caite  ISreton  was  declared 
til  he  ".V  distinct  t  ount_\-  of  die  I'rox'ince  of  Xo\a  Scotia,  to  he 
called  ami  known  hw  the  (  ounty  of  l"a[)e  Ihetou."  It  further 
announced  the  immediate  issue  ot  a  writ  for  the  election  id  two  niem- 
liers  to  scr\'e  in  the  (  icuer.il  .\ssemlil\-  of  Xo\a  .Scoiia."  .\t  the 
election  which  was  ln'oui;ht  on  without  dela)',  l.awreiice  Ka\anaL;h 
anti  Richard  |.  L'niacke,  |r.  dlicre  were  hut  two  polls, — .S\iliiev 
ami  .\ricliat.  Id  anticipate  a  little  tor  the  sake  of  coinenience,  it 
may  he  here  pointed  out  that  .\lr.  Ka\ana,!^h  did  not  take  his  s^at 
in  the  session  of  the  House  which  almost  immedi.itel)  followed  his 
electicjn.  As  a  Roman  C'atlndic  he  could  not  conscientiousl\-  take  the 
required  oaths  ai;ainst  "I'opery  and  tiaiisuh^tautiatioii.'"  .\t  the 
(.ipciiiiii;'  of  the  eiisuiiiL;  session,  it  was  found  that  through  the  active 
iuterx  eiitiou  of  Sir  James  Kempt  the  ohstacle  had  heeii  remo\(.'(l. 
The  Lieutenant-*  io\i.-rnor  suhmilted  to  the  House  the  suhstance  of  a 
letter  from  Lord  llathurst  intimatini;-  his  willingness  to  ad\ise  His 
Majesty,  to  dispense  with  the  oath  in  the  case  of  Mr.  l\a\'an,iL;li,  on 
condition  of  his  takinj.;'  the  <iath  prescrihed  hy  the  .\ct  of  17^3. 
Therefore  the  House  resolved  "Idiat  His  Maiest\'.  luniiii;-  keen  i;ra- 
ciousK'  pleased  t(j  s^Te  his  consent  that  Lawrence  Ka\anai;li.  I'.scp, 
elected  to  represent  the  C'ounty  of  (ape  Ih'etou,  a  L^entleman  rejire- 
seiitin;.;-  the  Roman  (  atholic  religion,  shotikl  he  peianitted  to  lake  a 
seat  in  the  llouse  without  m.ikiiiL;"  declaration  a^.ainst  l'opei'\  and 
transuhstaiUiatioii.  dhat  the  House  grateful  to  His  Majesiy  for 
relie\inc;  his  Roman  Catholic  siihjects  from  the  disahility  they  were 
heretofore  under  from  sitliiii;-  in  the  House,  do  admit  the  said  Law-

Sir  janies  Kenijit  delixered  liis 
tirsl  "openin;;-  speech":  "1  ^-liall  liiinil  il  y  .endea;  or  to  follow  the  wi-c 
and  impartial  cour>c  pur>ned  liy  ni_\'  nohle  and  di-tin-nidied  prede- 
ce.-.^(jr."  riie  re-annexation  of  L'ape  llreton  lnrni>iied  the  topic  lor 
a  para.i^raiih;  the  forest  hires  in  tdare  and   \'arinonth  for  another. 

In  the  I  lon>e  itself  there  were  Ion--,  and  indeed  alile.  dehates  on 
suhjects,  which  huwe\er  iinporiant  then.  lia\e  lo-t  their  inlere-t  now 
— cnsloin  honses  and  the  coa^tin-"  trade  -eiierall)  touk  np  innch  time. 
The  law>  and  ordinances  of  the  Province  of  .\o\a  Scotia  were  ex- 
tended to  the  inland  >>i  Cape  Ih-eton.  'idie  trial  of  controverted 
election>  was  transferred  from  the  llou-e  sittin^^  as  a  hody  to  a 
sworn  committee  drawn  hy  lot. 

Sir  lames  Kempt  spent  a  considerahle  portion  of  his  time  away 
from  Halifax,  partl_\-  from  his  interest  in  the  Province  as  a  whole, 
partiv  from  the  keen  jileasiire  that  he  took  in  travel  and  change  of 
sceiierv.  ?ylanv  weeks  had  not  parsed  after  his  lirst  arrival  in  iNju, 
when  he  was  off  on  a  trip  in  his  ,^ii;  as  far  to  the  we-lward  :is  .\nn- 
apolis.  -\lmo,M  immediately  on  his  retnrn.  he  mailed  for  Sydney  to 
issne  his  proclamation.  \  isitiiiL;-  hefore  his  return  St.  I'eler's  and 
.\richat.  In  the  ensnini;'  snmmer  (iSji),  he  spent  Jnly  in  vi-itin-- 
T,lUlenl)nr,^^  Liverpool  and  Shelhnrne.  In  I.i\erpo..l.  then  second  in 
commercial  importance  to  Halifax  alone,  'die  dmed  and  lodi-cd 
with  (^lionel  hiseph  I'reeman.  and  next  day  received  an  address  at 
the  house  of  the  "cnstos  rotnlornm,"  [oshna  Newton.  He  al-o  laiil 
the  f<»nndation  stone  of  d^rinity  (  hm-ch.  dheii  .after  ;i  hrief  panse 
in  Halif.ix,  he  visited  Picton  and  .\nti,L[onish.  ,at  the  former  place 
attending;  a  pnhlic  examination  at  I'ictou  .\cademy,  coiidncted  hy 
its  famous  jirincipal  Dr.  AfcCnlloch.  This  .lid  not  complete  his 
snmmer's  roniul  of  visitation.  He  took  an  intense  interest  in  Cape 
P)retnn's  affairs,  and  had  heard  rumors  of  disi-atisfaction  with  the 
recent  rc-annexation  with   Nova  Scotia. 

These  rnniors  came  as  a  surprise,  for  in  the  previous  Afarch  he 
had  reports  to  I.oril  Palhurst  that  "the  peojile,  though  L^cnerally 
])oor,  were  represented  to  him  as  heins'  contented,  thrivint^-  and  happy 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  individuals  about  Sydney."  So  to 
satisfy  himself,  and  at  the  same  time  indulge  his  taste  for  travel,  he 
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revisited  (."ape  Breton  towards  liie  end  of  August,  and  reported  to 
Liiril  Uathurst  on  liis  return  that  "the  people  expressed  the  h:,i;hi>t 
sati^.facti"n  at  the  re-annexation  to  Xova  Scotia."  lie  bpent  three 
da\  >  at  Arichat,  which  he  represents  as  I)}-  far  the  nui.^t  important 
and  populous  place  on  the  ibhin(h  enjoying"  while  there  the  iii  i>pit;dit\' 
of  wealtln    Jersex'  merchants. 

\\  lien  summer  came  he  resumed  his  rounds.  In  |une  he  \isited 
Dighw  and  then  crossed  the  r.a\-  to  see  his  friend,  Sir  Jloward 
Douglas,  in  Xew  r.rnnsw  ick.  Later  in  the  season  he  paid  S\(lne\' 
and  .\richat  the  compliment  of  a  third  \i-^it,  c.illiui;  at  ( iuNshorough 
and  .\ntigonish  on  the  wa\-.  We  .ire  t' 'Id  that  he  landed  at  (lius- 
Iiorongh  under  a  salute  irum  the  Sherhrooke  Kattei'w  while  a  salute 
of  seventeen  ,guns  was  also  llred  li\-  Christian  .Muller,  h".S(p  .\t 
Antigonish  he  was  received  with  similar  marks  of  respect,  and  when 
he  left  the  town  was  accomiianied  to  the  h.irhor  li\'  the  principal  in- 
liahilantv  of  the  district. 

Afiirdock  draws  a  strong  picture  of  the  husiness  dulness  which 
marked  the  \ear  1S22,  '"Xo  new  huilding  id'  an\'  kind  was  attempted 
and  no  repair  or  improvement  went  on."  It  was,  when  he  wrote, 
the  historian's  impression  that  hardly  a  man  was  em|ilo\ed  in  that 
}ear  to  put  on  a  shingle  or  claphoard  in  anv  place  in  Halifax." 


SUPPORT    OF    SCHOOLS    BY    LOCAL    ASSICSS.M  K.N'T. 

GoN'ernors'  s[)eeches  at  the  opening  ui  I'arlianienl  are  pro\'erh- 
ially  euphemistic;  they  lonk  only  on  the  hright  side  of  things.  If 
we  were  not  aware  of  this,  we  should  he  more  sin-]irised  than  we  are 
to  Jind  l.ieutenant-Ciovernor  Kem[it  at  the  heginning  of  the  ensuing 
session  (  I'ehruary,  i''^-',^),  congratulating  the  I.egidature  "on  the 
impro\ing  state  (jf  the  i'rovince  in  almost  e\er_\-  hranch  of  its  in- 
dustry." '1  here  is  what  apijcars  to  he  a  pretty  ikat  contradicti'in 
hetween  .Mr.  .Mm-dock's  recollections  of  the  \ear  iNjj  and  the  gi-ound- 
work  of  Sir  James'  congratulations.  The  iirinciple  of  the  support

Mar.^hair.s  bill  failed  to  pass.  it  eneountered  the  energetic  oppo- 
sition of  All'.  .\reliil)ald.  .\n  .\et  was  passed  aulhori^iuL;  the  ap- 
pointment of  an  ,attorne_\-  of  li\-e  years  ^tandiuL;  to  be  (dnef  ju-tiee 
of  the  Superior  ( durts  i>\  ("ummon  i'lea>  for  the  (.  oniit\-  of  ("a])e 
Breton,  with  400  pounds  a  yeai"  a'^  salary  and  an  additional  allow- 
auee  of  a  hundred  to  tra\el  on.  Mr.  Mar-hall,  menil)er  foi-  the 
Ce>unt\-  eif  S\(lne\-,  who  had  been  so  aeti\e  in  prom,  iiiu;^-  ai.;\L;re>'-i\  e 
legislation  during  the  session  was  afterwards  appointed  {<i  this  pn-i- 
tion.

ITe  \vas  ^l.ad  to  be  in  X'o\a  Scotia 
ai^ain.  Sir  James  k'empt  was  a  splendid  host  ami  ni.ade  ihini^s  \  er\- 
pleasant  for  him.  It  is  needless  to  ;;o  into  detail  ale  mt  the  addres-es. 
the  banipiels,  the  toasts,  the  balls,  the  suppers  that  L;ave  both  varietv 
antl  emphasis  to  the  welcciiiie.

I'air- 
l)auk^.  allerwards  Ma>ler  of  ihe  [\u\\s.  won  the  beat  over  Jcihu  ^'ouny, 
Jj'.Mj.  (Agricola).  Tlie  vute  stiHid  311  to  _>_'()  when  Mr.  Wning 
witlidrew. 

'ihe  [in^iness  tran>aeieil  at  the  IeL;ishati\e  session  of  iS_'4  was 
of  cou-iderahle  imiMrtanee.  A  motion  te)  the  effect  lliat  the  juchea- 
tnie  (.if  the  l'ro\nice,  a^  re.-^ijeel.s  liie  eouviinilioH  of  the  inlerior

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t!ie  W'aterlnu  "lii;htL'r"  \\li(3  ilisputes  with  him  the  i)()\ver  nf  hurhng 
back  tlie  nM  giiai'il  oi  Xapulcnii  and  su  wiiiiiiiij;  the  great  day — 
Sir  ji  ihn  C.'iilliunie. 

In  August,  Sir  James  Ken]]it  gut  ni'i  on  his  own  tra\eis.  lie 
sailed  in  the  ginernmenl  lirig  CliLl'ucto  for  Saint  I'eters  and  S}d- 
ney,  and  on  the  retnrn  \oyage  called  at  I'ictou.  IJaving  retnrned  to 
Halifax  he  lookcil  alter  the  se\en  hlooded  hordes  and  si\t\-  l)ishle\' 
sheep  lor  the  purchase  ot  wliich  he  had  made  arrangements  when  in 
luigland.  Ihen  the  indelatigahle  traveler  lelt  lor  another  cruise 
through  llant>.  Kings  and  Annapolis.

Halihurtou.  Alexander  .Stewart,  and  IJeamish  Alurdoek.  d  hese  gen- 
tlemen all  destined  to  attain  j^reat  distinction  in  \arious  walks  of  life 
are  now  hefore  us  simpl}-  as  iiarliamentarians. 

Mr.  .Vrchihald  was  re-elected  .Speaker.  Mr.  I'airhanks  raised  a 
questi(jn  which  had  lieen  p.articularly  considered  in  the  last  House, 
named  the  rii^ht  of  tlie  pro\incial  treasurv  to  all  (he  monies  col- 
lected under  the  Imperial  Custom  law.  Wdiile  niakmi;  this  claim, 
the  House  would  cheerfully  l);iy  the  salaries  of  the  Custom  ITijuse 
officers.  It  simply  demrmded.  or  should  dem;ui<l.  the  ri^ht  of  hand- 
linsj  its  own  money.  Mr.  Halihurtou  (afterwards  "S.im  Slick"  and 
judL,^e  I  stroUL^ly  <leprecaleil  Mr.  l'airhank-^'  tone  of  arL;umenl.  ddiis 
was  not  the  case  of  tw(j  hostile  jiarlies  cominij,  to<;L'ther,  Imt  that  of 
a  parent  and  child.  He  saw  no  disposition  to  infrinj^e  on  our  ri,c:hts, 
hut  a  desire  to  hefrieutl  us  and  protect  us.  Pie  drew  ;l  |)icture  of 
Jolm  I'.ull's  oldest  son,  Jonathan,  strikin;.,^  his  fatlier,  which  Mur- 
dock,   who  was  jjreseiit,  tells   us  "exceedingly   amused   the   House". 
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The  first  ui  Tairljanks'  rcsnlutions,  \\liicli  siniijl}'  lliaiikcd  llic  Im- 
perial Go\erninent  lor  froeiiiL;'  trade  trdiu  restrietiuus  parsed  uiiaiii- 
iiiousl}'.  The  second  which  claimed  all  uiuiiies  collected  under  the 
Cubtnni  Act,  ]Xissed  K;  in  15.  Tor  the  third,  which  prupi.ised  a  liill 
authorising  the  collectors  ti>  retain  from  their  cullLctiuns  ennugh 
mone)'  to  pa)'  the  Custom  ilmise  salaries,  tiiere  was  suhstituted  an 
address  to  the  Kini;-  asking  for  an  ackncw  le<lgnient  uf  the  principle. 

'I'he  House  unanimously  appointed  a  committee  to  ])re[iare  an 
huniMe  address  to  His  Majest)-,  requesting  His  ,Majest\'  to  he  grac- 
iousl\'  pleased  to  dispuise  with  the  ileclaratii.ins  and  test  oaths  against 
property  which  H.  ^l.  suljjects  in  this  cc)]ony  are  called  upon  to  lake. 
"The  resolution  was  mo\ed  h}'  Uniacke  and  seconded  li\- 
]Mr.  Halihurtou.  lloth  made  elocpient  and  nio\  ing  sijeeche.-^. 
Halihurton  parlicularh'  so".  Afunlock,  w  hci  .--at  uu  the  "red  henches" 
near  the  Speaker,  >ays  that  the  kilter's  "speech  was  llie  most  spleu- 
(.lid  piece  oi  ileclamalion  it  was  e\er  his  t(jrtune  to  h>ten  to.  The 
health}-  air  of  his  nati\e  \\inds(.jr  hatl  gi\en  him  a  rohusl  apjiear- 
ance.  ihongh  his  ligure  wa^  \  el  slender  and  graceful.  He  a])solulely 
entranced  his  audience  with  ihe  Coruscation^  of  genius,  pla}ing"  with 
classic  and  histciric  imagery,  and  appealing  to  the  kindest  feelings  of 
humauil\".  We  regret  that  we  can  tiui'  room  onI\-  for  his  touching 
relereuce  to  good   .Mihe  Segogne  and   for  the  concluding   parai^raph. 

"Look  at  the  township  of  Ldare ;  it  was  a  heaniiful  .-ight;  a  whole 
people  ha\ing  the  same  customs,  speaking  the  s.ame  language,  and 
uniting  in  the  same  religion.

the  saxage,  ru'-hing  from  ihe  wilderness  with  hi-,  wild  mid  ungov- 
ernalile  passions  n])on  him,  slamling  sulidued  and  awed  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  hol\-  m;ni.  ^'ou  w-ould  he:ir  him  tell  him  to  discern  this 
(^lod  in  the  stillne^-s  and  solitude  of  the  fore>t.  in  the  rc)ar  of  the 
crU;u-;ict — in  the  order  and  splendor  cd"  the  pl.-metar)'  s)-stem,  and  in 
the  diurnal   change  of  night   and   d;iv.      That   saxage    forgets   not    to 
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thank  his  CJud  tliat  the  wliitc  man  has  taught  him  ihc  h:.;ht  of  rcve- 
latiuii  in  the  thaleel  ui  the   Indian. 

"h\erv  man  whu  la\s  lii^  hand  on  llie  Xew  'rebtanieiit,  and  says 
that  i^.  Ins  huuk  of  faith,  whether  he  he  t'alhiihc  or  I'rote^tant, 
eluirchnian  or  ihs^enter,  ISaiJtisl  or  ?\le^hodi^t,  howexer  much  we 
ma)-  dilTer  in  doctrinal  points,  lie  is  m\'  hrother,  and  I  emhrace  him. 
We  all  trawd  hy  different  roads  ic,  the  same  (iod.  In  that  path 
which  1  pursue,  should  1  meet  a  L'atholic,  I  .salute  him  —  1  journe\' 
W'ith  him;  anil  when  we  >hall  arrix'e  at  the  fhuuuiaiit'ui  liiiiiiui  imiiiili

He  dc- 
parlcd  fr'iin  Uk-  >Ict"ciiI\  pcd  uiclhud  of  .sul)nmtinL;  a  pri  i;;raiiinic  ul 
im'a:>uios  1(11"  cnii.sideralii  iiE  and  ciuitcntcd  hini->Lli  with  the  a>>in'aiiL'e 
that  he  wuuld  treely  Cdinimiiiicate  with  the  Jlnu^e  hy  nie-.sa;;e  a^  the 
j)uhHc  intere>ts  iniLjhl  .seem  ti>  reijuire.  Thuiii^h  in  each  nl  ihe  As- 
semhHeb  (hiring  the  Ahiilhmd  perind  there  was  a  C(iniparati\  ely  large 
nnnilier  (jf  able  men,  characterised  in  the  niani  1)\-  a  niin-partisan 
spirit,  it  cannot  he  said  that  mnch  C(aistrncti\  e  legislation  ol  \alne 
was  acc(.)niplished  in  either.  .\  large  part  d  the  lirst  sessinn  lield 
tinder  AJaitland's  go\  ern(  irsliip  was  spent  in  a  di-agreeahle  wrangle 
with  a  iinarrelsoine  and  C( 'iitinnacious  inemher.  the  det.iils  ot  which, 
as  the\-  teach  no  valnahle  lesson,  ma\'  well  he  spared.  ()diei'\\ise  the 
histor\'  (-)t  the  I'onr  sessions  tnun  i.^jt)  to  iS,t-  is  the  record  of  a 
series  of  efforts  on  tlie  p.art  of  the  l](/nse  to  protect  its  righi'>  from 
in\-asion  ])y  either  the  Imperial  authorities  and  its  officials,  nr  hv  the 
Ccinncil. 

At  a  ])re\i(iiis  session  the  Asseinhh  had  addressed  a  res[)ectful 
note  of  in(|nir}-  to  the  d"reasnr_\-  Hoard  as  to  the  pi'o])er  w;i\-  id'  dis- 
])osing  of  the  customs  re\eniies  of  the  I'l-oxince.  ddie  ii'ite  prelt\- 
clearl}'  intim.ited  that  in  the  (i])inion  of  the  lloiise  all  ninney  col- 
lected in  Xowi  Scotia  niider  Imperial  Acts  should  he  paid  >Aer  to, 
and  e.xpended  hw  the  pi'o\  incial  authorities.  Henehcent  as  was  the 
lni];erial  legislation  of  a  tew  \ears  ]ire\ious,  which  had  so  largely 
remo\ed  the  shackles  from  colonial  trade,  it  had  nut  gone  far  enough. 
The  interests  of  an  expanding  commerce  dem.iuded  that  all  .anomah 
ies  and  oh-trnclions  he  swepi  away,  \\h\-  should  the  cu-^tom  lioUse 
magnates  dictate  t'l,  and  t\rannise  i)\ei",  free-hurn  Xo\,i  Sci  iti.ans  .•' 
To  this  representation  the  Lords  ("Minmis^ii  mers  of  the  d"reasnr\'  did 
iiDt  vfiuchsafe  a  direct  answer,   did  not   indeed   in   their  coinmunica- 
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tion  ix'tcr  to  the  i)riiiciiilcs  iiuoKcd  at  all.  A  [jraclical  coiiipidinise 
was  Mii;;.;e.--lC(l.  which  alter  an  aliiiu^t  intenuiiialjle  (li^eu.■^^i(lll  .-.eeiiis 
to  ha\e  lieea  acce[)ted.  As  to  whether  our  okl-tiuie  legislators  were 
wise' ill  aecei)ting,  b\-  a  small  inajority,  the  ilucliiiie  that  "half  a  luaf 
is  Letter  than  no  breail,'  whu  neiw  ean  \eiUiire  to  sa}',  seeiiii;  that 
thi^ise  legi.^lators  theiiisehes  were  so  imicli  duideil  in  opinion  on  the 
l;oiiU  i"  ll  the)  had  to  make  a  eoiicessiuu  to  the  Imperial  \iew,  the}' 
determined  to  at  least  I'orniall)'  adhere  to  this  piineiple:  "i'lie  hill 
( eniliod_vinL;  the  compromise)  must  expres.sK'  rcser\e  the  ri,:.;ht  (jf 
the  A.sseml)ly  to  ha\e  s(jle  disposal  of  the  customs  duties."  'Idieii 
there  was  the  \e\atious  ((ueslioii  of  the  (|uit-rems,  the  la.v  ol  ahout 
a  farlhiny  an  acre  on  all  .granted  lands  in  X(na  Scotia.  Xo  s\slem- 
atic  an<l  eoiuimiuus  ellort  to  collect  this  Crown  rent  had  e\er  heen 
made.  1  he  peo[)le  were  i.;enerall\^  too  j)oor,  and  alwa\s  uiiw  illini;', 
to  pa\'  it.  Alter  the  matter  had  soundh-  slumliereil  for  tiirt\'  or 
lilt\'  \ears,  an  attempt  was  made  to  re\i\e  it  in  iiSii.  To  L;i\e  "iie 
of  Attoinev  ( ieiieral  I'niacke's  sons  sonielliin^;  to  do,  he  was  a[i- 
pointed  "Recei\er  ( ieneial  of  the  (juit-Kcnts."  When  he  had  col- 
lected idiout  six  hundred  poumk,  out  of  a  total  a\erai;e  of  forty 
thousand,  the  scheme  had  to  he  ahaudoned,  that  is.  laid  a--ide  for  the 
time.  It  was  kei>t  in  reserse  as  a  rod  to  he  u-.ed  \\liene\er  relractory 
Xo\a  Scoliaiis  nii,L;ht  he  thim^ht  to  need  a  lillle  f.alhcrle  chasti-e- 
meiu.  In  iN_'7  the  Secretary  for  the  Colonics  proposed  to  c.uu  el 
all  arrears  up  to  tli.it  \ear,  and  then  proceed  rei;ularly  wilh  their 
collection.  The  lollow  ini,;"  \-ear — Sir  James  Keinpi's  last  session,  the 
House,  ohiectin.^  to  this,  asked  llis  Maje-ty  to  either  reliiKpiish 
them,  or  at  lea^t  stop  collecting-  them.  So  now  eoines  another  coiii- 
])roniise  propMsitioii.  'Ihe  annual  total  of  ipiit-reiits  was  ahout  four 
thousand  pounds.  The  Lords  of  the  'Lreasury  were  willing  to  accept 
two  th.iusaiul  anil  hand  the  money  over  to  the  l'ro\ince  for  its  own 
purposes.  Speaker  Ihiiacke  and  j\i;ricola  ur^ed  the  acce])tance  of 
the  offer.  Mr.  ^.Inrdock's  amendment  that  what  the  ]n'ople  of  .\ova 
Scotia  wanted  A\as  the  total  ahaudonment  of  the  claim  met  with 
almost  universal  acceptance.  .\  session  i^-  two  l.Uer  the  Imperial 
])roposition  was  agreed  to  and  (|uit-rents  cea-eil  to  he  a  le,i;isl,ative 
Lu,L;l)ear,  except  as  a  matter  (d'  reproach  a^.dnst  the  llou>e  which 
h.id  conlirmed  them.

was   the  scsMnn  of   the   "lirand}-    iJispnte" — called   h\-  one  writer   "a 
reniaikahle  epeicli. 


UISCUS.SION   OI-"   REVENUU:   LAWS. 

At  the  session  of  iy-'5  the  levenne  laws  of  the  I'roxince  had  heen 
thui'einyhK'  re\ised.  In  order  to  hi}'  their  |irLiiier  Innden  of  taxation 
on  the  wealthier  clashes — riini  was  tiie  p;jor  inaii'r,  lie\era!^e — the 
tax  on  foreign  brand)'  was  raised  from  one  shilhiiL;'  a  gallon  to  one 
shilling  and  lonr  iience.  h'or  four  _\ears  A'o\a  Scotiaiis  who  liked 
brand)-  and  who  could  altord  such  a  Inxurw  went  on  bii)'iiig  and 
drinking  it  as  usual.  No  one  nnticed  that  tlie  increased  dut)  had 
lieeii  Inlluwed  Ij)-  a  rise  (.)f  jiricc,  as  ecoiioniie  law>  would  seem  to 
ha\e  required.  A  linn  in  Halifax,  the  largest  iniimrter.^  ed'  brandy 
in  the  i'rocince,  petitioned  the  lb>use  to  make  gond  a  kiss  which 
the)-  claimed  to  ha\e  sustained  in  pa\-ing  certain  duties  at  the  custom 
house,  d  he  dcjiiblonns  tendered  and  recei\-ed  in  iiasnieiit  had  been 
underrated  in  \-Lihie  b\-  the  Costom  House  oflieials. 

When  this  dtnibloon  matter  was  under  im  esiigatioii.  it  soiuehow 
came  to  light  that  since  iSjG  there  had  been  a  l< 'ss  to  the  I'nA  nice 
of  l(iur  iieiice  (iU  exery  gallnii  of  brand)-  impurted.  d  he  diU)  had 
been  collected  on  the  old  rate  (if  a  shilling  a  galliiii.  the  collector 
justif)in^  his  action  b)-  a  snmewhat  strained  iiiteriirelatinn  uf  the 
later  act.  b'rom  the  fact  that  iHiUe  uf  tho-e  wli' >  -n  rigi  iruush-  cnii- 
demned  this  alleged  exasidu  of  the  l.-iw  dwelt  uincli  on  the  precise 
terms  id'  the  Act  of  iSjrj,  it  is  reasnnable  tn  infer  that  lliough  its 
general  meaning  and  intent  were  clear,  certain  parts  uf  it  bad  been 
rather  carelessl)'  drafted. 

.\s|(iuiuk-d  be)iind  measure  b\-  this  unexpected  and  eniban-,-issing 
revelatinn,  the  .\ssenibl\-,  \\-itli  a  revenue  item  of  seven  linndi"ed 
piiunds  a  )ear  clear  at  stake,  saw-  that  there  was  no  time  to  ki~e.  A 
new  ,-icl.  unniistak-abi)'  explieit  in  its  terms  was  at  duce  framed  and 
[nit  in  crnirse  of  jLissage.  A\dien  it  reached  the  ('uuncil  its  jirngress 
was  arrested.  The  Council  asked  for  a  confereiue,  ,-it  wliieli,  when 
gr;inted.  its  re]irescntatives  tonk  direct  issue  with  the  prnpn-al  to 
re-establish  in  clear  terms  the  shilling  and    four  pence  dnt\-.     It  was 
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argued  that  it  was  "a  hunlcii  upon  cuiiinicrcc  ijiealer  than  cuninicrcc 
cuiild  bear."  Tliis  wa^  on  Alaich  Jtjtli,  and  at  nndiught  uf  the  31^1, 
all  revenue  Acts  wcjuld  e.xpire.  (.)n  the  niurniny  of  the  latter  da_\', 
a  second  conferenee  was  held  \\ith(jul  result,  in  the  alternonn,  all 
other  revenue  liills  came  do\vn  fruui  I'uuncd  dulv  agreed  to  and  re- 
ceived the  lornial  sanction  uf  Sir  I'eregrine.  A  message  an  h(jur 
later  inldrmed  the  Ihiuse  that  the  C'oiuicil  did  not  agree  to  the  hill 
respecting  duties  on  spirituous  h(jtior>.  .V  re\enue  ni  fort}'  thou- 
■sanil  puiuids  was  to  he  thrown  aw  a)'  rather  than  suhmit  to  an  extra 
lour  pence  a  gallon  on  hranih'.  dhere  was  great  excitement  thiough- 
out  the  As.semlile  chamlicr  and  the  corridois  ui  the  I'ruvince  IhuM- 
ing  when  this  [)er[ilexing  deadlock  was  disch'^cd.  Xu  (iUe  had  a 
suggestion  to  olYer  to  relie\'e  the  situation.  (  >n  the  re.■^umplil  ju  of 
the  hu^iness  next  ilay,  ;\lr.  Stewart,  (jf  Cumherlaml.  who  had  taken 
an  active  part  in  promoting  the  inea.-.ure  from  the  licginning.  iiilr^- 
duced  a  new  hill,  to  revive  the  Act  of  18J5,  which  had  ju^-t  ex])ired. 
This  was  put  at  once  thriiUL;h  all  its  stages  and  Irausuhtled  tn  the 
Council,  hive  tlavs  elapsed  hefure  it  came  hack  t^  the  Ihuise,  with 
a  memorandum  stating  that  it  vva^  di^agi'ecil  t^.  (  1  )  hecau^e  it  im- 
posed "a  hurden  greater  than  commerce  could  hear,"  and  (J)  he- 
cause  it  was  contrarv  to  rarhanicntarv  rule,  tn  cnusider  the  second 
time  in  the  same  session,  a  hill  alreadv  disponed  ol.  The  chiet 
debate  on  the  "lirandv  (Jueslion"  in  the  .\ssemblv  to.T-  place  when 
.Mr.  Stewart's  bill  went  before  the  e'omnultee  of  the  W  hole.  .\t  a 
])rior  stage  .all  that  could  be  said  in  f.ivor  of  the  aiTion  of  the  Cus- 
toms nepartment  ;ind  the  attittide  ot  the'(  lumcil  had  been  adroitlv 
and  ablv  s.aid  bv  Richard  J.  I'n.iacke,  Jr.,  member  lor  ('.iiic  Ihetou, 
who,  however,  when  the  final  division  came,  had  oiilv  two  members 
to  suppoii  him,  Mr.  llartshorne,  of  flalifax,  and  Mr.  I'.arrv.  the 
"contumaci<ius"  member  for  .Shelburnc,  whom,  alter  imprisonment 
and  ex]iulsioii,  hi>  constituents  had  sent  b.ack  tip  reprc-eiit  them  tor 
tlie  remainder  of  his  term.

W  hen  the  House  is  in  Committee  of  the  Wdiole,  the  .S|)eakcr  has 
an  unchallenged,  even  if  seldom  experienced,  right  to  participate  in 
tlie  discussion.  ()f  this  right,  on  this  occasion  Mr.  Speaker  ,\rchi- 
bald  availed  himself,   delivering  the  most   memorable  of   all    hi^   par- 
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liaiiieiitary  utterances  in  ildcnce  cjf  the  principle  that  the  ileterniina- 
tion  of  all  cjuestions  rclaliiiu;'  tu  taxati'in  is  the  supreme  prerML;ati\  e 
of  the  ilirect  rei)resentali\es  of  the  people.  While  the  Speaker's 
eloiiuent  lea.-^' minj^^  cniitrihuted  tn  the  Irinntphant  pas^aije  ni  Mr. 
Stewart's  hill  thrmiL^h  the  lhiu>t',  it  had  im  eltect  on  the  aiherse 
opinion  aiuj  action  uf  the  t  Uuiicil. 

For  a  \ear  the  l'ro\ince  had  to  do  without  a  rexeiiue  Inmi  .'-pirit- 
ous  litpiors.  At  the  next  se.-^siou — a  .^encial  election  liaxiuL;  inter- 
vened— the  (.'(juncil  receded  from  its  po--ition  and  the  duties  were 
restored,  that  on  hrand\'  heini;  put  at  the  old  figure  of  one  ^hilhui; 
and  foiu'  pence.  'J  he  ,L;eneral  election  ol  iN,ii>  wa^  hrouL;lU  on  h\- 
the  dissolution  of  the  .\^:^emlily  couse(iuent  on  the  death  of  His 
]\Iajest\',  Kin.i^  Geori^e  the  Fourth,  (andiijate^  lieariuL;'  e\er  ^o  in- 
tlistinctly  the  ear-mark  of  the  C'oinicil,  fiiuud  them^el\e>  throui;h 
the  l'ro\ince  t;enerall)-,  at  a  decidei.l  disad\antai;e,  when  confronting- 
the  people  at  the  polls. 

It  has  heen  suj^i^csted  that  the  case  of  ("ouncil  \\:c>  not  ^o  hope- 
lessl}'  weak  and  indefeirsihle  as  the  Assemhh'  orator^  represented, 
and  modern  opinion  still  repre--ent>,  it  to  ha\e  heen.  If  it^  real 
object  was  ,sim[)l\-  to  maintain  its  own  constitutional  rights  and  pre- 
rot^atiw-s,  rather  than  to  practise  discreditable  t;i\-orili>m  towards 
some  of  its  members,  it  ceriainh'  chose  its  battle^i'ounil  most  un- 
wiseh'.  It  did  not  re(pure  .Xrchih.ald's  eloipience  to  iullame  the  pub- 
lic mind  ,aL;,ainst  the  underhand  practices  of  merchants  and  custr.ms 
ofliciaF.  I'.ut  it  is  not  so  clear  after  all  that  the  ('ouncil.  iucludiuL'; 
as  it  did,  nun  like  L'ni.acke  and  1  laliburtou  ,ictu;dl\  pkuited  itsell  on 
demoustrabh-  unconstitutional  ^riMind.  It  was  admitted  ih.at  the 
Council  Could  not  initiate  or  amend  mone\'  bills,  but  the  ric^bt  of 
rejection  was  claimed,  which,  it  was  held,  included  that  of  explaiuinj.; 
the  grounds  on  which  rejection  was  based. 

In  bi'iuLiini,^  to  a  close  the  session  of  i^.^o.  so  kari^e  ;i  p.art  of 
which  h,id  been  taken  u])  \\ith  the  \exatious  and  still  unsettled  bi-;mdy 
question  Air.  Wallace,  administrator  of  the  ^o\erument,  found  little 
accomplished  Uy;i,slation  to  t.ake  note  id",  "in  coiiseipience  of  differ- 
ences of  opinion  on  jioiuts  which  bail  Ioul;-  been  e-t,iblisbed  rmd  rec- 
o<jniscd  as  necess.arv  for  the  satisfactory  and  ellectnal  conducting;  of 
the  affairs  of  a  f-dverument  constituted  as  oiu"s  is.'' 
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A  lillle  later  lie  wrute  to  the  Colonial  Secietai')-  that  he  was  sure 
that  the  Ljoveriiur  on  his  return  would  see  die  iieces^ilv  of  the  dis- 
solution, ■■.since  from  what  had  passed  during  the  late  session,  it 
appeared  to  him  no  business  coulil  he  done  satislactorily  with  it." 
Sir  I'ereyrine  returned  from  IJernmda  towards  the  middle  of  June, 
hut  iloes  not  seem  to  ha\e  heen  partieularh'  impre.s.sed  with  the  ueees- 
sil\'  of  relieving  the  existiiiL;"  deadloek'.  lie  was  rather  inelined  to 
gi\e  the  prol/leui  a  little  time  to  settle  itself.  Instead  of  dissolviiii;" 
the  Assemhly,  he  prorogued  it  to  a  later  date.  \\  hat  he  \\(nilil  hri\e 
tloiie  had  (ieorge  the  I'ourth  sm"\i\ed  the  summer,  ni>  one  knows. 
The  news  of  the  King's  death  reaclie<l  him  mu  August  ^tli.  dlie 
(.lisseilutioii  of  the  Asseinhlw  as  parliameiu;ir\'  pi'eeedent  then  ran, 
had  ah\ad\'  (jccurred.  Writs  for  the  new  1  hmse  were  made  return- 
ahle  cjii  Xo\emher  Nth.  1  he  whole  eountr\-  hulihled  with  excite- 
ment o\'er  what  was  supimscd  to  he  a  life  audi  de.atli  struggle  he- 
tween   the   popular   .\sseinhl\-   and   the   ( 'rown-ui  iminated    L.'ouiicil. 

While  wailing  for  the  electimi  t' i  come  off,  we  may  take  note 
of  e\'ents  of  impcirtance  outside  of  politics  and  legislation.  (  )n  the 
5th  of  h'ehruarw  while  the  latle_\-  dissohed  House  was  still  in  ses- 
sion, the  death  (jf  judge  James  Stewart  caused  a  \acanc\-  on  the 
Ilencli  ot  the  Supreme  Court.  -\n  intimation  coiuxwed  to  the  Solici- 
tor (ieiieral.  .\lr.  .\rchihald,  that  the  srat  was  at  hi-  di-posal,  not 
ha\ing  heen  eiitertaine(|.  it  was  filled  h_\  the  appi 'iutiiient  I'i  Richard 
John  Uniacke,  Jr.,  who,  with  Mr.  Ka\auagli,  had  represented  the 
Count)'  oi  Cape  ISreton  during  the  ten  \ears  lollowing  its  re-an- 
nexation to  Ncwa  Scotia.  J)uring  the  parilanieiitarx  career,  thus 
Ijroui^ht  to  an  end,  Mr.  Lhiiacke  had  hlled  a  somewhat  einharrassing 
position  in  a  manner  cieditahle  alike  to  his  tuiiper  .-uid  to  his  intel- 
lectnral  ]]nwcrs.  ()ccup\ing  ;i  seat  in  the  llou-c,  at  the  tune  his  own 
lather  was  the  duminating  spirit  in  the  I'oiincil,  he  was  almost 
iieces-ariK'  committed  lo  the  uiipo]Jiilar  side  on  all  (|nesti(iiis  con- 
cerning which  the  two  hodies  were  at  xariance.  In  the  I'lriiudN'  l)is- 
piite.  Considering  the  odds  against  him,  not  ouK'  in  nuinhers,  hut  also 
ill  dehating  power,  and  in  the  nature  of  the  case  ciilrir-led  to  him 
tor  ilefence,  none  o|  his  triends  had  reason  to  lie  a-haiiied  (>f  him. 
Ills  iudicial  career  was  a  hriet  one.  Some  t.al.il  sei/ure  laid  him 
low  within   four  \  ears  of  his  elewition  to  the  heiich. 
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CAR];EK    of    KICIIAKI)    JOHN     LJNIACKK. 

Uu  October  li,  1830,  or  ;i  few  weeks  before  tbe  general  election 
to  which  our  iiarrali\e  is  leading  up,  there  luisseil  a\\a_\  at  Ahiuiit 
Uniacke,  his  country-seat  in  Hants  County,  the  elder  i\ichard  Jnhu 
Uiiiacke,  whose  career,  remarkable  as  it  apjiears,  would  iJoubtiess 
seem  more  so,  had  L;reatcr  publicity  attached  to  the  proceedings  of 
His  Majest}'s  C  (jimcil,  where  lus  inllueuce  was  cliieh)-  exerted  and 
where  he  was  the  dnecling  spirit,  the  "power  behind  the  throne," 
from  t80(S  to  1830.  We  have  alread_\-  pointeil  (iUt  that  in  the  legal 
sphere,  he  was  one  nf  the  Crown  law_\er>  from  1783  to  i830.  Solici- 
tor Ceneral,  1783-1707,  Attnrne)  (iener.il,  I7iy7-1 830.  He  wa:,  .:l>o 
King's  Ad\ocate  in  the  \  ice-.\dmirall\-  Court  dining  the  long  war 
period  from  1793  to  1815.  'i  he  salary  attached  to  the  Sulicitor- 
GenerLib^hip  was  nominal;  that  of  the  Att"rne\ -(_ieneral>lii[)  ipiite 
moderate.  ddie  fees  paid  the  King's  AiKucale  were,  howe\er,  (jf 
gratifving  large  dimensions,  and  as  Xapule.ni  and  Aladison  comliined 
to  make  business  brisk  and  con.-tant  in  judge  Croke's  Coiu't,  the 
basis  ol  a  CdUitortable   furtmie  was  laid. 

As  became  an  Irishman.  Kichard  John  L'niacke  was  largedieart- 
ed,  charitable,  and  impulsive.  J-'or  si  ime  reaMin  one  of  the  most 
unique  characters  in  Xo\a  .Scotian  history  h.is  had  no  formal  bio- 
grapliy.  b'or  this  reason,  apart  trom  its  intrinsic  excellence.  Hon. 
H.  (',.  Power's  sketch  in  the  Nova  Sc  .tia  Hisl.iriial  .^ncietx's  cmIR-c- 
tion  is  \'er_v  X'alnalile  as  well  as  interesting.  Here  is  the  final  por- 
traiture: "Taking  him  altogether,  in  his  religious  c.apacities,  as 
law\er,  citizen,  pnlitieian,  husband,  father,  member  (.f  the  sdcial  cir- 
cle, and  Christian,  Richard  jnhn  biniacke  was  an  admirable  and 
note\vorth\-  man.  a  ni.iri  to  whom  this  l'ro\ince  owes  a  deep  delit  of 
gratittide,  and  upon  A\hose  record,  bis  descendants  can  look  b.ick  with 
just  pride  ;md  salisfactii'n.  He  ^vas  broad  and  human,  resembling 
in  that  respect  the  late  Mr.  Hdwe.  ;md  the  f.ice  that  looks  at  me  from 
the  pictm-e  at  Mount  Uniacke  is  calcidated  to  inspire  affection  ;is 
well  as  respect  and  conlidence,  the  face  of  one  of  whom  it  would 
be  naturally  said  : 

"His  life  was  gentle;  and  the  elements 

So  mix'd  in  him  that  .Vature  might  stand  up. 

And  say  to  all  the  wurld.  'fbis  was  a  man.'" 
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All  (if  his  aiiihitions  were  nut  gratifietl.  He  never  became  Chief 
Justice.  I'lldwers  hail  no  claim  to  the  .\ttorne}-  ( ;cneral>hi[)  when  li  • 
outdistanced  him  in  17S4,  nor  any  l<>  the  L'hief  Justice.'-hii)  in  1S07, 
except  the  mere  fact  that  he  ahead}-  was  .\llorne_v  (jeneral.  If  it  be 
ture,  as  we  suppose  it  is,  that  Lhiiacke's  heart  was  set  on  reachim;  the 
highest  round  of  the  judicial  ladder,  one  wonders  wliw  To  have 
climljed  to  the  top  would  ha\'e  added  titular  and  [jmiessional  dis- 
tinctiiiu,  and  brought  an  incrca^e  nf  emolument,  but  the  lunnljle 
Lifiice  alforded  much  the  belter  tacilities  for  gratil)ing  the  ruling 
instinct   so  strongU'   im[)lauted   in   his   nature.

Of  llie  names  now  aiipeariny  inr  liie  tirst  time  in  llie  Asjenilily 
roster  only  Iwu  tlemand  nniice  as  preliL^urinj;  lenyllu'  and  mnalile 
parliamentary  careers,  those  of  llerliert  lluntingion  and  Janie., 
Boyle  Uniacke.  After  ten  years  of  the  most  viyoruus  and  uncom- 
promising antagonism  on  the  ll"or  (jf  the  lltmse,  those  enunenl  men 
came  together  as  leading  snp[)iirters  of  Mr.  Howe  in  his  linal  dash 
for  resimnsihle  g(j\  ernnieiU,  and  .is  [lartakers  of  his  trium[)h. 

As  a  whole  the  returns  indicated  that  the  Council  and  its  pulic)- 
were  strongly  condemned  throughout  the  i'ro\ince.  Archihald  and 
his  three  cnlleagues  swept  the  (nuntx'  of  llalifa.x,  despite  the  ener- 
getic eilorts  (j1  the  whiilcsale  imjinrling  interests  of  the  cit\'  tn  defeat 
them.  Ilartshorne  went  out  of  the  cit_\-  with  a  lead  of  300,  hut  was 
swamped  in  the  districts.  llarrw  who  was  one  i.jf  the  three  who 
stooil  In'  the  Council  to  the  last,  was  thrown  out  at  Shelhurne. 

(  )n  the  other  hand,  the  C'ouncil  picked  u[>  some  crumhs  of  com- 
fort. The  mercantile  magnates,  aided  li\-  a  most  injudicious  deli\'er- 
ance  on  the  part  of  the  candidate  himself,  clefeated  'Sir.  Afnrilock 
in  the  cit\-  of  llalifa.x.  W.  1!.  l!li->s,  shortly  to  lake  a  seat  on  the 
heiich  which  he  did  so  much  to  adorn — was  returned  as  cine  ol  the 
niemliers  tor  the  C'ount\-  ot  1  hints,  where  he  was  a  Large  ]iroperty 
owner.  lie  allied  himself  with  the  forces  faxcirahle  to  the  ("ouncil's 
]iolic\-.  d  he  return  of  lames  llo\le  Ihiiacke  for  the  ('ounl\-  of  Cape 
ISreton  assure<l  the  minorit\'  of  die  Ifouse  of  a  lirilliant  and  capalile 
lea.ler.

.Mr.  .Xrclhhald  was  un.animoiisly  re-elected  Speak'er.  .\s  soon  as 
the  preliniiiiar\-  routine  matlei's  were  attended  to.  the  lirand\-  hattle 
was  resumed.  Stewart  of  <  "umherlaud.  who  realh*  had  ch.irge  of 
the  rejected  measure  of  the  ])re\-ious  year — Speaker  .Xrclhhald's 
speeches  were  deli\ered  in  the  Committee  n{  the  Whole — and  w  hc) 
had  alih'  and  adroith-  guided  them  through  the   Ilouse.  took  charge 

'  I'n.-i.  atnl   nil   piUti.'n. 
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again.  He  ino\'LMl  a  rc.sululi(Jii  mi  which  to  louiul  a  hiU,  rc-estalj- 
H^hing  the  diU)'  of  one  >hiliiiii;  ami  four  pence  per  yall'in  on  hrandy. 
Uhss  interposed  nian\-  .suhlle  and  specions  uhjeclioii.s.  hairhanks, 
whose  seat  lor  the  lown  of  llahtax,  had  n<jt  heen  \ei_\'  \  igori  lu^l)' 
Contested  h}-  the  Council's  friends,  pursued  a  siuiilar  pohc\'  of  legal 
niy^tilication.  l]nt  the  great  liod\'  of  nienihers  und.erstiMid  the  matter 
too  well  to  he  misled  li_\'  suphistry.  The  resolution  and  the  hill  were 
not  e\en  challenged  to  di\isi'jns.  The  lluuse  had  triumphed.  Irairs- 
mitted  to  the  Council,  the  hill  was  (piickh'  and  unaninn  lUsh-  accepted. 
The  hrand}'  (piestiMU  and  the  Constitutional  issue  which  it  inxuhed 
Were  settled,  ddie  line  o|  distinct  ckwerage  deselojied  in  conneciion 
with  the  discussion  o\er  the  rex  cue  hills  for  the  inc.ist  part  disa[i- 
pared  with  the  settlement  ol  that  particular  ijucsiidn.  (  )n  \ari0u3 
proposals  suhnntle<l  during  Sir  I'eregrine  Alaitland's  last  two  ses- 
sions to  maintain  and  extend  the  fiscal  riL;hts  and  peroi;,iti\es  nl  the 
l'r(j\"ince  against  Imih  (rown  and  the  t'ouncil,  ci  iiisid.rahlc  diller- 
ences  of  \ie\\'  were  disclused  among  nienihers  wlin  had  heen  united 
as  one  man  to  sustain  the  foni"  pence  a  g.allun  on  hrandw  Tliese 
differences,  howexer,  xxere  largelx'  011  niatteis  of  detail,  dliere  x\as 
a  prettx'  general  union  to  resist  all  extensiuii  lA  niDnnpiily  and  pri\i- 
lege.  It  cannot  he  said,  howexer,  that  its  suhnn'ssi.in  nu  the  hr.andy 
ijiiestion  had  sensihlx-  weakened  the  authoritx'  and  prestige  of  the 
Ccnincil.  The  failure  to  estahlish  a  new  claim  did  not  nie.aii  the 
ahandunment  of  estahlished  prerogatix  es.  .V  hard  light  xet  l;ix'- 
hefore  the  champions  of  constitutional  reform. 

Jii  omitting  sjiecial  reference  to  the  legislation,  attempted  or  ac- 
complished during  the  two  sessions  referred  to,  it  is  coiuenient 
at  this  point  to  sax'  farewell  to  Sir  I'eregrine  Alaitland  himself, 
though  he  did  not  actnallx"  leax'e  our  shores  until  lS:;2.  .\s  he  \xas 
taking  his  departure,  Tlw  NiK-a  Scotiaii  was  kind  enough  "for  his 
aniiahle  ladx's  sake,  to  xxisli  him  one  (jf  the  manx'  snug  sinicures 
\xitli  xxliich  old  haigland  ahtninds."  Instead  id'  a  snug  sinicure  the 
retiring  C()\eriior  found  further  0])portunitx'  for  actixe  dutx'  ;i\xait- 
iiig  him  across  the  ocean.  I'Tom  1H36  to  icSj;S  he  xxas  Commander- 
in-Chief  of  the  armx'  in  Madras,  and  from  184,^  to  jSj^C)  Coxernor 
and  Conimander-iii-Chief  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.  Despite  d\-s- 
pepsia  and  the  ahstemiousness  which  it  enforced  he  managed  to 
round  out  a  full-orbed  life,  not  dx'ing  until   1S54.

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Court  since  1707,  the  lung  [leriod  of  thirty-li\e  3'ears,  full' )\\iiiL;  ;l 
teiui  111  thirteen  years  as  Attornc}-  Lleiierai.  i'ur  some  time  natnr- 
all)'  the  ijue>tiun  ol  his  retirement  liad  been  mooted,  it  was  nuder- 
stood  that  pers' inalh'  lie  had  ud  cjesire  to  retain  an  oliice,  mijst  of 
whose  duties  had  for  sume  ^■ears  heen  pertnrnied  1)\"  anntlier  judye. 
The  succe^siou  was  llie  point  at  ipiestion.  As  sudu  as  tliat  was 
settled  to  the  satisfaction  (jf  the  Colonial  Secretar},  he  was  ready  to 
step  duwn.  Willi  tiiat  .--ucces^iiin  three  name,-,  had  been  prominently 
connected  in  le,i;al  and  pnlitical  circles.  J  lad  a  \acanc_\'  uccurrt^l 
either  hv  death  cir  re^i,L;natii)n,  while  .\tliirne\'  (ieneral  Uniacke  was 
in  lli.^  [irime,  dr  his  riL^e  nut  ti  n  1  far  da\anccd  lor  the  adequate  dis- 
charye  of  the  various  duties  of  the  nlTice,  liexuud  (|ue^lii)n  he  Wduld 
ha\'e  heen  named  as  (  hief  r.luwers'  successor.  rilower>  nuili\ed  him. 
Uniacke's  death  had  reduced  the  number  of  talked-of  success,  irs  to 
tw<i.  and  thc^-e  twu  were  keen  competitors  (or  the  post,  each  takini,' 
a  hand  personally  in  the  exciting-  i;anie.  For  si. me  niouths  aflci'  the 
death  of  .\ttoruey  (ieneral  L'niacke,  the  ])osition  thus  \acated  was 
left  unfilled,  at  the  special  instance  of  Sir  l'erei;riue  Maitland,  who~e 
fa\-orite  candidate  for  the  Chief  Justiceship  wa-  ju-lice  I'.reutou 
Haliburton.  Senior  I'uisne  Judi;e  cjf  the  Sujireuie  1  ourt.  .Sir  I'ere- 
grine  (or  his  a<l\isers)  feared  that  if  the  other  candidate  for  the 
contemplated  \-;icanc}-  in  the  l/hief  Jusiice-hip,  .Solicitor  (ieneral 
Archibalil,  were  at  once  named  .Attornev  (a-neral,  it  would  .L;i\e  him 
an  undesirable  ad\antaL;e  in  the  competitiim.  An  awkward  com- 
promise between  what  w.a^  riL:lit  and  jiroper,  and  what  seemed  ex- 
pedient, was  at  leu,t;lh  effected.  Speaker  .\rcliiliald  was  appointed 
".Act in. I.;"  .\ttorne\-  Ceueral,  for  it  woukl  not  lia\c  done  to  risk'  the 
outburst  of  iudii;nalion  sure  to  h;i\e  been  excited  b\-  putlini;  an\bo(l\- 
else  in  the  ]ikice.

'file  appointment  of  a  successor  to  Chief  Justice  I'.Iowers  rented 
with  the  (oluiiial  .Secretary  in  I.ond.  m,  and  it  to,  ik  the  Colonial  Sec- 
retary a  loii-  time  to  make  up  lii^  mind,  'fliere  was  -ood  rea^i  iii  for 
his  he-it. uiou.  'file  rival  candidates  for  iirefermeut  h.id  each  -troui;- 
points  ill  his  fa\or.  .Vcliiii.^  .\ttoniey  (ieneral  Archibald  was  a  iiiaii 
of  irreproachable  character  and  uiiri\  ailed  iulluerice  in  the  couiitr\-. 
lie  was  at  the  head  of  the  bar  and  Speaker  of  the  .\sseniblv.  for 
(43) 
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tliiit}-bix  }e;u"s  he  had  represented  the  largest  ami  must  imijurtant 
euiistitueiicy  in  the  l'ri)\-ince  without  sutteriny  defeat  or  nndergoiui^ 
a  elosel\  euiUested  election,  J'\ir  lixe  \ears  he  had  l)een  L'lnef  jus- 
tice of  a  neigiihijriuii  colony,  h'ur  ten  }ears  or  more  the  ai^e  and 
infirniities  of  L'niacke  had  dexolved  on  him  as  Solicitor  (ieneral  the 
chiet  C  row  11  practice  in  the  courts.  As  he  was  in  the  prime  of  lile 
and  in  xii^oruus  health,  it  would  lie  difticult  to  conceive  of  a  ijualili- 
catioii  which  he  lacketl. 

While  jud,t;e  llalil)urt(jn  could  not  present  such  a  wide  array  of 
claims  and  qualiiicatii 'lis,  there  was  considerahle  matter  to  m'j^e  in 
his  hehalf.  Raised  to  the  bench  a  few  \ears  after  his  admission  to 
the  har.  his  jiraclice  as  a  la\v\er  was  not  worth  mentioning;  in  con- 
nection with  his  ri\ars,  hut  he  had  aeipiired  the  jmlicial  habit  by 
more  than  twenty  rears  ser\iee  on  the  bench,  to  sa\'  nothin.L;'  of  the 
fact  that  for  not  a  few  years  the  actual  dmies  lA  the  Ihief  Justice- 
ship had  de\ol\ed  upon  him.  ]£\ery  L;Liod  thin^;"  could  be  said  of 
i\rchiliald's  character  could  he  said  of  his.  If  when  promotion  cm 
the  bench  comes  in  the  way  of  a  man  who  has  earned  honorable  dis- 
tinction in  the  dischar,i;e  of  his  duties,  and  who  is  at  the  same  time 
a  (diristian  L;entlenian  of  the  highest  t\pe,  what  j;ood  reason  can  be 
assigned   for  \\ithholdin_<;'  it? 

Wdiile  Lord  (ioderich.  the  Colonial  Secrelar\-,  was  endea\'oring 
to  make  up  his  mind,  the  Council,  e\ery  member  of  which  was 
stron,<;l)-  in  favor  of  I  laliburtoii's  claims,  found  it  convenient  to  ac- 
credit him  as  the  bearer  of  an  address  to  the  Cmwii  on  the  subject 
of  duties  on  forei,!.;n  timlier.  i\Ir.  Archibald,  almut  the  same  time, 
jiaid  a  sii^htseein.^  visit  to  the  old  land.  Something;-  is  known  of 
what  both  saw,  said  and  did  in  I.oudon,  excejit  on  the  subject  of 
inter\'ie\\  int;  Lord  Godcrich. 

At  length  the  Colonial  Secretary  made  up  his  mind.  lie  wrote 
to  Mr.  leffrev.  who  was  acting-  as  administrator  in  Sir  1  V-reL;riiie's 
absence,  desiring'  him  to  confer  with  Chief  justice  L.lowers,  Judge 
Haliburton,  and  Mr.  .Archibald,  "with  jierfect  freedom  on  the  whole 
subject."  If  Air.  Pdowers  retires,  it  must  be  assumed  that  this  course 
is  most  agTeeal)le  to  himself.  Air.  1  laliburtou's  claims  cannot  be 
overlooked  considering  that  he  had  for  so  long  a  time  discharged  the  ' 
duties  of  (diief  Justice.  All  this  was  to  be  explained  to  .Mr.  .\rchi- 
bald.  Lord  Goderich  was  particularly  anxious  to  let  that  gentleman 
know   that  his  zealous  efforts  in   His   Alajesty's  service   were   highly 
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appreciated  and  that  until  sonietliiuL;  more  a(hantaL;ei  ais  cuultl  ije 
effected  fur  him,  he  huped  "ti»  make  an  addition  to  the  salary  of  the 
Attorney  General,  which  he  ditl  not  at  present  consider  suitable  to 
the  great  iniixirtance  of  the  oflice."  ( )n  the  receii)t  of  this  mandate, 
Mr.  Admini'-irator  JelTrc\-  ilitl  not  let  a  moment  slij).  (hief  justice 
Blower.-,  resigned  at  once  and  Justice  llalihmton  was  commissioned 
as  his  successor. 

LAST    OF    THE    WAR    COVFKXOUS. 

In  1834  Sir  Culin  Caniphell,  the  last  of  the  "War  Governors," 
who  intervened  between  W  entwurth  and  balkland,  wa^  duly  in- 
stalled at  Go\ernmeul  ilou^e.  Ah  Sir  Colin  was  entu'cly  without 
experience  in  the  conduct  of  civil  atfair^,  hf-i  appointment  was  simply 
a  recognition  uf  distinguished  military  ser\  ices.  i\o\'a  Scotia  was 
on  the  wliole  a  tpiicl,  w  elld)eha\  eti  colony,  where  \eterans  could 
rest  and  be  thankful.  IJred  to  arms  the  new  Goxernor,  as  long  as 
war  lastetl,  hail  ^\)unt  bis  life  in  the  tield,  as  the  iuheiiarable  com- 
panion of  W'ellmgton,  in  hulia,  in  the  Penin.sula,  and  in  Ijclgium. 
He  f(juglit  with  Sherbrooke  and  DalhuUhie  at  bakA'cra  and  "cliuibeil 
the  htee[)b  of  Ikidajos,"  with  Kempt  and  Maitlaud.  dln-ee  hordes 
fell  under  bun  in  the  supreme  struggle  at  Waterloo,  when  as  Com- 
mandaut-at-llead-( jiiarterh,  he  carried  the  great  Ga]itain's  (jrders, 
and  niejsage.i  of  cheer,  from  one  end  of  the  "ibin  red  bne"  to  the 
other. 

Other  e\ents  of  importance  marked  the  year  1834.  In  the  As- 
senibl),  the  >[)irit  of  re^llehh  dialing  under  the  domination  of  the 
Council,  which  had  somewhat  laiigub-heil  since  the  d\iiig  out  of  the 
"Piraiid)-  Dispute,"  decidedly  re\i\ed.  The  creati'.in  of  seats  for 
the  townships  of  Sytlne_\-  and  Aricliat  had  brought  into  the  House 
new  member.s  in  the  persons  (jf  b'dmund  ?\luria_\-  Dodd  and  Law- 
rence C'Coniior  Doyle,  each  destined  to  achie\e  considerable  dis- 
tinction in  the  political  history  <jf  Xova  Scotia.  'I'he  latter  identilied 
himself  warmly  with  the  large  section  of  the  House  which  was  bent 
on  reforming  the  methods,  and  as  far  as  possible,  the  organic  con- 
stitution of  the  Council.  Stewart,  the  leader  of  the  popular  forces 
in  the  .\ssenibl\,  was  mo\eil  to  renewed  acti\it\-  b\  the  presence  at 
his  side  o|  such  a  lighter  as  the  ebxpieiit,  witty,  and  impulsive  Irish- 
man. A  forniidal/le  broadside  attack  was  at  once  organized.  The 
hitherto   im[jenetrable  wall   of   seclusion  and   secrecy   was   to   be  bat- 
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tered  duwn.  Two  further  steps  nii,i;lit  he  exi)ecled  tri  fdllow,  the 
adiiiissii)!!  of  a  large  (|UOta  of  new  iiiemhers  reiire^-eiitiiiL;'  llie  \arious 
interests  of  tlie  cuiintry  districts,  and  nmre  essential  than  an}thing 
else  the  coini)lete  tli\'orce  of  executixe  from  leyislatix'c  lunctions. 
All  that  failed  to  gi\e  pnint  and  intere--t  t(j  the  deliale  in  which  Mr. 
Stewart's  propositions  were  discns-^ed,  was  e\er\  liiuh's  C' unplete 
ignorance  as  to  how    any  [jractical  effect  cnuld   fulltiw  their  adoption. 

FAIKBAXKS    SUCCEEDS    KOBIE. 

In  1S34  Simon  Bradstreet  Robie,  the  lirst  of  four  eminent  men' 
who  filled  in  succession  the  long  since  defunct  [lo.si  i,f  ihe  Master  of 
the  l\olls,  voluntarily  retired  from  the  Chancery  IJeuch.  The  va- 
cancy was  tilled  by  the  appointment  id'  Air.  Charles  ['"airljanks,  who.se 
record  in  the  Assembly  .gi\'es  the  impression  that  he  was  a  man  of 
independent  \iews  and,  withal,  more  interested  in  financial  and 
economic  (|uestions  than  in  thcise  relating  to  constitutional  rights 
and  prerogatives.  James  \\\  Johnstone,  one  of  the  leading  practi- 
tioners of  the  Halifax  bar,  became  Solicitor  (general  in  succession 
to  Air.  hairbanks.  'Ihe  appointment  of  Air.  lohnstone  had  no  spec- 
ial ])(jlitical  significance,  though  of  course  it  imlicated  generallv  that 
he  was  regarded  with  favor  by  the  Crown,  or  by  those  on  whose 
nomination  the  Crown  acted.  The  salary  attached  to  the  po^t  was 
ridiculousl)-  small;  the  duties  correspondiugl\'  light.  Its  attraction 
for  lawyers  la\-  in  the  [irofessional  promotion  which  it  was  su])i)Osed 
to  prefigure.  It  is  entirely  incorrect  to  re])resent  Air.  John->tonc's 
memorable  career  as  a  public  man  as  dating  from  his  ap])ointment  as 
Solicitor  General  in  1834.  It  rather  dates  from  Ids  entrance  into 
Sir  C'jlin  Cam])beirs  Councils  four  \ears  later.  He  himself  tells 
us  that  these  four  intervening  )'cars — from  1834  t')  1838 — instead 
of  being  spent  in  political  activity,  open  or  secret,  were  as'^iduouslv 
devoied  to  his  private  business.  His  sudden  emergence  on  tlie  scene 
in  1834  is  one  of  the  most  remark-able  incidents  in  wli.at  was  a 
political  point  of  view,  one  of  the  most  remarkable  eiioch^  in  our 
pro\incial  histor)', 

JOSEPH    IIOWE    AND    THE    NO\'A    SCOTT. \N. 

In  i8j8,  Jose|)h  Howe,  son  of  a  Loyalist  from  Roston,  who  was 
for  many   )-ears   "King's   Printer"   of  the   Proxince,   purchased    from 
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its  founder,  George  Reiinie  ^'i)iing-,  second  son  of  John  Ynung,  the 
\velM<nu\vn  nieniher  from  S_\'dney  t'ounly,  a  small  weekl}-  ne\vs])a|)er 
calk-d  the  A\ii\i  Scotiiin.  Starting"  modestly  and  feeling  his  way  by 
varied  experinientatii  lU,  Air.  Ilowe,  l>y  his  industry,  his  quickness  of 
aiii)rehen>i(in,  his  line  literar)'  .gifts,  his  \'ersatile  ahilities,  anil  the 
ardor  uf  his  patriotic' <le\i  ition  to  the  interests  ui  X()\a  Scijtia.  suc- 
ceeded nut  onl}-  in  increasing  the  cireulatiun  and  inlluence  of  the 
Nora  Si-Otiaii,  hut  in  impressing  on  its  pages  the  ^tanip  of  his  (iwn 
inspiring  indi\idualit\-.  At  tir.^t  cautinush-  neutral — indeed  decidedly 
reticent — on  all  matters  id'  contro\'ersial  polities,  he  soon  saw  th.it 
his  paper  had  little  chance  of  becoming  a  recognised  organ  of  pulilic 
(.)l)ini()n  if  it  fought  shy  of  reporting  and  discussing  what  was  in 
e\er\liotly's  mind  antl  on  e\erybndy's  tongue.  In  the  main  it  allied 
itself  with  the  reforming  jiarty  in  the  Assembly,  and  lent  its  leaders  in 
their  \arious  conllicts  with  (.'rowii  and  (.Huncil,  an  earnest  and  ellec- 
tive,  Itut  by  no  means,  uncjualilied  and  uncritical  sU])port. 

One  (if  these  e\ents  "which,  taken  at  their  tide,  lead  on  to  for- 
tune" was  at  hand.  (  )n  Xew  ^'ear's  1  )a_\',  1^33,  the  Xmv  Scoliaii 
admitted  to  its  columns  a  letter  signed  "The  I^ublic,"  which  preferred 
serious  charges  of  fraud  and  mah-ersation  against  the  magistracy,  or 
gox'erning  bod}-  of  the  t<iwn  of  Halifa.x.  Its  admis^^ion  ma}-  l)e  fairly 
taken  as  evidence  that  its  tenor  was  acceptable  to  Mr.  IImwc,  th'iugh 
clearl}-  he  did  not  subject  it  to  editorial  revision.  The  article  is  iirolix, 
unclear  in  parts,  without  a  terse  or  vigorous  exjiression  in  it  fmm 
end  to  end.  A  charge  against  those  whose  duty  it  is  ti.i  lay  taxes,  of 
imll0^ing  them  unjustly  and  une(|ually  is  tuo  cmnmun  to  be  considered 
as  distinctly  libelkius.  The  nio>t  specific  allegations  against  the 
majestracy  as  a  wdiole  is  "that  during  the  lapse  of  the  last  thirty  years, 
the  magistracy  and  police,  have,  b_v  <jne  stratagem  or  other,  taken 
from  the  pockets  of  the  i)eople,  in  over  exactions  and  lines,  etc.,  etc., 
a  sum  that  would  exceed  in  the  gross  amount  thirty  thousand  ])iiunds." 
\\hile  this  wholesale  charge  is  preleried.  the  v\ritei'  i>  obliged  to 
"candidly  and  willing  admit  that  there  are  in  the  ranks  of  the  magis- 
tracy individuals  ju.-^tly  entitled  to  the  esteem  and  res[)ect  of  their 
fellow  townsmen."  In  one  case  only  docs  he  specifically  refer  to  an 
indi\idual  instance  of  wroiig-iloing,  putting  the  accusation  in  an  in- 
terrogative fiirm  :  "Can  it  not  be  proved,  and  is  it  not  not(jrious,  that 
one  of  the  present  active  magistrates  had  contrived  for  years  to  filch 
from  one  establishment,  and  that  dedicated  to  the  comfort  of  the  [loor 
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and  lk■^titutc,  at  least  tlirce  luindrL'il  puunds  per  aiiuuinr"  Xuw  this 
puiir  lhiii>ekeepini; — ur  soiucthiiiL;  like  that — iinist  ha\e  been  easily 
recognisahle,  ami  the  tact  that  he  did  imi  niij\c  at  <nice  [n  clear  his 
rcputatiijii  rather  yues  ti>  show   that  he  la)'   faiiU-  open  tn  attack. 

It  is  tii  l)e  ohserved  that  the  letter  nf  "ddie  l'eii|jle"  came  cut  dur- 
iuL;-  a  .--pell  ut  \  ery  hard  times,  which  fact,  ajiart  tr'im  ihc  nature  and 
rate  nf  the  tuwn  ta.xes,  may  have  accuuiUed  for  the  cu-cunistance  that 
"une-half  nf  the  nmst  resjiectahle  of  the  nnddliri^  urdcrs  ha\e  keen 
this  year  sent  i<v  summmieil  for  the  amount  of  their  la^t  year's  pour 
and  count}-  rates."  The  opinion  is  expressed — econ<imists  are  al\va\s 
in  order — that  "fifteen  hundred  i)oiind>  oui;ht  to  defra\-  all  expenses 
for  tile  county."  It  i.-^  ecouragiuj;  to  lind  that  the  writer  uncoir-,ious 
of  the  e[)och-makim;  character  of  his  letter,  ">a\\  Mune  home  for  the 
people  in  the  martial  tread  and  manlv  mien"  of  Sir  t  olin  (.'ampliell. 

dhe  maj;i^trac}-  a->  a  kody  took  mortal  offence  at  the  insinuations 
and  taunts  of  "'khe  reople."  ddie  court  was  waited  on,  and  redress 
i.lemaiided  in  the  name  of  insulted  justice,  or  officially  the  magistrates 
were  justices  of  the  peace,  dhere  was  something  seriu-coiiiic  in  the 
train  ot  circumstances  that  followed.  The  Court  referred  the  indig- 
nant magistrates  to  .\tt(5rne_\-(  ieneral  Archifiakl,  tlie  appointed 
guardian  of  law  and  order,  id"  puklic  and  [)ri\ate  reputations  alike. 
The  .\ttorney-(  ieneral  lonnd  two  courses  open  for  adoption.  (Jne 
wa.s  to  follow  the  plan  of  an  "ex-ulficio  information," — we  do  mA 
undertake  to  exidain  the  full  import  (jf  this  legal  phrase — which 
would  ha\'e  re(|uired  Mr.  Howe,  the  puklisher  of  the  alleged  lihek  to 
justify  the  charges  hy  the  testimony  of  sworn  witnesses  and  to  ha\  e 
e\er_\thing  shut  out  not  hearing  directly  on  their  truth  or  falsehood. 
The  other,  a  much  freer,  and  tor  the  defendant  a  preferakle  method, 
was  that  of  simple  indictment  on  charge  of  likel  liefo';e  "1  he  Grand 
Inquest  of  the  (  ount\'."  Jf  the  grand  jury,  rei>orted  "Xo  l!ill."  the 
case  was  ended.  Should  the  \erdict  of  tlie  grand  inipiest  ke  other- 
wise, then  the  simple  (juestion  of  guiltv  or  not  guill\-,  would  ke  de- 
cided hy  a  petit  jury  under  Supreme  ( "ourt  sn[ier\i^ion.  ddie  latter 
was  the  form  assumed  in  the  prcjsecutioii  of  Mr.  Iluwe  for  lihelling 
the  magistrates  of  Halifax.  lie  was  charged  with  the  crime  of  libel 
before  the  grand  jur_\'  of  the  tfoinity  (.)f  Halifax.  The  grand  jury 
returned  a  "  1  rue  Hill."  In  due  season  the  case  came  before  the 
Supreme  Court.     Chief  Justice  Ilaliburton  sat  on  the  bench,     .\ttor- 
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iic'V-Cc'iKTal  Archil lalit,  imt  (jf  clmice  I>nl  uiulcr  the  necessary  order 
(if  thiii,L;>,  appcarod  as  llic  nriicial  pn  i.-ecntur.  Jaiiie^  I'".  (  ira_\',  a  risiii,n 
barrister,  ^al  liesidc  the  AtlunicN -( iciicral  to  o|iLii  the  ea^e  lor  the 
("row  11.  loseph  llowe  appeared  in  the  dual  capacity  of  indicted 
criminal  and  counsel    lor   the  <letence. 

.Mr.  (ira\-'.s  opeinn-  address  was  lar,i.;el_\-  explaiiator)'  of  the  spe- 
cial features  of  the  case.  L'uder  an  indictment  there  is  no  prool  of 
trulli  I'r  falsehood,  ddie  cpiestion  for  the  jury  to  decide  is  simply, 
whether  or  not  an  injurious  act  has  heen  committe<l.  .Xr.^umenta- 
tivei\-  he  went  so  far  a--  to  say  that  the  generality  of  the  char-es  was 
not  affected  liy  tiie  acknowledged  anonymous  exceptions.  lie  also 
referred  to  the  X ova  Sculiaii  as  a  "i^eiierallv  well  mana,L;er  paper 
\vhich  has  extended  its  circulation  over  neiL;hl)orinj;  l'ro\inces  and 
States,"  a  fact  increasing;-  the  culpahility  of  scatleriii,i;-  loose  and  un- 
pro\ed  charges. 

iiowic's  I)1'.i-i:nsi'.  -\.\d  Acnt;rrT.\L. 

Mr.  Howe's  celehrated  defence  occu]iied  in  deli\ery  six  hours  ami 
a  lialf,  and  as  puhlished  in  Mr.  Justice  f  hisholm's  iirst  \olunie  of  his 
speeches,  C(.ivers  forty-oiie  pa,i.;es.  Had  it  followed,  rather  than  pre- 
eeeded,  the  Atlornev-*  ieneral's  cIosIul;  address  for  the  prosecution, 
it  wiiuld  have  lacked  its  most  eflective  sidediit,  the  famous  "luhher- 
liole"  allusion.^ 

Mr.  Howe  preferred  strong'  charges  of  cowardice  a.^ainst  the 
niai^istrates,  holding;"  them  responsible  for  the  adoption  of  procedure 
b\-  indictnieiit.  ddie  .\ttorne\ -deiieral,  howexer,  shifted  the  respou- 
sibilit)  to  himself  mo.-t  nniiualiliedl)- ;  "(  )ne  L;entlem,iu  named  the 
other  course  to  me,  liut  I  said  .\o;  1  will  proceed  by  the  fairer  method 
of  indictment,  i  am  prou<l  that  the  defendant  has  done  me  justice 
in  this  respect.  .\  cop\'  of  the  hill  of  indictment  was  furnished  to

The  closing-  address  of  the  Altorney-Cieneral  apart  Iroui  the  cor- 
rection of  .Mr.  Howe's  \ie\v  as  to  \\h\'  the  indictnieiif  method  of  trial 
iiad  been  a(.liji)ted,  contains  little  that  is  nolicealde.  it  mildl)'  sug- 
j^esteil  that  Mr.  Howe  iiad  ^oiie  a  little  too  far  in  his  eltorts  to  clear 
iiimself  b\'  laving'  emphasis  on  the  ol>\iously  good  iiiteiilieins  of  "The 
J'eople."  No  e\idence  should  he  sought  outside  of  the  article  itself, 
r'urther — and  how  can  anyone  ilisagree  with  him? — he  urged  that  the 
writer,  instead  of  inculpating  all  the  magistrates  who  had  heen  in 
oftlce  during  the  jjrevious  thirty  years,  \\ith  an  indelinile  sa\iug 
clause,  shouhl  ha\e  single<l  out  hy  name  the  real  olleiiders,  who 
Could  then  have  fought  their  own  battles.  Ikit  he  referred  to  Mr. 
Howe's  address  as  "a  splendid  defence,"  and  e\ideiitly  anticipated 
the  jury's  verdict  of  ac(iuitlal.  Chief  Justice  i  lalibiirtoii,  while 
strong  in  his  opinion  that  the  letter  of  "The  People"  was  a  libel,  iu- 
asniuch  as  intlieting  injury  on  innocent  people,  liowe\er  guilty  sonic 
of  the  incriminated  magistrates  ma)-  ha\-e  been,  considerately  accord- 
ed the  jur}-  tile  i)ri\ilcge  of  taking  their  own  view  of  the  nuatter.'

Amony  the  muniljcrs  who  now  took  their  .seats  for  the  llrst  time 
were  sexeral  who  were  (le>tineil  to  remain  eonnected  with  the  [luhlic 
lite  ol  Xo\a  Scotia  for  e.xteniled  periods,  anit/ni;  other>,  Joseph 
Howe,  William  .\nnand,  John  Uolmes,  William  !■'.  lJe:-llarres,  and 
Hul;1i  iJell.'  1  houyh  tor  personal  and  political  reaxm,-,  a  numher  (jf 
the  constituencies  had  returned  new  re[)re>entati\es,  the  more  con- 
spicuous UL;ure>  of  the  former  Ilou-e  were  attain  in  their  seat>, — 
Samuel  (i.  W.  .Vrchihald,  .\le.\ander  Stewart,  John  Vouni.;,  J.ame.s  11. 
Uniacke,  Lawrence  (  )\'onnor  Do\le,  Lewis  Morris  W  ilkius.  and 
Edward   Murray   Dodd. 

When  the  I  louse  met  in  Januarw  I1S37,  Mr.  .\rchihald  was  re- 
elected to  the  Speakership  without  opposition,  llowexer,  hefore  the 
orL;anization  was  completed,  Mr.  Ilowe  determined  to  test  in  a  mild 
wa\'  the  feelin,^  of  the  .\ssemM\-  on  what  was  to  him  the  crucial 
question  of  "I'jjual  Rii^hts."  lie  askeil  the  1  louse  to  rcsohe  "tliat, 
representing-  the  whole  Province,  peijpiled  hv  \arious  denominations 
of  C  hristi.ans,  this  House  rect)i^nises  no  religious  distinctiiins  and  is 
hounil  to  extend  not  onlv  cfpial  justice,  hut  eipial  courtes\'  t(j  all.'' 
I'or  eight\-  \ears  the  rector  of  St.  I'aul's,  or  S(jme  other  cit\-  clergy- 
man connected  with  the  Church  of  haigland,  had  filled  the  chaplaincy 
of  the  .\ssemlil\-.  Mr.  Howe's  motion,  which  was  adopted,  was  in- 
tended to  interrupt  this  long  continued  usage  and  gi\e  to  Koman 
Catholics  and  so-called  Dissenters,  participation  in  the  ])ri\ilege  of 
conducting  the  de\i>tions  of  the  House.  Uiifortunatel\-  the  resolu- 
tion, while  ahirming  a  ]irinciple  left  the  incoiu'enient  detail  of  jjrac- 
ticall\-  ap] living  it  unsettled.  The  jirohlem  was  how  to  make  the 
concession  of  "cr|ual  justice"  and  "ei|ua]  courtesy"  of  ruiy  practical 
value.  A'arious  suggestions  were  made  and  considered.  I-dnalh'  a 
triple    Chaplaincy,    operating   under   a    system    of    rotation,    was    hit 
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upon,  but  in  i)i-;K'licc  tliil  not  work  satisfact<iril\-.  One  (ir  UKjrc  of 
tliL-  di\nics  cleMgnaled  under  ihis  airan^oinciU  declincil  the  nomina- 
tion tendered  them.  W  illiin  a  \ear  or  so  the  old  collects  and  iii'a\ers 
were  restored,  to  the  satisfaction,  it  would  seem,  of  e\eryl)od_\'. 

The  Xo:\i  Scojiaii  had  j^iven  fair  notice  that  the  mild  methods 
by  which  Archibald,  and  .Stewart,  and  ^'oun^,  had  tried  to  briu;;  the 
council  to  terms  nuist  henceforth  be  cousidereil  out  of  date.  d"he 
obstructiw  and  sellish  branch  of  the  Le^islatm'e  nucst  be  directly 
grappletl  with  and  stripped  of  its  power  to  hinder  proL;ress.  ( )n 
reflection  it  was  decided  to  start  the  liL^ht  with  a  sbirnush. 

One  of  the  mo.st  distasteful,  if  not  most  injin-ious  nf  the  I'oun- 
cil's  habits  w  ;is  that  of  transacting-  the  business  (jf  the  couutr\-  in 
absolute  secrec)-.  The  refnrnuuL;  chiefs  bit  on  a  niM^t  liapp\-  ex- 
pedient in  piefaciu^'  their  main  assault  with  an  attack  on  ;i  some- 
what iuilefcn^-ible  outpMst.  ".Mr.  Doyle  moved  and  Mr.  llowe  sec- 
onded, both  in  elcLjant  speeches,  a  resolution,  calliiiL;  on  the  (/"ouncil 
to  open  its  doors  to  the  public,  and  thus  abandon  a  usa,L;e,  "fraught 
with  much  e\  il"  and  "contrarv  to  the  llritish  Consiitiuinn."  So  far 
as  the  House  itsell  was  concerned  the  movement  was  an  eminentlv 
strategic  one.  Thou<^h  the  (  diuicil  had  friends  and  s\in]ialhisers 
in  the  .\ssembly  chamber,  not  one  of  them  was  bold  euouj^h  to  say 
nay  to  so  olnious  a  iiroposition.  The  resolution  \\as  forwarded  to 
the  Council,  whose  answer,  if  nr)t  conveyed  in  the  terse  expressi\e 
phrase,  in  which  those  wlio  speak  the  F-ns^lish  lani;ua^e  L;ener,all\- 
con\'e\'  their  sentiments  to  internieddlers,  was  altogether  in  its  --pirit. 
The  ("ouncil  stood  on  its  diL;iiit\-  and  on  its  rights  as  an  independent 
jjranch  of  the  I.ej^islatinx',  and  would  transact  its  business  in  its 
own  way,  as  it  h.ad  done  from  the  be,f;inuini;.  ddiere  w.as  no  out- 
ward si.^n  of  yieldinf,^  ddie  leaders  of  the  Tlouse  attached  full 
value  to  the  Council's  scornful  rejection  of  their  interference  ami 
(lid  not  learn  for  a  year  that  the  upper  TTouse  before  its  iiroroL^-ation 
appointed  a  committee,  to  make  such  alterations  in  the  interior  of  the 
chamber  as  would  adapt  it  for  the  accommodation  of  strangers. 

DISAGREEJn;NT    OF    IIOUSF.S    OF    rAIU.IAMENT. 

The  reform  element  in  the  .Xssembly,  ha\ini;'  pre\iously  <^i\en 
an  indication  of  its  ascendancy  by  passin;;-  the  "Ouadrennial  Till,"  a 
piece  of  legislation  by  which  the  term  of  the  Provincial  Parliament 
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was  rcducol  from  seven  years  to  four,  proceeded  to  take  sucli  action 
as  might  seem  required  on  the  curt  and,  apiKirentl}',  [jerein[)tory 
refusal  of  the  Council  to  open  its  doors.  Sonic  felt  that  the  House 
had  placed  itse-lf  in  a  compromising  position.  1  lie  Council's  snub 
was  [ierhai)s  not  altogether  undeserved.  Uthers,  like  John  Voung, 
of  S3tlne)',  who  sought  to  pour  oil  on  the  waters  li\'  cijiiciliatLiry  reso- 
lutions, learcd  a  dangerous  block  of  legislation  from  the  disagree- 
ment between  the  two  Houses  of  l^arliament.  To  Joseijh  IJowe,  the 
crisis — if  such  it  coulil  be  called — gave  the  opportunity  fur  which 
he  had  been  looking.  The  time  was  ripe  for  decisive  action.  He 
iieaded  oil  Air.  N'onng's  attempt  at  pacilicati< m  b)-  ino\-ing  the  his- 
torical '"rwehe  Jvcstilutioiis."  Uf  these  so-called  resolutions  elexeii 
were  simply  [jreambles,  or  prefatory  statements  of  fact,  or  alleged 
fact,  on  which  a  certain  [proposed  course  of  action  is  shown  to  be 
necessary,  bor  each  "Wdiereas"  would  seem  to  be  the  pru[)er  inlr(j- 
duetory  term  rather  than  "Tvesolved."  The  only  real  resulutiun  is 
the  twelllh,  in  which  something  ilehnite  ami  p<jsiti\e  is  proposed: 
"IvesoKed.  that  as  a  remedy  tor  these  grievances,  His  Majesty  be 
implored  t(j  take  such  steps,  either  by  granting  an  electixe  Legisla- 
ti\e  Council,  or  b}-  such  other  reconstruction  of  the  local  gox em- 
inent as  will  insure  responsibilit}'  to  the  Commons,  and  confer  upon 
the  peeiple  ui  this  l'rei\ince,  what  the)'  value  above  all  other  pos- 
sessions, the  lilessings  of  the  lirilish  Constitution."  The  preambles 
recite  with  much  fullness  and  elaboration  the  facts  and  conditions 
on  which  the  appeal  to  the  Crown  is  justified, — the  concentration  of 
memlieiship  in  heads  of  departments  and  resitlents  of  Halifax;  the 
Ijalelul  elleets  (jf  this  concentratiem  on  commerce  and  education; 
statistical  proof  of  favoritism  towards  one  i)arlicular  church  in  the 
make-up  of  the  Council;  the  difficulties  thrown  in  the  wav  of  the 
Assembly  in  its  clforts  to  get  control  of  the  casual  and  territorial 
re\enne,  and  to  establish  a  sound  basis  for  the  Troxincial  currency; 
the  i)resence  of  the  Chief-justice  at  the  Council  Hoard;  "the  dis- 
position of  some  of  its  members  to  protect  their  own  interests  and 
emoluments;"  the  combination  of  legislatixe,  judicial,  and  executive 
powers  as  one  body; — the  toregoing  may  be  tak"cn  as  a  \er\'  com- 
pressed summary  of  the  grounds  on  which  Air.  Howe  arraigned  the 
Council  liefore  the  Imperial  bar. 

Mr.   Ib:)we's  speech   in  explanation  and  siqjport  of  his   'Tvcsolu- 
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tions"  occui)iL'd  unl}-  an  hour  and  a  hall.  .\s  each  une — sonic  of 
them  simply  recitals  of  fact' — had  sul)sc(juently  to  be  moved  and 
voted  on  sei)aratel)',  he  naturall)-  deferred  minute  analysis  and  ex- 
plication with  the  general  deliate,  during  the  progress  of  which 
sparks  llew  aljout  in  a  somewhat  h\el\-  manner. 

The  general  dehate  (ju  tlioe  famous  l\esolutions  was  a  long  and 
lively  one.  liach  was  separately  mo\ed,  tliscussed  and  voted  on, 
and  passetl  h}'  considerahle  maJDrities  e\en  on  the  closest  divi-^inns. 
The  "Resdlulion"  prdpcr,  which  unlike  the  ele\en  |)reamhles,  dealt 
not  with  the  griexances,  hut  the  remed\',  put  in  the  f(irefrom  f(  ir  the 
consideration  "t  His  .\lajest\-  as  a  remedial  po^siljilitN .  the  idea  of  an 
I'.lectne  Luuncil,  a  suggestion  which  encountered  e\er\-  <  ippi  )siiii  ui 
from  L'niacke.  Ste\',art  and  \\'ilk-in>.  idle  di.scus.sinn  ol  an  al^iracl 
principle  did  not  atfurd  a  speciall\-  faM.irahle  held  fur  Air.  Howe's 
dehating  [lowers,  or  tor  that  admiralile  play  of  liunior,  and  >ide- 
thnists  of  personal  banter  and  repartee,  which  coii^iitulcd  so  marked 
a  feature  of  his  speeches  in  I'arliamcnt  as  el.'-ewhere.  W  hen  Slewart 
and  \\  ilkiiis  drew  his  attention  to  the  unde^irable  conse(|uence.-, 
Avhicli  the\'  claimed  to  ha\e  lollowcd  the  wide  extension  of  the  prin- 
cijile  of  popular  electiou  in  the  I'liited  States,  he  dwelt  in  hi-.  rcpl\' 
on  the  wonderful  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  latter  country,  with- 
out making  it  ])erfecll\'  clear  whether  in  his  judgment  the  grcalne^s 
of  Xew  ^'ork  and  1 'enn.s\l\  aiiia  was  the  result  of,  or  in  spile  ol,  llie 
fact  that  they  elected  .U   the  \in\\>  their  .state   senators  and   judges. 

dhe  d'weh'c  Resolutions  luniug  been  adopted,  a  coiiimitlee  was 
appointed  to  recast  them  in  the  form  of  an  address  to  (be  Crown. 
Idien  something  h;ip]iened.  Idle  clerk  of  the  ( 'ouiicil  liroughl  o\'er 
to  the  -\ssembl\-  chamber  a  message,  the  general  purport  ot  which 
can  he  gathered  from  two  brief  ipiotations:  'Mlis  Majesl\'s  ("oiin- 
cil  percci\-c  b\'  the  Journals  of  the  Ibmse  of  Assembly,  the  Council 
ha\-e  this  dav  recei\ed,  that  the  Ibmse  has  passed  se\  eral  resoliUioiis 
coinxwing  accusaticins  ag.unst  His  ]\laiest\'s  I'ouncil,  and,  among 
(.itliers  one  declaring  some  of  the  members  of  llis  .Majesty's  (  oun-

1  he  conchi>i(jn:>  arri\e(l  at  in  UowniuL;  Street  were  conmiunicated 
to  Sir  t  olin  (  aniphell  in  ^ucce^^.i\•e  de,spatche^^  l.\  Lord  (lienel^,  the 
Colonial  Secretary,  dhat  a  state  of  things  existed  in  connection  with 
the  go\ernnient  and  pnhlic  allair^  of  \(.i\a  .^cotia  which  |ondl\-  called 
for  reform  was  frankl}-  adnhlted.  It  wa>  decided  that  hereafter  a 
seat  on  the  bench  and  a  seat  at  the  t.'ouncd  lioard  nni'-t  he  regarded 
as  incompatible  positions.  1  he  Iloii^e's  claim  that  the  carnal  and 
territorial  re\enues  belonged  tu  the  l'ro\ince,  to  receixe  and  to  appro- 
priate, was  InlK'  rec<ignized.  Regarding  the  A>sembl\'.-,  prole^^t 
against  the  nnfairne.->  of  h,a\  ing  four-fifths  of  the  [lopnlatiou  of  the 
Pru\  ince  ruled  o\er  b)-  an  olficial  bureau,  tw'o-tlnnls  of  w  lio^e  mem- 
bers belonged  t(.i  the  religioirs  denominaiiein  which  compo.-,ed  the  re- 
maim'ng  one-third.  Lord  (ilenelg  wrote  t(i  the  1 -ieutenant-(  io\  ernor 
that  it  wa.s  "impossible  that  distinctions  so  imidious  should  not  be 
productixe  ot  serious  ihAcontent."'  in  tntnre  "e\en  the  semblance  of 
often  due  fa\or  to  an\'  particular  church  was  to  be  avoided". 

So  anxious  was  the  Imperial  i\linistr\'  to  remo\e  all  reasonable 
grounds  of  disccmtent  and  causes  of  frictii.iu,  that  it  was  prepared  to 
make  a  crowning  concession  to  wliat  it  supposed  was  the  real  wish  of 
the  .V^semblw  The  a<lilress  said  something  alniut  an  l",lecti\e  l.'ouncil 
as  a  remed}'  for  existing  e\ils. 

This  suggestion  the  (/olouial  Seci'etary  could  not  take  seriously. 
He  e\en  doubted  if  a  better  (  ouncil  s_\-tem  th.in  the  one  ;drea(h-  in 
existence  could  be  de\ised,  ]iro\ided  the  Crown  wa-^  rightK"  addressed 
by  the  (.o\crnor  in  the  matter  of  appointment-.  Xe\  ertheless,  to 
meet  the  wishes  uf  the  Assembl)-,  and  as  he  siijiposed  ui  the  Ljreat  ma- 
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jority  of  the  pcoiile  of  Nova  Scolia,  he  was  prepared  t(]  yield  Ids  own 
\iews,  and  lirinj;'  aliinit  ;in  entire  recast  of  Her  i\laiest)'s  C'onncil  in 
Ne)\a  Scotia,  lie  had  indeed  already  secured  lier  Majesty's  absent 
to  a  proposal  to  demolish  the  i)revent  (  ouncil,  and  rear  in  its  ruins  twn 
entirel}-  distinct  and  independent  ones, — a  caliinel  or  ministry,  Ci.tm- 
p(jsed  of  sworn  conlidenlial  ad\isers  (d"  His  r.,\cellenc\'.  In  he  kn^'wu 
as  the  l'".xccuti\'e  (ouncil,  and  alone  lia\  inj;  the  ri_L;ht  to  Sjieak  of  itself 
as  "1  ler  Majest}'s  (ouncil";  and  a  cliamher,  whose  ran^e  of  duties  is 
snfficientK'  delined  ])\-  its  name,  tlie  LeL;islati\  e  Council.  T.cjrd  (_Ileuelg 
is  candid  enough  to  inform  Sir  Colin  that  his  recommendation  of  this 
rcc<jnslructi\e  cuucession  was  not  liased  on  a  convictinn  of  its  real 
utilit)'.  ()f  all  the  colonies  possessing;  representati\-e  Assemhlies,  only 
the  (."anadas  (since  170I  )  and  Xew  Urnnswick  (since  l''^.^-')  hacl 
tried  the  experiment  ol  two  ('ouncils,  that  is,  uf  separatiiii;  execnti\e 
and  legislative  fuuuctions.  Terhaps  much  of  a  k-ssnn,  one  wa\'  or  the 
other.  Could  he  learned  fn.im  the  example  of  Xew  Ihauisw  id; :  the 
history  of  the  ( 'anadas  dnrint^'  the  pa^t  \ear  or  two  slnwed  that  e\en 
the  constitutional  ori^rmisui  of  the  (  dinicils  could  not  sa\e  ,a  colduy 
from  discontent,  disorder  and  rehellion.  Still  the  secretary  had  e\'ery 
reason  to  assume  that  the  Assemhly  and  iienple  nf  Xo\  a  Scotia  under- 
stood far  hetter  than  he  what  form  of  i;(i\ernnient  was  hest  suited 
to  their  circumstances.

No  one  can  say  that  Lord  (denel.i^-  did  nut  du  his  hest  tu  ni;i.ke  the 
experiment  id"  distinct  (."ouncils  successful  from  the  start.  .Sir  ("mIIu 
C'ampl.ell  was  instructed  to  transmit  lists  cnulainiiiL;  the  n.ames  uf 
gentlemen  deemed  speciallv  well  (|ualilied  iuv  seats  in  the  respecti\e 
hodies.  ( ireat  emphasis  was  laid  on  the  importance  ul  judicious  c<im- 
prehensixe  selections.  Sir  ('olin  tnok  it  fur  granted  th.it  an\'  memher 
of  the  old  i)Ut-giiing  (^duncil  cuuld  hy  right  cl.aim  a  seat  in  nne  or 
other  id"  the  new  ones,  and  e\en  Mr.  Howe  tonk  the  \iew  that  if  no 
such  right  existed,  there  was  a  reasunahle  iJresumpiiuu  in  fa\iir  of 
the  claim.  The  (  olonial  Secretary  most  peremptoriU  hrusheil  aside 
the  suggestion.  If  the  puhlic  interests  re(|uired  some  id'  the  uld  cnun- 
cillors  t'l  retire  ahsulutely.  Her  M.ijesly  could  see  to  it  that  their 
rank  and  title  would  he  retained  until  the  end  iif  their  tla\s.  Let 
both  Louucils  he  tilled   with   comiieteul   men,   selected   not    merely  (ju 
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account  of  their  individual  character  <and  ahihty,  hut  hecause  in  tlieir 
totality  tiiey  represent,  fairly  and  impartially,  the  \ariuns  political, 
industrial,  and  religious  interests  of  the  l'ro\ince. 

It  was  arranged  that  the  rei  irganizatiou  should  he  ci  insunmiated 
at  the  opening  ut  the  ensuing  session  d  the  Legislature,  dhe  news 
of  the  ci  inteniplated  di.-^s(jlution  and  reci  instruction  of  the  Council  was 
received  with  li\el_\'  satisfaction  h\-  the  [lartv  i/t  sn-called  reform.  A 
lie  in  the  ointment  w.as  the  [)Ms>il,ilii\-  ui  hail  ap| 'i  lintuieiUs.  lUit 
\\h\'  fear?  in  an  infurmal  interview  with  the  '.inverunr.  .Mr.  Howe 
[jenciled  an  h^xecutive  Council  of  twelve  and  a  Legislative  Council 
of  nineteen — these  were  the  resi)ectively  allmted  uumhers, —  -o  oiu- 
stituted  as  to  prnvidc  seats  for  all  the  uld  ci luncilh ir.--,  <and  at  the  same 
time  -secure  the  ;ide(|uale  representation  of  all  interests  and  all  creeds. 

dhe  hopes,  r.ather  than  the  fears,  of  the  t  oiwervative  niinoritv, 
centered  in  the  negnliation  that  weiU  on  during  the  autumn  eif  iJ^^J, 
hetweeii  llalifax  and  Lowiung  Street  respecting  the  maimer  in  which 
th.e  seats  in  the  new  Councils  were  to  he  lilled.  (  )f  the  details  of  tho,-,e 
negotiations  little  is  kiiowu,  except  so  far  as  the  nature  of  these  can 
he  interred   from  the  resutts  to  which  they  led. 

\\  hen  the  time  arriveil  for  opening  the  Legislature  of  iSj;S,  thirtx- 
one  gentlemen,  each  armed  with  a  mandaiuus  of  appoiiUmeiU  to  one 
or  other  of  the  ne\vl_\-  constituted  Councils,  were  ready  for  the  cere- 
mony of  "swearing  in".  This  transaction,  the  partition  of  the  old 
Council  of  twelve  which  had  ruleil  N(na  Scotia  with  \irtuallv  auto- 
cratic [lowers  for  neatly  ninety  years,  though  scarcely  noticed  in  our 
histories,  really  luarks  a  most  importaiU  stage  in  the  Corrstitutioiral 
de\xdopiuent  of  Xova  Scotia.  It  laid  the  hasis  on  which  the  structure 
of  respousihle  govermuent,  or  ministerial  responsihility  to  a  popular 
Assemhly,  was  afterwards  erected.  This  principle  if  entirely  inde- 
pendent of  the  circumstances  whether  the  Legislature  is  hicameral  or 
composed  of  a  single  chamher,  it  is  as  aiiplicahle  in  (  )ntario  and  Mani- 
toha  as  in  (Juehec  and  Xova  .Scotia.  Lut  how  could  the  doetrine  have 
heeii  put  in  force,  when,  as  was  the  case  in  Nova  Scotia  pricjr  to  1S3S, 
there  was  no  separate  or  distinct  executive  to  he  turned  out  of  office 
hy  \dte  of  the  [jeople's  representatives?

I'.y  one 
of  Lord  (denelg's  despatches,  C  hief  Justice  Hallihurton  had  heen  de- 
clared ineli^ihle  for  a  seat  in  the  Council  and  his  retirement  would 
ha\e  heen  necessar\-  e\  en  h;id  no  reori^anization  taken  place.  for 
Some  reason,  Messi's.  rre>cott  and  llinne\-  were  aho  retired,  that  is 
were  not  assii^neil  places  in  eitlier  of  the  new  hodies.  Messrs.  Uohie, 
Tohin,  and  Allison  were  gazetted  as  hoth  executi\'e  and  legislati\e 
councillor,^ ;  .Messrs.  Jeilrc}-,  Cunard,  Cogswell  and  Collins,  as  execu- 
ti\e;  His  L(jrdship  the  lashop,  and  Mr.  McXah,  as  legi>lali\e  coun- 
cillors. The  ftjurteen  seats  in  the  Legislative  Council  still  unfilled 
drew  occupLUits  from  \'arious  (piarters.  Se\en  were  hlled  liy  gentle- 
men who  entered  the  Legislature  now  for  the  Inst  time,  James  W. 
Johnstone  ami  Dr.  W'm.  11.  .\lmon  and  Xornian  h'itzgerald  Uniacke  of 
Llidifax,  William  Rudolf  of  Lunenliurg,  William  t  )u-ley  of  Sydney, 
Cape  llreton,  R.  M.  Cutler  of  (luyshro.  .Mexandcr  Camjihell  of 
Tatamagouche,  James  Ratchford  of  I 'arri.shoro,  Joseph  iMtzramlolph 
of  Dighv.  'i"w(j  gentlemen,  Alexander  Stewart,  M.  1'.  P..  for  (_'uni- 
berland  and  Lewis  ^1.  Wilkins,  M.  P.  P.  for  Windseir  exchanged 
seats  in  the  Assembly  for  seats  in  the  Legislative  Council.  The  fol- 
lowing ex-memhers  of  the  House  were  called  up  and  com[)leted  the 
memliership:  William  Lawsou  (Halifax),  (ieorge  Smith  (I'ictou), 
James  S.  Morse  (.\mherst). 

The  ICxecuti\'e  Council  comprised  four  niemhers  (jf  the  Legislati\e 
Cotmcil,  Johnstone,  Rcjhie,  Ti.ihin  and  .\llison  ;  four  niemhers  of  the 
House  of  .\sseml)ly,  James  Pioyle  Cnicake,  Rilnnmd  Murra}'  Dodd, 
T.  .\.  S.  HeWolfe,  and  Herhert  Huntington;  and  four  gentlemen  who 
did  not  hold  seats  in  either  Pranch  cd"  the  Legislatm-e,  leffrey,  Cunard, 
Cogsw  ell,  and  l"i  lUins. 

dhe  reallv  signil'icient  name  in  hoth  Coinicils  of  course  is  th.it 
of  James  W.  Joliustoue.  So  far  Mr.  John-lone  h.id  taken  no  xisihle 
liart  in  the  political  life  and  acti\ities  of  tiie  Pro\iiice.  In  all  the 
noisy  coiillicts  hetween  the  Assembly  and  the  Council  from  the 
"Pran<l\'    I  )isputes"    his    \oice   had    not    heen    heard.      When    not    ah- 
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sorlied  in  the  duties  nt  his  prufession — lie  had  alread\-  placed  himself 
at  the  head  t>t  tile  bar  I't  the  rrnvince — he  was  takiiii;  an  aeti\e  part

hi  urder  to  hrin*^  the  dimensions  of  the  Councils  within  the  limits 
fixeil  liy  I.di'd  Durham'.s  comniission,  a  lirief  pri(riii;ati(in  of  the  Leg- 
islature was  liiund  nece^>ai"_\.  When  the  re\ised  lists  were  announced 
it  was  tumid  that  the  reduction  id  the  Mxecuti\e  from  twehe  to  nine 
had  lieeii  effected  hy  the  retirement  of  one  of  the  councillor.s  who  lunl 
a  seat  in  neither  branch  of  the  Legislature,  and  of  twn  who  had  seats 
in  the  Assemhly,  I 'odd  and  Jluntington.  'J  he  reduction  in  the  Legis- 
lative Council  was  secured  li\-  dropping  ]\Iessrs.  Law  son  and  .Mnioii 
of  Halifax,  Mr.  h'ltzrandulph  of  Dighy,  and  Air.  Ratchford  of  Larrs- 
ljori>.  .\fter  the  session  closed,  the  (,'ouncil  was  restored  to  its  orig- 
inal size,  and  the  four  gentlemen,  just  named  recei\ed  fresh  commis- 
sions. 

When  these  necessary  paring  processes  had  been  got  through  with 
and  the  sessional  business  resumed,  .Mr.  Howe  todk'  ad\antage  of  a 
debate  on  the  ci\il  list  (jueslioii  to  tell  the  House  and  the  country 
what  he  thought  of  the  composition  ot  the  new  (  ouncils.  l'ri(jr  to 
the  temporar}-  adjournment  to  straighten  out  the  numerical  discrep- 
ancy, he  had  dwelt  with  pardonable  complacency  on  the  mai'ked  pro- 
gress of  the  good  cause  of  constitutional  reform.  .\inoii^  other 
gratif}ing  advances  he  particularly  referred  to  "the  separtuion  of  the 
]v\ecuti\e  and  I^egislati\'e  Councils",  wdiich  he  described  as  "a  xer}^ 
important  change",  stating  that  "the  second  legislative  branch  is  now 
larger  and  more  ])i.ipular,  while  we  liaxe  four  members  of  the  popular 
branch  in  the  l".xecuti\e  (Huncil."  In  short,  much  had  been  accoin- 
lished  and  the  prospect  was  most  encouraging.  l-".\en  the  b".xecuti\e 
Council  came  in  for  complimentary  allusions.  "That  body  is  much 
more  popular  than  when  it  sat  in  a  double  capacity  at  the  other  end 
of  the  buildmg.  Its  members  mix  with  the  people's  reprcsentalix  es ; 
the\-  represent  the  people  themselves;  they  are  in  the  midst  of  popular 
feelings  and  expressions.'' 
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This  liiipeful  \i(.'\v  of  things  ilid  not  last  lung.  It  was  fuuiicl  that 
dissociation  oi  finiction  did  not  pixncnl  cooperation  of  aim  and  Lllort. 
One  Council  could  [)lay  into  the  hands  of  the  other,  if  one  mind  was 
master  of  them  holli.  Se\eral  measures  deemed  by  the  Assembly  of 
great  impurtancc  came  to  grief  amid  the  reels  and  breaker^  tif  the 
Uii[)er  Il(juse,  particularly  the  civil  list  l>ill,  which  Mr.  lluntingtun, 
then  a  member  of  the  lixecuti\c,  had  framed  as  an  amendment  tu  a 
propo>ition  of  his  own  go\ernment.  Despite  the  lair  pmniise  of  the 
early  [lart  oi  the  session  another  tussle  with  Sir  ( 'nlin  was  ine\  itable. 
The  Old)-  mude  of  attack — for  the  Assembly  must  take  the  initiative — 
is  the  time  honored  one  of  an  atldress  to  the  Crown.  (  )f  all  the  dc^cu- 
ments  drafted  or  inspired  liy  Mr.  Howe  during  the  long-draw'n-out 
struggle  for  constitutional  reform,  this  particular  address  is  perhaps 
the  Weakest.  It  starts  with  a  belated  attempt  to  show  that  denomina- 
tional predominance  in  high  places  \vas  almo.^t  as  much  in  evidence 
as  e\  er,  referring  [jarticularly  to  the  composition  of  the  new  (,'ouiicils. 
Her  Majesty  is  assured  that  her  "loyal  subjects  observe  with  surprise 
and  regret  that  in  the  new  b".\ecnti\'e  Council,  so  lately  remodeled, 
five  of  the  nine  gentlemen  of  whom  it  is  composed  are  members  of 
the  (  hurch  of  England,  and  that  eight,  out  of  the  fifteen" — ten  out 
of  the  nineteen  a  few  months  later — "are  als(j  memliers  of  that  church. 
His  l.ord^hi])  the  llishop  being  one".  The  address  proceeds  to  ^er- 
iously  weaken  the  force  of  its  statements  by  admitting  the  delicate  and 
diflicult  nature  of  the  task  im[iosed  on  Sir  Colin  Campbell  in  \ie\v  of 
the  obligation  resting  on  him  to  Consult  the  feelings  and  recognise 
the  claims  of  many  members  of  the  former  Council.  On  the  general 
ciuestion  of  the  undue  absoriition  of  ofticial  positions  and  per(|uisites 
by  members  of  the  Church  of  England,  many  who  are  not  churchmen 
will  question  whether  the  facts  justified  all  the  inferences  drawn  from 
them.  In  forming  a  judgment  on  that  pciint,  such  facts  as  the  general 
condition  oi  society  and  the  diffusion  of  education  at  the  time  in 
(juestion  must  be  taken  into  account.  .As  to  the  lC\ecuti\e  Council  re- 
ferred to  in  the  address  as  objectionable  on  account  of  the  jn-edomin- 
ance  of  churchmen — five  out  of  nine, — it  is  worth  noticing  how  ini- 
l)artially  the  four  remaining  seats  were  distributed,  the  Catholics, 
Presbyterians,  Baptists  and  Methodists,  each  having  one.  The  de- 
nominational census  of  the  Legislati\e  Council   showed   that   it   con- 
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tained  ten  members  of  the  Church  of  England,  six  Presl)yterians,  one 
Iviiman  ( 'alhulic,  one  r.aptist,  and  une  Quaker.' 

The  C'linstitutiiin  iil  tlie  Lcjuneils  wa.s  also  se\erely  cn'lici^ed  im 
account  of  the  disregard  tn  Lord  (ilenelg's  in. struct  ions  to  make  them 
fairly  representatiN  e  of  "'all  the  great  interest^  of  the  I'roxinee." 
■■l\h)re  than  half  of  the  memliers  .'-till  reside  in  the  town  of  llalilax", 
while  the  ratio  of  law  \ers  to  farmers  was  six  tei  two. 

d  he  main  hody  of  the  address  is  taken  up  with  the  C(jnsideration 
of  linancial  questions  at  issue.  It  conclnde>  hy  extending  t'j  Sir  L'olin 
a  handsome  apologetic  oli\e  hranch;  "In  concluding  this  address,  the 
members  of  the  .Vs^emlib'  are  bound  to  acknow  ludge  the  aid  which 
they  at  all  times  receixe  from  his  excelleuc)-  the  1 -ieutenant-( ju\ern' ir 
in  the  prosecution  (jf  all  measures  intended  for  the  general  good.  Mo.-,t 
of  the  exils  of  which  the\-  complain  ha\  e  arisen  troin  the  causes  that 
existed  before  his  bxcellencN'  came  to  the  coloii\-,  ;md  it  would  be  ex- 
liecting  loo  much  to  retpiire  that  the\-  should  lie  removed  in  a  single 
\-ear,  imder  the  most  impartial  administration. "

Just  a  month  after  he  had  sailed  from  Ilahfax,  Lord  Durham 
was  sworn  in  at  (Jnebec  as  Guyernur-General  of  the  British  .\merican 
I'ro\  inces.  lie  had  also  been  specialh'  ajipLiiuted  "High  (,'ommis- 
sioiier  for  the  adjustment  of  certain  import. mt  questions  depending 
in  the  .said  l'ro\  inces  ,,t  Lower  and  I'pper  I  'anada.  resiiecting  the  form 
an<l  fulm-e  go\ernment  of  the  said  l'ro\inces."  There  is  a  tendenc\- 
among  Xova  Scotians  to  assinne  that  the  struggle  for  political  reform 
which  we  ha\e  been  con.sidering  did  not  extend  be_\ cmd  the  limits  of 
theii-  own  I'ro\ince.  This  is  an  entirel}'  erroneous  assumption.  In 
all  the  coli.mes  now  placed  under  the  supreme  lieailsjiip  ui  Lord  Dur- 
ham, the  new   wine   had    for  years  been  thre.atemng   to   bin'^t   the  old

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l)i>ttles.  The  pnulencL'.  moderation  ami  genuine  patriutism  <<[  tlie 
reliinii  leaders  in  the  Maritime  l'n)\inees — cunspieui  iU'-l\'  nf  Mr. 
Howe — had  ke[)t  the  agitation  for  poi)ular  rights  and  inereased  p(i\\er> 
of  se]f-gij\  ernnient  within  safe  constitutional  channels.  In  the  Can- 
adas,  with  less  t.listinct  ideals  hefore  them,  and  hotter  jiassious  within 
them,  the  men  at  the  head  of  the  nioxement,  with  the  aid  of  (io\ernors 
an.d  Compacts  almost  as  much  to  hlame  as  themscKes,  had  resorted  to 
the  extreme  measure  of  open  insurrection. 

The  ohject  ni  Lord  Ourham's  mission  to  (lueliec  was  not  to  re- 
estahlish  formal  jieace — that  result  stern  military  measures  had  al- 
read\-  secured — hut  to  make  that  jieace  real  and  ahiding  ])\-  duh'  con- 
sidered methods  of  political  reconstruction. 

just  before  the  cl<ise  of  the  late  session,  when  the  announcement 
of  Lord  hurham's  appointment  had  reached  Halifax,  .Mr.  \oung, 
memher  for  hnerness,  suggested  the  appoiiUnient  of  a  connniltee  to 
wait  on  the  ( io\  ern(.jr-(jeneral  at  such  time  and  jiiace  as  might  lie 
found  conxenient,  and  also  proposed  a  resolnti(,in  to  ihat  elTect.  Mr. 
Young's  motion  was  opposed  hy  Mi",  lluwe  ami  narrow  I\-  escaped  de- 
feat. Later,  the  latter  gentleman  succeeded  in  ha\ing  it  rescinded, 
though  himself  a  memher  of  the  committee  which  had  hecn  appointed 
under  its  terms. 

.\n  imwortiiy  motixe  f(jr  Mr.  Howe's  action  in  this  matter  has 
heeii  suggesteil.  It  is  .scarcely  necessary  to  consider  it  wlien  perfectK' 
honoralile  reasons  so  readilx'  present  thenisehes.  .\fter  Lord  Hurham 
had  taken  a  general  sur\ey  of  the  situation,  feeling  that  primaril\-  he 
was  on  a  nu'ssion  of  imjuir}',  he  inxited  for  conference  with  him  at 
Cjiie])ec,  not  oidy  the  ( ioxernors  of  the  \arioUs  I'roxinces,  hut  also 
representatixe  delegates  from  their  [nililic  men  and  leading  citizens. 
1  he^e  delegates  \xere  chosen  hv  the  I'roxincial  Lxccutixes.  .Messrs. 
Johnstone,  I'niacke,  Young,  and  M.  I!,  .\lmon  constituted  the  dele- 
gatiou  from  X'oxa  Scotia.  In  explanation  of  their  summons,  Lord 
Durham  xxrote  to  the  Colonial  Secretary:  "These  delegates  xxere 
selected  and  sent  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  with  me  on  the  suhject 
of  the  general  arrangement  for  the  future  goxernmeni  ..f  the  Xorth 
American  Colonies."  h^'om  a  statement  suhnn'tled  h\-  .Mr.  \'oung  of 
Nova  Scijtia  to  the  riC)vernor-General,  xve  present  two  extracts,  which 
as  exjiressing  the  xiexxs  of  one  of  the  leading  refoiniers  of  the  l'ro\- 
ince  are  not  a   little   surprising,   when   compareil   with   corresponding 
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descriptiiins  of  the  state  of  tiiii\q;s  in  Upper  and  Lrjwer  Canada,  sent  in 
li\-  tile  tneiuls  ol  relorni  in  tliose  I'ri  i\  inee.^. 

".\l)uses  in  Xo\a  Sentia  Iia\e  ne\  er  reached  the  same  irritating"  nr 
fearfnl  heii^lit  w  liicli  we  ha\e  w  itnes>etl  in  other  I'r.ivinees.  The  suli- 
stantial  l)le--inj;'S  i>f  an  enhgliteneih  and,  upim  the  wlu'lc.  an  impartial 
and  upright  admini.--tration  of  law,  uf  ]ierfeet  freednm  nf  conscience 
and  the  unfettered  exercise  uf  indiistr\-,  of  the  ahhcnce  uf  oppression  in 
e\ery  torm,  ha\e  heen  luut,''  enjo\ed  li\-  u>,  and  ha\e  donhlle--s  lar.!;ely 
contrihntetl  in  fobtering-  that  ardent  attachment  to  the  l'.riti>li  Crown 
and  institutions,  which  mav  he  fairU-  said  to  he  a  nnixer^a!  feelinL,^." 

■'The  re>[)ectahi]itv  and  pri\-ate  xirtnes  of  the  gentlemen  who  sit 
at  the  two  Council  hoards  are  admitted  h}'  all;  it  is  their  i>olitical  and 
personal  ])redelictions  that  the  iieo])le  complain  ol  ;  the\"  de--ire  reform- 
ing rmd  lilieral  principles  to  he  more  fnlh'  representeil  and  ad\(icated 
there,  as  lhe\-  are  in  the  Assemhly.  ReliyioUs  dissensions  are,  happilv, 
unknown  amonij"  us." 


INI-I.UKN'CE  OF  JAMES   W.    JO  1 1  XSToX  i:. 

Mr.  Johnstone's  appointment  to  the  Councils  marks  the  hej^innini^ 
of  a  brilliant  career  in  politics  and  statemanship,  the  details  of  which 
need  not  he  anticipated.  It  is  howe\er,  somewhat  important  and  \erv 
interesting:;'  to  take  note  of  his  own  account  of  tlie  rationale  of  that 
appointment.  This  he  yaxe  in  a  speech  ileli\ered  at  a  puhlic  meeting- 
in  llalitax  held  within  a  year  or  two  of  his  entrance  into  the  I  ouiicils. 
liy  wa}-  of  preface,  he  strouj^ly  disa\()\ved  anti-reform  principles: 
"The  epithet  of  lli:..;h  Church  and  Tory  part\-  has  heen  .applied  to  the 
Councils  indiscrinnnatel}-.  It  has  heen  unjustly  apiilied.  1  certainl}- 
do  not  heloui;  to  any  lord  party.  I  am  a  dissenter,  and  e\'er  lia\"e  en- 
tertained political  jirinciples  and  feelings  different  from  those  I  pre- 
sumed to  l)e  tlenominaled  hv  that  term".  In  a  pa^-sage  too  long  fiir 
cpiotation  he  referred  to  his  own  personal  histor_\'  as  estahlishing  a 
claim  for  heing  ranked  among  the  defenders  of  po])nl,ir  rights.  (  t\er- 
horne  h\'  the  inter\ention  of  the  L'rown  in  his  Content  for  the  parochial 
prerogati\es  of  the  Congregation  of  St.  rani's,  he  had  entered  into 
religious  fellowship  with  the  liaptist  Communion,  whose  churches  are 
oiganized  on  a  radically  ilemocratic  h.a-is.  Xo  iine  jilaced  a  hiiiher 
\alue  on  the  prijlogues  of  civil,  as  well  as  religious  lihertw  than  he. 
.\s  to  his  entrance  into  the  (./ouncils.  after  explaining  that  he  had  no 
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wish  to  cuter  the  pnhlical  (jiuirrel,  Mr.  Johnstone  proceeded  to  state 
that  "when  llib  h'.xeeUency  (^Sir  Cohn  CanijiheH  )  in  funning  the  new 
(  unneih  recjnired  my  ser\  ices  I  feel  it  \n\  (lnt\'  to  eilie\-".  and  that 
"e\entnah\-  he  saw  lit  to  place  nie  in  Luiih  t  nuncils".  Later,  when, 
as  will  he  ^(/(jn  explained,  the  original  Comicils  were  teniporariU-  ilis- 
Mjhed,  .Mr.  JuhnstDne  streuigl}-  ohjected  tei  reappointment,  hut  in 
\ain.  Then  fallowed  the  exi)lanation  to  which  we  ha\e  heen  leailing 
up.  "ilih  llxcellenc)-  was  i)lea>ed  to  urge  me  In  continue,  and  re(juired 
nie  at  le.ist  to  take  time  t<i  consider.  1  did  so.  lla\ing  perse\ered  in 
in\'  reipiest  to  he  alluwed  to  retire,  my  resignati(ju  was  accepted,  liut 
on  the  afteruuun  liefure  the  appointments  came  Ui  he  gazetted,  Ills 
l']xcellenc\-  iufurmed  me  that  as  1  ^\as  a  di>-'enter  connected  with  a 
large  class  of  people  in  the  conntr_\',  he  held  it  proper  inuler  the  cir- 
cumstances i)f  the  Province  to  require  my  continuance  in  olhee.  1 
yielded  to  his  cciunnands.  1  was,  therefore,  [jlaced  in  the  (Council  as  a 
law-olticer  to  advise  on  points  of  legal  dilliculty,  and  was  retained 
there  under  the  circinustances  referred  to  as  a  dissenter'",  d  hough 
[}racticall\  amicipating  Intiu'e  exents,  Mr.  Howe's  comment  on  the 
foregoing  explanation  c;m  well  enough  lie  introduced  at  this  jioint: 
■'Mr.  Johnstone  says  he  diil  not  seek  a  seal  in  the  (  Vnmcils — that 
it  was  forced  tipou  him.  1  can  well  liehe\e  it,  hut  \\i■^h  1  could  ])elie\e 
that,  in  accepting  and  holding  a  seat  in  the  C  ouncils,  in  del  ending  the 
]irinci[iles  on  which  the_\-  were  formed,  and  the  conduct  of  Sir  ("olin 
(/amphell  in  departures  from  his  instructions,  he  has  not  left  some 
of  those  who  hi;_;hl\'  respect  him,  and  wouhl  gladU'  si.-e  him  take  the 
inde|iendenl  position  which  he  might  occu[j\-,  tci  search  in  \ain  for 
motives  suriicientK-  strong  to  iuiluce  a  puhlic  qian  to  sacrifice  so  much 
e\  en  from  the  sense  of  ohligatiou  which  the  tenure  (if  ,i  (rown  ollice 
might  seem  to  impose.  Had  he  said  to  Sir  (olin  I  amphell,  'as  a 
I'rowii  (dficer,  1  cannot  lend  mvself  to  au\'  glarmg  auil  systematic 
violatii.iu  of  the  instructions  of  the  C'l'owii.  .\s  a  dis^entei',  1  cannot 
Consent  to  the  getting  and  unnecessar)'  pretei-euce  which  \()U  con- 
template gixing  to  ((Ue-lifth  of  the  population  o\  er  the  four-llfths, 
who  are  entitled  to  the  same  consideration  ami  the  same  honors:  ami 
as  a  man  who  thinks  with  the  House  of  .\ssemhl\'  tipon  a  numher  of 
important  que-lion>,  and  who  diliers  with  tlie  hi;;h  d'or\-  pait\-  (jii 
man\-  more,  1  protest  against  the  tormation  ol  an  admini-tratiou,  in 
which  tlie  mai<jrit\'  in  the  lormer  are  tc>  he  shut  out  from  an\-  inlluence 
in  the  (io\  eminent,  and  the  same  o\erw  helming  preponderance   is  to 
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I)c  Sfcurcd   to  the   Irittcr   which   tl:c    Ihnisc   and    1  Icr   M:iio>l\'N    Min- 
isters ha\e  ah-catl_\-  ahkc  deprecated  and  cnndeinned'." 


IIOWK  S   ATTACK   ON   JOUNSTONE. 

The  foixe  of  Mr.  Howe's  \-igorous  attack  on  Mr.  Jdhnstune's 
e.xphniatiiiii  was  peihaps  snniewhat  weakene(l  hy  the  lacts  that  the 
prci>nnderance  nf  ehnrchnien  (i\  er  (hssentei's  in  the  new  I.  i'uncil.->  cnui- 
liined  was  propiU'tii 'naidy  much  less  than  that  which  exi-icd  in  the 
old  single  ( 'ouncil.  that  seats  had  heen  iilTered  in  the  new  liiidies  to 
such  dissenters  as  .\lt()rne\-(  ieneral  .\rchihald  and  .Mr.  Ilowe  hini>elt, 
and  that  .Mr.  Johnstone  had  heen  taken  in  with  the  pnitesi  of  nnitual 
leadership. 

.\s  111  the  cnnipii^itiun  (jf  the  new  hudies  little  need  he  said,  ddie 
Lei;i,slati\  e  iVjuncil  was  hy  nn  means  a  weak  hodw  'Ihei'e  was  .Mr. 
Jdhnstnne  hinisell',  new  tn  parliamentary  life,  it  was  true,  hut  reccj^t;- 
nized  at  (ince  as  a  ciimmandini;  lij^ure,  and  whose  f(jrensic  training' 
went  far  tn  make  up  for  lack  of  legislalixe  experience;  Xnrman  hdtz- 
oerald  Umacke,  who  if  not  the  nm^t  brilliant  of  the  Ihiiacke  hrolhers, 
had  creditahl)'  tilled  a  judgeship  in  Lower  ("auada,  experienced  ex- 
as>emlil\nien  like  J.awson,  Smith,  Stewart,  Wilkin-,  and  .Morse,  an<l  to 
say  nothing  of  former  councillors  w  iio  held  over,  a  group  of  reputahle 
and  s(iliil  representatives  of  the  country  districts. 

<  )f  the  twehe  memliers  id"  Sir  Colin  Camphell's  ('(luncil,  as  orig- 
inally Constituted,  as  has  already  heen  explained,  four  held  seats  in 
neither  hranch  of  the  Legislature,  while  four  were  memhers  of  the 
I.egislati\e  Council.  It  is,  iiowever.  to  the  stand  taken  in  the  -\ssenililv 
1a'  the  four  lvxeculi\-e  Councillors  who  uccui)ied  seats  in  that  liod\' 
that  we  n.alnrallv  turn,  when  desirous  of  ascertaining  how  advanced 
a  point  the  constitutional  de\'eloi>ment  of  Nova  Scotia  had  re;i(died. 

ddie  Session  of  iS^''^,  the  one  at  whose  opening  the  experiment  of 
separate  Councils  was  inaugurated,  had  nut  got  on  \-ery  far  with  its 
liusiness,  when  the  sup|iosed  le;ider  of  the  ( ioxernment  iii  the  Assemhly, 
lion,  lanies  lioxle  Lhiiacke  explained,  on  a  certain  ciccasion,  that  though 
a  nieniher  of  the  h^xecutixe  ("ouncil,  he  did  not  consider  that  he  sat  in 
the  I  louse  in  ;inv  ministerial  cajiacity  whatever.  So  said  his  colleagues, 
Mr.  Dodd,  Mr.  DeWolfe  and  .Mr.  Huntington,  dhey  were  under 
ohligations  to  supiiort  no  particular  measure.  .\  curious  illustr.ation 
of  this  doctrine  of  irresponsibility  was  soon  given,     ddie  CoKjnial  Sec- 
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retarw  I.ord  Gleiielt;-,  had  e-xpresscd  the  w  ilhns^uess  (d'  the  lii)|>crial 
Cuixernniei't  to  hand  (i\  er  the  UMial  and  terrili  nial  re\eiiues  tn  the 
.  I'l'DNince  111!  eijiiihtiiui  oi  a  satisfactory  ci\'i!  h>t  heiui;-  jiruxided.  'I  he 
e.\eeuti\e  tried  its  hand  at  constriictint;-  sncli  a  hst  and  thmn'^h  Mr. 
Uniaciv'e  snhniilteil  tlie  necessarx'  reM  dntiun-^  Jur  the  eon^ideralion  of 
tlie  Ihni^e.  Air,  I  lnntin,L;ti >n.  nne  uf  Uniacke's  culleai^nes  in  the  iixe- 
cuti\e,  strun_<.;i\'  criticised  tlie  proposed  resnlnti' ms,  and  proceeiled  tn 
nio\e  a  cunnter  series,  w  iiich  tlie  Ilimse  passed  as  a  snhstitute  tnr  the 
one  sent  duwn  li\  the  l']xecuti\e.  It  was  clear  that  tliiinL;h  Xii\-a  .^culia 
had  heeii  pnt  (in  an  e(|naht\'  with  the  ("anadas  and  .\'c\\  Ihain^wick  in 
tlie  lualter  (if  two  L'dnncils,  the  j^reat  limin  of  resp^  m^ilile  l;i  i\  ernnieiit 
was  still  unatlained. 

While  the  surprise  and  Cdiifusidn  incident  tn  the  lailnre  mi  Mr. 
IIniitiiiL;liin'.s  ])art  to  treat  respectfully  the  helicsts  of  the  executi\c  of 
which  he  was  himself  a  nieniher  were  at  their  liei.^lu,  the  entire  lei^is- 
lati\e  inachiner\-  suddcnh'  ceased  to  nio\e.  It  was  lonnd  that  the 
tW(i  (ouncils  had  hccn  illeL;all_\'  con>titined,  or  ninre  exactly  that  the 
Coinnii^sion  niider  which  tlie\'  were  ori^aiiized  had  heeii  super.seded  liv 
a  later  and  more  authoritati\  e  one.  jjird  I  )nrham.  ap]iointed  (io\er- 
nor-(  ieiieral  of  ISritish  Xorlh  America,  hroULjlil  with  Inni  a  coinniis- 
sion.  Hot  ill  iinmencal  harmoin'  with  the  in^tructii  iiis  under  which 
Sir  L'olin  Camplicll  had  acted  in  making  his  appointments. 

.\    SroHMV    SKSSIOX. 

The  k\L;islati\e  session  of  i8,V)  opened  on  January  i-|lli.  Xaturaliy 
the  precise  text  of  the  Idloiiial  Secretar)''s  de-^patches,  whose  general 
tenor  was  nuderstood  to  lie  somewhat  discouraL^iuL;-,  was  .awaited  with 
coiisider.ilile  anxiet\-  hv  the  part)-  of  retorin.  I, aid  ( lU  the  talile,  these 
documeuls  Confirmed  the  worse  apprehensions.  PraclicalK'  nothing' 
liad  heeii  gained.  The  address  might  as  well  lia\e  heeii  lelt  unwrillen. 
No  change  in  the  coin]i(isiti(jii  (jf  the  (  Ouiicil  w  as  authorized  o|-  a(l\ised. 
It  was  idle  to  keep  standing  an  olfer  to  hand  oNcr  the  c.isii.d  aiul  Icr- 
ritori.d  rexenues  to  the  l'ro\iiice,  so  long  as  the  ( 'onncil  and  .\ssemlilv 
could  Udi  aL;rce  on  an  accejitahle  ci\il  list.  So  the  coloni.d  oflice  had 
decided.  Instead  of  the  judges'  fees  hax'ing  heeii  alidhshe(l,  the\'  li.ad 
heeii  simpK"  commuted.  .\  numher  of  important  ]iro\incial  statutes 
li.ad  keen  commuted.  This  liU(lgel  of  griecances  pro\oked  deep  in- 
diunation  and  animated  discussion.     Sorroxv  was  the   feeiiiiLr  excited 
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in  one  lioiioraMe  gentleman's  breast,  wliile  the  predDniinanl  (me  with 
Air.  Ilciwe  was  ninrlil'icatinn  at  lindinf;  tlie  :\^senil)l\''s  inlluence  in 
Downing-  Street  sn  ntterl>-  inappreciahle.  Tlie  eonelusiun  was  skoii 
reaelied  tiiat  mere  written  addresses  wnnlil  no  I'ln^er  answer  the 
purpD.ses.  i\'ew'  Mrnnswiek  had  sent  no  le^s  than  three  dele^atii  ms  to 
fij:;ht  ont  with  the  eolonial  oflice  tlie  ijattle  of  lier  riglus  in  cunneetiun 
with  the  easnal  and  territorial  rexenne  cjnestinn.  Let  X(>\'a  Seotia 
follow  this  L^Dod  example,  and  send  two  of  her  trietl  and  trnst worthy 
.\ssenihl\inen  to  present  her  griexanees  at  Imperial  head(|narter^. 
The  sUL;'t;estion  was  fax'orahly  reeeixed,  and  without  delay  William 
\'oun,!4-  and  llerliert  Huntington  were  selected  a.■^  the  House's  repi'e- 
sentati\e^  on  the  mission,  (.'lainn'ng  that  some  of  its  aetion.s,  and 
parlicnlarh-  its  own  composition,  were  to  he  attacked  in  lMiL;land,  the 
Lej;islati\e  (  onncil  deported  two  of  its  memhers,  Stewart  and  W'il- 
kins,  to  ai)pcar  in  its  liehalf  at  the  colonial  office. 

Lortl  Diudiam's  famous  report  on  Cana<la  was  presented  to  the 
British  i'arliament  on  l-'ehruary  ir,  1H30.  and  copies  id  it  reacheil 
Ilalifa.x  while  the  Xo\a  Scotia  Leijislatnre  was  still  in  session.  There 
is  no  e\iilence  that  the  pulilicatiou  of  this  celehrated  ;inil  iinaluahle 
(locnn;ent  produced  much  excitement  in  either  branch  of  the  Legisla- 
ture or  m  political  circles  generallv.  Lord  Durham's  lirst  view  was 
somewhat  in  taxcr  of  a  federal  union  (d  all  ol  the  Xorth  American 
Colonies,  and  the  report  |iresented  a  brief  statement  of  reasons  that 
might  seem  to  la\dr  such  a  nuiveis.al  federatii.m.  Ihis  opiniiju  became 
modified,  and  the  m.ain  argument  of  the  report  is  conlined  to  the  ad\i)- 
c;ic\'  of  a  legislatne  union  ot  the  two  ('anaihan  I'ri  i\  iiices.  The 
Legislatixe  t'ouncil,  while  passing"  a  series  id'  resolution^,  couiL-mn.ati  ir\- 
ot  Lord  Durliam's  report  as  a  whole,  singled  out  for  ;i  special  seuteuce 
of  disapproal  the  paragraphs  supposed  to  fa\or  the  federal  jiriuciple. 
The  (  ouncil's  action  in  this  matter,  both  in  whole  or  in  ]iart,  had 
neither  the  support  nor  the  >\nip:Uhy  of  its  most  prominent  member, 
.Mr.  Johnstone,  d'he  House  of  Assemblv  put  it-elf  mi  recurd  in  a 
conti-ary  sense  by  a  set  of  resolutions,  which  leaxing  the  federal  idea 
in  its  large  sense  as  an  open  ([uestion.  Laid  emph.asis  on  the  strong 
assertion  in  the  report  of  the  [)rinciple  of  res]ionsible  goxerumeiit  .as 
absolutely  fundamental.  \\  bile  the  speech,  or  speeches,  (leh\ered  b\- 
Air.  llowe  in  connection  with  the  jKissage  of  these  resolutions  are  not 
])reser\ed,  the  liles  ol  the  Xoi'a  Scatiiui  en.able  us  to  see  how  greatl\- 
L<jrd  Durham's  rejiort  strengthened  and  enciiuraged  him  in  his  battle 
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for  ijupular  riqlits.  "The  people  of  Nova  Scotia,"  so  said  the  Noz'a 
Scotuiii,  "should  study  it  as  the  l)est  exi>ositioii  that  has  \et  lieen  gi\eii 
of  the  causes  of  the  dissensions  in  the  Canadas,  and  cuntaininy  the 
Ijest  suggestion  for  the  a\oidaiice  of  kindred  troubles  in  all  the  prov- 
inces, that  has  }-et  ajjpeared.  The  rented}-  for  the  stale  of  conllict 
hetween  the  jieople  and  the  local  executixes,  which  jire vails,  or  has 
pre\  ailed  in  all  the  colriuies,  has  t\V(j  prime  reconiniendatious,  being 
perfectly  simple  and  eminently  liritish.  It  is  to  let  the  majority  and 
nut  the  minority  go\ern  and  compel  e\ery  Goxernur  to  select  his 
ad\  isers  from  those  who  enjoy  the  confidence  of  the  peuiile  and  can 
Command  a  majority  in  the  [)Opular  statesman  who  recognized  the 
ajiplicahility  of  the  doctrine  of  ministerial  respunsiliilit}-  to  the  popular 
branch  of  I'arlianient,  to  colonial  conditions.  lie  drew  \  cry  clearly 
the  distinction  between  rcpresentati\'e  antl  resijonsible  go\-ernment. 
Xo\a  Scotia  had  enjoyed  the  former  since  175X,  with  a  bicameral 
system  since  iS,^6.  It  was  howe\er.  the  prerogali\e  of  the  rioxcrnor, 
to  select  his  ad\  isers  Irom  the  members  of  the  l'"\ecnti\'e  ("oinicil — 
the  real  rulers  of  the  I'ruNince  so  far  as  it  had  anv  exce[it  himself  in 
entire  independence  of  the  represent.atixes  of  the  people.  Lord  Diuliam 
insisted  that  no  guarantee  against  the  i)0ssiliilit_\-  of  e\eculi\e  wrong 
doing  ci.iuld  be  found  except  l>v  making  the  go\'erning  boily  directl}' 
responsible  to  the  electorate. 

iNFi.HENCF.  OF  di;kii.\m's   RICl'Oirr. 

On  the  whole,  ho\ve\er,  it  must  he  admitted  that  the  excitement 
created  in  .\u\a  Scotia  by  the  re-appearance  of  J.ord  Durham's  re- 
[)urt  was  not  \  er\  marked.  Highly  disappro\ed  of  b_\-  all  interesteil 
in  maintaiiu'ng  the  existing  system,  it  was  disapi>roved  of  as  asserting 
a  theoretical  principle,  rather  than  as  creating  a  sense  of  immediate 
danger.  Many  of  .Mr.  Howe's  sniiporters  took  prettv  much  the  same 
\iew ,  that  the  suggestions  were  somewhat  chimerical,  and  at  best  in- 
capable of  early  realization.  The  wIkjIc  re[>':)rt  would  likely  share  the 
fate  of  poor  Durham's  mifortunate  ordinances.  .Vs  far  as  luiglish 
opinion  was  concerned  the  doctrines  of  the  report  were  "strangely 
advanced."  while  the  aulhor.  hini'-elf,  cahnuiniated,  (K^•^erlell,  and  dis- 
graced, was  being  hoinided  to  ,a  prem.ature  ileath.  One  p.artv  saw  in 
the  situation  dexelopeil  in  England  but  little  ground  for  hope;  the 
other  perhaps  still  less  reason  for  alarm. 
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As  tlie  situation  cleared,  llie  prospects  of  an  early  introduclion  of 
resi>onsiljle  goNX'rnnient  inln  the  colonial  system  seemed  more  renmle 
than  e\er.  ].i)r<l  jolni  Russell  had  succeeded  to  the  Colonial  Secre- 
tar)-sliip,  and  to  fhe  apphcaliou  of  the  principle  in  iiuestiun  U>  the 
Culiinies,  Lord  John  wa^  a  ni(i>t  [ininonnced  ohjectur. 

(Jnh'  a  \ear  hefnre,  .si)eakin^'  as  the  (Unminus  leader  of  the  Mel- 
bdurne  ]\Iini^tr\-,  lie  had  declared  "that  if  the  executi\e  were  tij  he 
named  liy  the  popular  Assemhly  of  a  culuU)",  he  could  nut  conceise 
what  was  tn  heccime  (if  the  urders  of  the  Imperial  G(j\ernntent  and 
tlie  I'ulnnial  r,ii\ern(ir".  lan^i^-uage  pretty  nearly  as  strong  as  that  of 
the  Duke  uf  Wellingli  >n,  whn  held  that  "local  ropunsihle  goNcrument 
(in  a  colitu}-)  and  the  soxereignty  uf  (n-eat  I'.rUain  were  cumpleleh' 
incomi)atilile".  While  alone  among  hi>  mini^-lerial  ctilk-agucs  up- 
holding Durham's  "onHnances."  he  ^uhjected  his  reasoning  in  fa\or 
of  responsihle  go\'ernment  to  a  keen  dissection  with  the  \iew  of  sIkjw- 
ing  its  inaiiplicaliility  to  colonial  conditions. 

In  June,  iS:;<).  he  was  still  strong  in  his  opposition  to  responsihle 
go\ernment  in  the  colonies.  This  he  made  perfectly  clear  in  the  Con- 
stitution which  in  pursuance  of  his  dnt\'  as  (.olonial  Secret. ir\',  he 
drafted  for  the  nou-unite<l  C'anadas.  Many  of  Lord  Durham's  sug- 
gestions were  worked  in,  hut  no  sign  a[>peared  of  the  suhjection  of 
the  executive  to  a  vote  of  the  .Assemhly.  In  speaking  on  the  resolu- 
tions on  which  his  constructive  i/neasure  was  based,  he  thus  defnied, 
his  \iews  :  "I  know  no  reason  wh)'  the  Dcgislati\'e  .\ssenilil\-.  wlielher 
of  each  separately,  or  of  both  I'ro\inces  nnitetl,  should  not  be  listened 
to  with  deference,  but  1  am  not  pre])arcd  to  lay  down  as  a  piinciple — 
a  new  [jrinciple — for  the  future  go\-ernment  of  the  colonies,  that  we 
ought  to  subiect  the  executi\e  there  to  the  same  restrictions  as  prc- 
\'ail  in  this  conntrv." 


LORD    RUSSELL   AND   THE   Dl'KII.XM    POLICY. 

That  Lord  Jrdm  Russell  failed  to  embody  in  the  new  ("andaian 
Constitution  the  "Res[)onsible  ( loxernment"  leatnres  of  Lord  Dur- 
liam's  rejiort  was  of  course  a  sore  disapiiointment  and  grief  to  Mr. 
Howe  and  his  friends.  Had  the  blow  come  from  other  hands  it 
wouhl  not  have  been  felt  so  much.  In  the  estimation  of  the  reformers 
of  Xo\'a  Scotia,  no  living  British  statesman  stood  on  the  same  plane 
with  Lord  John.     Lie  could  not  he  compared  with  I'eel  in  the  arts  of 
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paiiianiciitary  iiiana^cuK-iit  and  dchatL-.  w  ilh  Stanley  in  licr_\',  iin- 
[)L'tU(iu>  L-lii(|Uencc,  with  Macaulay  in  niaj^niricfnt  cxuhcrancL-  nf 
rhctoiic.  or  willi  I'alniaston  in  a  cunihination  of  diplomatic  da^h  and 
adroitnc^.s.  Wliat  endeared  him  to  the  reformer,-,  of  Xo\a  Scotia 
\\a>  that  he  was  a  genuine  reformer  himsell.  llis  per.sonal  syni[iathy 
with  their  etYorts  to  rid  Nova  Scotia  of  an  irre.^ponsil)le  Conncil  and 
an  antocratic  C)0\ernor,  was  taken  for  granted.  With  ei|nal  confi- 
dence it  was  assumetl,  that  if  op[)ortnnity  oifered,  otlicial  countenance 
and  snccor  would  not  he  withheld,  lle>w  could  the}'  anticipate  other- 
wise regarding  a  man  who  hail  linked  himself  so  prominentl)'  with 
the  cause  of  pcjpular  eHfranchiseineiit  at  home,  who  from  iN^ij  to 
i8:;j  had  led  the  reforming  forces  in  the  Commons  in  their  historic 
hatlle  with  entrenched  privilege,  and  iiuested  the  masses  of  the  com- 
mon people  with  the  power  of  u[)setting  cahinets  and  re\-ersing  im- 
perial iiolicies.  What  actually  happened  was  a  great  surprise  and  a 
great  shuck. 

W  hen  Lord  John  Russell's  speech  in  explanation  and  vindicati(jn 
of  his  re\ersal  of  the  Durham  policy  of  executi\e  accouiita])ilit\'  to 
the  Assenil)l_\-,  reached  Halifax,  and  its  contents  had  heen  dul)-  pond- 
ered, Air.  II(iwe  felt  that  the  interests  of  res[)onsilile  go\'ernment  in 
all  the  rriwinces,  required  that  the  Colonial  Secretary's  errors  and 
fallacies  should  he  corrected  and  ex[)osed. 

Had  (oseph  Howe  left  no  literar\-  remains  except  "the  hour 
Letter^  to  Li.ird  John  Kus.^cU",  his  claim  to  he  considered  a  hrilhant 
and  forcihle  writer  couKl  not  he  disputed,  ()f  their  etfect  on  the 
mind  of  the  nohleman  to  whom  they  were  addres-ed  we  ha\e  no 
means  of  kmnving  to  a  certainty,  ddiere  is  no  reci:ird,  so  far  as  can 
he  ascertained,  e\en  cd"  their  acknowdedgment,  TIkw  co\er  a  wide 
range  of  fact  hearing  on  the  political  history  of  Nova  Scotia,  that  is 
of  fact  as  \'iewed  and  interiireted  by  the  writer  himself,  .all  furnished 
to  pro\e  the  wis<lom  of  Lord  Durham's  recommendations  to  suhjecl 
the  executi\e  to  the  control  of  the  [mpular  hraiich  of  the  Legislature. 

It  must  he  said  that  Lord  John  Kussell's  speech  did  not  seem  t') 
make  necessary  so  elahorate,  not  to  say  i>rolix,  a  discussion  as  that  in 
which  .Mr.  Howe  engages  and  which  co\  ers  fort\-  pages  <i{  one  <jf  the 
standard  \dlumes  of  his  speeches.  Lord  John  Russell  made  hut  a 
single  point.  .\  Colonial  Cio\ernor,  he  contended,  does  not  occup\' 
a  position  analogous  to  that  of  the  Sovereign  at  Westminster.  He 
is    an    underling    himself,    receiving    in.strucliidis    from    the    Crowil 
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through  tlie  Secretary  of  State.  Tlie  Assen]l>ly,  if  invested  witli  the 
power  a^ked  for,  ini^ht  seriously  interfere  with  the  i)reriiL;ali\  e' 
rights  of  the  ('nAvu,  and  thmw  tlie  wiiole  system  of  eoltJiiial  admin- 
istration int(j  CLinfusion.  Jt  must  Ije  admitted  h\'  all  that  the  Letters 
meet  this  point  well  and  wiselw  All  suhsequent  ciilonial  history — 
r.ritish  Xorth  America  cohjnial  history — sustains  his  answer  as  suHi- 
cient  and  cnmplele.  ddiiiugh  spread  o\er  many  pa<;es.  its  pi  tint  and 
jjitch  are  to  the  eltect  that  no  control  (i\-er  the  (io\ernor  hy  the  As- 
semhly  is  aske<l  for,  so  far  as  his  strictly  fmijerial  relations  are  con- 
cernetl.  What  is  demanded  and  insisted  on  is  that  his  l''.xecuti\e 
shall  conduct  the  jjroper  business  of  the  coinitry  accordin,;:;-  to  the  will 
of  the  people  as  expressed  liy  the  men  chosen  to  represent  ihein  in 
the  electi\e  branch  cil  the  l.eyislalure.  Ihe  Letters  are  written  m  the 
frankest  of  styles.  Badinage,  such  as  that  which  i  lowe  habilnally 
emplox'ed  in  his  verbal  tilts  with  Johnstnue,  is  nut  altogether  lack- 
ing. All  this,  howe\er,  is  wiped  out  bv  one  of  his  iiumitable  touches 
at  the  cluse.  lie  anticipates  that  by  what  he  has  written  he  may  incur 
"the  inextingiushable  hosliIit\"  <jf  everv  "o\erpaid  and  irresponsible 
ohicial  from  l'und\'  to  (  )ttawa,"  and  then  proceeds:  "ddie  ex.aniple 
of  }our  Lordship  will  howe\er  help  me  to  beai'  these  burdens  with 
patience.  \'ou  ha\e  li\ed  and  prospered,  and  done  the  stale  good 
service,  and  yet  thciusands  of  corru]it  Ik jronghniongers  and  irrespon- 
sible corporators  formerly  misrepresented  and  hated  }-ou.  Shi  mid  I 
li\e  to  see  the  principles  for  which  1  contend  operating  as  beneticially 
o\er  I'lritish  Xorth  America,  as  those  immortal  Acts,  which  prmiiked 
vour  Lordsliijj's  enemies,  do  in  the  Mother  ('uuntrw  I  shall  be  gr.ati- 
lied  by  the  redectiiJU  that  the  patriotic  and  honorable  men  non-con- 
tending fo]-  the  iirinci|iles  of  the  Lritish  Loustitution,  and  by  whose 
side  as  rm  humble  auxiliary  I  am  proud  to  take  ni\'  stand,  w  hatexer 
they  ma\'  ha\e  suffered  in  the  struggle  did  not  labor  in  \ain." 


PRINCIPLES     OF    A     NF.W     CONSTITfTIO.V. 

The  summer  ami  autumn  of  1831),  passed  away,  and  the  legis- 
latixe  session  for  the  ensuing  winter  met  on  Xew  \'ear's  day.  Mean- 
while .something  on  the  face  of  it  very  impressive  had  happened — 
Lord  John  Uussell  had  delivered  the  speech  in  reply  to  whicli  "the 
b'our  Letters"  were  written  in  June,  hi  that  siieech  and  in  the  (  an- 
adian   Constitutional   system   which    it   ex[)lained    and    \indicated    the 
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idea  Lti  i'xcciUi\c  l■c■^l)(lll^■il)ility  t(j  the  Asseinlil)'  wub  plaiiiK'  discoun- 
teiianeeil.  I  lad  il  imt  heeii,  Mirel\  ihe  Inur  Leliei'b  wnuld  iie\er  lia\e 
lieeri  written.  in  tlie  anlunm — nntler  tlie  dates  nl  Sci>tenil>er  71I1 
and  i.Stli,  and  (  )ct(d)er  l_itli — Lnrd  .Sydenham,  tlie  ( !c  i\  ernur-(  leneral 
of  L  anada  recei\eil  ilispatclie.s  trnni  Lord  Jdlm  l\us.-.ell.  wliicli  writ- 
ers iin  ( 'anadian  InslorN-  tu  lliis  dav  reter  tu  as  eonlerrini;"  a  new 
Constitution  on  tlie  Uritisli  .\orth  .Vnierican  colonies.  The  siihstance 
ui  tlie.se  di^l>atelles  was  coininunicated  to  the  (anadian  I '.irlianient  in 
a  message  in  wliicli  lie  iiilorins  that  hodx  "thai  he  had  received  I  lis 
iMaje^tv's  coininauiK  to  administer  the  noxcninieiit  oi"  the  i'ro\inces 
in  accordance  with  the  well  understood  wishes  and  iniei'esi  of  the 
people  and  Iti  \>n\  to  their  feeliiiL;s.  as  expressed  thronL;h  their  repre- 
sentati\'es.  the  tlefereiice  that  is  justh'  Auc  them".  .Su'  John  llar\e}-, 
the  l-ieuteiiant-(.iei\  ernor  of  Xew  Ih-unswick,  discerned  111  these  dis- 
[latches  the  principles  of  a  new  t  "oiistitutioii,  and  at  mice  issued  a 
manifcslo  declaring  that  hereafter  all  ollicial  heads  shall  understand 
that  their  positions  are  neil  held  e)ii  an  ahsohile  life  tenure,  hut  as 
liable  to  super-session  at  any  time.  Mr.  Howe  interpreted  these  tlis- 
patches,  which  certainly  did  adxise  Lord  S_\'denhain  to  do  all  he  could 
to  induce  his  executixe  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  Asseinhly,  as  a 
positive  coiueyance  of  the  (jrinciple  of  responsihle  t;o\erniiient.  A 
series  of  e\'ents,  originating  in  the  inihlication  (jf  those  Rnssell- 
Sydeiiham  <hs[)atches,  then  feillowed,  which  L;a\e  direction  to  the 
political  desliii}-  of  X(j\a  Scotia. 

\\  hen  the  l.ei;"islature  met  the  first  few  weeks  of  the  session  were 
t;ccupied  with  routine  business.  Young  and  lluntingtuu  ga\e  an 
account  of  their  visit  to  I  )owning  Street,  dhey  liati  accomplished 
soniethini;'.  .V  long  pro[)osed  amalganiatioii  ed'  work  in  the  ("nstoni 
House  had  keen  eltected.  In'  which  an  annual  saving  of  lifteen  hun- 
dred pounds  would  he  gained  l.)y  the  Province.  Some  inconveniences 
ill  postal  arrangements  liad  been  remedied.  ( )n  the  main  [)oint,  the 
reorganization  of  the  Councils,  the  delegates  had  been  unable  ti.i 
secure  the  slightest  concession,  scarceh'.  indeed,  a  respectful  hear- 
ing. -\t  every  meeting  they  had  been  confronted  with  the  Legisla- 
tive Council's  delegates,  Stewart  and  Wilkins,  who  argued  long  and 
learnedly  against  e\'ery  point  they  urged.  One  sequel  of  the  visits 
abroad  was  a  wrangle  o\er  the  expenses,  the  .\ssembly  refusing  to 
ackiKiwledgc  the  claims  of  the  two  councillors.      lAentually  the  Co- 
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lonial  SccrctaiA'  ])aiil  tlie  costs  ui  Imih  dclcijalidns  oiu  of  tlic  rasiial 
an<l   territorial   rc\emiL',   which   was  still   uiiiler    iinpcrial   iMiiirnl. 

Tlnai  tlic  serious  husiness  of  the  session  i)ei;an.  The  four  Letters 
to  I.onl  John  l\ussell  assunieil  thai  Lord  John  had  eoiiiiuitted  him- 
self to  an  uiu|ualilied  aliaiicloiinienl  of  the  Juirl  of  Durham's  sui;- 
gestiijiis  in  fa\or  of  respuusihle  ^o\•ernment  for  the  Canadas,  His 
attitude  and  c<jnrse  during  the  ensuing  session  of  Parliament  were 
determined  hy  the  impression  that  within  a  few  months  the  uohle 
Lord  had  changed  his  mind,  and  had  realh'  gone  so  far  as  to  trans- 
mit to  the  ( io\ernor-(ieneral  at  (Hiehec  the  outlines  of  a  new  (  on- 
stitutic)!!,  emhodying  the  principles  of  responsihle  go\-erument  and 
including  the  other  llrilish  Xorth  American  colonie■^  within  its  scope. 
A  brief  ontline  eif  the  legislatixe  proceedings  which  followed  routine 
intrc.iduclory  mailers  is  now  in  order.  'Ihev  lead  up  to  exciting 
e\ents. 

The  tirst  stej)  on  'Sir.  Howe's  part  was  to  introduce,  what  is  now 
called  "a  Want  (^f  Louiidence"  motion.  The  flouse  wa^-  a-ked  to 
assure  LLs  L^.xcellency  that  "d"he  l\xecuti\e  I  ouncil  as  at  pre-ent 
coiistitnted  does  not  enjoy  the  Conlidence  of  the  l'^xeculi\  e".  It 
is  not  necessary  to  reproduce  the  particulars  of  the  animated  dehate 
which  followetl  the  introduction  of  this  crncial  pro[i(.isilion.  }ilr. 
Howe's  opening  speech,  of  the  characteristically  historic  argumenta- 
tive type,  solemn  in  tone,  and  with  a  marked  ah^tentioii  from  per- 
sonal side-thrusts,  sweiH  all  before  it.  The  claim,  which  ihe  i  ouncil's 
friends  do  not  seem  to  have  cleah  with  as  elYecti\elv  as  thev  might 
have  done,  that  popular  jirinciples  of  colonial  admim'stration  were 
now  recognized  hy  the  otVicial  head  of  the  colonial  de[)artmeiit,  pro- 
duced a  ilecided  impression.  The  "Want  of  (  onlidence"  vote  passed, 
thirty  to  twehe. 

In  his  rejily  to  this  expression  ui  the  Assemhlv's  opinion  of  his 
]-~xeciili\  e,  Sir  Colin  Caniphell  referred  the  Hou-e,  which  waited  on 
him  in  a  hoily.  to  the  Imperi.il  de-patch,  then  King  on  the  tahle. 
which  C(j\ered  the  whole  ground  of  it,-,  complaint-,  and  declined  to 
recognize  them  as  voted.  He  hail  no  reason  to  believe  that  any 
change  had  taken  place  in  the  sentiments  of  Her  Maiesiy's  govern- 
ment on  any  of  these  [loints.  L'ntil  iir-tructed  otherwi-e.  he  should 
assume  that  there  had  not.  .\n  inlinialion  was  added,  that  whate\er

When  the  llnuse  returned  Ut  its  own  eliainlier,  an  explaiiatii  )n

\i)te  was  heini;  taken  mi  the  "Want  nt  (  Onlidenre"  re^^l  ilntii 'ns. 
lion,  janies  llo\le  L'niaeke,  the  nn.ist  prominent  nieniher  ol  the  I'.x- 
eeiitixe  in  the  .\.s^em])h'.  a  gentleman  of  hrilliant  pai't^,  liad  ahsented 
hini.self  from  the  di\i,sion.  lie  now  ro^e  to  explain  that  he  eonid  no 
lonL;er  he  eon^idered  a  Mii)porter  of  the  L;o\ernmenl  ol  which  he  had 
heen  a  nienihei".      liis  resi,i;nation  had  heen  tendered  and  aceepted. 

Idle  next  step  in  the  1  lonse,  now  tliat  Sir  ('olin  had  declined  to 
dismiss  his  ad\i>eis,  was  to  propose  that  an  hunihle  address  he  pre- 
sented to  liis  Mxcellenc\-,  pra)'ini;  him  to  reconsidei'  the  matter,  and 
e^peeiall\■  in  ^nch  reconsideration  to  i;i\e  dtie  weii;hl  to  the  \iews 
expressed  h\-  the  ( io\ernor-(ieneral  and  the  1  ,ieutenant-(.jo\  ernor  of 
Xew  r.runsw  iek  oil  the  recent  despatch  of  Lord  John  Russell.  Idie 
"hnmlile  address"  was  passed  h\-  a  \'ote  of  thin\  to  ten  onl\-  to 
receixe  the  followiiiLj  reply:  "Jn  exercisini;"  the  solemn  trust  coiii- 
niitted  to  me  h\-  ni\'  Soxereicui,  \  teel  it  iiU'  dut\'  not  to  estahlish  a 
principle  in\o]\ini;-  coiisecjiieiices  cit  tleep  moment,  on  which  an_\' 
uncertaint\-  rests,  until  I  ler  Majestx's  Ministers  shall  have  heen  con- 
sulted, and  the  jud,L;nient  <d'  the  (jueeii  a'-certained.  It  is  therefore 
m\-  intention  imniediateh-  to  hrint;'  to  the  notice  ot  ller  Majest\-'s 
(io\ernnient,  the  addresses  and  resolutions  you  lia\e  latel}'  passed 
on  the  snliject".

The  matter  was  then  allowed  to  simmer  for  a  few  weeks  while 
iiecessar)  legislation  recei\ed  attention.  dowards  the  end  of  the 
session  the  linal  leL;islati\-e  hlow  ay;"ainst  Sir  l  olin  was  deli\ered. 
The  Honse  was  asked  li\-  Air.  llowe  to  present  "an  humhle  .\ddress 
to  the  (jueen's  most  excellent  Majest\'"  praxiiiL;  her  "to  renio\c  ."^ir 
Cohn  t'am]ihell  and  semi  t(]  .\'o\a  Scotia  a  (  ioxeinoi-  who  will  not 
only  represent  the  ('rowii,  hut  carr_\'  out  its  policy  with  rirmness  and 
i.;ood  faith."  A  more  tense  state  of  feeling;  has  .selilmn,  if  e'>er, 
per\aded  our  .\ssemlil\-  elianiher,  than  when  the  fate  id'  the  hra\'e 
old  .soldier   was  uiuler  consideration,      ddie   motion    for   the    renici\al 
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uf  Sir  (/nlin  was  i)assi.-d  l)y  a  majority  of  nine,  the  \otc  .staiulint^ 
t\\L-iit\'-li\  e  tt-t  sixteen.  (jeiieral  Seolcli  relnnuei^  relu^ell  to  take 
part  ill  the  deLjradatinii  of  their  hra\e  old  chiiiMuan. 

The  passaL^e  of  this  iiintion  for  Sir  Cnhn's  reeall  of  course  rend- 
ered his  proldiii^ed  sla\'  in  Xova  Scotia  iiupossihle.  Generall}',  tlie 
efforts  of  the  majority  in  tlie  Assemhly  to  hriiiL;-  the  al)surd  s\steiii  uf 
Culonial  <,aj\  eiiinieiit  wliich  piecemeal  relurni  had  hut  little  mended, 
to  a  (!ecisi\e  end,  must  command  the  ajipmwd  uf  e\'er_\'  iniportaiit 
student  <.if  the  Iiistory  of  those  times.  Whether  the  occasion  iieces- 
sarih'  called  for  so  se'.'cre  and  drastic  a  measure  is  perhaps  ojieii  to 
a  diiuht.  The  fate  of  Sir  Colin  is  ([uite  niteii — indeed  ]jiipul,n'ly — 
represented  as  the  just  punishment  of  his  self-will  and  persistent 
ohstinac)',  "Mulish"  seems  to  he  the  fa\(.)rite  modern  epithet  lur 
descrihiuL^-  his  temper  and  his  ci  induct.  lUit  where  is  the  justice  of 
hiirliiii^  at  the  old  soldier  this  uncoinplinientar)-  epithet?  He  was 
simpl\-  actin^"  on  the  ad\ice  C)f  his  cahinet.  Those  ailroitl)'  e\asi\e 
rejilies  to  the  Asseiiihl}''s  successive  homhardments  were  drafted  hy 
the  skillful  pell  of  the  keenest  juris  fdiisnlt  in  \(j\'a  Scotia,  who  for 
the  next  se\en  years  directed  the  affairs  of  the  Pro\iiice,  as  the  result 
(d'  the  \  ery  exeiits  which  led  to  Sir  ( 'olin's  retirement.  It  may,  or 
may  not,  he  true  that  Mr.  Howe  wduld  lia\e  preferred  some  other 
method  of  l)iiiii;iiiLj;  matters  to  a  final  issue.  Imt  was  forced  to  _\ield 
his  iudL;meiit  to  the  pressure  of  less  temperate  niiii<ls.  Injustice 
would  he  (kiiie  him  if  notice  were  not  taken  of  the  facts  that  he  s[)rant;' 
no  surprise  mi  Sir  Colin;  that  there  is  not  the  sliL;lUest  shade  of  per- 
sonal disrespect  in  the  terms  ot  the  motion  lor  recall,  or  in  any  of 
the  speeches  as  leadin.i;  up  to,  or  connected  w  illi  it  :  that  tlie\'  [larted 
good  friends;  and  that  his  own  exposition  of  the  feelings  which  rnii- 
niated  him  in  the  matter  is  as  truthful  as  it  is  creditahle:  "1  lia\x' 
heen  prett\'  soreh'  tried  in  pnlilic  life,  but  1  declare  that  the  se\'erest 
trial  of  iii\-  life,  that  which  nio>i  agitated  my  hosoiu  and  weighed  on 
my  spirits  and  caused  me  the  keenest  pain,  that  which  1  would  most 
gladly  ha\e  put  aside  ;iud  a\oided,  was  the  ino\ing  ,iiid  adMicating 
'that  address.  I  felt  pretty  much  as  a  soldier  would,  who  sjionkl  he 
called  out  with  a  firing  part)'  to  shoot  a  man  who  had  heen  impelled 
h\-  circumstances  and  hail  ad\isers  into  crime.  1  felt  that  his  h'.x- 
celleiKw  was  sinrijunded  1)\'  jjersons  who  were  more  to  hlauie  than  he 
himself  was;  and  if  e\er  I  performed  a  task  it  was  that". 

A    cli.ange    in    the   goxeruorsliip    was    ine\  iiahle.      llut    in   a    strict 
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technical  scll^e  il  can  hardly  lie  saiil  that  Sir  ('oliii  wa^  rccalldl  ur 
retired.  lli^^  periiKl  nf  ^er\  ice  was  exiiired.  lie  had  ennleiied  on 
his  coiiutr}'  ser\  ices  of  incaleulahle  \alue,  and  was  far  fnini  rich, 
luii^laiid  cmild  lint  allLird  to  disgrace  herself  li\-  lettiiii;-  a  man  starve, 
will)  had  fiiiiL;ht  so  loii^^  and  s(j  hraxel)-  f^r  her  Imunr.  ddiiai_L;lit  had 
been  directed  to  the  (|uestiiai  of  lindin^^'  somewhere  a  cnlnn}'  for  him 
to  ^-osern,  which  wmild  iKit  iire-<ent  so  many  pervadiiiL;  eonstitutioiial 
]ir(_)lileiiis  as  Xo\a  Scotia.  ( 'e\  loii  had  sUi;,L;ested  itself.  The  I 'oloii- 
ial  Secretar\-  and  the  ( lo\ei"iior-(  ieneral  knew  too  iiukIi  of  alfairs  in 
X(jca  Scotia  to  tiiink  ot  exteiidint.^  Sir  ('ohn's  term  lie\ond  its  normal 
limit.  The  <  io\  ernor-(  ieiieral,  (  harles  I'oiiletl  Thomiison  (aftir- 
wards  Lord  Syileiiham  ) ,  came  down  troni  (_)iieliec,  and  malters  were 
Soon  arranged.  Mr.  lloweaiid  Solicitor-!  ieneral  Johnstone  were  Ijotli 
ready  for  a  compromise,  ddie  former  \sas  satisfieil,  if  onl\-  the  ,L;reat 
])rinci[ile  of  e\eciili\e  resijoiisihilitv  were  conceded,  lea\  iiii;  the  minor 
elahoralioiis  and  applicatieiiis  of  it  to  the  exohiiii;-  power  of  time; 
that  principle  the  latter  was  glad  to  accept,  hecause  he  had  alwa\s 
ta\-ored  it  in  his  heart,  while  he  was  (jiiI_\-  too  well  pleased  to  he  in 
the  cahiiiet  as  soniethiiiL;  more  than  "legal  ad\  iser  of  the  (  ouiicil" 
and  "a  ilissenter." 

Mr.  Ilowe's  conditions  of  entering  into  a  constitutional  go\ern- 
iiieiit,  ill  addition  to  the  recognition  of  nidimeiitar}'  resjioiisihle  go\- 
eninieiit.  were  three  seats  for  his  jiart}'  in  the  c'ahinet,  apiiro.xiniate 
eipialization  in  the  Legislati\e  ("oiincil  as  occasion  perniilted,  and  a 
city  charter  for  the  town  of  Halifax. 

The  new  ( lo\ernor,  the  Kiglit  ilonorahle  T.ncins  Mentinck,  \'is- 
couiit  l-"alklaii.l,'  a  W  hig  nojilenian,  of  iio  pLirticnlar  record,  hut  com- 
mended for  appointment  hy  his  coiiiiectiijii  with  royalty,  arrived  in 
Septeiiiher  and  at  once  entered  on  the  duties  of  his  ofllee. 

Sir  Colin  ( "aiii]iliell,  after  short  \isits  in  h.nglaiul  .and  Scotland, 
repaired  to  t'e\Tin,  where  he  tilled  a  six  \ears'  term  of  goxeriior- 
sliip.  No  infcjrmation  is  a\'ailalile,  as  to  how  he  perlormcil,  (jr  how- 
he  enjc'x-ed.  the  duties  of  go\erniiig  the  natives  of  that  tropical  re- 
gion, texion,  though  a  Crown  colon}-,  had  a  p.-irti.d  go\  ernmental 
outfit — an  E.vccnti\'e  Council  and  a  Legislative  (  ouncil-  l.i  assist  the 
(io\ernor  in  his  functions.  It  must  have  heeii  a  relief  to  him  to  tliid 
that  (  ecloii  was  not  trouhled  with  an  .\sseml)l\.

CHAPTF.R  XV. 

CHANGE    IN    THE     POLITICAL    SITUATION NEW     CONSTITUTION CEN- 

EKAL    ELECTION,    LIST    OF    THE    EXECL'TIVE MR.     HOWE's    I'OLICY. 


The  change  tliat  came  over  the  pohtical  situalion  in  Nova  Scotia 
during  the  )-ear  1840  was  rapid  and  .startling  enonght  to  ju.stif_\-  e\en 
at  this  late  date  brief  in\estigati(jn  and  comment.  Jf  not  (juite  hope- 
less, the  prospects  of  Constitutional  reti<rm  were  gluonn-  enough  as 
the  prece<ling  }ear  approached  its  clo^e,  the  .\sseml)l)-'s  delegates, 
Messrs.  ^'oung  and  lluiitinglon  had  returned,  niit  entirel}'  empty 
handed,  for  the)'  had  secured  some  trilling  hnancial  concessions,  hut 
without  a  scra|)  (jf  encouragement  on  the  main  is-^ue.  The  (Councils 
were  to  remain  as  they  were,  than  which  nothing  could  nujrc  effect- 
uall)'  hlock  the  wa}'  of  Responsihle  ( ioxernmeiit.  The  outlo(.)k  was 
indeed  discouraging.  Jt  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  the  swift  passage 
from  darkness  to  light  was  due  to  a  misconcc[)tion  or  mistake. 

It  will  he  remembered  that  the  most  effective  charge  preferred 
again.st  Sir  I'olin  Campbell  by  Mr.  Howe  and  liis  associate  reformers 
was  that  he  had  deliberatel)-  refused  to  obe_\-  lm[)erial  instructions. 
Lord  J(jlin  Russell,  the  new  <. 'olonial  Secretary,  had  sent  him  the 
outlines  i_if  a  re\'ised  ('(institution  for  i\'o\a  Scotia,  and  he  had  not 
had  the  grace  e\en  to  acknowledge  its  receipt,  much  less  put  it  in 
practical  operation,  lie  and  his  executixe  kept  clinging  to  the  super- 
ceded   and   olisolete   instructions    of    Lords    ( iknelg    and    Normaiiliy. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  this  charge  was  wholly  unwarrantable.  The 
tlespalches  on  which  it  claimed  to  be  fcumded,  those  sent  by  Lord 
John  ivussell  in  SeiJtember  and  r)ctober  1S31),  did  not  announce  any 
change  of  constitutional  principle  \\h;ite\er  in  regard  to  the  relation 
of  the  Lxecutive  ;inil  A-sem1ily.  They  dealt  with  the  tenure  of  office, 
setting  f'ir\h  that  neither  members  of  the  Councils,  nor  any  public 
officials  \vh;/ite\er,  should  count  that  the\-  held  their  positions  for  life, 
but  that  such  incumbents  were  to  underst.and  that  they  might  be 
called  iJii  to  retire  fruiii  the  ptiblic  service  as  often  as  i)ublic  expe- 
diency might  reipiire.  'Jdiongh  coi>ies  of  those  despatches  were  sent 
to  the  Lieutenant-Ciovcrnors  of  Nowa  Scotia  :md  Xew  llrunswick, 
their   prim.ary  aim   was  to   influence   the   c<iiuiciIlors   and    ofticials   of 
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Uinn-T  CaiKula  In  wheel  iiitn  lino  in  .suppdrt  oi  the  uni'>n  resi  iluliuns 
aliMUl  111  cimie  hefdrc  the  Legislature  of  that  I'roxince.  In  jjuth 
Councils  there  were  known  to  he  men  strongly  op^iobeil  tn  the  imperial 
pcilic)'  of  uniting  the  I'anailas. 

The  ilespatehes  ap[)eared  in  the  L'ppcr  Cuiiiulu  Ga.ccttc  at  an  op- 
[jortune  tune.  The  l.egi^latin"e  was  opencil  011  l)ece!nlier  3,  1N31J. 
Two  (laws  alter  the  l^xeculixe  couneillors  had  an  opportunity  of 
learning  from  the  Uarjctlc  just  what  was  exjiected  of  them.  The 
scheme  of  uni(jn  sultmitted  by  Loixl  Sydenham  hy  message  was  rati- 
lied  li\-  the  h!-\ecuti\e  I'ouneil,  and  jiassed  liy  triumpliani  majorities 
in  l)otli  branches  of  the  Legislature.  The  effect  of  Lord  John's  iles- 
patche.s  in  securing  Res[)on.sible  (io\ernment  tor  Xo\a  Scotia  was 
of  the  nature  of  a  b\-product.  Mr.  Jlowx'  prohabl)'  took'  his  cue 
from  an  expre.s.sion  used  b\'  Sir  John  llar\ey,  Lieulenaut-t  io\ernor 
cif  Xew  Ihunsw  ick,  who  referred  to  them  as  embodsmg  "a  new  and 
improved  (  ou^titution".  \\hate\er  Sir  John  llar\e\'  ma\-  hawe 
meant  ])\'  this,  the  fact  remains  that  no  steps  were  taken  in  Xew 
Lrunsw  ick  similar  to  those  iidopted  hy  Air.  llowe  in  X(j\a  Scotia. 
Sir  |ohn  llarvev  used  the  despatches  as  a  me;uis  of  reminding  Ins 
ofhcials  of  their  liabilit)'  to  disnussal  if  the};  <lid  not  lieluue  them- 
seh'cs.  If,  indeed,  the  ilespatehes  enibodiL-d  the  grant  of  a  new  Con- 
stitution, wdio.se  basic  ])rinciple  was  RespijUsible  ( io\ernnient,  the  ex- 
ample id"  Xew  Lrunsw'ick  had  been  rather  singularh'  and  illogically 
invoked  on  the  lloors  of  the  Xo\a  Scotia  Legislature,  seeing  that 
that  I'rovince  according  to  the  teaching  of  her  best  historians,  did  not 
Come  uniler  the  operations  of  that  principle,  in  the  sense  ot  Mr. 
Howe's  definition  of  it,  until  1854.  Sir  Colin  t'ampbell  was  severely 
censured  for  doing  nothing",  when  the  despatches  came  iiUo  his  hands. 
Sir  John  llar\ev,  it  is  true,  vvrcite  a  circular,  but  he  did  nothing  else, 
'bwo  \ears  later  the  Xew  Lrunswiek  Assembly  by  formal  \ote  de- 
clared that  the  despatches  were  not  to  be  taken  in  the  sense  ascribed 
to  them  by  .Mr.  ilowe.  Soliciti)r-(  ieneral  Johnstone's  challenge  to  all 
concerned  U>  show^  by  analysis  and  b\'  fair  methods  of  inter[)retation, 
that  their  language  was  exi)licit  enough  to  iustify  Sir  (djin  (  ampbell 
in  disregarding  his  pre\ious  instructions,   was  never  taken  up. 

Idle  settlement  of  1X40  deserA'es  attention  from  its  important 
bearing  on  the  destiny  of  the  Province  and  on  the  history  uf  the  re- 
markaljle  men.      Somewhat  crudely  and  iniijerfectly,  yet  in  a   funda- 
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mental  sense  dcci^ivel)',  the  ijrinci])le  uf  Responsihle  (]ii\ernnient  has 
been  nuule  a  part  n\  our  CDnslitutioiial  s)steni.  There  wiU,  hnweNer, 
be  sunie  pretl)'  hanl  lih'ws  siniek  l)efure  ah  its  detailed  aiiplications 
have  been  satisfactorily  adjusted. 

J0H^•.STO^M;   AND    IIUWE. 

James  W.  John^tune  and  Joseph  Iluwe  are  aijout  to  preface 
twenty  _\ears  of  xigorou.-,  antagonism  as  ri\al  political  leader-  with 
three  years  of  colleagueship  in  a  coalition  go\-ernnient.  The  calm 
that  now  pre\ails  i.-  all  the  more  inipro^ive,  not  only  as  follow  in,^" 
a  somewhat  electric  sosioii,  but  e>]ieciall\'  a  later  period — just  ended 
— (d'  \  iolent  i)opnlar  a;;ilation,  when  the  battle  between  Sir  (olin  ami 
JMr.  Howe  was  foui^lu  over  aL;ain  on  the  platform,  lhroui;h  the  pre.-;-, 
on  the  whar\'e-  and  >li-eets,  a.s  well  a,-  in  e\  er)'  .sliire  and  blacksmith 
shop,  from  ('ape  Sable  to  (ape  Xorlh.  l.oril  Sydenham,  it  need  not 
be  said,  was  the  mat^ician,  the  wa\in,L;  of  whose  wand  had  sidled  the 
tumult.  lint  thonL;h  oulwardls'  there  was  calm,  there  were  minor 
interntd  aL;itation.s.  In  the  l\eform  ranks  were  some  who  had  foUL^ht 
not  because  tlRw  knew  nuich  about  or  cared  much  for  abstract  con- 
stitutional princiijles,  but  because  the)-  adnnred  Howe'.-  iiluck  and 
liked  a  liL;ht  themselves.  To  these  the  thought  of  making  peace  with, 
the  connnon  enemy  was  decidedly  unpalatable.  Others  felt  siimlarly 
for  precisely  opposite  reasons,  ddiey  made  their  pohtics  a  matter  of 
principle  and  did  not  wish  to  contaminate  them  b)-  association  with 
upholders  of  monopoly  and  pri\ilet;e.  There  was  similar  t^rowliiiL; 
and  gnimbhni;  in  the  d'ory  camp.  On  both  sides,  howe\er,  the  i;eii- 
eral  dis|)osition  was  to  \v;iit  and  see  what  results  this  stranye,  unex- 
pected alliance  mi-hl  briii.i;  .iboiit.  dhe  (  hiadreiinial  Ihll  w.is  now 
law.  A  general  election  was  necessary,  ddie  -\ssenibly  was  dissohed 
and  the  constituencies  were  appealed  to  in  ( )ctober,  i<S40.  llelow  will 
be  found  a  list  of  the  members  returned,  but  which  we  ])reface  with 
sinnlar  lists  of  members  of  the  l'".xecuti\e  and  Legislature  (  ouncils 
resjiectivelv,  as  these  latter  bodies  were  constituted  at   that  date.

Strangely  enough  this  was  the  lirst  case  of  the  kind  since  the  separa- 
tion of  the  Councils.  As  will  he  seen  the  t.ouncil  comprised  six 
niemhers  of  the  Assemhly  and  three  of  the  Legislative  Council.  The 
name  of  Her  Majesty's  Att"rne\--Cieneral,  Samuel  (i.  W'.  Archihald, 
appears  for  the  lirst  time  in  the  list  of  l'L\ecuti\e  cc)uncillors.  It  was 
one  of  the  special  \ices  of  the  old  single  Counsel  swstem,  that  no 
representatix'e  of  the  peijple  could  at  the  same  time  he  an  ad\i>er  of 
the  I  row  n. 

The  menihers  of  the  Legislati\e  t^iuncil  are  ahont  ecinallv  divided 
hetween  churchmen  and  dissenters,  ddie  Roman  Catholics,  Raptists 
and  Methodists  ha\-e  each  a  single  repre.sentati\e.  'i'en  are 
I'.pi^copalians,  se\'eu  Rresltyteriaus.  Not  more  than  fne  or  six  were 
prior  to  appointment  acti\ely  identilieil  with  the  Liheral  eir  Reform 
interest.

until  approximate  eiiualizatidn  shduld  he  arrived  at,  .Mr.  1Im\\u  him- 
self informs  us  that  he  led  his  party  intd  the  elecUiral  liattle  wlm^e 
results  are  al.d\e  re])drted.  ju>t  as  thoui^h  Ud  coalitinu  had  heen  ar- 
rauL^ed.  Mr.  Jdhustdue,  on  the  dlher  hand,  t<Hi|<  Ud  step^  to  .iri;anize 
iiis  fdrces  and  alldwc^l  thini;s  td  take  their  Cdur-.e  in  the  con>iituen- 
cies.  .\s  there  were  ui  1  part\-  divisions  duriuL;  the  life  of  the  .\--eml)h' 
the  political  afliliations  ( d'  the  new  niemliers,  who  constituted  an  uu- 
Usu.ally  lari^e  fractiuu  of  the  House,  cannot  in  all  c.a^es  he  determined. 
If  the  reported  allention — thirty-one  to  nineteen  in  favor  of  the  Re- 
furmcrs — he  correct,  the  Kefdrm  party  w.is  >liL;lulv  weakened.  .\11 
df  the  l''xecuti\-e  councillors  who  were  memhers  of  the  A^senihlv 
were  elected.  When  the  1  louse  convened  in  anmi.il  ses'-ion,  its  formal 
ort,famzation  was  ilelaved  for  a  dav  or  two  unlil  certain  iiuestious 
which  had  heen  a;;itated  were  considered  and  settled.  The  conclu- 
sion was  reached  that  a  seat  in  the  Executive,  coupled  with  an  oflice 
under  the  Crown,  harred  the  wav  td  the  Sjieakership.  Under  this 
decision,  the  ex-Speaker.  Hon.  S.  (k  W.  .\rchihald,  hecaiue  ineht;ilile, 
since  he  w;is  a  Crown  otticer,  as  well  as  an  h.xecutive  councillor. 
Simple  memhership  in  the  lCxecuti\e  Council,  however,  did  not  operate 
a>  a  har.  ddien  a  curious  sii;ht  presented  itself.  The  two  gentlemen 
])itted  against  due  audther  as  candidates  for  the  coveted  post  were 
memhers  not  only  of  the  same  cahinet,  hut  alsu  df  the  saiue  political 
party,  the  lion.  Joseph  IIowc  aud  the  lldu.  Jame>  r.o\le  Cnicake. 
Mr.  Howe  was  elected  Speaker  hy  a  majority  ai  two.  .\n  ;malv>is 
of  the  xotiuL^  shows  that  Mr.  Lhiiacke  was  suppurted  hy  the  entire 
phalau-x  of  CdUservatives,  and  was  l)r(ju,i;Iit  aliudst  td  an  eipi.tlitv  with 
IMr.  Hdwe  \>y  three  cif  four  Vdtes  from  the  Liheral  ranks. 
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Tiiic  rui.rru'AL  snuArioN, 


It  is  nut  uucessar\-  to  trace  in  detail  llie  prunrcss  of  lci;islali(in, 
attciniJteil  ur  acccmiiiiisheil,  iluriii.L;  the  three  sessions  oi  the  lir^l 
Parliament  under  Ke-pnn^ilile  ( i. j\ernnient.  The  puHtieal  siluatiuii 
was  a  curioush'  in\i)l\ed  une.  'I'o  what  extent,  at  the  (iut>et,  the 
nominal  leaders  of  the  [larties  to  the  coalitiun  enjoyed  each  other's 
conhdence,  it  is  difTicnlt  to  say.  There  was  no  \  ery  deeii  .-ympathy 
hetween  Mr.  |ohn.>tone  and  Mr.  Ilowe  as  regarded  the  constitntional 
principle  which  the  uniting;-  parties  liad  ai;reed  to  recognize  and 
pledye.l  themsehe?  to  sui)port.  (  )n  that  point  .Mr.  Johnstone  nni-i  l/e 
judged  hv  what  he  him-elf  said  and  did,  not  hy  what  admirers  w  Im 
e.xalt  him  as  "the  tir.sl  Premier  under  kespon>i])le  (io\ernment"  nia\ 
choo.se  to  write  regarding  him.  lie  did,  indee<l,  sa\-  that  "the  priuciitle 
of  re.sp(jnsil)ility  is  sound."  Iml  (lualilied  the  statement  liy  addmg  : 
"1  cannot  lav  mv  hand  on  an\'  theoretic  change.  The  s_\stem  uniler 
which  the  coalition  was  .arranged  is  not  that  M.ught  last  )ear  hy  the 
action  of  the  .Vssemhly  on  the  vote  of  want  of  confidence.  Pord 
John  Russell,  l>y  his  despatch,  refused  that  form  ni  go\ernment;  and 
I  cannot  Put  retain  m_\-  opinion  that  the  .\ssenihly  then  was  pressing 
for  principles  that  could  iioi  Pe  wisely  conceded." 

Mr.  Ilowe,  on  the  other  hand,  .assured  that  it  was  on  these  \er}- 
principles  the  coalition  go\enunent  of  which  hoth  Mr.  Johiistdiie  and 
himself  were  memPers,  was  founded.  Pross-se.as  threatened  to  swamp 
the  coalition  liarcjue  when  she  li.id  scarcely  left  the  shore.  Some  of 
Mr.  Johnstone's  colleagues -rn  the  Pegislati\e  Pouncil,  one  ;it  least  ( d" 
whom  \vas  his  colleague  in  the  l'..\ecuti\e  as  well,  went  nuich  l.irther 
than  his  leader — .at  least  was  reported  as  having  done  so — and  spoke 
disi)aragingly  of  the  great  principle  itself.  This  i)laced  .Mr.  Howe  in 
a  tight  corner,  lie  had  his  own  trouhles  in  the  House,  where  .a  sec- 
tion of  the  Reform  parly,  not  numerically  large.  Put  composed  of  men 
uf  stnrd)-  conx'iction  and  resolute  wills,  llnntington  of  \'armontli, 
Goudge  of  Windsor,  and  others  of  like  mould,  with  William  \ouiig 
as  a  t.actful  spokesman,  had  ne\er  regarded  with  favur  the  political 
[>artnership  with  Tory  ohsiructii jiis.  It  was  to  them  a  \eriiil)le  Pow- 
ing  in  the  house  of  Paal.  When  the  re])ort  of  the  manner  in  which 
e\  en  memPers  oi  the  Pxeculi\e  were  throwing  Respousihle  (i(]\erii- 
meiit  o\erpoard  in  the  I.egislatix'e  (.'ouncil  reached  thiese  out-and-out 
reformers,  they  at  once  demanded  explan.itioiis.      Mr.  Ilowe  admitted 
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tlie  i,n-a\ity  of  llic  situation,  l)ut  suyt^estcd  incorrect  reports  of  the 
olYenilini;'  speeches.  1'"..  Al.  Dothh  nieniher  for  S\(hie\'  'rown^liip,  was 
the  leader  of  the  small  liaml  of  C'on>er\ati\es  in  tiie  1  louse  as  well 
as  a  nieuiher  of  the  Mxecutixe,  ami,  as  such,  Mr,  llowe's  colleague, 
lie  was  a  man  of  sound  judL^nient,  keen-eyed  and  resourceful,  just 
the  man  to  rclie\'e  diflicult  situations.  .Mr.  Dodd  took  up  Mr.  llowe's 
suj.;i.;e>lion  as  to  a  possihie  inaccuracy  in  the  reports  (if  ],eL;islali\  e 
Council  iiroceedinys,  and  saw  his  friends  in  the  Council.  The  matter 
\\as  soon  satisfactorily  arran^etl.  Solicitor  ( ieneral  Johnstone  and 
.\le.\ander  .Stewart  and  Lewis  Morris  \\  ilkins  had  not  in  their  re- 
marks referre<l  to  our  present  s\-stem  of  Kespnn^ilile  ( lo\erument, 
with  its  halances  and  linntations,  hut  to  wild  schemes  which  had  keen 
occasiouall)'  proiioscil  and  adx'ocated  li\'  extremists,  ddn's  explanation 
eiiahles  Mr.  llowe  to  <leal  so  effectually  w  uh  the  standards  that  on 
their  forcin.L;'  a  vote  on  a  motion  of  implied  ceusure,  thc\-  could  onl_\- 
nuister  a  minoritx"  of  sewn.  .Vtter  the  storm  there  was  calm  fur  the 
rest  of  the  session. 


1I.\LI1'.\X    INCOIU'OK.M'ED. 

It  was  (luring  this  session  that  Halifax  attained  civic  rank  and 
dignity.  .Mr.  ilowe  made  the  introduction  and  passage  of  an  .\ct 
of  IncorpMration  as  a  go\ernment  measure  a  siiw  qui>  iioii  u(  his 
accessiiju  to  the  new  administration.  This  was  si.x  years  after  his 
celebrated  libel  suit. 

.\n  important  change  in  the  judicial  system  cif  the  rr(.i\ince  was 
alfected.  Ihe  four  Interior  I'ourts  of  L'omnion  I'leas  were  aboli'-hed 
and  the  Supreme  Com-t  bench  somewhat  enkirged.  it  was  in  cliu- 
nectiou  whh  this  change  tliat  Thomas  Chandler  llalibnrton  became 
a  .Supreme  lourt  judge,  h^or  the  pre\-i<jus  ele\en  sears  he  lia<l  been 
Chief  justice  of  the  Superior  Court  at  Windsor,  in  succcbsion  tu  his 
father. 

During  the  ensuing  \-acation  the  death  of  th.arles  Rufus  b'air- 
bank's  left  a  \acanc_\-  in  the  oliice  of  Master  of  the  Rolls,  which  was 
at  once  filled  by  the  appointment  (jf  Ib.n.  S.  C.  W.  .\rcliibald.  His- 
tory has  done  scant  justice  to  the  public  ser\ices  of  .Mr.  h'airbanks. 
.\  thoroughly  independent  man,  allied  to  no  partw  his  retirenieiU  to 
the  Chancer}"  bench  when  he  had  little  more  than  re.icheil  middle  life, 
in\ul\ed   a   distinct    loss   to   the   political   and    business    life   of    Xo\a 
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Scotiri.  'I'd  a  man  like  Samuel  (1.  W.  Archihalil.  lei^al  prdini  itioii^  at 
the  e^e^in^■  of  his  Imij^  and  illu-stnnis  career  meant  little  or  unthinj;. 
It  was,  h(i\\e\er,  a  matter  uf  i^ratitication  to  Xn\a  Scdtians  of  all 
parties,  in  see  a  taril\-  and  inadeijuate  appreciatiun  acenrded  to  one 
whose  character  and  talents  wmild  -eem  tu  lia\e  predesliued  him  tu  a 
yet  his/her  pusiliun.  (  )n  Mr.  .VrchihaM's  elexalinn  to  (  liancer}-, 
William  Vdun;;  ii"ik  his  place  at  the  ("lauicil  hnard.  .Mr.  jeihii'-ti  ^ne 
became  .\ttt  Mney-(  ieneral,  and  .Mr.  Hudd  in  succe-sinn  to  .Mr.  Juhn- 
stiine.   Snliciliir  ( ieneral. 

'i'he  sessi<in  of  184J  was  not  distinguished  ]>y  legislation  of  i^reat 
importance.  In  the  course  i<[  the  loljowini;  summer,  a  \ac:mc\-  ha\- 
h\'j;  ijccurred  in  the  collectorship  of  cojiinial  re\enue.  the  piist  was 
ofiered  to  .Mr.  Jlowe,  and  accepted  ])}•  him.  When  the  third  and  List 
session  of  the  (.  oalition  g-oxernment's  term  opened  in  iN^^^,  the  new 
collector  resij;ne(J  the  Speakership,  a  po-itiou  which  for  the  pre\  ions 
sts.^ions  he  had  filled  with  uni\'ersal  acceptance.  There  wa^  then  no 
Independence  of  Parliament  .\ct  which  made  it  impossilile  or  sUl;- 
gested  it  as  improper  for  him  as  a  salaried  ci\il  oilicer  t'l  ociaip\-  a 
seat  in  the  House.  On  Mr.  Howe's  retirement  from  the  .Speakership 
iie  was  succeeded  1>\-  Mr.  V'oum;,  who  resiLjiieil  his  seal  in  the  li.xccu- 
ti\e  in  order  to  accept  it.  The  ( jualilication  I'.ill,  the  most  f(irmall\- 
important  i;o\ernnient  measine  of  the  corditiou  period,  was  |>as.>ed  at 
this  session.  It  strikes  one  now  as  sin^prisiu;;-  that  the  principle  of  this 
hill  sliMuld  e\er  lia\e  keen  ijuestioned.  I'reNiou^h-  no  i.ne  could  repre- 
sent a  .\'o\a  Scotia  constituency  miless  he  owneil  freedi^ld  property 
within  it-  tenets.  The  ( juahlication  Hill  >impl\  extended  the  riL;ht  of 
such  owner  to  sit  tor  an\'  connl\'  or  townshi]!.  iri"especti\  e  of  the  loca- 
tion eif  his  proper!}-,  pro\ided  it  was  in  Xo\,a  Scotia.  It  is  hanl  to 
see  how  so  reason.ahle  and  truistic  a  ])rop(.isition  could  L^endei-  strife 
and  excite  angr\-  ])assions.  Xe\erlheles>  lierece  contro\ersy  arose 
(ner  it.  (  )ue  niemlier  ot  the  l^i  i\ernment  resi^neil  his  sc.at  heciuisc 
he  Could  n(/t  ,yi\e  it  his  conscientious  sup])drt.  It  re(|nire<l  all  Mr. 
Howe's  wit  and  eloi|uence  to  save  the  hill  from  stranding-  and  tb.e 
Coalition  L;o\ermuenl   troui  defeat.

.\fter  the  (juahlication  I'.ill  h.a.l  keen  dispuseil  of,  .Mr.  .\unaud, 
Howe's   colleamie    in    the    representatii ju    of    llalifa.x    Cuimty.    intru- 
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cluced  a  scries  of  resolutions,  proposing  to  commit  the  House  to  the 
principle  ol  a  single  ])ro\  incial  college  or  inu\ersii\-  "free  from  sec- 
tarian Control,  open  to  all  <lenonnnalii  dis,  maintained  li_\-  a  common 
fuuil,  and  rallying  round  it  the  aitections  of  the  people."  The  resolu- 
tions se\erel)-  arraigned  the  existing  s\stem  of  small  colleges,  as  an 
inetticient  and  wasteful  one.  lint  though  expounded  and  athm'aleil 
!;}■  Air.  I  lowe  in  one  of  his  lirightest  and  most  trenchant  speeches,  the 
resolutions  came  far  short  of  recei\ing  unanimous  support.  They 
were  earned,  hut  onlv  h}'  a  majority  of  li\  e,  in  a  IhiUse  more  than 
two-hlths  (jf  whose  niemhers  were  on  the  same  side  as  their  mo\er 
and  seconder.  Tliev  were  not  supjiorled  h\-  a  single  recognized  ( 'on- 
serxali'.e,  while  Mr.  L'nicake  and  scxeral  other  reformers  \oied 
against  them. 

While  there  is  no  doulit  as  to  the  sincere  helief  of  .Mr.  llowe  in 
the  educational  doctrines  which  he  [)i'opounde(l — it  must  he  admitted 
that  he  made  out  an  exceedingh'  strong  case  in  their  helialf— it  is 
e(|U.illy  plain  that  he  did  not  anticipate  an\'  earl\-  legislation  in  the 
direction  in  which  thev  [jointed.  Thex-  had  an  ohject  to  ,ser\  e  outside 
of  the  strictl}'  etlucational  s^jhere. 

Some  tew  months  hetore  the  dehate  on  .\nnand's  resolutions  there 
had  heen  at  least  a  slight  ruiHure  in  the  personal  relations  of  Ih/we 
and  Johnstone,  'idle  latter  li.ad  openly  interfered  in  a  husiness  dispute 
l)et\veen  Mr.  J  lowe  and  the  editors  of  a  religious  weekly  called  the 
Cliristiaii  Mcsscih/cr.  puhlished  hy  him  for  the  ISaptist  .Vssociation 
of  Xo\a  Scotia,  an  interposition  which  was  keeiil\-  resented.  Ihit 
there  was  a  stronger  fcjrce  at  work  tending  to  draw  them  asunder, 
though  it  must  he  admitted  that  their  personal  relatiniis  had  ne\er 
heen  particularly  intimate  and  frieiidl).  Their  stars  re\ol\ed  in 
w  idely  sep.arated  orhits. 

.Mr.  johustoue  was  a  keen  ohserver.  He  did  not — and  could  not 
—  fail  to  take  note  of  the  fact  that  the  eminent  services  which  he  Ii.ad 
rendered  the  llaptist  denomination  as  a  (.diristian  hrolher,  and  Chris- 
tian leader  in  all  the  church's  enterprises,  had  resulted  in  a  large  ac- 
cessi(ai  o|  strength  to  him  as  a  statesin.ui  and  politician.  \\  hat  Mr. 
Howe  saw  and  felt  was  the  precise  reversal  of  this.  .Mr.  |ohnstoiie's 
gains  were  his  losses.  L'ntil  receiitl)'  the  llaptist  hodv  h.ad  heen  the 
most  cohesive  and  reliahle  hattalioii  in  the  whole  arim  of  reform. 
I.ocateil  chielly  in  the  Xew  h'.ngland  settlements,  it  inlieriled  demo- 
cratic   traditions,    while    its    ecclesiastical    organisation    .still     further 
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(lisiiicliiKHl  it  t"  the  rule  of  the  few.  Tliere  had  heeii  hut  ^hs^ht  ileser- 
tioii^  at  the  i;eneral  eleetinu  nf  1X40,  fni-  Mr.  JiihiihtHiie's  uilhieiiee 
\\a.^  then  hut  lie^innini;-  tn  make  it^ell  lelt.  Later  .■^i!4n.^  were  (Uuiikiu--. 
The  Clinslian  Mcsscih/cr  was  practieaHy  as  hn^tile  as  the  reL;ular 
T(jry  e)ri..;an.  Tried  and  true  naplist  suppdrterh,  hke  S.  IJ.  (  hipuiau 
uf  .\nnaiH)h.s  and  Air.  l!eujannn,  nf  Jlurtdu,  a.^sured  hun  that  the  tide 
was  runnint;'  tno  .strung  fur  tlieni  in  their  e^  lUsiituencies,  while  .\lr. 
Htiwe  himself,  in  his  speeeh  nn  the  ( Jualihcatii  m  I'.ill,  e.xpressed  a  fear 
that  e\en  Mr.  linntinj^toii  mij.;ht  i^n  nn<ler  in  the  strong  iJaptist  town- 
ship iif  \'arm<iuth.'  The  Annand  resoluti' uis,  the  undertone  of  which, 
as  the  dehales  ^how,  was  Imstilitv  to  .\eadia  (TllcL;e,  were  simpU'  in- 
tended as  a  means  to  enahle  .\lr.  Howe  t' i  repair  Ir.im  uiher  (|uarlers 
his  anticipated  losses  in  the   llaplist  preserxes. 

-\t  just  hiiw  earl\-  a  date  Mr.  Jnhnstone  decided  to  ]irematurel\' 
dissdlxe  the  .\->semhl\'  canimt  he  i)ositi\ely  asserted.  .\s  a  po.isihle 
Cl)ur.-^e  the  idea  earl\-  sUL;.t;ested  itself.  .\t  the  i^eiieral  r.a]itist  con- 
\entii'n  held  in  \'armouth  in  June,  he  himself  snunded  the  ke\--uiite 
of  the  campaiL^n,  whene\er  it  shuuld  cume  un.  ( '■  lunlini;— -and  prett\' 
Cdrrectl}' — on  a  L;ener,d  indilterence  amoui;  nther  deiii  lnnnati(ln^,  in 
the  eciuntry  districts  tu  Mr.  llnwe's  prujeet  ul  a  >in:.;le  enllci^e  in 
lialifa.x,  he  decideil  ti  1  appeal  tn  his  uwn  cii-rehi;innists  1  ni  an  is.sue 
special  to  them>el\es,  with  the  Impe  that  their  response  wunld  turn 
the  [)rii\ineial  scale  in  his  fa\<ir.  I'.v  the  narrnwest  of  all  marijins  his 
forecast  was  made  "ond.

Idle  summer  uf  1  N43  was  one  of  unprecedented  educatinnal  furnr. 
Mr,  llnwe  inauL;urated  a  campaij^n  in  faxnr  nf  wue  central  cnllei_;e  li\' 
a  reuiarkahly  ahle  speech  in  .Ma^in  Hall.  The  Ke\-.  I  )r.  (.  raw  lew  a 
learned  and  ahle  man,  whose  reiectinn  as  a  prnfe^.Mir  in  the  resus- 
eialed  1  )alhnusie  had  su^Ljested  tn  the  riapti--is  the  idea  of  h;i\  iui;  a 
ct)lle!.^e  of  their  own,  was  the  chief  spnkcsman  and  writer  in  heh.alf  id" 
Acadia.  The  champions  met  in  joint  dehale  in  (  )n-low,  and  e\en  in 
that  I'resliMerian  stn  rni^hold,  Hi'.  I'rawley's  friend.^  claimed  a  \'ictor\- 
when  the  audience  was  polled  at  the  conclusion  of  the  encounter.  .Mr.

\vould  he  lialilc  to  come  under  the  influence  of  iulidenil\."  Mr.  Ihiwe 
retorteil  to  tliis  that  it  wmild  he  hetter  for  baptist  \outh  to  internii.x 
willi  hwy,-,  (if  (ither  creetls  ( m  the  (irand  Parade  than  to  lie  "^uckint^ 
sonr  sectarianism  uu  a  hiU  in  Uorlon."  lie  also  .sneereil  at  the  readi- 
ness of  the  I'.aptisi  jieoplL-  to  ci mtriliiite,  when  read\-  casli  was  not  at 
hand,  material  L;ifls  for  the  Imildini;-  and  snstentalion  of  their  college. 
Ihit  n(ithin<4-  could  Ijc  handisomer  than  the  manner  in  which  years 
afterwards,  when  he  had  hecomi-  I'rovincial  ."-Secretary  and  leader  of 
the  l;"\  t  laiment.  .Mr.  Ihiwe  apob  i^i.-ed  for  that  sneer,  and  exjiresscd 
[jrofiiund  admiration  fur  people  who  placed  such  \alue  "U  their  educa- 
tional iileals  as  to  he  w  illinL;  tn  make  persdual  sacrifices  fur  their 
realisation. 

Late  in  the  aiuumn  of  iS.j,^  the  .\ssemhl_\-  was  dissuhed,  and  the 
elections  were  called  nn.  Mr.  jnhnstone  resii^neil  his  seat  in  the 
Lei^islatiwe  (/nuncil  and  announced  himself  a  candidate  fur  the  repre- 
sentation of  the  (  ount_\-  of  .\nnapolis  in  the  new  .\ssemlil\'.  In 
Annapiilis  he  had  inlluential  fannly  connections,  and  a  hnilher  had 
for  sduie  years  represciUed  it  in  the  a.ssemhiy.  ()i  late  it  had  steadily 
returned  reform  reiiresentatixes. 

As  the  elections  approached,  the  ri(liculons  situatiun  of  1S40  was 
reproduced.  Jnhnsteme  and  II owe  were  nieuihers  r:i  the  same  cahinet,

The  f(ire|_;oin^-  returns  were  earefully  .scrutinized  liv  hoth  Mr. 
Johnst(.ine  and  Air.  Ih.iwe.  I'.ach  claimed  a  victijrv,  liut  each  anti- 
cipated the  lirst  dixisiim  in  the  Assemhh"  with  some  degree  of  an.\iel\', 
S(j  trenililingi)-  did  the  lialance  seem  to  hang.  l-I(iwe\-er  close  the 
results,  one  thing  was  made  clear.  The  cry  against  sectarian  colleges 
had  not  worked  to  Air.  Howe's  satisfaction.  In  tne  or  si.\  of  the 
securest  Keform  seats,  his  supporters  had  heen  unhorsed  li\-  the 
"l)t-'ripatetic"  professors.  Mr.  Johnstone's  trinni|ihant  election  in 
Anna[)olis  and  his  pros])ecti\e  advent  in  the  .Asscinlih-  encouraged  his 
sujiporters  to  heliexe  that  assured  victory  was  within  his  reach.

If  Mr.  Howe's  i)olic\-  at  this  juncture  was  to  wait  for  his  enemies 
to  make  a  nn'stake,  .surel)'  such  a  polic}-  was  ne\er  crowneil  with  more 
C(.implete  success.  In  the  interim  lietween  the  elections  and  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Legislature,  the  Lieutenant-* ioxernor,  without  consulting 
the  reform  memliers  of  the  li-\ecuti\e,  app(jinted  .Mr.  Johnstone's 
hrother-in  law ,  Alatthew  l'<.  .Mnion,  to  seats  in  hoth  ( 'ouncils. 
Messrs.  Howe,  Laiiacke,  and  Mc.Xah  .at  once  tendered  their  re-igna- 
tions  as  Lxecuti\-e  councillors.  When  asked  to  e.\[)lain  their  resigna- 
tions,  these  gentlemen  referred  to  Mr.  .Mnion's  a[ipointment  .as  a 
N'iolation  of  a  form.al  agreement  hetween  the  parties  to  the  ('oalition. 
d  heir  own  party  had  supplied  the  g(i\ernment  with  its  chief  support 
in  the  .\ssemlil)-,  hut  had  to  content  itself  with  hut  one-third  of  the 
seats  at  the  t  ouncil  hoard.  The  ap|iointnient  of  Air.  .\lmon  increased 
the  aiherse  h.alance  and  was  in  direct  contra\ersioii  of  the  under- 
standing that  as  \acancies  occurred  the  lalier.il  re])reseutation  in  the 
l^xecuti\e  should  he  increased.  Lord  l~alkl;md  \olunteered  a  iusti- 
lication  of  the  aiipointment.  Mr.  .Almond  h.ad  somewhei'e  expresse<l 
himself   as    fa\'orable  to  a   continuance   of   the   non-[>an_\'   system   of

gONXTiinieut  supposed  to  he  in  force  in  No\-a  Scntia.  ll  was  the 
Go\crni)r's  aim  in  putting-  liini  into  the  Councils  to  stani[)  that  prin- 
ci[)le  with  hi^  own  approxal.  antl  at  the  same  time  express  ins  con- 
fidence in  Mr.  Jc.ihnstone.  'Idle  first  reason  seems  far-fetched  and 
al)^nrd;  tiie  .second  dues  not  liarnioiiize  \ery  well  with  the  fir^l,  fin- 
Mr.  Johiisti'iie  and  Mr.  Howe  were  hotli  niemlierb  of  I.i.jrd  I'\alkland's 
cahinet,  partners  in  a  non-partisan  enterprise.  Nijva  Scutian^.  are  not 
sutficieiitl)"  interested  in  His  Lordship's  reputation  to  search  for  the 
real  motixch  of  his  action.  The  case  of  Mr.  hdmstoiie,  lio\\e\cr, 
staiuls  in  a  \  ery  different  li.uht.  .\i;reeal)le  as  the  particular  cxiires- 
sioii  of  the  (Jox'crnor's  confidence  may  ha\'e  hecn,  it  is  mar\-elous  that 
so  astute  a  man  did  not  foresee  the  fatal  C(inse(|nences  which  it  as- 
suredly in\i)l\ed.  Mr.  .Mnioii,  a  we.althv  and  res|iectahle  Hahfa.x; 
merchant,  did  imt  hrini,^  to  either  iMr.  jMhnsti>ne  or  his  party  a  single 
atom  iif  strength,  llis  appointment  made  Mr.  Ifiwe  the  head  of  a 
united  i>arty,  and  ga\e  that  party  a  mii>t  effccti\e  rall\-ing  cr\-.  To 
understand  the  situation  fullw  it  is  to  he  lionie  in  mind  that  this  was 
the  lir.st  .sign  of  a  hreak  hctween  Lurd  falkland  and  the  three  retir- 
ing councillors.  Mr.  lliAve  closed  hi.s  explanatnry  letter  to  the  (lov- 
ernor  thus:  "[n  retiring  from  the  Council,  1  >honld  not  he  doing 
justice,  either  to  your  l^xcellencv,  or  to  m\'  own  feelings,  if  I  did 
not  express,  warml)-  and  sincerely,  the  sense  1  entertain  of  the  court- 
esy and  coiilidence  extended  to  me  hv  \(iur  C.xcellcncw  while  1  ha\e 
held  the  high  station  which   I   now  feg  lea\e  reaped  full\-   to   resign." 

(  )n  other  occasions,  hoth  liefore  and  after  hi-^  re.Mgiialion,  he  ga\e 
Lord  Lalkland  full  credit  for  jjlaying  the  part  of  a  conhtitnlional 
go\'ernor  during  the  year.s  he  had  sat  at  his  (  ouncil  hoard,  and  par- 
ticularh'  for  the  interest  he  had  taken  in  securing  for  the  party  to 
which  Mr.  llcjwe  liclongcd,  its  fair  share  of  official  recogniticm.  It 
should  lie  stated  that  in  atldition  to  retiring  from  the  ('ouncil,  Mr. 
llowe  had  resigned  his  olllce  cjf  collector  of  colonial  rewnne. 

d'he  ^ituation  when  the  -\,ssenihl\'  met  wa,->  that  in  the  Ilonse  there 
were  but  two  parties,  the  hreak  in  the  reform  liberal  ranks  ha\ing 
completely  disappeared  as  the  result  of  the  resignati(;ns  of  llowe, 
Uniacke  and  McXah.  'fhe  Executi\e  Council  was  now  composed 
entirely  oi  Con>er\atives.  'Sir.  ^'oung  w;is  elected,  or  rather  re- 
elected. Speaker  and  the  llou^e  at  once  [iroceeded,  not  to  business, 
but  to  t'lerce  and  acrimonious  debate.      Mr.  Johnst(Mie,  bv  consenting 
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to  the  elexation  nf  liis  hi'dlher-in-law,  had  thniwu  a\\:i\  his  chance  of 
hecdiiiiiii;  the  inmihler  nf  Xo\  a  Scotia's  pohtical  s\slciii.  It  is  true 
that  lie  reinaineil  in  office  ihirins;  the  fuh  ])arhanientar\-  term  ui  four 
years  hut  was  unahle  hy  reason  of  liis  small  majority  and  the  \'igor- 
ous  resistance  ol  an  mllamed  opposition,  to  jiass  a  siiii;le  measure  of 
apolitical  character.  Considerahle  pri\ate  lei;islation  ,if  importance 
was  passed  from  }-ear  to  year,  hut  thiou.i^h  the  whole  i|uadrenniuin, 
the  "Simultaneous  rolling;"  Ihll,  a  ihoroUL^hl}'  noii-conteiuious  statute, 
was  the  only  puhlic  act  of  inipc.irtance  to  its  credit.

The  parliamentary  lii^tdry  ut  tlic  Assemhly  which  sat  frmii  1844 
to  1847  can  he  coiiipre^seil  into  a  few  paraL;rai)h>.  Inierniiiiahle  as 
were  the  speeches,  ami  excilini;-  heyoiul  all  precedent  the  discussions, 
\erhal  duels,  and  acd  inipanyini;^  incident,  all  power  of  acti\e  construc- 
ti\'e  legislation  seemed  to  ha\e  heen  smitten  with  jiaralNsis.  1  )nring 
the  hrst  three  sessiniis  oi  the  jieriod  Lnrd  I'alkland  was  Lieutenant- 
Go\ernor  of  the  Province.  Admitted!}'  he  was  called  on  to  face  a 
ililiicult  sitnalinn.  In  tlie  opening  speech  of  the  hr>t  session,  he  ex- 
pressed, iir  was  nKule  l>_\'  his  ad\isers  tf)  express,  an  opinion  decidedly 
hostile  to  partv  gu\ernmenl,  and  in  ferentiall}'  censuring  the  council.- 
liirs  who  hy  their  resignations  had  at  least  temporarily  suspended  the 
coalition  or  mm-partisan  arrangement  of  1840.  ddie  opposition  in- 
stead of  directly  challenging  the  Go\ernor's  \iews.  proposed  to  mend 
the  paragraph  cif  the  address  in  ([uestion,  1j\-  declining  to  discuss  the 
ahstracl  ipiestion  of  go\ernmental  methods  and  calling  on  the  Pxecu- 
ti\e  to  till  up  its  ranks  and  proceed  with  the  husincss  of  the  countrw 
As  the  fate  of  the  go\ernment  depended  on  the  xnte  ahout  to  he 
taken  at  its  close,  the  discussion,  which  lasted  for  a  fortnight,  excited 
intense  interest  both  within  and  without  the  1  louse.  L'pon  the  gen- 
eral (|uestion.  the  go\ernment  was  somewhat  at  a  disad\  aiitage. 
Neither  Pritish  nor  colomal  history  has  shown  that  a  non-partisan 
cahinet  harmonises  in  an\-  special  sense  with  the  doctrine  of  nnnisler- 
ial  responsihilit}'-  The  dehate  chieilv  had  regartl  to  particular  issues 
of  fact  and  co\  ered  a  wide  range,  though  the  college  <iuestioii  which 
the  }ear  hefore  had  filled  the  air  with  its  electricit_\ .  was  hut  seldom 
and  remotely  touched  upon.  Idle  battle  was  fought  hy  ahle  speakers 
on  lioth  sides.  llowe,  L'nicake,  lluntingtou.  1  )o\  le  and  (  leoige  i\. 
\'oun-  were  pitted  against  Johnstone.  Wiikius.  Dodd,  I'raser  and 
Hall,  ddie  opposition  amendment  to  the  address  was  dehatetl  l.y  a 
majoritv  of  two.  the  \ote  standing,  with  e\ery  memher  in  his  pkice, 
at  twenty-six  to  twenty-four.     If  the  government  had  chosen  a  siJeak- 
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er  frnni  its  own  ranks,  instead  of  pLTniiltini^-  ^'ouiiy  to  he  rc-elcctcd 
unaniniDu^l)-,  the  \(jte  wouhl  ha\e  liecn  a  tie.  Soon  after  Mr.  ]Jen- 
janiin,  nf  JJortun,  was  nnsealeil  un  an  election  iielitiun,  ami  a  snp- 
porter  of  Mr.  jnim^tDne  tunk  his  place,  'liiereafler  the  administra- 
tion liad  a  Sdinewliai  precarion^  majority  of  three  or  f(.)nr  on  general 
di\isionv.  .\.s  to  passing-  particular  measures  of  importance  or  ad- 
\ancin,i4  Kesponsihle  (lo\ernnient  to  further  ^tai^es.  it  >eemed  smitten 
with  hopeless  i)ar,al_vsis.  I\et;aiilin!;  the  lirst  di\i.^ion.  .Mr.  llowe  is 
on  record  as  saying-  that  "two  or  three  recreant  l.iherals  and  all  the 
Moose  li.-ir  \-oled  with  the  ( io\  crnment."  I  )n  the  other  hand  .M)me 
close  and  inipartial  oh.^erxers  of  the  situation  were  coulident  that  if 
;\lr.  johui-toue  had  met  the  House  witlnnt  the  handicap  of  .Mr.  .\1- 
nion's  appoiinment,  he  could  ha\e  counted  on  the  sujiport  cd"  se\eral 
independents  wli^ose  \utes  he  lost  hy  that   ill-ad\ised  steji. 

In  the  discussions  of  the  session,  it  can  he  fairh'  claimed  for  Mr. 
Howe  and  hi.s  supporters,  that  the\-  genei-alK-  a\oided  in\-ol\'mg  Lord 
I'alklaud  in  person  accc>uutahility  for  measures  and  trausactii  iUs  to 
which  his  name  was  attached  as  an  olticial.  'i'lie  speech  was  t.aken  to 
cxjiress  not  his  sentiments  hut  those  of  his  adviser-.  If  the  \acant 
seats  in  tiie  cahinet  were  nut  tilled  up,  it  was  their  fault,  not  his. 

FALKLAN'D    AS    i;OVKK.\OU. 

During  the  second  and  third  sessions  hehl  under  Lord  I'alkland's 
go\-ernorship  a  marked  change — which  had  indeed  hegun  to  disclose 
itself  towanls  the  end  of  the  hrst  session — was  noticcaljle.  Listead 
of  the  carelnl  ahstinence  from  censure  on  the  C'unei'uor's  conduct, 
and,  mdeed,  lr(jm  meutiim  of  his  name.  Lord  Lalkland  and  his  doings, 
his  letters  and  his  despatches,  particnlarh',  formed  the  chief  suhjects 
of  remark,  ol  angry  animadxersion,  and  of  more  or  less  succes>ful 
apolog\-  and  defence.  Idle  stages  hy  which  Lord  I'alklaud  passed 
from  a  carefnl-sle]iping  ccjnstitntion.il  admniistrator  into  a  heated 
excited  politician,  I'anuoi  he  delinileh'  traced.  l'.\'  sonic  curious  men- 
tal process,  induced  prohahlv  hy  misrepresentation  of  lact,  he  came  to 
consider  the  resignation  of  the  three  councillors  as  a  personal  slight, 
and,  straugel}'  enough  "an  invasion  of  his  prerogative."  He  wrote 
ahusi\e  letters  to  these  gentlemen  ami  pnhlished  extracts  from  theiii 
in   the  newspapers.      He  (hd  not   think   it   heiieath   his  dignit\-  or  an 
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unfair  act.  strikiii";  hclow  tlic  licit  tn  inform  tlic  ('nlMiiial  .'-Secretary 
tliat  IJdwc  was  a  "nicnilicaiit"  ami  "a  pestilent  fellow."  few  will 
den\"  that,  with  full  credit  L;i\cn  for  the  [)ro\-ocation.  .Mr.  llo\vc'.s 
nielhoil  ni  retaliation  Iranscenilcl  the  hounds  (jf  ynud  ta'-te,  if  not 
of  decency. 

While  this  personal  cjuarrcl  hetween  Lord  halkland  and  .Mr. 
Howe  was  in  jirogress  the  jxisition  of  .Mr.  Johnstone  was  a  peculiarly 
unenxiahlc  one.  .\'o  one  knew  helter  than  he  that,  e\cn  under  the 
inchoate  form  of  Kespousihle  (io\erninent  estalili--hed  in  Xo\a  .^cotia, 
the  (io\ernor  was  trespassing  on  his  own  domain  as  hirst  .Mmister. 
"ho  no  one  could  the  attempt  to  connect  political  into  personal  an- 
tai;onism  lia\e  heen  more  indelensihle  and  ohjectionahle.  It  is  incon- 
ceixahle  that  he  did  not  attempt  Ii\'  pri\ate  counsel  and  remonstrance 
to  jiut  the  hrakes  on  Lord  Lalkland's  chariot  as  it  rushed  down  the 
declivities  of  unconstitutional  and  unyeiitlemanly  procediu'e.  His 
want  of  success  must  !ia\e  heen  \cr\'  niorlifyinj.;.  .\s  .Mr.  Howe's 
intemperate  counter-attacks  i;a\e  him  opporlunit\',  he  natnralK'  carried 
the  war  into  .\frica,  not  always  with  notahl}'  satisfactory  results. 
The  picture  ot  a  grave  (  hri.^tian  i;entleman  like  Mr.  Johnstone,  after 
delixeriuL;-  a  stern  repriinan<l  to  the  memher  f<.ir  Ilalifa.x  for  his 
al>usi\e  diatrihes  as^ainst  the  Lieutenant-(^o\  crnor  Iiein,;^  ohliged  to  sit 
and  listen,  while  the  said  memher  drawini;  the  ohiectiouahle  piece  of 
literature  troin  his  pocket,  pfoceedeil  to  read  it,  with  humorous  com- 
mcnt^  inter-persed  hetween  e\ery  \erse,  i.-^  serii.)-coniic  or  pathetic 
according  to  the  point  of  \iew  from  which  it  is  rei^arded. 

I'AI.KI.AXD    LI'.AVKS    .NMIVA    SCOTIA. 

It  was  impossihle  that  Lord  haikland'.-  antics  should  coiuimie 
indelinitely  to  create  disorder  and  hlock  le-islatmn.  Realizing 
seriously  that  matters  were  snnply  going  from  ha<l  to  worse  he  solici- 
ted recall,  and  in  .August,  iS.p),  left  .\o\a  Scotia  for  good.  In  a 
few  monll'.s  he  was  transferred  to  llomliaw  I'.ecause  Lord  Lalkland 
pro\etl  in  tlie  end  to  he  an  incapahle  and  unsuccessful  ( io\ernor,  it 
does  not  follow  that  he  was  hy  willful  inclination  a  had  and  untrust- 
worthy man.  He  was  partly,  no  doulit,  the  \ictim  of  .special  circmn- 
stances,  hut  sullered  chielly  from  the  ojieratiou  of  a  \  icious  .s\stein. 
liecause  he  had  "claims"  as  the  hushand  of  .\melia  h'ilzclarence.  did 
not  gitarantee   fitness    for  governing    Nova   Scotia.     He   was   pitch- 
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forked  into  a  position  for  which  he  had  scarcely  a  (luahlication  except 

his  -o,,d  locks. 

The  Colonial  ollice,  which  1)\'  the  accession  to  [xiwer  of  l.oril  |ohn. 
Russell,  had  heen  placed  uniler  ihe  care  <d'  h'.arl  drey,  a  statesman  of 
l)road  proL;res^i\e  \ie\v>,  acleil  wi>el\'  in  selecting  as  l.(jril  halkland's 
successor,  a  gentleman  of  the  ripe  cnkiuial  exjierience  of  Sir  hilm 
ilar\e\',  who  had  pre\iou^l\-  held  gi  i\  ernor>hiii>  in  Xew  fuundhuHl 
and  New  ^.run^wick.  Sir  |oiin  on  his  arri\al  decided  to  re-e,sl,il>lish 
if  ])ossilile  the  s\'steni  ot  niin-part\-  go\"ernnient.  ihe  alleni])!,  which 
was  fa\ored  hy  neither  Ji  ihnstone  nor  Howe,  pro\ed  a  failure.  The 
hands  on  the  dial  were  not  destined  to  go  liackward.  It  niu>t  he  said, 
tiMi,  that  the  re\er>al  appears  i|uite  out  of  hariuian-  with  h'.arl  (ire\'s 
instruction^  to  Sir  John,  who  had  keen  ad\i-ed  that  henceforlh  the 
(io\ernor,  as  su[irenie  dircctoi'  was  to  he  effaced  in  the  adnnuislraliou 
of  coliinial  atlairs,  when  power  in  a  coliin\-  wa^  transfciaed  frnni  one 
party  to  another,  it  was  to  he  assumed  thai  thi.s  was  the  a(;tion  of  the 
people  thenisehes,  through  the  agenc)  of  their  direct  rejiresentation. 
The  (ioxernnr  was  to  hnld  hiiusclf  independent  of  all  parlies. 

Xothing  pai'ticukar  was  done  at  the  last  session  of  the  .Xsseuihly 
elected  in  1843,  ^-'^-'-'e'pt  the  passage  of  the  .Simultaneous  I'olling,  kSilk 
Tiiat  passed,  the  Hoii'-e  was  i'ead\-  for  its  linal  [)rorogatiou.  'J  he  sum- 
mer was  spent  hy  the  politicians  in  preparing  for  the  ensuing  elections, 
the  date  for  which  was  linally  fixed  at  .\ugust  5,   1S47. 

Some  e\ents  of  importance  here  escaped  notice.  In  January, 
iS4(),  the  long  and  illustrious  career  of  Samuel  (i.  W.  .Xrchih.ild, 
JMasier  of  the  RmIK  and  judge  of  tlie  \ice-Adniiralt\  t'curt,  luid 
reached  its  end.  d"o  the  appi'eciations  of  the  character  and  public 
services  ot  that  distinguished  man  already  contained  in  this  \oliime,  it 
is  not  necessar)'  to  add  a  formal  hiograplu'.  Sohcitor-(  .cneral,  .\t- 
torne)'-(  leneral,  Chief  Justice  for  I'rince  I'.dward  Island,  and  head 
of  the  (.'hancery  and  Admiralt)-  (."ourts  of  No\  a  Scotia,  he  IkuI  in 
these  professional  posts  proved  himself  a  legal  luminar\'  of  the  liist 
liiagnitiide.  -\  menilier  of  the  .\sseinhly  fur  thirty-five  \ears  and  its 
speaker  tor  iifteeii,  he  was  justly  regardc<l  as  the  masieile  and  incur- 
ruptihle  champiiiu  ol  pdpnlar  rights.  .Xeilher  in  fain  ipe  nor  .\merica 
had  Jiiseph  llnwe  cime  in  emitact  with  a  statesman  and  pnhlicist  with 
whom  in  all  the  elements  (d  real  greatness  Samuel  (].  W ■  .Vrchih.dd 
luight  not  he  favurahlv  compared.

The  (ifticL'S  \acatcil  l)y  Mr.  Arcliiliald's  death  were  liUed  li\-  the 
aiipuintnient  ul  the  llmi.  .\lexaii<ler  Stewart.  I'r(lfe:^■^i()llally  and  in 
e\ery  re.sjjeet  .Mr.  .Stewart  was  well  i|ualilie(l  [n  fnlluw  a  Ime  dl  illus- 
trious [iredecessi  irs,  Kohie,  I'airhauks,  and  Arehihald.  The  Xii\a 
Seutia  liar  has  had  few  ahler  nieniliers,  nor  the  -\ssenihl\-  a  mmx' 
eltectixe  ehanipinn  nf  its  riL;hts  when  these  were  threatened  with 
iinasiiin  1j\  Vr^wn  (ir  Cunneil.  In  later  years  his  \  lews  seemed  to 
take  a  nii  ire  ci  inser\  ati\  e  tin^e.  .\s  I'-ul;  as  he  renianied  in  iiiTiie.d 
lite  he  was  a  [mwer  that  had  in  he  reeknned  with.  r<  >  the  \ae.UK'_\' 
in  the  l^.\eenti\e  LHuneil  erealed  liv  -Mr.  Stewart's  elexatiun.

1  )uring  the  summer  dl  184(1  a  speeial  sessidu  of  the  Legislature 
wa.s  held  to  ei insider  the  state  of  alfairs  in  the  Islaml  of  (.'ape  Lretou, 
where  an  a.i:;itation  ha<l  keen  set  on  toot  lookiuL;  to  its  restoration  to  a 
state  i.if  Colonial  inilejiendeuee.  ddie  special  point  on  whicli  the  I'xecu- 
ti\e  desii'ed  the  ad\ice  of  the  repre--entati\es  was  the  propriet\,  or 
necessit\-  of  sending;-  a  deleL;ate  to  Ln^land  to  counter-woik  the 
machinations  of  the  promoters  of  separation.  The  despatches  con- 
nected with  tliks  aliortixe  project  will  lie  found  in  the  .\ppeiidi\.  .\o 
delec;ate  was  sent  on  what  would  ha\e  pro\cd  to  he  a  "fool's  errand." 

(Jne  of  the  memhers  souj^lil  to  take  ad\antaL;e  of  this  special  ses- 
sion to  get  in  a  little  work  for  reform.  The  attempt  was  thwarted 
kv  a  summary  prorogation.

The  Sinmltaneous  1 'oiling-  I'.ill,  anioiit;-  its  i;ood  results,  did  a\\a\- 
with  llie  pr.iliiULjed  uncertainl\'  and  anxiel\-  whieh  had  necessarilv 
follow  eil  llie  old  praetice  of  spreading-  the  eleetions  o\er  a  fortnii^ht 
or    three   weeks.      lAeryone,    e.xeept    [)erha[),s    a    few    of    those    ultra 
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sanguine  people  whu  can  extract  snnheanis  frdui  a  cucumher,  knew 
in  a  few  days  that  the  g'nernnient  was  ilefeated.  Tlie  cn^tmnaiy 
hisliiric  representation  is  that  Air.  jnhnstiuie  was  nut  only  heaten 
hut  CDUipleteh'  rouleil.  This  re[)resentatinn  is  nut  hurne  out  ]<\'  the 
facts.  If  the  gdNennnent  had  retained  the  three  ^eats  in  Hants 
winch  it  lost  l)\'  \'er\-  small  niajdrities,  the  re.^nlt  would  ha\e  heen  a 
tie.  ThiiUL;h  the  uppi  i>ilii  in  had  the  decisive  niaiurit}'  of  si.\  ur  se\"en, 
there  was  uuthini;  <if  the  nature  i)f  a  ruute. 

The  practice  in  haigland  wa.'-  not  then  a.s  well  estahlished  as  it 
has  since  hecnuie,  in  accordance  with  which  a  deleat  at  the  polls  is 
ininiediatelv  follo\VL-(l  hv  the  resi<;-nation  ot  the  j^i  i\  eminent.  -\s  to 
No\-a  Scotia,  Mr.  johnstone"s  was  the  lirst  ,i;o\crnnient  that  e\x'r 
•>vas  defeated  at  the  polls.  So  it  was  decided  to  await  the  meeting 
of  the  Legi>lature  and  go  out  (jf  olilce  li\-  a  regular  proce^-^  ot  parha- 
nientar)'  elimination.  When  the  appointed  time  arri\ed  William 
^'oung■  was  elected  speaker  1)\'  a  \'ole  of  twent\'-eiL;lit  to  t\\enl\'-t\\ d. 
]'',\erv  niemlier  \oted  according  to  his  supposed  political   proclivities. 

ddieii  came  the  expected  want  of  coiitidence  resolution,  which  ha\- 
ing  passed,   the  ( ioxernmewt    resigned. 


l()KM.\TIOX    OF    A    XKW    C;0\1':UN  M  ICNT. 

On  the  resign.ition  of  the  JohnstouL-  government.  Sir  John  Itarvey 
called  on  James  Tiovle  Uniacke  to  suhmit  the  outline  iif  a  new  admin- 
istration. The  names  hnallv  deciiled  on  were  James  B.  Uniacke  f  .Xt- 
torney-Cieneral  ) ,  Joseph  Howe  (  Trovincial  Secretary),  William  F. 
Desllarres  ( .Solicitor-tieiieral),  and  (without  office)  Michael 
Tohin,  Hugh  I'.ell,  James  McXah,  Herlieri  llunlingtou,  L.  (  )'i  . 
l>o\le,  and  ( Icorge  1\.  N'oung.  .Sir  Rupert  1).  I  ieorge,  the  former 
Provincial  Secretare,  was  retired  on  a  pension.  A  measure  ti.ir 
the  reorganization  of  the  higher  ofricial  svslem  of  the  Province  was 
promised  and  soon  introduced.  Its  cousiructioii  and  passage  cou- 
stituteil  the  chief  direct  legislatixe  liusiness  ol  this  opunin^  session. 
It  was  a  highlv  contentious  measure,  as  it  was  claimed  hv  the  (  )ppo- 
sitioii  to  interfere  with  vesteil  rights  and  the  pledL;ed  faith  of  the 
Crown,  in  so  tar  as  the  ("rovvn  was  represented  liv  the  late  Provincial 
k'-xecutive.  ddie  protests  against  the  so-called  "  nepartineiital  P.ilk' 
were  so  energetic  that  the  Imperial  g<iverninent  hekl  liack  its  sanction 
for  a  year.     Ultimately  the  colonial   office  yielded   to   Air.    Howe's 
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logical  [xiint  that  no  functinuarics  had  claims  to  consiik-ratioii  ami 
pciisidii  whd^e  appiiiiunicnl  to  oHicc  pLisldaled  Lurd  jiilni  Uus>cirs 
despatch,  infiirniing  all  cnuncillnr.s  and  heads  uf  dcpaiiniciits  thai 
the\-  were  liahle  to  dismissal  at  the  pleasure  of  the  appointing  power, 
.^amiiel  1'.  l'"airli,-Lnks,  who  had  heen  ap[iointed  I'roNincial  Treasm-er 
in  1S43,  was  ahle  to  >how  that  he  had  accepted  office  011  the  di:-tinct 
pledge  that  he  was  irremo\ahle  except  for  misconduct.  To  this  it 
was  replied — the  Colonial  Secretary  linall}-  admitting  the  contention 
— that  the  act  of  the  late  government  in  making  such  a  [jledge  was  of 
an  nhra  lircs  character.  Wdieii  the  '"Departmenlal  liill"  secured  im- 
perial assent  in  184S.  Mr.  I'airhanks  was  retired  witluntl  [)ensiou ; 
two  new  caliinet  ul'lices  were  created.  Iloii.  janie^  Mc.Xah  wa,-^  ap- 
liuinted  lvecei\er-(  ieneral  and  the  lion,  llerhert  llunlingtou,  Imikiii- 
cial   Secretary. 

SliovtK-  after  the  session  closed,  the  go\ernment,  outside  (jf  the 
limits  of  the  "Departmental  Dill"  exercised  its  rights  of  dismissal  or 
appointment  li\-  issuing  a  new  commission  of  the  peace,  that  is  to  say, 
a  re\  ised  list  of  the  magistracy  for  all  the  counties,  with  a  hrief 
interruplioii  during  the  coalition  jjcriod  when  Mr.  lleiwe  himself 
had  l.ioasted  that  Lord  h'alkland  through  his  intluence  had  ajipointed 
sexeiity  or  eiglit\'  l.ilieral  magistrates,  appointments  tC)  the  county 
heiich  has  from  time  immemorial  proceetled  from  one  direction.  Some 
rectiiicalion  of  this  one-sideiliiess  was  certainly  desirahle  and  neces- 
■;ar\-.  'llie  clianges — adilitioiis  and  suhtractions — were  quite  numer- 
ous, especialh-  in  the  <ilder  counties.  The  opposition  claimed  that 
much  of  tlie  work  of  lioth  deletion  and  enlargement  was  altogether 
indefensihle.  (jood  old  d'or\-  squires  hy  scr.)res  and  hundreds  had  keen 
left  ot'f,  while  quite  as  main-  had  keen  put  on  who  had  nothing  hut 
their  politics  to  recommend  them.  .\t  the  ensuing  se--sion  of  the 
Legislature  the  commission  was  the  piece  dc  resistance  of  the  opposi- 
tion kill  of  fare.  The  lloii'-c,  howe\er,  after  a  full  discussion  of  the 
matter,  decided  that  it  was  "a  wise  and  keneticial  measure  expected 
ky  and  satisfactor\-  to  tlie  people  of  Xova  Scotia." 

k'olitically  history  akounds  in  contradiction-,  ami  .anomalies.  In 
iS:;7  Mr.  I  lowe  pleaded  strongly  for  the  principle  of  an  "kdective" 
('ouncil.  In  iN^o  Mr.  Johnstone,  introduced  in  the  .\ssenikly  a 
form.al  set  of  resolutions  in  support  of  the  same.  In  suppi.rt  of  a 
ho:.,tilc  amendment  to  these  resolutions,  Mr.   I  lowe  dcli\ered  a  speech 
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— wliich  he  called  a  speech  "'in  hiippurt  cif  the  C '(mstiiulioii" — in 
which  he  remarked  that  one  "iniL;hl  iu>t  as  well  alleniiit  tu  stick 
a  cloy's  tail  <iii  a  li(in"s  hack  as  engraft  an  elective  Legislatixe  (  niui- 
cil  1)11  respimsihle  g( j\erninent."  Then,  as  well  as  now,  a  political 
leader's  ui)iniuii  en  an  L^pper  Ih.juse — call  it  Senate,  nr  call  it  l.eL;is- 
lati\e  Council — was  deterniined  hv  circumstances  rather  than  prin- 
ciple>. 

'Idle  hi^tor\'  (^f  the  earlier  ])art  of  the  period  King  hetween  the 
general  election.^  of  1S47  and  1S51  wa^  occupied  with  i|Ue>tions  which 
have  lost  their  interest,  saxe  as  far  as  tlie\-  marked  the  settlement  of 
the  ClJn^titutional  ilisputes  which  agitated  the  l'ro\ince  since  11^37. 
The  formati\e  process  was  at  an  end.

Like  the  agitation  for  resi)onsilile  g(j\ernnient,  now  hap[>ily  (iver, 
the  railroad  fe\er  struck  all  the  liriti^h  Xorth  American  l'ro\ince-^ 
pretty  nearly  simultaneously.  In  Xo\a  Scotia  it  manifested  its  lirst 
SNinptoms  when  in  May,  iSsn,  Air.  Howe  prtppo^ed  to  pledge  the 
prox'incial  re\enue  for  the  entire  cost  of  a  railway  to  Windsor.  It  is 
nut  meant  that  this  was  the  first  suggestion  of  that  [larticnlar  enter- 
I)rise.  It  Could  scarcely  fail  t<i  occtir  to  an\one  who  had  e\en  heard 
of  a  railroad,  and  wIkj  had  noticed  the  geographical  relation  to  one 
another  of  (.helnicto  Hay  and  the  .\\dn  Ki\er.  I\ailwa\-  s\  stents 
were  in  their  infanc\-  in  1835.  \'et  at  that  earl\-  date  Joseph  Ihjwe 
had  mentioned  and  discussed  the  suhject  in  I'hc  Xuva  Sculhtii.  llali- 
fa.x  and  W'imNor  were  too  f.ar  apart  for  the  good  of  either:  "If 
Ilalifax  could  he  hrought  as  near  t(.)  Windsor  as  Mr.  Jeffrey's  farm; 
or  if  WindM)r  with  all  the  shores  of  the  ISasin  (d'  Minas  ;it  its  hack, 
could  he  drawn  as  near  tii  the  capital  as  ]Mr.  h'ultz's  \iciiiit\-,  Itoth 
town  and  c<nintry  would  he  heiielited  to  an  extent  which  no  one  couk 
possibly  calculate."  Then  the  editor  illustrated  the  utility  of  railrijat 
connection:  ".\n  old  wnman  in  Wind>or  nnght  lill  her  haske 
with  vegetahles.  and  coming  down  (ju  the  railroad  reach  Halifax  as 
early  in  the  day  as  the  hlacks  get  here  from  Pre.^ton  with  thei 
berries.  A  hsherm.an  who  found  the  Halifax  market  supplied,  ciaih 
take  the  contents  of  his  tlat  boat  to  Winds(jr  and  return  in  time  to 
row  himself  home  to  h'erguson's  C'o\'e." 

Idiat    was    in    1X33 — the    year    ui    the    famous    libel    suit.       Mr. 
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Howe  is  now  a  statesman,  and.  tliungli  Mr.  Uniacke  was  nominally 
leader,  practically  the  directing  si)irit  of  the  g(i\ernmeiil  <if  .\u\a 
Sciilia.  As  >uch  lie  appears  h>  he  ahnut  tn  gi\e  effect  tu  the  ih'eaiii 
of  his  youth.  lUit  all  of  a  sudden  this  project  of  a  rail\\a\'  In  Wind- 
s(.ir,  though  ratified  h\'  the  House,  was  laiil  aside,  and  remained  for 
four  }'ears  not  on!}-  unaccomplished,  hut  ahsnhitely  uiinnticed.  l)ur- 
ing  the  four  years  in  question  i\lr.  Howe  was  engaged  in  the  ad\(icac\- 
and  pronKition  of  rail\\a\  enterprises  of  much  greater  magnitude  and 
importance  than  tlie  little  line  to  W  iiidMir.  riiough  ali-ohile  failure 
attended  these  efforts,  such  was  the  transcendant  [lOwer  of  his  genius, 
that  these  four  years  are  generally  regarded  l.iy  his  admirers  as  con- 
stituting the  most  hrilliaiit  epoch  of  a  hriJliaiit  career. 

Durham's  raii.k<iad  projixt. 

Lord  Durham's  Intercolonial  railway  was  still  in  the  air.  Its  jiro- 
nuiters  had  )ust  hceii  inlormed  hy  h.arl  td"ey  that  the  British  I'arlia- 
nieiit  could  not  be  de])eiKled  on  to  contrihute  a  [louiid  towards  its 
ceiiistruction.  Simultaneouslv  a  coiu'entioii  was  called  at  rortland, 
]\Iaine.  to  tlexise  steps  for  constructing  a  railroad  from  Halifax  to 
Portland.  At  the  coinention  Uniacke  represented  the  g(j\erniiieiit 
of  Xo\a  Scotia,  and  Johnstone  the  opposition.  Imth  of  course  unohi- 
cialh'.  This  road,  it  was  estimated,  wimld  cost  $iJ,ooo.ooo,  while 
neither  Maine  nor  Portland  could  he  depeiideil  on  for  a  elojlar,  so 
deepl\-  iii\(il\ed  were  they  1)\'  their  pledges  in  connection  with  the 
pro[)osed  roads  to  Ponton  and  Montreal.  Wdieii  the  (k'legate>  from 
Halifax  returned,  the)-  of  course  called,  or  the  mayor  called  for  them 
a  meeting  in  Mason  liall.  at  which  the  situation  was  dul_\-  expkiiiied. 
To  the  great  surjirise  of  e\-eryhody,  Mr.  Howe,  who  did  not  c\en 
occnp\-  a  seat  on  the  [ilatforni,  took  his  [ilace  lieside  the  cliairman, 
and  after  a  lucid  exposition  of  the  conditions  of  the  railroad  proh- 
leiii,  nr  Aed  a  resolutii'ii,  reeonimeiKhng  the  1 'r(.i\incial  I'arliament  tei 
Construct  that  part  of  the  iir(jposed  highway  which  passes  through 
Xo\a  .Seotia,  that  is,  fnnii  H;ilifax  to  the  Xew  Prunswick  frontier. 
This  highway,  \vlien  hnilt,  would  ser\e  as  far  as  Xo\-a  Scotia  is  con- 
cerned as  part  of  the  Durham  road  to  (Juehec.  The  proposal  of 
Mr.  llowe's  was  recei\-e<l  with  hilarious  enthusiasm  hy  the  audience, 
and  the  feeling  communicated  itself  to  all  classes.  Sir  John  llar\e\' 
at  once  put  himself  in  communication  with  Earl  Grey  as  to  whether 
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the  Imperial  i;o\^ernnient  ini^lit  l>e  disposed  to  guarantee  X<i\a  Scotia 
honds  to  the  extent  of  ^4,000,01)0  to  eiialile  her  to  construct  her  ])or- 
tion  of  this  great  international  highway  according  to  the  [iroiiosal 
of  ^Ir.  Howe.  The  rcfily  was  explicitly  negali\e.  I\Ir.  llowe  had 
put  the  go\'ernnient  in  a  somewhat  emharrassing  position.  'Idie 
easiest  road  out  of  the  difficulty  was  to  send  the  Pro\  irtcial  Secrc- 
tarv  himself  to  England.  Perhaps  his  tact  and  ekxjuence  might  secure 
a  re\-ersal  of  the  unfa\'oral)le  decision.  How  Mr.  Ilowe,  e(juipped 
with  a  commendatory  letter  from  Sir  John  Harvey,  proceeiled  to  l''.ng- 
fand ;  how  in  addition  to  personal  inter\ie\\s  with  h'arl  ( irey,  he 
addressed  to  that  nohleman  letters  which  in  hrcadth  id'  \iew,  cog- 
LMicv  of  argnnient.  a])tncss  of  illustration  and  felicil}-  of  st_\'le  take 
first-class  rank  among  stale  papers  of  their  kind;  how  in  order  to 
get  into  touch  with  the  people,  as  distinct  from  the  ruling  class,  he 
accepted  the  hospitalities  of  one  of  the  great  sea-ports  and  delivered 
his  immortal  Southampton  speech;  and  now  at  last  he  telt  him^ell 
enabled  to  write:  "dlie  1  jeutenant-Gtwernor  will  he  gratified  to  per- 
cei\e  that  mv  nfission  has  resulted  in  the  deternfinatiMU  ot  Her 
Majestv's  Government  to  propose  to  Parliament  to  advance  or  guar- 
antee the  funds  which  may  he  required  by  the  three  Xorth  American 
Pro^■inces,  to  make  a  railm.ad  from  Halifax  to  Quebec  ov  ^ilontreal, 
including  a  line  of  connection  across  New  lirunswick  with  the  rail- 
road lines  of  the  United  States";  all  this  is  sufficiently  well  known 
to  the   a\erage   No\'a   Scotian   to   render    fuller   reports   unnecessary, 

WHEN    HOWE    KETrUNEn    TO    HAI.UWX, 

Mushed  with  supposed  victory  r)\  er  formitlable  dilficulties  Mr. 
Howe  returned  to  Halifax  in  .\pril,  rS^i,  to  tind  political  matters  in 
a  state  of  considerable  confusi<in.  Tliroughmu  the  earlier  radway 
period,  the  ship-owning  constituency  of  \'armouth  e\  inced  decide<l 
hostility  to  the  policv  of  plunging  the  I'rovince  in  debt  to  encourage 
a  species  of  locomotion  which  could  be  of  little  ad\antage.  That 
stalwart  ra<lical,  Herbert  Huntington,  shared  this  feeling  and  had 
resigned  hi.-~  seal  in  the  cabinet.  There  had  been  seriou>  dilferences 
of  \iew  as  to  the  ap[)i ointment  of  a  new  iMuancial  Secretary.  John- 
stone had  actually  succeeded  in  gelling  ])a>sei|  a  roolution  in  lavor 
of  an  Plectixe  I'ouncil.  There  were  <>iher  domestic  poliiical  trijubles 
that  need  not  be  mentioned. 
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lie  also  foiiiiil  niiscliief  Incwiiij;  in  liotli  Maine  and  Xcw  ^.^ull^- 
wiek,  of  which  we  shall  hear  later  on.  lUit  ihe  lime  fur  the  election 
is  approachini;.  Mr.  llowe  i-^sue(l  his  manifesto  in  the  form  of  a 
s])eech  in  Masim  Mall.  If  not  one  of  his  t^reatesl  s]ieeches,  it  is  one 
of  his  nio>t  characteristic.  X.j  sign  of  the  \exatiou-  worries  whicli 
encounteied  him  on  his  retniai  were  allowed  to  show  mi  that  llnshed 
and  radiant  countenance,  lie  was  triumphant  self-conlldence  persmii- 
lieil.  h;\  erxthiuj.;-  is  just  a  little,  or  \ery  much,  e.xai^Ljeraled.  d'he 
se\en  millidn  starting;-  "at  the  lowest  interest  at  whicli  mone\  can  lie 
o])tained  in  the  world"  were  alread)'  a\ailalile.  lie  held  in  lii^  liand 
letters  from  two  of  the  leading  hanks  in  London,  each  anxious  to 
open  ar(  account  with  i\'o\  a  Scotia.  Another  capitalist  olTered  to 
"place  one  hundred  thousand  iiounds  at  our  ilis])osal.  'idieri  there 
are  grand  picture>  of  a  consi  ilidated  llritish  Xortli  .\merica,  and  tine 
]irophecies  that  did  not  go  untulliUed.  1  ,am  neilher  a  prophet  nor 
the  s' lU  lii  a  prophet,  luit  1  \entnre  to  predict  that  man\-  in  this  roi.in 
will  li\e  to  hear  the  whistle  of  the  steam-engine  in  the  pa^se.^  (jf  the 
R(jck\-  .Monni.aius  and  to  make  the  journe\'  frnm  ll.alifax  to  tlie  I'acilic 
in  fue  or  six  days." 

P)efore  the  elections  came  ofi',  Air.  Howe  \isited  .St.  John,  l<"re<l- 
cricton,  (juehec,  Montreal,  Toronto,  and  other  centres  in  the  I'mxince-, 
west  of  \'o\a  Scotia,  receiving  addresses,  deli\ering  speeches,  and 
enjoying  han(|uets  w]iere\er  he  went.  (  )n  hi^  return  he  decided  to 
win  a  couple  of  seats  from  the  enemy  hy  withdrawing  from  llalifa.x 
and  acceptmg  a  ndinination  for  C'un.iherland.  .Stephen  h\iIton,  who 
had  sat  for  the  latter  constituency  for  eight  or  ten  _\ears,  accepting 
Mr.  Howe's  railway  policy  became  his  colleague,  d'hc}'  were  elected 
hy  acclamation.

On  tlie  other 
hand,  rictmi,  Lnnenl)ur,i;",  and  Hants,  with  the  e.xception  of  one  seat 
in  the  latter,  had  L;one  (i\er  In  the  i)i)i)0>ili(in.  The  !;n\LTnnient  was 
alsii  weakeiieil  hv  the  attitude  ot  the  extreme  \\'e>t  towai'ds  it>  rail- 
way [julie)-. 

FCirniKK    KAILKO.VI)    DISCl'SSION. 

The  new  Iliiuse  met  in  X<Aem]ier,  in  urder  [<>  take  lurmal  action 
on  the  projected  scheme  of  inter-pri  i\  iucial  railroad  cou^tnictiun. 
The  opening  speech  of  the  l,ieutenaut'(  iii\erniir  repre.^emed  that  the 
oiitlonk  for  this  [)r(.)jeci  "of  estalilishini;'  rail\\a\-  commmiu'atKjn 
i)et\\een  the  suuthern  ^eahuard  of  Nova  Scotia  and  the  Si.  Law- 
rence, with  a  hranch  line  to  Cdimect  the  main  trunk  with  tlie  railwa\' 
system^  uf  the  L'nited  .'^tate^"  was  \ery  eiict  luraj^iiiL;',  (  aiiada  li.id 
\oteil  sixteen  millii)n  (k'Hars  fur  her  pdrtimi  (if  the  mam  line,  .\'e\v 
Pirunswick's  ratilicatum  .awaiteil  that  nf  .\n\a  Scniia.  ddie  hiHs  pledg- 
ing- X(i\-a  Sciitia  tn  the  cnn^trnctinn  of  her  lerritdrial  propdrlKni  nf 
the  trunk  line,  and  al^o  of  thirty  miles  beyontl  the  New  Uriin-w  ick 
frontier,  passed  h)-  triumphant  majorities — 33  to  17.  It  had  heeii 
cii)hered  <iut  that  the  huikliny  of  the  trunk  line  wnuld  lead  to  an 
eiKirniuus  inllux  of  permanent  settlers — large  eiiDUgh  lu  imlirccll)- 
reduce  the  ccst  of  the  luad  to  a  nullity, — so  that  there  is  real  pathos 
in  the  record  that  ".Mr.  Ihwve  called  the  attention  of  the  lloii^e  to 
the  importance  of  sur\e\-ing  and  preparing  the  (rown  lands  for  the 
occupation  of  settlers  who  might,  hy  the  cun.^tructiou  uf  our  puhlic 
works,  he  attracted  into  the  country." 

The  se^.sion  ha\iiig"  hceii  called  for  a  .special  purpose  lasted  Imt  a 
few  wcek.s.  .\d\antage  was  taken  of  it  to  pay  a  tribute  of  respect 
to  the  niemorv  of  the  recently  deceased  llerhcrt  I  I  uiuiiiglon,  a  man 
of  "plain  manners,  enduring  \irtnes  and  unheniling  iiitegrit\-."'  Called 
to  he  (ioNcriior  o\er  three  l'ro\inces,  .Sir  John  llar\e\  ne\er  "closed 
a  legislati\e  session  with  more  priile  aiul  satisfaction"  than  the  one 
in  which  Xowa  Scotia  hravely  assumed  the  task  of  huilding,  at  a 
time  when  there  were  onl_\-  a  few  thousand  miles  ol  railwa)'  in  opera- 
tion on  tlio  whole  .\merican  t'ontineiit,  a  line  ol  two  lumdied  miles, 
thirt\   of  which  were  in  another  I'rmince. 

'Ihe  hright  prospects  soon  began  to  cloud  o\er.      Xew   Ih-uiiswick' 

'In  .1  |a..  li,-  Iril.ulL-  in  lln^  Nnvi  .Scntiaii,  wiilt.  n  l.y  Mr,  l^.^vl•,  tlii.s  slurdv  np- 
ImiM.  1-  111  iMipiil,,!-  ii;;lil.s.  i.s  .aiiUT.iUwl.v  ilr.si-nat.-il  •■|i..ii..-M,  Ihmii.  .s|,nii  II.iIk'iI  Hunt- 
ington." 
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made  her  ratiiicatinn  contingent  on  the  abandonment  of  the  Ivuhinson, 
or  Xortli  Shore,  rente  to  Oueliec,  in  favor  of  one  l)y  the  St.  jolm 
\'alley.  Xo\a  Scotia  consentetl  to  tliis  \ery  rehictantly.  llincks 
of  Canada  and  Chadler  of  New  Brnnswick  visited  Engkuid  to 
olttain,  if  pos.^ilile.  Imperial  absent  to  thi.s  change  of  naiie.  Mr. 
Howe  deciinetl  to  accompan)'  them,  lie  was  opp' '-ed  to  the  change, 
but  if  the  Colonial  office  a[)proved,  he  would  not  imperil  the  whole 
project  by  refusing  to  accept  it. 

When  the  Xo\'a  Scotia  Legislature  met  in  regular  session  in  the 
wiiUer  (if  1S5J,  the  \aliditv  of  the  election  of  Howe  and  k'nlton  for 
Cumberland  was  called  in  (jne.-tion  on  a  technicality.  While  a  com- 
mittee Avas  wrestling  with  the  problem,  H(.)we  found  time  to  prepare 
and  deli\er  a  most  elaborate  speech  against  another  of  Mr.  J(jlin- 
stone's  motions  in  fa\dr  of  an  Klecti\e  Legiskiti\'e  (  Vjuncil.  lly  this 
time  he  had  come  to  entertain  a  decidedly  fa\(.)rable  opinion  of  Crown- 
nominated  Upper    1  louses. 

The  electiiiu  connnittee  to  which  the  petition  fn>m  Cumberland 
had  been  referred,  br(jught  in  a  re[)ort  unseating  Messrs.  Howe  and 
Fulton  on  account  of  some  irregular  action  on  the  part  of  the  sherilf. 
The}'  were  re-elected  by  substantial  ma j<jritie--.  Some  despatches 
came  announcing  that  the  imperial  guarantee  wnnld  be  withheld  if 
the  line  by  St.  Jtjhn  was  atlopted.  To  make  the  failure  of  the  scheme 
absohitely  complete,  it  was  announced  that  I'.arl  ( ire_\'s  prMniiscil 
guarantee  was  ne\er  inteiiiled  to  include  the  "I'drtland  dranch,"  but 
was  strictly  limited  "to  the  main  trunk  line  troni  llablax  to  (jnebec." 
The  imputation  that  he  had  either  stupidiv  misunderstood,  or  wil- 
fully misrepresented.  Earl  Cirey's  pn.unise  con\e_\ed  in  a  leltei-  from 
his  secretary,  Mr.  Hanes,  stung  ]\lr.  Howe  tu  the  (|uick.  ()f  mi.^- 
rei)resentation  there  certainl\-  had  been  mine.  If  the  1  lanes  letter 
w'as  somewhat  ambiguous,  ^Ir.  Howe  had  written  letters  almost  with- 
o(it  number  to  Lord  (ire)',  in  \vhich  his  own  interpretation  of  the 
scope  of  the  guarantee  was  fully  expressed.  These  letters  had  lieen 
acknowledged,  without  any  connection  of  what,  if  the  present  charge 
a<:>.inst  him  is  well  toimded,  Larl  Crev  must  ha\e  cnn-idered  a  funda- 
mental mi,-.inter[iretatiiin. 

One  thing  is  clear.  The  ])roblem  of  railroad  Iniilding  for  Nova 
Scotia  is  greatly  simiilifieil.  Canada  and  X'ew  P.mnswick  have  gone 
their  own  w.avs.      She  will  now   rigidly  attend  to  her  own  concerns. 
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At  this  juncture  Sir  John  I  hir\i;y — a  model  Tolonial  (iovcrnor — 
suddcnh'  ])asscd  a\\a_\'.  llis  successor,  Sir  (ias]iard  de  Mardant.  was 
sworn  in  on  Au,mist  5,  ]S^j.  The  go\ernnient  at  once  I'eh  hack  on 
the  pohcy,  which  in  1850,  had  liecn  suspended  in  ta\or  ol  a  wider 
one  with  i^rand  continental  possihilities.  i'ro\incial  roads,  east  and 
west,  were  to  he  constructed  as  puhlic  works.  I 'ontract^.  suhject 
to  sanction  hy  the  Le.L;islature.  were  called  for.  d'ender^  soon  came 
in,  and  Air.  llowe  went  to  l'"ni;iand  to  ascertain  the  character  and 
standin<;"  of  the  tenderers,  and  in(|uire(.l  into  the  nione\-  market  as  well. 

The  session  of  1853  did  nothing'  except  clear  the  ;;ronnd  lor 
future  operation.  I'anada  and  Xew  llrun>\\ick  had  connnnted  the 
coii>tructicin  ol  their  railwa\s  to  the  great  [ack^on  Inin,  which  ga\c 
many  rciseate  assurances  to  A'cn'a  Scotia  ot  their  al)ilit\-  to  ser\e  her 
elfectixely  in  the  same  way.  Mr.  Johnstone  favored  the  acceptance 
of  lackson's  offers  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  anti-rail\va\'  .--cclion 
of  the  1  louse  produced  an  ahsolute  dead-li.Tck.  The  go\ernment  with- 
drew its  hills,  suhstituling  what  was  called  a  "hacilitx"  hdl,  maknig 
it  i)os,sihle  for  au)'  who  might  cIkjosc  to  surve\'  the  held  and  ^ulimit 
tentlers.  Mr.  Jackson  soon  got  into  trcjuhle  in  Xew  linniswick. 
When  the  Legislature  met  in  1834.  the  Coast  in  Xo\a  Scotia  was 
perfeclU'  clear.  The  ( io\  eiannent's  l\ail\va\-  polic\'  was  deliniteh' 
announced.  d  he  following  lines  were  to  he  constructed  as  puhlic 
u'orks  out  of  puhlic  finids  :  (  i  )  a  trunk  line  to  I'ictoti;  (2)  a  west- 
war<l  line  to  1  *ighy  \'ia  Windsor;  {3)  a  line  from  druro  to  the  Xew 
I'irunswick  Imundary.  Six  conimissioiiei's  appi'iiUcd  h\  the  go\- 
erniuent  were  to  super\-ise  the  construction  of  these  roads,  the  total 
mileage  of  which  was  nearl\'  douhle  that  for  which  .Xo\a  .Scotia 
Would  ha\e  heen  respousihle  under  k'arl  ( ire\'s  guaraiUee.  When 
the  l'ro\iuces  were  confederateil  in  1807,  the  part  o|  this  program 
actuall\-  carried  out  included  simph'  lines  from  Halifax  to  Windsor 
towards  the  west,  and  to  j'iclou  to  the  northeast, — less  than  (niedi.df 
of  the  whole.  \et  no  small  achie\eiucnt  tor  so  sm.dl  a  l'ro\ince  as 
Nova  Scoti.a  in  thirteen  _\-e,ars. 

Deserted  I)\'  .Mr.  Wilkins  and  other  prominent  suppoi'ters,  Mr. 
l(jhnstouf  could  only  make  a  show  of  opposition  to  the  go\ernment 
measures  providing  for  the  carrying  out  (;f  the  aho\e  plan,  in  the 
spring  ni  1854,  the  go\ernment  was  reorganized.      Mr.  Howe  retired, 
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to  become  chairman  of  the  Raihvay  lloaixl.  Mr.  \'niniij;-  hecaiiie 
Attorney-General  and  leader  uf  the  adniini^tratiuii.  Mr,  Wilkin^, 
transferring  his  political  allegiance  to  the  Liberals,  was  sworn  in 
as  Provincial  Secretarv. 

Railway  legislation  had  not  coni])letely  ninn<:)polized  attention  dnr- 
ing  the  session  of  1854.  Other  important  matters  were  con>idered. 
and  some  nutahle  speeches  deli\ered.  Mr.  johii.^tone  introdnced  a 
resolutii'n.  supported  li\-  elahorate  argument,  in  ta\or  of  the  con- 
federation of  the  llritish  Xorth  American  Pro\inces.  Mr.  John- 
stoneV  speech  was  di^tincth-  n(jn-Contro\  er>al,  marked  h\'  a  ^^tates- 
maulike  Itreailth  ot  \  iew  anil,  es|]ecialh-  when  reail  in  the  light  of 
suhseiiuent  events.  1)\-  a  remarkahle  accurac\'  of  fore^ight.  Instead 
of  attempting  a  formal  reph',  Mr.  Ilowc  emhraced  the  opportunity 
of  deli\ering  one  of  the  most  di;icursi\e,  hrilliant,  and  famous  of 
his  parlianientarv  orations,  that  on  "the  organization  of  the  l-hn|)ire." 
To  thi.^  period,  too,  belongs  his  less  highly  rated  ^peech  on  the  ".Maine 
I^egislation." 

THE    RECII'UOCITY   TREATY. 

In  the  autumn  of  1854  a  special  session  was  held  to  secure  the 
necessar\-  ratification  li\  the  Legislature  of  the  Reciprocil\-  Treat v 
recenth'  negotiated  between  the  L'nited  States  and  (ireat  Lritain. 
respecting  the  free  use  of  the  inshore  lishing  groun<L,  and  the  free 
interchange  of  raw  proilucts,  between  the  L'nited  Slates  and  the 
British  American  cokjnies  for  a  pericul  of  ten  \ears.  Ihe  reipiired 
ratification  was  easily  enough  secured,  but  precious  little  enthu-.iasm 
characterized  the  transactiou.  Keen  resentment  w.a.s  lelt  b\'  manv 
members  o\er  an  assumetl  slight  Ui  Xo\'a  Scotia,  dhe  Lro\ince, 
luilike  the  others,  had  not  represented,  or  in  any  way  consulted,  in 
the  preliminary  conferences  at  Washington.  Still  fartlier,  the  sup- 
posed loss  accruing  from  the  access  of  .\merican  fisherman  to  our 
C(.)astal  waters  was,  in  adxance  of  actual  e.xperiment,  somewhat  exag- 
gerateil,  while  the  ]iositi\e  aih'antages  arising  from  free  access  of  our 
l)roducts  to  the  l'nited  States  markets,  corresjii  iiidingly  depreciated. 
It  may  be  admitted  that  prior  to  the  breaking  out  of  the  .\merican 
Ci\il  War  in  1S61,  the  balance  fd  gain  to  the  Proxinces  was  not  \ery 
signiticant. 

The  Parliamentary  session  of  1S55  seems  to  have  been  a  barren 
one.      Mr.   Howe  was  for  the  most  [lart  alisent   from  his  seat,     ddie 
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general  conduct  of  affairs  liad  pa'ssed  intu  utlier  hands.  P.esides,  a 
special  matter  to  he  referred  tcj  hrielly  in  a  suh>ei|uent  paragraph 
withdrew  him  from  the  I'nnince  fur  the  latter  p.irl  '^f  the  session. 
l'"ur  Slime  reasun  his  friends  dissohed  the  House  during-  his 
alisence,  and  he  had  lo  hurry  hack  in  order  to  reach  (umherland  liy 
election  day.  lloth  himself  and  his  late  colleaL;"ue,  Mr.  h'ulton,  were 
decisi\ely  (.lefealed  at   the  imll.-..      'I'his  was  in   Ma\",    1S53.

.\  j^lanee  at  the  al>(i\e  list  when  eomi)iled  from  the  returns  was 
suftieient  to  show  that  the  Yi.iuul:;  go\ernmeut  had  been  han(L(jmely 
sustained.  Its  friends  of  course  regretted  tleei)ly  the  e.xceptii  mal 
defeat  in  Cuml)erland.  Those  uf  them  personally  attached  to  Mr. 
Howe's  fortuuL-s  consoled  theuisehes  with  the  rellection  that  on  ihe 
assumpti(jn  that  the  athninistration  stood  for  the  principles  of  the 
ilefeated  statesman,  those  principles,  the  Province  u\er,  had  recei\ed 
their  uKjst  emi)hatic  entlorsement  since  the  general  election  of  1S40. 
The  Con^er\■ati\■e  was  in  too  moribund  a  condition  to  reduce  the  sig- 
nihcance  for  it  of  the  Cumberland  election. 

To  the  end  of  his  days,  with  temporary  obscurations,  Joseph 
Howe  remained  a  conspicuous  figure  in  the  [jublic  life  of  Xi:)\a  Sco- 
tia. Still  there  is  some  ground  for  the  distinction  which  nianv  writers 
ha\e  drawn  between  the  earlier  and  later  peri(.)ds  of  .Mr.  Howe's 
career,  with  the  di\isi(jn  roughlv  hxed  at  the  points  now  reached. 
I'Aenls  which  tended  to  weaken  his  masterful  hold  on  [)ubhc  conli- 
deuce  beg.iu  to  follow  one  another. 

I-'OIUCIGN   ILNI.IST.MEXT  ACT. 

In  the  winter  uf  1854-5,  the  llritish  Parliament  passed  the  lM)reign 
Enlistment  Act.     The  object  of   this  crazy   measure  was  to   ena])le 
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luit;l;uul  to  replenish  lier  Crimean  army  b\'  recruits  tlrawn  frmn  tlic 
llidUsanils  ot  ISriliNli  suhjecls  temporarily  snjourniuL;,  or  e\eu  dunn- 
eileil,  in  neutral  states.  Attention  was  drawn  to  the  rich  pus^ihilities 
in  that  direction  furnished  hy  the  crowded  cities  of  the  American 
Uniun,  where  the  times  were  hard  and  the  demand  tur  lahur  slit^ht. 
The  formal  enlistment  of  emiijrants  in  Xew  \ Drk  and  iioston,  \\lii> 
preferred  the  (jueen's  shilliuL;-  "to  star\ation  nni.'-l  of  coui'se  take 
jilace  in  the  (jueen's  realm."  The  prohlem  was  how  to  L;ct  them 
there,  jircuided  the  reports  which  had  reacheil  the  nhnistr_\-  rei;ardmi; 
their  numher  and  inclination  proved  well  founded.  Su'  ( ia^pard  I.e 
Marchant.  the  (io\ernor  of  Xo\a  Scotia,  was  instructed  to  estalili.sh 
a  recruiting;  depot  at  Halifax,  and  select  a  suitable  av,ent  to  obtain 
supplies  for  it  in  the  crowded  cities  of  the  Lhnteil  States.  Under 
presstu'c  from  Sir  (laspard,  or  inspired  by  a  patriotic  desire  to  sa\e 
his  countr\-,  ]\lr.  HUwe  put  his  yrand  reputation  to  risk  by  under- 
taking; this  [)ahr\'  secret  service  mission.  I'uU  we  nuist  not  judi^e 
him  harshh'.  .\  p.atriot  alwa^-s,  he  also  cherished  an  inteuseh-  strouj.;- 
desire  to  connect  Jiimself  with  the  Imperial  ser\  ice  of  (ireat  Hritain, 
as  is  shown  by  pers<inal  a])i)eals  to  four  successixe  I'rime  Ministers 
or  Colonial  Secretaries.  The  Lieutenant-Goxeruor  was  now  ap[jeal- 
int;  to  him  in  the  name  of  Her  Majesty.  When  in  the  L'nited  States 
he  Would  be  closeted  C(jntidenlly  with  Sir  John  I  r.impton,  the  Hritish 
Minister  at  \\'ashini;ton.  li  the  enterprise  succeeds,  what  ma\-  it  not 
lead  to?  t)f  course  these  were  dani;ers  and  pit-falls.  'Idle  Lnited 
States  stand  \ery  jealously  and  scrupulously  on  their  so\ereii;n  rights. 
Mr.  Howe  has  himself  told  us  how  fully  he  took  in  this  \iew  of 
the  subject,  antl  also  how  he  reasoned  that  the  cabinet  and  I'arlia- 
meiit  which  had  broUL^ht  into  effect  the  l"oreiL;n  khilistnient  Act 
would  surely  st.and  b_v  the  humble  subject  who  was  chosen  to  execute 
its  pro\isions.  So  he  <;-irded  hinrself  for  the  task.  A  schooner-load 
or  two  of  nondescripts  were  shipped  from  lloston  for  llalif.ix, 
described  in  the  xessel's  manifest  as  "na\'\ies  to  wdrk  on  the  \o\a 
Scotia  railway."  lint  the  general  result  was  most  (lisa]ipointinL;.  His 
bio<;raphy  related  the  stor}- :  "Durint;-  the  two  moiulis,  March  and 
April,  that  he  siienl  in  the  United  States,  he  had  to  communicate  with 
a  score  of  pers<ins,  whose  names  had  been  ,t,u'\en  to  him,  and  many 
of  whom  turned  out  to  be  reckless  a<l\  enturers,  utterl\-  dexnid  of 
principle.  He  had  to  test  their  resources,  to  penetr.ile  their  desii4ns, 
t(;  estimate   their  character,   and   not   unfre(iuentl\'   to   lliiii;   them   olT 
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and  run  tlie  risk  of  treachery  an<l  hostilit)',  when  lie  Irnl  ])ri/\e(l  or 
hnsi)ecte(l  that  the}'  were  worlliless.  lie  had  to  do  this  Tr///(  tlir 
nciilralilv  htzcs  in  his  front,  and  Rll^sian  assents  and  sN-nipathizers 
all  around  him."  L'nder  these  conditions  the  (jualities  of  "pnulence, 
sa!:;acit\',  and  moral  courage"  were  certainl}-  called  in  re(|tii--ition,  hut 
aL;ainst  "the  powers  that  he"  they  were  of  no  a\ail.  The  .\ttorney- 
Tieneral  of  the  I'nited  States  declared  that  the  work  in  which  Sir 
John  I'rampton  and  .Mr.  Ilowe  were  en^a^ed  was  "an  act  of  nsui'iia- 
tion  against  the  se\ereiL;ii  rights  of  the  L'nited  States."  Idle  cal)inet  at 
Washiiij^toii  demanded  Sir  John  (/rainpton's  recall,  ddie  law  otiicers 
issued  warrant.-^  for  the  arrest  of  Mr.  Ilowe  and  his  secretary,  d  he 
secretary  was  cani;lit,  tried,  ami  acijuitted.  Mr.  Ilowe  'detl  the  coun- 
try, without  the  authorities — howe\er  well  disposed  to  ha\e  done  so — 
heinj.;  ahle  to  pro\e  a,t;ainst  him  an\'  \iolati<in  of  law."  (  )ne  sequel 
of  this  curious  and  altooether  remarkahle  alTair  involves  the  name 
f)f  W.  I''..  ( iladstoiie.  Wdien  Sir  John  ( 'ramptoii's  recall,  or  dismissal, 
came  up  for  discussion  in  the  House  of  ((Jinmoiis,  that  slatesiium 
went  so  far  as  to  state  that  "the  conduct  c  d"  Sir  John  and  .Mr.  Ilowe 
was  an  intentional  \iidation  ot  the  inunicipal  law  oi  the  I'nitetl 
States."  Ilowe  liked  nothing  hetter  than  writing  letters,  so  he  pro- 
ceeded to  dash  off  (iiie  of  iiearh'  tweiU\ -thousruid  words,  formallv, 
to  Correct  Air.  (lladstoiie's  opinion  on  the  legal  aspect  of  the  (|Ues- 
tion,  realh',  in  connection  with  much  miscellaneous  matter,  to  acK'o- 
cate  "the  polic\-  of  open  depots  for  enlistment  at  all  coiuenient  jioints 
along  the  X'ortli  .\mericaii  frontier."  (  )n  one  point  he  had  .Mr. 
(da<lstoiie  at  ;i  decided  disaih  aiitage.  Mr.  (il.adstone  was  a  nieniher 
of  the  cahiiiet  and  rarliainent  which  framed  aiul  passed  the  I'oreigii 
h^nlistment  .\ct,  and  haiidsomel\-  ackiiow  ledgeil  that  the  primar}' 
fault  lay  with  the  authorities  of  that  statute,  rather  than  the  agents 
employed  U>  carry  out  its  pru\isions.

Mr.  Howe  was  without  a  seat  in  the  .\ssemhly  during  the  session 
of  1856.  Nothing  of  much  importance  is  on  record  to  the  credit  (jf 
that  session,  though  that  a  new  vitalising  inlluence  had  heeii  infused 
into  the  Opposition  h\-  its  accession  from  (.'nmherlaiid  was  generally 
recognized  is  clearly  enough  indicated  in  the  rep(.)rts  which  lia\e  come 
(low  11  to  US.     .\s  soon  as  the  session  ended,  a  reconstruction  of  the 
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Provincial  Executive  took  place.  Mr.  Wilkins  was  carried  to  the 
Supreme  I'uurt  heiich,  to  take  the  seat  vacated  by  the  resii;natioii  of 
Judge  liliss;  W.  A.  Henry  nf  .\ntii;(inish  succeeded  Mr.  Wilkin:,  as 
Provincial  Secretary;  while  Air.  .\danis  G.  Archihald  id'  I'ulchester 
followeil  Air.  Henry  as  Sijlicitijr-( ieneral. 

l'"ijr  a  man  of  .Mr.  Howe's  temperament,  endowments,  and  amhi- 
tions  the  chairmanshii)  of  a  Hoard  of  i^ailwa)'  Commissioners  chari;ed 
with  the  construction  of  a  hundred  miles  of  track,  was  a  \er\'  limited 
fiekl  of  ellort,  and  withal  unconi;enial  too.  After  a  niortifvin;;'  fail- 
ure in  the  forei,i.;n  enlistment  husiness,  his  clan<lestine  tliL;ht  from  .\ew 
^'ork  was  innnediately  lollowetl  liy  a  stunning  [jolitical  ijefeat  in 
Cumberland.     He  was  nervous,  iiritable,  and  disconienied. 

It  so  happened  that  the  people  who  ,<;a\e  him  most  troulile  when 
prusecutini;  the  recruiting  btisiness  in  the  Lhu'ted  States  were  Irish- 
men, ddie  rccruds — or  nav\ies — who  had  actnallv  come  to  llalifa.x, 
belonf;-ed  mostly  to  the  same  nationalit)'.  d'hat  h;i\  in;.;  come,  thev 
c\-inccd  no  L;reat  desire  to  carr_v  out  what  -Mr.  Howe  rei;anled  as 
the  understanding.;"  when  Sir  Ji.ihn  ('rami)lon  ad\anced  mone\-  for 
their  passa^^e,  he  belie\ed,  or  assumed,  to  be  due  to  the  machinations 
of  some  Irishmen  in  Halifax.  Altogether,  his  nerxous  or^amsm  was 
in  such  a  state  that  any  Irish  irritant  fnun  the  same  tjuarter  was  siu'e 
to  produce  tmpleasant  consequences. 

Tiir:  c;oi;kt.ev  shanty  iNCioiiNT. 

The  work  of  track-construction  on  the  Nova  Scotia  Railway  had 
reached  the  Shubenacadie  just  beyond  Crand  Hake.  Indeed  it  had 
progressed  a  little  farther.  "Gourley's  Shanty,"  the  scene  of  the  un- 
happy incident  about  to  be  related,  was  located  a  little  l)eyond  Jinlield. 
Of  the  na\vies  engaged  in  construction  work,  some  were  Protetsants 
of  the  ordinary  mixed  Xo\'a  Scotia  stock,  others  .Irish  Catholics. 
Iixcept  in  wurking  hours,  racial  and  religious  consitleration  led  to  a 
separate  groiipmg.  "Gourley's  Shanty"  was  a  Protestant  estalilish- 
ment.  Whether  there  had  been  religious  disputes  and  altercations  in 
advance  of  what  happened  on  Corpus  Cliristi  day,  w-e  are  not  in- 
formed. Hut  on  that  da\-,  some  demon  of  discord  impelled  Pr<itest- 
ants  to  jeer  in  a  peculiarly  offensive  rmd  objectionable  manner  with  the 
most  august  and  sacred  article  of  the  Pomaii  Catholic  faith.  Instead 
of  contining  their  in.lignation  to  \-erbal  remonstrance  the  Irish- 
men  tlew  to  cudgels,  antl  in  their  attack  on  Gourley's   Shanty   shed 
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bluud,  ami  came  alanningly  near  actual  homicide,  lie  lore  the  riotous 
attack  was  quelled,  per.sonal  injuries  were  indicted,  the  mark,-^  of 
which  the  \  ictinis  l>ore  to  their  s^rases.  Theie  is  noihing  in  this 
unfortunate  incident  impurtant  enoUL^h  to  require  it  to  he  noticed  in 
these  pages,  nor  do  the  relative  demerits  of  the  parties  to  it  reipiire 
discussion.  It  le(k  h'i\\e\er.  In  mure  imixjrtant  Consequences.  Within 
a  day  or  twi;  there  aijpeared  a  letter  in  uiie  of  the  llalifa.x  papers, 
o\er  the  signature  of  Joseph  llowe,  than  which  few  letters  pnlilished 
in  eiur  provincial  press  ever  produced  a  greater  sensation.  It  was 
in  effect  an  api)eal  to  the  Protestants  of  No\a  Scutia  to  mass  them- 
selves in  close  array  to  resist  the  aggressions  of  the  ('atlmlic  (  hurch. 
It  asserted — and  the  assertion  could  not  ha\e  keen  made  in  terms 
more  rexolting  to  Roman  Catholics,  learnetl  and  unlearned  alike — the 
right  of  I'rotestants  to  puhlicl}'  express  thenibeK'es  in  \\hate\er  lan- 
guage they  chose  regarding  the  mysteries  of  faith  as  held  h\-  the 
t  hurch  of  Uome.  The  corresponding  right  of  Ivoman  Catholics  to 
akase  the  religion  of  those  I'rotestant  neighliors  was  of  course  ad- 
mitted, hut  so  mildly  as  to  suggest  that  after  all  Protestantism  neither 
in  faith  or  practice  presented  anv  vulnerakle  pnints.  Mr.  Ikiwe  was 
chairman  of  the  Railway  T.ijard.  Had  he  in  that  capacit\'  addressed 
a  missive  to  the  workmen  along  tke  line  that  tluw  must  repair  from 
aniinadxersion.  on  the  religion  of  their  felk  iw-wnrkmen.  and  that, 
if  so  prox'oked,  the\-  must  refrain  fnun  |)h\sical  retaliatidU,  e\er\- 
reasonal)le  man  in  Xowa  Scotia,  would  ha\e  approved  of  hi<  course. 
What  was  rightly  ohjected  to  was  the  attempt  Id  found  on  the  (lour- 
ley  Shanty  incident  proof  of  a  Koman  (  alholic  determination  to  ride 
rough  slioil  over  the  rights  of  all  other  creeds,  and  tloininate  Nova 
Scotia.  (  )ne  circumstance  surelv  should  ha\'e  given  pause  to  Mr. 
Howe's  crusade,  before  hasty  invitation  had  developed  into  a  settled 
purpose,  which,  perhaps  more  than  any  other  cause,  had  contrikutcd 
to  his  obtaining  and  relaim'ng  power?  Plainly,  the  steadv  sujiport  of 
the  Roman  (  atholic  electorate,  was  given  without  stint  or  qu.'ilifica- 
tions.  l^verv  Roman  Catholic  member  in  the  .\ssemlilv  was  a  Piberal, 
and  so  it  had  been  in  every  jirexious  Assembly  .since  the  modern  ;ilign- 
ment  of  parties  began.  At  every  general  election  since  1840,  with 
the  i)ossible  exception  of  the  last  one,  ~Sh.  Johnstone  had  jJoUed  a 
decided  majority  of  the  Protestant  elections.  And  wdiat  was  granted 
in   return    for   this   unflinching   support?     A   couple    of    seats    in   the 
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cril)inct,  and  durinj;  the  iicriod  of  Mr.  iluwc's  Mipremai.-y  from  1H47 
to  1N33.  Imt  a  ^iii^le  occupant  of  a  .^alaricd  niinistrial  dilicc,  and  that 
one  a  Lc<^islati\  c  cnuncillor  in  a  minor  [Kj^itinn.  .Struck  thi^  uncx- 
[iccted  lilow,  the  Roman  Cathohc  [jriestliood  and  lait\-  mi_i;hi  well 
exclaim,  "/;/  /;/.  Bnitc!" 

When  the  Lei^islalixe  ses.sion  of  1S57  (ipened,  Mr.  Ilowe  had 
re.^umed  his  seat  in  the  I.ei;islature  again.  lie  had  hcen  elected  to 
till  the  \acanc\-  in  the  representation  of  \\'indM)r  cau^etl  h)'  the  ele- 
x'atiim  of  .Mr.  W'ilkins  to  the  hench.  It  may  he  mentinned  incidentallv 
that  Ju<lge  Wilkin's  fir^-t  judicial  appearance  in  his  natue  tnwn  dc- 
curred  a  few  nidUths  after  his  appointment  to  the  licnch,  and  that 
the  chief  e\ent  of  that  iiarticular  sitting  uf  the  duirt  was  the  trials 
of  the  (iourley  Shanty  rioters.' 

Mr.  Johuvtune  was  ready  to  attack  the  Government  with  a  iWnit 
of  Confulcncc  Matiini.  Before  it  had  hcen  acluallv  suhmilted  for 
discussion,  the  go\crnment,  m-  cabinet,  hegan  to  disintegrate,  ddie 
resignation  of  Michael  I'oliin,  a  prominent  Halifax  (  adinhc,  was  fol- 
lowed h_\-  that  of  the  I'roxincial  Secretary,  Mr.  llenrw  who  re[)re- 
sented  a  covuity  (  Sydney,  now  Antigoiiish  )  largely  peopled  h\-  KdUian 
Catholics.  When  the  "Want  of  Confidence  Motion"  came  to  a  \iite 
all  the  Roman  I'atholic  memhers,  together  with  Mr.  Ilenr\-  and 
John  L'.  Wade,  M.  P.  1'.  for  k)igl>y,  crossed  the  lloor  and  supported 
the  motion,  which  carried  h)'  a  \dte  of  j8  to  _'_'.  .\  new  go\ernment 
was  soon  announced  a>  follows :  James  W.  Johnstone,  .\itorne}- 
(jeneral ;  Cliarles  d'upper,  I'roxincial  Secretar\- ;  John  J.  Mar.shall, 
Financial  Secretary;  Martin  I.  Wilkins,  Solicitor-Cicneral ;  and  S. 
Brown,  Receiver-General ;  also  the  following  memhers  without  oflice — 
John  McKinuou,  John  Camphell,  Michael    Tohin,  (  harlcs  J.  (■amp]>ell. 

.Mr.  Howe  resigned  liis  position  as  member  of  the  Railwa)-  I'.oard. 
He  adiire>se<l  a  letter  to  the  people  of  Xo\a  Scotia,  challenging  them 
to  action  in  the  interests  of  endangered  Protestantism.  The  only 
effectual  safeguard  was  the  perpetual  exclusion  (jf  Roman  Catholics 
from  oflicial  jiosition.  To  promote  centralization  of  effort  he  an- 
nounced the  formation  of  a  Pn.itestant  Alliance,  which  [)ro\eil  to  be 
a  \  er_\-  effective  electoral  organization,  until  ha\ing  .served  its  [lur- 
pose,  it  was  cpiietly  interred  after  the  next  ensuing  general  election 
in  1S59.     Mr.  Howe  delivered  a  good  man)'  speeches  in  the  .\ssem])ly 

'  Tho    niiMl   put    un    trial   utTL-   nut   cum  icted.      'i'llf   jmy    cli.s,i.:;i-.  .  d. 
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during  llic  sessimi  of  1S57.  1858,  and  1851),  l)Ut  none  of  ihcni  arr 
reproduced  in  the  Howe  xnhinies.  Ilis  reputation  will  not  snffer  li\- 
the  suppressi(jn. 

It  is  due  to  the  nieuKiry  <  d'  Mr.  ^'ouui^r^  leader  uf  the  defeated 
goxerunient,  to  saw  that,  thougli  he  in  the  end  prolited  1>\  the  arii\i- 
ties  of  the  Protestant  Alliance,  he  did  not  identif}'  him-elf  with  its 
operations.  Me  cunlined  hinisell  huth  in  the  House  and  ini  the  plat- 
fonn  to  the  discussion  of  [lolitical  (jiiestions,  lea\ing  Mr.  lluwe  to 
descant,  with  iiuuiitahle  gra\it\',  nn  the  (juestions  tliat  >eenie<l  mo>t 
iiupiirtant  to  him  at  tliat   time. 

Idle  chief  measures  passed  1)\-  the  new  Johnstone-Tu|i])er  .\dmin- 
istrati(in,  as  it  was  called,  lietweeii  1837  tind  1831),  were  uue  dealing 
with  the  \e.\ed  "I  "na!  .Mine  (juestinn,"  and  another  redistricling  the 
rro\ince  for  electoral  and  repi'esenlati\  e  ])urpnses.

An  organization  kimwu  as  the  ( ieneral  Mining  Association,  liy 
purchase  from  the  assignees  of  the  Uuke  of  \'iirk,  owned  all  the  coal 
areas  in  Xo\a  Scotia,  whether  on  the  main  land  or  in  (ape  I'.reton, 
hut  had  conlined  their  actual  operations  to  the  neighhiirhooil  of  .\orth 
S\(lue\'  and  Xew  (jlasgow.  dhe  mo>t  p  itent  \oice  hitherto  \oiced 
in  i'ailianient  in  advocac)-  of  the  removal  of  this  monopol\-  \\a-  that 
of  .\(lams  (i.  Archihald  of  Colchester,  hut  he  had  received  lnU  little 
encouragement  from  one  side  or  the  other.  Mr.  Johnstone  was  solici- 
t(jr  for  the  (ieneral  Mining  .Xssociatiou,  which  had  powerful,  il 
])artiall}'  hidden,  friends  on  the  other  si<le  as  well.  .Mr.  Johnstone 
was  now  leailer,  and  the  annoiuicenient  that  he  had  resigned  the  solici- 
torship  of  the  association,  created  no  htlle  siu-prise  and  speculation, 
d  he  meaning  of  the  retirement  was  soon  apparent.  .\  \ounger  man 
with  a  stronger  will  was  now  in  charge.  (  harles  d"u|)per,  who  lor 
forty  \ear>,  was  to  show  l.uth  .\o\;i  .Scotia  and  (  anad.i  how  to  do 
things,  was  the  real  leader.  .\  hill  was  introduced  to  pro\  isionlalx 
settle  the  long  stan<ling  <lispute  as  to  whether  the  ownership  of  the 
No\a  Scotia  coal  area^  should  he  vested  in  the  Province  itself  or  in 
a  London  companw  dhe  measm-e  provided  lor  the  ap]jointment  cjf 
two  niemhers  of  the  IJoUse,  one  Ironi  each  .side,  as  commissi,  luers 
t(j  arrange  or  compromise,  suhject  to  ratification  hy  the  Legislature, 
the  Commissioners  .appomted  were  Mr.    lohnstoin;  and   .Mr.  .Xrcliihald. 
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An  arrangement  was  effected  by  whicli  the  association  retained  its 
areas  already  under  operation  and  transferred  all  others,  discuvered 
or  disco\x'ral)le  to  the  ("rown.  The  IIou>e  ratilled  thia  cnniproniise 
In-  a  vote  of  30  to  17. 

The  redistribution  bill  professedly  aimed  at  an  equalization  of  the 
constituencies.  Its  nature  can  lie  inferred  from  a  cumparison  uf  the 
next  enduing  list  of  constituencies  and  members  with  that  tor  i''>53. 
It  was  attacketl  as  to  some  degree  a  gerrymander.  'J'he  fact  that  llie 
Opposition  wcxt  at  the  hrst  election  held  under  it  reduced  the  iTjec- 
tiiin  and  no  attempt  was  made  by  J\Ir.  Young  to  alter  it. 

I-^xcept  in  the  counties  where  the  Roman  Cathulic  Mite  was  pre- 
eliiniinant.  or  strung  eudugh  to  practically  decide  the  result  in  ad\ancc, 
the  excitement  precethug  the  genera!  election  of  1831;  was  intense. 
The  Protestant  Alliance,  with  JMr.  Howe  at  the  back  of  it,  wdii  bv  a 
majurit)-  of  two  or  three.  Mr.  Young,  (h"i\en  from  lii\erness,  cmi- 
fronted  Dr.  Tuiiper  m  Cumberland,  and  secured  hi^  election,  though 
his  tW(j  colleagues  went  b^'  the  boartl.

Yiiung.  to  whom  the  formatidii  of  the  new  gmernment  was 
entrusted,  while  assuming  the  leadership,  did  nut  t;ike  an  nflice  of 
emolument,  lie  was  nut  altugether  sure  Lit  re-eleclinii  in  (  umherland, 
and  so  directed  affairs  under  the  non-title  uf  r'reniier.  Mr.  Huwe 
Ijecame  Prucincial  Secretarv  and  Air.  .\rclnliald  .\lturne\-(jeneral. 

Pi  mid-summer,  iS^o,  a  lung  anticipated  e\ent  uccurred,  the  de;ah 
of  Sir  Prenton  Hrdliliurtun,  whu  had  ]>een  uu  the  Su})reine  C  uurl 
heiich  since  1807.  and  had  filled  the  Phief-justiceship  since  1N33.  h 
had  long  heen  understood  that  when  Sir  Prenton  should  pass  awaw 
his  successor  wuuld  be  either  Air.  Johnstone  or  Mr.  \'uung,  as  the 
revulutiuii  of  the  wheel  uf  party  in.ilitics  might  determine.  .\t  this 
juncture.  Air.  \'uung,  heing  memher  and  head  <>i  the  gu\ernment  in 
power,  u])tained  the  C(j\eted  prize.  Air.  A'uung,  eldest  son  uf  ".\gri- 
cula,"  had  sat  in  the  Asseinljly  fur  twenty-li\e  years,  thirteen  of  them 
in  the  Speaker's  chair.  Though  perhaps  in  prior  to  his  distinguished 
competitiuu  in  legal  erudicatiun  and  furensic  gifts,  he  was  a  man  uf 
\aried  eiiduwineiils  and  high  character.  'Pw  eiil\ -li\  e  \ears  in  the 
.Assemhh' — thirteen  i/f  them  in  the  SpeakerA  chair — were  fulluwed 
hy  a  still  lunger  jjcriud  ( d'  effective  public  service  uu  the  bench. 

In  Air.  A'uuugA  ele\;itiun  t(.i  the  bench,  the  Pru\iiicial  Secre- 
tary, Air.  Howe,  assumed  the  post  of  leader.  So  dominant  h;id  been 
the  influence  of  that  distinguished  man  in  the  cuuncils  of  his  p.arty 
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and  on  the  tloDr  of  the  House,  that  casual  ^^tudcnts  of  Xowi  Scuiian 
liistiir)-  arc  apt  ti_)  lu-.e  si,L;lu  of  tlic  fad  that  m  .\\  fur  ilic  lirst  tiine 
did  the  honor  of  nominal  leadership  fall  to  his  lot.

duties  un\\  de\iil\  ini;"  nn  him,  there  can  he  UdUe  a>  In  hi>  outclassing 
all  his  rixals  in  jiower  uf  apt  allusion,  poetic  fancy,  an<l  felicitious 
e.xfiression. 

Idle  tollowim;'  is  only  (juc  of  the  se\'eral  literarx*  s^enis  found  in 
his  introductory  speech  on  the  dry  suhject  of  '".Ministerial  ( 'h,inL;es." 

"I'erhaps  the  House  will  indulge  me  while  I  sa\-  that,  when  look- 
ing around  these  henches,  it  is  with  regret  1  lind  m\self  almost  the 
lather  ol  the  House,  for  with  the  e.xception  of  my  honouralile  friend 
]\lr.  (  hipnian,  I  sit  here  its  oldest  memher — a  memher  of  twent\-li\e 
years'  standing.  .My  age  and  standing  therefore,  if  not  m\  aljilities, 
might  ju->tif\-  the  appointment  to  which  1  ha\e  referred.  lint.  .Mr. 
SjK'aker,  while  1  lo.  ,k  forward  hopefully  to  the  de\elopment  of  a 
successful  policy — to  the  passage  of  good  measures  and  the  jirogress 
and  aihancemeut  of  the  country,  my  thoughts  iu\  oJunlariK-  llow 
hackward,  and  that  hrilliant  gal;i.\y  of  nohle  men  who  sat  around  me 
years  ago  presents  iiselt  to  m\-  mind's  e\-e  ;  and  1  aliuo-t  feel  to-d;iy 
that  howexer  high  the  position  ma\'  he,  these  memories  d;ish  its 
attainment  with  sadness.  Wdien  I  recollect  the  kUe  Mr.  .\rchil);dd, — 
whose  presence  hlled,  and  whose  person  tor  a  long  period  ;i(lorned 
that  chair,  whose  hrilliant  talents  charmed  all  who  kuew  him,  .ami 
whose  siher\-  tones  seem  )'et  ringing  in  m\-  e.ars :  when  1  recollect 
that  that  charm  is  hroken  and  that  the  elo(|uent  \oiee  is  liu-hed,  an 
iuMiluntary  sadness  shadows  the  menior}'.  .\gain,  when  1  reC(illect 
ni\-  honourahle  friend  Mr.  Uniacke — with  the  person  of  .an  .Vntiu'ius 
— the  grace  of  a  gentleman — the  eloquence  of  an  Irish  orator,  and 
the  common  sense  ni  an  educated  Xo\'a  Scoti.an,  who  so  long  digni- 
fied this  1  louse  hy  his  presence:  when  1  recollect  m\'  oM  friend 
ilerhert  lluutington,  with  his  rough  exterior  Jnit  honest  inlegritv  — 
that  nohle  incoiruptihle  man,  who  stood  heside  me  iluring  the  earlier 
l)erio<K  of  niy  lite  —  I  cannot  refrain  from  pausing  to  drop  a  tear 
over  the  memories  of  those  who  ha\e  departed  fore\er  from  amongst 
us.     The  heautifnl  language  of  Moore  rises  to  my  lips,  and 
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"  'I  feel  like  uiie  who  Ireails  alone 
Some  hanquel  hall  de^^ertetl; 
W'liosu   li,L;lUs  are   lied,   whose  garlands  dea<l, 
And  all  hnl  he  de|)aned.' 

"From  such  reflections  on  the  past,  lessons  of  wisdum  as  well  as 
feelings  of  sadness  may  lie  e\ol\ed.  lUit  a  short  time  will  elapse 
before  we  may  anticipate  that  honoiiraMe  gentlemen  opposite  will 
engage  us  in  manly  encounters;  f(jr,  with  every  (.lesire  to  advance  the 
interests  of  the  country  howxwer  successful  my  ^tatesmanshii),  how- 
ever winning  and  seductive  luy  blandishments,  I  can  hardly  expect 
ahvavs  to  convince  or  ciin\'ert  the  gentlemen  who  sit  nn  opposite 
benches.  But  howe\'er  this  may  be,  in  glancing  retrospect i\ely  at  the 
occurrences  of  past  years,  I  may  say,  in  all  sincerity,  1  ha\e  furgutten 
the  sharp  retorts,  the  biting  sarcasms,  the  hard  names  and  hea\y 
charges,  which  di\'ersified  our  legislati\'e  discussions;  but  1  ha\e  nut 
forgntten  the  public  courtesies,  manly  consideration  and  chi\alrous 
spirit,  th.it  marked  aufl  ch.aractcrized  the  transaction  of  public  busi- 
ness while  the  men  tn  w  hi  lui  1  ha\e  adverted  moved  on  this  stage. 
I'mm  their  examiile,  then,  let  us  deri\-e  a  lesson — let  us  show  that  we 
have  not  deteriorated — that  though  difference  of  opinion  do  e.\i■^t, 
though  part\"  contlicts  must  take  place,  we  hav'e  not  lost  that  decorum 
of  conduct,  injr  forgotten  to  practice  those  amenities  which  dignify 
and  elevate  while  they  adorn  alike  public  and  private  life." 

l'\'vv  legislative  [lerinds  have  left  a  less  deciiled  impress  on  the 
[iolitical  history  of  Nova  Scotia  than  the  one  interspersed  between 
the  general  elections  of  I.'-S.V)  and  iSf)^.  The  government  majority  in 
the  .\sseniblv — two  at  the  outset  and  never  larger — was  precarinns 
as  well  as  sni.all.  The  seat  in  <  lunberkuiil  \acted  by  .Mr.  \"oung's 
elevation  to  the  bench  was  at  once  fdled  bv  a  Conservative,  elected  by 
acclamation.  (  )n  one  or  two  other  occasions,  the  parties  were  re- 
duced to  an  equal  footing.  While  the  government  did  not  gain  a 
single  seat,  it  <ibtained  at  various  critical  moments  recruits  from  the 
oppMsition  cani])  sufficient  to  enable  it  to  huld  dU.  The  opposition,  on 
the  (ither  band,  though  weakened  by  an  occasional  desertion,  main- 
tained its  full  strength  by  carrying  bye-elections,  and  was  unciun- 
promisinglv  rignrous  in  its  .assaults  on  the  enem^-'s  works. 

The  government  st^od  mainly  on  the  defensive,  'fo  increase  its 
U8) 
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difficulties  a  periotl  uf  liard  times  set  in,  of  which,  perliaps,  the  otlier 
|)arty,  as  oppositions  are  prone  to  do,  took  unfair  ad\anlaL;e.  Mr. 
Howe's  lieart,  w  liich  was  set  on  an  imperial  appointment,  <h'd  not  seem 
to  he  in  his  work,  was  much  away  (hiring;  the  parhamentary  inter\als, 
paying-  several  visits  to  luiLjIanil  and  reviving,  while  there,  in  the  form 
of  a  long  and  somewhat  miscellaneous  letter  to  3ilr.  Adderly,  his 
views  on  Imperial  organization. 


HOWE    AS    COMMISSIOXEK    01'    FISHERir.S. 

In  icSrij,  :\Ir.  Howe  received  fmm  Lord  John  l\us>ell  the  offer  of 
an  appointment  as  f 'ommissiuner  of  hi^iieries  under  the  Kecoprocity 
d'reat\-.  This  position  had  become  vacant  by  the  death  ol  Mo-i_>  11. 
I'arlev,  of  St.  John.  New  lirunswick,  a  scientist  of  cou^iderahle  note. 
Its  duties  were  not,  it  must  he  admitted,  commensurate  with  the  great 
and  \aried  ahilities  of  Mr.  Howe.  Still  it  was  an  Imperial  appoiut- 
ment,  and  would  prolialily  he  the  i)relude  t(j  something  hetlcr.  The 
offer  was  accepted  subject  to  the  pro\'iso  that  he  should  hold  office 
in  Xo\a  Scotia  until  the  ensuing  provincial  electious  were  over. 

At  the  se.-sion  <if  iSfi^,  with  the  elections  closely  impending,  the 
go\crnment  attempted  something  posili\e  in  the  way  id'  legislation. 
Two  related  measures  \vere  introduced,  one  propijsing  a  reailjustment 
of  the  cou-tituencie.-,  the  other  a  revision  of  the  electoral  franchf-e. 
As  the  former  was  withdrawn  after  some  discussion  its  pro\i.-ions  do 
not  call  for  comiuent.  ddie  h'ranchise  Ihll  was  pressed  through  the 
Assembly  in  the  face  of  most  vigorous  opposition  from  Johnstone  and 
Tupper.  It  came  near  wreckage  in  the  l.egislalixe  f'ouncil,  but 
reached  port  with  a  rider  attacheil  postponing  its  coming  into  elfect 
until  the  ensuing  edectious  were  (i\er.  This  suspension  increased  the 
unfa\(irable  outlook  for  the  government.  The  cla-^s  of  voters — not  a 
small  one — disfranchised  by  the  bill  would  not  be  likely  to  show,  at 
their  last  opijortunitv  of  \oting,  any  special  good  feeling  towanls 
those  who  had  depri\e<l  them  of  the  [irivilegv  for  the  future,  ."since 
tS_si.  the  principle  of  uni\ersal  sullrage  in  it-  ordin.ar_\-  acceptation 
had  |)re\ailed  ui  Xo\a  Scotia.  Controlled  onl\-  by  a  moderate  re-iden- 
lial  ([ualificati'in,  e\  cry  male  Xo\a  Scotian,  tw  enl_\ -one  years  of  age 
(jr  o\er  and  who  wa-,  n(  it  a  lef>n  or  state-sUpported  pauper,  was 
eiuilled  to  poll  his  \(iie.  I'ntil  ihe  session  of  1S51  elections  were  held 
under   the   old   40's    freehold    s\stem.      Hand    or    real    estate    was    the 
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iiniispensalile  cniulitidii  on  whicli  a  man  could  trike  part  in  the  t(ov- 
cinnieut  of  h\>  countr}-.  At  the  session  of  1S51,  .Mr.  IImwc  heing 
ahsent  in  luigland,  the  Ilou.-^e  "tinkered"  witli  the  franchise  hy  suh- 
stitutins.;'  tile  payment  ul  certain  rates  for  tlie  real  estate  (jnalilication. 
The  election  of  1851 — almost  a  tie  in  its  resnlts — was  rnn  nnder  this 
arrangement.  Then  somelxxly  claimed  that  candidates  cmild  and  did, 
secnre  \  otes  !)}■  niannlactnrint;-  rated)ills.  ('oiifnsion  arose.  It  was 
difticnlt  to  i;o  hack  to  the  ■  Tl  freehoild.  Something  must  he  tlone. 
j\lr.  johnsti.ine  sohed  the  prohleni  l)y  proposing  nni\ersal  sutfrage. 

Air.  Howe  claimed  that  the  results  of  the  two  general  elections, 
1835  and  i83(j—  liiith  of  which  had  l)een  victi:>ries  for  his  own  party, 
had  rellected  \er\-  unfa\orahly  on  the  principle  of  unixersal  suffrage. 
Hence  the  necessit\'  ot  the  ahridgment  id  the  tranchise,  as  in  the  go\- 
ernnient  measure.  Joseph  Howe  was  undouhtedK',  in  the  genera.l 
sense  of  the  term,  a  reformer.  His  piijiular  designation  is  "Trihune 
of  the  People."  Nex'ertheless  this  "d'rihune  of  the  People"  was,  it 
would  appear,  to  the  end  id'  his  days  a  lirm  heliexer  in  the  old  forty's 
freehold  and  deprecated  the  introduction  of  more  liheral  franchises. 
Yuu  were  unlit  to  \die  luiless  you  had  acquired  in  sume  \\a\-  real 
estate  worth  eight  dollars  a  _\'ear.  It  may  he  added  that  tlie  francliksc 
at  [jresent  in  fmce  in  .\o\a  Scoti;i  is,  as  the  result  of  successixe  en- 
largements, \astly  more  lilieral  than  the  one  passed,  hut  tem)jorarily 
susjiended  in   i^(>}. 

.Mr.  Ihiwe,  under  appointment  as  h'ishery  COnimissinner,  had  re- 
mained in  connection  with  the  l'ro\incial  h'xecutive  onl\-  that  his 
part\-  should  enjo\-  the  inllnence  of  his  speech  and  presence  at  the  ap- 
proaching elections.  'J"o  make  this  inllnence  as  telling  as  possihle,  he 
had  Consented  to  he  put  in  nomination  for  a  seat,  with  the  under- 
staneling  that  if  won,  it  was  to  he  immediately  \acated.  His  candi- 
tlatnre  w.is  tr.nisferred  from  ."^oulh  Hants  to  I.unenhnrg.  Tiie 
elections,  the  returns  for  which  are  sulijdined,  to'>k  |)lacc  on  Ma}- 
^8,   186:5,  and  resulted  in  the  o\erthro\\    of  the  gM\ernment.

-Mr.  Howe,  as  soon  as  the  election  was  oxer  tendered  the  resig- 
nation of  his  go\-ernnient  and  without  tlelay  betook  himself  to  his 
duties  as  I'ishery  Commissioner.  The  propriety  of  his  sitting  in  the 
X\)\a  Scotia  cabinet  and  .\sseml)ly  while  under  appointment  as  an 
hnperial  ollicer,  had  been  rigorousK-  chalUngeil  bv  the  (  )ppo>ition, 
but  the  mo^t  probing  (juestioiis  had  brought  forth  but  little  informa- 
tion as  to  his  exact  relation  to  the  commissionership  during  thi.b  initial 
period.

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JOIINSTONi;    iMADK   JUDGE    IN    EOUITY. 

Within  a  yuar,  Attuniey  (icncral  Johnstone  resigncil  his  scat  in 
the  cahinct  to  take  the  new  position  of  Jiuii;e  in  h^(iuily,  provision  Inr 
which  had  been  niaile  at  the  tirst  sessiun  nf  the  i.et;islature.  'I  iie 
retirement  ivnu  the  poHtical  stage  of  so  ctininian(Hni;  a  figure  as  .Mr. 
Jolmst'ine  shuukl  nut  pass  withnut  nntice.  He  cannot  lie  said  t'j 
ha\e  heen  nn  the  whule  a  successful  pnUtician.  Since  i<S4_^,  the  late 
general  election  was  the  hrst  in  twenty  years  at  which  his  pari)  h;id 
scored  a  victory  at  the  polls.  lie  had  led  his  fullnwers  to  defeat  in 
1S47,  ''"^.t''  '"^.t.^'  '850.  lli^^  tenijiorary  accession  tu  power  in  i«'^57 
he  (jwed  partly  to  an  accident,  partly  to  the  activity  and  pluck  of  his 
young  supporter  from  I  umlierlaud.  To  1  )r.  Tuppcr  he  lari;ely  owed 
his  second  \  iclor)-,  and  to  him  he  was  now  handing  o\er  the  suiireme 
command.  The  earlier  part  of  his  career  as  a  political  leader  has 
already'  heen  C(jnsidered. 

It  is  liut  fair  to  }ilr.  Johnstone  to  note  that  politics  was  not  with 
liim,  as  with  .Mr.  Ilowe,  the  husiness  of  his  life,  lie  had  an  immense 
legal  practice,  and  ftjr  the  duties  thus  imposed,  it  was  hi■^  wont  to  make 
the  most  carelul  preparation.  In  the  aflairs  eif  the  religion-,  Imdy 
with  which  he  was  C(jnnected  he  took  a  [)rofound  aiul  ahiding  inter- 
est, lie  was  a  sort  id  .standing  counsel  for  e\  er\'  ISapllst  congrega- 
tion in  the  Province.  The  annual  conxention  might  lie  held  in  .\m- 
herst  ;  it  might  he  held  in  Iruro  or  luadgetowu  or  Yarmouth;  wlier- 
e\er  held  .\lr.  Johnstone  was  sure  to  he  there.  Then  the  great  cause 
of  lJapti^t  education  la)'  \ery  near  his  heart  and  consumed  both  time 
and  strength.  Ihit  a  coach  ride  to  \\'olf\ille  was  ne\er  considered 
a  hardshi[i  in  the  interests  of  his  l)elo\ed  Acadia.  It  niu>t  not  he 
thought.  howe\er,  that  .Mr.  Johnstijue  failed  to  con^-cicniiotrvh'  cUid 
honoraldy  ijcrform  the  functions  of  a  political  leader.  To  meet  his 
obligations  ui  thi>  regard,  he  made  m;my  great  sacrifices  ui  per.^onal 
feeling  and  convenience,  -sacrifices  which  some  of  his  friends  would 
ha\e  more  highly  appreciated,  had  they  known  how  micougenial  to 
him  the  details  of  part_v  management  and  the  conllicts  of  [jarlisan 
warfare. 

-Mr.  Johnstone  was  an  unusually  keen  and  logical  debater.  His 
formal  speeches,  deli\'ered  with  a  somewhat  solemn  cadence,  where  a 
tritle    heavy,    unless    the    subject    took    strong    hold    (jf    his    feelin-s. 
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When  his  ileclaiuation  glowed  witli  passion,  as  it  oftun  did,  ho   was 
iiuist  iiiiiircssi\e  and  effective. 

It  is  enough  to  mention  tlie  educational  .statute  enacted  during 
the  session  of  i8fi5,  the  essential  features  of  which  con>lituted  the 
basis  of  all  our  educational  legislation.  For  a  lull  half  century,  it 
was  the  i)ri\-ilege  of  the  responsihle  author  (jf  the  measure,  the  late 
Sir  Charles  Tupper,  to  take  personal  note  of  its  heneficial  operation 
and  of  the  ever-increasing  ajiijreciation  accorded  it.  It  was  l)rought 
in,  expounded,  discussed  and  parsed,  as  a  strictly  non-partisan  enact- 
ment. The  general  i)rinciple  that  the  education  of  the  y(juth  of  the 
country  \\as  a  puhlic  dut}'  receixed  hearty  recognition  frcini  the  leader 
of  the  Opj)ositiiin,  }\lr.  (late  Sir  Adams)  Archiliald,  who  co-npcrated 
also  in  perfecting  its  details,  and  than  whom  the  I'nAince  ne\er  had 
a  truer  and  luore  intelligent  friend  of  education.  Sunic  d'lulit  was 
expressed  as  to  the  wisdom  of  constituting  the  mcmhers  of  the  f^xecu- 
ti\e  f'duncil  the  .Supreme  Provincial  Board  or  (  ouncil  of  l'ul)lic  In- 
struction, but  the  fears  do  not  seem  t(j  ha\'e  been  realized'. 

FOR   UNION  OF  PROVINCES. 

The  Act  prcividing  for  "the  Union  and  ( io\crnment  of  Canada, 
came  into  eilect  on  Julv  i,  18G7.  Oiu"  narrative  lia-^  lirought  us  within 
two  )ears  of  that  momentous  transitional  puint,  fur  we  ha\e  reached 
1865.  Ijetween  these  two  tlates.  events  must  have  develojied  rai>idly. 
The  movement  which  culminated  in  the  Domininn  of  Canada  had  its 
origin  in  Xuva  Scntia.  It  reached  a  point  where  its  further  prcjgress, 
or  tlnal  arrest,  depended  on  (he  hat  <if  the  Xo\a  .Scotia  Legislature, 
or  rather  on  the  will  of  its  resolute  and  courageous  leader.  To  make 
the  so-called  Confederation  Question  intelligilile,  rather  than  for 
the  piu-pose  of  discussing  it  controversially,  we  propose  to  trace  witli 
a  little  miniUeness  the  \arious  ste[)s  of  a  movement  on  which  so 
much  depended.  V>y  way  of  introduction,  it  may  l)e  noted  that  in 
his  celebrated  Report  Lord  Durham  IkkI  expressed  as  his  original 
preference,  a  union  of  all  liritish  North  .\nierica,  instead  of  one  of 
the  Canadas  alone;  that  Mr.  Johnstone  had  aldy  advocated  this  Larger 
Lhii<in  in  the  Xova  Scotia  House;  and  that   1 'r.  Tupper  had  devoted 

1  Tlie  compiki-  of  this  history  h.-id  the  honor  of  IniiiK  cdiiu.  .lua  wiili  tiic  I'.ninLil 
of  Public  InstriK-tiuii  und.r  four  successive  Pr.iiiiirs.  linn.  .M.ssis.

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his  late  period  of  Opposition  to  an  energetic  campaign  throughout 
the  Lower  Province  in  favor  of  a  legislative  unification  of  Xuva 
Scotia.  Xew  P>runs\vick,  and  Prince  Rdward  Island. 

1.  In  the  Sessiiin  of  i8(>4,  the  Legislature  of  Nova  Sc<.itia 
passed  a  resolution,  inviting  the  r,overninent  of  i\ew  i!run;.\vick  and 
Prince  Ldvvard  Island  to  send  delegates  to  unite  with  representatives 
of  Xova  Scotia  in  considering  the  proi)riety  of  a  legislative  union 
of  the  three  Provinces.  Though  a  federal  union  of  all  Piriti^h  North 
America  was  not  mentioned  in  the  resolution,  lioth  Mr.  Johnstone  and 
Dr.  Tuper  expressed  the  hope  that  out  of  the  .Maritime  jjroject,  the 
larger  continental  one  would  he  eventually  developed.  New  Bruns- 
wick and  Prince  F.dward  Island  ac(pnesce(l.  and  it  was  decided  to 
hold  the  conference  in  L'harlottctown. 

2.  A  few  months  after  the  aforesaid  action  was  taken  in  the 
interest  of  .Maritime  I'liion,  a  state  of  chaotic  ]»(_ilitical  confusion  in 
Canada  had  heen  terminated  by  the  formatii.m  of  a  coalition  g(./\ern- 
ment  pletlged  to  take  acti\-e  measures  to  secure  a  federal  union  of 
all  the   l!riti>h   .\merican   Provinces. 

3.  In  Septemlx-r,  the  delegates  for  the  promotion  of  the  .Mari- 
time lhh(jn  met  at  Charlottetown.  .Mr.  Howe  received  from  Dr. 
Tupper  an  official  invitation  to  attend  the  conference  as  a  Nova 
Scotian  delegate.  This  invitation  could  not  he  accepted  on  the  .-.core 
of  official  Inisiness  taking  him  elsewhere.  Idie  charge  oi  "co(.)lness" 
brought  against  the  sender  (.)f  the  in\itation  because  he  did  not  repeat 
it  is  ^.illy  on  the  face  of  it.  .Mr.  Howe's  answer  was  cordial,  lie 
would  "l.>e  \ery  happy  to  co-o])erate  in  carr_\'ing  out  any  measure  on 
wdiich  the  conference  shall  agree."  Air.  Howe  was  treated  with 
special  consideration.  He  was  the  only  delegate  without  a  seat  in 
the  I^egislature. 

4.  The  conference  at  Charlottetown  had  scarcelv  con\-ened,  when 
a  ile>[)atch  Irom  Canada  was  received,  impiiring  if  a  delegation  from 
the  ( 'oalition  would  be  admitted  to  consider  the  (piestion  ut  a  larger 
Union.  The  answer  of  c(jurse  was  in  the  affirmative.  The  Canadian 
delegation  received  a  heart}'  welcome.  .\n  informal  consideration  of 
the  grander  scheme  of  union  followed  ;md  it  was  decided  to  hold  a 
formal  convention  in  its  interest  at  Quebec  on  ( )ctober  loth.  In 
order  to  see  for  themseh'es  our  Maritime  coinitrv  a  mnnber  of  western 
gentlemen  soon  after  visited  New  Brunswick  ami  Nova  Scotia.     .Mr. 
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Howe  met  tlieni  at  W'imlsor  and  escorted  tlieiii  to  Halifax.  .\t  a 
banquet  tendered  them  in  uur  capita!  Mr.  Iloue  deli\ered  a  .speech 
whieii,  a>  repi^rted  in  the  Howe  volumes,  cuncluded  :  "I  am  pleaded 
til  think  that  the  da_\'  is  aiiproaching  when  llie  l'ro\inces  will  he  united, 
with  one  Hag  ahme  our  heads,  one  tliought  in  all  uur  heisums,  with 
one  So\ereign  and  one  Constitution." 

5.  .\t  the  appninted  date,  delegates  representing  (."anada,  .\'ti\a 
Scotia,  Xew  Ijruuswick.  Prince  Mdward  I:-land  and  Xewfdundland, 
met  in  the  hi^turic  conference  at  (Jueliec.  1  he  he\  ent\-l\\  d  re--ulu- 
tions  agreed  (in  hy  the  thirty-three  delegates  present  constitute  the 
main  liasis  and  traniwork  of  our  present  (  oustilution. 

0.  1  )nring  the  following  winter  (iN(>3)  the  (  anadian  l.e,^isla- 
ture.  no  ipie^tion  of  a[)i)eal  to  the  electorate  ha\  ing  heen  raised,  en- 
dorsed the  (Juehec  resolutions  hy  an  immense  majorUN'.  In  Xew 
r>runswick,  to  test  the  poi)ular  |)ulse,  the  .\ssenilily  was  ilessoKcd, 
the  government  hadle  heateii,  and  Lontederaliou,  for  the  time  at 
least  laid  on  the  shelf,  .\lter  the  news  fiom  Xew  llruiiswick  reached 
Halifa.x,  a  resolution  to  resume  negotiations  for  a  .Maritnue  I'mou 
was  passed. 

7.  In  .Ma\-  the  .Vnti-Confetlerate  go\ernmeut  in  .Xew  I'.ruusw  ick 
was  forced  hy  .some  exceptional  causes  to  dissi,Kc  the  llouse.  The 
electorcUe  completel)-  rexersed  its  former  action  and  installed  an 
JLxecutixe  la\oiual)le  to  Conlederalion.  This  action  hore  immediate 
fruit  in  Xo\a  Scotia.  .\  resolution  was  introduced  in  the  .Vsscmhlv 
and  passed  hy  a  \oteof  31  to  i<;,  authorising  the  1  .ieulenant-(  io\  eruur 
to  ap[ioint  delegates  to  "arrange  with  the  imperial  go\ernment  a 
scheme  of  union  which  will  ellectually  ensure  jusi  provision  lor  the 
rights  and  interests  of  this  I'roxincc,  and  i-t  the  I'rovinces  cooper- 
ating." This  resolution  which  of  C(jurse  commitled  .X(j\a  Scotia 
to  the  ( 'on  federation  proiecl  was  supported  li\-  .Mr.  .Miller  of  Rich- 
mond, an  independent  memher,  who  hail  [)re\ioUsly  keen  untaxorakly 
disposed  to  the  polic)-  of  Confederation.  The  resolution  was  en- 
dorsed h)'  the  Legislative  Council  hy  a  \(ite  of  ^(^  to  3. 

S.  ()\ving  to  dela\s  in  Canada,  the  I'onlerence  of  union  dele- 
gates in  London  did  not  take  place  until  the  eaih  winter  of  iSi'u]. 
The  Xo\-a  Scotia  representati\es  were  'l"up|ier,  Uiichie,  .Vrclhhald, 
]\lc('ully  and  1  lenry.  ddiey  were  confrc.inted  hy  a  counter  delegation 
from  their  own  Lru\ince,  the  so-called  "peojjle's  delegates" — Messrs. 
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Howe,  Annand  and  Hugh  ]\Icnunakl.  To  inlluence  pulilic  opinion, 
and  L->[)ecially  pailianientaiA'  xotes,  a  regular  warfare  uf  pamiililcls 
raged  tor  a  nionlli  or  two  with  e\er  iuereasing  \ii)leuce.  .Meanluue 
tile  uni(jn  delegates  worked  awa_\-  at  the  pruhleni  heldre  iheni.  I'lie 
(juehec  reMihuion>  were  amended  liy  a  nnHlcrale  increa'-e  in  prM\in- 
cial  suhsidies,  and  the  guarantee  uf  an  hiterei  ilouial  Uailwaw  A  hill 
founded  I 'U  these  aniendetl  resolution^ — the  llrili^h  X'lrth  Aineriea 
Act — wa^  introduced  into  the  Hnuse  of  kords  oii  hehruar)  17.  iSd-, 
parsed  rapidly  thmugh  hoth  klouses  of  karlianient  and  reeei\ed  the 
(Queen's  assent  on  March  jcjth.  It  wa.i  to  take  elfect  on  Jul)-  1,  iNdj, 
and  in  its  pro\isions  estahli>heil  federal  union  hetween  the  old 
rr(.>\dnces  of  Upper  and  LiTwer  Canada — henceforth  (  )iUario  and 
Ouehec — No\a  Scotia  and  Xew  r5runswick,  with  pro\ision',  for  the 
ultimate  inclu>ion  in  the  l)ominion  of  Canada. — the  generic  title  now 
adopted, — of  I'rince  l'!d\\ard  l>land,  Xewfoundland.  i;riti>h  (  ohim- 
hia,  kupertV  Lanil,  and  the  \a^t  territorial  expanse  of  the  Xorthwe--t. 

Ill  \\u>  tran>action,  immen^el}'  important  a>  it  was  to  l'lrlti^h 
North  America  and  to  the  hanpire.  it  might  >eem  unneccs-ar}-  to  make 
further  reference  in  a  narrati\e  which  is  to  reach  its  tcniiiiuis  nd 
qiiciii  in  1N07.  kul  Xo\a  .Scotia  and  Xo\a  Scoiian>  pla\x'd  ^o  promi- 
nent a  ]iart  in  the  >erie.-  of  c\ents  which  made  the  period,  icSo^-j,  a 
most  meuiorahle  one  in  colonial  annal>,  thai  a  lew  paragraph>  of 
non-conlro\er.sial   explanation   and   comment    ma_\'   he  alloweil. 

Wdien  the  scheme  of  union  propounded  at  (juehec  in  iN')4  lir>t 
came  hefore  the  people  of  Xo\-a  .^cotia.  the  prospect  of  it^  popular 
endorsement  and  acceptance  >eemed  good.  It  wa-  not  known  iust 
how  far  the  leader  of  the  go\ernnient  commanded  the  support  of  hi> 
followers  in  the  hold  \enture,  hut  the  presumptions  were  all  against 
an)-  general  desertion  of  a  commander  who  had  led  his  pan\  from 
prostration  and  despair  to  victory  and  power.  Aii)'  pos>ilile  losses 
in  that  (|iiarter  would  he  more  than  made  up.  .\lino.--t  all  of  the 
liheral  chiefs, — Archih.ald,  McCuUy,  t'reelm.an,  Wier — were  in  the 
ciiiilederate  ranks. 

h'or  a  lime  there  was  not  a  rift  in  the  lute.  Then  it  hegaii  to  he 
whi.spered  th.at  grave  douhts  had  arisen  in  the  mercantile  and  liuanci.il 
circles  of  Halifax,  llr.-^t  as  to  the  prohahle  effect  of  union  with  (  aiiada 
on  the  commercial  interests  of  Xova  Scotia,  and  secondly  ;is  to  the 
justice  and  hhcrahty  of  the  financial  terms  accorded  the  I'rovince  in 
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the  proiKiseil  scheme.  A  ])roniineiit  merchant,  a  T.ilieral  it  is  true,  Imt  a 
man  of  the  highest  indepemleiice  of  character,  took  liis  [leucil  in  hand 
and  cipheretl  out  resuhs  that  migiit  well  e.xcite  ap[)rehension  and  call 
a  halt.  A  meeting  was  summoned  to  consider  these  alarming  tigure>. 
The  hall  was  crowded  to  the  doors,  and  the  chair  was  occupied  by  one 
of  the  most  prominent  ("onser\ati\  es  in  Halifax.  The  leailer  of  the 
go\ernment  S(_ion  knew  that  the  merchants  and  hankers  of  the  me- 
tropolis. irrespecti\e  of  party  affiliations,  looked  on  the  union  propo- 
sition with  suspicion  antl  disfavor. 

When  the  Ouehec  scheme  was  launched  Mr.  Howe  was  ak^ent 
from  Xova  Scotia  attending  to  his  duties  as  iMshery  Commissioner. 
In  1866  the  Reciprocity  Treaty  expired  Ijy  "efflux  of  time,"  and  the 
commissioner.ship  exi)ired  with  it.  S  expectation  was  agog  as  to 
what  stand  the  veteran  statesmen  would  t<ike  in  the  great  (|ue>li"n 
wdnch  had  now  liegun  to  agitate  Xo\a  Scotia,  hupiiry  was  so.  m  set 
at  rot  ky  the  appearance  in  the  Muniiitij  Croiiiclc  of  the  "liothera- 
tion  Scheme"  letters.  With  jo.seph  llowe  in  the  held  the  N-.-irious 
elements  arranged  again.vt  the  scheme  of  Union  could  (jf  course  base 
no  other  leader.  It  is  easy  to  impute  moti\es,  Ijut  it  is  criminal  to 
assign  had  ones  unnecessarily.  \\  hy  not  judge  our  great  fellow  coun- 
trvnian,  as  we  would  wi.sh  to  he  judged  ourselves?  Wdiy  not  assunie 
that  with  the  light  he  then  had  he  felt  it  on  the  whole-  his  duty  to 
oppose  the  Queljec  resolutions?  L'luiuestionalily  when  .Mr.  llowe 
took  charge  of  the  campaign  against  the  Union  mcnement,  he  had 
misgi\ings.  lie  must  ha\-e  counted  the  cost.  Xo  one  knew  ketter 
than  himself  that  his  efforts  to  saxe  Xova  Scotia  from  injustice  and 
spoilation  would  expose  hiiu  to  the  charge  of  going  hack  on  his  own 
rec(jrd,  and  of  thwarting  the  accom|>lishment  of  hks  own  dreams.  In 
the  (lavs  of  his  golden  prime  he  had  forged  weap(ms  which  the  skilled 
gladiator  against  wdiom  he  was  akout  to  draw  the  .sword  would  most 
certainly  use  against  him.  In  the  latter  struggles  for  mere  parlia- 
mentary ascendancy,  when  the  main  conllict  was  o\'er,  these  weapons 
were  not  of  much  a\'ail.  hut  in  the  tight  in  the  ISritish  .arena  their 
use  was  terribly  elTecti\e.  Mr.  Howe's  most  ardent  ailmirei's  admit 
that,  however  true  his  jjatriotism,  however  conscientious  his  conduct 
in  ojiposing  the  Union  project,  bis  speeches  and  writings  in  that  con- 
nection, as  platform  and  literary  efforts,  diminished  rather  than  in- 
creased, bis  ]ire\ious  reputation.  Always  able  to  imest  small  sub- 
jects  with   interest   by  his   delightful   play   of   humor   and    fancy,   his 
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oratory  rose  in  grandeur  and  ele\atii>n  in  [irojioration  tn  the  nnhiliiy 
of  his  subject.  In  comparison  with  his  previous  point  of  \  iew.  lie 
Iiad  now  iil)lii.;ed  himself  lo  l(.)ok  at  e^erythint;  thr(jui^h  the  wmn^' 
eml  (if  the  teloenpe. 

The  consummation  of  Union  was  soon  followed  l>y  elections  held 
under  the  new  constitutions  of  the  Dominion  and  I'rox'ince.  I'dr  the 
(."ommoiis,  Dr.  Tupper  carried  (  iimherland,  hut  all  the  other  con- 
stituencies returned  .\nti-t 'on  federates.  In  the  Local  House,  hut 
two  out  of  tlhi-t_\-ei<j;ht  memhers,  were  supposed  to  lie  in  >\nipath\' 
with  the  cause  of  L'lhon.  These  returns  seemed  to  forchode  ill 
results.  .\  linall)'  peaceful  i.ssue  was  assitred  a.s  soon  as  the  .\nti- 
tonfeilerates  elected  for  the  Commons  were  sworn  in  and  took  tlKir 
seats.  Ihil  the  form  of  protest  a.i;ainst,  if  not  acti\e  resistance  to, 
the  new  order  of  things  was  kept  up.  A  delegation  was  sent  to 
I'jij:;land  to  seek  for  repeal  of  the  Union  .\ct.  Mr.  llowe  was  a 
member  of  this  memorialising  liotly,  Init  soon  ga\-e  e\idcuce  of  less- 
ening interest  in  its  operations.  Returning  home,  anil  reaching  the 
conclusion  that  after  all  X'owi  Scotia  had  not  hmt  so  nuich  in  con- 
ceding a  few  of  her  independent  powers  in  exchange  for  obtaining 
a  share  in  gu\erning  half  a  continent  determined  t'l  reliexe  the  im- 
passe. He  entered  the  AlcHonald  ministry  and  detached  from  their 
.Anti-t'oufederate  connection  a  large  bod\'  of  his  inlluential   friemls. 

His  re-election  in  Hants  County  was  \igorously  contested,  but  he 
won  hands(jmely.  ddie  change  id'  front — if  it  can  be  called  siich — 
has  been  inter[)reted  to  Mr.  Howe's  prejiulice,  as  an  act  of  treachery 
to  his  part}-  friends.  In  reality  it  pro\ed  his  patriotism  and  self- 
denial. 

I'or  a  short  time  a  member  of  the  Doniinion  cabinet.  Joseph 
Howe  returned  to  \o\a  Scotia  to  occup\-  for  a  few  mouths  the  post 
of  Lieutenant  Cjox'erneir  of  his  nati\e  I'rcn'ince.  His  nominated, 
though  not  actual,  successor  in  that  tlistinguished  position  was  James 
\V.  Johnstone. 

The  remarkable  figure  of  ("harles  Tupper  is  destined  to  project 
itself  forward  into  Canadian  histor_\-  for  forty  years  after  the  death 
of  his  distinguished  comi)atriots.  He  has  alread}-  gi\en  proof  of  his 
great  power  ot  d(jing  things;  and  when  the  hi-tor\-  of  (  anada  from 
Confederation  to  the  clo^c  of  the  century  shall  come  to  be  written  it 
will  be  found  that  his  career  ot  achie\emeni  has  been  entirely  unparal- 
leled in  the  records  of  colonial  slalesman.'^hip. 
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'I'liL'  Mihjuincd  sketches  of  the  liislurical  clevelu[)nieiit  of  the  prin- 
cipal reliL;ious  liodies  in  the  I'roviiice.  each  contributed  hv  a  writer 
well  (jualihed  to  represent  his  denomination,  will,  the  compiler  of  thi^ 
History  lielie\es,  he  found  to  Lie  hoth  interesting  and  valuable.

Idle  tacts  that  Xova  Scotia  witnessed  the  lir.-^t  continuous  ser- 
\ices  in  (  auada  according  to  the  l",ngli.-,h  rile,  that  it  constitutes  the 
oldest  cobiuial  diocese  of  the  Anglican  louimunion,  and  that  it  has 
within  its  borders  the  oldest  university  of  the  o\-ersea,->  Domious  of 
the  llrilish  luujiire,  make  the  history  <ii  the  Church  of  IJigland  in 
this  ]'ro\ince  (juc  of  peculiar  interest. 

Idle  I'roxince  of  .\cadia  cl.iiuied  b)'  England  in  \  irtue  ni  Cabot's 
disco\x-r\-  in  i4')J.  although  it  recei\e(.l  its  name  of  Xo\a  Scotia  froni 
James  1,  in  i(i_M,  did  not  finall}-  become  kuown  b}-  this  name  until 
the  capture  of  I'ort  Rowal  by  Col.  Xicholson,  which  brought  with 
it  the  possessi(jn  of  the  Province  and  was  commemorated  b\  the  change 
ot  the  name  of  Tort  Uoyal  to  .\nna|)olis  U(jyal,  in  honor  of  (jueeu 
Anne.  \\  hen  the  golden  hlies  were  thus  linall)-  replaced  li\-  the  cross- 
marked  banner  (.if  luigland,  the  bhiglish  Cdun'ch  came  wilh  the  i'"ng- 
lish  soldiers,  and  the  laiglish  settlers  to  nnnister  to  their  spiritual 
needs.  Idle  Church  of  Hugland  in  Canada,  acting  through  its  highest 
legislative  body,  the  (.ieneral  Synod,  decided  that  the  two  huudredtli 
anniversary  of  the  beginning  of  regular  services  should  be  littiugly 
commeniuratetl.  Accordingly  .Ml  Saints  Cathedral,  Halifax,  was 
opened  in  igio,  its  tormal  ojiening  being  accompanied  bv  a  ("anadi.ui 
(  hurch  Congress  and  also  by  s])ecial  galheriugs  at  Windsor  and  .\ini:i- 
jiolis.  Idiese  were  attended  by  the  I'riniate  of  Canada,  Archbishop 
Matheson:  the  I'.ishop  of  London,  the  Hishop  of  Cdas^nw,  i'.ishop 
Taylor  Smith,  Cdiaplain  Cleneral  of  the  liritish  .\r!ny,  inaay  I'anadian 
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aiul  AiiK'rican  llishops  aiul  rcprcSLiilatix  c  C  hurchiiiLii  from  all  parts 
ui  the  wurltl.  St.  l.ukc'^  riuucli,  Auiiapulis  Unyal,  was  the  I'nrtunate 
recipient  of  a  heautilully  liound  l'ra\'er  Hook  presented  liy  His  Majes- 
ty Kniy  (jeurge  V. 

Re\-.  John  Harrison  was  appointed  cliaplain  at  .\nnapoii>  Royal 
and  thus  l>eoanie  tile  lirst  clerg)nian  of  the  An^^liean  IJiurch  to  he 
stationed  in  this  l'ro\ince.  lie  min^tered  hoth  to  the  i;"arrison  and  to 
the  English  residents  of  Annapolis  Royal  and  its  neigiihorliood.  He 
was  e\identl\-  a  man  of  mark  as  he  was  ciio>en  hy  (_/o\ernor  Phillips 
as  one  of  the  memliers  of  the  first  I'ouncil  of  the  l'ro\ince. 

d'he  attention  of  the  Society  for  the  Propagati<jn  of  the  G(jspel, 
to  which,  under  (iod,  the  I'hurch  of  Fjiglaiul  in  No\a  Scotia  owes  so 
much,  sL-em^  to  ha\e  heen  directed  at  once  t^i  the  spiritual  and  edu- 
cational neetl  of  the  new  l'ro\ince  and  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Societw  h'ebruary  _'0,  ijiJ.  it  was  decidecl  that  the  Hoiiorahle  (ien- 
eral  h'rancis  Nicholson,  then  starting  for  America,  Her  ?\laje-t\'s 
Governor  cd'  Xo\a  Scotia,  or  Acadia,  and  of  Annapolis  Royal,  within 
the  same  Province,  should  he  api)ointed  a  deputation  under  the  com- 
mciu  seal  of  the  Society  to  look  after  ,all  the  Society's  missionaries, 
school  master^^  and  catechists,  as  also  of  the  churches,  glehes,  parson- 
ages antl  lihraries  sent  hy  the  Society  in  the  plantation^  within  the 
\  erge  of  his  commission,  with  a  sahd  to  the  (jueenV  prerogalix'e  ami 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Lord  P.ishop  of  London,  which  at  that  time 
extended  o\er  all  the  colonies,  (ieneral  XichoLon  himself  i.^  .^poken 
of  as  a  person  "who  has  deserved  well  of  the  Society  in  his  several 
stations,  for  his  love  to  the  mini.^try  an<l  for  his  laying  the  foundation 
of  churches." 

Halifax,  the  See  city,  of  the  Diocese  of  Nova  Scotia,  as  well  as 
capital  of  the  Province,  was  founded  in  1740,  and  with  the  first 
settlers,  the  S.  P.  (i.  at  the  request  of  the  Lord-  of  Trade  and  Planta- 
tions, who  were  not  unmindful  of  the  >iiiritual  wellare  of  the  colony 
they  were  founding,  and  proposed  to  set  apart  in  each  townshi[)  a 
particular  spot  for  a  church,  to  grant  400  acres  of  land  free  from 
the  pavment  of  any  quit  rent  to  each  minister  and  his  succes>ors,  and 
two  hundred  acres  for  a  schoolmaster,  sent  Re\  s.  William  Tutty  and 
William  .\nwyl,  and  a  schoolmaster.  At  first  divine  service  was  per- 
formed in  the  open  air,  and  during  the  winter  in  the  Governor's  din- 
ing room,  where  the  Holy  ( 'ommunion  was  first  celehratcd  on  Christ- 
mas  Uav,    1 740,   with   thirty  communicaiU.s.      In   the    following   year

St.  I'aul'.s  Cluirch  was  hiiilt  at  tlie  cxl)t'll^e  of  tlie  ( jovcriiniciit,  the 
frame  aii(l  uthcr  material  being  lireuiylit  frmn  Inistuii.  As  the  ser\'iees 
at  Annapolis  Royal  were  f(ir  a  limg  time  lieM  in  the  Old  l'"rench 
chapel.  St.  Taiil'^  Halifax,  is  tluis  the  uKlest  church  luiilding,  nut  only 
uf  the  t'hiirch  uf  luiijland,  Imt  uf  any  religimis  communiun  uutsitle 
the  Roman  Cathulic  (Inu'ch,  in  Canada.  In  1750  the  i)arish  was 
organized  hy  an  act  uf  the  lirst  Ilouse  uf  As^emhlv  uf  the  l'ru\ince, 
and  was  thus  the  lirst  parish  legally  set  a[)art  in  Canada. 

In  175^  the  lirst  As>emhly  uf  the  Rru\ince  passed  an  act 
"fur  the  establishment  uf  religiuus  public  wurship  in  this 
Pru\'ince,  and  fur  sup|iressing  puper_\-."  The  preamlile  uf  this 
act  states  that  "I'"urasnuich  as  His  .Majc>t}-  upun  the  settlement  uf  the 
l'ru\ince,  was  pleaded  in  his  picjus  cuncern  fur  the  ad\anccmenl  uf 
Gedl's  glur\-,  and  the  mure  decent  celebratiun  ut  the  (h\  ine  urdinances 
amungst  us,  tu  erect  a  church  fur  religiuus  wurshi[),  accurding  tu  the 
usage  uf  the  ( "hurch  uf  hjigland;  in  humble  imitatinn  (d'  his  Ro)al 
example,  and  fur  the  more  effectual  attainment  ui  Hi,-,  Majesty's 
piuus  intentii 'U.i,  that  we  might  in  the  exercise  vi  rcligiuiis  duties,  be 
seeking  fur  the  di\ine  fa\'uur  and  prutectiuu,  be  it  therefure  enacted 
by  his  E.\cellenc\-  the  C.u\  ernor,  Cuuncil  and  As>eml)ly.  That  the 
sacred  rites  and  ceremunio  (d"  di\ine  wur.'-hip,  accurding  tu  the  litiu-gy 
uf  the  Cdmrch  e.stabli.shed  by  the  laws  uf  ITigland,  shall  be  deemed 
the  hxeil  furm  ni  wdr^hip  amung>t  us,  and  the  place  wherein  such 
littu-gv  shall  be  used,  shall  be  respected  ami  kuuwu  by  the  name  (jf  the 
Cluu'ch  (d'  I'jigland  as  by  law  established." 

In  addition  tu  the  I'.nglish  settlers,  b'rench,  Swiss  and  ( lerman 
Prutestants  were  biduglit  out  to  Ilalilax.  In  the  register  ul  the  lust 
settlers  we  find  the  name  uf  jean  Raptiste  Alureau,  gentleman  and 
schuulmaster,  whu,  it  appears,  had  at  une  time  been  the  priur  uf  the 
Abl)e\'  "i  St.  .Matthew,  near  Rrest  in  ITance.  At  the  suggestion  of 
Mr.  'Fully  he  had  been  appointed  missionary  to  the  brench  speaking 
settlers,  and  when  -St.  Rani's  (hurch  was  opened  m  1751-)  -Mr.  dditty 
preached  in  the  morning,  while  in  the  afternonn  .\lr.  Moreau  officiated 
f^ir  the  brench  and  Swiss  settlers  in  their  own  language.  bor  the 
benefit  of  the  settlers  of  Cicrmau  origin,  Mr.  Tull\-  records  having 
administered  the  lloI\-  Saci"aincnt  in  High  Dutch  on  three  several 
occa-ioiis.  He  had  received  great  assistance  in  ministering  to  these 
people  from  a  -Mr.   Rerger,  a  ( ierman   Swiss  minister  who  had  taken 
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great  [lains  to  reconcile  the  Germans  to  inir  lituri^n-.  hail  transhited 
the  L'ciiiiimuiion  ser\ice  iiitu  (ierniaii,  aiiil  had  taui^lit  Mr.  'I'utty  to 
]jronuunce  it  iiUelhgently.  (  )n  the  recunnnenihitiini  nf  .Messrs.  'I'utty 
ami  Moreau  Mr.  lierger  was  nrdaiiied  in  h'ngland,  and  ai)[)ijiiited  the 
S.  P.  G.  niissiniiary  In  the  Germans  at  Halifax,  hut  aii|)areiulv  was 
lost  at  sea.  ]\lr.  lutty  also  ministered  occasionalh  io  the  settlers  in 
Dartnii'Uth. 

In  175-  the  S.  P.  G.  appninted  another  missiunarv  to  the  haiglish 
of  X(j\a  Seiilia  in  the  person  <.if  Rew  |uhn  llreMitun,  wIkj  had  l.ieen 
a  chaplain  on  one  nf  the  lingii>h  shijis  at  the  siege  of  Louisljurg. 
.Sh(]rtly  after  Kreynton's  arri\'al  .Mr.  Tutt)-  took  a  lom^-hoped-fcjr 
tri[)  to  England,  where  he  fell  ill  and  died.  l"n  supply  in  some  measure 
the  leiss  caused  1)\'  the  death  of  this  \\urth\-  missii  mar)-,  the  Society 
appriA'ed  iif  the  reiunxal  from  Xew  liruuswick  in  iXew  Jer.^e}'  tu 
Halifax  of  the  l\e\.  TliMinas  W'ihmI,  who  pre\iuus  to  his  ordination 
in  1740  had  heen  surgeon  of  the  Regiment  ol  Kent,  conimandeil  hy 
Gapt.   William  Shirle\,  which  was  at   Lciui>hurg. 

When  in  I75<)  Halifax  was  tormed  into  a  pari>h,  ( io\ernor  Law- 
rence Collated  hotli  Mr.  Rreyntcm  and  .Mr.  Wood  to  the  Lienelice  of 
St.  I'aul's  Ghurch,  and  ga\e  directions  for  their  1  icing  inducted  "into 
the  joint,  real  actual  possession  of  the  church,  with  all  the  rights, 
profits  and  ap])urtenances  thereto  helonging,"  upon  the  recei|)t  of  a 
memorial  signed  h\-  the  I'ouncil  of  Justices,  and  all  the  iuhaliil.int-.  of 
the  town  of  Halifax.  (In  (  )ctol)er  lolh  the  liist  \estr\-  meeting  was 
held  when  Re\'.  John  1  IreNiiton,  and  Rew  Thom;is  Wo^kI,  \icar,  nom- 
in.ated  Richard  l'iulkcle\\  I'.sip,  as  churchwarden,  and  the  pari--hioners 
then  present  made  choice  of  William  .Xe-hilt,  l''.-(p,  for  the  other 
churchwarden.  (  )n  januar\  4th.  17(10,  (io\crnor  Lawrence  signed 
the  deed  of  endowment  of  .Si.  Raul's  (  hurch  in  which  King  (ieorge 
HI  is  descrihed  as  "the  Roy.al  h'ounder  of  the  said  church,"  and  the 
said  church  spoken  ot  as  ha\  ing  hecome  "a  ro\al  foundation  and  of 
exempt  jurisdiction." 
^/  The  Sunday  school  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Halifax,  was  founded 
/  in  17S3,  eight  ye.ars  hefi're  the  lirst  .Sunday  sHhmJ  in  the  L'nited 
State-,  and  is  the  oldest  Sunda\'  schoi  4  wiih  ,a  couiinuous  histor\"  on 
the  -American  Gontinent.  and  one  of  the  oldest  in  the  world. 

St.   Raul's  (hurch,  which  has  not  inaptl_\-  heen  st\led  the  Westmin- 
/ster  .\I)lje\'  of  Xo\a  Scotia,  is  of  weiod,  and  heing  of  the  well-know  ii 
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Gcnryian  style  of  arcliilccturc,  lias  no  prcteiitidiis  Id  Ijcautwlln  ni^h 
it  has  a  certain  quiet  tlii^iiit)-  and  stateliness  nf  its  (j\\n,  the  elTect  >>{ 
which  is  heightened  by  the  nunieruus  mural  '■Mets,  niemorials  and 
hatchments  placet!  upun  its  walls  in  niemiir\  ■ 't  some  of  the  leading 
citizens  uf  the  ]'ro\iiice  of  h^'ijcine  da)'s. 

i)r.  r)re3'nton  did  much  laithlul  work  in  llalifax.  The  early 
records  of  St.  raul's  Church  are  of  great  interest.  They  tell  of  the 
securing  of  an  organ,  of  trials  and  trihulations  respecting  the  musical 
part  of  the  ser\ice,  of  the  ilifhcult)'  of  heating  the  church  and  other 
subjects  as  familiar  toda)'  as  then.  ITir  a  long  while  the  church  was 
not  healed  at  all  for  ser\ice,  e\eu  in  the  depth  of  winter,  except  by 
small  fo(]t  slo\es  which  the  worslii[)pers  brought  with  them,  which 
were  either  iron  bo.xes  filled  with  charcoal,  or  wooden  one^.  hlled  with 
healed  bricks.  In  reports  to  the  S.  1'.  (T  Dr.  r,re)nlon  speaks  (d' 
infants  ha\  ing  been  brought  as  far  as  torty  miles  to  Halifax  for 
baptism. 

The  Re\'  Thomas  W'nod  who  has  alread\-  been  mentioned  as  sta- 
tioned at  St.  I'aul's  with  I  )r.  l'>re\ntoii.  was  in  many  respects  an  able 
and  remarkable  man.  lie  \isited  many  [)arts  of  the  l'ro\ince  (as  did 
also  Dr.  l'ire_\iitoii  ),  including  luist  and  West  l'"almouili,  ('ornwallis, 
I'alkland,  ( iranville  and  .\nnapolis.  l-"inall)-  he  removed  from  llalifax 
to  Annapolis  where  in  addition  to  his  labors  among  the  I'-uglish  speak- 
ing settlers  he  de\  oted  a  great  deal  of  time  to  learnmg  the  ?\Iicm,ic 
language  in  order  that  he  might  take  up  inissionar\  work  among  the 
ludirms  id"  the  l'ro\ince.  lie  was  a  \  cry  intimate  friend  id'  Alons. 
^laillard.  a  b^reiich  priest  and  \icar  general  of  (juebec  ;  sm  intimate 
indeed  that  the  day  before  his  death  he  reiiuested  Mr.  Wood  to  per- 
form the  oHice  of  the  X'isitatioii  of  the  Sick  in  the  ImchcIi  language 
in  the  presence  of  many  of  the  I'leiich  inhabitants.  l!y  order  of 
Lieutenant-("iO\  ernor  Alons.  Maillard,  ^\ho  had  been  a  great  missioiiar)- 
amiiiigthe  Indians,  was  buried  in  St.  Paul's  (  hurclnard.  the  luiglish 
ohice  of  the  I'.nrial  of  the  1  )ead  being  performed  by  Mr.  Wood  "in 
the  presence  of  almost  all  the  gentlemen  of  llalifax  and  a  \er)- 
numertnis  company  of  I'reiich  and  Indians."  l'>\  ijdj,  Mr.  Wood  had 
progressed  sufTTicicnlly  in  the  study  of  Alicniac  to  be  able  to  read 
pra)erh  to  the  Indians  in  their  own  language  in  St.  baul's  (diiirch  in 
the  presence  cd'  the  lion.  Lord  William  Campbell  and  most  of  the 
ofiicers   of   the   army   and   na\y   and   the    inhabitants.      .\t    .\iinap'ili> 
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and  at  (irainillc  thridigli  Mr.  W'ocid'.s  energy  and  zeal,  eiaipled  with 
a  bniad-nn'ndeii  eliaril)-,  guod  congregatiuns  were  liuilt  up,  largely 
made  U|)  iif  Xew  luigland  settlers  w  hum  lie  was  instrumental  in  recon- 
ciling [v  the  church  of  their  fathers.  He  dietl  in  1778,  and  at  the 
time  nf  the  hicentenary  celebration  a  Celtic  cross  was  erected  o\er  his 
gra\e  at  .\nna[)olis   Uoyal. 

(  )ne  of  the  most  interesting  chajiters  in  the  earl\'  history  of  the 
Church  in  Halifax  is  that  which  has  to  do  with  the  little  C.erman 
congregation  which  ultimately  became  the  present  [Kirish  of  St.  (ieorge. 
In  1753  l\e\'.  j.  1!.  .Moreau  with  a  great  number  of  brench  and  (ier- 
mans  antl  some  tew  b.nglisli  settlers  embarked  for  .M.dagash  llarbour 
where  ih.ev  built  the  town  of  I.inienburg.  This  left  a  small  ( ierman 
congregation  of  some  tlfleen  families  in  Halifax.  They  built  a  sm.all 
house  on  the  burial  ground  on  Ihainswick  Street,  where  pra\ers  were 
said  e\er\  Sundav  in  ( lerman  by  their  schoolmaster,  the  llol\-  Com- 
munion being  occasionall\-  adnuuistered  to  them  b\-  1  )r.  l'.re\nton  and 
Mr.  Wood,  with  which  good  men  the\'  appeared  to  ha\e  al\\a\s  been 
on  the  nio.st  triendly  terms,  l!)'  1 7O0  their  little  church  was  so  lar 
finished  that  it  was  opened  antl  set  apart  for  its  sacred  purpose,  being 
solemnh'  iledicated  t')  the  ser\'ice  of  -\lmighty  (lod  on  Master  Mon- 
day, March  J3,  I7()i,  by  Mr.  ]!re\nton,  in  the  presence  of  (loxernor 
Pielcher  and  his  staff.  Tradition  asserts  that  on  this  occasion  1  )r. 
Breynton  preached  to  l.)oth  haiglish  and  Cierman.  dheir  much  lo\ed 
schoolmaster,  John  Codfieid  Tm'pel,  died  in  1701.  The  hearts  (if 
tJie  little  Cernian  congregation  at  St.  (  ieorge's,  as  it  had  been  called, 
were  gladdened  in  i  7S5  b\-  the  coming  to  them  of  Kew  .Michael  I'.er- 
nard  llou^eal,  who  h.id  begun  wurk  a->  a  minister  o|  the  b'.\  angelical 
Lutheran  (,'hurch;  but  at  the  time  of  the  resolution  came  to  Halifax 
anil  was  led  to  seek  orilination  in  the  Church  of  Cngland.  Jle  was 
succeeiled  in  17^0  by  I\e\'.  Ceorge  Wright,  headmaster  of  the  Hali- 
fax Crammar  School.  1!\'  this  time  the  Cerniaus  had  so  internuxed 
and  intermarried  with  the  other  inhabilauts  that  few  still  retained 
their  own  language,  and  all  could  speak  b'ngli-h  much  better  than 
German.  The  present  St.  (Ieorge's  Cduirch,  (itteu  known  as  the  Ivmnd 
Church,  was  built  from  designs  suggested  by  the  1  )uke  of  Kent,  the 
corner  st(jne  being  laid  on  -\pril  10,   iSoo,  by  Sir  John  Weulworth. 

Ue\'.  J.  r«.  Moreau,  who  with  a  large  ninnber  of  b'rench  and  Cer- 
(49) 
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mans  and  suniL-  lew  I'.ni^Ii^h  had  settled  in  1753  at  what  is  iK.iw  caUed 
l.nncnliuri;,  at  lu">t  I'lliciatcd  nu  the  Parade  in  the  upeii  air,  and  had 
as  nian\-  as  twn  iiumhed  rei;uhir  ci  innnnineanlh  aninnu;  the  J  lench  and 
Ciernians.  St.  Jeihn's  L'hureh,  Liuienhnri;.  was  Imilt  in  1734  at  the 
e.\i)ense  nf  the  ;;ii\ernnient,  the  frame  heiny  lireiiiijht  Ircm  ilnslun  in 
a  man-of-war.  It  i^  thu,>  the  second  Anyhean  ehurch  erected  in 
Nu\a  Scwtia.  h^jr  a  whde  lve\-.  .Mr.  \'ineent  ut'iieialed  at  I.nnenhuri;' 
in  adihliiin  to  .Mr.  .Mureaii.  In  iyt)i>  the  Re\ .  .Mr.  ]'>r_\zehn.>,  w  hu 
was  fnhy  (jnalihed  tn  ofliciate  in  hmh  luif4h--ii  antl  (ieianan  sncceeded 
Mr.  \  ineent,  w  h(  1  had  thed  the  i)re\i()n>  }ear.  lie  preached  at  Liin- 
enhiiri;-  lor  the  lir^t  tnne  nn  W'hit-Snndaw  when  he  inlmdnccd  the 
use  ijf  the  I  hurch  nf  liiiLjIand  htnrL;\"  in  the  ( ierman  l,inL;uaL;e,  and 
adniinstered  the  llnh'  (  nninmnidn  to  1 5S  perMin.^.  In  1770  I\ev. 
J.  1!.  .Morean  wh(j  had  mini.^tered  faithfully  tn  the  h'reiich  cuni^rega- 
tinn  at  l.iinenl'in'i;',  [)a^^ed  awaw  and  wa--  succeeded  ]i\  l\e\.  I'eter 
de  la  kiiche.  dhe  Re\ .  I'aiihi-.  I'lrNZelin^  died  '<\\  Cmxl  h'ridaw  1773, 
heint;'  strtick  <ln\\n  wilh  api '[ile.w  while  in  the  iuil|iit.  L'li'ri  the 
death  (if  .Mr.  l!r\zehn>  the  S.  1'.  (1.  decided  tn  di^cnulinne  maintainini; 
a  separate  cleri^\nian  tnr  the  (  iernians  at  1  .nnenlmri;,  it  heini;  thiinL;ht 
tliat  .Mr.  de  la  Kuche,  wlm  had  by  this  time  ac<inired  a  competent 
kni)wled_i.;e  <if  (ierman,  cunld  easiU'  mini^-ter  tn  the  spiritual  needs  uf 
all  the  settlers,  anil  the  Society  appointed  him  their  nii-^iiinar_\-  tn  the 
I'rench,  (ierman  and  I'.nj^lish  at  1  .nnenhmL;'.  When  he  arri\ed  at 
LmienliurL;,  hnwever,  he  fnnnd  that  .-^nnie  nf  the  (ierman  >ettler.>  had 
liecnnie  di^satished  wuli  their  cnnnectinn  with  the  lai-lish  (hnrch, 
had  huilt  a  l.ntheran  place  nl  wnr.^hip  and  had  ai>plied  In  l\e\  .  Dr. 
IMiililenl/nrL;,  president  i>t  the  l.ntheran  S\nnd  (^f  I'hihulelplna,  to 
send  a  Lnlheran  minister  tn  l.nnenhnr^-.  ])v.  .Mnhlenhiu'L;  discnnragcd 
the  idea  and  recnmniended  that  the  lui^li>h  (hnrch  which  had  so 
de\iitedl\-  Innked  after  their  welfare  fmm  the  first,  slmiild  cniilinne 
tn  min.'-ter  tn  iluir  reli^inn--  wants,  d'ndav  snme  nf  the  strnni;e.-t 
-Anglican  cnnm-eL;atinns  nf  Xn\a  Scntia  are  tn  he  fnund  in  Lunenliurs^' 
(^'uiint\',  the  stnrd)'  (ierman  settlers  antl  their  <lescendant>  making  in 
mn,-t  ca^e,^  the  he^-t  and  nin.st  de\nted  nf  cluirchmen. 

The  S.  r.  (i.  repnrt  for  1753  slates  that  the  Society  had  decided 
to  apjinint  l\ev.  .Mr.  ISeiinet  tn  the  chari;e  nf  llnrtnn,  I'alninnth.  .\'ew- 
pnrt  and  ("nrnwallis,  which  places  had  pre\  innsh'  keen  \'isited  hy  Dr. 
l!re_\iUnn,   nf    .St.    I'anl's,    lialifa.K.      In   additiiTui   tn   these   places   ]Mr. 
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Benuet  otiiciatcd  at  Furt  Edward  (now  \\'ind.sorj.  In  Ai>ril,  1771, 
i\Ir.  lJenni.-t  wmtc  "W'c  ha\(j  gut  a  small  cha[)cl  at  Windsor,  which 
answers  lUr  a  chnrch  lor  nic,  fur  a  mectini;^  hijiise  whenc\cr  a  di^bcnl- 
ing  minister  happens  tu  come  this  way  in  nu-  absence,  and  lor  a 
school  house  on  week  da)s.  "  In  1775  Mr.  llennet  was  appoiiued  to 
an  itinerant  mi.-.sion  on  the  coast,  and  was  succeedetl  li\-  Rew  William 
I'dlis.  ll_\-  17S5  Air.  Idlis  was  ahle  to  report  that  the  church  at  h'al- 
nioutli  was  linished.  1  he  cluu'ch  at  Windsor  which  stood  on  what 
is  known  as  the  (Jld  Tarish  15ur\insj;  (Iround,  wa,^  erected  during  the 
}-ear  177S-170O.  Ily  -1700  al.-^o  a  church  had  hegun  at  Ne\vi)ori, 
which  place  with  Rawdon  and  Douglas  was  in  1704  made  a  separate 
?iIission  under  the  charge  of  Rev.  (deorge  I'idgeou,  w  he),  ho\\e\er, 
Soon  remo\ed  to  hrederictou.  In  17<)7  the  Re\ .  W  illiani  t'olsell  king 
was  sent  out  as  niisiouar)-  to  Douglas  .and  Rawdon,  and  Xew[)ort  was 
again  attached  to  W'intl.-or. 

In  1770  a  church  was  erected  on  the  town  jjlot  of  C'ornwallis  hy 
IMessrs.  John  liurhidge  ami  William  ]!e.-t  at  their  own  expeufc.  In 
Octoher  of  that  \ear  Kew  Jacoh  I'.aile}-,  one  of  the  best  known  of  the 
Loyalist  refugees,  took  up  wc^rk  at  that  place. 

.\fter  the  Declaration  of  Independence  great  numbers  of  those 
in  what  i>  now  the  United  States  whei  still  remained  loyal  to  the 
llritish  ('rown,  sought  refuge  in  that  part  of  lhiti>h  .\merica  \vhicli 
had  not  revolted.  Man\-  of  these  exiled  Royalists  came  to  Nova 
Scotia  and  by  their  coming  brought  new  life  to  the  infant  church. 
IRudng  in  many  cases  .sacrificed  their  all  and  undergone  the  greatest 
[lossible  hardship  from  a  linn  [iiiuciple  of  lo\-alty  to  church  and  state, 
which,  in  their  e)es,  were  regarded  as  almost  inseparabh'  united, 
ha\'ing  man_\-  of  them  occupied  the  highest  positions  in  their  old  home 
anil  being  jieojjle  of  rerniemeut  and  culture,  their  coming  brought 
new  blood  of  the  \ery  best  quality.  Wdiere\er  they  settled  in  Hali- 
fax, Annapolis,  Shelburne,  Digby  and  elsewhere,  they  founded  com- 
munities inteuseh'  lo\al,  alike  to  King  and  church,  with  hi;;h  per- 
sonal ideals,  with  courtly  manners,  with  true  culture,  but  wilhal, 
possilily  a  little  tc)o  conser\ati\e  in  their  <uitlook  upon  life  and  a 
little  a\erse  to  exi)eriiuents  looking  t'l  progress.  Their  coming  cer- 
tainly led  to  the  establishment  of  the  ("olouial  I'.piscetpate  and  of 
I'lrilain's   oldest    colonial    uni\ersity. 

Want  of  space  mak'es  it  necessary  to  ])ass  o\'er  the  work  of  ]\ev. 
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I^r.  I'.ylcs  at  Halifax,  l\ev.  Jacob  Uaik-y  at  Annaimli^,  Uev.  W  illiaiii 
Willcn,  l\e\-.  W.  Kuwlaiul  at  Slielliunic.  Rev.  K..-cr  \  icl>  al  l)i,i;l)y, 
l\(jv.  U.  C'assitt  al  Sydney,  Kcw  I'cter  dc  la  Uochc  at  ( iiiybl)iii-(,,  Ro\. 
John  Rai^icsuii  in  (. 'uniherlaiul,  l\c\-.  'riidinas  Shrc\c  in  l'an>l)iini, 
l\cv.  Thdinas  Lloyd  in  Chester,  Rev.  Jd.^luia  Wini;alc  Weeks  at  I'res- 
ttin,  Dariniouth  and  Lawrencetown,  Rev.  (lenr^i^e  I'autim  at  \'ar- 
muntli,  l\e\'.  John  Wiswell  at  I'ornwallis,  Wilnint  and  A\le>lord. 
l\c\-.  William  Turning  at  Cnrnwallis,  and  nther  [linneei'h  ul  die 
Church  of  l'aii;land  in  \arious  parts  of  No\a  Scotia. 

In  \ie\v  of  the  fact  that  the  L'hurch  of  luigland  asserts  in  the 
preface  ui  its  ordination  service  that  "It  is  evident  untu  ail  men 
diligently  reading  I  Inly  Scripture  and  ancient  author,--,  that  frnm  the 
Apostles'  time  there  have  lieen  these  (jrders  eif  ministers  in  Christ's 
Church:  liishups,  priests  ami  deacons,"  it  wmuM  seem  that  the 
church  made  a  serious  mistake  in  nut  pri>\i<ling  fnan  the  tu"st  fur  the 
ftdl  ministry  uf  the  church  in  the  \ariuus  cnlonies  of  (ireat  Rritain. 
I'or  no  le>b  a  period  than  se\'ent}--se\en  )'ears  the  church  in  Xo\a 
Scotia  was  unable  to  give  the  rite  of  C(jnlirmation  before  admitting 
its  [)copIe  to  Communion,  while  had  there  been  an\-  cantlidate^  for 
Holy  ( )rders  it  would  ha\e  been  necessary  for  them  to  take  the  then 
long,  often  perilous,  journey  to  Juigland  to  seek  the  la_\ing-i.in  of 
hantls  from  their  Diocesean,  the  llishop  of  London.  Mure  than 
this  the  church  inexitabl)'  sufferetl  greatly  from  the  lack  of  episcopal 
oversight,  'blie  arrixal,  therefore,  of  the  Right  ive\erend  Charles 
Liglis,  D.  D.,  iirst  bishop  of  Nova  Scotia,  ruid  Hr^t  of  the  whole  col- 
onial I'.piscopate  of  the  Anglican  Communion,  in  llalifa.\  on  (  )ctober 
i6.  1787,  marked  the  beginning  of  a  new  and  progressixe  era  tor 
the  church  in  this  Pro\-ince. 

In  a  ^ermon  at  Westminster  Abbey  Jjishoi)  I'erry  thus  dcbcribetl 
his  work.  "Cathering  his  clergy  together  for  counsel  and  pergonal 
knowleilge  the  I'.isliop  of  \(]va  Scotia  proved  himself  to  be  a  mission- 
ary apostle  by  the  wisdom  of  his  charge  and  sermons,  and  the  magnet- 
ism (d"  his  personal  interest  in  each  one  who  had  been  placed  imder 
him  in  the  Lord.  In  long  and  most  wearisome  visitations  he  \'isited, 
as  far  as  was  in  his  power,  the  \'arinus  portions  of  his  almost  illimi- 
table .See  and  until  the  close  of  a  long  and  honored  life  he  m.aintained 
that  character  for  devotion,  that  reputation  for  holiness,  that  ferv'or 
of  ministrations,   that   faithfulness  in   'every  good   word   and   work, 
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which  should  characterise  the  guud  man,  full  of  ihe  Holy  Ghost  and 
of  faith.'  Xor  was  thi.>  all.  Thruuyh  his  lung-  and  earnest  lahurs, 
ended  oiil)-  when  the  sununons  came  'lu  depart  and  l)e  at  rest,'  'much 
l)eci[ile  was  added  tu  the  Lord.'  A  church  was  organized,  a  college 
was  fuunded  and  huilt  u[)  to  a  measiu"e  of  efficiency  und  success.  The 
institutions  of  religion  and  learning  were  thus  estalilished  and  bUjipor- 
ted.  The  [jreaclnng  of  the  Word  and  the  ministration  of  the  Sacra- 
ments were  [iroxided  for  the  crowds  of  exiles,  who  in  their  de\olion 
to  church  and  state,  had  exchanged  their  .\merican  homes  for  the 
hleak  shores  of  Xo\a  .Scotia  and  to  the  frontier  settlers  in  the  dense 
forests  of  .\ew  I'.runswick  and  (Jueliec.  Thus  through  unremitting 
laliors,  lilesseil  by  (iod,  ere  the  life  of  the  hrst  colonial  bishop  was 
ended,  there  had  been  set  on  foot  measures  for  the  de\elo[)ment  of 
the  I  hurch  of  Christ  in  the  northern  [jotrii.in  of  the  .\merican  conti- 
nent which  shall  act  and  react  fi:)r  good  till  time  shall  be  no  more." 

.\fter  an  episcopate  oi  2ij  years,  Xo\a  Scotia's  lirst  llishop  died 
in  iSid,  and  was  buried  beneath  St.  rani's  Church,  in  the  chancel  of 
which  is  a  mural  tablet  to  his  memory. 

.\nother  important  result  of  the  coining  of  the  Lo)-alists  was  the 
founding  td"  the  .\cademy  (now  Iving's  College  Sclujol )  and  King's 
College  at  Windsor,  lioth  of  these  owe  to  a  great  measure  their 
existence  to  the  far-seeing  wisdom  of  ljisho|)  Charles  Inglis.  lluth 
receixed  much  tinancial  assistance  from  the  Imperial  and  the  l'ro\- 
incial  goxernments. 

.\fter  the  ileath  of  liishop  Charles  Inglis,  on  the  recommend.ation 
of  the  House  of  .V'^sembly,  the  Crown  ap]iointed  their  chaplain.  Dr. 
Stanser,  the  rector  of  .St.  Paul's,  to  the  wicant  .Sec.  L'nfortunateh' 
the  new  iJisho])  w;is  in  failing  health,  ami  was  com|ielleil  to  return  to 
luigland  almost  at  once  for  medical  treatment.  He  ne\er  returned 
to  Xo\a  Scotia.  U'ir  did  be  resign  the  IJishopric  until  ii^-4.  the  Dio- 
cese being  \\itliout  a  chief  pastor  for  nearl\-  eight  \ears.  In  the 
meanwhile  Dr.  John  Inglis,  son  of  the  lirst  llidiop,  had  succeeded 
Dr.  Stauser  as  rector  <>{  St.  I'aul's,  and  also  acted  as  the  liishop's 
ci  immis-^arv. 

Cpon  llislioj)  Stanser's  rc^ignati' ui  Dr.  jnhn  Inglis  was  coU'^e- 
crated  third  I;ir-ho|i  of  the  Diocese,  and  arrixed  in  Ibalifax  in  the 
autumn  of  1825,  bducatcd  at  the  Collegiate  School,  Windsor,  and 
at   King's  C(illege,  in  its  pre-charter  d.ays,   having  held  the  extensixe 
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country  niissiuii  of  Aylcsfuril,  ami  then  the  rcctorsliip  of  tlie  lar^'cst 
ami  must  imiiortant  parish  in  tlic  Diuccsu,  lie  was  in  full  synii)athy 
and  accijrel  with  Nova  Scutian  lite  and  manners,  and  knew  proltaljly 
as  well  as  any  man  living-  the  varied  neetls  of  this  \ast  Di()ce>e.  lie 
wub  of  eutirlly  manners,  oi  an  iniposing  presence,  well  read,  and 
most  energetic  and  cajjahle  in  his  episcopal  labors.  During  his  first 
visitation  in  i8_'6  he  \  isited  not  only  No\a  Scotia  hut  New  liruus- 
wick,  I'riuce  l^dw.'ird  l.sland,  L'ape  Breton  and  llernuida,  traveling 
o\er  hyi:  thousanil  mile>  hy  land  and  sea,  CLinlirmiug  4.3(37  per-,iin.^, 
consecrating  44  churches,  and  arranging  for  the  erection  of  many 
more. 

An  important  step  was  taken  when,  in  1S37,  the  Diocesan  Church 
Societv,  since  succeeded  iiy  the  Ijoard  of  Home  .Missions,  which  in 
its  turn  has  been  followed  hy  the  Diocesan  iMi^'-iuu  P>oard,  was 
fotuided  for  the  following  purposes:  '"The  supply  (d"  hooks  and 
tracts  and  missionar\-  \-isits  to  destitute  settlements,  upholding  the 
cijllege  at  Windsor,  assisting  poor  divinity  student--,  aid  to  Sunday 
and  other  scIioliIs,  enc(juragement  in  the  instruction  ruid  training  of 
respectable  teachers,  and  the  assistance  to  the  erection  (jr  enlarge- 
ment of  churches  (jr  chajjels." 

Uy  1841  Dishi.ip  John  Inglis  could  write  "In  the  last  hfteen  vears 
it  has  been  my  happiness  to  consecrate  i  18  churches  and  chapels. 
]\Iany  more  are  in  progress."  In  1845  the  Diocese  was  reduced  to 
its  ])resent  size  hy  the  formation  of  the  Diocese  of  l~redericton.  In 
184O  there  were  38  clergy  in  the  Diocese  and  a  number  id'  com- 
municants is  gi\en  as  3,238,  three  times  the  uuuiber  recorded  at  the 
time  l!isho[)  Inglis  came  to  take  up  liis  work.  .\t  a  \isitatii)ii  held  at 
Halifax  in  that  year  there  were  tipwards  of  thirty  clerg_\-  piresent, 
mijst  of  whom  had  been  ordained  b\-  the  liishop,  and  jO  of  whom 
had  been  educated  at  King's  College.  In  1841),  while  on  a  \isit  to 
Mahone  l!a\-.  the  llishop  was  stricken  down  with  fe\er,  from  which 
he  ne\er  tullv  I'ccovered.  Keturning  to  England,  he  died  at  Ijnidon 
on  October  27,   1850. 

In  1851  the  Ue\'.  Hilibert  Binney,  a  son  of  a  rector  of  St. 
deorge's,  Sydney,  in  the  Island  of  Cape  Rreton,  who  had  been  edu- 
cated at  King's  College,  Loudon,  and  Worcester  College,  (Oxford, 
was  consecrated  at  I.ambeth  the  fourth  Ilishop  of  Nova  Sciiti;i.  He 
was  a   splendid   scholar   and   an   admirable   organizer.      In    full    s\-m- 
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patliy  willi  tlie  Oxfunl  Mi  i\cnicnt,  he  tlici  niucli  to  shape  ami  de- 
velop  tile  ehuichiiiaii>hip  of  the  Diueese.  Diirini;-  his  h'piscopate  the 
miniher  uf  cluirehes  greatly  increaseil  and  the  newer  churehes  were 
Ce)nsi>icninis  for  their  nmre  titling  and  ecclesiastical  st\le  of  archi- 
tecture. iJishop  llinney  was  nnreniilting  in  his  lahcirs,  \isiting"  e\ery 
part  of  the  Diocese,  and  proving  himself  a  true  friend  and  father  in 
Go<l  ti)  his  clerg}-.  Jle  ga\e  great  attentiim  to  the  inijiroveinent  of 
the  linancial  condition  of  the  Diocese,  (jathering  the  faithful  laitv 
about  hint,  he  secured  the  raising  of  the  (,'hurch  I'hidowinent  lonid 
of  £30,000  to  assist  in  the  support  of  clcrg\-  in  the  poorer  parishes. 
The  widows  and  orphan^  of  the  clerg\'  and  the  superannuation  tund 
were  aL^o  started..  d'he  income  of  the  Diocesan  Church  Societ\', 
which  on  his  arrival  was  less  than  84,000  a  vc;ir.  had  heen  raise<l  to 
nearly  ^10,000  at  the  date  of  his  ileath. 

One  of  Ihshoj)  llinncx-'s  t;i\'orite  projects  wa>  the  erection  of  a 
fitting  catheilral  church  for  the  Diocese.  In  iS(i5  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  the  C',ithedi"al  were  constituted  under  a  ro\al  m.andate 
from  (jueen  X'ictori.a.  The  iuilne  Street  site  ou  which  .St.  Stephen's, 
the  llishop's  I'hapel,  formerly  stood,  was  gi\en  hy  Juil-e  I'.lis-,,  |  )r. 
lJinne)'s  father-in-law,  and  the  I'.ishop  and  his  familv  contrihuted 
largel)'  to  the  IniiMing  fimd  then  started. 

In  187J  a  Church  I.a_\'  Associatiou  was  org.anized  in  ll,dif;i\. 
In  the  following  \ear  its  scope  was  enlarged,  ;md  it  iiec.nne  the 
Chinch  of  l.ngland  Institute,  which  has  since  [)la\ed  ;i  cousideraMe 
part  in  the  chm'ch  life  of  the  cit\'  and  diocese. 

In  s])ite  ol  much  opposition  I'.ishop  r.inncv  succeeded  in  cstJih- 
lishing  the  Diocesan  S\no(l.  In  this  matter,  as  in  olhei's.  he  li\ed 
to  win  the  hattle,  and  today  chm-chmen  of  all  schools  of  thought 
reg.ard  the  S\'nod  iu  which  llishop,  clergv  and  lait\'  meet  together, 
to  discuss  i>lans  for  the  wxll-heing  of  the  Diocese,  as  one  of  the  most 
\alualile  features  of  church  life  in  the  l'ro\ince.  During  llisho.p 
r.inne\'s  episcopate  the  nmnher  of  clerg\-  increased  from  sixty  to 
n\-er  one  hundred.  Preparations  (jf  an  elaborate  nature  for  the 
celebration  of  the  centenary  of  the  iliorese  were  imder  wa\-  when 
the  riishop  died  suddenly  in  New  "N'ork  ou  .\pril  30,  18S7.  ddie 
cornerstone  of  the  Cathedral  on  whicli  the  Uishop's  heart  had  been 
set,  was  laid  on  August  12,  18S7,  by  I'ishop  Medley,  .Metiopolitan 
of   Canada. 
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The  Rii^lit  Rcvurcml  l'"rcilerick  C'tnirtney,  D.  D.,  liecaiiie  the  liftli 
Bi.sliDj)  in  1N8S.  lie  was  the  first  to  be  eun^eerated  in  Canaila.  the 
hcr\  ice  taking;  place  in  llalitax  un  St.  Mark'h  Daw  the  cuiisecrating 
j;i>ln)[)s  heinj;-  ili.',!]"!)  .Medle)'  of  TVeilerictun,  whu  was  the  Metroi>o- 
litaii  of  Canada;  the  ilishup  of  Ontariu;  the  llishop  of  (_  jiieltec ;  the 
Jli.shijp  uf  Alaine,  antl  the  l!ibhop-l  oailjutor  uf  hrederictun.  .\  hril- 
liant  iiratiJi",  a  most  el'lective  preacher,  a  sincere  triend,  a  ^enitd 
cnnipanioii,  hut  jierhaps  ahu\e  all  a  hroad  and  liheral  thinker,  he 
made  a  most  \aliialile  contribution  to  the  life  and  de\elopment  of  the 
iJiocesc  liy  wideuiiiL;  the  ecclesiastical  otitlook,  by  artiiisiiiL;  interest 
in  the  L;reat  i|iiestions  (jI  the  (la\-,  and  b\-  renioNim;  from  the  minds 
of  man\-  nnfonnded  prejudices  against  the  I'.nglish  (dnirch.  'idle  lu\'- 
ally  to  church  and  state  td'  the  old  Loyalist  parson-;,  the  fer\enl  zeal 
id'  those  who  had  been  touched  by  the  spirit  of  the  I'.Nangehcal  Ue- 
\i\'al.  the  impri./\x'd  tone  of  churchmanship,  with  better  buildiiii^s 
and  more  dii^nilied  and  seemly  ser\  ices,  broUL;lit  b\'  those  under  the 
inllueiice  of  the  (  )xford  Moxenient,  all  these  exerted  a  helpful  and 
beneficial  effect  upon  the  cluirch  in  the  Dioccsc.  lushop  l_'ourtne\'s 
great  contribution  was  to  show  that  these,  especialK'  the  last  two, 
\\ere  not  contradictor}'  but  rather  suplementar\-  to  one  another.  As 
a  result  part}'  spirit  is  today  conspicuous  b\'  its  ali--ence,  and  there  is 
fortuiiatel}'  a  manifest  tendenc}'  to  take  a  broader  and  more  coni- 
l)rehensi\e  view  of  mail}'  cd"  the  great  f|uestions  of  the  Aa\.  In  view 
of  the  f.'ict  that  the  tendency  of  tlu.iught  in  a  l'ro\ince  lik'e  \o\'a 
Scotia,  t.'ir  renioxed.  as  it  is,  trom  the  gre.'iter  world  t'euters  i)f 
mental  actixit}'.  if  not  carefull}'  watched,  i^  iiie\'ital:l}'  to  become 
n.'irrow,  1  )r.  (.'ourtne}'s  contribution  in  widening  the  \  icw  i)oint  of  the 
Diocese  cinnot  but  be  consiclered  most  \aluable.  An  interesting  fea- 
ture of  his  episco])ate  w.as  the  estaldishment  of  I'.dgchill,  the  (  hurcli 
School  fur  (iirls  at  Windsor,  which  largel}'  owing  to  the  untiring 
zeal  and  sound  common  sense  of  the  late  Dr.  11.  ^'.  llind,  has  done 
so  much  for  the  training  of  the  daughters  of  cluirch  peo[ile.  .V 
nuinher  of  Diocesan  conferences  were  held  during  hi-  episCo]);iic,  rnid 
met  a  need  not  full}'  lo'.ered  b}'  the  Diocesan  S\no,l.  In  i(/()4  Ilis- 
hop  (/onrtne}',  who  found  the  stress  of  wcirk  in  so  large  a  r)iocese 
too  great  a  plu'sic.d  strain  in  \iew  of  his  adwincing  \ears,  re-iL;ned, 
and  became  rector  of  .^t.  James  (  diurch,  Xew  \'ork',  in  which  cit}' 
his  magnilicent  preaching  i;ifts   found   full  opiiortunit\'   for  their   fre- 
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quent  exercise.  He  has  taken  a  s^reat  interest  in  social  (|ueslioiis  and 
has  been  e.xceeilin^ly  [jroniinent  in  the  nunenient  lookint;  lu  the  uhi- 
inate  reunion  uf  C  hristenduni. 

I'he  si.xth  lli^hui)  of  liie  Diocese,  the  Right  ivex'erend  Clarendon 
Lamb  Worrell,  was  C(.)nsecrated  on  St.  Luke's  Day,  1904,  in  L'hrist 
Church  Cathedral,  .Montreal,  by  Archbishop  iJond.  Metrupolitan  of 
Canada,  assisted  b\'  the  .Xrchbishop  cif  kupert->land  and  the  llislmps 
of  Toront",  (Jueliec.  Algonia,  ( )ntario,  and  the  I'liilippine  Llands. 
ilis  episco[)ate  has  alread\-  pro\  cd  one  ol  the  nii  isi  iruittui  in  the 
histor\-  (if  the  Diocese,  dhe  establishment  of  the  Diocesan  Mission 
IJoartl,  with  its  .s\>teinatic  ellorth  to  secure  funils  for  the  mi,--si' inary 
work  of  the  Church  in  the  llome  Dioce.^e,  in  the  (anadian  W'e-t, 
and  in  the  fijreign  field,  has  lullv  demonstrated  his  business  ability 
and  executi\e  gifts,  d'he  Imard  has  been  further  aided  b)-  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Diocesan  WDman's  .'\u\iliar\-  with  branches  in  e\erv 
progressi\e  parish,  enabling  the  women  ol  the  church  to  talsc  an 
acti\e  anil  practical  interest  in  its  missionary  work. 

Although  the  oldest  colonial  See.  the  Dioce.sc  had  no  cathedral, 
the  woiiden  parish  church  (if  .St.  Luke,  Halifax.  ser\  ing  as  a  pro- 
Cathedral  until  it>  destruction  b\  lire  in  1905  allorded  an  (ipportunity 
to  the  I'lishop  t'i  re\i\e  and  press  liU  tii  C(iinplction  liish(ip  l'>inne\'s 
jdan  which  h.id  long  remained  diirmant  for  an  adei|uate  cathedral. 
I'laus  were  secured  frnm  (ram.  Ciiiddhue  (.\;  l-ergusiin,  the  welbki;o\\n 
church  architects  (if  Xcw  \iirk'.  and  the  chancel  an(|  transept-,  an(l 
six  ba\-s  (if  the  na\'e  ha\e  been  built,  the  great  tower  not  being  car- 
ried much  alio\e  the  a]iex  of  the  root.  The  (athedral  was 
opened  on  September  3,  ii^o.  when  there  was  a  re])resenlati\ e  .at- 
tendance (if  bishops,  clerg\'  .and  \ii\lY  not  onl\-  frcm  all  ]iarts  (if 
Canada,  but  from  luigland.  Sci  itland  and  the  I'nited  Slate-,  the 
gue-1  (if  hdUor  being  the  Right  Ke\erend  \\'inuingt( 'ii  Ingram.  Lord 
Ihshop  (if  L(ind(in.  The  (ipeniug  of  the  Cathedral  formed  a  litting

KjI^.  the  sterling  worth  and  executixe  ;ibilitv 
of  l'iish(ip  W'iirrell  was  littingl)-  recognized  li\-  his  felbiw  lli-bups  .if 
the   ecclesiastical    I'mxince    of    (.'anada,    who    then    elected    him    their 
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ML'tmiHiIitan.  a  ])Ositi(in  wliich  carrier   with   it   the  Iiunoreil   and  Iiis- 
tiiiic  title  of  Arclilii^-lmp. 

The  C'liurcii  of  hai^laiiil  in  Nova  Scotia  lias  still  imieh  to  ac- 
complish. 'Ihe  supply  of  candiilates  for  the  ministry  alfonleil  liy  the 
Diocese  itself  needs  to  he  i^really  increased;  the  stii)cnds  of  the 
clergy,  csiiecially  in  the  scattered  and  extensi\e  niissiims  of  the  l")io- 
cese  suhstantially  enlarL;cd ;  a  greater  spirit  of  nii>sii  inar_v  zeal 
aroused;  a  more  extended  stud}'  of  the  church's  historic  pM^ition 
and  a  greater  recognition  id'  the  re^i)onsiliilit\'  which  this  po>iiiMU 
entails  secured;  the  Cathedral  completed  and  the  Cathedral  sy^lenl 
h\'  the  endowment  of  canonries  made  a  more  potent  factor  in  the 
life  of  the  Diocese;  King's  College  placed  on  a  reallv  >atisfactor_\' 
llnancial  ha^is;  a  wider  interest  in  the  great  social  i|uestioiis  of  the 
day,  in  tijwn  and  countr\'  parish  alike  dexeloped.  The  prohlenis  in- 
deed are  many  and  the  demands  great,  hut  the  Diocese  can  f;ice 
them  all  with  confidence  in  Ciod.  a  hopeful  outlook  for  the  il;i\s  that 
are  _\et  to  he,  and  a  lirm  determination  to  he  at  once  loyal  to  her 
great  heritage,  and  full}-  conscious  of  the  call  of  the  jiresent  age  to 
the  Church  of  England  tii  he  a  Hying  church  with  a  li\ing  message 
to  li\iiig  men.

The  .Vrch  Diocese  of  Halifax. 

(KeproaiiCLd    l.y    pirmissiun     fn.in    the    C'atliolic     Encyclopcilia.) 

(J.  .\.  C.) 

Halifax.  Archdiocese  of  (  Halifaxiensis  ). — This  See  takes  its 
name  from  the  City  of  Halifax  which  has  heeii  the  seat  of  go\ern- 
nienl  in  Xo\  a  Scotia  since  its  f<Jundation  hy  Lord  Ciirnwallis  in  1749. 
'Ihe  archdiocese  includes  the  middle  and  western  counties  of  the 
ProNince  (Halifax.  Lunenhurg,  (jueens,  .Shelliurne,  \'armoutli, 
Dighy.  .\nnapoIis,  Kings,  ll.ants,  Cumlierland  anil  Colchester),  and 
the  llrilish  colony  l!ermuda.  The  island  last  mentioned  has  heeii 
attached  to  the  archdiocese  since  1N51.  It  has  a  population  of  ahout 
10, 000,  ijf  whom  aliout  700  are  Catholics.  The  majority  of  these 
are  I'ortuguese  or  of  I'orluguese  extraction.  Hermuda  has  one  resident 
priest.  There  is  a  coinent  school  at  Hamilton,  the  capital  of  I'.er- 
muda,  which  is  in  charge  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity.      The  portion  of 
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the  archdiocese  wliich  hes  within  the  ['rii\ince  of  Nii\'a  Scutia  liad 
at  the  hist  leileral  ceiij^iis  (  l<;oi  )  a  I'alhnhe  [n  ipulatii  m  ui  54,301. 
Of  tliis  uuiiiher  ahout  fuiTy  per  cent  are  (lesceinhiiUs  (jf  the  early 
I'reiicli  ^etllers;  they  reside  priiicipalK'  in  the  t't)inUie,->  nf  \'arnh  aitli, 
and  Digl)_v,  at  ( "hezzetciKjk  in  the  Innnt}-  of  IJahfa.x,  and  in  por- 
tions of  t'ninherhuid  (,'niinty.  At  C/hurch  I'oint,  l)iyh\-  (onntN',  is 
St.  Anne's  t'olle^e.  which  is  devoted  to  ilie  educ.ition  of  the  h'reiich 
Acadian  youth.  It  is  conducted  hy  tlie  haidibt  h'atliers.  Within 
the  arch(hocese  is  Port  ivj}'ah  now  known  a,s  .\nnapohs.  It  was 
founded  hy  I  )e  Monts  in  i<>o4,  and,  with  the  exception  of  the  early 
Spanish  setllenients  in  Idorida,  it  is  the  oldest  luiropcan  settlement 
in  North  America.  With  he  Monts  came  Uew  Xicholas  Auhry 
and  another  prie?.t,  and  at  I'orl  l\o_\al  in  that  year  the  lloh-  ."Sacrifice 
was  oltereil  up  hy  them  for  the  iirhl  time  on  what  is  now  ( 'anadian 
soil,  hroin  the  foundint;  ol  I'ort  l\w\al  down  lo  the  time  of  the 
cruel  expulsion  of  the  Acadians  in  1735,  the  Catholic  missionaries 
who  lal.Mired  in  No\a  Scotia,  eir  Acadia  as  it  was  then  called,  came 
from  I'^rance.  Soiue  of  the  early  priests  were  Jesuits.  .\fter  the 
colony  had  hcen  temporaril\-  hroken  up  hy  Ai-all  in  i')!^,  the  kecol- 
lect  heathers  arri\ed,  anti,  l)esi<les  attending  to  the  spiritual  wants  of 
the  l'"rench  settlers,  they  laljored  with  ,L;reat  sticcess  in  con\erlinL;- 
the  .Micinacs,  the  native  Indians  of  No\a  Scotia.  In  \(\\2  t'apuchin 
Friars  of  the  I'roxince  of  I\aris  were  sent  to  .Vcadia,  and  were  still 
at  work  anions;  the  Indians  in  i')35.  (hie  of  the  ino-i  famous  of 
the  h'rench  missionaries  was  Ahhe  Antoine-Sinion  Maillard,  who 
left  h'rance  in  1741.  He  accpiired  i;reat  inlhieiice  o\er  the  Indians, 
to  whom  he  ministered  with  dexoled  zeal.  lie  was  taken  [irisoner 
hy  the  hjii;lish,  hut  on  account  of  the  fa\or  with  which  he  was 
regarded  Iw  the  .Micmacs  he  was  not  expelled.  His  aid  was  inx'c'ked 
in  making  treatv  arr.ingements  with  the  n.iti\es.  In  1 7O0  he  was 
made  administrator  of  . Vcadia.  He  carrieil  on  his  missionary  laliMrs 
down  to  the  time  of  his  death  in  [7(>_'.  He  wa<  highly  esteemed 
hy  the  ci\il  authorities,  and  his  name  is  held  in  great  \eneratioii  hy 
the  Micmacs  to  this  day. 

A  Legislature  \vas  estahlished  in  Xo\a  Scotia  in  1751S  and  se\ere 
laws  directed  against  the  tatliolics  were  passed  without  dela\".  .V 
t'atholic  was  not  allowed  t(j  hold  land  except  h)'  grant  direct  fr^ 'Ui 
the   Crown,   and   Catholic   i)riests   were   ordered    to   dej.iart    from    the 
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Province  by  a  yiveii  date.  "rhe.->e  disaliilities  ciuitimied  for  upwards 
uf  tweiit}'  year.s.  Jn  the  ineanliine  there  was  coiKsitleralile  Jrish  iiiiini- 
gratioii,  and  in  j  7N3  ilic  Irish  latliolics  ui  liahfax  petitioned  for 
the  renimal  of  the  (hsabihties,  and  the  ohno.xious  hiws  were  then 
re|)ealetl.  'I'wo  years  later,  Ue\'.  James  Jones,  of  the  Order  of  ( 'apn- 
ehins,  came  to  assume  spiritual  ehars^e  of  the  (  atholics  of  Halifax, 
ami  he  remained  for  fifteen  years.  (  )lher  Irish  priests  fi'lhnved. 
A  noted  missionary  was  the  Ahhe  Sii;oL;ne,  who  arri\ed  in  Xo\a 
Scotia  in  171^7,  and  C'lUlinued  his  -work  anioUL;"  the  ('atholics  of 
western  No\'a  Scotia  until  his  death  in  i<S44.  lie  became  the  leader 
and  adxiser  of  the  Acadians  in  ci\il  as  well  as  in  relii^ious  matters, 
and  he  was  unceasing  in  his  efforts  to  priimotc  ihc  welfare  of  the 
h'rench  pupulalion.  lie  also  cared  for  the  Micmacs.  whose  language 
he  spi'ke  with  ease.  lie  held  a  conunission  of  the  peace  trom  the 
go\ernment. 

In  uSi.ii  I*'atlier  I'AJmund  lUnke  left  Ouebec  to  enter  upon  his 
useful  Work  in  Halifax,  which  at  that  time  formed  part  of  the 
Diocese  of  (juebec  and  su  remained  until  it  was  made  a  \icariate  in 
1817.  l''ather  liurke  was  consecrated  \'icar  A[)ostolie  of  X(j\a 
SdUia  in  iSicS  ;uid  lilled  the  office  until  his  death  in  iSjo.  It  was 
not  until  i^-J  that  his  successor,  Rt.  l\e\'.  William  braser,  was 
apiiointed.  The  \icariate  was  erected  into  a  dmcese  bebniary  15. 
l84_'.  and  was  called  the  1  liocc-e  of  Halifax.  It  included  the  whole 
of  Xo\a  Sciitia.  In  1844  the  I'iocese  wa-.  di\ided;  iSidmp  iMMser 
became  liishirp  of  the  new  1  iiocese  of  .\richat;  <md  llishop  William 
\\';il-h,  who  had  been  Hishop  I'Vaser's  coadjutor,  "with  the  right  of 
succession,"  became  Ihsliop  of  Halifax.  In  i85_  llalitax  was  made 
an  archdiocese,  .\rclibishop  W'alsli  administered  the  allairs  of  his 
See  until  his  death  in  1858.  He  was  schokirK^  and  de\')Ut,  and 
although  at  that  time  the  feeling  between  Pr^'lestanls  and  Cath"- 
lics  w:is  occasionally  sninewhat  bitter,  the  "ISritish  ('olonist,"  a  news- 
paper owned  ;md  edited  b\-  I 'ri  itesl.ants,  s.aid  nl  him  at  his  death: 
"The  .\rchliish(ip  wa^  distinguished  twr  his  ;itt;iinmenl^  ;is  a  scholar 
;md  a  di\ine.  In  societ}'  the  courtes}'  and  ;iffability  of  bis  m.anners 
and  his  coiiversati' uial  powers  ni.ade  his  iiilerci  air^e  agreeable  and 
instructi\  e." 

The  second  .\rcbliish( rp  of  Ibalifax  was  the  .Most  Rev.  TliMinas 
Louis   ("onnolh',    who    w.is   consecrated    in    iS^c),    ;ind    died    in    1876. 
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Like  his  predecessor,  lie  \vas  a  native  of  Ireland,  lie  was  ordained 
aL  J.}'iins,  I'raiiee,  in  iX^S.  In  1842  he  came  to  Nuva  Scotia  a> 
Secretary  to  r.ish(ii>  Walsh.  In  i85_>  he  was  appcinited  Hi^hn|)  of 
St.  John,  X.  1'..,  ami  in  iN3()  was  transferred  to  Halifax.  ()f  Arcli- 
hishup  (."(jnuolly,  Mr.  Xicli.'las  Mntid  i)a\in,  a  non-Catholic,  wrote: 
"He  l)elonL;ed  to  the  L;reat  class  of  prelates  who  ha\e  heen  not  nierel\- 
chnrchinen,  hnt  also  sat^acious,  far-seeinj(  politicians  and  lar^e- 
hearted  men,  with  aTlniiration  for  all  that  is  .L;ood,  and  a  dixine 
sni)eriijrity  to  the  littleness  which  thinks  e\er\-liodv  else  wroni;."  \'>\ 
his  (act  he  S(_>on  renrnxeil  the  ill-feeling  that  had  existed  hetween 
Catholics  and  Protestants  in  Xo\a  Scotia.  He  took  a  great  interest 
in  pnhlic  affairs.  He  was  str(ingly  opposed  to  henianism,  and  was 
a  warm  advocate  of  the  Confederation  of  the  llritish  .\orth  Ameri- 
can i'ro\-inces.  At  the  Vatican  (  ouncil  he  was  a  proniinent  hgnre, 
and,  while  opposed  to  the  declaration  of  the  dogma  of  in  fallibility, 
he  lovall}'  accepted  it  as  soon  as  it  had  heen  declared.  Huriiig  his 
administration  St.  .Mary's  ( 'alhedral,  a  heautifnl  edilice,  was  modern- 
ized and  completed.  When  he  <lied  the  Uev.  Principal  Crant,  one 
of  the  must  noted  Presl))terian  di\ines  in  L'anada,  wrote:  "1  feel 
as  if  T  had  not  onlv  lo.st  a  friend,  hnt  as  if  Canada  had  lost  a  patriot; 
for  in  all  his  hig-hearted  Irish  fashion  he  was  ever  at  heart  a  trne 
Canadian." 

The  Most  Rev.  Michael  Ilannan  sncceeded  .\rchhishop  Connolly. 
lie  was  a  native  of  Pinierick,  and  was  ordained  priest  in  1843.  in 
Ma\-,  1877,  he  was  consecrated  -\rchl)i,sh(jp,  and  he  died  in  i88_'.  He 
was  a  ])relate  of  calm  and  sound  judgment,  and  was  gieatl\'  heloxeil 
Iiy  all  classes. 

The  Most  Pe\'.  Cornelius  C)'P)rien,  the  fourth  .Vrchhisliop  of 
Halifax,  was  consecrated  Jist  oi  January,  188^:  died  oth  of  Maidi, 
KjoO.  Archhishop  (  i'l'irien  was  a  nati\e  of  Prince  lulward  Island, 
lie  was  a  clistinguished  scholar,  and  as  a  preacher,  historian,  iioxelist 
ami  poet,  he  ilisplayed  a  \ersatility  rarel\-  f(.)un(l  in  comhinatioii.  In 
his  Lenten  pastorals  he  not  oiih'  ga\e  excellent  explanations  of 
Catholic  doctrines,  hut  he  made  unanswerahle  attacks  upon  the  theo- 
logical and  scientilic  errors  of  his  time.  His  funeral  sermon  on  the 
Kt.  Hon.  Sir  John  Tlioin])Son,  the  first  Catholic  Prime  Minister 
of  Canada,  is  a  model  of  dignified  pulpit  elo(|nence.  He  was, 
hesides,  a  [jrelate  of  rare  executi\e  ahilit}',  as  the  numerous  charitahle 
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instiUilioiis  tliat  owe  their  loiiiulation  to  lii^>  zeal  hear  ain[ile  witness. 
In  political  matters  he  was  a  strung  inqierialist. 

Arehhishop  O'llrien's  successor  is  the  Most  l\ev.  lulwaril  J. 
j\lc(."arth_\',  a  nati\e  of  ilalitax,  who  was  consecrateil  (jth  of  .Sep- 
teniher,  looo.  lie  is  noteil  for  his  zeal,  indnstr)-  anil  courtes}',  and 
is  held  in  hiL;li  esteem  h\-  all  classes. 

Idiere  are  se\  ent\-three  piiests  in  the  archdiocese  and  ninety-si.K 
churches.  AniiaiL;  the  educational  in>litutions  are:  St.  .\nue"s  (  ol- 
leL;e,  already  mentioned;  St.  Mary's  (  olle,i;e,  Halifax;  llol\-  Heart 
Seminar\",  Halifax,  in  char^je  of  the  h'.ndi^t  l'"athers;  the  .Sacred 
Heart  .\cadeni\-,  llalifax,  an  institution  c  inducted  liy  the  Kelii^ious 
of  the  Sacreil  Heart;  and  the  .Vcademy  of  .Mount  St.  \'iuceut  at 
Ivockiiii^ham.  a  successful  iu>titution  in  char;;e  of  the  Sisters  of 
Charity. 

THE  niocF.si:  of  .xntigonisii. 

(1).  C.  G.) 

The  Diocese  of  .Vntignuish  is  made  up  of  the  Island  of  (/"ai)e 
Breton  and  the  three  eastern  counties  of  Xo\a  Scotia  proper.  '1  he 
histor\-  of  the  latholic  t  hurcli  in  the  territor)'  that  it  emhraces  does 
not  contain  man\'  authentic  detail-,  helore  the  ioundin.i;'  of  Louis- 
hurj;'.  Trior  i,,  that  exeiit,  the  eastern  part  of  the  I'roNince  recei\ed 
little  ile\  elopmenl  ;  hut  the  earl\-  missionaries,  who  naturally  had  their 
headi|uarters  at  i'ort  Koyal.  could  easily  reach  the  roxini;  Alicniacs 
tr(jm  that  centre,  d  he  Capuchins,  iu  particular,  did  ^reat  work  troni 
li\\2  until  their  missions  were  overwhelmed,  in  1654,  h}'  the  Croni- 
wellian  iiuasion. 

Durin;;  this  period,  and  for  some  time  heyond  it,  the  Jesuits  dis- 
pla\-ed  cousiderahle  acli\it\'  anioni;  the  saxaj^es  in  the  uortherK'  rei;ions 
of  .\cadie.  hroui  i()ji)  to  1(140  they  had  an  outpost  at  St.  Ann's,  in 
the  Island  of  Cape  llreton,  and  thereafter  operated  westward  Imm 
Miscou,  on  the  northern  coast  ot  Xew  I'lrnuswick.  hather  .Martin 
L\'onne  went  to  Cheilauhoucto  ((inyslioro)  in  1(137,  and  died  there,  in 
the  lieLjinninL;-  of  idl'ii,  troui  an  attack  of  scur\ w  His  tasl;  was 
taken  up  h_\-  hather  Andre  Richard,  hut  he  returned  to  h'rance  slmrtl)' 
after,  d'hen,  owini;-  to  the  I'jii^lish  domination,  the  .\cadian  missions 
were  ahandoned  until  some  \e.n-s  alter  the    Treaty  of  I'.reda. 

.\s   ;i    matter   of    fact,    \er}'    little    missionary    acli\itv    took    place 
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within  lliL'  limits  of  the  iJiucese  fur  iivlt  hall  a  cciilui)-.  The  iViiitcut 
i'athcrs,  ol  the  rro\iiKe  uf  XunuaniK.  were  at  C'licdauhi  mcti)  lnr 
a  lew  \x';irs  hcfurc  lOw".  the  ilatc  ;it  which  the  il^hiuL;  e>taljli^liinent 
there  was  iieslri_i\e(l  hy  Sir  \\  illiaiii  I'hips.  .Sulisei|ueiit  tn  that  ilate, 
iiolhiiiL;"  (il  iiii|i(.ii  tance  occurred  until  alter  the  Ireatv  nl  L  tretcht, 
when  the  I'leiich  tinned  their  atlentinn  Id  I'apt  Ihetun.  In  1715, 
LiiuishnrL;  was  limnded.  ;nid  Mnm  alter  the  Uecnllet.s  were  .--ent  lo 
lu'ik  after  its  spiritual  interests.  I'he  I'.rDthers  (if  (,  harity  had  cliari;e 
of  its  hospital,  and  the  Sisters  of  the  ( '(in,L;re,L;atiMn  of  Xolre  iJauie 
estahli-lied  a  school   in  the  cil\'   for  the  education   id   ,L;irls. 

ddie  Uecollcts  helonj^ed  to  the  rro\ince  <if  Paris  and  that  of 
Breta,i;ne,  Imi  were  subject  to  the  llishop  of  (Jneliec.  Their  primary 
aim  was  to  snppl\-  Ihe  reliL^ious  wauls  ol  Louishuri;,  hut  lhe\-  extended 
their  ministrations  to  (.'ape  I'.reton  and  e\'eu  to  I'riuce  h.dwaril  Island. 
It  was  Soon  found,  ho\\e\er,  that  it  was  a  mistake  to  ha\e  two 
branches  of  the  same  order  working;-  toi;cther.  and  sn,  in  1 7_^  1 .  the 
Recollets  of  I'aris  were  withdrawn.  I".\eu  then  the  l;isho]i  was  far 
from  satisfied  with  those  that  reiuained.  and  se\eral  times  had  it  in 
mind  to  .supplant  them  h\-  secular  clerL;)'.  In  1740,  the  ,i.;reat  Indian 
missionar\',  .MjIh'  Maillard,  was  luade  \  ic;n"-.L;eueral  o|  Louishurt;,  hut 
that  did  not  mend  matters,  anil  ;i  remed\'  wa-  in  conteniplatiou  when 
the  fortress  was  linally  ca.ptured  and  demolished  li\-  the  MiiL^lish. 

.\fter  the  second  fall  of  I.onisl)m\i(,  .Maillard  was  the  only  (.".-itholic 
priest  allowed  to  remain  in  the  l'ro\iuce.  lie  had  done  missionary 
\vork  anionj;  the  .Micmacs  for  nearh'  a  i|narter  ol  ,1  centurw  .and  did 
luueh  to  translate  into  iheir  lan,;;ua,t;e  pra_\ers,  hyinus  .and  catechetical 
instruction,  lie  had  acipiired  ,L;re,il  iutluence  o\er  them.  The  ,L;o\ern- 
meiil  at  ilalifax,  realizing;-  this,  decided  to  seek  his  snp|iort  in  kcepiu;; 
the  savages  in  order,  lie  went  to  llalitax,  accordiiiL^ly,  in  1730,  and 
from  that  date  till  his  death,  in  1  7()S,  hu  was  permitted  to  minister  t') 
the  .\cadians  as  well  as  to  the  Micmacs. 

Maillard  was  a  L^od-sund  to  the  few  .Vc.adians  left  in  Xo\a  Scotia 
after  the  terrible  disaster  that  had  come  upon  them  in  1755.  Those 
tli.at  were  scattered,  h(A\e\er,  si,L;hed  for  their  old  homes  in  .\c;idia, 
where 

"Rach  liaimt  of  ho\liood"s  loves  and   dreams 
}i]ore  beautiful  in  tanc\'  seemed." 
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of  Guysburo  in  1819,  and  the  following  year  l'"atlier  D^'llard  went  to 
eastern  Cape  liretcm,  where,  hy  means  ol  liis  Iri^h  ^aelic.  he  easily 
administered  ti  >  the  HiL;hlanders.  I'inall}-,  tlie  saintly  I'ather  \'in- 
cent,  another  refni^ee  (/t  the  hreneh  l\e\(  ihitii  m.  came  tn  I'racaiHe, 
in  iSlN.  and  .six  year>  hiter  Inunded  tiie  .\i(.na-tery  <>\  IViit  (.  lairvan.x 
at  that  place,  lie  was  most  acti\e  in  pronn  itin:.,^  the  spiritnal  interests 
lit  the  ('athiijio  in  the  ea^terh'  pijrlinns  ut  the  I'rDxince. 

In  iSoi,  h'ather  Kdmiind  lUirke  came  tn  Halifax  and  tmik  the 
[jlace  (if  Jones,  who  had  j^one  to  the  United  States  ami  ne\er  reinrned. 
In  1817.  the  l'ni\ince  nf  Xii\a  Scotia  was  C(institnte<l  a  \'icariate, 
and  Hurke  liecame  its  lir.st  liishop.  In  iNjo,  lie  died,  and  hallier  t  ar- 
rnll  of  Halifax  wa.s  a]ip(iinted  ailministrator.  Carroll  occupied  this 
post  till  1NJ7,  when  lather  William  I'raser  was  consecrated  at  .\nti- 
gonish  an<l  a.ssumed  control.  h'raser  had  come  from  Sct.itland,  in 
i8_'_'.  and  worked  a  _\'ear  in  eastern  Cape  Uerlon,  in  snccessi,,ii  \,, 
Dollard.  .\fter  his  consecration  he  resided  at  .Xntiu' inish  In  181J, 
the  \  icariate  was  made  a  l)iocese,  and  .\l,L;r.  Walsh  of  Duhlin  was 
apiiointed  co-adjntor,  with  the  rii;ht  of  successi(/n.  The  1  )iocese  was 
di\ided,  ho\\e\er,  in  1844.  and  .\l,L;r.  h'raser  liecanie  the  hrst  liisliop 
of  .\ricliat.  In  the  fall  of  1851  he  died;  an<l  011  helini.ar}-  jy.  iX^J, 
Dr.   .McKinnon  was  coiisecrateil  and  hecame  his  succe-sor. 

Ihshop  l'"raser  was  a  man  of  uiuisual  stren-lh  and  enerL^w  and 
thoni;h  past  his  prime  when  he  came  to  \o\a  Scoii.a,  his  mi.^.-,ioii- 
ary  activity  was  extraordinary.  .\s  an  administrati -r  he  was  le-s 
suecesslul,  ;md  1  pii  this  score  had  to  suffer  some  criticism  towards  the 
close  of  his  career,  ddie  ,L;reat  desideratum  was  ediic.itioii,  and  he  did 
not  see  his  way  clear,  owiim  to  the  po\ert\-  of  |ii>  people,  to  sol\e 
that  prohlein.  ddie  solution  of  it,  accordingly,  fell  |o  the  lot  of  his 
successor,  in  l8:;8,  Dr.  Alclxinnon.  a  x'ear  after  his  reiin  11  from  the 
L'rl.an  Colle;.;e,  Rome,  estahhshed  a  t^ranimar  scho,,|  at  St.  .\iidrew's; 
in  185^:;.  lie  opened  a  higher  sca.t  of  le.arniif.;  at  Aiichal.  which  lie 
transferred  to  .\iiti,L;oiiish,  in  1853,  rnul  named  .St.  hrancis  .\a\ier's 
Collc-e. 

-Meanwhile  the  ]Mi])ulation  of  tile  Diocese  w;is  ra])idilv  increasin;;. 
W'ilhin  its  llniiis,  according;  to  the  census  .if  1831,  the  Catholics 
numhered  40.107.  Xinc  \ears  Liter,  their  numher  w,is  estim.atcd  hv 
Ih'slirip  .McKinnon  at  3o;.(")n.  Tiiey  were  seallercd,  o^er  _•_]  ]i,ui-he-, 
t<j    which    were    attached    4,:;    missions.      Tliev    were    alleiided    li\     jO 
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priests,  sexentecn  of  whom  were  nati\'es  of  the  Uioeese.  Tlie  Cathe- 
dral was  het^uii  in  1806,  and  eniiipleteil  in  1874,  at  a  eost  of  ahuut 
$iGO,e)Oo. 

I'aihng'  heaUli  eunipelled  llishop  MeKinnun  tu  louk  f^r  a 
cu-adjutnr  in  1S70,  and  his  eh(jiee  feU  cm  Dr.  John  C_"anierijn,  a  man 
uf  sehcilarlv  attainments  and  prineeh'  [lerMinaHtx.  iiie  ci-adjuiur 
continued  to  reside  at  Ariehat,  where  sinee  18O3  lie  iiad  been  pastor. 
Bisliop  AIcKiniiijn  remained  in  aiithorit\-  tiH  1877,  when  lie  resigned 
and  recei\eil  the  title  of  .Xrehhi^hop  ot  .\m}do.  I  I  c  died  t\\o._\ear> 
after  at  the  a-e  of  G').  lie  was  horn  at  William'^  i'oiiU,  in  the 
Count)-  of  .Xntigonish.  lie  went  to  the  L'rljan  College,  Rome,  in 
iSjS,  and  relurnin;:;  thence  nine  years  later,  was  placed  in  eharL;e 
of  St.  .Vndrew's.  lie  wa>  a  man  of  >inL;ular  piet\  and  hriniiul  of 
zeal   for  all  that  is  great  and  nohle. 

In  1N77,  liijhop  L'ameron  took  charge  of  the  r)ioce,-e  of  Ariehat. 
lie  was  horn  in  18J7,  at  South  l\i\er,  Antigunish  (.  ounty.  In  1844, 
he  was  sent  to  the  Urban  College,  where  he  grailuated  with  honour.^, 
ten  \ears  later.  Then,  haxing  returned  to  Xo\a  Scotia,  he  w.i'~ 
a[ipoiute(l  pastor  of  Antigonish.  and  was  at  the  same  time  a  [jro- 
fe^sor  in  St.  h'ranci^  Xavier's  College  a>  well  as  its  rector,  uniil  i8():;, 
when  he  ua^  tran>ferred  to  Ariehat.  in  1880,  he  made  AniiL;oni-ii 
his  residence,  and  si.x  \-ears  later  the  Diocese  received  its  present  name 
acct)rdingl}-.  After  his  death,  which  occurred  ou  the  0th  of  .\pril,  1010, 
there  w  a,-^  an  interregnum,  during  which  Ive\".  l)r.  11.  1'.  Macl 'herson 
wa>  administrator,  untd  Septemjier  4,  M4I-,  when  the  present  lli-^liop 
iif  the  iJiiiCese.  kt.   Rev.    laiuc>  .Morri:~on.  w  a-^  Con>ecrated. 

Since  1870  the  Diocese  lias  made  marked  progre-s,  especial])'  in 
educational  facilities,  in  1871,  the  L"atholic>  niimhered  (j_',85_:;.  and 
tweiitN'  \e;ir^  Later  tlie\-  increased  to  J,^.^*"'.  DnriiiL;  recent  Acars, 
increase  of  p'lpulaliou  h.is  keen  somewhat  retarded,  owing  to  emigra- 
liiiU  to  the  W'e-t  and  to  the  United  State.-:  nevertheless,  the  Caiholics 
at  the  present  time  are  in  the  neighhourhooi]  nf  80.000.  Of  late  .St. 
k"ranci>  .\a\ier's  College,  to  which  Ml.  St.  rjeinard,  an  acadein)-  for 
young-  ladies  is  ai'liliated,  ha-;  made  marked  pidL;re--s.  The  .Si-iei-^ 
of  Notre  Dame,  who  are  in  charge  ot  the  .Vcadeiii)-,  just  mentioned, 
Iia\e  eight  other  coiueiits  within  the  Diocese:  the  .Sifters  of  (.  harii\, 
si.x;  the  Dauglitei's  cd'  Je^u-,  Iatel_\-  come  from  k"r;uice,  fom-;  the 
Si-.ter.-  of  St.  .Manila,  one.  The  d'rappist^,  at  I'etit  (daii-\au\,  d"r,i- 
cadie.  are  the  oiil)-  religious  o.rder  of  men.

W'licn  Nova  ScoUa  was  haiided  over  to  Clrcat  Urilain  li_\'  Treaty 
of  Utrcclit  in  1713  elTorts  were  UKkle  tu  iiuluce  ^-eltler^  ti'  cnme  t'r'im 
Euro[)e  and  from  llie  older  rro\inces  to  oceu])_\  the  iie\vl_\'  aei|uired 
territory. 

Ron^lil}-  speakiiiL;,  tlie  western  part  nf  the  I'roN'iiice  was  settled 
from  New  iui^land.  A  body  of  Germans,  Swiss  and  Frencli  occu- 
pied Lunenljuri;'  wiiile  Halifax  was  occupied  \->\  the  C_'orn\\  allis  set- 
tlers and  a  number  (d"  jjeople  from  New  luit^land.  .-\hout  the  same 
time  a  body  of  immigrants  fruni  the  North  (if  Ireland  settled  in 
Colchester,  iuist  llam.^  and  Ivist  Halifax,  rictmi,  .\iitigMnisli  and 
Ca[)e  iJreton  were  occupied  b\'  Scotch  Highlanders.  The  districts 
and  their  inhaljitants  were  not  clearly  defmed.  Settlers  of  ditfereut 
nationalities  were  scattered  through  the  \'arious  Incalities  but  in  the 
main  the  distributinn  uf  pii|)uiati<  m  gi\en  is  cnrrect.  Communica- 
tion between  the  different  settlements  was  \'ery  restricted  ami  as  a 
consequence  each  district  maintained  its  own  indi\  idualitv  tor  i|nite 
a  length  of  time.  In  almost  every  settlement  there  was  a  cunsid- 
erable  number  of  1 'resb\-terians.  All  of  them  endeavored  to  get 
ministers  frum  the  countries  from  which  the\'  came  and  C' >nsei|Uent'- 
1\-  four  or  li\'e  churches  started  at  nearly  the  same  time.  I'.ach  church 
represented  some  dicisiiJii  of  the  great  Presbyterian  deU'iminatinn  in 
the  land  from  which  the  settlers  came,  ddiere  were  lUtrghers  and 
Anti-l!urghers  and  Kirknien  from  Scotland,  I'resbyterians  from  New 
England  and  Calvinists  from  Germany  and  nther  parts  of  luirupe 
so  that  the  I'resbyterian  Churcli  was  not  a  representati\-e  (if  aii\-  old 
country  denominatiem  but  a  collection  of  half  a  ddzen  churches, 
which  at  lirst  ffjught  hard  to  maintain  their  sectarian  peculiarities, 
and  then  as  common  sense  and  Christian  princi]ilc  triumphed.  i(irme<l 
one  uui(.)n  after  another  until  they  all  became  one  (lenomin.-itidn. 

St.  Matthew's  Church  or  Mather's  Church,  Halifax,  was  the  llrst 
Presb\-teriaii  congregation  organized  in  Nova  .Scotia.  It  was  ma'lc 
U|)  of  I'resbyterians  from  the  old  countr\-  and  l're^b\  terians  and 
Congregatioii.'dists  from  .New  baigland.  h'or  man\-  \e.irs  there  \\,C'> 
(|nite  ;i  struggle  between  the  two  elements  but  in  \~'^~  a  treat)-  of 
peace  was  drawn   up.      It   was  in  the   form  of  a  compromise.      The 
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CongTcgationalists  insistcil  un  tlic  use  of  Walts  Ilyinns  and  the 
Presln'tcriaiis  deniamled  a  minister  froiii  Scullaiid.  Bolh  demands 
were  a.L,'reed  to  and  from  that  date  St.  Matthew's  has  been  a  dis- 
tincli\ely  I'resliyterian  eongregation. 

On  the  I2tli  of  April,  1750,  less  tlian  a  year  after  Cornwalhs  had 
landed,  a  correspondent  of  the  Boston  Wcchly  News  Lcllcr  wrote 
from   1  lalifax  as   fdlldws  : 

"l",\er\thing  goes  on  with  great  despateh ;  and  whilst  the  closest 
ap])licaliiin  i^  matle  to  civil  concerns  religion  is  not  nnthoiight  of; We 
shall  SMi)n  have  a  large  church  erected,  and  for  the  encouragement 
of  I'rotestant  Dissenters  a  handsome  lot  is  laid  out  for  a  meeting 
house  and  another   for  a  minister  in  a  very  pleasant  ^^ituation." 

The  lir.st  minister  of  St.  Matthew's  was  the  Rev.  .Xarnu  ("le\e- 
laml,  the  great-grandfather  cd"  President  Cleveland  c,f  ihe  United 
States. 

The  history  of  these  early  \'ears  as  gathered  fnmi  e:<isiing  let- 
ters is  inlensel)'  inlerestiug.  St.  Taul'-s  and  St.  Matthew's  grew  up 
side  iiy  side,  living  together  in  the  nieist  harnioni'ais  luanner  as  thev 
lia\e  continued  tn  dn  up  to  the  present  time.  Tn  17N7  the  Kev. 
.\ndre\v  l!ni\\n,  1).  i)..  was  called  from  Scotland.  Dr.  I'.niwn  was 
one  of  the  ablest  men  who  came  to  Nova  Scotia.  While  here  lie  was 
,a  leader  in  intellectual  and  soci.al  as  well  as  ecclesia.stical  alf.airs.  lie 
was  a  m.in  <d"  great  tact  as  well  as  aliilitv.  LInder  his  ahle  ministra- 
tions the  congreg.ation  became  thoroughly  united  and  although  his 
sta\'  was  short  his  work  has  told  on  the  congreg.itii 'U  ,and  we  think 
we  may  sa\-,  on  the  communit)-  e\er  since.  He  was  called  aw.iy  to  a 
chair  in  the  Uni\ersilv  of  I'.dinhurgh. 

The  crv  for  nn'nislers  lircmght  liel])  from  r)ther  (piarlers  ahnut  the 
same  time.  Re\-.  James  Lyon  came  from  Ne\v  Jerse\-  in  1 7<'>..^  and 
Ive\'.  lames  Murdock  from  Ireland  in  I7r)ri.  Poth  of  these  men 
labored  for  some  time  in  Halifax  but  practiealK-  the  \\Iiole  centre 
of  the  Province  formed  their  congregations,  ^ilurdock  made  1  lor- 
ton  his  head(iuarters  but  he  tr,a\elled  all  o\er  the  land  nunislering  to 
the  little  bodies  of  ])eople  in  the  widely  se])ru-ate(l  and  sparsely  set- 
tled communities  of  Kings,  Hants  and  Halifax. 

In  I  75-'  T.unenburg  was  settled  1)\-  the  (lermans,  Swiss  and  French 
who  were  brought  to  the  Province  thrciugh  the  instrnmeiilalit\'  of 
John   Dick,   agent   of  the   Lords   of   Tratle.      The  government    Iniilt 
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tlicMii  a  chnrcli  and  iirovideil  for  them  a  minister  and  (|iiitc  a  lai\L;c 
niunlier  nf  them  joined  tlie  Iqiiscopal  t  hnreli  Imt  many  ol"  tiiem  were 
too  stronj;!}-  attached  to  tlie  churclics  of  their  fathers  and  a  Luth- 
eran and  a  Reformed  cont;re;;-ation  were  organized.  The  Iveformed 
or  Calvinistic  Church  apjihed  to  (jermany  and  to  tlie  Cinn-cli  of 
I'ennsylxania  hut  failed  to  secure  a  minister.  After  waitinc;  for 
sexenteen  years  lliey  determined  to  select  one  id"  their  own  numl)er 
and  lia\e  him  ordained,  ddiey  chose  llruin  K<.>nil<es  C'ominj.;oe,  a 
nati\e  of  I.eewanlen,  llolland.  who  had  been  emiilo\ed  for  sriine 
time  as  a  lisherman  in  LnuenhurL;.  lie  was  a  man  of  L^reat  natural 
aliility.  ijf  nnMemi-lied  character  and  well  \ersed  in  the  Scriptures 
hill  lie  had  recei\ed  no  college  traiiiini,'^  for  the  miiiislrw  lla\inu; 
made  their  choice  tlie_\-  applied  to  Messrs.  I.yoii  and  Murdock  ami 
also  to  two  L'on,L;rei;ational  ministers,  Uev.  iMessrs.  Seccomiie  and 
riielps.  asking'  them  to  unite  in  ordaiiiiiiL;  Mr.  Comingoe.  ddie\-  all 
Consented  and  on  the  ycA  of  juh',  1770,  lhe\'  met  as  a  i 'res]j\ters'  in 
Matlier's  (hnrcli,  llalita.x.  dliev  iirst  drew  up  a  statement  iiarrat- 
ing  the  steps  that  had  been  taken  gi\ing  their  reasdiis  for  the  coursc- 
tlie_\'  were  taking  and  then  solemnly  ordained  Mr.  ("omingoe  to  the 
pastoral  charge  of  the  Lunenhurg  congregati' m.  This  was  the  first 
I'reshyter)-  that  ever  met  in  Canada  as  well  as  the  Iirst  ordination 
of  a  I'roiestant  minister.  Lord  \\'illiam  C'amphell,  the  rjovenior  of 
the  Province,  and  several  memhers  of  llis  MajestN's  ("oiincil  were 
]iresent.  The  formula  of  questions  used  seems  to  ha\e  keen  drawn 
up  for  the  occasion.     They  were  as   follows:

3.  Wdll  you  by  the  Grace  of  God  be  faithful  ;md  zealous  in 
maintaining  the  Truths  of  the  Gospel,  the  Unity  of  the  Church  and 
Peace  thereof  ag.aiiist  all  opposition  you  in.ay  meet  with? 

4.  Do  }ou  likewise  own  and  will  you  adhere  to  the  worsiii]). 
disci[)line  and  go\-ernnient  of  the  Peformed  I'resb)terian  Churches, 
as  being  foundeil  on  and  agreeable  to  the  Scriptures? 

5.  6,  7,  S,  refer  to  his  own  life  and  tlie  discharge  of  his  duties. 
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I'inall}',  Do  )'ou  own  and  promise  allej^iance  to  lli^  Maje^tw  Kini; 
Gcri-irj^e  lliu  'I  bird,  iii  all   lliiiii;s  ci\il  aiiil   iawlui." 

llius  ordained  Air.  L'uniini^oc  I'cturncd  to  Lnncnhur,);,  \vlierL'  he 
lahonretl  ni<.)st  faithlnlK'  as  pastor  ot  the  Reformed  (  Hn^rei^ation  for 
lialf  a  centurw  His  letters  and  sermons  which  are  still  preser\ed 
show  that  he  was  a  most  ililii^ent  student.  ,i,d\inL;  i;rcat  attention  to 
the  preparation  I'l  his  ilisc(nirses.  a  faithful  preacher,  model  pastor 
and  a  i^ood  citizen.  He  died  in  iS_\j,  in  the  fiftieth  year  of  his 
niini^tr\-  and  the  ninet\-sixth  of  his  aL;e.  The  inlluencc  of  his  life 
and  lahors  is  still   Iclt  in  the  connt\-  of  Lunenlnu;^. 

In  the  same  }ear  in  which  C  omim^oe  was  ordained,  l\'e\'.  Daniel 
Cock  came  from  the  llurL^her  Synod  in  Scotland  and  settled  in  Truro, 
Ide  was  followed  the  next  year  liy  the  Rew  Daniel  Snnth  fr^m  the 
same  S)no(l.  dlie  Rew  lluL;h  Cjraham  arri\ed  in  ij^^.  The  Re\-. 
George  (iilniore  came  from  Ireland  to  .\merica  iu^t  liefore  the  out- 
break of  the  RcM.ihition.  He  was  ordained  in  iSo^tdii  and  settled  in 
Connecticut.  Reins;  a  l^o\alist  he  was  compelled  to  lea\e  the  re- 
voltin,!.;"  colonie^  ami  arrived  in  No\a  Scotia  in  \J>^4.  These  four 
mini.■^ter^,  with  two  elders,  James  Johnston  and  John  liarnhill,  met 
in  Truro  in  i8S')  and  formed  what  was  called  the  .\ssociate  or 
Burs^her  I 'resl)\tery  of  Truro. 

.\t  this  meeting-  the  Rev.  James  AIac(iregor  was  present.  lie 
came  from  the  Anti-Rurgber  or  Ceneral  .\s>iiciate  S\'nod  ui  Scot- 
land in  ijSri  and  proceeded  to  Rictou.  ITis  was  for  fortv-ti\e 
years  the  held  of  bis  truly  Apostolic  lahors.  lie  was  joined  in  171)3 
by  the  Re\.  Duncan  Ro>s  ad  the  Rev.  J'lbn  RrMWU.  When  the^e 
two  laborers  an'ixed  the\-  forme(l  the  l'resbyter\-  of  I'ictou,  which 
met  for  the  t'lrst  time  on  the  7th  of  Jul\-,  17W5.  b'arl\-  in  Xoxember, 
1S03,  there  arri\ed  another  minister  from  Scotland,  the  Re\'.  Thomas 
AlcCullocb.  lie  was  settled  on  the  Tith  of  June,  1X04,  in  the  town 
of  I'ictou.  Rrobal)l\-  no  two  men  who  L-\cr  came  to  Xova  Scotia 
cxerci.sed  a  wider  iiuluence  up^n  it  than  fames  .\lacCre,L;or  and 
Thomas  AlcC  ulloch.  They  were  dillerent  in  man\'  respects,  hut 
both  were  undoubtedly  great  men,  lired  with  truK'  .Apostolic  zeal, 
ready  to  endure  any  hanlship,  spending  their  li\es  in  dexotion  to  the 
interests  ol    their  adopted   countrw. 

Shortly  after  the  organizatii m  of  the  Rictou  Rreshvterv  propo- 
sals  were  made  to   it   by  the    Rresbytcry  of   Truro   looking   forward 
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to  union,  init  so  stnmL;-  and  narruw  were  the  prejinliees  l)riiu.i;lit  i)\er 
frDUi  Scuthuhl  that  it  took  twenty  )-ears  l>elVire  the_\-  euuM  he  re- 
niu\ecl.  At  last  l'hri>tian  princijiles  and  l'>ihle  teaching;'  ynt  the  lietter 
ul  iild  euiintry  jjix-judiees  and  the  fn^t  union  ti»ik  place  uu  the  _5rd 
of  Jul)-.  1S17.  The  Synod  of  the  I 're^hyterian  (fhurch  of  Xo\a 
Seotia  was  orj^ani/.ed  consistini;  of  the  tiu"ee  1 're^hvterie^  of  Truro, 
I'ietou  .and  liahfax.  When  this  S\iioil  was  orLjanized  there  were 
onl\-  a  \er_\  tew  ministers  of  the  Cduircli  of  Scotland  in  Xo\a  Scotia 
Ijut  dnrini;'  the  next  sixteen  years  the  ("iIasi;'ow  (  Dlonial  Societ\'  ^ent 
out  a  nuniher  of  men.  They  hroUL;ht  with  them  ;i  lre>h  importation 
ot  Scotcli  prejudice,-,  and  as  a  rchult  the  Sxaioil  ol  Xo\a  Scolia  in 
connection  uiili  the  C  hurch  of  Sc<ithmd  was  ori^ani/ed  on  the  ,V'''i 
of  Aui^u^t,  ii'^.vv  I  en  \ear>  later  the  di^ru[ition  to,  ik  place  in  Scot- 
land and  the  k'ree  L'hurch  of  Xova  Scolia  was  formed.  The  hitter 
contro\  crsies  ol  the  old  laud  had  all  to  he  repealeil  in  our  own 
I'roxince  and  lor  tweutx'  years  longer  the  ali.-urd  (li\i>ions  conliuued. 
At  leni^th  the  era  of  common  ^en-e  he^an.  In  iSt')M  the  I'resI)}  teriau 
(."hurch  of  X'o\-a  Scotia  and  the  I'ree  ("hurch  united  and  in  iS()5 
■were  joined  hy  the  I'resluterian  ("hurch  (<i  Xew  llrunswick.  In 
1X73  the  whole  ni  the  rre--li\  teriau  ( "hurches  (if  ("anada  united  under 
the  name  ol  the  I're.^li}  terian  (.'hurch  of  ("anada  and  have  since  heen 
ahle  to  do  a  work"  for  Christ  and  the  world  they  could  neyer  ha\e 
accomplished  in  a  divided  state. 

All  of  the  church.es  in  Xo\a  Scotia  did  i^ood  work.  It  could  not 
he  otherwise.  They  all  took  the  l)i\ine  Master  as  their  model  and 
the  (lood  Hook  as  the  text  iif  their  teaching;  and  it  was  not  pos^ilije 
hut  that  the}'  should  exercise  an  ele\atinL;',  enli^hlenini^^  and  ]nirif\'- 
ini;  induence  on  am-  conimnnit\-  in  which  lhe\"  worked. 

We  do  not  think'  it  is  too  much  to  claim  for  the  1 'resliNterian 
Churih  that  it  has  always  taken  a  leadini;'  p;irl  in  e\er\lhini;  con- 
nected with  the  welfare  <d'  (."anaila  and  from  a  \er\'  early  peri(jil  in 
it.s  history  a  deep  interest  in  promoting;  the  cause  of  Christ  in  the 
heathen  world. 

.\t  the  \ery  outset  its  ministers  took  ;m  aclixe  jiart  in  the  cause 
of  educati(in.  They  were  just  as  actiwe  in  estalilishiu-  schools  as  thev 
were  in  huildini;  churches.  The  early  settlers  of  l.iuienhnrL;  Comity 
were  men  of  intelli,i;ence  and  education.  Indeed  it  is  douhtfnl  if  a 
hetter  class  of  immigrants  ever  came  to  Canada.      P.ut  they  spok'c  a 
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foreign  tuiiLiUC  whicli  separated  tliein  I'mni  the  re^t  of  tlie  coiii-

fathers  in  hoih  edncalinii  and  intelligence.  llilinguali'-m  w  a>  cer- 
tainl)-  ni.t  a  succe>s. 

In  the  east  uf  the  I'rovince  tilings  were  ditlerent.  Tlmma^  Mc- 
Culloch  came  to  I'ictou  in  iS'W  lie  was  a  ile\'iited  student  and  a 
most  .successful  schiilar.  He  had  uu  sonner  arri\ed  in  the  country 
than  he  tiMjk  in  the  wh^Ie  situati^'n.  lie  saw  that  if  the  ]'ro\ince  was 
e\er  to  dexelop  and  amount  to  an\tliing  it  mn-t  ha\e  a  liberal  .s)'.-- 
tem  of  education.  d'lie  \-er_\'  _\ear  after  he  arri\ed  he  stalled  the 
idea  (jf  fiainding  an  academy  at  I'ictini  fur  the  |iur|Hise  ot  giving 
uistrnctiMn  in  the  higher  hranchcs  of  etlucatinn.  king's  (."nllege  at 
\\"iiids(ir  was  umler  the  contreil  of  cine  den^  iminalion.  In  this  age 
we  can  .scarcely  understand  the  narrow  sectarianism  that  gnxeriied 
it.  Its  friends  cuntr^illed  the  goxernment  as  well  as  the  College  and 
when  McCulloch  succeeded  tlrst  in  estahlishiug  an  excellent  scIt  h  il 
and  then  in  1816  securing  a  charter  for  his  .\cailem\-,  the  friends 
of  the  Windsur  CDlkge  did  ever\-thing  in  their  power  tu  de-tmy  the 
young  institnliun.  and  to  frustrate  the  eff<irts  of  the  .great  man.  who 
certainh'  was  one  of  the  must  enlightened  educatii  iuists  that  .\o\a 
Sciti.i  e\er  pnssessed.  This  struggle  f'lr  the  .\cadem\-  drew  his  at- 
tention to  the  pMlitical  comlitioii  (.f  our  l'ro\ince  and  in  a  paper 
puhlisheil  in  I'ictdU  at  that  time,  he  laid  down  the  principles  id'  popu- 
lar go\ernmeut  which  afterwards  led  to  the  entire  ch.mge  of  the 
Constitution  of  Xoxa  Scotia. 

I'ictou  Academy  struggled  on  for  a  numher  of  _\ears  and  pro- 
vided training  for  a  large  iniml.'er  of  the  most  liriUiaiU  men  the 
rro\iuce  e\er  produced.  It  was  not  oul\-  in  its  direct  work  that  its 
inllueiice  was  felt.  Patterson  says  in  his  hist(,ry  (.f  I'ictou  connt\-: 
"It  largely  ad\anced  the  cause  of  general  eilucatiou  and  dilYused  a 
taste  for  literature  and  science,  dhe  numlier  of  nien  it  educated, 
with  tlieir  general  intluence,  the  schools  whicli  the\-  taught,  the 
popular  scientilu:  lectures  of  Dr.  McCulloch,  the  general  air  which 
sncli  an  institution  dirfuses  around  it  ;md  e\'en  the  discussions  to 
which  it  gave  rise  made  it  the  means  iif  ditfusing  intelligence,  and  a 
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desire  lur  kuijwlediie  aiiKniL;"  all  clashes  of  the  cuniniunitv  1)l-\c.ii(1 
aiU'  in^titulidU  ol   its  time  and  we  iiiii;lit  ;dni(j^t  say  since". 

r.ut  it  was  lint  diily  llinniL;li  lliis  iiistitulinii  that  ^^e^t)\•te^ialli^nl 
told  on  |iro\iiieial  education.  It  had  an  educated  niini->tr\'  and  all 
that  we  need  say  ol  them  is  that  there  iies'ei'  was  an  educational 
iiKAeinent  carrieil  on  in  the  l'ro\iiiee  in  which  the  I'l-esliyterian.s  were 
not  in  the  \  ery  fr(int.  Wdieii  Dr.  d'upper  carried  through  I'arlia- 
nient  the  J''ree  School  .Act  of  18(14,  it  was  a  rresli\terian  minister. 
Dr.  I'orre.^ter,  who  made  the  pa.ssiiiL;-  of  the  act  possihle,  hy  lecinrini; 
all  o\er  the  country  from  Cape  Xorth  to  Cape  .'^ahle.  In  this  hr 
wa.s  al/l}'  .Mipporteil  1)\'  every  l'resl)\'terian  cleri;"_\ man  in  the   I'l'oxince. 

(  )n  the  (|iiestion  of  universit\-  education  the  I'resliN  terian  cluircli 
had  alwa\s  a  clear  (lolicy.  d"he\'  l)elie\ed  it  was  the  dut\-  of  the  state 
t(.i  provide  education  for  the  jieople  and  therefore  lhe\'  were  always 
in  fa\or  of  a  iion-vlenominational  provincial  Universilw  'lliev  .-tarted 
rictou  .\cademy  purelv  in  sell-defence.  The  same  was  true  of  the 
Ccj|le,L;e  at  West  l\i\er,  at  Truro  and  at  Halifax.  It  was  their  uni- 
forml)-  Consistent  iiosition  on  this  ,i.;reat  (piestion  which  led  them  to 
unite  with  Dalhousic  C'ollet^e,  closing  their  own  colk^cs  wlienreei' 
an  opportunity  ot'fered  of  |]Uttiu,i;  into  effect  the  openlw  avowed 
policv  of  their  church.  If  this  policy  had  been  adopted  h_v'  all  the 
Maritime  Provinces  would  have  a  university  second  to  none  in 
.America. 

X<ir  was  it  in  educational  vv(jrk  alone  they  were  iuteresteil.  Thev 
took  a  deei)  interest  in  evervthint;'  pertaining  to  the  Kingdom  of  (iod 
and  the  welfare  of  men.  In  the  early  part  of  the  nineteeuth  century 
the  (  hristian  jieople  of  llritam  and  .\merica  awoke  to  their  dutv' 
and  responsihilitv  to  make  (  lirist  known  to  the  healhen  world.  In 
Nova  Scotia  a  numher  of  ministers  and  congregations  in  the  Haptist 
Church  and  a  numlier  in  the  I'reshvterian  (  hurch,  liecame  deeply 
interested  in  this  great  work.  Alissionary  Societies  were  formed  in 
(liff'erent  parts  (jf  the  countrv.  The  interest  deepened  and  after  a 
few  vears,  both  churches  determined  to  start  a  toreigu  mission.  The 
i;a[)tists  got  readv  a  little  earlier  than  the  rreshyterians  and  their 
missioiiarv,  the  Rev.  U.  l'~.  llurpee,  lett  for  India  in  1S45.  lie  was 
followed  hv  the  Uev.  John  Ceddie,  the  I'reshvterian  missioiiarv  who 
left  N'ova  Scotia  for  the  .South  Seas  in  iS^p').  These  were  the  first 
foreign  missionaries    from   Canatla,    hut   since   that   time   the    interest 
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lias  stL'adih'  increased  until  now  the  l'resl)\"terian  llinrch  in  ("anada 
is  activelc  en,i;a,L;cd  in  nine  dilTci'ent  lields.  It  has  in  this  sei"\  ice  a 
hundred  men  and  sexentx-lixe  women,  nut  counting;  the  niissii  inarie>' 
wi\es,  who  nnniher  nearh'  a  hundred  more.  Thi.^  hand  of  de\'ited 
Canadians  is  assisteil  li\'  a  larL;e  IkkK'  of  nati\e  preacliers  and  teach- 
ers who  have  learneil  the  trnlh  lif  the  (iuspel  anil  are  de\iiiiiiL;  their 
li\es  to  telling;  it  tu  iither>.  When  we  cnmpare  this  with  the  condi- 
tion cif  the  church  dI  a  hundred  \ears  a,L;o  we  are  custraincd  t'l  >a\-: 
"What  hath  ( jdd  w  rou.<.;ht  ?"  Similar  [)roi;re.^s  ha>  heen  made  in 
e\-ery  other  line  of  wnrk. 

In  thii  hrd.ad  DdminiDn  intu  which  \a>t  numher.^  df  all  nationali- 
ties are  coming;"  there  are  man\-  and  \aried  pruhjcuis  lu  tace.  It  will 
rei|uire  all  the  wi:-d'im,  all  the  reli^ii  lus  earne.^tne^^  and  all  the  united. 
resources  of  the  (  hri>tiau  clunches  to  deal  with  them.  If  Canada 
is  to  l)e  Willi  fur  C  hrist  then  all  Ills  iieople  must  he  animated  hy  llis 
spirit.  d"he  mistakes  of  the  past  must  he  axuided.  The  uarmw  sec- 
tarianism which  too  often  marked  all  the  churches  must  he  wiped 
out.  \\  hen  Dr.  IMacClrei^or  was  sent  tu  this  cuuntr)-  he  was  tuld  hy 
the  S)iiod  that  ordained  him  that  he  was  sent  nut  here  nut  tn  make 
seceder.s  hut  to  make  ( "hristiaiis.  When  all  ut  nur  churches  shall 
have  risen  to  the  full  si.^nificance  of  this  iuslructiuu  we  shall  l;o  fur- 
ward  as  a  miited  host  to  coni|uer  Canada  fur  Christ.

The  r<a[)tists  of  the  Maritime  I'roxinces  came  into  existence  in  a 
peculiar  manner.  .Although  there  ha\e  heen  fur  hundreds  ni  ye.irs 
those  huldiny  the  same  \iews  as  ourselves  uu  the  (..'untinent  ni  \-a\- 
foljc  and  in  iLugland,  as  far  as  I  kneiw  the  Haptist  I\lo\ement  here 
started  ahout  iji>o.  when  IIeiir\-  Alline,  ii  \iiuiil;  jireacher.  took  it 
upon  him.self  tu  hlaze  a  way  throu.L,di  the  spiritual  darkness  then  ])re- 
\'ailiii!.^c  ]\lan\-  sni.all  hmhes  of  his  fulluwers  united  in  llurtuu,  hal- 
niuulh.  .Amherst,  ^'arniuiuh  and  utlier  places,  llis  main  cuntentiuu 
was  that  men  sliuuld  he  hurn  uf  the  lluK  Sinrit.  and  that  merelx' 
heing  of  a  Christian  family  did  nut  cunstitute  them  children  of  ( iud. 
He  was  a  genius,  who  wrote  his  own  hvmus,  sang  them  with  liery 
energy,  and  preached  with  great  power.  In  his  diary  he  speaks  of 
the  effects  of  his  lahors,  which  approached  the  marvell'jus.     He  was 
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not  afraid  to  attack  the  strdns^lioMs  dI  ^in,  ami  lie  tells  Imw  men 
ami  wnnien  were  linwed  dnwn  under  the  ituwer  nf  (lod's  word.  Ills 
fullowers  were  called  "New  LiLjhts."  lie  did  not  la_\'  uukIi  stress 
uiKjn  (ordinances,  nor  did  he  ha\e  the  nryanizin;;  ]jnwer  id  \\'e>le}', 
Ijut  was  mure  like  \\  hitlield.  If  people  were  converted,  lie  was  sat- 
isl'ied.      His  careei"  w;is  short,  d)inL;  at  the  aL;e  ol   ihirly-seven. 

Xow,  it  so  chanced  that  preachers  of  our  ])ersuasion  from  the 
United  States  came  o\er  and  instructed  our  fathers  that  churches 
and  ordinances  were  necessar\ ,  and  after  a  ijood  deal  of  di_-,cu>sion 
and  the  heart  throhhint^s  incident  to  all  such  coutroxersies,  the 
Dimocl';s  and  Mannings  and  I  lardinys  and  others  slii\\l\'  came  to  the 
conclusion  that  there  was  an  c>riler  laiil  down  in  the  Xcw  d"e-ta- 
ment.  ddiey  saw  that  the  tlocl-c  would  not  thri\e  without  a  shepherd, 
and  so  the\'  appointed  pastors  and  deacons.  ddie^e  men  liriiii;ht 
over  the  .Vmerican  t\pe  (d  liaptist  churches.  lndi\iduals  were  re- 
ceived on  profes.sion  of   faith,  and  on  the   xuie  of   the  whole  cluuch. 

Idle  practice  of  witnessing'  to  the  truth  <d  wh.it  the  minister  had 
])reached  was  coninmnly  ohserved  until  well  on  iu  the  niueleenlh 
centur\-.  W'umen  as  well  as  men  follow  eil  this  custom.  lUtt  .grad- 
ually it  fell  into  desuetude,  and  we  .allowed  ourseKes  lo  confirm  [n 
the  wa\s  of  the  other  I'riitcst.ant  liodies,  haxiug  the  same  set  ser\'- 
ices,  the  wlu.le  heiuL;  left  to  one  man.  d'he  sermon  came  to  he  the 
main  thin;.;.  Whether  this  is  the  lietler  w,a\-  is  ipieslii  m.ahle.  d  his 
was  made  up  tor  iu  p.irl  hy  another  institution  nuknuwn  to  the  l"ng- 
lish  r^aptists.  A  monthlv  conference  of  the  memhers  held  on  Salur- 
dav  afternoons  was  generall}'  oliser\-ed.  Women  as  well  as  men 
were  expected  to  take  part,  d'he  Lord's  Supper  was  ol)-;er\ed 
lU'inthly.  ddie  haiglish  Ikaptists,  whose  customs  ohtained  in  the  Up- 
per I'roxinces,  knew  no  such  meeting's,  neither  were  the  female  mem- 
hers expected  to  take  part,  liaptists  throughout  the  Dominion  are 
now  pretl\'  nuich  contornied  in  t\'pe,  and  are  united  in  practice  and 
helief.  ddie  indi\  idualism  of  hoth  churches  and  memhers  is  a  stand- 
ing feature,  hut  of  late  the  idea  o('  interdependence  has  impressed 
itself  u]:on  the  denomination. 

It  was  many  \-ears  hefore  our  [)ec)|)le  cr)uld  accept  the  idea  of  a 
regular  sakuw  for  their  ministers.  It  seemed  like  "preaching  for 
mone\-,"  hut  graduall}-  the  churches  came  to  recognize  the  print,  iple 
laiil  down  l)y  St.   I'aul  that  "they  who  preach  the  r.os])el  should  live 
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of  tlie  Gospel."  There  lunl  been  an  American  pastor  in  llurton,  Imt 
alter  smne  years  lie  had  resigned,  when  tlie  services  of  TheodMre 
Setli  Harding  were  secured,  tnwarils  the  end  (jf  tlie  eii;liteentli  cen- 
tury, llis  action  will  illustrate  what  1  have  said  as  to  salary:  "A 
man  he  was  to  all  the  C(.iuntry  dear,"  hut  it  is  almost  impussihle  to 
add  the  other  line  (if  (ioKlsniith's  celehrated  omplel, — ".\nd  passiiii; 
rich  at   Idrt)-  p( minis  a  \ear." 

The  voluntary  s_\steiii  was  ])ushed  to  its  extreme.  There  nii:.;ht 
be  i)lenty  or  there  mi^ht  he  little  or  nothing  in  the  minister's  house. 
However,  Ivitlier  Harding  had  a  way  of  his  own.  A  young  man 
lia<l  niaile  some  mone\'  and  settled  near  him.  Soon  after,  the  good 
old  pastor  needed  a  cow.  lie  set  out,  cane  in  hand,  marched  in,  and 
addressing  the  new  occupant,  hrielly  said:  "John,  1  w;nit  a  cow." 
The  good  hrotlier  thought  this  a  prett\-  large  request,  and  suggested 
th;it  the  minister  had  better  see  some  of  the  other  neighbors.  The 
gooil  m;m  ke|)t  <jii  wagging  one  fot.it  o\-er  his  knee  and  reiter.Ued  his 
request.  Ao  satisfaction  w;is  gi\en  him,  so  the  old  minister  troiteil 
otT  home.  During  the  night  the  good  brother  found  hmisclf  Iving 
awake,  tlniil<ing  of  the  large  request.  In  the  morning  he  told  his 
man  to  drive  I'iddy  o\'er  to  leather  Harding's  barn.  lie  fell  that 
he  had  done  his  dnt_\-  amply,  and  had  much  self-commendation  there- 
on, but  what  was  his  surprise  the  next  day  ti)  see  Father  llartling 
come  in  and  seat  himself,  and,  as  before,  wagging  his  foot  across 
his  knee,  he  said,  "John.  I  want  some  1ki\-."  John  replied  that  he 
had  gi\'en  him  a  cow,  and  tli;it  now  he  could  go  around  to  the  neigh- 
bors and  ask  for  a  jag  of  lia\'.  The  minister  simpl\-  replied,  "John, 
1  want  some  hay."  In  the  night  again  the  man  was  troubled,  ;ind  in 
the  morning  he  told  Roljert  to  take  blather  Harding  ,a  load  of  tlKit 
best  ha}-  out  of  the  east  nio\v.  I  have  heard  the  neighbors  sa\-  that 
on  entering  a  house  the  pastor  would  look  u])  ;it  the  beams  and  sa_\', 
"1  want  one  of  those  hams."  It  was  the  same  all  round;  the  fathers 
(.lid  not  sav  to  their  coiu'crts,  "justification,  sanctification  and  a  peiiiiv 
a  week,"  as  a  certain  great  founder  did.  Speaking  .if  b'.ather  Hard- 
ing, the  ])eople  rdl  \'enerated  him.  He  had  a  fine  llmv  of  natur.al 
elo(|nence,  but  in  the  pulpit  onlw  Outside  of  it  his  words  were  few. 
One  day  a  discussion  was  being  held  in  which  all  took  |)art.  .\t  last 
someone  cried  out,  "But,  Brother  Harding,  what  is  your  opinion'" 
He  wagged  his  leg  over  his  k-uee,  and  said.  "Don't  know;  T  will  tell 
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you  from  ilie  pulpit  on  Sunday."  There  he  had  e.xlraonUnary  power. 
1  asked  l^r.  Crani])  aljont  this,  and  he  said,  "\'es,  it  was  true,  hut  his 
sermon  was  Scripture  strung  together  in  a  masterly  wax  Irum  he- 
ginning  to  end." 

Strange  to  say,  another  of  the  same  name,  Harris  Harding,  wIkj 
was  of  the  Xew  I-ight  order,  settled  in  Yarmmuh.  ami  was  (j1  a  dif- 
ferent type  from  Theodore.  lie  had  a  great  inllueuce  o\er  \'ar- 
niouUi  and  \ieinitv-  lie  .^pent  his  life  there,  huilt  up  a  Large  inter- 
e>t  and  linally  came  into  full  fellowshi])  with  the  I'-aptist  .\s>oeiat)on. 
His  power,  unlike  that  of  the  other  J  larding,  l;i_\  out^i^le  of  the 
imlpit.  .\fter  sermon  he  wnuld  come  down  from  the  high  perched 
wine-glass  pulpit,  which  ser\'ed  as  a  throne  from  wliiih  our  fathers 
ruled,  and  min-led  freel}'  with  the  people,  couxersiug  with  them  ;is 
to  their  spiritual   state,  and  otherwise  holding  intercourse  with   them. 

The  olil  ministers  would  take  preaching  tiips  in  the  summer 
nionihs,  couiing  across  Ironi  llorton  1)\-  p;iel-:ct,  ;md  working  their 
way  along,  preaching  as  the_\'  went.  .M  \-  old  friend  used  to  p(]iiit  ,,nt 
the  little  hedrc.iom  otT  the  i)arlor  where  the  fathers  had  sle]it.  When 
I'ather  .Manning  and  Theodore  Harding  returned  from  one  of  these 
annual  "'xacatioiis"  a  minister  said,  "Well,  l\uhcr  Harding,  how  did 
}ou  get  along;"  "h^irst  rate;  Manning  preached  (nxl  :md  1  preached 
Jesus  (."hrist."  That  shows  at  least  one  diflerence  hetween  the  two 
men.  l^dward  Manning  was  attracted  \>y  the  thclo-ical  side  of  re- 
ligion. He  was  a  hig  man,  ph\sicall\'  and  mentallw  .and  made  the 
whole  (ornwallis  his  parish  for  a  liietime.  dhcsc  men  and  their 
ci  intemporarics  thought  ileepl}'  and  h.andled  suhiects  we  ilare  not 
Louch  no\\ada\s.  Their  congregations  demanded  the  slioug  me;U 
of  the  ni\-ine  Word,  '■I'redestination,  free  will,  fore  knowledge  .ili- 
solute."  Xo  sermon  was  sa\iir\-  that  did  not  touch  upon  one  of  ihe 
live  points  of  Cahinism,  and  sometimes  thev  endea\'ored  to  i-om- 
])ress  the  whole  Ihe.  lait  then  the\-  look'  time.  1  have  heard  a 
])reaclKr  spend  tuent\-li\e  mimttes  in  getting  w.irmed  up.  Thru  he 
plunged  into  the  sea  and  rein.ained  there   for  an  hour  or  more. 

When  the  education  mo\emiiit  catne,  there  was  ;i  change,  grad- 
ual of  course,  and  a  marked  dillereiice  in  maimer.  There  waas  less 
of  ^-ociferatiou  and  more  cif  clem-  statement.  .Mtli'iuuh  the  con- 
troxersial  ])criod  prolonged  itself,  things  hecanie  m..re  serene.  r)ne 
c   iild  hear  giio<l  doctrine  delivered  in  a  more  (|iiiet  way.    Men  like   |o-- 
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tph  Diiiidck,  iiKjclest,  iiatieiit,  plodding,  who  Imilt  up  a  lar.i^c  iiUcre^l 
in  C'lK-.-ter  ami  tlie  ^ur^(lun(lill^■  district.  left  their  mark.  i()tlicrs 
less  111, table  !4a\'e  thenisehes  tn  the  ininistr\'  and  lluurishiiiL;'  cluirclies 
were  the  result.  .\  small  liidy  <il'  the  cnhjred  penple  ha\e  been  wurk- 
iiit;'  iiu  their  uwn  lines,  maintaining;  a  separate  assueiati>  )n,  whusu 
cundilinn  i>  impini\inL;  under  wise  leaders.  Thev  number  eiL;hteen 
churches,   with  a  memhership  of  tty(). 

I  he  number  (it  L'nited  liajiti^t  churches  (the  union  between  our- 
sehes  and  the  hree  l!apii>ts  was  d  lu^ummated  --cjuie  Near,--  ai.;'i.  hence 
the  word  "United")  reported  in  uur  War  I'.ook  fur  11)15  '^  ''"'  -^c'W 
I'lrnnsw  ick',  jij(.  Xi>\a  Scntia,  J51),  I'rince  h'.dward  I--land.  jj.  'idie 
li>t  nf  ordained  ministers  for  .\ew  I'.ruu^wick,  .\'(j\a  Sculia  and 
I'rince  I'Mward  Uland.  'Stands  at  .^nj;  licentiates  or  candidates  for 
the  ministrw  74.  .Xs  we  are  all  embodied  in  nue  Con\entii>n  fur  the 
Maritime  rrmince,  it  is  hardK"  piissjble  to  .separate  the  Xo\a  .Scotia 
ministers,  as  this  histor\-  would  expect.  There  are  also  lo  lie  de- 
ducted from  the  actual  jiastorate,  missionaries  in  India,  and  pro- 
fessors in  our  institution  of  learnin',;",  as  well  as  tlrise  eni.;"a,L;"e(l  in 
deniiminatii  nial  ai^encies.  Hut  the  iiL^ures  will  ^i\e  a  fair  idea  of 
where  we  stan<l  in  this  res])ect.  Ihe  uu.mber  of  members  rcjiorted 
last  \ear  for  Xo^  a  .Sciitia  is  _:;j.4i;2.   tor   X'lxa  .^cotia  alone. 

We  turn  now  to  some  others  of  the  secon(l  ,L;euerati<  m,  who  by 
abilit}'  and   f' irce  <if  circinustances  were  pushed  to  the   frorit. 

I'.d.mund  .\.  Crawlev.  D.  D.,  1).  ( ".  I..,  was  the  s])okesnian  iif  the 
(li-sidents  of  the  r.piscipal  church,  who  broULdn  M\er  t' 1  the  I'.ap- 
ti~ls  a  new  element,  owin^'  to  ;i  diUerence  with  the  l",|iisi:opal  I'.ishop. 
Avlii>  insisted  on  installing;'  in  St.  rani's,  Ilalifax,  a  rector  whom  a 
]:;irt\  pri 'tested  ai^aiust.  Hon.  J.  W.  bihuston  and  I'lbers  deter- 
mined til  form  theniseh'cs  into  ;i  sep.arate  cluu-ch.  These  brethren 
brnUL;lit  in  leaeen  which  leax'ened  the  lump.  This  new  force  r.nsed 
the  I'l.iplists  intellectually.  .Vnnther  pen  h,)s  related  how  oui-  edu- 
cational institutions  ro-e  intci  bein;;.  Hut  it  is  allowable  to  sa\'  that 
]'l  .\.  ("rawlew  at  that  time  a  lawyer  in  Il.alif.ax,  w;is  forced  to  the 
front,  and  became  a  leader.  While  the  churches  ,are  independent, 
ne\ertheless  tlie\"  h.a\e  a.lways  been  led.  as  iitlier  deuomiuiilious,  ;iud 
li;i\e  thus  I'ln  the  wh"le  been  homogeneous.  Dr.  t'r.iwkw  s' ion  L;a\o 
hin;self  to  the  luinisirs',  and  e-\erciscd  a  sti-on.^-  inllueuce  in  r.iiMu;.'; 
Us  lint  of  the  obscurity  caused  Iw  th.e  want  of  education,      lie  w.as  a

man  (if  line  presence,  a  s^ri-aduate  ot"  i\in,L;s,  and  a  nienilier  ui  une  mI' 
uiir  (jlilesl  aristucratic  lalnilie^,  his  lather  lia\ini;  heen  a  captain  in 
llie  llriti.sh  Xa\y,  wiio  settled  in  Sxnhie}',  I'ape  liretnn.  lie  was  the 
man  with  llun.  j.  W.  j(ihn>lMiK',  j.  W.  Xmtiui;-,  and  the  Twinini^s, 
whu  ttinght  the  hattle  oi  ,i  separate  cnllege,  and  whu  I'ur  \earh  was 
the  mainstay  i>f  that  college.  He  was  tiie  architect  whu  planned  the 
hiiildings.  lie  was  the  iiresident  for  some  )ear,-.  lie  \isited  all 
parts  of  the  connlrw  arunsini^-  an  interest  in  the  educational  necessi- 
ties (<i  the  people.  The  denomination  owe  him  a  dehl  of  gratitude 
they  can  ne\er  repay. 

l\e\-.  John  l'r)ijr,  D.  1)..  was  une  of  those  who  came  o\er  to  the 
Baptists  at  the  time  alluded  to.  He  was  the  lirst  president  of  the 
college,  and  for  man)-  years  helped  to  set  forth  in  pnlilic  meetings 
the  neccssit}'  of  education,  and  was  a  laliorions  nistnict'ir  in  the  lec- 
ture room. 

John  .Mockett  Cramp  came  Irom  luigland  in  mid-lile.  lie  was 
a  scholar  and  a  natural  leader.  lie  was  \irtnally  the  head  of  the 
denomination  trom  the  time  when  he  assumecl  charge  of  .\cadia  L^l- 
lege.  lie  had  the  traits  of  the  ,\'onconf(jrmist,  and  sometimes  seemed 
a  little  hard  on  the  stale  churches,  lie  was  a  tv])ical  Englishman, 
and  Some  still  living  will  rememlier  his  dignity  and  his  conrage  when 
the  larger  (|nestions  came  hefore  us.  -\lthonL;h  an  educatioui-t.  he 
was  interested  in  e\'er\  thing  that  pertained  to  the  wellare  ^f  the 
people.  This  was  sIimwu  when  the  ])erple-\ing  ipiestiun  of  the  me- 
thod of  dealing-  with  the  l-'oreign  Mission  (if  the  liaptists  was  forced 
into  notice.  The\-  had  always  heen  interested  from  the  time  of 
t'arc}-  and  Judson  and  had  C(:intriljnte(l  to  that  cause,  through  the 
American  Baptist  Missionary  Union.  But  in  li^jo  there  seemed  to 
be  need  of  a  new  departure.  The  convetition  of  that  _\e<ar  was  held 
in  I'redericton.  LV.  Crai-np  was  not  well,  ;ui(l  two  .if  the  }-oung  nnn- 
isters  called  on  hin-|.  The\'  found  him  in  hed,  mentalK'  alert,  and  as 
the\-  talked  over  the  husiness  going  on,  the  Uoclor  ^uildenl)-  said, 
"Brethren,  we  nnist  do  something.  Can  yon  not  make  up  a  resolntiuii 
einlio(l\-ing-  the  i(le;t  of  an  Indeiiendenl  Mission?  .'-si.t  the  h.ill  nilliug, 
it  will  grow."  The  ^-oung  men  went  out  and  that  afternoon  while 
the  deliate  was  going  on,  one  of  them  had  the  t(.'nierit\-  to  mo\  e  that 
"a  committee  he  appointed  to  in(piire  into  the  feasihility  of  a  mi-si, m 
sirstaincd  and  governed  by  oursel\-es."  The  resolution  fell  like  a 
homl),  and  ;it  once  there  were  animated  sijceches,  pro  and  con.      The 
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committee  was  appointed,  witli  Dr.  Cramp  as  ciiairnuui,  and  with  lii> 
aecnstimied  tiioroUL;lmess  a  report  was  [iresented  ne-xt  year  at  the 
cunxention  in  Varnidutli.  A  resolution  was  passed,  with  some  nns- 
yivings,  to  the  effect,  "that  we  do  now  proceeed  to  the  inau;^uration 
of  an  Independent  Foreign  Mission."  Tiiere  were  man_\-  diHicuhies 
in  the  way.  Tiie  Americans  told  us  plainly  that  "they  did  not  want 
us  to  si|uat  (jn  any  of  their  fields."  It  took  Mime  time  and  a  ,L;(iod 
deal  of  exploration  to  lind  a  held  suitahle,  hut  finally  we  concluded 
to  coalesce  with  the  hrethren  in  the  Upper  Province.^,  and  since  that 
time  our  energies  in  this  great  work  ha\'e  heen  spent  among  the 
tweiitv  millions  of  d'clugus  in  the  Madras  itrc-idenc}'.  Lately  we 
have  also  coiitrihuted  to  a  Mission  in  llolivia.  We  had  not  much 
nionev,  hut  great  zeal,  and  in  the  good  providence  of  G(jd  the  Wo- 
men's i\Iissionar\'  ."Societies  just  at  this  time  were  heing  hrought  into 
existence  in  all  the  denominations.  Some  nohJe  hearts  m  our  body 
immedi.atelv  set  ahout  forming  these  auxiliaries  in  all  mir  chiirclies. 
Without  their  aid  it  would  have  heen  inipossihle  tc)  start  and  keep 
going  so  expensive  a  work. 

Haxing  spoken  of  Dr.  (Vamp,  in  the  same  connection  we  must 
include  the  l\e\'.  Charles  Tupper,  H.  D.  lie  was  the  president  of  the 
old  hoard  of  Foreign  Missions,  and  liad  more  knowledge  than  an\" 
of  Us  in  regard  to  this  matter.  lie  could  hardly  at  t'irst  understand 
what  the  voung  men  were  driving  at.  hut  alter  considering  the  mat- 
ter, he  w;is  eiiahled  to  remler  \aluahle  aid.  His  heart  was  in  the 
business,  he  ha\'ing  taken  up  the  lirst  collection  in  Xova  Scotia  in 
aid  of  Dr.  Judson.  He  was  a  self-taught  scholar,  who  not  only 
could  read  the  ISihle  in  Sx'riac,  hut  wrote  a  eonimentar}-  on  the  same. 
Dr.  Tupper  had  an  extraordinary  talent  for  acquiring  foreign  lan- 
guages. \\  bile  engaged  in  pastoral  duties,  he  carried  bis  hooks  in  his 
saddle  hags,  and,  on  arriving  at  a  house  where  he  was  to  preach  an<! 
pass  the  night,  he  would  sav  \er\'  |)olitel\',  "Now,  sister,  will  _\ou 
kindly  gi\e  me  a  candle  and  I  will  reail  this  book  while  supper  is 
being  prepared."  In  this  wav  be  m.anaged  to  get  a  fair  acquaintance 
with  Some  eight  or  ten  languages.  He  was  the  soul  of  nietliod.  His 
children  ha\'e  told  me  that  the\'  alwa_\s  knew  the  exact  hour  in  which 
to  place  the  kettle  on  the  lire.  "I  will  be  home  on  the  JOth  at  fi\e 
o'chick,  I'.  M.,"  he  w<iuld  say  on  starting,  and  he  was  alwass  back- 
at  that  hour.  TV-sides  his  pastoral  labours,  which  extended  o\'er  a 
(50 
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larL;c  ranye,  lie  louml  lime  tu  edit  77/c'  Baptist  Miuja::.iiu\  which  he 
foumleil,  ami  alterwanl^  he  contriljutcd  regularl\-  tu  it^  succe>Mjr, 
The  Clirislidii  M cssciiijcr.  ills  ne[)he\\ ,  l\e\-.  Sila.>  T.  Kaiid,  1).  IJ  , 
D.  C.  L.,  hail  the  buuie  gilt  of  tongues,  and  tell  con^^tiaineil  to 
go  aniong>t  the  Alicniac  Indians  until  he  nuibtered  their  language  and 
pulili^hed  a  primer  fur  their  use.  Alter\\ar<ls  he  rendered  the  New 
Testament  into  Uieir  tongue;  the  llriti.^h  and  i'ta'eign  llilile  Sueiety 
kindl)'  j)i-inted  it  lur  him.  lie  al^o  inihlibhed  a  Micmae  Dielioiiar}', 
which  remains  a' monument  mure  lasting  than  stone  to  the  meniury 
of  this  genius. 

.Vi'ter  Dr.  Cramp  came  an  American,  Artema--  W  .  Sawser,  1).  U., 
LL.  I).,  whei  presidecF  i>ver  the  cullege.  He  was  a  teacher  eif  the  lirsC 
order,  and  inllneneed  the  denomination  rather  liy  hi.s  CMnspicuuus 
talent  than  In'  an_\  loud  exhiliition  of  ability.  He  wrote  little,  was  a 
philosopher  rather  tlian  a  man  <if  action,  hut  snccessue  classes  ack- 
nowledged his  power.  l)r.  dliomas  dd'olter  tor  a  lew  years  was 
president  and  helped  things  on  the  upward  <^rade  hy  raising  the  eii- 
ilowment  and  li\-  his  preaching  aliilit}-. 

W'c  ha\e  mentioned  these  men  to  show  that  howe\er  indeiiendenl 
a  body  of  (.  hristiaus  ma_\-  profess  to  he,  ne\ertheless  the  sheep  al- 
ways look  up  to  their  leaders,  and  because  thus  in  a  large  degree  our 
people  .are  held  together.  We  ha\e  no  legislati\e  body,  we  has  e  no 
autlio|-itati\  e  creed,  }  et  we  ha\e  our  distinctive  \ie\\s  and  beliefs. 
Since  unning  widi  the  I'Vee  liaptists,  there  has  been  manifest  a  spirit 
of  compromise,  which  has  hail  a  f.ir-reaching  elfect.  dhe  old  bitter- 
ness ot  feeling  has  died  out.  The  new  wa\'  of  pre, idling  the  gos]iel, 
the  absence  of  dogniatic  statement  when  there  is  an  imjiossibility  of 
dogma,  has  had  a  markeil  effect  on  the  \oung  generation.  Tiie  beau- 
tifying ot  our  houses  of  worship  by  stained  glass  and  llowers  would 
have  b.eeii  scorned  b\'  our  ancestors.  Hut  the  organized  effort  to 
raise  our  needed  funds  and  the  better  kjml  of  music  lia\e  done  us 
good,  an<l  ha\e  left  us  about  where  we  were  .as  a  sep.ar.ate  Denom- 
ination. The  spiritual,  when  all  is  said  and  done,  is  the  same  thing. 
If  we  can  get  nearer  to  the  form  as  laid  down  b_\'  the  .Master,  if  we 
can  be  jiist,  temperate,  peace-makers,  and  kee]i  this  world  in  its  right 
place,  widi  our  e\es  hxed  on  the  City  of  Cod,  our  \-,arieties  in  wor- 
ship will  count   for  little. 
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METlUiliiSM     IN     NOVA    SCOTIA. 

(]•:.   I'..  M.) 

Aniiiiit^r  the  enii;;rants  who  came  to  Xox'a  SciUia,  alter  the  expul- 
sion of  tile  Acadians  to  repeople  the  lands  coiiliscated  fioni  those 
unfortunate  e.xiles,  were  se\eral  parties  from  Yorkshire  in  1 '.upland. 
Tile  first  detachment  of  these  saileil  from  Lix'erpool  in  ]\I;irch,  reach- 
ing I'~ort  t  nnilerlaiid  in  .Max',  177-.  In  the  three  succeeding  years 
se\eral  other  companies  fiillo\\e(l  friiiii  the  same  ijuarter,  joining  their 
pioneer  friends  in  I'nnil lerlaiid  C'ounty.  h'roni  a  pulitical  point  of 
\ie\v,  these  settlers  pr<i\ed  t(j  he  a  great  ac(juisitioii  t'l  the  I'riivince 
hecause  of  their  attachment  to  l^>ritish  institutions.  They  are  dis- 
crihed  as  "a  peaceahle,  industrious  people,  and  lowrs  of  the  con- 
stitution under  which  lhe\-  were  horn."  Im'mui  a  religit)us  point  a 
liigher  eastimate  of  their  wahie  has  heeii  gix'en.  .\mong  them  were 
the  hrst  Methodists  nf  the  Lower  i'rox-inces.  Yorkshire — ex'er  a 
stronghold  of  Methodism — included  at  that  time  one-se\"enth  of  the 
circuits  and  nearly  one-fourth  of  the  .Methodists  in  the  Lhiited  Iving- 
d.iiu.  It  might  reasoiial)l\-  he  expected,  therefore,  that  coming  from 
such  a  district,  meiiiDrahle  as  the  scene  ol  many  \isits  Irom  the 
\\'esle\s,  ccjiisecratecl  h_\-  the  tears  and  prayers  of  that  llamiug  e\aii- 
gelist.  hilin  XelsMii,  and  treasuring  halkjwed  memories  o.f  the  sainll\- 
Hester  -\nn  Ivjgers,  there  should  lie  among  these  emigrants  man\- 
who  were  loyal  an<l  de\oted  .Methodists,  \"nrk-hire  .Meth.idi-t  was 
of  that  well  known  t\pe  which  must  gi\e  expression  to  its  fiiih  in 
heart\'  song  and  e\angelistic  pre.acliiiig.  In  such,  and  in  inaiu'  oilier 
wa\s,  these  stnrd}-  settlers  were  an  ac(|uisition  to  the  life  ot  the  coun- 
try which  the  puliticians  were  alert  to  see  could  m 't  fail  t^  supply- 
to  earlier  comers  the  elements  of  stahilit\'  and  gT'nvth. 

.\  few  Mt  these  periple  ilrifted  into  other  counties,  hut  the  major- 
ity of  them  settled  up  (  umherland,  heginning  life  anew,  with  intense 
loyalty  to  the  institutions  and  ideals  whit-h  the\  hrought  with  them 
int(j  the  new  world.  Idle  country  had  not  full\'  reCo\x-red  fri/iii  the 
effects  of  the  spirit  id"  ilisloyalty  which  cnlminated  in  the  expnlsiun  of 
tile  .\cadians,  the  agitations  caused  hy  the  I'.ddv  rehellii'ii  had  not 
eiitirel}-  suhsiiled,  the  settleeinnts  were  small  and  far  apart,  the  iii- 
exitahle  disojuragemeiits  which  face  new  settlers  were  all  in  e\  idence, 
and  the  Indian  was  still  in  the  land.  There  was  onl\-  one  minister  in 
the  county,  the  Rev.   h'hn  luigle-on,  who  was  sent  out  in  17O0  hv  the 
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Socic-ty  fur  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel;  and  in  tiie  Province  there 
were  a  few  Anglican,  Congregational,  Presbyterian  ( 'hurches  ami  one 
Bajitist  Church.  While  opportunities  for  holding  religious  worship 
were  lew  and  tar  hetween  these  hr.-t  Methodists  met  for  jirayer  nieei- 
ings  in  their  own  homes,  and  through  these  means  ^ouls  were  led  to 
Christ. 

Besides  this,  \vhate\er  other  religious  services  were  held  they 
attended,  thus  keej)ing  ali\e  the  glowing  emher--  of  their  faith  and 
zeal.  It  is  evident  that  the  intnjduction  of  Methodism  into  i\'o\a 
Scotia  \\as  not  the  estalilishnient  of  a  sect  or  a  i)artv  in  dogmatic 
theology,  or  with  ritualistic  assumption.  It  was  rather  the  continua- 
tion of  the  religious  force  in  daily  life  which  tlie.-e  famihes  hrouglit 
with  them  from  the  old  world  into  the  new.  .\s  such  it  Jjccame  a 
strong  and  elevating  factor  in  the  social  life  of  the  people,  imparling 
lofty  ideals,  which  were  brought  out  in  moral  ^^irength.  making  lo\al 
citizens  and  men  and  women  of  ])(jwer  and  gentleness. 

Among  the  early  arrivals  from  ^ Hrkshire  into  (/ninbi.rland  were 
William  Trueman,  Sr.,  with  his  wife  and  fainil\',  who  settled  in 
Point  de  Bute  in  1774.  The  Trueman  homestead,  the  birthplace  of 
a  numerous  Methodist  posterity,  in  a  spiritual  as  well  as  a  physical 
place,  was  for  many  years  the  headquarters  of  the  Methodist  minis- 
ters stationed  in  Cumberland.  Also  two  brothers.  John  and  W  illiam 
Fawcett,  described  as  "two  worthy  old  Pnglish  farmers,  staunch 
friends  of  Methodism,"  who  brought  their  religion  wiili  them  acr.jss 
the  ocean;  John  Newton,  who  came  to  Ije  regarded  as  the  patriarch  of 
the  old  settlers;  and  Thomas  Scnrr,  ImjIIi  men  of  deep  piet\',  through 
whose  pra\-er  meetings  many  ol  the  earl\-  settlers  were  brought  to 
Christ.  .Among  other  names  still  held  in  high  honor  both  withm  and 
outside  Alethodist  circles  are  William  and  Mary  (  hapman,  who 
came  to  Xo\a  Scotia  in  1775;  of  George  C).\ley,  in  whose  dwelling 
the  first  Methodist  itinerant  of  the  Lower  Provinces  foinid  peace 
with  God;  (,f  Donkin,  an  intimate  friend  cd'  William  I'.lack;  of  Dcjb- 
son.  mentioueil  by  Wesley  in  a  letter  in  1700;  of  John  Weldon,  wdio 
readied  Cumberland  in  1774,  to  whiJin  belong  the  honor  of  being  the 
first  Methodists  of  the  Canadian  Donn'nion. 

The  man  wdio  was  to  bring  these  scattered  forces  together,  and 
weld  them  intci  unity  and  strength,  who  bv  his  intrepid  spirit  and 
enthusiastic    ministry    carried    the   teachings    which    were    so    full    of 
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divine  power  thnuigli  the  whule  territory  known  as  the  .Maritime 
I'roN'inces,  was  preparing;  fur  his  wunderliil  niission.  Aniuiiy  the 
English  faniihes  which  settled  in  Ciiniberland  C'uiinty  was  une  which 
on  account  of  the  important  relativm  eif  une  ui  its  members  tu  ]\lethod- 
ism,  demands  mure  than  a  passing  notice.  This  was  the  lamily  uf 
William  lilack,  of  1  liKlderslieUl,  \'urkbhire.  In  1775,  with  his  wile, 
four  sons  and  one  daughter,  he  joined  the  families  that  [)recetled  him 
at  Amherst.  A  few  }-ears  later  a  religiuus  revival  stirred  the  whole 
neighhurhood.  .\mong  those  who  were  awakened  and  Mjinidl)-  con- 
verted were  all  the  menifiers  of  the  lUack  familw  William,  named 
after  his  father,  the  eldest,  and  the  only  cjne  who  claim.--  (jin-  atten- 
tion, was  nineteen  }'ears  uf  age.  Like  e\'ery  new  convert  he  Ijccame 
an.xiuus  fur  the  spiritual  welfare  of  his  fellow  men,  and  lir>t  cif  all 
for  those  in  his  own  home.  Un  the  da)'  that  he  foimd  peace,  he  sjjoke 
to  his  brothers  one  l)\'  une,  waking  them  Irom  sleep,  and  they  too 
uere  led  to  the  Light.  Then  he  ruii^cd  his  father  and  stepnKjther, 
and  they  l;esought  him  to  pray  for  them,  ami  peace  came  to  their 
souls.  .\nd  the  clima.x  was  reached  when  ne.xt  day  his  sister  found 
the  Lord.  d"hu>  the  whole  famii}',  through  his  exhortatiun-  and 
praters  became  eiu-nest  followers  of  Christ.  Along  with  the  jo\'  of 
seeing  a.ll  at  home  possessors  of  the  joy  (jf  furgi\ene>s,  he  hct  u[) 
the  lannl_\-  altar,  and  then  became  anxiuus  for  the  souL  of  his  neigh- 
bors. .\s  he  pa>,--ed  them  on  the  road  he  lifted  bis  heart  in  prayei^ 
tor  their  eonxer^ion  ;  in  compan\-  he  .seized  the  oppoi  tnnil\-  of  de- 
nuuncing  .sin,  much  to  tiie  annoyance  of  some  but  ultimately  with 
spiritual  prulit.  dbese  earl_\-  ehorts  at  winning  suuL  wei'e  so  ricbh' 
blessed  that  he  ;i\;\iled  him.self  of  e\er_\-  chance,  "instant  in  season 
and  out  of  sea-on."  In  the  adjoining  hcttlements  he  made  his  lirst 
altem[)ts  at  ])reaching  ;md  so  uKUiy  were  the  tukens  of  tlie  Dixine 
fa\or,  that  from  the  beginning  he  \\a-»  a  marked  man, —  a  man  <le- 
slined  tu  cuuilnue  .-lud  lead  the  forces  and  ki\-  ilie  found.alions  ,,( 
.Methodism  far  l/e_\oiid  ilie  limits  uf  bis  uwn  neighborbuud.  lie,  w:lh 
three  other  zea!(JUs  \oung  men, —  Scurr,  Wells  and  bawkender,  vis- 
ited in  turn,  on  .^.ilib.ilb,  the  seltlemi'nt.s  of  I'ruspecl,  I'urt  Law- 
rence and  \mber-t.  In  each  ]ilace  ihese  visits  were  made  a  bles-in^r 
to  the  people.  At  limis  'diprd  names"  were  thrown  at  iheni,  bnl  in 
one  instrnice  only  did  iiustibty  assume  practical  form.  (  )n  that  <;cca- 
sion  the  tjliicer  in  C'lmnand  ;it  [•"url  Lawrence  in  consei|uence  of  rep- 
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resentatioiis  made  tu  liini  by  tlic  l'"piscopal  minister  uf  the  district, 
deemed  it  his  duty  tu  suppre.^s  the  meeting,  and  f<>r  that  purpose 
sent  a  party  of  soldiers,  who  made  prisoners  of  more  than  twenty 
of  the  congregation,  marcliing  them  to  the  fort,  wliere  tlie)-  were 
detained  for  two  hours.  The  ot'licer,  who  soon  learned  his  mistake, 
was  glad,  like  the  magistrates  of  I'liilippi  in  apost'jlic  days,  to  dis- 
miss his  prisoners  with  suitable  apologies  and  "soft  words." 

Through  the  winter  of  1781  about  two  hundred  were  meeting 
in  classes  in  Cumberland  County.  That  same  }ear  ]\Ir.  Black  set 
out  to  visit  the  scattered  population  of  the  Province,  then  estimated 
at  twehe  thousand.  lie  visited  Fort  Lawrence,  Sack\ille,  Dorches- 
ter and  Hillsborough  on  his  way  to  the  IV-titcodiac  Kiver.  .\lter 
eighteen  days  he  returnetl  to  Amherst  with  an  encouraging  re[)ort. 
A  few  months  later  he  revisited  these  settlements,  forming  clashes, 
holding  love  feasts,  laying  the  ftmndations  of  organic  Alelhodism 
throughout  his  iinmense  circuit.  These  early  successes  led  hi  the 
complete  consecration  of  himself  to  the  Christian  ministry,  dedicat- 
ing himself  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  wholly  to  the  service  of  Cliri>t 
as  the  first  Methodist  missionary  in  the  Maritime  Provinces,  ^\■ilh- 
out  anv  college  training  or  the  help  of  any  minister  or  church  in- 
stitution, he  left  his  father's  house  in  November,  1781,  and  com- 
menced a  career  oi  undaunted  energy  and  boundless  influence,  lay- 
ing foundations  for  others  an<l  becoming  essential!}'  the  founder  of 
]\leth<idi>ni  in  eastern  I'.ritish  America. 

In  1781  Mr.  Black  iiad  charge  of  the  Cumberland  circuit  until 
after  the  fir^t  general  meeting  of  the  itinerants  which  was  held  in 
Halifa.x  five  j-ears  later.  The  circuit  included  Wallace  (then  Kans- 
hag)  to  Petitcodiac,  taking  in  Bay  X'erte  and  Cajje  T(jrnientine. 
Arriving  at  Windsor  on  his  way  to  Halifax,  he  was  welcomed  by  ;i 
few  Methodists  from  Yorkshire  who  had  settled  there.  These  he 
gathered  into  a  class,  the  leader  of  whom  was  John  Smith.  Mr. 
Smith,  with  his  familv.  came  to  this  country  in  1773.  having  pur- 
chased a  farm  at  Newport  near  \\'indsor.  Finding  se\cra]  of  his 
neighbors  in  sympathy  with  his  own  religious  opinions,  he  estab- 
lished meetings  for  prayer  and  the  relation  of  Christian  experience 
from  house  to  house  on  the  Sabbath.  Sixty  }-cars  later,  a^  he 
reached  the  entrance  of  the  "Valley  of  tlie  Shadow,"  looking  b.ack 
over  life's  long  day  of  work,  he  was  comforted  by  the  thought  that 
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in  a  pail  of  the  J'roxincc  where  lie  had  once  stooil  alune,  ,se\eral 
Alethodi.st  cluirchet.  had  been  erected  and  nnnieruiis  societies  lurnied, 
into  which  ah  his  cliildren  on  earth,  and  many  of  his  Iriends  liad 
been  yatliered,  while  his  wife  and  three  children  waited  'acio.s.-,  the 
ri\er'  to  welcome  him  to  the  ranks  of  the  shinini;"  ones,  he  heard 
the  'keel  upon  the  shore.' 

In  i/Sy,  Air.  lUack  lia\ing  begun  his  ministry  a  lonely  pioneer 
missionary,  was  appointed  superinteiulent  of  the  Alelhodi^t  church 
in  Nova  Scotia,  New  lirunswick,  i'rince  lulward  Island  aiuJ  New- 
foundland. With  the  zeal  of  an  apostle  he  entered  niioii  a  life  of 
nsetulness,  which  for  courage  and  incessant  tra\eliiig  and  preachiiiL,', 
place  him  siile  bv  sicle  with  the  most  de\(.)ted  e\aiigelists  in  liistorw 
Superior  to  weariness,  he  tra\eled  on  siiuwslioes  in  the  winter,  and 
by  boat  or  on  horseback  in  the  siunmer,  and  when  these  failed,  he 
journe_\ed  by  log  canoe  or  walked  o\er  bad  roads.  (Jnce  he  walked 
forty  miles  that  he  might  spend  the  .Snnda\-  with  the  people  in 
Windsor.  Sometimes  he  was  in  danger  of  the  sea,  and  glad  after 
a  hard  day's  work  in  the  winter  to  liave  a  little  straw  to  lie  upiTii, 
and  a  thin  cover  to  shelter  him  from  the  cold.  Like  other  moral 
reformers  he  often  met  with  oppijsitiou,  rough  fellows  and  ignorant, 
disturliing  the  services  b\'  shouting  an(T"""seeking  to  break  up  his 
niectings ;  and  others  who  were  ])ossessed  of  educatiini  demanding 
his  anthorit}'  for  preaching  the  (iospel.  lUit  to  them  all  he  was 
gentle  and  [latient,  and  si  ime  of  his  re\ilers  were  soundly  comerted 
and  learned  to  revere  him  as  a  man  of  God. 

riefore  the  _\-outhful  P>ishop  had  c(jmiileted  his  first  visitation 
through  his  extensi\e  diocese  he  realised  the  pressing  need  of  help- 
ers. .Already  two  or  three  cli<iice  souls  Iiad  joined  forces  with  him 
in  this  mission;  among  them  were  the  brothers,  John  and  James 
AlafTii.  from  the  New  York  Conference.  These  were  followed  by 
I'Veedorn  Garrettson  and  Jamc!^  O.  Cromwell,  of  the  same  ci  infer- 
ence, wdio  \'olunteered  for  work  in  No\\a  Scotia.  Mr.  G.irrettson 
was  noted  for  his  gracious  demeanor  ami  amiable  simplicit\-  <if  man- 
ners; a  born  leader,  a  man  of  zeal,  prmlence  and  pietj.  liis  all- 
too-brief  ministry  resulted  in  e.\lensi\e  re\i\'als  in  different  parts 
of  the  Province.  His  hrsli  appointment  was  TIalifax.  Soon  after 
his  arriv.al  he  called  on  Dr.  IVeynton,  the  rector  (jf  St.  Paul's,  who 
recci\ed  him  in  a  kindly  spirit.     "Von  are  on  a  lilessed  mission,"  he 
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said  to  his  \-isitur,  "1  will  clu  what  I  can  in  assisting  )uii.  I  desire 
to  see  the  LJU^pcl  spread.  "  lujually  fa\uralile  was  hi^,  rceejition  by 
GoNernnr  I'arr,  whu  sijoke  tu  hnn  m  CLjniniendatinn  uf  W  esle)',  and 
assured  Garrcttson  ut  hi,s  appruljatiun  uf  the  pnrpu^c  which  had 
led  hiui  to  the  rr<>\iuce,  addnig,  "W  heneser  }  i  ui  call  inv  my  assist- 
ance, if  I  can  help  }i.)U,  I   will." 

A  building  seating  three  hundred  people  was  secured  fur  wor- 
ship, but  larger  congregalicms  crowded  to  his  niinistr)-  than  the  room 
wijuld  contain.  At  intervals  lie  \isited  outlsing  towns  and  settle- 
ments.—  Windsor,  \\  ilniot,  Liraiuille.  Annapoll^,  l)igb\,  llariing- 
lon,  Li\erpo(il  and  other  places,  in  all  of  which  hih  mini.-,trali(jns 
were  attended  with  encouraging  results.  Remaining  for  two  jears 
only,  he  returned  to  the  United  States,  deepl}'  regretted  1 1_\-  hih  Lirother 
ministers  and  the  people  Jor  \\hc)m  he  labored.  (  )tlier  assistance 
came  from  the  same  quarter,  but  unfortuiiateK  their  .-ta\'  wa^  brief, 
and  the  work  was  greatly  hindered  on  that  account.  Such  wa?,  the 
depletion  in  the  number  uf  ministers  from  this  cauhc  that  in  iSuo 
only  li\e  mini.^lers  were  at  work  in  the  Lower  rroxinccs.  dlicbe, 
during  the  previous  _\ear,  had  sought  to  render  theiii>el\es  a>  ubiipii- 
tou.^  a.s  ixi-isible.  Later  in  the  \ear  Mr.  Llack  relumed  Iroin  the 
bdiglish  I'onfcience  with  Wnr  young  men. — jame^  Lowrw  William 
liennett,  Joshua  Marsden  and  'Ihom.as  ()li\er.  keceising  a  cordial 
greeting  at  Halifax,  the  new  arrivals  at  once  left  f^r  their  lieliL  of 
kibor :  Lowrv  tu  St.  John,  ]\lar>den  to  Cumberland,  ()li\er  U) 
Lixerpoeil. 

d  he  statistics  of  member.sliii)  ol  the  first  coiiterence  of  the  ccn- 
tui')'  are  worth)'  id'  record.  (  )ne  hundred  and  si.xly  nienibers  wire 
returned  from  the  Halifax  circuit;  i  _'o  from  .\iinapMhs;  oj  from 
Liverpool;  (;o  from  Cumberland;  loj  tioni  Shclbiiriie;  73  from 
Newport;  11,^  from  .St.  John;  So  from  St.  Stephen;  jo  from  Sam- 
bro ;  Jo  from  I'lince  b'.dward  Lland,  UKiking  a  toi.il  of  ><~_[  menibcr.i 
in  the   f.ower  Provinces. 

Joshua  .Marsdeii,  who  later  won  for  lu'iiHcIf  a  "gooil  degree''  in 
the  mi.ssion  lield.  stalioueil  in  Cumlieiland,  finmd  liiuNelf  liappv  in 
the  society  of  (lie  ^■orksllil•e  Mctho(lists,  who  li;id  brought  their 
religion  ;icr(.-.~  the  Atkinlic,  and  of  .-.-me  of  their  cluidreii  w  bo  had 
;d\cn  til, ■'-,;, eKe.s  to  ( 'luaSt  ;'iid  Ills  i-iTv  ice  in  llie  a.dMpted  liouu'  of 
dieir    f  ithers.      On    his    lirst    missicuary    tour    he   "pa-:ed    througli    :i

cliain  uf  bettleinciilb  linked  toL^ctlic-r,  strLlching  lixun  llic  Xappan 
Ki\LT  tu  the  I'etitcuilias  l\i\cr,  and  fruni  the  CiunhcidaiKl  lia^in  lu 
the  Bay  dc  \'ert,  un  the  Liiilf  ut  St.  Lawrence;  inchidint;  Xappan, 
Aniliei>t,  I'ort  Lawrence,  I'ort  Cnniherland,  Pwinl  de  Lute,  Sack- 
\ille,  l)ijrclic>ter  ur  ALiniranicucik,  in  ah  of  which  he  [^reached  tlie 
"unsearchable  riches  of  Christ."  "The  people,"  lie  said,  "treated 
nie  with  great  kindness  and  allectinn.  l're(|uently  a  guiidly  com- 
pany wiiuld  ride  through  the  woods  with  me  tu  ni}-  variou.-,  ap- 
puintnients,  singmg  the  praise.-^  cit  (IlmI  in  the  solitude  ni  the  wilder- 
ness. Ihiis  the  I'nre.^ts  that  were  formerly  \ocal  only  with  the 
growling  of  the  hear,  the  croaking  of  the  hull-frog,  and  the  )ell  of 
the  sa\age  Indian,  were  now  con-ecrated  with  the  voice  of  ]iraise, 
and  saw  the  syLan  chapel  rai^e  its  head  aniid>t  the  darlv  pine>.  tow- 
ering liirch.  and  --preading  maple  trees.  We  found  on  these  journeys 
many  seldcrs  deep  in  the  ho-oni  of  the  wilderness,  along  the  hanks 
of  the  iuifre(|uentcd  rivers,  and  on  the  shores  of  lia\j  and  creeks 
far  remote  from  town.^  and  regular  roa<ls,  and  cut  almost  olt  from 
all  the  rest  of  the  world;  preaching  at  places  where  tliey  had  not 
heard  a  sermon  for  sometimes  more  th.an  twehe  months  lo-ether. 
hi  my  situation  at  \\'e>lmc)relaiid  I  wa>  from  i  jo  to  150  miles 
from  am-  of  ni\-  lirethren  in  the  mission,  with  scarcely  an\-  intcr- 
Coin>e   for  se\eral  months  in  the  \ear." 

(Jn  one  occasion  he  was  uuiler  engagement  to  preach  at  certain 
])lace.  Idle  d.i\'  hrought  such  a  snow  storm  as  he  leared  to  lace 
alone.  So  he  per.^uadcil  a  friend  to  pilot  him.  lint  the  storm  was  -o 
fierce  that  they  could  neither  see  nor  keepi  the  saddle.  W'idi  much 
dilTicultv  they  reached  the  pkace.  Asking  the  man  u\  the  hou-e, 
"Did  )ou  expect  me?"  "^'es,  cerlainl},"  w;is  the  reply.  ".\  MeUi- 
odist  jjrea.cher  will  go  through  lire  and  water  to  keep  his  appoint- 
ment." The  hard  work",  punctuality  and  pei  severance  of  such  men  as 
W'ilh.am  Hlack.  John  ;md  James  ]\Lmn  had  taught  them  that  there 
are  no  liar(Lhi[is.  Init  a  ze.aicius  mi:-sionar\-  fired  with  the  kwe  ()i  God 
and  Souls  w  ill  enc'  uniter. 

In  the  winter  of  iS-u  he  accompanicvl  .Mr.  ISIack  to  Wallace, 
finding  their  way  through  some  lift)  miles  of  wilderness  Ii\-  the  helj) 
of  hlazed  trees.  He  de.-crihed  the  -ceiicry  of  the  country  as  "wild, 
drt.ars  ind  re\olling-  fo  the  fecli,i!>:s."'  The  comniuriiealion  helwceu 
the   S'ldeu.K'uts   w:'.-   rliiri!\-  .-icro-s   h'o.-.    ii\ei.^   .an  1    portions   of    ilu- 
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gulf,  all  bridged  with  a  lun'onicnt  of  ice.  The  gulf  itself  was  terri- 
L)le,  as  far  as  the  e\e  cmild  cuinuiand,  and  immense  masses  littetl 
up  like  hills,  and  in  .some  i)l;ices  like  a  si^lid  wall  ruse  in  all  direetiuns, 
and  appeared  as  tlmugh  the  ice  had  formed  during  a  stumi.  To 
compensate  fcjr  the  dreariness  ni  the  scene,  he  found  a  peti[ile  hun- 
gering and  thirsting  for  the  hread  and  water  of  life,  withnut  temple, 
without  ministry  and  without  ordinances,  and  whom  no  itinerant 
had  visiteil  for  se\-eral  \ears.  Xotwithstanding  the  diflicult}'  of 
tra\eling.  the  people  came  in  large  numhers  from  the  dillerent  set- 
tlements to  hear  the  W'oi'd.  Thev  came  in  gronp>  1  lom  all  ipiarters, — 
some  in  sleds,  .some  on  horseback,  S(  aiie  skating  and  others  walking, 
and  the  I-'rench  settlers  in  their  carioks.  It  was  not  uncommon  for 
sciuie  to  come  twenty  or  e\'en  thirt\'  miles.  (  )ne  da}-  he  was  cro.s^ing 
the  hay  from  Malagash,  accomi)anie(l  hv  a  large  couip.any  in  sleds,  to 
[)reach  to  the  descendants  id"  the  lluguenots  at  d'atamagouche.  When 
the  part)  were  within  a  mile  of  the  >lu.ire  at  tlie  latter  place,  one  of 
the  horse.s  became  unmanageable  and  ;i  general  pajiic  ensued.  Mars- 
den  and  a  number  ot  others  threw  themsches  out  on  the  ice,  while 
the  horses,  as  though  mad,  gallo])ed  towar<l>  the  woods.  .\t  the 
service  which  followed  this  wild  scene,  "the  di\ine  inlhience  was 
powerfully  present."  This  \isit  of  Marsden  and  I'.lack  was  long 
rememberetl  at  Wallace  and  the  neighboring  settlements.  The  sub- 
secjuent  \isits  of  John  Tilack'  were  also  highly  prized,  contributing 
much  to  the  continued  st.ability  of  Methodism  in  th.at  part  of  Xo\a 
Scotia. 

Having  labored  in  this  fashion  for  seven  \'ears,  trav^eling  many 
thousands  of  miles  oxer  roads  and  no  roads,  in  all  kinds  ni  weather, 
having  labored  in  various  missions  from  Annapolis  Kov.il  to  the  (iulf 
of  St.  l.avyrence,  and  from  the  head  of  the  ll;iv  of  lonidy  to  Ilali- 
fa.x,  having  suUered  severely  in  his  health  bv  exfjosure  on  the  ice  in 
the  swamp}'  roads,  is  snow  storms,  by  severe  rains, — damp  clothes — 
dam|)  beds — log  huts — travelling  in  the  night  and  King  on  the  lloijr, 
having  injured  his  lungs  and  inipaire<l  his  general  health,  he  wrote 
for  pernnssioii  to  return  home,  or  to  be  sent  to  a  more  congenial 
clime.  His  request  was  granted.  He  w;is  sent  to  ilermuda,  and  for 
many  }ears  the  record  of  his  faithful  ministry  lingc-red,  ;i  precious 
memory  in  the  hearts  of  all  who  knew  him. 

The  annual  meeting  for  1806  was  held  at  Horton.     One  incident 
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relatini;  to  tliat  ineetiiij;-  made  it  fort-nxT  nicniuralile.  A  juuul;  L;irl 
of  seventeen  wlio  had  known  of  Methodism  only  by  report — a  reji'irt 
that  was  hy  no  means  fa\orable — H^tened  to  sermons  preached  \>y 
W'ilham  lUack  and  James  Mann.  Xe\'er  before  had  >he  hstened  to 
sneh  a  ministry  as  thi^,  and  her  lieart  beijan  to  glow  with  lo\'e  to 
both  ministers  and  people.  She  kinged  to  be  one  of  them,  but  made 
no  decision,  lest  being  akme  ^^he  would  lapse  into  carelessness.  Five 
years  later,  as  .Mrs.  Daxid  Starr,  she  removed  into  Malifax  and  be- 
came an  attendant  upon  the  .Methodist  ser\ices  in  the  town,  .\bout 
a  \-e;ir  .after  her  arrixal,  while  one  e\enmg  at  pr.iyer,  she  rccei\ed 
an  inwrought  contitlence  that  her  supplications  were  accepted,  and 
that  the  strength  of  grace  would  be  perfected  in  her  weakness.  To 
be  useful  in  the  cause  of  Christ  was  one  of  the  earliest  and  strongest 
instincts  of  the  new  life  imparted  to  her  soul;  and  it  became  one  id' 
the  most  influential  and  al)iding  of  the  moti\es  which  regulated  her 
course  for  half  a  century.  .\t  her  suggestion  the  nlis^ionaries  \isited 
and  jireached  in  the  home  of  her  girlhood,  there  la\-ing  the  founda- 
tions of  one  of  the  most  prosperous  circuits  in  Xo\a  Scotia,  .\fter 
a  life  of  faith  and  ser\  ice,  in  which  as  in  all  lives  joys  and  sorrows 
were  mingled,  she  entered  upon  her  reward  in   Xo\ember,    1N3S. 

In  iSjcj  the  annual  meeting  was  for  the  first  time  held  in  l.i\-er- 
pool.  .\mong  those  present  was  a  )outh  of  se\enteen  _\ears  n.anied 
Matthew  Richew  who^e  lile-work  gi\es  him  a  place  in  the  ranks  of 
noted  British  .Americans.  At  the  outset  of  life,  he  was  endowed  with 
no  special  marks  of  fortune.  His  parents,  wh(j  w  cTe  in  humble  rather 
than  in  aflUient  circumstances,  had  l)een  taught  b\-  experience  that 
success  Commonly  depends  on  exerti(.Mi.  Therefore  the\'  c<iunselled 
him  to  make  the  most  (d'  his  op|iortunities,  to  rely  on  himself,  to  re- 
gard education  as  a  business,  and  learn  as  much  as  possible  in  the 
shorle^t  possible  time.  Tbcy  li\'(s.l  in  the  \illage  of  Kamwelton,  in 
the  north  of  irehand.  !'resb_\-terians  of  earnest,  perhaps  of  sex'ere, 
piet\',  the\-  indulged  the  dream,  which  k-  so  often  no  more  than  a 
dream,  that  their  gifted  son  might  at  some  future  da\-  take  orders  in 
the  ciiun;ii  rd'  which  they  were  member>.  Idiese  hopes  were  encour- 
aged by  the  good  reprirts  thev  had  of  his  moral  and  intellectu.al 
promise.  .\t  fourteen  he  was  singularl)'  cmnersant  for  his  age  with 
the  Greek  and  Latin  cla.Shics.  i\t  about  that  age  he  accompanied  a 
school-fellow  to  a  Methodist  |)rayer  meeting.  The  devotions  of  which 
he  found  himself  engaged  prcjduccd  in  his  mind  a  transport  of  ccstacy, 
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fiir  tlic  religious  temperature  uf  tiiat  houje  uf  prayer  gloweil  with 
fer\(ir  and  was  passionate  with  feeling.  The  hn}-  wor.shipiier  inlialeil 
the  ether  of  a  spiritual  delight,  whieh  tn  him  al  least  was  nmre 
e.xhilarating  than  the  crisper  atnii^.sphere  that  gathers  ahmU  the 
glacier  solemnities  of  the  co\enant  of  his  fathers.  The  "p'-'i'ijle  called 
Metho(li.sl^^"  capti\'ated  his  imaginatiun  an<l  cduxerted  his  heart.  He 
at  once  cast  his  hjt  with  a  suciety  whuse  menihers  seemed  to  ha\"e 
caught  Slime  ui  the  hrightest  lieanis  of  the  DiNiiie  favur,  whi.i  were 
one  with  one  auothei',  united  hy  the  hond  (jf  a  common  faith,  the 
tie  of  a  common  e.\i)erience,  and  the  anticipation  ot  a  common  joy. 

Having  taken  his  place  in  the  new  sociel}  at  the  .'-acrilice  of  the 
attractions  ot  his  father's  hoirse,  he  ohtained  permission  to  >hape 
his  own  course,  and  make  his  own  \\:i\  in  life.  With  good  attain- 
ments, good  health  and  one  so\ereign  in  his  pocket,  he  laiuled  at  St. 
John,  Xew  Ih'uuswick.  In  his  arrival  he  iihtained  emplovment  a--  a 
writer  in  the  <'ltice  of  a  leading  law)er  who,  recoi^nizing  liis  ahili- 
ties,  assisteil  him  to  procure  a  situatii.m  of  assistaiU  teacher  in  the 
principal  ,aca<lemy  in  that  city.  IhU  his  call  to  the  mini-~tr_\'  had  taken 
irresistihle  posscssiiJii  of  his  luind,  and  he  commenced  in  the  (iermain 
Street  church  pulpit  his  long  coloni.al  career  as,  a  preacher.  Soon 
<aiter  he  resigned  his  ofhce  as  school  teacher,  and  (iffered  himself  a 
candidate  for  the  ^.lethodist  minister  at  Liverpool.  The  \-oung  can- 
di<late  Conducted  the  early  morning  service  in  which  he  revealeil  that 
rare  coinhination  id  powers  of  oratory,  vvliich  in  a  lew  \e.ir.-  made 
him  a  ]ire;icher  never  h  <  he  forgotten  hv"  those  who  heard  him.  In 
iN_'5  he  was  Midained,  and  in  the  sam.e  \'ear  he  married,  h'lr  private 
reasons  lie  spent  the  winter  of  iS^^o  in  l  diarle.-ton,  I'.  S.  .\.  While 
there  he  generall}'  did  dutw  in  the  I'reshvterian  places  of  wor>hip.  It 
is  no  figure  of  '>peech  to  sav  that  peopk-  ra.n  .after  him.  Inlced. 
those  religious  runners  hecame  such  nuisa.uce^  that  it  was  a,itu,dl\- 
necessary  to  guard  the  doors  cd  tl:e  ehurclies  in  which  he  pre.ichcd 
against  their  intrusive  inroads  until  the  regular  congregation  was 
housed  and  se.atcil.  More  than  one  wealllu'  C' mgreg.Uion  in  (  "harlc-,- 
t''ii  were  ile.-^iron<  to  secure  his  services.  H.id  the  lo\c  of  moiivv 
keen  a  constraining  love,  he  might  li.ave  vieldvd  to  the  enticing  tempta- 
tion. L'nder  similar  circumstances  manv  ])>i'--oiis  w,,idd  h.ive  heard  a 
"cad"  which  he  did  not  liear,  and  perhaps  havr  lec  )-.;iu/ed  tlii.'  "h.and 
of   krovidi-nce"  in  a  wav  lie  did  not  ^ce.  in  lliu-   recoiiciline  the  iiit;r- 
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est  of  a  son  and  the  desire  uf  a  father,  with  an  incunie  (tf  pleasant 
proportions.  Snch  a  transaction  wuuhl,  poetically  at  least,  he  rep- 
resented as  a  solace  to  the  heart  of  a  l>el<)\-eil  parent  if  li\in^.  or  a 
touchin<j^  trihnte  to  his  memory  if  departed.  Dr.  Uichey  had  hecn 
tried  in  the  refiner's  Ih-e  ami  had  no  inclination  to  sooth  his  conscience 
with  a  cheat.  \\  hat  he  had  honestly  done  in  his  _\onth  he  deliberately 
stuck  to  in  his  manhood,  lie  preferred  his  W'esleyan  church  and  his 
British  country  to  money  or  praise. 

"Unlike   the  chameleon,   who   is  known 
To  ha\'e  no  colors  of  his  own." 

he  stoud  hy  his  faith  and  hy  his  tlaj;-,  and  donhtlo.s  his  loyal  heart 
heat  all  the  moix-  serenely   for  such  lidelity. 

In  iiS^-'  he  returned  to  i\'o\a  Scotia  and  was  stationed  at  Halifax, 
'i'hrec  years  later  he  was  sent  to  Montreal  to  fill  the  position  of  lir-t 
|)rincipal  of  the  llpper  ('rmada  .Acailemw  .\fter  lillini;  mo-.t  im- 
portant posts  in  Canada  he  returned  in  iS^r  to  Xo\a  Scotia,  where 
for  manv  years  he  maintained  Ins  rare  pulpit  reputation.  I'.ut  a  fall 
from  a  carria<j;e  drawn  1(\  a  runaway  horse,  during;'  his  sta\-  in  the 
Up])er  Pro\  inces,  indicted  a  |iermanent,  thout^h  impercc]itilile  injury 
uijon  the  elorpieut  preacher,  and  ni  the  autumn  of  i  S83  he  wa^  hurieil 
from  (io\ermueut  llonse,  Ilalifa.x,  then  occupied  1)\-  his  son,  l.icu- 
tenant-fioNLTUor  Richey. 

(  )ne  who  attended  his  ministry  for  years  desci-djed  him  as  the 
birait  ideal  ni  a  ptilpit  orator  in  manner,  in  a[)pcarance  anil  in  the 
Use  ot  choicest  lanyuac;e,  and  his  well-prepared  anil  conxincim;  ari;ii- 
inents.  In  those  da\s  there  were  few  men.  either  in  the  pulpit,  at 
the  har,  or  in  the  Senate  who  could  compare  with  him  in  soul  iiispirini; 
elocjuence.  Xot  oul)-  was  Matthew  Richey  attractixe  in  the  pulpit; 
he  was  hi^lily  eflicieut  as  well.  His  sermons  were  not  more  distin- 
fjuished  l/y  their  splendor  ui  dictii.in  and  rhetorical  hcanty  than  hy 
tlieir  evan_t;clistic  sentiment,  their  dermiteness  and  cleariness  of  Pdhli- 
cal  exposition,  their  full  presentation  id'  Christian  pri\ileL;e,  and 
faithful  enforcement  of  Christian  ohlij^aliou.  The  (iospcl  s)'stem  as 
interpreted  hy  Methodist  theologians  he  had  accepted  withont  any 
reservation,  and  from  the  church  ui  his  adoption  no  offer  of  place 
or  emijlument  coidd  e\er  tem[il  him.  h'rom  the  depth  of  his  [lersonai 
conviction  came  his  power  to  convince  (jthers  and  thus  fit  them  to 
be  leaders. 
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At  the  P.rili^li  ( '(ni  fcicncc  of  1SJ5  the  luissiiins  in  the  i\hivitimo 
Proxinces  were  divideil  iiitu  twu  scctiniis.  (  )l'  ihoc  one.  wilh  Slc|ihcn 
DanilOrd  as  chairman,  wa.s  (li.->i,L;iial(.'il  the  X(i\a  Scmia  and  I'riiu'e 
Mdward  Inland  District;  tlic  nlhcr,  under  the  (hrectiun  i>|'  Kiciianl 
WiUiains,  was  i<n(j\vn  as  the  Xew  llrunswick  District.  Tiie  (h\i>inn 
hnes  were  at  first  (hawn  with  Httle  rci^ard  tn  proxincial  hcumdaries. 
V.vjn  after  readjustnieiU  tiie  extensi\e  Annapolis  \'aHey  and  a  sectimi 
of  C'nrnwalhs  cnntinued  tu  he  a  [lart  of  the  Xew  Ihamswick  District. 
'Idle  fi  irnial  separalinn  ti"ik  phice  in  the  fi  illow  ini;  year,  when  the 
ministers  from  the  three  Pni\inces  met  in  Halifa.v  and  farmed  two 
distinct  uryanizatiiiiis.  Ahmit  that  lime  an  elTnrt  was  made  id  ex- 
tend Methndism  in  the  ea-lern  ])arl  ■  d'  Xnva  Scmia.  W'ilham  Wehh, 
wdid  had  hUcK'  arri\ed  fmni  i".ni;hmd,  was  [)laced  at  l\i\er  Jnhn. 
d^i_L;elher  willi  James  I  i,  IK'nni,L;ar  lhe\-  spent  a  Sunchi}'  in  ( iu_\'shi  iru, 
and  diirinj.^"  the  ensuin^L;'  week  a  meelini;  was  lield  to  consider  the 
jiropo.-al  to  erect  a  Methodist  church.  Suhscriplions  were  reaihly 
olTereik  and  a  ^uitahle  site  was  L^i\en;  Mr.  W'elih  was  instructed  to 
remain  ;it  (iuN'shoro.  (  )n  Xo\emher  1,  iSjt),  the  dedicatory  ser\ice.s 
were  condticted  liy  the  youni;  pastor,  assiste<l  h\-  .Mr.  Dennis^ar  and 
Matthew  (ranswick.  I'rexious  to  that  ikite  t\vent_\-  persons  liad  hecii 
enrolled  in  memhership,  to  whom  ninety  others  were  added  in  [■'^.vp 
.\t  the  request  of  Judi^e  Marshall,  of  Sydney,  (ape  I'.reton  was  added 
to  the  (  in\sli,ir(.  circuit.  In  se\eral  <  d'  the  settlements  there  which 
Mr.  Weill)  \isited,  some  from  his  lip-  first  heard  the  mess,aL;e  o| 
sahation.  At  the  close  of  the  >ear  eit^htN'-two  memheis  were  re- 
ported. 

Dnrin-  the  next  thirlx-  years  No\a  Scotia  Methodism  m.ade  steady 
and  snli--taiuial  progress.  Many  ministers  had  heen  recei\'ed  Irom 
the  I'.ritsh  ('onlerence,  .and  others  had  heen  raised  up  in  the  cmi- 
^rcLjations  under  their  charij;c.  (  hurches  and  parsona!.^es  were  erected, 
denoinin.ational  literature  wideh'  circulated,  .and  educational  tacilities 
provided.  Iiuport.ant  chauf;es  had  taken  place  in  the  political  ,aiid 
social  conditions  of  the  people.  .\  more  liheral  spirit  manifested  itself 
anioni;  (.  hristians  of  dilfci'ent  names,  old  animo>itics  were  d\ini;  out, 
and  more  of  (  hrist  and  less  of  sect  was  a  ^rowiiiL;  teeliui;.  I'opul.i- 
tion  had  laii^elv  increased,  impro\-emeiit  in  maiin  lacluries,  in  modes 
(/f  tra\ei,  and  in  the  homes  ot  the  ]ieople  were  e\er\  \\  here  in  evidence. 
Idle  churches  particip.ited  in  the  pnhlic  [irosperit)-,  and  none  more  so 
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tlian  dill  the  r\Icthridi.st>.  And  lo  hucli  prupDrtions  liad  ^lic  altaiiird 
that  a  chan-c  in  hrr  rclatiuns  with  I'.riti^li  Alctlll)di^nl  \va^  (kcnied 
necessary  in  order  stiU  mure  successfully  tu  carry  on  the  wurk.  '1  his 
change  was  hrought  int(.i  el'l'ect  in  1^55.  when  the  bcattered  churches 
of  the  Maritime  I'ruvinces — Xew  foundland,  I'rince  h^dwanl  l>land, 
Bermuda,  Xew  llrun^wick  ami  Xwva  SdUia  were  organized  into  a 
Conference  under  the  name  <>f  The  W'esleyau  Methudi^t  Church  of 
Eastern  r.riti>h  America.  l''ur  a  period  of  nineteen  year.^  this  ar- 
rangement of  work  justified  itself  hy  success.  At  the  organization 
of  the  Cnuference  seveiitv  circuits  were  repnrted  on  its  olticial  nunute>. 
In  1N74.  when  another  adjustment  ui  the  wurk  was  maile,  Xova 
Scotia  alone  rei)urieil  >ixt\-eight  cu-cuit>  and  ini-sion->.  A  similar 
growth  was  reported  in  the  other  l'ro\inces. 

In  the  meanwhile  whisper>  were  heard  respecting  a  wider  mnou, 
winch  had  long  keen  the  da\'  dream  of  a  few  far-sighte<l  leaders  of 
the  church — the  consolidation  into  one  of  all  the  .Metho.dist  cluu-che- 
throughout  entire  llritish  .Xorth  America.  A>  earl)-  as  oS-i,  i.mi- 
_vears  after  the  jiolitical  coufederaliou  (jf  several  Ihatish  .\merican 
colonies,  the  desire  was  making  itself  felt  that  beneath  the  ll.ii;  of 
one  Dominion  there  shonld  he  one  mighty  organization  witli  the 
\iiice  of  praver  ami  praise  and  the  proclamation  of  a  tree  ami  full 
sahation  li\-  a  Ii\ing  niinistr_\-,  reaching  fiom  the  shore  of  the  .\tlantic 
to  the  shore  of  the  I'acihc  (  >cean.  The  hope  i/f  1S71  got  itself 
realized  in  iSS:;.  (_)n  Septeinker  3lh  of  that  \ear  ■'repre■^enl,lti\  es  ol 
the.  Metliodi-t  Church  of  (.'.anada,  the  k".])iscopal  .Methodi-i  (lunch 
in  Can;ul,a,  the  I'rinutixe  .Methodist  Church  in  I  anada,  and  the  llikle 
Cdiristi.an  Cduirch  in  C"anada  met  at  llelle\ille,  Ontario,  to  merge 
their  pre\ioUslv  di\ided  interests,  and  to  jirepare  to  go  forth  with  the 
united  front  of  one  consolidated,  inllitential  .and  aggressi\e  church, 
the  largest  in  its  recordeil  memhership,  in  the  great  Canadian  iJoinin- 
ion.  with  the  aim  of  spreading  Scriptural  holiness  throughout  a  wast 
territor\ ,  and  with  the  honor  of  ha\ mg  iwercome  ohstacles  to  a  gen- 
eral union  for  the  piu'suit  of  that  grandest  human  pur])ove  which 
Methodi-ts  in  other  lands  ha\e  deemed   iin.possihle." 

IMucational  work  in  Xo\a  Scotia  Methodi-m  owes  its  origin  to 
Ch.arles  JM-ederick  Allison,  a  memher  of  the  Scotch-Irish  family  of 
that  name  hrst  estahlished  at  Cornwalli^.  In  1815  he  settled  in  Sack- 
\ille,  Xew  I'lruuswick.     Some  years  Later,  through  a  serious  illncsS,  he 
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was  visited  by  W  illiani  Smiliisnii,  ilicii  stationed  on  that  circuit,  with 
whuni  he  had  hecunie  ijersunall}-  acijiiainted  as  feUow-worker  in  tem- 
perance reform.  Entering  into  cuniniunidU  with  tiie  Methoch^t  church 
he  consecrated  himself  without  reser\atiun  tu  God's  scr\ice.  h'roni 
the  beginning  he  recognised  God's  claims  upun  his  wealth,  and  re- 
sponded gladly  to  the  claim  "Ve  are  n(.it  j'our  uwn"  by  his  purpose 
to  act  in  such  a  way  as  to  him  seemed  best  to  glorify  Goil.  In 
i8j8  the  ministers  of  the  Xcj\a  Scotia  District  resi.'hed  to  establi^h 
a  seminary  competent  to  afford  a  thorough  classical  education,  but 
no  action  was  imniediateh-  taken.  After  se\  eral  un.-^uccessful  attemijts 
had  been  made  to  e>tabli-h  Wesleyan  day-schuoL>,  Mr.  Allison  ad- 
dressed a  letter  in  1830  to  the  chairman  of  the  Xew  llriniswick  Dis- 
trict, stating  his  intention — long  considered — to  purchase  a  suital'ile 
site — ami  <jn  it  pro\  idt-  buildings  for  the  establishment  of  a  school  in 
in  which  not  only  the  elementary,  but  the  higher,  branches  of  edu- 
cation should  be  taught,  to  be  altogether  uniler  the  management  of  the 
bJritish  Conference  in  connection  with  the  \\'esle\an  missionaries  in 
the  Pro\inces.  With  these  [ir(.)posals  he  connected  the  olYer  of  four 
lumdred  dollars  per  year  for  ten  years  to  aid  the  current  expenses 
of  the  [)ro|)eised  academy-.  At  the  first  intimation  of  Mr.  Allison's 
pur[)Ose,  a  preference  was  expressed  by  some  person  for  a  site  near 
St.  John,  but  all  discussion  ceased  when  it  had  Ix-en  ilistinctly  staled 
that  the  ilonor's  scheme  had  reference  to  the  wants  eif  Methodists 
in  all  the  Maritime  rro\'inces  and  not  least  to  those  of  Xo\a  Scotia, 
his  nalixe  pro\-ince,  and  that  in  his  opinion.  Sack\  ille,  as  a  central 
jio'int.  easily  accessible  to  all  who  might  wish  to  a\ail  themsehes  of 
the  proposed  advantages,  was  the  nxist  suitable  place.  At  a  meeting 
of  the  three  districts  held  the  following  summer  at  Halifax,  Mr. 
Allison  saiil  "The  Lord  hath  put  it  in  my  heart  to  gi\e  ihi-  sum 
towards  building  a  Methodist  Academy,"  and  then,  after  a  short 
pause,  as  though  he  had  spi'iken  too  confidently,  he  added,  "1  know 
the  im])ression  is  from  the  Lord,  for  I  am  natural]}-  fond  of  monev." 
Se\'en  acres  of  land  having  been  secured  in  a  suita])le  situation,  on 
July  9,  1840,  a  large  number  of  pei'sons  assembled  to  witness  the  lay- 
ing of  the  foimdation  stone.  After  tlexdtional  exercises  and  ad- 
dresses, the  stone  was  laid  by  Mr.  .Mlison,  who  to  the  formula  usual 
on  such  Liccasions  added  the  words:  "And  ma_\-  the  eilucation  e\-er 
furnished    Ijy   the    institution    be   conducted    on    \\'esle\-an    principles,

tu  the  i;liii-y  of  (liul  and  the  extciisinn  uf  His  cause."  Mr.  .VUisuii, 
having  retired  from  luisiuess,  i;a\e  his  iiersunal  oversight  1m  the  new 
building",  w  liieh  when  furnished  was  cajjahle  uf  acc(Jinniii(hiting  eiglity 
liuarders,  and  was  superior  in  adaptation  to  its  purjioses  to  any  acade- 
mic building  in  the  Lower  l'ro\inces. 

The  work  for  which  the  lirst  academy  was  established  had  nut 
been  long  under  way  liefore  the  originat(;rs  id'  the  enter[)rise  felt  that 
their  inirpose  was  onl}'  partially  accom[ilislied  so  long  as  they  were 
unable  to  uffer  equal  ad\antages  to  the  j-ouths  of  buth  se.xes.  At  a 
united  meeting  of  the  Xova  Scotia  and  New  I)runs\vick  Districts,  a 
resuluti(jn  that  an  acadenu'  for  females  was  necessary,  and  that  the 
Methodist  cluu'ch  is  under  obligation  to  meet  that  necessity,  was 
un.'ininii  lUsly  adopted,  luicour.aged  b\-  ]\tr.  Allison's  generous  offer 
uf  one  thousand  [x.iunds  sterling,  the  work  was  at  once  begun.  The 
doors  uf  the  new  establishment  were  uiiened  to  lad\'  students  on  .\u- 
gust  17,  1854,  when  Mary  S.  Adams,  chief  preceptress  uf  the  new 
school,  was  met  by  eighty  i)U|)ils — a  niuuber  much  beyoiul  e.xpecta- 
tiou.  The  l\ev.  Dr.  T.  W.  Smith,  the  historian  of  Methodism  in 
Eastern  I'.ritish  America,  says  of  this  institution:  "b'ur  their  educa- 
tional enfranchisement  women  in  the  Maritime  I'ro\iiices  will  e\'er  be 
grateful  to  the  Methodist  educationalist  at  Mount  Allison,  who  enjoy 
the  distinction  of  being  the  llrst  in  the  Tiritish  luupire  tn  give  women 
the  riijht  uf  admission  to  the  \ariuus  deiM-ees  of  a  cullei/e  course."

EDUCATIONAL. 


The  universities  of  Xnxa  Scntia  arc  not  like  tll>)^e  nf  nmst  of  the 
other  I'rij\inees — -^tate'  inslitntinns.  uiiiier  piilihe  enntrul  ami  depen- 
dent (in  pulilic  support.  .\t  the  ^anie  time,  it  eannoi  he  denied  lliat 
tliev  ha\e  iila\e(l  an  ini|)()rtant  [lart  ni  the  de\elopnient  nf  nur  prn\in- 
cial  history,  and  that  an  entire  omission  inmi  the  reeord  id'  all  reler- 
enee  to  the  work  tlie\-  ha\e  done  wonld  lie  nio.si  unju.^ldialile.  Inlor- 
ination  as  to  their  i^enesis,  their  strui^j^les,  and  their  aehievement^  i> 
submitted  in  the  form  of  historieal  sketches  kindl\-  supplied  \>y  the 
authorities  of  the  rcspccti\e  institutions.  These  sketches  include  a 
l.rief  one  relatini,^  to  the  L'ni\ersity  of  Mount  .\lh~on  ('oIIcl^c  (  Sack- 
\ille,  X.  1'..)  which,  thou.i;h  not  territorially  in  Xo\a  Scotia  is  affil- 
iated with  the  Xo\  a  Scotia  Technical  ( 'oUe^e.  l'"ollo\\  ini^-  the  sketches, 
will  he  found  reference  to  hit^her  schools  of  special  function  which 
are  strictly  pulilic  and  pro\iiicial  in  their  character: 

THE  UNI\'E1<SITY  OI^   KI.VG's  COLLEGE. 

(.\.  W.  H.  H.) 

After  a  cheijuered  existence  of  a  hundred  and  twenty-si.\  years, 
King's  College,  the  local  haliitation  of  the  Uni\ersity  which  hears  ihat 
name,  shows  n(.i  sign  today  of  the  vicissitudes  through  which  it  has 
passed.  Throughout  our  ^laritime  I'rovinces  no  more  charming  spot 
can  he  found  than  the  seat  of  the  x-enerahle  institution  which  clamis 
with  so  much  pride  the  honour  due  to  the  olde>t  l'ni\ersity  in  the 
I'.ritish  Colonies. 

'i  he  college  settlement  stands  upon  a  hroad  plateau,  a  little  outride 
the  town  of  Windsor,  Xova  Scotia.  Here,  grouiicd  the  Collegiate 
School  with  its  gymnasium  and  dormitories,  the  residence  for  girls, 
the  picturesi|ue  stone  chapel  and  Coiuncation  Hall,  the  profe-sors' 
houses,  screened  In'  llourishing  maples  and  skirted  h_\-  clo^e  cropped 
lawns.  Here,  too.  in  term-time,  the  tennis  grounds  and  foot-liall  field 
are  noisy  with  the  actiulies  of  .^tlldents  and  school-hoys  who   hrmg 
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the  doniinant  note  of  tlic  prevailing  ])resent  into  a  sj^ot  so  rich  in 
memories  of  a  historic  past. 

In  the  fore-frcjut  antl  C(Uisi)icuous  al)Ove  ail  the  rest  stands  the 
cullege  huikling  itself.  It  is  an  inlpres^ive,  colonial  strnclnre,  unpre- 
tentious in  its  architecture,  Imt  possessing  a  simple  ami  sonihre  dignity 
significant  uf  its  past,  its  only  ornaments  are  the  surmounting  cupola, 
the  hroad  portico  with  its  high  Ionic  columns,  and  the  corresponding 
porches  fronting  each  of  the  hays.  It  oxerlooks  green  helds,  sloping 
to  the  le\el  meadows  heneath.  An  avenue  of  magnificent  elms,  the 
growth  of  a  ceiitur)-  lead.s  from  the  road  lielow,  to  sweep  on  either 
side,  in  hnld  delle.xioii,  along  the  college  fmiit.  BeNoiid  the  inea<liiws 
stretch  retreating  hills,  map]ied  into  parallels  hy  fertile  farms  and 
receding  ti.i  the  nioiintains,  misty  and  hlue  in  the  distance. 

N'ery  ditlerent  its  surroundings  must  lia\e  heen  when  King's  Col- 
lege first  strxid  upon  that  hill-top.  It  is  true  that  Windsor  was  a 
grdwing  settlement  e\en  then.  There  were  green  helds  to  tell  of  the 
lahouis  of  hanished  -\cadi,ans  and  of  the  tlirift\'  New  h'ngland  fann- 
ers who  succeedeil  them.  lUit  much  of  tlie  country  was  rough  and 
unhrokeii.  The  elms  planted  hy  the  sturdy  settlers  from  t'onnecticul 
were  mere  saj)liiigs  then.  Throughout  the  greater  part  of  Xo\a 
Scotia  the  ctiuiitr\'  was  a  wilderness  of  rock  and  forest,  marsh  and 
stream  unpromising  to  the  e_\e  of  the  cautious  immigr.ant.  ()nl\-  si.\ 
)'ears  hefore  it  hatl  numhered,  throughout  the  Avhole  ])eiiinsula,  not 
more  than  fourteen  thousand  inhahitants.  Then  in  1783,  there  poured 
suddenl)'  into  it  o\er  se\eiiteen  thousand  people.  k)isl);inded  troops, 
the\-  were,  and  loyalists.  The  Latter  had  left  homes  and  possessii^ms 
in  the  se\ereil  American  colonies  that,  under  whatexer  circumstances 
else,  they  might  at  least  ])ass  their  da_\-s  amid  Ih'itish  institutions  and 
under  British  rule.  The)-  came  with  saddened  hearts  hut  with  good 
courage  to  hew  them  rough  hahitatioiis  and  to  wrest  a  precarinus 
li\eliliood  among  the  rocks  and  forests  of  Xo\a  Scotia. 

It  is  to  these  loyalist  refugees  that  King's  College  owes  its  hegin- 
ning. 

ddiere  had  keen  an  elTort  made  in  I7()S  to  induce  the  imi'jerial 
government  to  provide  a  [luhlic  school  for  the  colony.  .\t  that  time 
the  inhahitants  were  ni;iinl\-  adherents  of  the  (diurch  ()f  luigland.  Hy 
an  act  i)assed  in  175H  the  Church  of  England  was  estahlished  ,as  the 
h.xed  fr)rm  of  worship  in  the   I'roX'ince,  although  there  were  then  no 
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colonial  bisliops  and  the  cliurcli  had  no  means  of  iicrpetuating  its 
niinistr)'.  At  this  time  it  was  propused  to  louud  a  colIeL;iate  scho(jl 
which  shouKl  combine  tlie  education  of  \\)Uth  willi  the  irainiiiL,'  of 
candidates  for  tlie  ministry  of  tiie  church. 

'I'his  plan  was  presented  to  the  home  i;o\ernment  li\-  the  GoxeriKjr 
and  Council  of  the  colon_\-  and  Windsor  was  selected  as  the  seat  of 
the  [)rc:iposetl  seminary.  lUit,  while  the  go\ernment  [>romised  a  liberal 
subsidy  t(j  the  school  it  declined  to  take  the  initiative  in  founding  it. 
The  S.  P.  CI.  was  also  approached,  but,  owing  to  a  temporary  lack  of 
funds,  the  matters  was  postponed  for  future  consiileration. 

A  few  }-ears  later  came  the  American  Rex'olution,  the  iude[jendence 
of  the  seceding  States  and  the  tlight  of  i7,cx)0  Loyalists  intu  Xo\a 
Scotia. 

lie  fore  lea\'ing  their  homes,  eighteen  loyali-t  clergymen  met 
together  in  New  ^'(lrk.  Their  oliject  was  to  take  >teps  toward  >ecuring 
the  establishment  of  a  colonial  bishopric  in  No\a  Scotia,  in  which 
Tro\ince  they  expectctl  to  make  their  homes,  and  also  to  arrange  a 
plan  for  educational  institutions  to  be  connected  with  the  new  episco- 
pate. Ihe  result  of  their  conference  was  forwarded  to  Sir  Guy 
Carleton,  Go\-ernor  of  N'ova  Scotia,  and  by  him  passed  on  to  the 
Prime  Ministry  of  luigland.  Lord  North. 

Prominent  among  these  clergymen  was  Dr.  t  harles  Inglis.  Me 
had  been  rector  of  Trinity  Church,  New  York, and  had  won  the  unfa\- 
ourable  attention  (:>f  the  I\e\olutionary  ])artv  by  praying  persi.^tenth' 
for  the  King  at  his  public  services,  lie  continued  to  do  this  e\  en  in 
the  face  <d'  an  armed  body  of  rexolutionary  troops  sent  to  intimidate 
him.  He  now  returned  to  iMigland  and  four  years  later  was  conse- 
crated and  sent  to  Nova  Scotia  as  its  Bishop.  1  le  was  the  lirst  colonial 
Bishop  of  the   luiglish  Church. 

The  new  Ihshop  was  energetic  in  behalf  of  the  e'-tablishment  of 
the  i)roposed  institution  of  learning.  He  ])ressed  the  project  in  the 
local  Legislature  .and  showed  that  the  lack  of  a  seminary  for  the 
education  of  tha  clergy  would  defeat  (juc  great  object  of  the  govern- 
ment in  appointing  him  as  Bishop,  which  was  to  provide  for  the 
ordination  cd"  clergy  from  the  sons  of  the  colonv  and  thu>  to  obviate 
the  necessity  for  depending  on  England  for  the  entire  supply  of  the 
ministry. 

The    Bishop's    arguments    achieved    their   end.      In    1787    it    was 
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restihed  Ijv  the  LcL;i>latiirc  tliat  a  public  bchoul  Lie  L->lal)liblic(l  at 
W'indstir.  The  t^nNeninieiit  vuled  an  annual  sum  of  niuney  to  cuver 
the  balaries  df  a  eleri;\nian  ct  the  e.^tal)li>lieil  cluu'ch  whi/  \\a>  l<i  ael  as 
head  nia>ter,  and  uf  a  pi\itessnr  df  nialheuiatics  and  nalur.il  plnliK.)- 
ph)'.  Anuther  i^rant  was  made  In  pr(i\  ide  Imu^e  rent.  Thu^  the 
Colle,L;iale  Acadeni)  \\a^  opened  at  Windsor,  ddie  I.ieulenanl-(  i(i\  er- 
nor,  the  Lhief  Ju^tiee.  the  preM'ilent  ui  tlie  ("uuncil  and  the  Speaker 
(if  the   llmise  nt    As>enilil_\-  were  appointed   its  i^overniiig   hody. 

The  bchool  opened  in  j  jSS.  Rev.  ArchihaM  I'ayne  ln,L;lis,  the 
Bishop's  nephew,  acted  teniporarih'  as  head  master,  heinj;  succeeded 
after  a  vear  liy  the  l\ev.  W'ilhani  t'ochran,  a  .Ma-^ter  of  Avl,^  of  Trniiiy 
College.  iHililin.  w  Imsc  honoured  name  is  inseparahl}'  connected  with 
the  hi-^to^v  of  Km^'s  t'iillei;e.  John  Inidis,  a-ed  len,  aflerwar.l^ 
third  r.isliop  of  Xo\a  Scotia,  was  the  llrst  pupil  enrolled. 

ddie  new  academ_\^  llouri-hed  m  spite  of  in<'idental  dirhculties. 
One  of  the>e  was  the  scarcity  of  school  hooks,  e\en  the  most  conin.on 
of  which  were  Uoi  to  he  had  in  the  l'ro\iuce.  After  li\e  _\e;ir-  .-pent 
in  the  hou.-e  of  .Mrs.  Susanna  h'rancklin,  widow  ol  the  late  (loxernor 
l^^rancklin.  the  Academy  was  mo\ed  into  the  lalel\-  erected  Colle,L;e 
huildin;;.  Later  on.  howexer,  a  stone  huildiiiL;  was  put  up  in  which  the 
school  \\  as  housed. 

In  17N1;  the  provincial  Legislature  ai;ain  took  up  the  matter  of  the 
seminar\-  for  the  trainiiiL;  of  the  cleri;\-  and  the  higher  education  of 
vouiil;  men.  .\u  act  was  accordini;lv  jiasscd  for  the  peiinanent  esl.ali- 
lisluuent  and  [lerpetual  endow  lUent  ot  a  colleL;e.  which,  it  was  hoped, 
nu'Ljht  "hv  the  hlessin^  df  (lod.  heconie  of  the  i;reatest  pulilic  uiihl}- 
to  the  [jro\  ince  and  to  his  Majesty's  ueiijhhourint;  colonies."  .\ii 
annual  endowment  ot  four  hundred  and  tort}-four  pounds,  eis^lit 
shilliuL;s  and  ten  pence,  hallpenny,  ciUTcul  lUouev  ol  .\o\a  Scoiia  \va.^ 
\'Oted  for  its  maintenance,  as  well  as  a  sum  ncit  exceediui^r  li\e  hundred 
pounds,  for  the  pm'chase  of  such  a  house,  lot  ot  t^round  and  premises 
in  the  towiishiji  of  Windsor  as  the  i;o\ernoi  s  miL;hl  choo,-,ij.  1  he 
Loard  of  (io\ernors  was  to  consist  of  the  (iowriior  and  ( 'ommauder- 
in-Chief  of  the  Province  of  Xova  Scotia,  the  I,ieutenaiit-Go\ernor,  the 
I'lishop  of  Xo\a  Scotia,  the  thief  justice,  the  Secretai)'  of  the  Prov- 
ince, the  .Speaker  of  the  1  louse  of  .Vssemhlv,  llis  .\lajest\''s  .\ltoniey 
(ieiieral  and  J  lis  .\hijest_\''s  Solicitor  ( leneral.  .\11  the  persona^a-s 
were  to  hold  their  places  on  the  hoard  only  diiriuL;  tlie  tenure  of  their 
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g-overnniental  posts,  ami  tliey  wniild  lie  sncccedcd  as  i;()Vcniors  of  iho 
ciilk'gc  hy  tJKir  succcsmu's  in  ollk'c.  The  iioard  was  In  lia\-e  puwer  tn 
make  statutes.  It  was  tu  ent;aj.;e  a  presideiU,  wlm  ^liduld  akn  lie  a 
clergyman  of  the  F.stahlished  Church  of  haigland,  and  a  .stall'  ni  pni- 
fessors.  -\nd  it  was  to  ha\e  [Kjwer  to  carr}-  on  the  college  until  a 
ruyal  charter  could  he  ohtained. 

The  estahlishment  of  the  college  seems  to  ha\"e  lieen  recei\'ed  with 
tlecidetl  fa\dur  throughout  the  I'mvince.  Though  the  new  institution' 
was  to  lie  cl<:isel_\'  connected  with  the  estahlished  church.  Xoucou- 
formists  joined  with  churchmen  in  pleasurealile  antici]iatiou,s  of  its 
great  lienelit  to  all,  and  the  custom's  dutv  on  "hrowii,  loaf  or  reiined 
sugars,"  li\'  winch  Us  endowment  was  to  he  raised,  appears  to  lia\e 
instilled  no  liiile!"ne--s  into  the  sweetness  of  the  coloinsls'  malnlinal 
tea-cups  autl  to  ha\e  put  no  rancours  into  the  xessel  of  the  colon)-'s 
peace. 

In  1700  the  laud  w:is  ac([uired  on  which  the  college  now  st.ands. 
Rew  William  (  oehraii  now  lelt  the  academ\'  to  act  .as  leuiporarv 
president.  Ihe  kuglish  go\erninent  made  a  grant  of  four  thousand 
pounds  and  a  sulistautial  huihlmg  was  erected,  d'his  hnilduig,  which, 
with  Some  uecessar\'  alterations,  stands  toda_\',  coll^i^l^  ni  a  woi  ideu 
framework  with  stone  noggings  lietween  the  stud-,  hotli  in  the  m.iiii 
walls  and  in  the  parlitions.  It  is  claphoarded  and  sheathed  througlioiu. 
After  a  hundred  ami  twent\-ii\e  years  it  is  still  sound  and  in  good 
repair  and  is  ajiparenth'  ahle  to  stand  for  another  ceuturv. 

.\  ro\  al  charter,  promised  in  1700,  was  not  given  until  180J.  The 
college  now  liecame  a  uni\ersity  with  the  right  of  granting  degrees 
and  wuh  all  prixilegcs  enjoyed  hy  the  uni\ersitics  (jf  (ireat  llriiain  ,and 
Ireland.  .\s  the  ohject  of  the  university  was  stated  to  he  the  "educa- 
ting of  \-outh  in  the  ])rinciples  of  true  religion,"  as  well  as  "for  their 
iustructiiiu  in  the  dillerent  hranches  of  science  and  literature,"  the 
j\rchhishop  of  ('anterhury  was  appointed  to  he  I'atron  of  the  laii\er- 
sity  and  the  P.ishop  of  Nova  Scotia,  \dsitor.  .\11  the  statutes  framed 
h_\-  the  go\  eruors  were  sii])ject  to  the  .\rchlii--hop's  approxal.  and  he 
h.ad  power,  at  any  time  within  three  }-ears  from  their  enactment,  to 
revoke  anv  of  them  of  which  he  did  not  approxe. 

Idle  charter  was  accompanied  hy  a  grant  of  t^i.ooo  per  anuntn, 
which  continued  until  1S34. 

The  work  of  framing  statutes  was  undertaken,     k'rom  aiuon</  the 
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Go\  eriKirs,  tliL-  I^isho]),  Chief  justice  I'.lowers  aihl  Jui1l;c  C'rokc  ui  llie 
\'iL-c-A<liiiirality  I'rizc  I'nuil  at  lialifax  were  appniiiieil  a  coinmitlec 
l\ir  thai  |)iir[iiihe. 

L'hief  justice  lUowers  liad  Ix'cn  a  man  (if  eminence  in  the  Xew 
England  culimies.  whu  liad  lieen  (h-i\  en  fnaii  his  cflice  and  lii>  h^nie 
b_v  the  ke\  (ihition,  and  whnse  deMitiim  to  i'.ritish  instiliitii  uis  was 
streni^lhened  li\-  his  s;icririce>  (in  behalf  (if  them. 

Jndi^e  Croke  was  an  i'lnglishman.  an  ()\f>ird  i^radtiate,  extremely 
C(inser\  ali\  e  in  his  ideas,  slnlilidrnly  tenaciuus  (if  a  standpdiiit  once 
adopted  and  I'lerceh-  intdleraiit  of  (ipp(.^sitii  m.  lie  seems  tn  ha\e 
peissessed  in  ;i  hi_L;h  dei;ree  the  restricted  \ie\\|i(  lint  and  the  incredulil}' 
as  til  the  existence  of  anx'thing  worth  considering  (jntside  his  own 
\ista,  which  is  sometimes  found  to  ulTset  the  man)-  .sterlinL;  qu.dilies 
of  luiglish  character.  It  is  this  characieristic  which,  well  directed 
makes  ]iatriot>,  reformers,  heroes,  hut  wliicli,  misplaced,  ha^  lieen 
respoiisihle  lor  the  clumsiest  luinglings  and  the  nio^t  calamitous  fail- 
ures. Jud.ge  (  r^k-e's  firm  conxiction  of  the  supreme  stiperiority  of 
luiglisli  institutions  and  customs  is  not  to  lie  wondered  at  in  the 
face  of  the  rough  surrotnulings  and  tmcouth  m.ak'eshifts  whicli  mu^t 
lia\e  confronted  him  e\er_\\\here  in  the  \oung  col(in\-;  hut  his  idea 
that  laws  and  regulati(.ns,  which  ]ire\ail  and  ;ire  practical  amid  luig- 
lish  conditions,  must  he  eqnalh'  practical  and  must  perforce  pre\ail 
amid  the  entirely  different  conditions  of  a  new  coinitry,  was  the  same 
liluuder  whicli  had  hamjiered  his  nation's  pri  igre-s  in  other  colonies 
in  the  past  and  which  she  has  iiow'  learned  thoroughl}'  to  discard. 
Ihe  dull  deternnnation  to  persist  in  an  unwise  course  had  ju•^t  lost 
the  Mnglk^h  nation  her  American  coKinies.  'Ilie  same  spirit  exuherant 
in  judge  (/roke  now  doomed  the  young  luiiwrsity  to  many  years  of 
l)o\ert_\'  and  unpopnlarit\\  cm'tained  her  usettilness  and  lett  her  encum- 
bered Ii\'  a  wear\'  inheritance  of  opposition,  mi^nnderstanding  and 
prejudice.  lAen  tmlav  when  King's  College  has  ne\  er  stood  higher 
in  the  resjiect  of  hei'  constiluency  or  enjoyed  a  wider  appreciation 
cif  her  merits  and  achie\'emenls,  the  result  of  indge  Criike's  polic\-  is 
still  manife--l  in  her  restricted  sphere  ot  inlluence  and  her  di\  ided 
field  of  lahor. 

The  connection  of  the  new  uni\ersity  with  the  estahlished  church 
was  not  resented  li_\-  those  who  followed  cither  ways.  d  hev  were 
perfectly  willing  [o  educate  their  sons  tinder  .\nglican  auspices,  pr(j- 
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vided  lliat  there  shuuld  lie  no  imcrfcrciicc  wiili  tluir  liLcrty  df  lhnn,i;lu, 
Ju(li;e  Crnkc.  lunvcxcr,  was  (iLtL-niiincd  thai  the  statutes  of  llie  new 
culleL;e  ^hMu!d  lie  modeled  faithfully  on  lho:.e  of  ()\furd.  h".\en  tho-,e 
rei^iilation.s  whieh  had  orii;inated  in  da_\>  of  liirliuleiice,  sedilimi  and 
fear,  whieh  iiad  Unw  i  niti^ieiwu  their  usefiilne>h  in  the  dd  eiaiiitry 
and  were  soon  tu  he  discarded  there,  were  reli,L;ioii^l\  repi'i  idneed  liy 
him.  Idle  ion^-  siruy^ie  nf  the  Kefornialinii,  ijie  je>uit  terror  (jf 
hdizaheth's  rei.L;n.  the  fratricidal  coiiilict  ui  the  (nil  War  had  left 
h]nL;land  a  legae_\-  of  intolerance  and  suspicion.  Ivelii^i'ius  disahililies 
were  .--till  a  fealm-e  of  Juii^li.^h  life  and  I'ji-li.sh  law.  O.xfiinl  and 
Canihrid^e  .still  refused  to  admit  l\<ini,an  Catholic?  or  Prototaut 
tli->sidents  from  the  estahlij-heil  chiu-ch.  Jnd^c  ( 'rui;e  was  (Kternimed 
that  Kin-'s  e'olle-e  .-liquid  he  modeled  on  (.).\ford  in  this  re^jiect  aU.j. 
(Jne  ot  the  statutes  fathered  hy  him  reiiiiired  nf  e\er\  matriculent 
his  siL^nalure  t'>  the  tlnrtx-nine  articles  i'i  the  i  hurch  of  luii.;land  as 
a  declaration  nf  his  heliet  in  them,  ddiis  i-e(|nu'emcnt  e\cluded  all  hut 
adherents  of  the  (  huich  nf  jjiL^land  from  an  educali.m  in  the 
iini\ersity. 

The  llishnp  saw  the  unwisiloni  df  this  statute  and  opjiMscd  it 
with  all  his  jxiwer.  Ilis  hroader  mind  reco!.^ni>:cd  the  iniustice  id" 
pri  ihihiiin;.;  the  pri\ilei.;es  of  the  inii\'ersit\'  to  a  lari_;e  class  c  d'  per-uns 
who  had  \\illinu;l\-  supported  its  estahlisliment  anil  had  cheerlull)'  suh- 
mitted  to  taxation  l^r  its  support.  l!ut  jud^e  C'roke  was  persistent, 
pu_L;nacious  and  successful. 

The  memhers  nf  the  L;o\erninj4  hijard.  frnui  the  lieutenani-i;i  i\ - 
erniir.  Sir  Jnhn  W'entwi  irth,  dnwn.  were  men  whn  had  sulleretl  and 
sacrificed  nnich  i  in  hehalt  of  their  loyalty  to  h'.r.L^lish  rule.  I'o  ih.em 
lTii;lish  institutinns  were  alnin-t  sacred.  Miii'eAcr,  the\'  shared 
an  idea,  [idSsihl)-  true  at  some  former  jierinds  of  (■'n^hsh  alfairs,  hut 
a  gross  misconception  then — that  "the  immo\  ahle  lo\-alt\-  of  the 
inhahitants  ui  the  l'ro\ince  would  he  in  e.xact  propi.rtion  to  the  inllu- 
cnce  of  the  esiahlished  church." 

I  he  gox'ernors  supported  Judge  Croke's  statute  against  the  \igor- 
ous  [irotest  of  the  I'.ishop.  d'he\-  refused  to  consent  to  the  Ihshctp's 
demand  that  his  protest  shoukl  he  attached  to  the  Copies  of  the  statutes 
which  were  circulated  among  the  ])eople. 

Ihit  the  liishop  had  one  resoiu'ce  left  to  him.  I!)-  the  charter  r)f 
the  uni\ersity,  the  Archhishop  of  ( 'anterhiu-}-,  as  its  patron.   Ju'd  the 
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[iiiwcr  of  ru\iikiiii;  aiu'  sl:itiites  of  wliich  he  ili^appri  nx'd.  The  r>i--liiii) 
iiiiw  appeals  111  liini,  ami  after  se\eral  Years,  diuini;  wliieh  uiie  .\ieh- 
liisliiip  (licil  ami  aiiiillier  tonk  his  |ilaee,  his  prulesl  was  elleetual  aiul 
the  olmoxious  staliUe  was  repealed. 

The  new  slatules,  framed  in  l'Jij.;lan(l.  left  iiiiieh  tu  he  desiieil. 
A\'hi]e  lhe\  eiiahled  any  \iainj^"  man  l>>  rerei\e  an  educalinii  at  ihe 
Ct)llege  withiiul  religious  tests,  ihev  pre\eiUeil  the  ■-tudem^  Iniiii 
attendiiiL;  what  plaees  uf  wurship  the\'  ehu>e.  and  tlie\  still  insi>ted 
upon  the  thirty-nine  ai'tieles  as  a  neees^ar\  [)reliininar\-  to  a  ije^ree. 
ddiey  were  satisfaeli  iry  to  no  une.  jml,u;e  ( 'r.  ike  pi'nlested  aL;ain^t 
their  nmlue  liherality.  The  Ih.^hup,  from  (hrectl}-  uppn.site  eoii-idera- 
tions  (leelared,  "'i"he_\'  are  all  \  er\  well  as  far  as  ihe\'  ,l;i'.  hut  th.ey  do 
not  _i;i  1  far  enough." 

.Meanwhile,  the  ellect  of  the  oriijinal  statutes  IkkI  heen  disastrous. 
Their  puhlicatiou  had  resulted  innnediateh'  ni  a  startlinj;  deerease  in 
the  nuuiher  of  students  whieh  had  i^nue  on  e\er  siiiee  1  >urini;  the 
twele\e  \-ears  hetween  the  fouudinL;-  ol  Knit's  and  their  enactment  no 
le-s  than  two  hundred  and  sixteen  students  had  passed  throni;h  colleLje. 
.Mr.  C'luhrau  w,as  still  \-ice-presiderit  and  under  hi-  ahle  nianaj^enier.t 
the  colK^e  enio\ed  the  confuleuce  and  ^m  id  will  of  all.  Ihit  willi  the 
imposition  of  the  ol'fensiv'e  sl.atutes  the  annual  enrollment  at  onee 
deci'eased  to  ahout  a  sixth  of  its  former  a\era,i;e.  and  for  \ears  tlie 
only  students  were  those  who  had  matriculated  from  the  C"olleL;iate 
SchoMl  :it  W  ind.sor. 

l)efecti\e  as  the  new  statutes  mi^ht  he,  the\'  were  at  least  snperior 
to  the  old,  and  had  the\'  heen  |)ulilished  ;it  once  the\'  uiiL^lU  ha\e 
Counteracted  this  alarming-  ilimiuution  in  the  nniuher  of  stmlents. 
]5ut  the  stars  ii^  their  courses  seemeil  to  li.^ht  ai^.iiust  the  uni\  ersil\'s 
welfare.  The  iiishop  was  now  se\'ent\-three  }ears  old  and  compelled 
1)\-  his  rapid!',-  failiX'^-  health  to  retire  from  the  exposed  situation  of 
Halifax,  the  centre  of  all  colonial  activities,  to  a  more  sheltered 
location  at  -\\-lestord,  ninety  miles  awa\.  hor  a  man  of  his  ;iL;e 
and  inlirmities  the  jonruev  from  .Aylesford  to  Halifax  hecame  more 
and  more  an  impossihle  one.  lie  died  in  iSiti.  .and  his  successor.  Dr. 
Stanser,  afier  a  vear's  experience  of  the  h;irdshi|;s  of  his  diocese, 
returned  /o  1  ".upland  in  ill  he.alth  and  remaineil  there  until  his  resii;!!:!- 
tion,  se\'en  ye;irs  later.  Through  all  this  time  the  diocese  was  |ir,acti- 
cally  without  a   llishop.     Idle  control  of  the  co|lei;e  was  in  the  hands 
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of  the  ruliiiL;  imlitical  powers.  The  cliurcli  had  Htlle  to  do  with  its 
nianai;emciil.  W  hile  tlie  president  and  \  ice-pre^ident  were  on  its 
hoard  of  <^c)\ernors  the\-  formed  a  smah  niinoriiw  The  respon.--ihihty 
for  its  pohe}'  (hn-in,^-  all  these  years  rests  entirely  with  the  oftieials 
uf  the  pro\incial  go\eninienl,  who  formed  its  i;o\ernint,f  hoard. 

L'nder  these  cirenm>lances  ih.e  .Vrchhishops  aniemhnent  i>\  the 
stattites  reeei\ed  scant  eonrte.s\'.  While  the  new  statutes  were  torni- 
a!l\  adopted  1)\-  the  i;i)\ernors  in  ic^o^,  the_\'  were  not  printed  nniil 
thirteen  \-ears  later.  I  )nrinL;-  that  time  the  orii^inal  statutes  were 
allowed  to  circulate  uncorrected  among  the  people.  Tliey  were 
generalK'  supposed  to  he  still  in  force  un.dtered  and  the  numher  of 
students  Continued  to  he  laniental  il\-  small. 

In  the  meaiuime  the  apiiointment  of  a  president  had  been  con- 
sidered and  settled.  Mr.  C'ochran  the  acting  president  had  been  the 
choice  of  the  Ih'shop.  11\-  ahility,  education  and  experience  he  was 
ahly  fitted  for  the  position.  He  had  acted  as  president  of  the  cc  liege 
for  fourteen  \ears  with  great  success.  Among  the  students  who 
had  graduated  under  his  traiihng  were  many  who  afterwards  distin- 
guished themsehes  in  the  church,  i.m  the  hetich  arid  in  the  stale. 
HoweNcr,  .Mr.  ( 'ochran  was  a  graduate  of  d'rinit\'  (  ollege.  nuhlin, 
and  the  goxeriiors  were  predisposed  in  fa\-our  ot  an  ()\ford  graduate. 
Moreo\er,  he  had  made  himself  ol,no\iotis  to  Judge  ( 'roke  h\'  niifa\-- 
otirahle  criticism  of  tlie  statutes,  and  largeK'  h\"  the  exertions  of  that 
gentlem.ui  the  iiishop's  recommend, ition  of  the  acting  prcsiclent  was 
disregardetl.  On  the  noniinatioii  of  the  .\rchhishop  df  ranterluuw. 
Dr.  C"(ix,  an  O.xford  man,  was  ap|iointed  i)resident  in  1^04,  hut  he 
died  ahout  a  }-ear  after  entering  upon  liis  ofl'ice.  lie  was  followed  in 
iSoO  hy  the  Rev.  Charles  Porter,  D.  D.,  also  an  ()xford  man,  who 
remained  in  ofl'ice  for  thirty  years.  Mr.  iTchran  accepted  the  office 
of  \ice-l 'resident  and  the  professorship  of  grammar,  rhetoric  and 
logic.  L'ntil  his  resignation  in  1831  Mr.  Cochran  w.as  undoiihteillv 
tile  main  stav  of  the  college's  educational  work. 

in  (  )ct(iher,  1816,  Lord  Dallxiitsie  became  lieutenaut-go\  ernor  of 
No\a  Sccjtia.  ]'>}•  \-irtue  of  liis  oflice  he  was  a  member  of  the  King's 
College  giwerning  hoard.  In  si)ite  of  this  fact.  howe\er,  he  seems 
for  s<inie  time  to  ha\e  been  iniaware  (jf  the  existence  of  the  amended 
statutes,  lie  w;is  interested  in  procuring  the  best  educational  facilities 
possible    for   the  [iroNince,   and   resented   the   religious   tests   which    he 
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supposed  to  he  in  full  uperatinn  at  Kiuy's.  lie  resoKnl  to  use  a 
fund  which  was  at  his  disposal  for  echicatiimal  [lurposes,  in  fnundincr 
a  new  .seminary  at  lialifax  which  should  he  wilhuul  reh^iou.s  allilia- 
li(:ins  and  nun  residential,  d  he  t^ox  uruors  now  hecanie  awakened  to 
the  disaslrdus  ellect  of  the  reslricli\e  statutes  and  thief  Justice 
Blowers,  *jne  of  their  oris^inal  f ranters,  seconded  the  \-ice-])resident's 
niiitiou  lor  an  application  to  the  .Vrchhishdi)  ni  ( 'aiiterliur\-  fi>r  their 
repeal,  dliis  applicatiMU  was  rejected.

d  he  new  coll(ji;e  of  I  )alhousie  was  not  oiieiied  Inr  se\enleen  \-ears 
after  its  IdundatiMn.  d'wice  during' that  time,  once  in  i^s-'^  and  ai.;aiu 
frum  o'sji)  to  icS:;",  great  eflorts  were  made  tu  accuniplish  a  uninu 
between  the  two  institulii  ins  as  it  was  considered  that  the  cuuntiw  was 
unable  tn  supjiurt  them  butli.  ddie  c|Uestiiin  of  relii^i'ms  disabilities 
was  Ud  longer  a  burning  one.  dhe  guxeriiing  IimiK-  (jf  King's  was 
now  th(iroiighl_\'  anxious  td  get  rid  of  them  and  succeeded  in  dding 
so  a  few  \ears  later  alter  the  imperial  go\erninent's  repeal  ot  the 
Test  Act  in  i8j8.  lUtt  the  ])roi)dsed  unidii  woulil  ha\  e  implied  the 
entire  sexering  of  the  connection  df  King's  t'dllege  with  the  (  hiirch 
of  luigland.  And  she  has  alwaxs  replied  tn  such  prdpdsaK  ,if  unidii, 
that,  as  she  was  first  funned  and  eudnwed  for  the  training  of  the 
clerg\-  df  the  .\nglican  .Ministr\-  and  fdr  the  educatidii  df  \dnth  in  the 
principles  of  the  .\nglican  (  hurch,  her  acce|)tance  df  such  terms 
Wduld  iinpl_\-  ;i  \  idlatidii  of  the  Cdiiditidus  df  her  charter  and  a  breach 
of  trust. 

On  the  resign.ation  of  Rishdp  Stanser  in  iS_'4.  the  Uew  J'ihn 
Inglis,  Sdii  df  the  first  Ilishup,  became  third  P.ishdp  df  Xd\-;i  Scdtia. 
lie  himself  was  a  fdrnier  student  df  King's  ( 'dllege  and  a  zeaUins 
wiirker  in  its  behalf.  He  hrdtighl  with  him  a  tlidu-and  pdiuids  from 
the  twi)  great  missionary  societies  of  the  Knglish  church  and  fdur 
thousand  more  contributed  1)_\-  indixddual  churchmen.  Idle  Ihati-h 
gdveniment  also  prumised  further  snppdit.  As  \isitor  the  llislidp's 
able  super\isidU  made  itself  felt.  .Any  weakness  cdusecpieiit  (Ui  the 
lack  df  e|iiscop,Ll  cj\ersight  were  promplK-  deercduie.  Within  the 
college  ortler  improved  and  efticiency  de\eloped.  dhe  stall  df  pro- 
fessurs    and    tutors    was    consi(leral>lv    enlarged.       I'inanciallv,    also, 
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l>riisi)ects  WL-re  cncouraj^int;.  Tlie  mimhcr  t>i  ^Uideiits  incrcnsrd  and 
the  cnlluL^e  i^ix'w  in  puiiular  faxxiur. 

Wilde  allairs  at  W'indsnr  were  Uius  happih-  iniiirux  ini;  their  prog- 
ress once  ninre  liani[iered  b\-  a  secnnd  attempt  tu  ^eein'e  tlie  iiniun  ol 
KinL;>  with  the  still  inuperati\e  iMundatii'ii  of  |)alh'in>ie.  T\u>  ellUrt 
did  not  originate  in  Xo\a  Seotia  but  in  I'uigland.  I  he  .Mini>ters  (jl 
the  imperial  go\'ernment  had  formed  the  impie^^ion,  from  what 
^onrees  it  is  impo^sihle  to  sa_\-,  that  the  miion  of  the  two  college^  had 
been  a  matter  id"  much  eontru\  er:-\-  in  the  rro\ince  and  wa->  greatly 
desired  l)_\-  the  i.egislatnre  and  by  a  large  portion  of  the  people  of 
Xo\a  Seotia,  and  that  the  stu'render  of  the  eharter  ni  King'>  C  oilege 
\va>  eijnall}'  desired  as  the  lirst  necessar\-  step  towards  the  aeeonip- 
lishinent  (d'  that  iniion.  This  ,snp[iosilion  was  entireh'  ineorrect  as  eoii- 
tro\'ers\-  on  the  subject  was  totall)  unknown  in  .\o\a  Seotia  at  that 
time.  L'ndef  this  mistaken  ini|iressiiiii  die  Ministers  of  the  ("rijwn 
o\er  a  period  of  se\'en  \ears.  persistently  nrged  the  !;o\ernors  of  the 
uni\ersit\'  to  smaender  their  eharter  and.  mo\ing  the  College  to  Hali- 
fax bring  it  into  union  with  Palhousie.  dhe  ^o\Linors  with  the 
Ilishop  steadfastly  refnsed  to  }  ield  to  the  pres-ure  i.f  the  b".ngli.-h 
^Ministers,  dhe  pro\ineial  go\ernnient  suppoited  them  in  their  ]iosi- 
tii.jn.  In  iS,V'  lli'^  Ministers  drojiped  the  matter,  but  she  annual  grant 
of  i'l.oi.K)  from  the  imperial  go\ernment  was  withdrawn. 

dhe  remowal  cif  the  grant  was  not  the  onl\-  ad\erse  result  from 
this  hostile  iiolie\-  of  the  bjiglish  .Ministers,  ddie  nn.ariable  result 
of  an  agitation  or  amalgamation  has  been  to  decrease  popul.ar  conii- 
deiiee  in  the  seenritv  of  the  college  for  the  time  being  anil  to  dimin- 
ish the  number  (jf  students.  L'nder  the  care  of  l',isho]i  Inglis  the 
attemlance  at  college  had  been  gradnallv  recoxering  from  the  mis- 
chief w  I'onght  by  illiberal  .statutes  runl  the  lack  of  b'.piscopal  super- 
\ision.  Xow ,  under  the  pressure  of  the  b'.nglish  Alinistei's,  it  -rew 
steadily  less  and  it  \\a.s  nut  until  the  question  of  mm  n  had  linall)- 
ceaseil  that  the  nnmb.er  of  matriculants  began  once  mcjrc  to  increase. 

dhe  reniowal  of  the  go\'ernment  grant  was  not  reail\-  so  serious 
a  calamity  as  it  seemed.  Its  jilace  was  taken  bv  generous  gifts  front 
the  two  great  F.nglish  missionary  Societii.s.  (  )ther  gifts  and  legacies 
still  further  improved  the  prospects  of  the  college,  s, ,  that  in  1N41 
the  go\ernors  were  able  tc)  add  a  professor  of  modern  langtiages  io 
the  statY. 
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At  tilis  time  tlic  \isitor's  fuml  was  instituted.  This  I'uiul  was 
fornietl  from  the  unused  surphis  eif  "grants  made  from  year  t(.i  xear 
by  the  S.  1*.  (i.  and  S.  P.  L'.  Iv.  for  di\-inity  scholarshi|i.s.  In  lySo 
it  aniDunted  to  al»)ut  $44,000. 

In  i84(>  it  heeame  necessary  for  tlie  S.  P.  G.  to  witlidraw  its  grant 
of  f450  per  annum.  To  counteract  this  loss  steps  were  taken  to  form 
an  association  of  the  Ahuiini.  This  association  was  incorporated  in 
1847,  persons  of  aU  rehgiou^  deiK)minations  heing  eiigihle  for  niem- 
bersiiii).  One  <.it  the  first  steps  taken  by  it  was  to  raise  an  endowment 
of  1:10,000.  A  chair  of  science,  the  first  in  tiie  ^faritime  l'ro\inces 
was  then  established,  with  the  best  equipment  possible  at  tlie  time. 

In  1836  Dr.  Porter  resigned  the  presidency.  I\ev.  (T  AlcCawley, 
D.  D.,  succeeded  him  as  president.  Dr.  Cochran,  after  fort\-  }ears  of 
ser\-ice  hail  gi\en  u[)  his  work  at  the  age  of  seventy-fi\e,  four  years 
before. 

The  death  of  Hishop  John  Ingiis  in  1850  deprived  the  ci.illege  of 
a  faithful,  active  and  zealous  friend.  During  the  tweuty-si.x  years 
of  his  episcopate  the  college  liatl  paNse<l  through  nianv  vicissitudes 
and  experienced  many  reverses,  but  his  energy,  courage  and  \\isd(jm 
hail  brought  it  through  Ihem  safel}-,  and  at  his  death  he  left  it  placed 
in  a  contlition  of  more  real  prijsperity  than  ever  before  in  its  existence. 

That  i)ro^[)ertiy,  howe\er.  was  not  long  to  be  uninterruiiteil.  In 
1851  a  bill  was  passed  in  the  pro\incial  Pegislature  withdrawing  the 
grant  of  i!4(jo  per  anrium,  which  the  college  had  received  since  lir, 
foundation.  The  Kt.  Rew  HibL>ert  Pinney,  D.  D.,  wIkj  succeeded 
I'.ishop  Ingiis,  found  thi.s  situation  awaiting  him  on  his  arri\-al  in 
July  of  the  same  year. 

The  linancial  connection  between  the  inii\ersity  and  the  pro\-incial 
government  was  now*  severed.  Under  these  circumstances  it  seemed 
incongruous  that  the  college  should  still  be  governed  b_\'  a  political 
committee  which  was  in  no  wise  attached  to  it  1>3'  pergonal  sxanpathies 
or  religious  convictions.  The  friends  of  the  ccjllege  acijtirdinglv  looked 
for  a  means  of  freeing  it  altogether  fr(jm  political  control.  In  1833 
they  were  successful.  Pv  act  of  Legislature  and  by  l\o\al  assent  the 
Control  (d'  the  Ll^niversity  was  henceforth  transferred  to  a  new  Poard 
of  (ioxeruors  electdl  b)'  its  own  .\lumui.  Its  coimection  with  the 
church  was  confirmed  by  sev'cral  jirov-isions.  Its  goveriKjrs  were  trj 
be  members  of  the  ( dnu'ch  of  iMiglaiul.     The  Rishop  of  No\'a  Scotia

\vas  to  cuiitinue  to  be  its  \isitnr.  Its  loyal  charter  was  secured  aiul 
it  reniaineil  under  the  protectinn  and  patrDua^e  (jf  the  ArehhislKjp 
i)f  C'auterhur)-,  so   far  as  his  [)n)teetiun  should  he  desired. 

Duriut;  the  ten  years  foUowiut;-  the  inauuuratii  mi  oI  the  new  Ixjard 
the  nuniher  of  students  was  doubled  and  the  aff^iirs  of  the  uuixersit)- 
llouri>hed.  The  Alumni  raised  $40,000  for  additional  endowment. 
A  number  of  permanent  exhibitions  and  prizes  were  L;i\eu.  Se\eral 
professors'  houses  were  built  and  the  handsome  stone  t  onxncatiou 
flail  was  erected.  In  this  buililini;  was  idaced  the  lilirar\',  <ine  cjf 
the  linest  C(jllections  in  Canada,  cemtaininy  many  rare  and  \alual)le 
books. 

I'^ach  coiUributor  of  $400  to  the  endowment  fund  receix'ed  tlu" 
pri\ilege  of  nominatiny-  a  student  to  [lass  lhrouL;h  college  without 
pa\nient  of  fees.  I'.i^hty  n<inunations  were  secured  b\-  this  nietlioil. 
In  Course  of  tiiue  more  than  double  the  \alue  of  the  oriL;inal  amoiuit 
suliscribed  has  been  t:;i\en,  by  this  means,  in  free  education. 

In  1S75  I  )r.  Alc(,'awle\-  resit^ned.  He  was  succeeded  b\'  the  Kew 
John  Dart,  M.  A..  (  ).\on,  who  resigned  in  1NN5  and  afterwards  became 
iiishop  of  \ew  Westminster.  During  his  regime  the  llensley  Mem- 
orial (  hapel  was  erected  in  nieniury  of  Dr.  llenslc)-,  a  former  pro- 
fessor, at  a  cost  of  $14,000.  the  greater  jiart  of  which  was  met  by  the 
generosity  of  tlie  late  lulward  Piiuuey. 

In  1885  another  ctl'ort  was  made  to  secure  amalgamation  with  the 
Uni\-ersity  of  Dalhousie.  In  the  same  year  the  .S\nod  of  Xew  Bruns- 
wick recognized  King's  College  as  the  accepte<l  training  school  for 
that  diocese.  An  etfort  made  Ijy  the  Alumni  led  to  a  cousideralile 
increase  of  endowment. 

I'lishop  llinne)'  dieil  in  i^Sj.  lie  found  King's  (. "ollege  deiiressed 
b\-  the  withdrawal  of  the  pro\  incial  go\ernment  grant.  lie  left  it 
increased  in  eilicienc\'  and  strengthened  linaneialK',  its  staff  more  than 
doubled,  its  fimds  trebled.  lie  was  succeeded  in  1 8S.S  by  the  Rev. 
Frederick  Courtney,  S.  T.  D.,  an  ]''nglishnian  of  great  talent,  who 
was  called  to  the  l'4>isco[);ite  from  a  rectorship  in  the  .\merican  churcii. 
On  his  rcsign.ation  in  1004  his  successor  was  Rt.  l\e\erend  Claiendon 
I.mello,  D.  D.,  who  afterwards  became  .\rchbi.sho|)  (jf  Noca  Scotia, 
and  who  .still  occupies  that  enu'nent  ])osition. 

In  the  presidenc) ,  Dr.  Dart  was  succeeded  in  1885  b\-  Rev.  Isaac 
lirock,  .M.  .\.,  who,  (ju  his  resignation  in  18S8.  w;is  follnwed  by  Rev. 
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C.  v..  Willcts,  1).  C.  L.,  a  L  aml.ridt^e  t^radualc,  fmiiKTly  head 
master  ut  the  L'ollcLjiate  Schnul.  Dr.  Willcts  retired  fn  im  ihc  prrsi- 
tleiic}-  in  11)04,  retaiiiiiii;  the  chair  uf  I'lassics,  w  liich  lie  had  iire\  imi^ly 
lilletl,  l)urin,!4-  liis  prcsidcnc)-,  in  itSuo.  the  cc)lleL;e  celehraled  its 
centennar)-.  In  i8ij_'  amnlier  attempt  at  federation  of  the  cnUet^e  uf 
King's  and  I)alh<iiisie  was  made.  1  )r.  W'ihets  was  succeeilecl  in  1904 
h\'  hm  t".  ilaimali.  1".S(|.,  Al.  .\..  of  CamhridLie,  who  remained  in  ofi'ice 
until  1006.  Kev.  (.".  (i.  I'.oulden.  .M.  .\.,  al>o  of  ( ■amliridi;e,  followed 
in  i(;C)(i.  hut  was  remo\ed  from  the  presidential  chair  hy  death  in 
iQio.  Rev.  T.  W.  I'owell,  M.  A.,  of  Trinity  College,  Toronto, 
entered  next  upon  the  presidency  in  ii)io,  resis^nini;-  in  11)15.  lie 
was  followed  hy  Rev.  T.  Stannage  lloyle,  i ).  D..  of  d'rinity.  who 
still  occupies  the  post. 

In  1007  the  number  of  students  was  greater  than  e\er  before  in 
the  history  ot  the  uni\ersit_\'.  It  continued  increasing  each  )'ear,  until 
the  oulhreak  of  the  war.  Within  the  iie.xt  two  years  prohahl)-  exery 
student  who  was  physically  ht,  as  well  as  se\'eral  of  the  staff,  xohm- 
teered  for  serxice.  An  (jflicers'  training  corps  was  organized  in  1015. 
hut  dishandetl  ne.xt  _\ear  as  all  it.-^  officers  and  niemhers  had  \olunteered 
for  the  tront.  .\e\ertheless,  the  college  continues  to  do  its  wurk  as 
usual,  with  retluced  numljers  hut  with  undiminished  confidence  in  the 
future. 

In  11)11  a  new  wing  upon  the  main  huildiiig  ainl  later  a  residence 
for  girls,  were  added  to  accmuodate  the  con.^tanth-  increasing  numher 
of  students.  A  forward  UKJxement  on  helialf  of  the  college  was 
organized  hy  Dr.  Powell,  then  president,  by  which  an  endea\-iir  was 
made  to  reach  all  members  oi  the  f  hurch  of  luigland  in  the  Maritime 
]'ro\inces  and  to  obtain  their  hel[)  tor  their  Uni\ersit\'.  In  response 
to  this  moxement  a  Considerable  increase  of  endowment  has  been 
already  obtained.  This  mo\ement  disclosed  a  wide-spread  lo\-all_\' 
to  King's  (foUege,  a  confidence  in  its  thoroughness  and  efhcienc)' 
which  increases  ever  with  increasing  kuowleilge  of  its  work,  and  a 
deep  appreciation  of  the  serxice  it  has  rendered  to  the  ( 'iiurch  iif 
Englaml  in  the  Martime  I'roxinces. 

1m ir  o\er  a  century  past  King's  L'ollege  has  stood  at  the  springs 
of  the  spiritual  life  of  the  diocese  of  Xiua  Scolia..  It  has  gi\en  to 
the  ("hurch  of  luigland  in  that  Pro\  ince  m;iny  eminent,  zealous  and 
io3al    la\anen,    many    scholarly,    earnest    and    self-sacrificing    clergy. 
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The  great  niajorit)'  df  the  clergy  lia\e  been  its  stmleiUs  and  aniniig 
its  graduates  are  minihered  main-  nf  the  niu^t  (hstiiiguished  id'  those 
whu  ha\e  hdxnired  in  the  ministry  in  this  Proxinee.  Their  wurk  has 
been  nue  of  the  most  inlluentiai  facturs  in  the  bnilihng  id'  the  Church 
in  this  Diocese.  There  are  lew  uf  its  hirge  and  liuindsiiing  [)ari^hes 
totiay  which  do  not  owe  their  present  strength  and  prosperity  tu  the 
care  and  dex'Otion  gi\en  them  thrdugii  man)'  tediinis  \-ears  uf  growth, 
bv  King'b  LoHege  men.  I  here  are  few  of  its  archious  country  missions 
whose  struggle  fnini  wikierness  to  fertility  has  not  been  shared  in  by 
missionaries  from  King's  College. 

Today,  in  si>ite  of  the  depression  caused  to  all  e<lucational  institu- 
tions !))■  the  war,  the  outlook  of  the  college  is  prohabh'  more  hopelul 
than  e\er  before  in  its  history.  It  has  salely  passed  ami  surmounted 
the  results  of  the  \vorst  bhnulers  whicli  can  possibl)-  imperil  its  career. 
It  has  snr\i\'ed  the  most  dangerous  crises  which  are  likely  to  befall 
it.  \\  bile  not  beyond  the  need  of  help,  it  possesses  totiay  an  increased 
endowment,  a  competent  staff  of  nine  professors,  besiiles  lecturers 
and  tutors,  and  a  renewed  assurance  of  the  lo_\-alty  and  confidence  of 
its  constituency,  the  members  <d'  the  (."luirch  of  luigland.  With  a 
standard  of  honour  and  truth,  and  the  lo\  e  of  its  people,  an<l  trust  in 
the  blessing  of  (Jod.  what  can  the  future  seem  but  bright  before  it?' 

king's  college    men   who    have   won    IJISTINCTIO.N. 

King's  College,  during  the  course  of  its  history  has  sent  forth 
many  sons  who  iia\e  distinguishetl  themselves  in  \arious  walks  of 
life  ;nul  have  rellected  credit  upon  their  Alnta  Mater.  Unfortunately 
there  is  no  complete  list  of  the  students — about  jog  in  nnniher — who 
entered  before  the  granting  of  the  charter  in  i8o_',  but  more  than 
half  of  them  are  known,  and  they  include  rei)resentati\es  of  most  of 
the  Loyalist  families  of  the  Maritime   I'ro\inces. 

Bishop  John  Inglis,  son  of  I'.ishop  Charles  Inglis,  who  was  born  in 
New  Voi-k.  in  the  \-ear  1777,  and  was  a  little  more  than  ten  _\ears 
old  when  he  was  placed  by  his  father  at  the  academy  at  Windsor, 
under  the  care  of   its   first   head  master,   the   Rev.    .\rchibakl    I'ayne

was  ordaineil  tu  the  diaconate  Ijy  his  lather  a^  siuni  as  he  was  wf 
the  caniiniical  a,ge  nf  J3  and  hecanie  rectnr  wt  St.  .Mary's  C'liureh, 
Aylesford.  near  "( 'lernic  mt,"  the  r.i>hii[)'s  cuuntr}'  house,  lie  \  isited 
En<;land  in  1800,  and  it  was  largely  through  his  elYurts  that  the 
lihrar)'  uf  the  college  was  founded.  .Alexander  Ursniuer.  l'Ls(|,,  ha\  ing 
gi\en  l'i(j(J  to  lit  uj)  a  room  for  lihrary  purposes,  lie  hecanie  rector 
of  St.  Paul's,  Halifax  in  1816,  and  tluring  the  latter  pari  of  his 
father's  episcopate  he  acted  as  ecclesiastical  ciininii--har\'.  and  lilled 
the  same  oflice  luuler  the  second  l)i>hoi).  .\fter  the  death  of  I'.ishop 
Stanser,  Ji'hn  Inglis  was  appointed  his  successor,  and  wa>  consecrated 
at  l.rmiheth,  March  27,  18^5.  lie  was  a  man  of  excellent  ahility, 
sound  learning  and  good  judgment,  and  ruled  the  dioce>e  with  wisdom 
aiul  zeal   for  tw  entv-llx  e  }ears.      ]  le  died  (tctoher  JJ,    1830. 

Majiir  (General  James  Koliertson  .\rnold,  was  a  s^n  of  the  cele- 
brated llenedict  .\rnold.  .Vfter  leaxing  college  he  entered  the  army 
in  1708  and  ser\ed  in  the  J'lgyptian  caiupaign  in  1801.  Later  on 
he  won  distinction  in  the  W'e.^t  Indies  and  was  presented  with  a  sword 
id"  honour  for  his  gallantry.  ]  le  was  in  llalifa.x  in  i8_'5-jrj,  as 
Colonel  m  Command  of  the  engineers,      lie  died  in   luigland. 

Cohmel  (le  I.ancev  r>arcla\'  was  the  son  of  Tln'mas  llarclay,  a 
New  \  ork  Loyalist,  who  settled  in  Xo\a  Scotia,  lie  fouglit  under 
Wellington  and  won  distinction  on  se\eral  occasion-,  especiall\-  at 
\Vaterliio.  lie  became  A.  D.  C.  to  the  Duke  of  \ork.  afterwards 
George  IV. 

The  Lew  r.enjamin  Gerrish  Gray.  D.  IX,  was  appointed  m.i^ier 
of  the  .Xcademy  in  ]8oj  and  assistant  teacher  of  l.atni.  lie  was  the 
first  librarian  o|  the  college,  and  there  is  in  the  lilnary  a  catalogue 
pre])ared  for  Sir  John  W'eiitworth  in  1803,  which  is  the  w  (jrk"  of  .Mr. 
Gra}-.  it  is  a  beautiful  piece  oi  penmanship  and  is  adunied  with 
several  water-colour  sketches  of  considerable  meril,  b\-  his  h;uid.  lie 
was  ordained  by  ISishop  Inglis  and  ser\ed  first  at  I'restnii  then  at 
St.  George's,  Halifax,  and  afterward  as  rector  of  St.  John,  New 
Brunswick. 

'fhe  \'en.  George  O'Kill  Stuart,  was  a  son  of  the  l\e\-.  J(rhn 
Stuart,  (d  Kingston,  I'pper  (.'anada.  He  was  ordainecl  by  Ihshup 
IMounlain  and  was  ap[)ointeil  to  York  in  1801,  and  in  t8ij  was  made

He  became  Attorney  ( ieneral  of  L(j\\er 
C'aiuuhi.  and  in  i8-\y)  was  made  C'liief  Justice  (jf  the  L'nurt  of  (juecn's 
IJench  of  (juehec.  lie  recei\'ed  the  honorary  decree  of  IJ.  L.  L.  with 
h\>  hriither  in  iN4e),  and  wa.s  made  a  haronet,  lieini;  the  second  lu 
Canada  to  recei\e  that  lionor. 

The  Hun.  t  harles  ii.  I'airhanks  stutlied  hiw  and  was  aihnilted  to 
the  Xo\a  Scotia  bar  ni  iSiu.  lie  was  nicnilier  fi  ir  Halifax  for 
sexeral  }ears,  and  on  the  death  of  ludge  Archibald  became  judLje  (jf 
\'ice-Adnuralt}'  and  Master  of  the  Rolls. 

The  Hon.  Richard  John  Uniacke  was  also  a  member  of  the  lcL;al 
profession  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  the  same  \-ear  as  Mr.  bairbaiik.-.. 
He  was  for  a  time  .\ttorncy-Geiieral  of  ('ape  Rrelon,  and  after  that 
Island  became  a  part  of  i\o\a  Scotia  he  sat  in  the  assembl)-  as  its 
representati\  e  lor  ten  years,  it  wcis  he  who  in  iNj/  mo\ed  for  the 
abojiiiiin  cjf  the  text  oaths  which  discriminated  a,L;ain~t  Roman  (,'atho- 
lics.  He  was  raised  to  the  Supreme  Court  bench  in  1S3U,  but  died 
at  the  aL;e  ol    forl)-eij^ht. 

The  Hon.  llcnr\-  llezekiah  C'o!;swell  was  a  Halifax  barrister  and 
represented  Halifax  in  the  Ibmse  ui  Assembly,  and  was  afterwards 
made  a  member  of  the  b'ouncil.  He  was  for  many  _\ears  president 
«i  the  Halifax  I'.ankini;-  Company.  Wdien  the  .\lunini  .Xssociaticm 
was  formed  in  1^4(1  Mr.  Cogswell  was  its  tirst  \ice-president.  He 
recei\cd  the  hon(jrary  degree  of  1).  L".  L.  in  1N47.  Mr.  (.'oi;s\\ell 
had  three  sons  id"  more  than  oriliuary  abililw  all  of  whom  j;raduated 
from  KinL;'s  C'ollei^e.  (  )f  these  William,  the  eldest,  entered  holy 
orders  and  was  \er\'  hiijhlv  esteemed  as  assistant  minister  at  St. 
Raul's,  Halilax,  Charles  cliose  the  medical  ])rofes>ion  and  settled  in 
London,  where  he  was  well  known  in  scientific  circle-^.  and  the  XMunger 
son,  James  C.,  became  a  barrister,  takiiiLj  his  11.  ( '.  R.  and  1).  ( '.  L. 
in  Course  in  185S,  and  was  lor  some  years  secretar\-  of  the  college. 

Ceiieral  William  Cochran  obtained  a  commis^inn  in  tlie  4i)th 
( _'nd  Somerset)  Regiment  in  1S05,  and  ser\ed  under  \\'elliin;ton 
in  the  Reuiusular  War.  He  attained  the  rank  of  Major  (ieneral  in 
]83(>  and  died  in   1S3S. 

Chief    Justice   Thomas   Cochran   \\as   the   eldest   son   of   the    lion. 
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Tlioinas  ('(ichran.  ,M.  I,.  C,  and  was  Ivini  in  Halifax  1777-  1 1"-' 
went  111  lui^land  in  171/5  ami  was  (.•ntercil  as  a  ^iniKnl  al  J.incoln's 
Inn.  liu  was  called  tu  the  liar  in  iSoi  and  the  ^anie  _\ear  was  made 
Chief  jnstiee  nf  Prince  halward  Island,  the  xnnn^est  to  atttiin  that 
tliynity,   pnilialil)'   in   the  histiir\'  nl    l'.ni;land   and   the  culnnie.-.. 

.\niiin_L;  the  earl\'  ^indents  after  the  charter  may  he  mentioned: 

The  linn.  Amlrew  William  Cnchran.  who  wa;^  Imrn  in  Windsor 
in  171)2  and  was  mui  of  the  l\e\-.  William  Cnchran  at  that  time  presi- 
dent lit  the  ciillL-L;e.  lie  was  made  assistant  ci\il  secretar_\'  to  the 
lientenant-,L;o\erni  ir  nf  the  l'ro\ince.  Sir  (ienri^e  I'rexnst,  and  law 
clerk  til  the  I,e_L;islati\e  C'unncil.  .\fterwards  he  remnseil  tn  (j*'-'--''-' 
and  liecame  a  memlier  of  the  lC\ecuti\e  CVmncil  ot  i.nwer  l^'anada. 
Me  was  a  trnslee  nf  Ihshop's  Cnllej^e,  Lenm  ix\  ille,  ami  president  of 
the  (jiieliec  I.ihrary  Association,      lie  died  in   1S41). 

Chief  justice  Sir  lames  Cnchran,  who  was  a  cnlleye  cnntempnrar)' 
with  the  last  mentiniicd.  was  un  relatinn,  hut  was  a  hrnther  nf  ddinmas 
and  William  Cnchran.  lie  was  admitted  In  the  Xo\a  Scntia  liar  in 
1S17  and  afterwards  tn  the  l",ni;iish  liar,  and  in  i(Sji)  Ik-  hecame  .\ttor- 
ne\-  Ceiieral  of  (iihraltar.  lie  was  appninted  Chief  Justice  of  Cihral- 
tar  in  1S41  and  resij;ned  in  1877.  lie  was  made  a  Knii^ht  Bachelor 
in   1843.  and  died  in   luii;land  in   1883. 

Idle  ke\ .  Jnhn  ddmmas  Twininj^,  1).  I).,  hecame  assistant  master 
of  the  .\cadeni\-  nf  W'indsnr  in  1814  and  was  afterwaials  ,i.;arrisnn 
chaplain  at  Jlalifax,  master  nf  the  Halifax  (Irammar  Schnnl  and 
chaplain  nf  the  llnuse  nf  Asscmhl}'.  He  was  the  penple's  chnice  fnr 
rectnr  ni  St.  I'.ml's  when  1  )r.  jnhn  Ini^lis  was  made  hislmp,  hut 
was  passed  n\er. 

ddie  llnii.  justice  WdUiam  I'dnwers  I'diss  was  an  accnmpli-,h(,d 
schnlar  and  a  distin,L,'uishe(l  jurist,  and  was  for  some  years  a  judi;e 
of  the  Supreme  I  Hurt  nf   .\n\a  Scntia. 

ddmmas  (handler  HalihurtnU.  the  first  Xnva  Scntian  tn  attain 
literar\  fame,  was  horn  in  W'indsnr  in  170'!  and  entered  I\im;'s 
Cnlk\L;e  in  1810.  He  was  made  a  judi;e  nf  the  Su|)reme  ( 'mut  in 
1841.  hut  resigned  in  j85t'i  an<l  went  tn  l'".ni;land,  where  he  ^at  in 
I'arliameiit  as  niemher   fnr   Lancaster   fmm    1830  tn    1803. 

Chief  lustice  Knhert  I'arker,  and  his  hrnther,  the  linn.  Xe\ille 
Parker,  .Master  of  the  Unlls  in  New  Pruiiswick,  were  cniiteiniinraries 
cif  |udi;e  llaliliurtnii  and  were  Imth  ele\ated  tn  the  Supreme  Court 
of  their  nati\e   Pi"o\ince. 
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Tlie  Kcv.  J.  W.  D.  Cray.  D.  D.,  was  ;i  smi  of  Dr.  IV-njaniin 
Gerrisli  Gray,  ami  like  his  fathc-r,  became  rector  of  Trinil\-  church, 
St.  John. 

The  Rew  I\ol.)ert  I-'itzgeraM  Uniacke,  for  man)'  years  rector  of 
St.  George's,  Halifax,  and  his  hroiher,  the  lion,  jaines  Hoyle  Uniacke, 
Attorney  General  of  Nova  Scotia,  were  classmates  from  1,^14  to  uSi8 
antl  were  hoth  prominent  citizens  of  Halifax. 

'I'he  lion.  Justice  Lewis  Morris  Wilkins,  said  to  he  the  Last  judge 
of  the  old  >chool,  was  just  a  year  the  iuni(jr  of  ihe  twi.i  last  mentioned, 
lie  held  a  prominent  place  in  the  political  history  of  the  rr')\ince 
and  was  leader  of  the  go\ernmcnt  before  he  was  raisetl  to  the  licnch. 
He  was  the  la>t  of  the  life-memhers  of  the  hoard  of  goxernors  luidcr 
the  Act  of   1S53. 

The  kew  lidmimd  Alliom  ( "raw  ley  was  for  sexeral  \-ears  a  law- 
yer in  llalifax,  and  was  a  memher  of  .St.  Paul's  chiu'ch  when  the 
troiilile  arose  lA'cr  the  refusal  ol  the  (.'rown  authorities  to  ap[)oint 
]\lr.  Twining  as  rector.  In  conipanv  with  sexcral  other  men  ui  inllu- 
ence  in  the  congregation.  Mr.  Grawlev  lett  the  communion  of  tiie 
thurch  of  haigiand  and  ass<jciated  himself  with  the  llaptists.  He 
afterwards  hecame  a  Haptist  minister  and  in  iS^;  was  one  uf  the 
founders  of  Acadia  College  and  was  for  years  a  memher  of  its  staff. 

The  Kew  ( jeorge  .McCawkw.  1).  D.,  who  matriculated  in  1S17 
and  took  his  degree  in  iJ^Ji.  was  a  man  of  exceptioualK'  \aried 
scholarship.  He  held  the  position  for  a  time  of  |)rofessor  of  llehrew 
ami  .Mathematics  in  King's  College,  I'"redericton.  and  in  183(1  was 
ajipoinled  to  succeed  Dr.  Pc)rter  as  [iresideiit  and  protcs^-or  of  classics 
at  King's  C<:illege,  Windsor.  This  ijosition  he  held  for  ncarl)-  fi.)rty 
years,  resigning  in   1S75. 

Martin  I.  Wilkins  was  a  brother  of  Lewis  Morri--  Wilkins,  and 
was  at  one  time  Attoi'uev  General  of  the  l'ro\iuce  an<l  later  held 
the  oflice  of  prothonotary. 

Major  Augustus  Frederick  Welsford  was  horn  in  Windsor,  where 
his  father.  Major  John  Walsfcjrd  of  the  lolh  Regiment,  was  sta- 
tioned at  I'ort  lulward,  in  181^  and  matriculated  in  iSj,S.  He  left 
College  before  taking  his  degree  rmd  entered  the  a.rmv  and  tell  in 
the  Crimean  War.  gallantly  leading  his  men  in  an  attack'  upon  the 
Redan. 

The    Right   licv.   Thomas  George   Si)ink   Suthcr  was  the   son  of 
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a  surL;ei'n  in  the  iia\_\'  aiul  was  horn  in  Rilinlnir^li.  ile  inalriciilated 
in  i8_'i;  and  toiik  lii.s  (k'L;rL'e  in  ii*^33.  IJe  afterwards  reiurned  to 
Scotland  and  liccanic  liishoji  of  Ahcrilccn. 

dlic  linn.  William  Johnston  .Vlniun  is  well  reincniljured  in  Hali- 
fax as  a  |ili\>ician,  a  pdlitical  leader  and  an  anthnrit\-  in  l^cal  hi^t'ir)-. 
He  was  appnnUed  in  iS-()  to  the  Senate  of  the  l)oniinion  an<l  died 
at  a  good  old  age.  lie  was  one  (jf  the  founders  of  the  Xo\a  Scotia 
Historical  Societ\-. 

Sir  John  I'-ardley  Wilinot  Int^lis,  K.  C.  1!.,  was,  in  the  opinion 
of  r^r.  .\.  W.  l-'.aton,  "the  most  distinguished  jjcrson  that  e\  er  studied 
at  King's  I'ciUege."  He  was  a  son  of  Bishop  John  Inglis,  and  was 
a  classmate  of  the  late  Canon  Ma}nard,  and  numhered  among  his 
fellow-students  Dr.  h'raser.  of  Windsor,  Hibhop  Suther,  Senator 
Alnion.  Canon  'I'ownshend  of  .Amherst  antl  the  l\e\'.  J.  J.  Ritcliie  of 
Annapolis.  He  left  college  in  1835,  twd  years  after  his  matricula- 
tion, to  enter  the  army,  and  was  with  the  TliirtN'-secoiid  Ivegiment  in 
("anada  during  the  rehellion  of  18,^7.  lie  seized  sexeral  \'ears  in 
India  mid  at  the  outlirealc  of  the  mutiny  was  a  colonel  at  I.ucknow  and 
on  the  death  of  the  O.  C,  the  connnand  fell  upon  him.  [''or  his  gal- 
l;uU  defence  he  received  the  rank  of  Major-Cleneral  and  the  K.  C.  li. 
Hi.s  health  was  sh.d-;en.  howexer,  1)_\'  what  he  had  gone  through,  and 
he  died  at  the  age  of  forty-four.  The  sword  which  he  wore  during 
the  siege — a  Sikh  weapon — hangs  in  the  college  lihrar}-.  He  was 
gi\en  the  Imnorarv  degree  c)f  I).  C".  I-.   in   1838. 

()f  the  men  of  later  date,  it  is  sufficient  to  mention  the  names  of 
Idnlip  Carteret  llill,  sometime  I'roxincial  Secretar\ ,  who  was  the 
first  student  to  matricukite  under  Dr.  i\lcC'awley;  Henjamin  C'urreii, 
a  welkkiiown  resident  of  Halifax,  who  took  his  1 ).  ( '.  1..  in  course  in 
i8C)4;  l\dwin  (iilpin,  1).  1).,  master  of  the  Halifax  Clrammar  School 
and  successixely  .\rchdeacon  and  Dean  of  Xo\a  Scotia;  (leorge  W. 
llill,  D.  C".  L.,  sometime  rector  of  St,  Paul's  and  hrst  and  only 
ch.ancellor  of  the  l'ni\ersity  of  H.alifax;  (  h.arles  W.  Weldon,  X.  P., 
for  man\-  \-ears  a  prominent  lawyer  in  St.  John,  .X,  1!.,  ilistiiiguished 
for  taking  an  cptiiiu-  degree;  Pohert  drant  Ilalihurlon,  a  son  of  ]. 
C".  Haliliurton,  distinguished  as  a  writer  and  scientist;  [ohn  Manuel 
Henslex',  D.  D.,  prcdessor  lirst  of  mathematics  and  afti'rwards  of 
di\inity  at  King's  College  and  canon  of  St.  I.uke's  Cathedral;  liidge 
Alfred   \\\    Sa\ary.    1 ).   C.    D.,  of   .\nnapolis    Ro_\al,   one  of  our   hest 
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local  histiirians;  George  Wright  Ho(lgs(jn,  a  lirilliaiit  sclnilar,  an  ehj- 
c|uent  preacher  and  a  wise  anil  faithful  ])astor,  late  inciini])ent  tif  St. 
Peter's  clnn"ch,  Charlnltetnwn,  and  fnunder  of  St.  Peter's  schoul ; 

Tnw  nshend,  Chief  Justice  of  No\'a  Scotia  and  chancel- 
lor uf  the  Uni\-ersity  of  King's  College;  Henry  S.  I'oule,  D.  Sc, 
formerly  inspector  of  mines  in  Nova  Scotia;  Sir  ]'"rederick  W.  Porden, 
M.  D..  furmer  minister  of  militia;  Edwin  Giliiin,  son  of  Dean  Ciilpin, 
and  late  commissioner  of  mines  for  the  Province. 

DALIIOUSIE    UNIVERSITY. 

(H.  N.) 

Dalhousie  College  was  founded  in  1S18  Ijv  the  Right  Honorable 
George  Ramsay,  ninth  luirl  of  Dalhuusie;  the  funds  for  the  funda- 
tion  had  heen  supi)lied  1j\'  citizens  of  the  ne\vl_\'  e>tal)li>hed  republic 
to  the  south.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  it  cannot  be  said  that  the 
motive  which  inlluenced  them  in  this  action  was  a  desire  tu  extend 
the  blessing's  of  higher  eilucation  to  their  more  backwaril  neighbors, 
although  they  had  gi\en  e\itlence  of  their  own  appreciation  of  these 
blessings  by  their  founding  of  Harvaril  College  nearly  two  cen- 
turies before  this,  and  b\'  following  this  up  with  \'ale,  Princeton, 
Columbia  .and  a  tew  m<ire  within  the  sjiace  of  a  hundred  and  twenty 
years.     Some  cither  explanation  nni^t  be  found. 

As  the  early  ])art  of  the  twentieth  century  tinds  P.ritain  with  her 
attention  prett}-  fully  occuijied  in  trying  to  conlinc  witliiu  reasou.able 
b(jun(I>  the  .ambitious  plans  of  the  second  \\''illiam  of  ( ierman\',  so  the 
opening  of  the  nineteenth  centur}'  found  her  with  her  attention  simi- 
larly occupieil  with  the  first  Napoleon  of  b'rance.  To  man\'  Ameri- 
cans this  seemed  to  furnish  an  excellent  o[)portunity  for  reliexing 
Brit.ain  ol  the  burden  of  her  colonial  possessions  on  this  continent 
b_\-  annexing  them  to  the  American  Union.  Then,  as  now.  the  shii)- 
jjing  (jf  neutrals  was  being  interfered  with.  The  Pritish  were  then 
insisting  on  searching  .American  \'essels  on  the  high  seas  and  remov- 
ing P)ritish  deserters  found  on  them.  With  this  for  a  pretext  the 
.Americans  in  i<Si2  declared  war  on  bJritain ;  and  started  in  U)  cap- 
ture Canada.  Their  attacks  were  for  the  most  part  confined  to  the 
upper  Pro\-inces.  While  they  were  vainly  tr}ing  to  effect  the  an- 
nexation by  attempted  invasions  of  these  Provinces,  Sir   b'hn  Slier- 
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brciukc,  will)  \\as  tlun  I.icutciiant-Cin\ernr)r  nf  Xnwi  Scutia.  scUiii.i; 
out  fruiii  Halifax  with  a  small  tkx-t  in  tliu  summer  of  iiSi4,  succeeded 
in  takiui,^  i)(isses>ion' >  if  that  lar,i;e  section  of  Maine  which  lies  to  the 
east  of  the  I'enoli^cot  ri\er,  and  appointed  one  of  his  officers  as 
Governor  to  adnn'nister  the  newly  acijuired  territory.  Ihis  territory 
was  Uept  possession  of  until  the  end  of  the  war;  the  little  town  of 
C'astine  at  the  mouth  of  the  I'enoh^cot  was  made  the  sole  port  of 
entr\',  and  the  duties  collected  there,  amountini;-  to  some  £12,000, 
were  at  the  close  of  the  war  hrou<,dit  hack  to  Halifax,  -\fter  the 
expenses  of  administration  had  been  dethicted,  there  remained  the 
sum  of  £10,750.  This,  wdiich  was  yi\en  the  name  of  the  "t'astine 
I-"und",  the  Imperial  (iovernment  directed  should  he  expended  "in 
(lefra\'ing  the  ex[)enses  of  anv  impro\ement  which  it  may  lie  deemed 
expedient  to  undertake  in  the  I'rovince". 

When  (_i<jvernor  Sherbrooke's  term  of  oftice  expired  in  1S16,  the 
way  in  which  this  money  should  be  exjjended  IkuI  not  been  agreed 
u[ion.  Xot  that  he  had  not  lieen  seeking  a  sohition  of  the  problem. 
As  the  result  of  his  pondering  over  it  he  had  put  forward  \arious 
suggestions,  such  as  the  establishing  of  a  House  of  fndustr\",  the 
founding  of  an  .\lms  House,  or  putting  it  into  the  projected  Shu- 
benacadie  C'anrd,  none  of  which,  liowe\er,  had  met  with  the  appro\al 
of  his  Council. 

In  October  of  1816  Lord  Dalhousie  arrived  in  Nova  Scotia  to 
assume  the  governorship  of  the  Province.  .\mong  the  problems 
which  he  found  confronting  him  was  the  proper  dis])osition  of  this 
C'astine  Inrnd.  After  giving  the  matter  his  serious  consideration,  he 
decided  that  the  money  could  not  be  expended  in  any  better  way 
than  in  the  cause  of  education.  A  seminary  for  the  higher  branches 
of  education  was,  he  felt,  much  wanted  in  ILalifax.  .\inoug  the  con- 
\ictions  which  forced  themselves  upon  him  as  the  result  of  his  stud\- 
of  the  whole  question  (d'  higher  education  in  the  I'nwince  were  the 
following:  that  one  nni\ersity  would  be  found  amplv  ^ulhcient  for 
the  needs  of  the  Province;  that  to  atteiupt  the  maintenance  of  more 
than  one  would  be  unwise;  tluit  the  uni\ersit\'  >hould  be  non-sec- 
tarian in  character,  and  that  no  one  should  be  excluded  from  ]iarti- 
cipating  in  its  benefits  by  reason  of  his  religious  tenets  or  afllliations ; 
that  tlie  ]iroper  location  for  the  pro\incial  univer.-ity  was  the  metro- 
polis,  wliere  the  benefits  conferred  by  such  an   institution   would   be 
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available  for  the  greatest  miiiilier,  and  where  \ohinteer  assistance 
on  the  part  of  men  enLjaged  in  tlie  various  professions  Cdiild  he  must 
ciintidenth-  counted  upun  for  the  giving  of  instructions  in  their  uwn 
[)articnhu'  hues. 

Un  liis  arri\al  in  the  I'roxince  he  had  found  (jne  institution  en- 
dowed with  nni\'er.-it\-  powers  ah-ead\  in  existence.  Xearl\-  thirty 
years  Ijetore,  in  17S1).  the  Lhii\ersit\-  of  King's  College  had  heeu 
founded  at  Windsor,  and  it  liad  heen  in  continuous  operation  >ince 
its  opening  in  the  following  year.  .Much  as  Dalhou.^ie  disliked  the 
idea  of  estahlishing  a  second  unixersity  in  so  small  a  field,  he  found 
a  serious  ohjection  to  King's  in  its  isolated  i>osition,  and  a  nuR-h 
nii.ire  serious  ohjection  in  the  very  decideil  sectarian  ch.iracter  of  the 
in>titutinn,  frcmi  the  henelits  of  which,  accurding  tu  the  statutes 
adopteil  h\-  its  go\ern(ir>  in  iSd^,  all  were  excluded  who  did  nut  -.uli- 
scrihe  t(j  the  "Thirtx-nine  Articles"  of  the  Church  of  hhigland.  and 
who  did  not  refrain  from  "frei|uenting  the  Romish  Mass  nr  the 
meeting-houses  of  I'reshyterians,  Baptists,  or  Methodists,  <ir  the 
Conventicles  or  places  of  worship  of  any  other  dissenters  from  the 
Church  of  England,  or  where  divine  service  shall  nut  he  performed 
according-  to  the  liturgy  of  the  Church  of  lingland."  .\s  the  dis- 
senters, wdio  were  thus  harred  out  from  the  privileges  of  the  new 
Universitv,  constituted  some  four-tifths  of  the  population,  and  as 
their  representati\'es  in  the  Legislative  Assemhl}-  had  cordiallx'  co- 
operated \\ith  the  churches  in  furthering  the  estahlishmeiit  of  the 
institution,  it  is  scarcely  to  he  wondered  at  if  these  regulations  gave 
rise  to   much   disappointment    .and   dissatisfaction. 

One  of  the  results  arising  from  this  attitude  on  the  part  of  the 
go\-ernors  of  King's  College  was  the  founding  of  the  I'ictoii  \c:i- 
dem\-  in  1S16.  This  institution  was  op)ened  in  iNiS  under  the  prin- 
cii)alship  of  the  !\e\-.  Dr.  Thomas  McCuUoch.  Its  founders  were 
disaiipointed  in  their  hope  of  ohtaining  university  powers,  although 
collegiate  work  was  carried  on  in  it  so  successfull}-  that  a  numher  of 
its  students  passed  the  c-xaminations  of  the  lhii\ersit\-  nt  ( ikisgow 
for  the  Master  of  Arts  degree. 

.\nother  of  these  results,  and  one  with  which  we  are  more  imme- 
diateh'  concerned,  was  the  f(junding  of  the  institution  now  known  as 
Dalhousie  L'ni\'ersit\-,  hut  which,  tirst  of  all,  was  gi\en  the  name  of 
"St.   Caul's  Colle-e"   from  its  situation  on  the  "Cr.ind   I'arade"   fac- 
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iii.t;-  St.  I'aul's  Cluirch ;  and  aflcrwank  the  "Halifax  Colk'.L^c".  The 
name  of  "Dalhousie  Cnllege"  was  dehintely  t'lxetl  in  iNji  by  the 
Act  wiiicii  incorpiirateil  the  Pxiard  of  Cioveniors. 

\arious  letters  uf  Lord  Dalliousie  show  tliat,  before  deeidint.,' 
upon  the  estal)livlinient  uf  a  new  nnixersitw  lie  had  eareful)-  eou- 
sidered  the  i)o>.siliility  u{  luuini^  Kini^'s  Ciillei^e  transplanted  In  Hali- 
fax, where  its  a<l\antaj.;es  would  he  nii  u'e  aece^sihle,  and  ol  haxini;  it 
jjnined  of  its  extreme  sectarian  teatnres.  If  this  idea  of  the  (  i()\-er- 
iior  ciinld  onl\'  ha\e  been  carried  out,  the  (|uestion  of  the  disposition  of 
the  (astine  I'uinl  would  ha\e  been  sohed  forthwith,  the  need  <if  this 
chapter  for  this  book'  wnuld  ne\er  ha\  e  arisen,  and  our  legislators 
and  others  interested  in  educatinn  would  ha\'e  lieen  S|)ared  m.any  a 
knott\'  and  perplexini;  problem  which  has  arisen  tu  h.arass  them  since 
that  time.  .\s  the  obstacles  to  this  scheme,  howexer,  ap]ieared  in- 
su|;erable,  it  was  ab;nidone<l,  and  the  est.iblishnient  of  a  new  institu- 
timi  was  determined  upnn.  Acd  irdin^l)-  in  iNlS  after  the  a]ii)r()\al 
of  the  Council  and  of  the  Imperial  (ixei'ument  had  been  obtained,  the 
C'asline  I'dind  was  di\ided  into  two  parts,  fl.ooo  was  taken  tnr  the 
support  of  the  Harrison  Librar}  which  was  then  heiny;  established; 
the  other  part  anMuntinj;-  to  £9,750  was  a])priipriated  to  the  foundiuL;- 
of  "a  l"(jlk\!.^e  on  the  same  plan  and  principle  of  that  of  l".dinliur,L;h". 
The  institution,  it  was  anmjunced,  was  tw  he  one  "in  which  the 
advantages  of  ;i  collegiate  education  will  be  fnund  within  the  reach 
of  all  classes  of  S(jciety,  and  which  will  be  open  to  all  sects  of  religious 
l)ersuasion".  Idiis  he  declares  tci  be  "an  nbject  nmre  likel)'  than  any 
other  I  can  think  of  to  pro\e  immediately-  beneficial  to  this  young 
cinintr\".  The  northern  end  id  the  (iraml  I'arade,  where  the  Hit}' 
Hall  imw  stands,  was  assigned  as  a  site  for  the  new  Hollege,  and 
1810  a  commencement  was  made  upi')n  the  building.  On  the  JJiid 
of  Mav,  i8jo,  the  corner-stone  was  laid  by  l.nrd  Dalhousie  with 
impnsing  ceremonies.  In  the  address  which  he  deli\'ered  nil  this 
occasion  he  em])halicall\'  disclaimed  the  idea  that  the  new  Hdllege 
was  intended  tn  iippnse  the  College  alre;id\'  established  ,it  Windsor. 
After  stating  the  purpose  of  it,  he  went  on  to  sa_\-,  "It  does  nut 
oppose  the  King's  College  at  Windsor,  because  it  is  well  kimwu  that 
College  does  not  admit  any  students  unless  tlie\'  suh^cribe  to  the 
tests  retpiired  by  the  b'stablislied  L'hurch  of  bai^l.and,  and  these  te^ts 
exclude   the   great   proportion   of   the   youth   of   the    I'roxince.      It    is 
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thcrcfiire    [larticiilarh-    iiitnideil    tHr    tlu^se    wlin    are    c\LiuilL(l    trniii 

AliiUist  immediately  after  the  layiiii;  of  the  corner-sttnie,  Lord 
Dalliuusie,  wIid  had  lieen  appointed  (ioveruor-tjeneral  of  llriti>li 
North  America,  was  called  a\\a\'  from  Halifax  to  (hiehec  to  enter 
upon  the  duties  of  his  new  ollice.  I'.efore  the  la_\ini;^  of  the  corner- 
stone he  had  instituted  iu(|uirie--  in  the  mother-land  with  a  view  of 
securing;  a  suitahle  man  to  take  the  principals-hip  of  the  new  (.'ullc^e 
in  the  folhjwin.L;-  year,  hut  after  his  departure  from  the  I'rovince  this 
(]uest  was  <lisci  uitinued.  and  the  infant  in>titution,  left  without  his 
jiaternal  o\ersii;ht  and  care,  was  suft'ereil  to  droop  and  lani^ni^h. 

The  ISoard  of  fio\-ernors  ajipointed  !>}■  the  Act  of  fncorporation 
in  jSji  consisted  of  the  Governcir-General  of  Ilritish  North  America, 
the  Lieutenant-(;overnor  of  Nova  Scotia,  the  l!i.-.hop  nf  Nova  Sco- 
tia, the  thief  Justice,  the  president  of  the  tomncil.  the  treasurer  of 
the  Province,  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  A^^^emlily,  and  the  presi- 
tlcnt  of  the  CollcL^e.  'Idiese  \vere  of  course  appointed  at  the  su.i;",L;es- 
tion  of  I.iird  Dalhousie,  and  this  is  the  one  matter  in  connection  with 
the  College  in  which  his  iudL;'ment  showetl  itself  sadly  at  fault.  How 
this  was  so.  may  apiiear  as  we  proceed.  As  there  was  at  this  time 
no  iiresident  of  the  (."ollesje,  and  as  it  reipiired  a  period  of  .some 
weeks  to  communicate  with  the  Go\-ernor-f leueral,  all  husiness  prac- 
ticalls'  lay  in  the  hands  of  the  remainiui.;  six.  These,  seeiuL,''  the  dilli- 
culties  which  attended  the  supporting'  of  the  one  then-existinL,^  col- 
lege, and  consiijering-  that  the  maintaining  ui  two  colleges  in  the 
J'ro\ince  was  a  hoi)eless  task,  made  no  attempt  to  ])ut  the  newK- 
founded  institution  into  ojierrdion,  hut  contented  themseKcs  with 
making  osertures  to  the  go\(jrnors  of  King's,  lonking  towards  a  coni- 
hining  of  theiv  forces  for  mutual  henefit.  The  m.ajority  iT  the  latter 
hodv  were  not  insensiljle  to  the  ad\'ant;iges  of  union  and  the  ikingers 
u{  dixision  and  ri\-alr_\-,  esjiecially  as  the  declining  state  of  their 
College  at  this  time,  lioth  as  regards  re\enues  and  numhi'r  of  stu- 
dents, had  hegun  to  excite  the  graxest  anxiety  as  to  whether  the 
institnlidU  could  continue  to  exist.  A  hasis  (jf  union  was  accord- 
ingl\'  drawn  up  hy  a  joint  ccimmittec.  Outside  of  rei|uiring  that  the 
united  institution  should  he  in  Halifax. 

The  go\ernors  of  King's  as  gixen  in  its  ch.arter  were:  the  f.ieu- 
tcnant-Governor  of   Nova    Scotia,   the   Rishop   of   Nova    Scotia,   the 
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Cliief  Justice,  the  iud.i^e  of  the  Court  of  \'ice-A(luiiralty,  tlie  Speaker 
of  the  lliiuse  of  AsseuiMy,  the  Attorney-General,  the  St)h'cit' ir-Geu- 
eral,  ami  the  l'ro\incial  Seeretar\-.  'i'hese  had  it  in  their  power  to 
atld  the  i)re.sident  <d'  the  College  and  three  other,-,  of  their  own  ehoos- 
in<;-.  It  ma}'  lie  found  oi  some  interest  to  compare  this  li^t  with  that 
of  the  L;iivernors  of  Dalhousie  as  gi\-en  al)o\e.  it  will  he  seen  that 
practicall)-  two-thirds  of  Daliiousie's  hoard  had  hecii,  and  still  were, 
inenihcrs  of  the  hoard  of  King's,  that  its  clashes  and  degrees,  except- 
ing those  in  di\initv,  should  he  open  without  any  religious  test  \u  all 
persons  of  good  moral  character;  anil  that  the  llalifa.v  institutions 
should  be  preserved  from  utter  (jhlivion  hy  the  .adoption  of  the  name 
of  "The  United  Colleges  of  King's  and  Daliion>ic";  the  ha^is  went 
to  the  utmost  limit  in  trx'ing  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  I'-piscopalians, 
into  whose  Iiands  was  to  he  entrusted  \irtuallv  the  entire  go\ernment 
of  the  united  ci.iUeges. 

dhese  terms  of  union  were  actually  agreed  to  Ijy  the  Governors 
of  Dalhousie  College,  after  Lord  Dalhousie  had  been  communicated 
with  and  hail  signified  his  assent.  They  were  also  appro\ed  hy  the 
majority  of  the  gcjvernors  of  King's,  hut  the  \igorous  opposition  of 
a  small  majoritx'  (the  [irincipal  memher  of  which  was  als(j  a  mem- 
ijer  of  the  hoard  of  IXalhousie).  recei\ed  the  appro\al  of  the  .\rch- 
hishop  of  Canterbury  when  the  proposals  were  suhniitted  to  him  in 
the  summer  of  iS_'4  and  his  veto  pro\ed  an  effectu.d  b;irrier  to  the 
scheme.  Moreo\er.  the  arrival  from  bhigland,  in  the  spring  of  the 
following  \ear,  of  Piishop  Inglis  bringing  with  him  the  stun  of  £4,000 
c<illected  for  the  assistance  of  King's,  h.ad  a  maiked  effect  in  cooling 
the  ardour  for  imion  which  the  previous  outlook  had  kindled  in  the 
minds  of  the  goxernors  of  King's. 

After  this  remarkable  exhibition  of  strenuous  labor  on  behalf  of 
the  infant  institution  entrusted  to  their  care,  the  Dalhousie  l!oard  of 
Governors  must  have  felt  tlie  need  of  a  good  long  rest,  for  they 
took  one  wdiich  extended  over  half  a  decade.  1  he  (|uestion  of  tmion 
was  re\a\ed,  howexer.  in  iS_'(;.  (Jwing  to  the  unending  si|uabhles. 
Complaints  and  petitions  on  the  part  of  the  supporters  ami  opponents 
of  the  institutions  at  Windsor.  I'ictou,  and  ll.ilifax,  the  college 
question  of  Nova  Scotia  had  Iiegun  to  render  lite  a  burden  to  the 
men  holding  the  office  of  .Secretary  of  State  for  the  colonies  in  the 
Piritisli  go\ernment.     In  the  hope  that  they  might  be  alile  tij  accom- 
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[ilish  sonielliiiii^"  which  wduKl  he  hcncficial  fur  the  rrdviiu'c  and  hriiig 
sumc  rehct  In  thenischcs,  frum  C'llmiial  secretaries  in  successinn,  he- 
ginnini,^  with  Sir  (jeurge  Miirra\-  in  i8_'9  ami  emhni;  with  Lnnl 
(ilenelt;  in  i!^37,  assumed  the  role  uf  niatchniaker  and  slru\e  t' i  hriiig 
ahijut  a  union  hetween  Kiui^'s  and  Dalhousie ;  hut  the  terms  which 
they  proposed  were  ninch  more  in  accordance  with  equilx'  than  those 
ui"  the  former  proposal.  Not\\'ith>tandini;"  all  the  cogent  arLjnments 
put  lor\\ar<l  1)\-  the  colonial  secretaries,  the  L;o\ernors  of  KinL;V  were 
not  to  he  won  o\er,  and  in  the  earh'  part  of  1S37  the  scheme  was 
ahaudoucd  as  liopeless.' 

In  the  meantime  the  I)alh(lU^ie  Hoard  of  (io\eruors  had  wakened 
up  and  had  entered  into  a  correspomlence  with  a  1  )r.  John  S.  INlemes 
of  .\\r.  Scotland,  which  resulted  in  hi^  heiui.;  offered  the  prc.sidenc)' 
ol  the  institution.  This  oiler  he  accepted  in  the  autumn  id'  iS:;[, 
and  announcement  was  made  in  the  pro\  incial  newspapers  that  the 
Collej^e  was  to  he  opened  hefore  the  close  of  that  year.  Dr.  Memes, 
lio\\"e\er,  ue\er  entered  ujxin  the  duties  (d  the  oftice  and  the  ('ollcLje 
remained  unopened,  ddie  i^mernors  attain  succiunhcd  tci  "that  tired 
feelini;"  which  it  seemed  so  easy  and  natural  for  them  to  yie-ld  to 
when  Dalhuusie's  affairs  were  in  (|uestion,  and  tlie\-  now  indulged 
in  another  rest  which  lasted  for  nearl)   se\en  \ears. 

In  iS_:;(S,  h(jwe\er,  a  president  was  at  last  setnred  in  the  person 
of  the  l\e\-.  Dr.  ddiomas  AlcCulloch,  and  now,  just  twenty  yeais 
after  its  founding-,  the  institution  went  into  actual  operation.  It  was 
to  Dr.  AlcCulloch  that  the  foundino-  ,,f  the  I'iclon  .\cademy  in  iNKJ 
was  due,  and  durim;^  the  twent\'  \ears  that  had  elapsed  since  its 
opeuinj.;  in  iSiS  he  had  heen  its  eh'icient  head.  The  wurk  accom- 
plisheil  h\-  Dr.  Mcl'ulloch  in  I'ictou  justified  his  selection  for  tlie 
presidenc\'.  'fo  hiui  was  assigned  the  chair  of  I\lental  and  Moral 
riiilosoph)  ;  anil  with  him  were  associated  the  Kev.  .Mexander  l\o- 
nian.s  in  the  chair  of  Classics,  and  the  Rev.  James  .MacKintosh  in 
that  of  .Mathematics  and  Natural  Philos(]ph\-.  In  the  appointment 
of  this  staff  k)alhoirsie's  e\il  star  was  surel\-  in  the  ascendant.  That 
all  of  the  appointees  happened  to  he  rresh_\'lerians,  w.as  an  unfor- 
tunate thins;; — that  all  of  them  ha]ipened  to  he  1 'resh\  terian  minis- 
ters, was  still  more  unfortunate; — that  at  least  one  of  them  had  heen 
appointed  in  ]ireterence  to,  and  to  the  rejection  ol  a  liettcr  man  who 
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belons:^e(l  to  a  differciU  rcli-ious  persuasion,  was  most  iinfnrtuiiatL' 
of  all.  That  punple  slmulil  draw  their  nwii  eniiclusiuns  was  iiie\it- 
ahle.  Xor  were  tlie\  likelv  to  furi^et  in  this  euuneetidn  the  ehief 
reason  whieh  had  been  put  furward  to  justify  the  foun<linL;-  (if  l.)al- 
housie  Collet^e  \\hen  there  was  another  eollege  alread)'  e.\i.^linL;'  in 
the  lVo\ince.  The  rejected  candidate,  the  l\e\-.  \'..  A.  Cra\\le_\-,  at 
this  time  pastor  i/f  a  Ikiptist  church  in  Ilalifa.\,  was  nut  the  man  in 
submit  tamel}'  to  the  treatment  accorded  tn  his  candidature.  Idie 
answer  that  was  t;i\en  to  the  declaration  which  was  at  lea>t  im]ilied 
in  the  aclinn  t<\  the  Dalhuusie  ^M\ernurs — that,  wlien  it  came  to  the 
tillin;;'  <<l  professurships  in  the  new  institutii  m,  no  une  wiiu  was  nut  a 
l'resb\terian  minister  need  appl\- — was  buth  jironi])!  and  a])]iri ipriale. 
The  electinn  ti>  tile  professorships  in  Dalhou>i(.-  took  ])lace  on  .'^ej)- 
teniber  15,  iN:;,S:  before  the  close  of  this  same  year  the  I'.aptist  institu- 
tion of  .\cadia  ('olleL^e  ha<l  been  founded  at  Wolfville  mider  the 
auspices  of  the  Xo\a  Scotia  Haptist  b'.<lncation  Society,  and  in  the 
followiniL;'  \ear  it  went  into  operation  with  a  stalt  of  three  professors, 
of  whom  ]\lr.  Crawle\-  was  one.  and  with  an  attendance  of  t\vent\' 
matriculated  students.  And  so  it  came  about  that  the  l'ro\iuce, 
which  h.id  been  deemeil  inatle(|uate  for  the  maintenance  of  two  col- 
leges, was  now'  seen  to  be  actually  attemiJtinL;  the  maintenance  'A 
tin-ee. 

The  blunder  committed  in  the  ajii^ointin,^-  nf  Dalhousie's  staff  is 
ex])lained  as  liaxim;  been  due  to  the  fact  that  the  then  chairm.an  of 
the  I'.oard  of  Coxernors,  Sir  C'din  Campbell,  I.ieutenant-tio\i.-rnor 
of  the  l'ro\ince,  put  an  entirely  wroUL;"  interpretatit  iU  uinin  the  f(jund- 
er's  declaration  that  the  College  was  beini^'  "fotmded  on  the  same 
]ilan  and  principle  of  that  ot  balinburi^h", — that  whereas  the  con- 
text, as  well  as  all  his  speeches  and  letters  ou  the  subject,  showed 
that  Lord  Dalhousie  simply  meant  by  this  that  no  one  should  be 
barred  from  the  ])ri\ile.iL;es  cjf  the  Ihiiversity  because  of  his  religious 
beliefs,  floxernor  (.'am]ibell  toi")k  it  tci  cover  the  ajipointment  of  |)ro- 
fessors,  also,  and  learnini;'  that  the  regulations  of  the  L'ni\ersitv  of 
l-ldinbiirgh  required  that  these  should  belouL^'  to  the  ("hurcli  of  Scot- 
land, lie  had  insisted  on  tlie  enforcing'  of  that  regulation  here. 

\\'hate\'er  the  explanatioii  of  tlic  blunder,  the  result  of  it  was 
fraught  with  irreparable  injury  to  the  C(dlege  in  Halifax.  The 
dream   so   fondlv  entertainetl   by  I.oril   Dalhousie  of  a  siu'de   strong 
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inii\crsit_\-  fur  the  I 'nis  iiicc,  ei|uall_\-  cipL-n  tu  all  ami  L'i|uall)'  palnui- 
izct-l  1)\'  lln.>S(J  111  all  i"LiiL;iuu^  pcr^uasii  ms.  was  now  lii  ii)elc.--sl)'  shat- 
tered. 

The  peril  111  e>f  nctix'ity  upon  which  Dalhdusie  C'nlle^e  IMW  entered 
pruxed  X'.i  he  ui  lirief  tluralidii,  and  litrnished  hnt  little  canse  leir 
reji  iiciiii;'  tu  its  triend>.  The  strain  of  lii>  l"ni;"  and  excessi\e  lahi 'rs 
had  hei;un  lu  tell  npuu  the  c<  ln^titntil  in  of  I're^ident  Met  nlli  leh,  and 
his  grnwini;  leel)lene.--s  made  itself  felt  in  the  wurk  uf  the  class- 
1(11011.  I'iie  iiietfleieiiey  of  his  ei  lllea,L;ue.^  and  the  hostile  feeling 
which  had  heeii  aitiu,--ed  in  the  C'iniinunit\  uwini;  ti  i  the  way  in  which 
they  had  heen  a|)pniiited,  ccinihineil  with  \ariiius  nther  causes  tn  make 
up  a  hamlicap  tun  great   fur  the  iiistitiitii  m  tu  M\erci  ane. 

In  1S40,  twu  \ears  after  the  ill-starred  upening  tif  the  I'ullege, 
and  after  suiiie  further  exhihitu  iiis  uf  ln>  capacity  fur  hlundering  in 
matters  pulitical.  Sir  (."ulin  C'amphell.  mi  petition  of  the  1  ,egi.^lative 
Asseiuhly,  was  removed  fnnn  the  go\-ernor>liip  of  the  rro\ince,  and 
Lord  l-"alklaiid  was  .^eiit  out  to  take  lii>  place,  d  he  foll\  of  the  re- 
strictioii^  which  had  heeii  imposed  in  the  making  of  appointments 
to  the  stall  had  heen  1)\-  this  time  nmre  than  sulficieiith-  demonstrated, 
and  the  friends  of  the  iii>titulioii  determined  that,  if  legislation  couM 
l)revent  it.  the  hlunder  of  1X3S  should  never  he  repeated.  Accord- 
ing!) ill  th.e  .\ct  pas.sed  hy  the  I'ro\incial  lA-gislalnre  in  1S41,  hy 
which  uni\ersily  powers  were  conferred  upon  the  I  Tllege,  it  was 
deliintely  laid  down  that  no  religious  le.sts  should  he  reipiired  either 
of  students  or  of  teachers.  1'lie  mischief.  liowe\er.  which  had  al- 
ready keen  done,  wa>  Iie\ond  repair. 

In  Septeniher  of  184,:;  the  College  suffered  a  severe  hlow  li\-  the 
death  of  President  Mc(  ulloch.  ISy  the  clo-,e  of  the  following  \ear 
the  nuniher  of  students  had  fallen  to  ten  and  the  stall  had  keen 
reduced  to  twu;  liefore  the  middle  of  the  following  year  tlie.se  num- 
hers  had  keen  reduced  to  live  and  one,  respectix  el\-,  and  so  in  |uiie 
of  1845  the  College  was  formally  closed  li\  the  governors  who  had 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  was  "'aihisakle  to  .allow  the  funds  of 
the  institution  to  accumulate". 

r>\  the  Act  ol  1S41  the  Go\eriior-iii-Council  was  empowered  to 
appoint  "such  and  so  man\  lit  and  proper  persons  as  iiia\-  he  deemed 
proper  to  he  ( iovernors  of  said  D.ilhousie  College."  It  was  intended 
that   the   Hoard   of   Coveriiors   should   he   made   more  democratic  and 
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rf|)rLSentati\c  nf  ihc  winOus  relij^ious  ilcininiiiialidu-^.  The-  urii^iiial 
linaril  wliicli  ciiii>i>li.'il  nf  i.'iL;lit  ex-c  ilVicii )  iiienilicr'-,  a  C' )iisiikTal)Ie 
i;orliiin  of  wImui  were  lilllo  in  sympathy  w  illi  llic  cilijccl^  nl  llie  in- 
stitution, was  now  rcplaceil  li\  one  of  seNentcLii  nicmlicrs.  'I'liis 
nuiiihcr  would  seem  to  haw  hecn  found  unwicM}.  for  in  iSjS  an 
Act  was  passed  aullioriziuL:-  the  ( io\  eruor-in-L'ouncil  to  appoint  a 
new  hoard  cousistiiii^  of  not  less  than  hue  nor  more  than  se\-en 
nicnihers,  and  a  jjoard  of  seven  was  ap]>ointed.  \'>\  the  same  Act 
auth(irit}'  was  .L;i\en  "'ii.)  take  such  stei)>  for  renderiuL;  the  in.-litu- 
tioiis  useful  and  ellicienl  as  to  hi-  l".\cellcnc\-  may  seem  lit". 

I  he  nanihei'.-,  ot  lhi>  new  hoard  tonk  their  duties  seriou>l\-.  'Ihev 
found  that  the  funds  accumulated  to  dale  showed  a  faxoiahle  halauce 
amonntiui;  to  i'joo.  1die\'  felt  that  the_\-  should  he  dninL;  something" 
to  help  on  the  cau.-e  of  education  in  the  I'roeince,  hut  the  experiment 
already  tried  luade  them  somewhat  dillident  ahout  irxiuL;  to  re-urrect 
the  L'olleLje.  'Ihe  idea  of  a  hii^h  ,-cho(.il  appealed  to  them  as  a  safer 
one  t"  expei'iment  with,  aiul  they  Considered  that  hy  the  Act  ju-t 
jKissed  the\-  were  ju-tilied  in  diNcrtinu;  the  funds  of  the  t'ollcL^e  to 
this  jiurpo^e.  .Vccordin.s^lc  the  "Dalhou-ie  (.'(/llej^e  llij.ih  .Sehool"  was 
opened  in  1S.4C)  wnli  a  stall  of  four  teachers.  An  enrollment  of  1J5 
pnpd.-  durin;;  the  hr.-t  year  ,L;a\e  a  promise  o|  success  which  was 
tlestined  not  to  he  fullilled.  l".;icli  xcav  saw  the  uuniher  in  attendance 
iliniini-hini;  in  a  geometric  proLjression,  and  earh  in  1^55  the  school 
was  clo-ed,  Ihe  next  )ear,  however,  saw  it  re-opeued  with  an  en- 
tirely new  staff  of  three  who  had  heen  imported  f'ii-  the  pm'po-e 
from  l''.ni.;land.  With  this  stall  the  scho.  )I  continued  in  operation 
until  the  summer  of   iNho,  when  it  was  fmalh'  cbi.--ed. 

Meantime,  while  the  hi^li  sch' jo]  was  in  operation,  an  effort  to 
resuscitate  the  C'olle,i;e  had  heen  ni;ide  hy  tlie  ,L;o\ernors.  In  f^j^/ 
an  institution  h\  the  name  of  (iorhani  ("olleLje  had  heen  opened  in 
the  Imwu  (jt  !.i\erpool  l^r  the  pnrpii-e  of  edncaiiuL;  \-onuL;  men  for 
the  ministry  in  connection  with  the  C"oni;re^alionalisl  ('hnrches  id" 
Nova  Scotia  and  New  llrnn-wick.  This  ( 'olle,L;e  huildiui;  li.a\inL,r 
Iieen  de-troyed  h\  lire,  the  :.;o\einors  of  I  )alhou>ie  in  the  earh'  jiart 
of  iS3(j  made  jjropo^.als  to  the  C't  in^re,!;alion,alisls  lookini;  to  the 
iinitiuu;  of  their  forces,  and  their  prop:i-al-  wei\'  accepted,  dhe  'J^'>v- 
ernors  planned  to  m.ike  use  oi  the  three  teacher-  recentl\-  eu;.;;ic;e(l 
for    their   hi;;li    school   to    supplement    the    teachini;    of    the    two    pro- 
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fessors  who  were  liciniL;'  taken  over  fruin  the  Con^reyationalist  institu- 
tion. Accor(hni;Iy  in  (Jctoher  of  1856  the  CoUeu,e  re-opened  with  a 
staff  of  five  professors,  (jf  whom  the  two  from  (ioriiam  Colle.ye,  the 
Rev.  Ur.  Toni[)kins  ami  the  Kev.  Ur.  Corni.sli,  took  the  chairs  of 
Matiiematies  and  Classics,  respectively. 

The  union  of  Dalhousie  with  (jorham  C'ollei^'e  hrought  to  the 
former  little  in  the  \\a\-  of  pecuniary  assistance,  hut  much  in  the 
wa_\-  of  pulilic  criticism  and  <li^appro\al.  In  less  than  a  }ear  the 
experiment  collap>eil.  and  in  1857  the  eoUcL^e  was  once  more  closed, 
and  so  it  remained  during  the  six  xears  which  followed.  That 
hrin;^^  us  to  the  year  lN'13,  or  ti\e  xears  short  of  half  a  century  from 
the  ilate  (;f  its  founding;',  and  during;  that  period  it  had  liecn  in  some 
sort  of  operation  for  less  than  eii;lit  years.  It  would  he  rank  llat- 
tery  to  speak  of  it  as  ha\ini;  keen  even  indiffereiUly  successful.  Jn- 
dced,  it  nia\'  he  said  that  lor  nearl\'  half  a  centur\  from  its  f(jundiny' 
the  institution  pro\ed  an  ohject  <d"  derision  to  its  enemies  and  a  hit- 
ter di>appoiiUinent  to  its   friends. 

(Jdier  and  minor  reasons  niij^ht,  no  douht.  he  ad\anced  to  ac- 
count J'lr  this  iL^hastlv  record  of  failures — ^ome  of  which  ha\X'  keen 
suggesieil  in  the  loreLioint;  l-.'ii^es — hut  there  can  he  little  questinn 
that,  as  regards  the  main  rea^^on,  the  n.iil  was  hit  si|uarcl\'  on  the 
head  when  the  IIi:)n.  Joseph  Ilowe  in  1 N43  declared.  "It  appears  to 
ha\e  keen  the  fate  of  this  institution  to  ha\e  had  foi^ted  into  its 
management  those  who  were  ho.-lile  to  its  intere>t>;  wlm-,!.-  names 
were  in  its  trust,  hut  whose  hearts  were  on  other  in.-titutioiis.  d  hese, 
if  the\  ilid  nothing;  a?.;ainst,  took-  care  to  do  nothiuL;'  for  it:  their 
ohiecl  wa>  to  smother  it  with  indihereiice.  Surrounded  he  such  men, 
and  clothed  with  a  sectarian  character,  for  tweiux-thrce  \ears  it 
stood  a  nioiniment  of  folly."  It  is  true  that  muI}-  the  lir^t  twcnt\-- 
three  \ears  are  specifically  covered  hv  the  aho\e  explanation,  and 
that  the  orit^inal  ex-officio  Pjoanl  of  Coxeruurs  pa^se<l  out  of  exist- 
ence in  1841,  \-et  it  is  also  true — and  pity  'tis,  'ti.^  true — that  'the 
e\il  that  men  (\><  li\es  after  them.' 

With  the  \  ear  lN'13  the  hi-~tor\'  of  Dalhousie  ("olle^e  enters  upon 
a  new  epoch.  In  the  two  or  three  years  immediately  precedini,'^  this, 
the  ontfiok  for  the  institution  had  .^rtnvn  exceedini^ly  :,dooniy ; 
clamorous  cries  had  het^un  to  he  raised  demanding;  that,  as  it  had 
pro\ed  a  hopeless   failure,  its  funds  should  he  diverted  to  some  nther 
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pi'.rpDse.  Its  utter  (.■xtiiiction  scL-nu'd  to  lie  fast  apiirnachin^.  ^'car 
l>y  }'car  tlic  CDiulitioii.-.  hail  I>ccn  hecDiiiing  such  as  tu  render  the  estah- 
lislinient  of  a  ])ro\ineial  iiein->eetariaii  universit\-  an  increasingly 
dillienlt  matter.  Sectarian  colleges  were  increasm;,;'  in  number  and 
in  strength.  h",\en  heforc  the  founding  ( d'  Dalhonsie,  the  I'^pisco- 
]jalian>  had  their  own  institution  at  Windsor.  1  he  llaptisls,  alien- 
ated li\-  the  \va\-  in  which  appointments  had  heen  made  to  the  siaif 
of  I)alhousie  when  it  was  opened  in  lS,:;8,  lounded  in  that  >ame 
}-ear  an  in>titntion  ut  their  own  at  W'olfville.  d  he  l\oman  Catholics 
had  estahlished  two  e<illeges  with  degree-conferring  powers,  that  ui 
St.  h'raucis  Xa\ier  at  Antigonish  in  1855,  and  St.  Mary's  in  Hali- 
fax in  iS(i(i.  In  iSdj  at  Sackxille  in  Xew  linniswick  and  clo>e  to 
the  horder  line  of  Xova  Scotia,  the  Methodi-ls  had  opened  Mount 
Allison  College,  which  was  intended  to  ser\e  the  needs  of  those 
belonging  to  that  church  in  Xo\'a  Scotia  as  well  as  those  in  .Xew 
Iirunswick. 

Idle  I'reshyterians  were  now  the  only  religious  body  (if  any  con- 
siderahle  strength  which  had  not  estahlished  a  nui\'ersity  of  its  own. 
Whether  it  was  because  of  the  iniluence  of  a  trait  of  character  which 
has  been  fre(|uently  ascribed  to  those  (d"  Scottish  origin,  or  whether 
it  was  becau--e  of  welbreasoned  con\ictions  as  to  the  comparati\'e 
merits  of  different  kinds  of  educational  institutions,  the  1 'resbe- 
terians  h;id  from  the  beginning  entertained  a  strong  desire  and  ho]ie 
that  a  university  might  be  estalili^hed  which  would  be  absolutely  free 
from  sectarian  control,  and  wdiich  would  command  the  conhdcnce 
and  the  support  of  the  whole  i^rovince.  The\-  had  therefore  re- 
frained from  adding  another  to  tlie  number  of  the  denomination.al 
institutions  with   which   the   Province  had  been   so  liberally   su|)plied. 

ddiey  had  been  well  satisfied  with  the  liberal  nature  of  the  con- 
stitution of  Dalhonsie  College,  ;is  classifiecl  b\'  the  .\ct  of  1S41.  and 
the  collapse  of  the  institution  in  1845  was  to  them  a  matter  of  keen 
regret,  while  the  future  policv'  of  its  r.oard  of  (ioxeruors  was  awaited 
with  auxiou.s  interest.  .\s  the  j-ears  rolled  on  and  the  college  re- 
mained unopened,  a  committee  \\as  a])[iointed  to  interxiew  the  board 
and  to  discuss  possibilities  with  them. 

ddiis  inter\iew  took  place  earl\'  in  bV-brnar)-,  1856,  when  the  gov- 
ernors were  just  starting  upon  their  second  \enture  in  the  high  school 
^34) 
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line.  At  tin's  inter\ie\\  the  committee  rccei\ecl  scant  cncoiirai;cnient. 
The  go\■e^nllr,^  the}-  weie  told,  were  ileterniineil  to  continue  their 
high  school  anil  could  not  .siiare  an_\'  of  their  funds  for  the  main- 
taining of  a  college;  if  the  I'reshyterians,  ho\\e\er,  wouM  them- 
seh  es  endow  the  neces^ar)'  chairs,  they  \v(juld  he  hapi))-  to  i)ro\ide 
them  with  apartments.  l'".\en  to  this  olfice  the  following  conilitious 
were  attached:  "hirst,  that  no  clergyman  should  he  aiipointed  as 
professor  (the  governors  heing  nnanimoush'  of  opinion  that  such 
was  the  state  of  feeling  in  this  l'ro\ince  th;it  a  nn'ni.^ter  of  any 
denomination  would  he  regarded  hy  all  other  denominations  with 
jealousy)  ami  secontlly,  that  all  such  professors  should  he  snhordiuate 
to  Air.    keid,  who  was  now  the  jirincipal" — of  the  high  school. 

The  go\'ernors  had  learned  and  taken  to  heart  the  les,-~on  of  iheir 
predecessors'  hluuder  in  I(S;;S.  l>ut  this  was  iiUhhing  the  pendulum  to 
the  other  extreme  with  a  xengeance.  'J  he  rreshyterians  were  not 
doing  an\'  l)Usiiiess  on  such  terms  as  these.  I'his  llrst  impulse  was 
to  ha\e  done  with  Dalhou^ie  and  its  iJoard  of  fiovernors  for  good 
and  all,  and  to  take  inunediate  steps  to  found  a  new  college  of  their 
own.  \\  hat  effect  the  carrying  out  of  this  de>ign  would  have 
had  upon  the  f(jrtunes  of  Dalhonsie  Ctjllege  is  a  (juestion  which 
scarceh-  admits  of  more  than  one  answer,  llappih',  howe\er,  while 
consideralile  thinking  and  talking  were  indulged  in,  action  was  de- 
la)-ed,  and  although  the  I'reshyterians  refused  to  come  into  the  .short- 
lived union  wliich  was  sliorth'  a.lterwards  effected  hetweeu  l)alhon;-ie 
and  tile  Congregationalists  on  the  modilied  terms  then  offered  h\-  the 
governors,  they  decided  to  await  de\elopineiit.>,  while  the)-  contented 
them>el\es  for  a  while  longer  with  the  makeshift  arrangements 
adopted  some  eight  _\ears  hefore,  in  184S,  when  one  hr;mch  of  the 
church  had  estahlished  an  Academy  in  Halifax  and  another  hi'anch 
had  estal.ilished  a  similar  institution  in  the  village  oi  Durham  in  the 
County  of  I'ictou. 

Thus  it  came  ahout  that,  when  the  institution  founded  hy  Lord 
Dalhonsie  was  threatened  with  utter  extinction,  the  I'reshvterians 
Were  in  a  position  to  come  to  its  assistance  and  this  thcv  did  in  a 
nio.st  generous  and  effectual  manner.  .\s  a  result  of  the  negotiations 
now  entered  into,  it  was  decided  that  the  College  .should  he  re\i\ed, 
the  go\ernors  agreeing  to  make  pro\ision  out  of  their  funds  for 
three    ])rofessors,    while    the     Fresln-terian     Church    of    the     Lower 
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rro\inces   uiulcrtouk   to   provide   for  two  mure,   and   the   Cliureli   of 
Scutlainl  uiiilertouk  to  [)ru\ide  for  one. 

In  .Vpril  of  iy()3  an  Act  was  passed  1>\'  tlie  Legislature  "to  e.\- 
tend  the  hasis  un  which  the  said  College  is  estal)lislK'd.  and  tn  alter 
the  conslitntion  there  if,  si  >  as  the  henelits  that  nia\'  he  fairl}-  expected 
from  its  in\ested  capital  and  its  central  pcisitimi  nia\',  if  possible,  he 
realized,  and  the  design  of  its  original  founders,  as  nearl)-  as  may 
he,  carried  out."  .\11  pre\irjus  .\cts  relating  to  the  college  were  re- 
pealed with  the  exception  of  one  which  rcterred  to  an  earl\-  niijnev 
loan.  -V  new  iuiard  of  (_;i)\ern(jrs  was  appointed  in  who'-e  menihcr- 
shi[i  of  six  were  included  representatives  of  the  Iiapti^t,  h.piscopalian, 
]\[ethodist,  and  l're.--li\  terian  Churches.  \'acancies  occurring  in  the 
hoartl  were  to  he  tilled  hv  co-operation.  By  one  of  the  clauses  it  was 
enacted  that  "no  religious  tests  or  suhscriptiruis  shall  he  required  of 
I)rofe^sors,  scholars,  graduates,  students,  or  officers  of  the  College." 
.Vnother  clause  announced  that  "any  body  of  Christians,  of  any  re- 
ligious persuasion  \vhatsoever"  might,  snliject  to  the  ajjiiroval  of  the 
hoaril,  endow  antl  support  one  or  more  chairs  or  professcjrships,  and 
that,  for  e\er\-  chair  so  endowed  to  the  extent  of  twehe  hundred 
dollars  a  year,  such  hmh-  should  ha\e  the  right  of  nominating  both 
a  professor  for  the  chair  and  a  go\x'rnor  to  sit  at  the  hoard.  The 
same  right  of  iKjmiuating  a  ])rid'essor  (hut  not  of  nominating  a 
go\'ernor,  althougl'  tlii-'^  ^^'^^  afterwards  added  b)-  .Act  passed  in 
18S1  )  was  granted,  under  similar  conditi(~)ns  "to  any  indi\'idual  or 
number  of  indi\idnals,  rmd  to  the  nominee  of  any  testator  by  wdiose 
will  a  chair  or  proiessorship  may  l)e  so  endowed." 

DALHOUSIE    REORGANIZED. 

Umler  the  pro\isions  of  this  .\ct  tlie  College  was  re-opened  in 
the  autumn  <if  1863  with  a  staff  of  six  profes>ors.  Of  these,  the 
governors  had  selected  fir.  William  Lyall  of  the  University  of  Cdas- 
gow,  htr  the  chair  of  Logic  and  Melaplusics ;  Dr.  Cieorge  Law>on 
of  Toronto,  for  that  of  Cdiemistry;  and  John  John^on,  M.  A.,  of 
Trinit\-  College,  Lublin,  for  that  of  Classic^;  the  1 'resb}  terian  church 
of  the  Lower  I'nninces  nominated  Rev.  James  l\o^s,  D.D.,  for  the 
chair  of  Llhics;  and  Thomas  McCulloch,  a  sou  of  the  former  [>resi- 
dent,  for  that  of  Natural  I'hilosophy;  while  the  Church  of  Scotland 
nominateil  Charles  Macdonald,  M..\.  of  the  LTni\ersitv  of  Aberdeen. 
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fur  tliat  of  iMalhemalics;  a  really  wonderful  ai;,L;regatiijii  fnr  ^cluijar- 
slii[),  intelleelual  power,  ami  leaehiny  ability  eoiubiueil,  hut  the  out- 
standing liyures  of  the  group  were  unduiihtetUy  I'rofessors  Johnson 
and  jMacdonald.  To  iiuote  the  words  of  I'resitlent  Mackenzie,  "It 
is  not  to  much  too  say  that  he  (Professor  Johnson)  and  the  late 
Professor  Alacdonald  laid  the  foundations  of  the  University  as  they 
are  today,  and  were  the  chief  factors  in  forming  the  Dalhousie  tra- 
dition and  setting  the  Dalhousie  standard."  To  Dr.  Ross  who  had 
helil  the  princiiialship  of  the  Seminary  which  had  been  opened  at 
Durham  in  1848,  antl  which  had  been  remo\ed  to  Truni  in  1858, 
was  asbigned  the  presidency  and  this  position  he  held  for  a  perioil  of 
twenty-two  years,  until  in  1885  failing  health  compelled  liini  to  re- 
tire. Professor  ]\lcCulloch"s  connection  with  the  institution  lasted 
only  for  two  vear.s ;  that  of  I^r.  Pyall,  the  other  nominee  of  the 
Presbyterian  church,  continued  for  twenty-^even  years  until  his 
death  in  i8i)0.  .\t  the  death  of  these  men  the  church,  feeling  that 
the  College  had  been  placed  upon  a  secure  and  permanent  Inunda- 
tion, witlulrew  its  support  from  these  professorships.  The  remain- 
ing three  professors,  Johnson,  Lawson  and  Macdouald,  perforineil 
the  duties  of  their  professorships  for  periods  of  thirty-one.  thirt)-- 
two  and  thirty-eight  )-ears  rcsi>ectively. 

11)'  the  men  composing  this  first  group  of  pr(jfessors,  the  lines 
along  which  the  students  of  the  Unixersity  were  to  be  conducted  were 
laid  down  llrm  and  clear  and — according  to  the  \ie\vs  of  many  edu- 
cationists C)f  toda_\' — narrow.  The  course  for  the  V>.  A.  degree  was 
practically  one  and  the  same  for  all.  b'very  one  had  to  take  Latin 
for  all  four  years,  and  Greek  and  Mathematics  for  at  least  two  years. 
Lnli\i(lual  predictions  or  whims  recei\-ed  small  encouragement.  The 
fne  subjects  of  each  year  had  to  be  taken  in  the  exact  order  in  which 
they  were  laid  down  in  the  college  calendar.  Undergraduates  who 
faiietl  in  one  or  two  subjects  during  the  session,  were  .allowed  sup- 
plementary examinations  at  the  beginning  of  the  following  session; 
those  who  failed  in  more  than  two  subjects  were  compelled  to  take 
the  wliole  \-e.ar's  work  o\'er  again,  and  students  were  told  to  mark 
well  that  "in  the  application  of  this  rule,  Mathematics  will  be  reck- 
oned as  fico  subjects"! 

For  twenty  years  this  Draconian  code  was  maintained  ruid  its 
results  were  of  a  two-fold  nature.      The  se\-erit\'  of  the  ment;d  train- 
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iny  rcsnitcil  in  making  intelleclual  athletes  of  those  who  had  the 
iortitiule  to  undergo  it  and  the  neeessar}'  stamina  to  sur\i\e  it,  as 
surely  as  the  s\-bteni  of  training  ailnpted  li_\'  ancient  Sparta  resulted 
in  the  making  of  ])h\sical  athletes:  hut  as  the  Spartan  s}  stem  had  a 
decidedly  repre^^si\e  effect  up' m  the  pupnlati'ni  uf  their  city,  so  the 
iMacdiinald-Jiihnsi mian  s\stem  had  a  decidedl\-  repn.ssi\e  elfect  upon 
the  numher  uf  students  in  attendance  at  the  Lhii\ersity.  In  the 
session  ni  1873-74,  ten  \ears  after  th.e  opening,  the  numlKjr  of  under- 
graduates in  Arts  had  unly  grown  from  40  t(.)  51;  anulher  ten  years 
saw  this  increa>cd  tn  (jt  ;  in  the  fnlluwing  year  it  had  receded  tn  58. 
Thus  at  the  vm\  of  t\\ent\'-one  \ears,  the  rate  of  gr'jwth  had  heen 
less   than  one  inidergraduate  student   per  \ear. 

Shortl\-  lietore  ihi^,  the  professoriate  had  heen  re-inforced  In'  the 
atldition  of  such  stalwart  recruits  as  Dr.  J.  (i.  IMacHregor,  Dr.  John 
I'orre^t,  Dr.  J.  (1.  Schurman  ;  and  these  were  soon  afterwads  ioiued 
h\-  Dr.  W.  J.  Alexander  and  Professor  J;mies  Seth. 

It  was  not  long  hefore  the  newciimers  had  traineil  their  guns 
n[)on  the  lines  drawn  up  hy  the  older  pnjfessors  and  hy  a  \igorons 
assault  a  hreach  was  effected  in  the  old  wall,  and  lhi>  hreach,  once  it 
hatl  heen  started,  was  grailuall}'  enlarged,  so  thai  hy  the  hegiiining 
of  the  present  centiu'}'  the  range  of  options  allowed  had  hecouie  a 
very  wide  one,  especially  in  the  last  twc)  \-ears  of  the  cc)urse. 

Meantime,  hetore  the  close  of  the  se\'enties,  llnrmcial  trouhles 
were  again  looming  up  <in  the  horizon  and,  the  outlook-  wa--  assuming 
so  threatening  an  appearance  that  some  were  an\iousl\-  raising  the 
(|uestion  whether  the  goveru'jrs  would  not  once  more  ha\  e  to  resi.trt 
to  the  expedient  of  clo^iug  the  College  and  letting  the  funds  accunm- 
late.  At  this  critical  juncture  an  ahle  cham])ion  appeared  in  the  per- 
son of  ("icorge  Mnnro,  a  Nc)\a  Scotian,  who  after  some  }'ears  sjient 
in  educational  worl;  in  his  uati\-e  I'ro\ince  h.id  remo\ed  to  Xew 
York  (ity  and  there  ac(|uired  a  fortune  in  the  |)ulili>hing  hn--iness. 
In  i87(;,  Mr.  Munro  who^e  sympathies  in  hehalf  of  the  struggling 
institution  had  heen  enlisted  h\'  his  hrother-in-law,  the  Rew  John 
h'orrest,  at  that  time  nu'nister  of  ,Si.  John's  ("hurch  in  Halifax,  made 
the  first  of  his  uotahle  series  of  henef;icti<ius  h\'  friundiug  a  [jrofessor- 
ship  of  rinsics  with  an  endowment  \ielding  ,Sj,ii(i()  per  annum,  fn 
1881,  he  fiiundcd  a  professorship  of  IIistor\-  ;md  Political  F.conomy, 
To   these,   during   the   next    three   years   he   added    priifessorships    of 
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Ens.;lisii  T.anf^ua^e  rind  Literature,  Constitutional  and  Internatinnal 
Law,  and  I'iiiluM  ipli)  .  i-'ruin  1S.S3  till  i8wo  lie  prox  ided  tntur^hips 
in  Lhus^ics  and  Alalliematies.  IJetween  iiS8i)  an<l  1804  lie  eun- 
trilnitetl  o\er  eiL;lit\-  tlinusand  dollars  lor  Ijursaries  and  exlnliilioiis, 
wliich,  aceordiiiL;'  to  hi^  own  desire,  were  so  oifered  for  coinpelilion 
;is  to  ^linuilate  to  greater  aeti\it\-  and  etiicienc}-  the  lii,i4li  schools  and 
acaileniies  of  Xo\a  Scotia  and  the  nei^hhorin^  I'roxinces.  ]\Ir. 
Munro's  heiie factions  were  at  the  time  without  a  parallel  in  I'anada, 
and  his  name  remains  linked  for  .ill  time  with  the  prolessorships 
which   he  so  i;eneronsl\-  endowed. 

Ihe  henelieeiit  acts  of  Mr.  .Munro  were  in  iSSj  alil\-  seconded 
hy  Mv.  Alexander  AIcLeod  of  ilalifa.x.  who  left  the  reMdne  of  hi> 
estate  to  emlow  the  three  chairs  now  known  a^  the  McLeod  I  hairs 
of  Ldassics.  Modern  Lannna,L;es.  and  (.'heini>tr)' ;  the  heiiuest  hein^' 
made  suhject  to  the  condition  that  it  would  he  withdrawn  "if  at  an\' 
time  the  said  Collei^e  i)r  Lhii\er^itv  shall  cease  to  exi.-,t,  or  he  closed 
tor  two  \ears,  or  he  inaile  a  sectarian  C(jllei,re." 

Li  1S85,  on  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Ross,  he  was  succeeded  in  the 
presidenc}'  hy  Dr.  John  I'orre.-^t,  who  four  \ears  pre\iouslv  had  ioined 
the  staff  as  professor  df  History.  Dr.  l-"orre>t's  pre^-idencv  co\ered 
a  perio.l  of  twenty-six  \ears  and  was  marked  l)\'  threat  proj^res>  in 
ever\^  department  of  the  Linixer^ity.  The  need  of  :i  lar^^er  huildiuL;' 
and  ampler  eiiuipmeiit  was  hecomin^c;  ur.^ent.  'idle  purchase  hy  the 
city  of  the  old  l'olle.i;e  hnildin;.,''  on  the  I'arade.  and  the  i;enerous  ^ift 
of  ."sjo.cioo  hy  Sir  William  X'ouul;.  led  to  the  erection  of  a  new  hnild- 
iiig"  on  ("arleton  street,  dlie  new  huildini;-  was  opened  for  clas.-^e^  m 
tlie  autumn  of  18S7.  The  laxint;  of  it,^  corner-stone  on  the  J/th  ni 
.\l)ril  was  the  last  puhlic  act  of  Sir  William  \'oun,<.^-,  whose  slronjr 
interest  in  the  institution  is  shown  1)\-  the  fact  that  he  had  ser\'ed 
upon  the  Lo.-inl  of  (io\ernors  e\er  since  the  year  iS.|_',  that  he  had 
lieen  chairman  of  the  ho.ard  for  a  period  id'  thirt\-se\'en  \ears,  from 
1S48  to  18S5;  and  that  his  ])ecuniary  ijifts  to  it  suhse(|uent  to  its 
re-organization  ha<l  amounted   to  more  than  $68,000. 

r.y  this  time  v.arious  hranches  of  the  University  had  alread\  made 
their  apiiearance  and  were  in  process  <jf  dexelopnient,  while  others 
had  not  yet  adxanced  hexdiid  the  dream  stages.  .\n  outline  of  their 
de\'elo]iment  ma\"  he  L;i\en   here. 

The   faculty  of   Medicine  had   heen   oriranized   in    1868    with    Dr. 
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W.  J.  Allium  ab  rrL^idcnt  and  Dv.  A.  l\  Reitl  as  dL-aii.  In  1S75,  the 
faciih}'  was  niergtxl  into  llic  Halifax  Medical  Ci.iUeye,  but  in  1SS5  it 
was  re-orj^anized  as  an  examining'  faculty.  In  Ujii  llie  L'nix  ersil\- 
imrcliased  the  i)r(i[)ert\-  of  the  Jlalifax  Medical  I  "Uege,  and  under- 
tiiiik  tu  pi'iixitle  instrncliou  in  all  the  suhjecls  of  the  medical  cur- 
riculum. 

A  lacult\'  of  Science  w'as  organized  in  1877.  In  1801.  this  was 
re-organized  as  a  facnll\'  of  I'ure  and  Applied  Science  with  1  )r.  j.  (!. 
]\Iac(  iiX'gor  as  dean.  In  igoO,  the  facult)-  was  di\ided,  the  depart- 
ment of  I'ure  Science  uniting  with  the  facnlt\'  of  Arts  to  form  the 
facultx  of  Arts  and  Science,  which  the  department  of  Applied  Science 
hecame  the  tacult\'  ot  luigiueering.  C)u  the  op^'mn^;  of  the  Xo\a 
Scotia  d  echnical  (."ollege  in  iQOi),  the  facult\'  of  I'.ngiueering'  was 
discontimied. 

The  faculty  of  Law  was  oiieucd  in  1883,  with  Dr.  R.  (".  Weldou 
as  dean,  lie  was  assisted  liy  a  staff  ijf  se\en  lectiu'crs.  four  of  whom 
were  either  then,  or  suhseipienlh'  became,  judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Xova  Scotia,  while  a  llltli  became  a  judge  of  ihc  .Supieme 
Court  of  Canada;  two  of  tlieni  attained  Knightho,  h1,  and  one  became 
Premier  of  Canada.  With  such  a  staff  the  fiUm-e  of  the  school  was 
placed  be\ond  all  perad\entm"e.  and  the  ui,ar\ellous  success  which  it 
achie\ed  at  the  \er\'  outset  has  been  maiiU.iined  unbroken  and  unim- 
paired to  the  present  dav.  <)n  the  retirement  of  r)ean  W'eldon  in 
1914,  the  go\-eruors  apjioiuted  as  his  successiir  Dr.  L).  A.  MacRae 
under  whose  guidance  the  school  gives  promise  of  being  \io  less  suc- 
cessful in  the  future  than  it  has  been  in  the  past. 

In  too-',  in  response  to  a  wide-spread  demand  for  better  tech- 
nical education,  a  School  of  ]\liues  was  estalilished,  and  an  appeal 
for  Innds  for  the  support  of  this  department  resulted  in  suliscri]ilious 
to  the  amount  of  about  $60,000.  Well-eiiuipped  geological,  mining, 
and  metallurgical  laboratories  were  installed,  anil  in  I1JI14,  a  de|i;irt- 
nieiit  of  Civil  luigiueering  was  adiled  to  that  of  Mining  I'.ngineering. 

At  the  same  time  a  beginning  was  made  in  the  wa)-  of  establish- 
ing a  s\stem  of  imparting  technical  instruction  in  the  chief  mining 
Centres  (d"  the  RroNince,  the  classes  being  conducted  p.artK'  b\  local 
instructors  and  partly  by  lecturers  sent  out  by  the  L"ui\ersity.  ddie 
first  of  these  courses  was  opened  in  the  summer  of  igo:;  in  S\-due\', 
"where  the  Cape  Rreton  branch  of  the  Alumni   Association   rendered 
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flTccti\c  assistance.  Similar  classes  were  opened  in  (llace  Ha}',  Sydney 
Mines,  Si)rini;lnll.  and  Xnrlh  S\dnev  and  the  work  was  cnntinned, 
until,  cni  the  |las^in^  nt  the  Technicd  h.dueatii  ni  Act  in  iO"7, 
it  was  taken  up  h\'  the  i)r()\ineial  miNerninent.  'I  his  Act  prii\ideil 
aI^<|  fur  the  e.^tahli>hinent  nf  the  \o\a  Scotia  d'eehnical  t"nlle.L;e  fur 
the  pnrpi>>e  uf  ^ixini;  in^trnctimi  ;uid  prdtes^iniial  trainini;"  in  sev- 
eral departments  uf  enL^ineeriiiL;.  ci  Ax-riui;  the  la^t  twn  years  ul  the.-e 
cuur>e>.  In  .iccnnkince  with  an  agreement  entei'ed  intu  hetween  the 
A-ariuns  pr<>\incial  uni\ersities.  Dalhonsie  L'nixersity,  on  the  dpenin^' 
of  the  Technicad  I'dlleye  in  kjChi.  di>ci  aitinued  the  yi\inj4  (jf  decrees 
in  l--n;;inerin^,  and  limited  its  wurk  in  this  department  tn  the  furni-h- 
lu'j;  uf  instruclidU  in  the  lirst  two  \'ears  id  the  \ariiius  cuurses,  the 
Technical  ('iilk\L;e.  i m  its  part.  nndertakiuL;  U>  linht  its  wurk  tu  tlie 
hist  t\\M  years.  On  the  side  uf  technical  educatiun.  iherefure,  a 
federation  ni  the  pru\incial  uni\ersilies  has  thus  keen  estahli-hed. 

d  he  facult\'  uf  I)entistr\-  was  urbanized  in  louN,  in  aUiliatii.m 
with  the  .Maritime  Dental  ('ulleL;e,  which  pru\ided  m^tructiun  in  the 
prufesMunal  dental  sulijects,  the  Lhii\ersit\-  ])ru\idinj.;  instrnctiun  in 
the  pureK'  scientific  suhjects  as  well  as  accomniu(latiun  lur  tlie  re- 
i|nired  lakuraturx'  an(l  operating  and  lecture  rooms.  In  ioij,  rm 
agreement  was  arri\ed  at  hetween  the  go\ernors  of  the  Uni\ersit)' 
and  the  l'ro\incial  1  )ental  I'loard  whereli}  the  Maritime  1  )ental  (  ol- 
lege  was  merged  into  the  faculty  of  dentistr\-  of  the  Uiii\  ersit}'  which 
has  since  then  carried  on  the  work  of  instruction  in  all  the  suhjects 
of  the  curriculum.  Ihis  department  under  the  fostering  gni<laiice 
of  its  dean.  1  )r.  h'rauk  Woudhurw  to  udioui  it  is  chielly  iiulehted  for 
its  existence.  gi\es  promise  of  Ijecuniing  (|nite  an  impurtant  leaturc 
of  the   L'ni\'ersity. 

The  L'ni\ersitv  thus  has  IkuI  in  operatiun  since  lou  four  fully 
organized  te.acliing  faculties,  namel\-:  .\rts  and  Science,  Law, 
Medicine  and   l)entistr\'. 

I'^ir  some  time  hefore  that  date.  huwe\er.  the  huilding  which  had 
keen  erected  in  iXSj  with  the  ex])ectatiun  thai  it  would  ke  luund 
suthcieiit  fur  half  a  centnr\'  at  the  \er\  least.  w;is  lia\  iug  its  capacity 
taxed  tu  ilie  utmu^t,  and  w,as  keing  fuund  inadei|U.'ite  kelure  the 
e.xi)iratiun  ni  h.ilf  uf  that  periud.  ddie  |)roklein  of  satisfying  the 
l)ressing  nei'd  ot  the  institutiuii  lur  increased  ruoni  .and  ampler  eipiip- 
nienl  h.id  therefore  keen  exercising  the  niiuils  of   the  go\ernors. 
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Shorlly  after  llic  death  df  I'rofe^^or  Alaeilmiald.  which  occurred 
in  li)Oi,  sniiie  ui  his  old  pupils  cnuceixed  llie  iilea  id  erectiuu;  a 
nienuirial  to  him  in  the  form  (it  a  hlirar\'  ImiliHuL;.  'ldli^  \\(juld  at 
the  ^auie  time  lielp  to  rehe\e  the  existing'  cijn.^estion.  '1  he  Ahinini 
AsMiciation  a])|)r(i\ed  of  the  pruject  and.  setting  to  work,  secured  lor 
it  suh^criptious  auiotinting    for  $25,01^0.

d  he  \\orl-:  of  the  L"ui\ersil\-  and  the  need  of  a  new  huilchng  lor 
science  teaching  were  hu<l  liefore  .Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie  and  he 
promised  a  eontrilintion  ol  840,0010  towards  the  erection  of  this 
huilding.  I  he  erection  ot  these  twu  Imildings  howe\er  was  left  in 
ahe^ance  while  the  (piestion  of  a  jiroper  site  was  taken  nniler  con- 
sideration. Idle  recent  i.ipid  growth  id'  the  Uni\ersil\-  led  the  gov- 
ernors to  heliexe  that  the  site  then  occupied  angmented  though  it  was 
hv  the  gilt  Irom  the  eit_\'  of  an  additional  se\en  acres,  would  soon 
pro\  e  to  he  iiiade(|uate. 

The  purchase  cjf  further  ])ieces  of  land  in  the  imniedkate  \icinitv 
was  therelore  in  eontemplalion,  when  the  op])ortnnit\'  ol  .acipiiring 
the  "."^tudle)"  property  presented  itself,  ddiis  heantiful  property  of 
o\er  fort\  acre^,  oxerlooking  tlie  waters  of  the  celehrated  Xorihwest 
Arm,  offered  an  ideal  site  for  a  nni\'ersity  and  the  go\ernors  were 
not  slow  lo  a\ail  thenisehes  of  the  opportunit\-  ot   acipiiring  it. 

\\  hen  the  ]inrchase  of  the  Studle\-  property  had  keen  ellecteil  in 
Jannar\-  of  mil.  n  wa-^  felt  that  the  time  had  ;irri\ed  for  a  great 
forward  ino\'enient,  and  plans  hegan  to  he  laid  looking  toward-,  the 
securing  of  such  linancial  assistance  as  would  nial;e  possikjc  the 
erection  of  the  nio^t  urgentl\-  reipiired  hnildings  and  would  meet  the 
most  pressing  needs  of  the  next  tew  )ears. 

Ill  this  \-ear.  mil,  came  the  retirement  ni  Dv.  ]""orrest  from  the 
presideiKW',  ,a  jiositioii  which  he  had  idled  for  twent\-six  \ears.  I  lis 
term  of  oflice  IkuI  keen  m.arked  k\-  a  ]ihenomenal  growih  and  de- 
\eIopment  of  the  institution.  .\  comparison  of  its  condition  in  the 
\ear  when  he  entered  upon  the  ]iresideiic\-  with  w  h;it  it  was  in  the 
\ear  when  he  retired  from  that  ollice,  would  make  this  ver\-  e\iileiit. 
A  fairer  estimate,  howexer,  of  the  iiiilueiice  of  Dr.  k'orrest  upon  the 
fortunes  of  tile  ITniversil\-  would  he  oktained  ky  instituting  a  com- 
jiarison  ketween  the  conditions  existing  in    i^<.)')  when   he  joined   the 
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Euard  uf  Cimernors  ami  enlisted  tlie  s_\-nii)atliy  and  the  suijpurt  of 
Mr.  Aluiiro.  with  tho^e  found  in  igii.  'Jhis  i.'(inipari^(_in  would  read 
sonK'tihnj4'  hkc  the    following:

S.  Mackenzie,  an 
alumnus  of  the  Lhii\  er--it\-  who  h.ad  obtained  his  d'Ctorate  from 
Johns  Ib.pkius  and  h.id  held  proU•^■-or^llips  succes>i\  cl\'  in  r.r\n 
Mawr,   Da.lhousie  and  the  .'^texx'us   Institute  of  Tcchnolri^w 

The  new  president  threw  himscll  eiithu^iasticallv  into  the  new 
forward  mo\ement  which  was  ju^t  lieim;  inaugurated,  and  in  this  he 
liad  the  rare  Ljood  l<irtune  of  lia\in,L;  the  whole-hearted  assistance  of 
(ic'irije  S.  ("ampbell,  w  Im,  three  \ears  before,  had  been  appointed 
chairman  of  the  Hoard  ol  ( loveruors.  C)f  others  wh(i--e  assistance 
in  orL'ianizini;"  tor  the  campaign  was  found  iiarticularl\-  \aluable.  the 
lionor  of  special  mention  is  dr.e  to  Messrs.  W.  {■..  riiompson,  T.  II. 
]\litchell.  A.  K.  .Maclean,  and  (1.  F.  I'earson.  The  live  largest  sub- 
scriptiiius  recei\ed  were  those  of  James  II.  Dunn,  ,Sj3,(x>o;  W.  II. 
Cdiase,  i^jo.ooo:  Lord  .Strathcona,  .S15.000;  I~.  1'..  .Mc(/urdy  i_\:  ('o.. 

Complete  lists 
ot  those  \\  ho  worked,  and  of  tho-,e  whir  contributed  mav  be  fnund 
in  the  ".\nmial  Report"  of  the  president  of  the  Uni\ersit_\'  for  the 
year  kjii-u.  .\s  a  result  of  this  campaign,  the  m.ain  p.irt  of  which 
\\  as  carried  on  in  the  < 'it\'  cjf  ll.alitax  during  the  six  week-da\s  from 
the  4th  to  the  lOth  of  June,  igu,  new  subsci  i])tions  were  received 
to  the  amount  oi  about  $400,000.

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fur  use  in  llie  auliiinn  ul  11)15.  '''"-'  1  •ilii';ii">',  wliiili  is  nut  \cl  in  its 
tinal  Inriu,  iicin,^  in^cnitnisly  CMiistnicU'd  su  as  In  finiii^h  Iciiiin  nary 
acconimuilatiDii  fur  suiiil-  ui  tlie  Arts  classes:  and.  peiidini^  the  erec- 
tiiin  lit  the  proper  Arts  Imildiiii;,  the  work  of  tlie  faciihy  of  Arts  ami 
Sciences  is  ik)\v  heint;  carried  on  in  these  two  huildin^s,  \\hile  the  old 
huildin.i,'-  on  Carleton  Street  has  been  gi\en  up  to  the  faculties  of 
Law,  Medicine  and   Dcntistrw 

r.etnre  the  la\int;  ol  the  first  stone  on  the  new  site,  such  author- 
ities on  architecture  ancl  landscape  iiIaniiin.L;'  as  l'"rank  Darlinj;;"  ot 
Toronto,  and  I'rofesMir  Alaws'iu  of  the  LTni\er'>it\  of  I.iwrpoi  il, 
luii;land,  were  called  in  to  stud)-  the  situation,  and  lo  i;i\e  the  heuelll 
of  their  ad\  ice  as  to  the  L;reate>t  po.ssihilities  in  the  wav  of  conihin- 
lu'^  lieaut\  with  utilil}'  in  the  la_\in<-i  ail  of  the  i;rounds  aiul  the  stiau;- 
ture  of  the  Inuldin^s  which  \\ould  he  rei|uireil.  The  plans  drawn  up 
at  the  sui;L;eslion  and  under  the  <lirecti"n  of  ihc-e  gentlemen  look 
forward  far  into  the  future  and  in;ike  ])ro\ision  fnr  the  neeijs  of 
ijeneralioii^  \\[  to  lie.  These  plans  disclose  some  >i\tecn  lmi!dinL;s 
of  which  it  is  anticipated  the  need  will  sooner  or  later  he  felt  with 
var\'in.!4  detirees  cif  urj^enc}'.  Of  these,  all  hut  twn  exist  as  \et  onl\- 
in  the  mind's  e\c,  and  as  these  two.  the  .Science  liuildiui;  and  the  par- 
tiall}'  completed  I-ihrary  lUiildin^-,  ha\e  up  to  the  present  (June, 
191O)  called  for  an  expenditure  of  \er\'  nearl\-  a  i|uarler  of  a  mil- 
lion dollars,  it  ina\-  \erv  well  he  th.at  smne  of  them  nia\'  li;i\'e  to  wait 
to  he  erecteil  h\-  some  of  the  future  t;enerations  whiiv(_-  ueeds  they 
were  re.dh'  intended  to  serve.  It  is  the  inleiUiuii,  ho\\e\er.  ih.il  each 
luiit,  as  it  is  added,  will  he  in  thorouL^h  h.armoin-  with  ;dl  th;it  has 
gi')ne  helore,  and  that  the  final  result  will  find  all  the  various  parts 
conihiniuL;-  tci   form  one  artistic  whole. 

dlie  next  of  the  huildinL;s  v\hieh  it  i>  proposed  t'l  erect,  is  the 
StudeiUs'  riuildint^',  in  \vhich  will  he  found  a  Students'  LTnioii  with 
reading;  rooms,  hall,  societ}'  (Tl'hces,  gazette  room,  diinni;  ioitiu,  and 
in  Connection  with  it  a  gvninasium.  'fhe  students  of  the  IJniversit\' 
lia\"e  started  upon  a  campaign  t<ir  the  raising  of  funds  for  the  con- 
struction of  this  liuilding,  and  the  .Alumni  Association  h.is  promised 
its  assistance  in  this  ]iroject.  the  accomplishment  uf  \\hicli  in  the 
near  future  m;iy  therefore  he  confidently  Icjoked   for. 

.\  portion  of  the  grounds  facing  the  south  has  keen  leveled  off  to 
form  ;in  .Athletic  Field  for  the  practice  of  foothall  and  other  athletic 
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sports,  and  arouml  it  a  staiulanl  iniarlor-mile  track'  lias  liccu  con- 
structed. In  another  portion  of  the  _i;ioun(ls  on  the  same  sides  hut 
nearer  to  tlie  waters  of  the  Xorlhwevt  Arm.  the  memliers  t>i  the  cele- 
brated Studle_y  (Jnoit  (  Inh,  which  has  now  heen  taken  under  the 
aegis  of  the  L'ni\ersit\-,  ma\-  still  he  found  on  Saturda\'  afternoon 
dis])ensing  ho^^pitality  and  pla)iug  the  game  which  they  ha\e  heen 
playing  on  this  self-same  spot  since  1M5S.  The  interest  nf  memhers 
of  the  Uni\ersit_\'  in  this  cluh  is  shown  in  \arious  wa\  s,  the  interest 
of  the  memhers  of  the  clnl)  in  the  work  of  the  Uniwrsity  is  shown 
in  the  gi\  iug  of  an  annual  prize  of  I'lfty  dullars  for  the  encourage- 
ment of  the  study  of  (ireel-;  and  Latin. 

'Vwn  hudies  which  are  destined  to  play  a  great  ]iart  in  the  future 
of  the  Uni\ersity  are  the  Alumni  Assnciatiou  and  the  Alumnae 
As.sociation.  The  former  of  these  in  which  some  reference  has 
alread\-  heen  made  was  organized  in  1S71,  and  incnrpo|-aled  in  iSjf). 
h^)r  the  hrst  few  _\ears  after  its  organizatii  in,  the  Association  ga\e 
assistance  to  the  Uni\ersity  hy  otTering  prize-,  fur  cuuipetition  at  the 
sessional  examinations;  then  it  liegan  to  make  eontrihutious  tnwards 
the  purchase  ni  scientilic  ajiparatus.  liy  moi),  such  prcjgress  had 
heen  made  that  the  .\ssi 'ciation  nmlertook  to  estahlish  and  tC)  main- 
tain a  chair  of  liiiikig\-  in  the  LTniversit\'.  .\nd  umw  tlie  erection  of 
a  Students'  lluiMing  has  heen  adde<l  to  the  aims  of  the  .\sm  k  iatii  in. 
Aigcu'iius  hranclies  of  the  .Xssuciatiou  ha\e  heen  loruied  in  \arious 
parts  of  (anaila  trom  S\(lue\-  to  \'anciiu\er.  and  al^-o  in  the  Xew' 
]'aiL;laud  States,  and  il  there  is  to  he  an\-  chanL;e  fruui  the  aggressive 
Wuik  dnue  hy  it  in  the  last  few  years  the  pmhahility  is  that  it  will 
only  he  in  the  direction  cif  still  nmre  aggressi\e  \\orl<   in  the   future. 

The  .Mumn.ae  Association  was  organized  in  io("i,  and  iucurpoi'- 
ated  in  loM-  \\'onien  students  had  first  entered  tlie  classes  of  the 
Universit\-  in  icSSi,  and,  as  their  nienihers  lia\e  heen  grdwing  greater 
year  hy  \'ear,  the  need  oi  a  |ii'oper  residence  fur  tlinse  who  come 
from  outside  (he  city  has  heen  gr;idu.all\'  growing  more  acute.  To 
the  prohlein  of  meeting  this  need  the  memhers  nf  the  .Mnniuae  .\ssii- 
ciaticiii  ha\e  heen  (kwnting  their  attemiuu.  The  nhjeil  which  they 
lia\'e  in  \iew  is  the  erecting  ;uid  furnishing  of  a  huildnig  nn  the 
grounds  of  the  ITniversity  which  will  pr(i\ide  for  the  residenti.il 
needs  of  .all  such  woman  students.  h"or  this  they  ha\e  secured,  hy 
the   ohtaining    of    suhscriptions    and    the    holding    of    hazaars,    funds 
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aniuiintiuij;'  t(i  si;iiiie  five  ov  six  thmisand  dullars,  and  rdliiougii  they 
have  been  5;re\iousi\-  haiiipei-ed  1)_\'  tlie  ciUKhtinns  arising  uiil  uf  the 
Euroi)ean  war,  the_\'  liope  hetcre  long  U>  l)e  in  a  position  to  meet  the 
eonditiiiHs  laid  down  by  the  g(3\ernors.  wiio  ha\e  promised  that, 
wlien  the  asS'iciatiiin  can  pr(j\  ide  one-third  of  the  amijunt  re(juired, 
tliey  will  i)n)\ide  the  other  two-thirtls,  and  proceed  with  the  erection 
of  a  Imilding  snthcient  to  meet  jiresent  needs  and  capable  of  being 
expended  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  fnture.  This  residence  the  Alumnae 
have  decided  shall  Ije  called  "I'^jrrest  Hall"  in  honor  of  I^\-I'resi- 
dent  b'orrest.  In  the  meantime,  since  i(;iJ,  the_\-  ha\e  been  gi\ing  a 
practical  demonstration  of  their  preparedness  bv  renting  and  fnrnish- 
ing,  as  a  temporary  I'orrest  Hall,  a  residence  on  Sniuh  I'ark  Street 
in  which  the\'  ha\e  been  able  to  furnish  accommodation  to  some 
fourteen  of  the  women  stuilents.  Ibis  experience  has  pro\L'(l  a  great 
success,  the  credit  for  which  is  attributable  in  large  measure  to  the 
genuine  syuipatby  and  the  admirable  tact  of  the  two  ladies  who  ha\e 
successixely  presided  as  warden  o\er  the  hall.  Dr.  bdiza  Kitchie 
and  Miss  Idorence  Manners.  To  Dr.  Ritchie,  who.  in  addition  to 
m.any  other  practical  proofs  of  her  great  interest,  \<ihintarilv  under- 
took and  performed  as  a  piu'e  labor  of  lo\e,  the  respnnsible  duties 
of  warden  of  Forrest  Flail  for  the  hrst  two  years.  ;md  whose  \alu- 
able  counsel  still  remains  available  in  her  capacitv  <if  ;id\i--er  to 
women  stuilents  of  the  Universit)',  a  special  debt  of  gratitude  is  due. 
Hers  is  a  case  where  lo\-e's  labor  is  not  being  lost. 

ft  would  t.ake  u|)  tim  much  time  and  space  tci  give  here  any  sort 
of  account  of  all  the  \arious  student  organiz;itic)ns  which  h;i\e  been 
formed  in  connedinn  with  the  LIni\-ersity,  but  there  is  one  body  of 
"which  some  mention  ought  not  to  be  omitted.  SliortK'  after  the  ad- 
vent iif  T'resi<lent  ^Mackenzie  and  as  a  result  of  his  conference  with 
the  students,  a  body  was  organized  during  the  session  of  ]i)ii-i_' 
under  the  name  of  the  Council  of  the  Students  ni  l^allmusie  Lini- 
versity.  This  comicil  consists  of  represent;iti\es  elected  in  ilut  pro- 
portion from  among  the  students  of  all  the  faculties,  and  its  pur- 
pose is  ''to  act  as  the  representative  go\crning  bmlv  of  the  students 
of  the  whc>le  University  and  as  a  unif}ing  force  in  the  Lniiversity 
life."  The  Conncil  has  bad  wiile  [jowers  entrusted  to  it,  having 
authority  to  deal  with  all  matters  of  general  student  interest,  and 
having  jurisdiction  over  all  student  societies,  clubs  and  organizations 
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of  c\-ery  kiiul.  Ureaclius  of  rc.milatiiiiis  and  cases  ul  unljeconiing  con- 
duct, whetlicr  on  or  olT  tlic  University  premises,  are  in\'esliL;aled  by 
the  (,'nuncil,  wiiich  re[)orts  its  limlint^s  to  the  senate,  and  in  cases  of 
c<in\ictiun  reconiniends  suitable  penalties.  The  council,  nioreoNcr, 
recei\es  recngnitinn  as  the  medium  of  communication  lictwceu  the 
student  hod)-  and  the  Uni\ersity  authorities,  .\fler  four  full  \ears 
of  trial  the  council,  which  was  initiated  as  an  e-XpeiameiU  suliject  to 
discontinuation  il  lound  unsatistactory,  has  pro\ed  a  s.;reat  and  L;ro\v- 
iuL^"  ^ucce>^.  Idle  entrustini;  of  such  a  lari^e  measure  of  power  and 
re^i)on>iliilit\'  to  tlie  students  has  re>idted  in  their  showini;  them>el\-es 
\\(ii"th_\-  of  the  conlidcnce  reposed  in  them;  and  the  conferences  be- 
tween the  senate  and  the  L'ni\'ersit\'  and  the  C'ouncil  ol  the  .students 
which  ha\e  been  held  foi'  the  joint  consideration  of  ibtliculties,  have 
had  the  effect  of  biini;ini;  about  a  much  belter  understanding;  between 
tile  senate  and  the  student  bodw  1  he  consequences  of  the  estab- 
li.'-hment  of  this  organization  seem  likel)'  to  be  far-reachini;  and  of  a 
most  saliitar)'  character. 

rile  numlier  of  students  in  attendance  at  the  Lhiix  ersit\-  which 
liad  alreaih'  exceeded  the  400  mark  when  Dr.  Mackenzie  look  o\er 
the  presidenc}-,  was  steadily  rising;  the  staff  of  instructors  luul  also 
grown  in  mimbers  and  in  streiiglh,  and  an  era  ot  great  prosperity 
and  steady  growth  was  being  looked  forwartl  to  wiih  the  utmost 
conlldence,  when  this  dream  was  rutlel_\'  interrupted  b\-  the  great 
war  which  bn^ike  out  in  .\ugust  of  I0i4-  Since  then  the  experience 
ijf  Dalhousie  h;is  Ijeen  similar  to  that  ot  all  other  uni\ersilies  in  the 
countries  which  are  taking  part  in  the  war.  Dwindling  classes,  and 
dwindling  re\enues  are  now  the  order  of  the  da\-;  ascending  figures 
are  coulined  almost  entirely  to  items  of  ex])enditure  and  the  deficits 
which  coiifi'ont  the  I'mard  u{  ( io\eniors.  No  change  from  these  con- 
tlitioiis  call  be  expected  during  the  contimiance  ot  the  luiropean  war. 
-V  total  of  at  least  450  students  might  not  unreasonably  ha\e  been 
looked  for  during  the  session  of  ic^Tt-iT),  whereas  the  total  number 
of  those  who  registeretl  at  the  beginning  (jf  the  session  amounted 
only  to  3,:;o.  and  of  th<ise  a  large  proportion  of  the  men  soon  dropped 
out  to  ioin  the  ranks  of  those  who  were  going  to  light  for  the 
Empiie.  Afanv  classes  were  left  entirely  depleted  of  male  students. 
Some  twentv-five  members  of  the  teaching  statt  also  engagd  in  mili- 
tarv   <lut\',    fifteen    of   them    going   overseas,    while    ten    remained    on 
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lioiiie  ilck-iK'c  (lut\'.  An  (  ifticcrs'  Trainin.^'  CHrps  or^aiiizcil  Ijy 
-Major,  now  I.icut.-C'nl.  W.  Iv  TIk mipsiui  in  11)14,  ''-'^  iuchuk-d  in 
its  nienihcrsliip  (luiic  a  nuntlici"  nt  the  staff,  and  the  iaii;er  pail  of 
the  nialo  stiiil(.-iit>  of  the  L'iii\ersit\'.  1  he  coninianiHii^"  ol'licer  ut  the 
corps  diiriiii;-  the  last  session  has  heeii  .Major  John  (anieron,  pro- 
fessor (jf  Anatomy  in  the  l'iii\  ersitw  The  iJalhoiisie  .Stationary 
Ihispital  or.t^anized  niider  I  )r.  John  .Stewart,  Heiitenant-rolonel,  left 
I  lalitax  for  lin.^land  on  Decemher  31,  I(ji5,  and  crossed  o\er  to 
l'"ranee  in  June,  loio.  The  hospital  is  one  of  400  heds,  and  its  per- 
sonnel of  13-'  oflieei.s  and  men,  and  27  female  nurses,  inelndes  repre- 
sentatives Iroiii  Acadia  and  .Mount  .\llison  as  well  as  from  iJal- 
lionsie.  Some  1  ),dlioiisi,ins  ha\e  alreaih'  made  the  supreme  sacrifice 
ami  L;i\en  up  their  li\es  in  the  cause  of  ri-lit  and  lil)erl\-.  d  he  list 
thus  far  includes  the  names  of  I.ient.  (ieor^e  W.  .Stairs,  Lieut. 
Cieorne  11.  C'ainp])ell  (only  son  of  the  chairman  of  the  rioar<l  of 
fjo\ernors  ) ,  (Iraham  .Stairs,  and  J.  .Shearer  Ivcj.ss.  dhe  Uiii\ersity 
will  cherish  the  menior\-  of  these  \(inng-  heroes  and  will  in  due  time 
erect  some  httiiiq-  monunieut  in  their  honor. 

.\s  the  precedin^  paragraph  has  referred  to  some  of  the  serious 
losses  in  men  and  material  resources  recently  sustained  li\  the  Uni- 
versity, the^e  which  imniediatel)'  follow  shall  set  forth  some  of  the 
most   iiotal/le  lienefactions   recentlx'   received  hy   it. 

In  1014,  Or.  1).  A.  ('amphell  and  .Mrs.  f'amphell  presented  the 
gox-eriiovs  with  the  funds  needed  for  the  endowment  of  a  piaifessor- 
shi|]  of  .\natom\-  in  memor\-  of  their  late  son.  Dr.  1).  (1.  (.'anipliell, 
a  di>tingui>lied  alumnus  of  the  L)ni\ersity. 

In  1<)I5.  the  go\ernors  received  the  news  of  a  l)e(|uest  oi  $5,000 
liy  the  late  Lieut.  George  W.  .Stairs,  a  recent  graduate  wdiose  ex- 
ceptionall}'  promising  career  was  cut  short  on  the  lield  of  Lange- 
marck. 

ddie  same  year  l.)rouglit  in  a  hequest  for  $15,000  from  the  late 
I\rr.  Joseph  Matheson  of  Lower  LWrdoise  in  the  ("oiinty  of  Rich- 
mond. 

In  the  earl\-  part  of  i<)i6  came  the  last  of  a  l<Mig-  series  of  gener- 
ous acts  on  the  i)art  of  the  late  ^Ir.  John  Macnali  in  the  form  of  a 
residnar\-  Iegac\"  amomiting  to  ahoiit  $80,000.  Of  this  it  was  his 
desire  that  a  portion  or  all,  at  the  <lirection  of  the  Pio.ard  of  Gov- 
?rnors,  should  he  devoted  to  the  extension  and  maintenance  of  the 
T.ihrary, 
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'I'liL-  terms  uf  Mr.  Macnah's  niuiiificciit  lcL;acv  led  iiatiirall\'  l'>  tlie 
suhjeet  of  e(jui[)nienl.  Under  this  head  eoiues  hhiaries,  hilmraturies 
and  imiseunis.  'Idie  Lliiixcrsit}  l.ilu'ar)-,  tlie  primary  <il)ject  uf  Air. 
Maenah's  sulicitude,  had  its  orij^in  in  18(17,  when,  as  the  result  uf 
an  appeal  at  ei)n\<ieatit)n  h_\-  the  l\e\ .  (i.  M.  lirant,  a  colleetinn  of 
some  1,100  \iilumes  was  formed.  So  slow  was  its  growth  that 
twent}'  years  afterwards  the  numher  of  volumes  did  not  excee<l  _^.ooo. 
Today  the  heart  "i  the  enthusiastic  librarian,  Dr.  .MaeLean,  i^,  glad- 
tlened  as  he  sur\-eys  a  collection  of  o\er  _'0,ooo  \-olnmes  and  5.000 
jKimphlets  and  thinks  ui  the  resources  now  placed  at  his  command 
fur  further  acipiisitiuu.  rending  the  erection  id'  the  Lihrary  stuck, 
the  larger  part  uf  these  \ulumes  ha\e  heeii  placed  aruuiid  the  sides 
of  the  spaciuus  and  splendid  reading  rouin  in  the  Macdnuald  Mem- 
orial Lil>rar\-.  (  )f  the  luimerdus  gifts  which  ha\e  recenll\'  hecn 
made  to  the  Lilirarw  there  are  two  which  are  of  mure  than  usual 
interest,  one  of  ^_>,ooo  hv  I'rufessur  Macdi)uald  him^ell,  the  uther 
(>i  .';^l,000  recei\'ed  a  few  months  ago  from  hi.^  old  culleague,  I'ru- 
fessur J(jhnson. 

Aninng  the  uhjects  id"  interest  found  in  the  reading-ruum  may  he 
noticed  the  portraits  of  Lunl  Dalhuusie,  the  fuunder  uf  the  Lhii- 
.■ersit)  ;  (ieorge  Munru,  its  must  muniticeiit  Ijenefactor;  and  Sir 
W'illi.am  \iiung,  anuther  of  its  must  [jruminent  henefacturs;  two 
tattered  I'-oer  llags  brought  back  as  truphies  I  rum  the  Snuth  .\frican 
campaign  of  '80-00  by  two  of  the  D.ilhuusie  undergraduates  who 
ser\ed  in  it;  and  near  to  these  a  richl\'  and  beautifullv  wrunght  ban- 
ner (if  St.  (iCurge.  This  banner  was  sent  tu  the  dean  uf  the  f'ullege 
bv  llis  l''xcellenc\',  Marl  firey,  when  he  was  un  the  puint  uf  lea\ing 
Canada  un  the  e>:piratiun  ui  his  term  as  ("iu\ernijr-(  ieneral,  "with 
the  request  that  it  may  be  gi\en  tc)  some  educational  institution 
where  the  design  ina\-  stimulate  the  students  tu  emulate  the  example 
of  St.  (ieorge  and  to  dexnte  their  li\-es  tu  the  wni'l^  of  re<lres.-.ing 
human  wrong." 

Within  a  \ear  frcjin  the  organization  of  the  Law  facult\-  in  188:;, 
Some  ,vc>oo  \olumes  liad  been  presented  to  form  a  Law  l.ihraiw. 
The  numlier  has  now  grown  to  more  than  8,000  xt/lumes,  rm<l  these, 
according  to  an  uthcial  statement,  include  all  the  law^  re])orts  which 
students  will  find  it  neccssar_\'  to  consult. 

The  iMedical  Library  may  be  said   to  have  been   instituted  in  the 
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3ear  i8i)J.  when  a  i;it't  of  liodks  togctlu-r  with  the  sum  of  f  1,000  as 
an  cndownieiit  for  thai  ohject  was  rccci\c(l  from  the  lalu  Dr.  ('harlcs 
CoL^swcU.  This  has  hecn  called  in  h<>n<ir  of  its  founder,  the  Cogs- 
well  Aleiuorial   Medical   l.ihrar\-.

\vell-e<|uii)i)ed  laliorati  iries  fur  students  takini;  cour-c--  in  (  heini^try, 
I'h\>ics,  (ieiiloj^\-,  ili(iliiL;\',  l'!nL;"inecrini;',  in  \ariiius  dei/artments  of 
Medicine,  and  in  Dentistrw  The  e(|ni|)meiit  1  d  the  Ihol.  ij^ical  Lalmra- 
tor\'  has  recenlK'  been  lari^eh'  increased  lhriiui;h  the  i^enernsit)-  of 
James  1 1.   Dunn. 

i'he  Museum  includes  the  Thomas  McC'ullneh  cullectidu  (jf  hirds, 
minerals.  Inilian  iniiilements,  etc.;  the  I'allerMin  ci -llcttii  lu  ol  Indian 
anii(|uitie>  ])\-  the  Rew  Dr.  (lenri^e  rallersdu;  and  the  llnnevinan 
collection  of  t;ei  <li)L;ical  S[)eciniens  made  hv  the  l\e\ .  l)r.  Da\  id 
Ik)ne\-man.

Storno\\;i\-,  Scotland,  but  lormerh'  ni  I'ictou.  the  Xorlh  llritish 
Society  of  llalifa.x,  the  Studle\-  (  Kioit  Ululi,  the  Xew  ( ilas-ow  Liter- 
ary and  Historical  Societ\'  and  the  Canadian  Manufacturers'  .\s--o- 
ciation. 

.\  new  departure  was  made  in  i<)i,^  when  ,a  Students'  Loan  l-'und 
was  orit;in;ited  h\'  a  s^ilt  cd"  -Si, 000  from  the  (  hronicle  1 'uhlisliint,'' 
Conipau}'.  Students  who  have  keen  in  attendance  at  the  Uni\ersit\' 
for  at  least  one  session  and  whose  funds  are  insuflicient  to  cari-y 
them  on,  max'  under  certain  eas\-  conditions  have  thesi,'  supplemented 
froui  this  source.  llowe\er,  until  some  further  additions  are  made 
to  this  fund  its  aplication  can  onl\-  he  id'  \"er\-  limited  extent. 

l'"or  yi'uu!.;  men  who  are  i;raduates  of  this  Uni\ersit\'  or  who 
are  neariuL;  tjradnalion,  a  splendid  opportunit\  for  continuiuL;  their 
studies  or  scienlilic  inxcstit^ations  at  one  of  the  lari;er  miiversities 
is  presented  h_\'  the  ]iossiI)ility  id'  winniui.,'  either  one  of  the  Rhodes 
Scholarships  or  one  of  the  1851  Ivxhihition  Science  Research  Scholar- 
(55) 
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ships.  Tlie  fornier,  whicli  were  cstahlislied  by  llie  late  Ivi^ht  1  Inii. 
Cecil  J.  l\h(.>des,  are  ot  the  annual  \alue  uf  £300,  and  are  tenahle 
tor  three  \ears,  during  which  the  hulders  are  rei|uireil  to  continue 
their  studie>  at  the  Uni\ersit_\-  of  0-\ford.  (Jwing  to  the  number 
of  dilterent  universities  in  Nova  Scotia,  the  right  of  making  a 
nomination  tn  one  of  these  scholarships  changes  e\er_\'  )ear,  hut  the 
nominations  of  the  lir.st  fourteen  \ears  have  lieen  assigne<l  h)'  the 
Rhodes  Trustees  in  the  following  wa)- :  to  Ualhou>ie,  7;  to  Acadia, 
4;  to  King's,  J  ;  to  St.  h'rancis  Xavier,  i  ;  so  that  Dalhousie  ha-,  the 
l)ri\ilege  of  making  a  nnmination  practically  e\er\-  second  )-ear. 

I'he  1851  I'^xhihition  Science  Ivesearch  Scholarships  are  uf  the 
annual  \alue  of  £150,  and  are  tenable  u.-^ually  lor  iwo  xears,  but  in 
the  case  of  ^tudents  wlu>  show  unusual  merit  the)-  ma_\'  lie  e.vtended 
to  three  \-ears.  l)alhiiu>ie  L'nixersit)'  is  one  of  four  uni\er.sitie^  in 
Canada  which  were  selected  by  the  comnii>.sit  incrs  to  ha\e  the  pri\i- 
lege  (A  making  nominations  for  the^e  scholarsbip^,  the  other  three 
being  Tnronto,  McCill  and  (ircen^.  It  may  be  added  that  a  ci-un- 
pari^on  of  the  record.^  of  the  men  who  have  been  nominated  by 
the  dilterent  universities  does  not  ai)i)ear  to  the  disadvantage  of 
Dalhousie. 

The  recognition  accorded  to  the  standing  of  Dalhousie  Univer- 
sity among  the  educational  institution^  of  the  lunpire  by  the  action 
of  the  kdval  Comnn^.>iuners  of  the  1S51  Ivxhibition  is  a  nuKwiirthy 
one.  .\  further  recngnition  was  received  butli  as  to  the  educational 
work  and  the  general  character  id"  the  institution,  when  in  Hjol)  the 
tests  applied  bv  the  Carnegie  h"(iundatiiin  for  the  advancement  of 
teaching  were  successfully  passed,  and  Dalhousie  was  one  of  two 
Universities  in  the  whole  of  C.anada  to  be  jiliced  by  the  I'oundatiou 
on  its  "accepted  list"  of  associated  institutions,  the  other  being  Alc- 
C.ill.  In  this  connection  it  should  lie  stated  that,  under  the  condi- 
tions laid  down  bv  the  trustees  of  the  b'oundation,  sectarian  institu- 
tions were   ineligible   lor  that   list. 

The  endowment  fund  of  the  University  at  the  present  time  (June, 
1916)  stamls  at  about  $475,000.  Idie  yearlv  expenditure  on  cur- 
rent accounts  amounts  now  to  about  ."i^Oo.ooo.  'idle  veaiiy  income 
])revioiis  to  the  outbreak  ui  the  luirope.an  war  was  not  hailing  tar 
short  of  the  expenditure,  but  since  then  its  downward  plunges  have 
l)een  somewhat  diseoucerting  if  not  alarming.     The  two  main   items 
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in  till'  re\-emie  arc  the  income  from  investments  and  the  class  fees 
recei\cil  li'dni  stndents.  A  carefnl  calculation  ^lunvs  that  the  cost 
to  the  L"ni\ersity  nf  educating  uuc  student  cmnes  in  jubt  ahuut  one 
hundred  dollars  per  year  oxer  and  above  the  fees  which  he  i)a_\s  into 
the  L'niver^ilw  This  ma\-  heli>  to  exiilain  why  the  iui^titutiou  niubt 
ahvay.b  be  makiiii;'  ajipealb  to  the  L;cnerosity  <jf  its  [jarticular  Iriends 
and  the  _L;"eneral  public  to  asbi>t  it  in  its  great  philanthropic  woik  ol 
extendini;"  the  Idcbsin^s  of  education  and  giving  to  the  btate  citizens 
better  btted  to  jilax'  their  part  in  the  world. 

The  outlook  for  the  future  is  one  that  is  full  of  hope.  Never  in 
its  liibtor)'  has  the  Uni\er.sit)-  liad  so  good  a  Hoard  of  (iovernors  as 
that  of  the  present  day,  so  tle\-oted  to  its  interests,  so  full  of  faith 
in  the  inbtitution.  so  reait)-  to  show  their  faith  by  their  works  and 
by  their  gifts.  Idie  Hoard  of  (iovernors  has  had  good  chairmen  in 
the  past  to  preside  (ner  ;md  to  direct  its  deliberations,  among  whom 
Sir  W  illiam  \'oung  and  b'hn  1"'.  Stairs  were  outstanding  iigures,  but 
never  has  the  boar<l  had  so  good  a  chairman  as  it  now  h,is  in  the 
person  <jf  tie(]rge  S.  Canijibell.  Nex'er  have  the  Alumni  ami  Aluinnae 
been  S(.)  able  and  so  willing  to  come  to  the  assist.ance  ni  their  .\hua 
Mater.  .\e\er  has  the  LIni\ersit\'  had  a  better  st.alT  ijf  teachers 
than  it  has  at  the  [iresent  time.  Xe\er  has  anv  institution  with 
eipialK  limited  resources  achieved  a  greater  name  through  its  teach- 
ers and  its  students.  Xc\er  has  the  lhii\'ersit\'  had,  ,and  never  can 
it  hope  to  ha\'e,  a  lo\-elier  ]ilace  for  a  home  than  that  which  it  now 
possesses  on  the  baulks  of  the  peerless  Aim. 

Amid  the  world-wide  welter  liiinight  about  liv  the  inordinate 
ambition  of  one  man,  this  Uni\ersity,  like  so  nian\-  others,  mav  be 
reduced  for  a  time  to  the  necessitv  of  niereh'  marking  time,  but  when 
this  cruel  war  is  o\er,  \vhen  the  shadow  of  the  sword  shall  ha\'e 
been  removed,  in  the  li,L;ht  of  the  brighter  day  that  then  will  dawn 
its  forward  march  will  be  resumed.  Then  will  be  seen  the  realiza- 
tion of  the  hi.i;h  hopes  and  ideals  of  its  nohle  bounder,  who,  speak- 
ing of  the  institution  which  he  was  establi.-hing  and  of  the  incal- 
culable aiKantages  which  it  might  be  expected  to  bring  to  the  coun- 
tr\'.  declared  it  as  his  lirni  conviction  that  "growing  .a--  it  will  gr^iw 
with  the  pro-,|ierit\-  of  the  TroN-ince,  no  human  foresight  can  imagine 
to  what  extent  it  may  spread  its  blessings".

Tlic  }-car  i8_'8  is  a  iiiuinoraMc  year  in  the  history  df  the  llaiitists 
of  llic  xMaritinie  l'rii\inci>.  It  was  in  that  war  at  a  niLxtin^  nf  ilic 
1-laptist  AsM'ciatii  in  helil  in  \\'(ill'\  ille,  tiiat  nica-ures  were  ailnjiled 
fur  the  e.stahhshnieut  of  a  sehou!  in  a<l\anee  ol  tlie  jinlihc  schools 
llien  in  existence,  'i'he  want  of  such  a  school  had  lony  heen  telt  hy 
tile  more  thoiiL;htlnl  men  and  women  in  the  chnrclies;  hnt  no  lormal 
action  iiad  heen  taken  in  the  matter  until  the  aho\e  <late. 

It  was  possihle  to  secm-e  a  fairl\-  ^-ood  education  in  the  acailemy 
and  college  at  Windsor,  Xo\a  Scotia,  hut  to  do  so.  it  was  necessary 
to  siiljserihe  to  the  thirt\-nine  articles  which  had  heen  made  a  test 
fur  admission  to  these  scliuols.  This,  no  intelh,i;ent  ISaptist  could 
do.  'idle  acailemy  at  I'ictuu  under  the  maiiaL;ement  of  Dr.  AlcCul- 
luch  was  open  to  all  classes;  hut  the  I'laptist  cluu-chcs  in  the  eastern 
part  of  the  l'ro\ince  were  few  in  nnmher  and  linancialK  weak,  while 
the  facilities  for  travel  were  so  pour  that  the  people  in  the  western 
part  of  the  l'ro\ince  found  it  difficult  to  a\ail  thenisehes  ut  the  ad- 
\antages  which  this  schoul  allurded. 

Daptisl  churches  at  this  time  did  nut  ha\e  many  eilncated  men 
upun  their  rulls  ni  meiiihership.  ddie  memhers  were  mu^tly  Irom  tlie 
ranks  of  "the  common  people."  d  heir  ministers  had  not  heen  trained 
in  the  schools,  dhe  people  did  not  desire  it  otherwise.  ".\  God- 
made,  and  not  a  man-made,  ministry"  was  a  phrase  which  found  Ire- 
quent  e.xpressiun.  dhere  were  a  lew  men,  liu\\e\er,  who  had  caught 
the  \isiun  that  if  Ikqitist  churches  were  to  take  their  place  m  the 
socitd,  ci\il  and  religious  life  uf  the  country,  the  |)eople  must  he 
educated  so  as  to  he  ahle  to  lill  positions  id  trust  in  the  administra- 
tion of  the  affairs  of  the  d;iy.  It  was  also  felt  hy  these  men  that 
the  rising"  ministr}-  slioukl  recei\-e  a  hro.ader  cultiu-e  than  w:is  ohtain- 
alile  at  that  time  in  existing-  scluiols.  The  nnmher  of  ^uch  men  L;rew' 
and  the\'  made  their  inlluence  felt  in  the  councils  of  the  ht)d\-.  d  hey 
came  to  the  front  on  this  meniorahle  da\  in  June,  iNjS.  and  stirred 
the  hearts  of  the  assenihle<l  con.i^reL^atioii.  In  this,  the\'  were  greatly 
assisted  h\'  "dhe  fathers"  in  the  ministr}-,  as  we  call  them  to  this 
da\-.  d  hese  were  wonderful  men  for  the  times  in  which  the\-  li\'ed. 
The\'  were  strong-  men, — men  uf  force,  \i^orous  in  thought,  and 
masterful  in  their  inlluence  u\er  others.      \\  hen  these  men   stood  tip 
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and  ti>lcl  their  experiences  with  tears  streaming-  down  their  cheeks, 
of  tlie  loss  which  the\  had  sustained  hy  their  hick  ul  cnhure,  the 
effect  was  electricaL  h'n.ini  that  chi}'  a  denominational  scIkjuI  hecanie 
a  fact,  [-".vent^  followed  in  rapid  snccession.  An  luhicatiiai  Society- 
was  organized.  ni(jne\'  was  raised,  a  property  in  W'ollxiUe  was  pur- 
chased, and  in  the  following  _\ear  a  school  was  opened  umler  the 
nianagenient  of  .\lr.  .\.>ahel  t'ha]iin  of  the  United  Stale.^,  and  known 
as  llorton  (.'ollegiate  .\cadeni_\-.  Rev.  John  I'ryor,  a  graduate  ot 
King's  College,  was  the  success(jr  of  Mr.  Cliapin,  and  continued  to' 
be  the  head  of  the  school  for  about  ten  years.  Students  were  in  at- 
tendance from  all  parts  (jf  these  I'roxinces.  The  moral  and  spiritual 
atmosphere  of  the  school  was  excellent  and  it  grew  in  public  esteem. 
Buildings  were  erected,  boarding  facilities  were  jirosided  and  the 
Work  that  wa.s  done  ^eemed  to  have  the  Divine  blessing  resting  upon 
it.  The  men  at  the  head  of  affairs  thanked  God  and  took  courage. 
The  outlook  was  indeed  most  ])romising. 

The  old  saying  that  "coming  e\ents  scjuietimes  cast  their  ^.hadows 
before  them"  pro\eil  true  in  comiection  with  the  educational  policy 
of  the  I'ro\ince. 

In  the  }ear  1S17  Lord  Dalhousie,  Govern(5r  of  Nova  Scotia,  had 
ap[n"o[jriated  nine  thousand  se\en  lunulred  and  lifty  pound>  out  of 
wdiat  was  called  the  Castiue  fund  for  the  e.^tablishmeut  of  a  I'ro\iu- 
cial  University  in  Halifax.  Ten  thousanil  pijunds  wa>  contributed 
by  the  I'roxince  toward  the  erection  of  a  building  for  the 
I)urpose.  It  was  exijcctcil  that  King'.s  College  at  Windsor  would 
imite  with  Dalhousie  at  Halifax  and  so  form  one  strong  Aletro- 
jiolitan  College.  Dr.  .McCulloch  of  I'icton  was  appointed  president 
of  Dalh.  lu-ie  College,  and  the  late  Dr.  Crawley,  then  Mr.  1-:.  .\. 
Cra\vle\-,  a  graduate  of  King's,  a  ^•lJnng  man  of  abilit\'  and  of  fine 
promise,  was  recommended  to  the  board  uf  management  as  well  (piali- 
fied  to  illl  <-ine  of  the  chairs  ;is  a  professor.  His  application  was 
rejected,  becau.-e  the  go\erning  bo(l\-  decided  that  all  the  professors 
must  be  members  of  the  1 'resb\terian  church.  The  decision  thus 
reached  settled  the  (piestion  of  denominational  colleges  for  the 
province  of  Xo\a  .Scotia.  .\  deep  feeling  was  arou>cd  in  the  Hap- 
tist  denomination.  The  exclnsi\  eness  of  King's  College  could  be 
borne,  for  tluat  was  confessedly  under  denomiuali(jnal  control;  but 
no    such    aftirmation    could    be    made    C(jncerning    Dalhousie    College. 
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It  was  the  ])L-oi>le's  mom.'}'  tliat  had  gone  into  its  constructinu,  ami  so 
all  the  pcoiile  should  have  eijual  rights  Imth  a>  to  management  and 
as  to  the  professors  who  sliuuld  lill  the  ehairs  of  iustrucliun.  Shut 
out  therefore  from  King's  and  Dalhousie,  the  (jue^tion  which  con- 
fronteil  the  ^lallti^ts  was.  this.  What  is  our  tint}-  to  ourselves  and  to 
God  under  these  circunistanees  .-^ 

The  ([uestion  was  a  li\e  one.  The  issue  mu^t  l)e  met  without 
dela}-,  with  determination,  and  a  clear  conxiction.  as  to  the  duty  (.)f 
the  hoiu'.  l'"or  this  there  must  he  a  leader.  The  man  of  destiny  is 
at  hand  in  the  person  of  I'^dmund  A.  Crawle}'.  ]'>y  \oice  and  pen, 
with  great  ahility,  he  showetl  that  only  one  course  was  o^ien  for  the 
Baptist  [leople  to  take,  viz.,  to  huild.  eipiip,  and  maintain,  a  college, 
free  to  all.  irrespective  of  class  ov  creed.  This  forward  mo\ement 
was  heartily  receixed  by  the  ])eople.  I'lan^  were  made,  and  steps 
were  taken  to  push  the  work  to  com[)letion.  i\ev.  John  I'rxor.  then 
principal  of  the  acatlemy,  was  appointed  a  prolc^^or  and  with  hun 
was  ass'jciated  Rev.  K.  A.  Crawdey.  Mr.  luhvard  Pjlanchard  uf 
Truro  heeame  i)rincip;il  of  the  academy.  Application  for  a  charter 
was  made  to  the  Legislature.  This  was  ohtained,  after  much  opi)o- 
sition.  On  the  fir.'^t  day  of  January.  1839.  the  college  was  formally 
opened  with  twenty  students  in  attendance. 

Sijace  forbids  the  mention  of  the  names  of  the  stalwarts  who 
stood  beside  Mr.  Crawley  in  this  struggle;  but  the  name  of  James  \V. 
Johnstone  cannot  be  omitted.  W'ilh  such  a  leader  in  the  Legislature 
those  who  opposed  the  granting  of  the  charter  found  a  foreman 
worthy  of  their  steel,  and  the  people,  a  cham[,ion  to  whom  it  was  an 
honor  to  rally. 

In  October  of  the  same  year,  i\Ir.  Isaac  Chipman,  a  former  stu- 
dent id'  the  acadeni}-,  and  a  recent  graduate  of  W'alerxille  College, 
now  Cc/ll.)y  Univer.sitw  was  added  to  the  .staff  as  professor  of  I'hil- 
osopln-  and  Mathematics.  The  college,  thus  ecpiipped.  went  forward 
in  its  chosen  field.  Then,  as  now,  the  coiu'se  ot  slud\-  embrai;ed  four 
years  (jf  undergraduate  work.  Of  the  twent\-  whn  entered  college 
in  1830.  onl\-  four  completed  the  course  in  1843.  ,\  simikar  e.\[ieri- 
ence  has  marked  the  history  of  all  our  colleges.  (  di.anges  since  then, 
ha\e  been  man)-,  but  eft'iciency  has  been  the  ide.il  of  professors  and 
teachers.  Through  all  the  years  that  ha\e  passed  .\eadia  has  been 
regarded  as  the  ecjual  of  any  cjf  the  colleges,  anil  superior  to  UKjst 
of  them. 
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'1  here  were,  Iidw  e\cr,  main'  ol),stacIes  lo  he  surnioniucil,  ami  ilitl'i- 
cultic^  tci  he  (ucrcoinc,  in  the  prdsccution  uf  the  wnik  of  liiL^lKT  eilii- 
catimi.  .Moiic}'  was  i^rcatly  nceitcd.  Tliis  lack  of  fuinl.-^  \\<is  u.-cil 
])}•  the  iiRii  who  hail  stri\cn  for  one  central  rollej^e,  a-,  an  argument 
aL;ainst  Acadia  and  its  ideals.  Dark  days  loomed  on  the  liorizon  as 
income  shrank,  and  deficits  increased.  Asj^ain  and  ai;ain  it  was  leared 
!)}•  many  that  the  enter|)rihe  so  heroically  lie,L;nn,  would  enil  in  lailnre. 
lint  the  leaders  were  men  of  intrepitl  faith,  and  in  the  darkest  honr, 
their  conraL;e  ne\er  tailed,  dhere  were  also  seasons  of  ])roS]jerilv, 
then  some  adxerse  circumstances  woukl  arise.  Professors  were  a[i- 
liointed  to  certain  chairs  onh'  to  resign  them  in  a  .^hort  time.  Dr. 
Crawley  was  conii>elled  to  gi\e  a  [lortion  of  his  time  to  the  preaching,' 
ot  the  i^o.spel,  to  increase  his  income.  In  the  snmmer  of  o'^tO  the 
ontlook  was  !.;loom)-  indeed.  I'rofessor  Stnart,  who  had  keen  a[)- 
jiointed  to  a  prcdes.^orshiii  in  1847,  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  term 
in  iS4().  Dr.  l'r)-or  was  to  lea\'e  in  Jniie.  Professor  Chipman  had 
also  tendered  his  resignation,  dhe  denomination  was  divided  upon 
the  (jiiestion  of  government  grants  and  a  deht  of  alxjiit  $15,000  rested 
tipon  the  governing  hoard. 

W'nhout  professors  and  without  money  to  meet  the  increasing 
tieeds  of  the  college  it  is  not  at  all  surprising,  if  some  id"  the  friends 
thonght  the  end  to  he  near.  P.nt  though  some  faltered,  others  held 
on,  and  with  dauntless  courage  and  iinllinching  faith,  faced  the  ta-ks 
before  them.  In  Jnly,  l^r.  Pryor  remmed  U)  the  United  Stales. 
Porfessor  C'hipmrni  had  keen  induced  to  withdraw  his  resignation, 
and  with  the  aid  of  teachers  in  the  .\cadem)-  and  ad\anced  .students, 
carried  on  the  work  of  the  college  for  the  halance  of  the  )ear. 

1  his  hrings  us  to  what  may  he  termed  the  renaissance  <>i  .\cadia 
(^illege;  for  with  onl\-  one  i)rofessor  an<l  no  funds  there  was  not 
much  in  the  \va\-  of  a  college.  Nothing  daunted,  the  go\  ernors 
looked  ahoul  them  for  a  man  to  lead  in  this  crisis,  and  Dr.  j.  M. 
Cramp  of  Montreal  was  in\ited  to  assume  the  presidency.  This 
ollice  he  accepted  and  entered  upon  its  duties  in  a  hopeful  spirit. 
The  jilace  he  was  called  to  fill  was  no  sinecure,  'khe  fniancial  con- 
dition was  \'er\-  unsatisfactory.  'Idle  people  were  }-et  poor,  ddie 
stall  id'  teachers  was  depleted.  The  new  president  set  himself  with 
inillinching  coiu'age  to  the  t;isk  helore  him.  11  is  energ\-,  his  scholar- 
ship, his  tact  and  wisdom,  liis  good  common  sen-e.  and  his  f.iith  in 
Gc)d,  all  C(jml>iiied  to  ht  him  for  the  place,     h'rom  the  lu)ur  of  his 
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coiniiiL;-  till  age  wanieil  liiiu  to  cease  from  lalmr  lie  threw  hiiii>elf 
unspariiiyly  into  the  work  of  the  college  ami  nf  the  napti^t  deiiiiin- 
iiiation.  ]li.s  lir^t  eiKlea\<jr  was  to  improve  the  liiianees  tji  the  col- 
lege. He  saw  that  the  only  remeily  for  the  yearly  delicits  was  a 
perniiiaeiit  fund  whose  interest  would  meet  the  ciu'rent  expenses.  It 
was  at  his  suggestion  in  1852  that  it  was  ronhed  tn  rai^e,  if  pos- 
silile,  an  endowniLiU  id'  £10,000  in  scholarships  uf  £100.  the  entire 
amount  to  he  rai>ed  within  the  year,  liy  Decemlier  31st  there  hatl 
lieen  pledged  the  sum  uf  £12,000.  Then  followed  the  saddest  ilay 
in  the  hi^tory  of  the  College.  I'rofessor  Chipman,  four  of  the  stu- 
dents, and  Rev.  K.  D.  \'ery,  editor  of  the  ClnistidiL  J'isitur,  wf  St. 
John,  were  drownetl  in  the  IJasin  of  .Minas,  as  they  were  returning 
from  a  geological  expedition  to  Ilhjmidon.  This  ^ad  event  {wk 
place  June  7,  1852,  and  came  like  a  holt  out  ni  the  hlue.  It  is  difti- 
cult  at  this  date  to  realize  how  completel)-  thi>  di^a^ter  seemed  t'j 
upset  e\'er\^  plan  connected  with  the  college.  The  students  whose 
schoolmates  had  Leen  s\ve[)t  away  felt  that  colk-^e  life  was  spoiled 
for  them.  I'rofessor  Chipman  who  had  lieen  a  tower  of  strength 
fi.ir  the  pa'-t  twehe  years  was  gone.  Men  looked  each  other  in  the 
face  and  ;i.-ked  the  question,  '"What  next?"  The  president,  for  a 
time,  was  at  a  loss  what  to  ad\-ise ;  hut  wisdom  and  strength  were 
gi\en.  .Men  ma_\-  die  hut  the  work  of  the  Lord  goes  on.  To  f.alter 
n(jw,  after  all  the  years  of  toil  and  sacrifice,  would  he  sin.  llope 
an<l  Courage  took  the  place  of  ilouht  and  despair.  In  Januar\'  of 
185,^  the  College  was  rei'pened.  No  new  apiiointinents  were  mad.e, 
hut  the  president  with  such  assistance  as  he  might  secure  from  the 
academy,  and  from  some  memhers  of  the  senior  class,  underiiink  to 
carr_\-  on  the  work.  The  result  pro\'ed  satisfactor}',  and  all  tVk  that 
the  crisis  had  i)assed. 

Dr.  Crawley  w.as  invited,  shortly  after  this,  to  return,  and  it  was 
resoK-ed  that  there  should  he  twc)  departments  in  the  college,  one  oi 
them,  a  lilerar\-  ami  scientific  department,  to  he  called  .\cadia  Col- 
lege, and  the  lalier  a  theological  department.  Dr.  ('ramp  was  ap- 
pointed the  princi]>al  of  the  theological  department  an^l  1  )r.  ("rawley 
the  presiilent  of  the  Arts  course.  This  arrangement  was  effected  in 
1853  and    I'rofessor  Stn.art   returned  to  resume  work   in   the   college. 

The  .Associated  Alumni  of  Acadia  College,  wliicli  w;is  incor- 
porated in   iSdo,  ha\'e  heeii  very  helpful  to  their  .\lnia  Mater.      They 
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liave  till.-  iiriviles'c  of  nnininatiny;  one-third  of  the  iJoanl  of  dov- 
erimrs    fur  a|i|)i  )intnient   hy   the  cnmention. 

I'ur  many  \cars  J.  W  .  llar^^,  I'".m|.,  a  retired  liu.sine^s  man.  resid- 
ini;  in  W'olt  \ille,  i;a\e  lari.;el\-  of  his  time  and  mean'i  Id  the  ^npp  irt 
of  the  eollei^e  and  was  its  treasnrer  fmni  iiSOi  to  i8()S.  Much  of 
tile  success  in  raisinj;'  the  endnwment  tun<l  was  due  to  the  >aiL;acity 
and  l)Usinevs  ahiht\-  nf  tliis  i^entleman.  Wv  an  untiutiinate  in\e>t- 
nient  of  CDhei^e  funds  the  endowment  liad  heen  reduced  t'l  .ilimt 
fO.ouc)  of  which  .Sinn  onl\-  £j,50o  was  in\'e.ite(L  Under  the  .^kiltul 
niana,L;enient  ot  Mr.  llarss  all  tlie  expenses  of  the  collei^e  wire  met 
and  at  the  close  of  his  term  of  (jtlice  in  186.S  the  inxested  funds 
had  reached  Sj;c),000.(30. 

In  iS(M)  1  )r.  C'ramp  retired  from  the  presidency  of  the  college. 
lie  had  _i;i\en  ei,L;hteeii  \ears  ni  continuons  service  to  tlie  woil:  of 
hii^her  education,  and  had  been  a  tower  of  stren,i;th  in  the  denouiina- 
tion.  Ahundant  in  lahors,  he  laid  aside  the  dntiei  and  re^])')U>i- 
bilities  of  his  hi.i;h  ofhce.  enjoxin!;  the  conlidence  and  esteem  of  the 
men  with  whom  he  had  heen  associated  in  Christian  service. 

Upon  the  resignation  of  Dr.  C'ramp  the  Rev.  A.  W.  Saw\er,  ]~).n., 
A\as  unanimoush'  elected  to  the  ]iresiilency  of  the  collet^e.  As  a 
former  professor  he  had  earned  .an  en\ialile  reputation  as  a  teaclier 
and  a  scholar.  He  was  a  man  of  hroad  culture,  and  of  independent 
thoni^ht.  A\hich  eminently  (inalifieil  him  for  the  headship  of  a  col- 
lege. Under  his  administration  the  endowment  "rew,  the  numl)er 
of  students  increased,  and  the  curriculum  was  enlar!j;ed. 

'Ihe  theoloyical  department  received  a  fresh  impulse  in  1S74. 
d  hroUL^h  lack  of  fnnds,  and  snitahle  teachers,  it  had  not  received  the 
attention  its  importance  demamled;  hut  new  interest  was  awakened 
this  year  liv  the  appointment  of  ]\ev.  D.  M.  W'elton  as  a  professor  in 
that  department. 

In  iSjt)  the  ((uestion  of  s^ovcrnnient  i^rants  a.t^ain  came  to  tlie 
front.  Trior  to  iSd^  .\eadia  (_^)lle^e  had  received  no  provincial  aid 
for  lifteen  years,  hut  in  that  vear  an  anual  i^rant  of  $400  was  ac- 
ce])tel.  llv  an  arrans^enient  hetween  the  L^overninent  and  the  Presliv- 
terians,  Dalhonsie  ("ollege  was  re-opened  in  iS():;.  ddi.at  hody  en- 
joved  the  use  of  fnnds  worth  ^5,000  a  year,  ddie  other  denomina- 
tions had  declined  to  co-operate  in  this  effort  to  estahlish  a  I'rovincial 
L'niversitv.      ddiev  sent  a  vigorous  jjrotest  to  the  Uei^isjatnre  a,L;ainst 
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the  injustice  of  t;r;mtini;  so  lai\i;"e  an  auKinnt  of  imblic  tunds,  prac- 
tically, to  one  dennniination.  To  cnnipensate  Uiv  this  injustice  an 
offer'  of  $400  a  year  was  made,  Ici  the  a_L;grie\e(l  iMiclies.  This  was 
accepted,  under  pmtest,  and  continued  to  he  paid  until  iNjO,  when 
in  conseijuence  i,)f  an  increased  tyrant  to  Dalhousie  C'tjllege,  the  other 
denominations  again  petitioned  the  House  of  .Vssemhl)'  asking  that 
all  grants  to  colleges  he  withdrawn,  or,  that  they  he  made  ujion  an 
e(juitahle  hasis.  This  i)etition  resulted  in  the  passage  of  an  Act 
granting  $-',400  for  iive  years  to  the  various  colleges  and  an  Act,  for 
the  estahlishment  at  Halifax,  of  an  exannning  unixersity  for  the 
I'rovince,  with  which  the  different  denominational  colleges  were  to 
he  in  affiliation,  though  retaining  the  right  of  conferring  degrees. 
The  governing  hoards  of  these  tlifferent  in>titutions  were.  in\  ited  to 
nominate  suitahle  persons  for  election  to  the  senate  of  the  proposed 
university,  and  to  actively  assist  in  making  this  educational  experi- 
ment a  success.  The  governors  of  Acadia  College  referred  this 
(juestion  to  the  con\ention,  and  at  a  meeting  <if  thi^  hody  in  August, 
187G,  it  was  decided  not  to  co-operate  with  the  Halifax  Unixersity, 
but  instead,  to  make  a  vigorous  effort  to  add,  within  three  years. 
$100,000  to  the  endowment  fund.  Thih  work  was  entered  upon 
with  great  earnestness,  hoth  in  Xew  P.runswick  and  Xo\-a  Scotia, 
and  met  with  considerahle  success.  While  thus  engaged,  the  denoiu- 
inatiou  sustained  a  heavy  loss  in  the  ilestruction  hy  hre  o|  their 
heauliful  college  huilding,  on  the  e\ening  of  1  )ecemher  J,  1N77,  hy 
which,  in  a  ii:\\  hours,  the  fruit  of  twelve  years  of  self-sacrificing 
toil  was  swept  awaw  l'>\-  this  smlden  disaster  the  college  and  its 
president  were  literall)'  turned  out  of  doors,  and  all  teaching  opera- 
tions suspended  for  the  time.  The  portraits  from  the  l.ihr.iry,  and 
the  l)0(jks  also,  many  of  them  in  a  damaged  condition,  were  saved, 
hut  the  valuahle  museum  was  ne.irly  a  total  loss.  The  endowment 
at  this  time  was  ahout  ."SiSo.ooo.  ,\t  a  special  meeting  of  the  Hoard 
of  Governors  which  was  called  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the 
eniergencv  thus  createil,  it  was  decided  to  erect  temporary  huiMings 
for  College  and  academy  class-rooms,  to  he  ready  for  occupancy  at 
the  heginning  of  the  next  term.  It  was  also  decided  to  appeal  to 
the  whole  denomination  tor  means  to  rehuild,  so  as  to  ])rovide  ac- 
commodation for  the  lihrary,  and  museum,  and  also  for  college  and 
academv   classes.      As   a   result   of   the   appeal,    there   was   secured    in 
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pledges  Uic  Mun  uf  ^30,^100.  At  llic  same  iiK-etiiiL;-,  il  was  al^(J  ile- 
ci(k'(l  t(i  erect  a  luiildini;-  to  accomnidihite  se\ent\ -lue  \iiiiiil;-  ladies. 
In  Jul}'  the  wurk  was  coniiiienced,  and  in  Septenilier  of  the  f(jllo\v- 
ing  }ear,  iNji),  holh  lunldings  were  completed  and  read\'  for  uccu- 
l)anc\',  at  a  cost  nf  $41,(:k)o.  h'or  the  succe^sful  cnnipletinn  ni  this 
enteriirise  in  so  short  a  period  of  time,  the  denomination  is  greatly 
indebted  to  the  ]in^h.  and  liu>iness  aliility,  of  J.  W.  Iligelow,  l'-si|., 
of  A\'olf\il!e,  the  ellicient  secretary  of  the  lluilding  ('oinmittee.  The 
contractors  were  the  well-known  firm  of   Rhodo  and  Lnrrw 

l'"our  liuildings  compose<l  the  educational  plant  at  W'olfxille  at 
this  [K-rioil,  viz.,  the  old  hoarding  house,  the  .\cadem\'  I'oartling 
House,  .\cadia  Seminary  .and  .\cadia  College.  That  which  is  at 
present  the  west  wing  of  the  st-minarv  is  the  huilding  which  was 
erected  and    furnished   with   all   modern   impro\emcnts. 

The  new  seminar\'  is  perhaps  the  most  imposing  structure  on 
College  Hill  and  was  completed  in  [8o_'.  Rev.  11.  T.  DeWolfe,  D.D., 
is  the  efficient   rrincip.al. 

The  e\'ent  which  stands  out  most  [trominently  during  the  adnn'u- 
istration  of  Dr.  Saw_\er  was  the  celehration  of  the  juhilee  of  .\cadia 
College  in  .August,  iSSiS.  It  was  a  meniorahle  occasion,  and  one 
long  to  he  remembered  by  the  friends  of  .\cadia.  luithusia-m 
reached  its  highest  i)itch  when  it  was  annonnced  that  a  jubilee  fund 
of  $50,000  was  to  be  started,  to  celebrate  the  event. 

The  numbers  in  attendance  at  college  classes  had  graduall\-  in- 
creased, and  at  this  time  numbered  134.  Princi]ial  (  )akes  had  charge 
of  the  academw  and  under  his  direction,  the  work  done  in  this  school 
was  of  ;i  high  order.  Under  .Miss  Wadswdrth  the  seminar)-  was  in 
a  most  nourishing  condition,  and  growing  in  fa\or  with  the  [)ublic, 
)'ear  bv  )-ear. 

.\t  the  commencement  exercises  in  i8r)0,  announcement  was  made 
of  the  gift  of  S-'n,ooc)  by  Mark  C'nrry.  V.sf\.,  of  Windsor  to  found  a 
jirofessorshi])  of  History  and   Political   b'conomy. 

Fijr  some  years,  a  feeling  ])re\ailed  that  some  provisions  should 
be  maile  for  the  physical  training  of  the  student  bodw  Steps  were 
taken  to  meet  this  need,  and  by  Ko\-ember  a  gNinnasium  was  erected 
and  e(|uipped   for  use. 

.\t  the  closing  exercises  of  the  college  in  June  a  letter  was  read 
from  J.   W.   Uarss,   T'^sq.,   in   which  he  agreed   to  give  $io,(joo  to  be 
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added  to  pruvimis  s;it't>,  in  tirdcr  tu  fouiul  a  |)^ufcs^^l>l■^lli])  in  the 
cnjieye.  This  chair  is  kiiuwn  as  the  J.  W.  Ikirss  prufessor^hii)  uf 
Classics. 

In  order  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  academy  and  thus  reach 
a  wider  class  uf  .students,  a  manual  trainintj  cunrse  was  added  tu  its 
curriculum.  Tiiis  was  made  iiussihle  hy  the  ,L;ift  ui  Mr.  (  liarlo  i^ 
Wnini;,  uf  I'^alniuutii,  Xu\a  Scutia,  w  hu  [uuvided  fur  the  erecliuu  of 
the  huilding.  which  stuud  fur  man}-  years  (ju  the  cullcy;e  campus. 
Generuns  ilunaliuus  h_\'  uther   friends  were  i;i\ne   luward   this  uliject. 

I'Vum  year  tu  year  changes  in  the  Cunrscs  uf  slvuK"  \\ere  made, 
as  the  needs  became  a|)p:n'ent.  The  Ijeipiest  uf  ."sioo.lwkj  hy  the  late 
Godfrey  Taxzant  uf  Windsor,  lirunght  the  suhject  uf  tlieological 
inslrucliun  again  to  tlie  Iront.  The  means  thus  pruxiilcd.  enal)Ied 
the  authorities  to  increase  tlie  staff  of  instructors.  In  iSijO  Dr.  Saw - 
_\"er  tendered  his  resignation  as  president  of  the  college.  lie  had 
been  its  honored  head  since  i80(),  and  was  liegnining  to  feel  the 
inlirmities  of  increa-ing  \ears.  The  resignatiun  was  reluctantly  ac- 
cepted. l)uring  his  regime  the  se\era]  institutiuns,  college,  academy 
;md  seminary  had  greath  prospered,  both  materiallw  intellectually 
and  spiritualK'.  The  men  whu  sat  at  liis  feet  in  the  class-ru(jni  ha\e 
ajjtly  termed  him  "a  prince  of  teachers." 

The  choice  of  a  succcssur  fell  upon  the  Kew  'Idiomas  Trotter 
then  the  past(ir  of  the  W'olfville  UaiJlisl  church  and  a  graduate  of 
Toronto  I'niyersity.  JJe  had  also  ser\ed  as  professor  for  seyeral 
years  in  ^^Ic.Master  Umversity.  Dr.  Tmtter  accepted  the  oftice  and 
entered  uiion  its  duties  in  iSo",  bringing  to  the  discharge  of  these 
duties,  }uuth,  energy,  and  optimism.  The  first  thing  he  did  was  to 
ascertain  the  exact  financial  cunditiun  of  all  the  institutions,  -\fter 
a  careful  and  most  rigid  examination,  he  learned  that  the  entire 
indebtedness  was  $70,000  while  the  endowment  fund  amounted  to 
about  ."^ 1 00,000  not  including  the  I'aw.ant  beipiest.  ddie  financial 
resources  had  not  kept  pace  with  the  development  in  uilier  respects. 
.\t  this  time  the  colkge  had  ten  prufessurs  un  its  staff  ii{  iiistructiuii. 

'I'he  indebtedness  must  be  met.  that  was  the  llat  uf  the  ne\y 
]iresident.  'fhere  was  nu  ewading  the  issue.  .\  furw;ird  mo\ement 
campaign  was  inaugurated  for  raising  875,000,  to  \\i])e  out  all  in- 
tlebtedness.  -\  pledge  was  secured  from  John  D.  Rockefeller  to 
gix'e  $15,000  as   suuu   as  $0o,ooo  were   raised   by    the   deuumin.itiun. 
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ami  tour  years  were  :L;i\eii  in  wliieli  tu  <h>  it.  \'>\  the  first  of  Janu- 
ary, iSi)0.  within  a  \ear,  the  t'uH  aniinnit  needed  liad  lieen  pledm'il, 
or  paid  in  cash,  and  at  last  the  eullege  and  the  a^soeialed  scIim.iIs 
were    free   fmni  deht.      'i'here  was  ,L,'real   rejtiiciuL^   at   this  result.    I'lUt 

the    [iresiiient    was    nut    satisfied.      S 1    after,    lie    laid    liefme    'S\v. 

Riicketeller  a  plan  li\-  which  he  pn  iiiii^ed  tu  increase  the  eiidnwinent 
lund  .'i^JOo, 000.  The  plan  was  approxed  li\-  that  L;enllenian.  who 
a,!;reed  to  ,i;i\'e  a  dnljar  for  e\er)'  doll;ir  that  nii-liL  he  raided  h_\-  the 
tleuoiuination  up  to  ."jiioo.ooci.  The  entire  amount  was  to  he  raised 
h\-  January  1,  mjoS.  d'he  work  of  securing;"  pledges  to  make  this 
second  forward  nio\einent  a  success  was  carried  oil  under  the  per- 
scJiial  superxisioii  of  the  ])resident,  in  which  he  was  ahh  assisted  hv 
the  l\e\.  W.  [..  .\rclnhald.  \\y  the  \ear  loofi  it  was  announced  lli.at 
the  coiKliiional  ^loo.cioo  had  heen  pled,i;eil,  $4C),o()()  of  which  was  in 
cash. 

While  thus  eni;aL;ed  in  ])lacin^'  the  collcL^e  on  ,1  hetter  financial 
hasis,  the  president  was  not  unmiiidlul  of  its  intellectual  needs.  In 
1005  a  science  course  was  estahlished,  winch  co\ered  a  period  of 
two  or  three  \ears.  Students  who  look  this  cuirse  were  admitted 
to  the  third  wear  ol  an\-  course  in  applied  science  in  the  hest  technical 
colleLjes  on  the  continent. 

.\  new  .Science  Hall,  the  i;ift  id"  .\ndrew  Carnegie.  <if  \ew  York, 
was  secured  hy  President  Trotter  in  ii)o().  and  was  forinalh'  opened 
Octolier   Ji).    Kini), 

Durin.i;-  this  jiro^ressiNe  period  the  standard  of  lirst  class  in  the 
colleL;e  was  raised    Irom  73','    to  So',,,  which   still   ohtains. 

Ill  this  same  year  (  1005)  the  lirst  Rhodes  Schokirslii]i  was  chosen 
in  the  person  of   Mr.   Iviy   hdliott   Hates  of  the  class  of    i<)04. 

Idle  care  and  responsihilities  of  the  presiilencw  alon--  with  the 
work  id'  condnctin,!.;  the  campaign  connected  with  the  hrst  and  secoinl 
forward  moxemeiits  so  o\erta.\ed  his  physical  strou-th  that  1  )r. 
Trotter  felt  he  must  resi,L,Mi,  and  seek  a  chaiiLje.  ddie  resi-n;ition 
was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  hoai'd  and  as  they  had  no  alternaii\e 
it  was  accepted  with  reluctance.  dhree  nieiiihers  (jf  the  f.icults' 
were  appointed  an  ad  interim  committee  of  admiiiistraliou,  until  a 
new  president  was  'Ttained  Or.  Trotter  did  a  s]ileiidid  w  •  )rk  for 
Acadia  (folle^e,  a  work:  which  will  loiii,;-  stand  as  a  monuinenl  to  his 
zeal  and  devotion  to  the  cause  of  hii;her  education  through  .\cadia 
Colleue. 
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After  a  year's  delay  Rev.  W.  1!.  Ilukiiinson,  D.  D.,  a  f(jnner 
graduate  of  tlie  class  of  i8Sfi,  was  cll(l^en  president.  TestinKniials 
of  the  strongest  character  came  from  educatinualists  and  ulliers  with 
wh(.nn  he  ha<l  been  associated  in  L"hristian  ser\-ice  in  Kansas  and 
elsewhere,  lie  remained  two  \ears,  resigning  his  po.^ition  on  ac- 
count of  failing-  health.  Dr.  liutchinsou  was  a  man  of  gentlemanly 
instincts  and  deep  and  anient  piety.  His  connection  with  the  col- 
lege was  too  hrief  for  him  to  make  any  lasting  impression  upon  the 
character  of   the  school. 

In  the  selection  id'  his  successor  there  was  some  dela\'.  The  go\'- 
ernors  felt  the  gra\itv  of  the  situation  and  made  diligent  in(|uiry  as 
to  the  (|ualir!Cations  of  men  who  were  recommended  to  ihem  liy  their 
respective  friends  as  "eminently  i|ualilied  for  the  position."  They 
re.sohed  not  to  he  in  a  hurry.  In  due  time  the  Kev.  (k'orge  IJ. 
C'utten,  I'h.D.,  of  the  class  of  iSofi,  was  chosen  for  the  presidency  in 
1909.  He  did  not  enter  upon  liis  W(jrk  until  I'TTruary,  1910.  ddie 
inauguration  proceedings  took  place  in  College  llall  on  (  )ctohcr  joih 
of  the  same  \ear.  The  proceedings  were  of  a  most  interesting  char- 
acter from  lieginuing  to  end.  I\e(iresentatives  from  sifter  institu- 
tions were  present  ;md  ga\e  addresses  of  welcome.  .\  formal  ad- 
ilress  was  gixeii  hy  Dr.  (  ieorge  TrumhuU  I.add.  profcs-or  ot  psy- 
chology and  philosophy  in  ^'ale  l;ni\ersity,  whose  suhject  was  "The 
Universitv  and  the  State."  At  the  close  of  the  address.  W.  ("utlen 
was  formally  introduced  hy  the  Rev.  J.  W .  Manning,  Chainuan  of 
the  WiKwd  of  Governors,  as  the  president-elect  of  .\cadia  L'niversity, 
to  winch  he  made  a  most  fitting  reply. 

Umler  Dr.  L'ullen's  administration  the  college  h;is  made  rapid 
progress.  'Idie  college  staff  has  hcen  greatly  increased.  It  has 
grown  from  ten  to  seventeen  professors  and  instructors.  In  the 
courses  of  studv  there  are  three  different  de])artments.  \\z..  that  of 
.\rts,  of  Science,  and  of  d'heolog\- — with  their  respective  deans. 
Idnancially  there  has  heen  great  increase.  1"he  endowment  hearing 
interest  has  reached  nearly  $560,000,  This  sum,  with  the  property 
owned  hy  the  h'jard,  such  as  the  real  estate,  with  the  huildings  thereon 
and  their  ei|uipment  wonld  make  the  total  assets  worth  a]iproximately 
hetween  eight  and  nine  hundred  thousan<l  dollars.  .Veu  huildings 
ha\e  been  erected  some  of  which  ha\e  taken  the  place  of  those  de- 
stroved  hv   lire.      These   huildings   include   the   (  )hser\  atory,   th.e   far- 
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ncgie  Science  Hall,  the  College  (lirl^'  Resicleiice,  the  new  l.ilirary 
huilding,  the  Rhinies  Hall,  Willetl  Hall  as  a  residence  lor  rollcKC 
men,  ami  last  thongli  h\'  no  means  least,  the  new  Academy  llmne. 
ddiese  are  all  hrick  or  stone  structnres.  Kev.  \V.  L.  Archiliald.  I'li.l)., 
is  the  energetic  principal  oi  Acadia  Collegiate  Academx'.  d  he  past 
of  Acadia  has  been  most  inspiring.  Its  future  is  radiant  with  the 
how  of  promise. 

THE  COLLEGIA  OF  ST.   FRANCIS  XA\TER. 

(II.  r.  AIcP.) 

Higher  Catholic  education  within  the  Diocese  t>f  .\ntigonish,  Xoea 
Scotia,  was  a  \cxed  prolilein  e\en  as  earl\-  as  the  da\s  ol  liishop 
liurke.  It  was  left  in  al)e\ance  till  1N53,  tA\'ing  tu  lack  of  resources. 
That  year,  howex'er,  liishop  McKinnon  opened  a  residential  college 
at  .\richat.  It  was  indeeil  small  and  unpretentious,  liut  there  was  a 
fair  opportunit}-  for  later  (.le\eIopment.  The  good  1 '>i:-li( ip's  primar\' 
aim  was  to  train  worthy  \dung  men  for  the  [iriesthood,  Imt  he  ditl  not 
lose  sight  (d'  the  need  of  training  others  tor  the  higher  secular  pur- 
suits, as  appears  from  what  he  actuall\-  did  in  succeeding  \ears  as 
well  as  from  a  communication  ni  hi-;  to  the  Propaganda. 

.\t  the  outset,  students  capable  of  doing  collegiate  work  were 
at  hand.  Tlie\'  had  receixeil,  in  a  number  of  cases,  con>iderable  train- 
ing at  a  grammar  school,  which  Or.  .McKinnon,  the  founder  of  the 
college,  had  established,  as  early  as  1S38,  at  St.  .Xndrew's.  in  the 
C(junt\-  of  .\ntigonish.  This  is  e\idence(l  b_\-  the  fact  that,  after 
lia\ing  been  a  }'ear  at  .Vrichat,  four  of  tliem  were  suflicienth'  aiKaneed 
to  take  up  the  study  of  theology  at  l.a\;il  L'nixersit)'.  ddie  following 
\ear,  the  student>  nnmbei-ed  lifteen,  according  to  a  letter  that  I'.ishop 
.McKinnon  sent  to  Rome  at  that  time,  fourteen  of  whom  were  board- 
ers. The^e  were  taught  by  llnee  professors,  in  addition  to  I  )r.  John 
Cameron,  who  h;id  charge  of  the  institution  and  who  was  afterw.n-ils 
destineil  to  be  its  guiding  spirit  for  nearl_\'  half  a  centnrw 

In  1S35  the  college  was  transferred  to  .Viuigonish.  and,  at  the 
suggestion  of  Dr.  Cameron,  was  name<l  alter  Si.  I'rancis  .\a\ier. 
.\lre.id\'  suitable  buildings  h.id  been  erecleil  in  that  town,  do  aid  him 
in  the  wurk  of  construction  I'.i.shop  MeKinuou  had  at  his  disp(,sal  one- 
half  (if  a  bei[nest  of  5,^05  pounds  sterling,  which  was  made  to  the 
\  icariate  id'  Nova  Scotia  before  its  di\ision.      hi  addition,  he  obt;iined 
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in  1853,  20,000  francs  from  the  Societv  for  I'oreit^n  Missions  al 
Paris. 

At  .\richat  St.  I'rancis  Xaxicr's  (ullc^c  wciil  tliroii,!;li  llie  lirst 
stage  lit  its  e\i)lntion.  The  i''islio|i  nierel\'  rented  a  hnilding  at  that 
place,  wiiicli  he  after\\ar<l^  pnrchased  fur  an  acaileni\'.  in  this  his 
foresight  and  energx'  are  apparent,  for  the  \\iiil<  d' ine  at  Arichat 
enaliled  him  l(;  estahli>h  ininieiHatcK  qnite  a  re^])ectahle  institnlinn  at 
Antigonisli.  lie  preferred  the  hitter  phice  as  the  permanent  seat  of 
the  college,  llecan.^e,  a>  he  himself  stated  in  US34,  it  \\a>  cheaper  to 
li\'e  there  and  hecanse  it  wa.-^  in  the  centre  (if  a  line  (  atholic  papula- 
tion, Ironi  which  nearl\-  all  the  nati\e  clerg}-  liad  liilhertu  been  drawn. 

I  lie  college  recorcN  uf  iS^d  cunlain  \alnalile  in  f.irni.itii -ii.  ddie\' 
indicate  that  the  institution  had  made  .adinirahle  progress.  Ihere 
were  si.\  professors  that  \ear,  whilst  f(irt\-nine  -indents  were  in 
attendance.  .\11  of  them,  howe\er,  did  not  huard  .it  the  cnllei;e.  lM\e 
hours  a  week  were  de\<ited  tu  lleh.rew,  and  ad\aiiced  wi>rk  wa-  ibiue 
in  Latin,  ( ireek  ami  I 'hilu-oplu'.  hrench,  l'.ni;li-h.  1 'lusic-  and  .\Iaihe" 
matics  were  aKo  on  the  curriculum.  Latin,  m  particular,  wa>  cuu- 
sidered  of  |irime  importance,  and  it  cuntinued  tu  uccup}-  the  lii-t  place 
on  the  ciiurse  in  succeeding  years.  Aloreu\er,  the  lad  wa^  emphasized 
that  the  studeiit>  \\ere  not  siilmiitted  In  an\'  leligiiiii-  test  whatexer. 
i\iir  ha\e  they  keen  at  any  time  thmnghnut  the  lnsli>r\-  at  the  cullege. 
I'rote-tant  pmfessors  liax'e  often  keen  memkers  of  the  faculty,  and 
J'rMtestant  \onth  ha\e  keen  \ear  alter  \e;ir  roideiit  students. 

'1  he  conr-e  of  studies,  jn>t  mentioned,  was  clearl\-  culured  k\'  the 
])rimar\-  aim  which  llisliMp  McKinnon  had  at  the  (lul-et.  'Ihe 
want  111  priest-  for  the  dieicese  was  keenly  felt,  and  tu  suppK-  lln-  want 
ddieiil(ig\-  was  added  to  the  curriculum,  d  his  sukject,  which  emkraced 
Ddgm.atic  ddieokigy,  .Mural  Theology,  the  Sacred  Scripture.-  and 
Church  llistor}'  w.as  taught  ky  unly  two  ul  the  ]irofessors;  hut,  as 
thev  were  nuii  of  marked  akility,  gimd  re-ull-.  were  oktaiiied.  In 
i.Skio,  the  l')i-hiip  repurts  that  the  in^titutimi  "kid-  f.air  tu  realize  tu 
religion  and  to  society  all  tlie  keiiefits  anticipated  at  its  fuund.atiun." 
Tken,  ha\  ing  stated  that  it  had  ahead)  L;i\en  eight  prie-t>  tu  the 
church,  he  cuntimies  thus;  "khcre  are  al  pre-ent  sixteen  ecclesias- 
tical students  in  attendance,  uf  whum  fuur  ,ire  slud\ing  d  lieulng\-  and 
se\  en  1 'hilu-,uph  v.  Ihe  utkers  are  eng.iged  in  ]irep.ir,itui\'  >tudie^  in 
luiglish,  llelles  Lettre-,  Mathematics,  Latin  and  (ireek  classics." 
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However,  the  ^Uulents  that  studied  'riienhii^y  at  any  niie  time  were 
veiy  few,  and  when  Dr.  Cameron  was  aii[H)inted  tu  tiie  parisli  ot 
Arichal  in  tcSf')^,  ilie( jloi^ncal  studies  ceased  allo^etlier.  Hence,  tlie 
gu\ernnient  had  no  dilficuhy  in  making  grants  tu  the  institutiun  "as 
a  college."  In  1X55  the  Provincial  grant  was  ^1,000.00,  and  fue  )ears 
later  Bishop  McKinnon  states  that  it  was  250  pcnmds.  In  i.Soo,  the 
college  receix'cd  uni\ersitv  powers  hy  the  lollDwing  .\ct  ol  the  Legis- 
lature of  No\a  Seutia: 

"Pjc  it  enacted  hy  the  Go\'ernor,  C'nuncil  aiul  .\>seml)l_\',  th.at  St. 
h'rancis  Xaxier's  College  at  Anligouish  shall  he  lield  and  taken  to  lie 
a  uni\ersit\-,  with  all  the  usual  rights  and  pri\ileges  uf  such  an  insti- 
tution ;  and  the  students  in  the  said  college  shall  haw  the  liherty  and  the 
l)ri\ilege  of  taking  the  degrees  of  liachelor,  Ala^ter,  and  1  )octor  in 
the  se\eral  arts  and   laculties." 

Though  the  college  had  a  rather  hnlliant  heginning,  considering 
the  circumstances,  it  had  to  struggle  hard  in  after  )ears.  This  was 
due  to  se\eral  causes.  The  Diocese  of  Arichat  vas  going  through  the 
j)eriod  of  formation,  and  the  energies  of  the  [leople  were  necessarily 
directed  towards  huiMing  churches  and  glelie  houses.  liesides.  they 
had,  as  a  rule,  only  a  \erv  moderate  share  of  this  world's  goods,  and, 
generally  speaking  had  little  or  no  education.  To  make  matters  worse. 
Bishop  Mcl\innon's  health  ga\e  wa)',  and,  during  the  latter  years  of 
his  .administration,  his  faculties  were  somewhat  impaired. 

The  result  was  that,  for  some  vears  after  l8(>:;,  the  college  made 
little  or  no  progress.  It  rallied  somewhat  after  iS(j6,  and  e\en  Theol- 
og\-  was  taught  for  a  while;  hut  for  some  timehefore  11^77  its  condition 
was  far  from  satisfacti.iry.  That  year,  howexer.  Bishop  Cameron 
took  charge  of  the  Diocese  of  .\richat,  and  he  ])roceeded,  without 
delay,  to  "gahanize  the  college  int<i  new  life."  .\  man  of  energy  and 
efficiency  was  pincured  for  the  IMathematical  department,  and  the  year 
following  a  class  in  Chemistry  was  opened  for  the  lirst  time  in  the 
history  of  the  institution.  In  iNXo,  the  eastern  wing  of  the  present 
luiildings  was  erected.  It  is  in  lirick  and  is  eight\-  li\-  thirt\-eight  feet. 
P.ishop  Cameron  contrihuted  si.x  thousand  dollars  of  the  fun<ls  requireil 
for  its  completion,  and  the  rest  of  the  elerg\'  ahout  two  thousand 
seven  hundred. 

Thus  the  etficiency  of  the  college  had  gradualK-  increased.  Indeed, 
(56) 
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exccllciil  work  was  done  at  this  pe-rioil,  thoui^h  the  jirofL-ssors,  (.-xclu- 
si\e  of  assibtants,  were  only  I'uc  aiul  the  stuilents  in  the  neighhorhooil 
of  lift}'.  But  to  defray  current  expenses  the  I'roxincial  i;rant  was 
imli'-pensalile.  In  iSiSi  that  .i;rant,  which  then  amounted  to  liltceii 
hun(h'ed  doUars  a  }ear,  was  withdrawn,  and  cunse(|uentl}-  the  linancint; 
of  the  institutiiin  l)ecanie  a  ,L;ra\e  pr'ihleni.  I.hshop  (.'anierDU,  how- 
e\er,  nnniediatcK  appealed  [u  the  dioeese  to  form  an  end'iwnient  Uind, 
and  for  this  purpose  ()\er  twenty  thousand  dollars  were  cnUected  and 
imested. 

This  was  the  he-innini;  of  solid  pr(ji;ress.  which  has  ei>ntinued  to 
the  [iresent  time.  In  iNSS,  extensi\e  improvements  were  inatle.  A 
western  w  inj.^-,  eiL;hty-three  hy  thirt\--ei,i;ht  feet,  was  erected  p.irailel 
to  the  one  alread\'  mentioned,  and  a  central  structure.  ninet\'  h\'  thirty- 
nine  feet,  conueetiu!.;'  the  two.  In  iN<j5,  another  win.L;,  sixty  by  lorty 
feet,  was  adiled  to  serve  as  kitchen  and  laundry;  and  two  )-earii  later 
a  con\eut  was  huill  fur  the  Sisters  of  St.  Martha  who  ha\e  ehari^e 
of  the  domestic  affairs  of  the  t  I'lle.^e.  In  hSi^S,  a  third  win^,  uinet\- 
fuur  1>\'  fort\-se\en  leel,  was  joined  to  the  preceding  l)nildin,L;s,  and, 
united  together,  the}'  constitute  the  main  structure  at  the  ( 'ollei;e  plant. 

Detached  from  the  main  structure  and  from  one  another  are  three 
other  huildinys ;  d  he  Science  llall,  one  hundred  In-  hlt\'  feet;  the 
Uni\ersitv  (,ha[)el.  and  .Muckler  ll.dl.  one  hnndre(l  and  ten  h\-  fort}'- 
two  feet.  The\-  were  erected  in  Kjio,  'iJ  and  '15  respecti\el\'.  ddie 
Science  Hall  is  the  i.;ift  of  Xeil  McXeil,  I'^sip,  I'.nstou,  the  chapel  id' 
|)r.  John  I'!.  Somers.  also  of  ISostoii,  and  .Muckler  llall  mwcs  its 
existance  to  the  t;eiierosity  of  (."aptain  1'.  Alockler.  uf  llrule,  Colchester 
('ount\',  Ko\a  Scotia.  .\ll  three  are  enduriUL;  munumeuts  of  the 
public  spirit  and  i;enerosity  of  the  donors. 

Nor  has  the  achance  of  the  collei;e  lieen  cnnlinetl  tu  hiick  and 
nmrtar.  The  course  of  studies  has  recenti}'  been  bro.idened  and 
deepened.  es|>eciall\- in  I'jiylish  Literature,  llistor}-,  b.ci  ni' «mics,  .Mathe- 
matics and  I'Insical  Science,  d  he  stall,  which,  as  a  rule,  is  made  up 
of  twent\-  professcjrs.  embr.aces  men,  who  lia\e  received  their  tr.iiuini.,' 
at  the  L'ui\  ersities  of  ()xfiird,  ( 'ambrid>;e,  Munich,  Inhns  Ib.pkins, 
\\'ashin;;t'in  and  other  seats  of  learuini.;.  ddie  studcnl^  are  now 
usuall}'  in  the  uei^hhnurhi  lod  of  twci  hundred.  The\-  come  mainl\- 
from  the  I'roxince  ^f  X(i\a  Scotia.  especiall\-  the  hiucese  nf  ,\uti- 
gciuish,  but  a  considerable  portinn  of  them  belongs  also  to  other  parts 
of  the  Diiminiou  and  In  the  I'nited  States. 
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Tt  may  he  said,  in  ctuiclusii  m,  tliat  the  prospects  ni  the  oillcye  were 
never  hetler  lliau  the\-  are  at  [)resent.  A  suital)le  huildiiiL;  lur  the 
Hhrarv,  which  contains  about  twenty-three  thun^and  vohinies,  is  in 
contemplation,  as  well  as  a  lar,i;e  i^ymnasinni,  in  addition  to  a  spacious 
rink.  The  proceed-,  of  a  farm  of  nearly  three  hundred  acres,  pur- 
chaseil  in  i<)oS,  to;;L-lher  with  an  annual  diocesan  collection,  are  ol 
great  assistance  in  ilcfiaxint;  current  expenses.

MOUNT    ALF.ISON. 
(W.    ^I.    T.) 

Mount  .\llis(.)n  L'niver,sit\-,  tliouL;h  not  in  Xo\a  Scotia,  may  very 
well  ha\e  a  place  m  the  liistor)  (if  the  I'rovincc.  It  is  situatetl  at 
Sack\i!le,  New  h!runswick,  only  se\en  miles  from  the  border  and 
draws  a  considerable  [jortioii  <d'  its  stutients  from  Xo\a  Scotia,  'idiis 
S]iecial  po>itiou  was  lonj.;  recognized  b\-  tiie  Xo\a  Scotia  L;o\'erinnent 
which  down  to  1881  L;a\e  tyrants  to  the  colleges  of  Xo\a  Scotia  and 
to  .Mount  Allison. 

Mount  .\llison  gets  its  name  from  its  founder,  Idiarles  l*".  Allison, 
a  pronn'nent  citizen  of  Sack\ille,  Xew  Rrunswick,  and  a  near  relatise 
of  the  writer  of  the  Jlistory  of  Xcjva  Scotia.  In  iX_]*)  he  made  an 
offer  to  the  Methodist  body  of  eastern  jlrilish  .Vmerica  to  give  a  site 
and  building  and  t;icio  a  year  for  ten  years  to  pro\ide  an  institution 
for  the  higher  education  of  bo\  s  .and  \oung  men.  Thi^  generous 
<.iffer  was  accepted  and  in  j;inuary,  184^,  .Mount  .\llisou  Academy 
was  openeil  with  Rev.  Humphrey  I'ickard  as  ]irincipal.  Later  .Mr. 
.\lli--on  contributed  t^  1.000  towai'd  the  establi>hinent  of  a  ^imiLar 
Acadenn-  for  \oung  women,  which  liegrm  its  work  in  1854  and  has 
as  it-,  docendant  the  pre-ent   Ladies'  College. 

During  the  latter  years  id'  .Mr.  .Mlison's  life  when  the  .Academy 
had  de\elr)pcd  into  a  large  and  prosperous  school  and  students  were 
going  to  .\ew  JMigland  to  complete  their  education,  the  establishment 
of  a  college  was  frequently  discussed.     In  his  last  will  and  testament 
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Mr.  Allison  made  pro\-ision  to  a.ssist  in  carr)-iny  uul  this  plan,  and  in 
the  year  of  his  tleath,  1858,  an  Act  was  pas^-ed  by  the  Legislature  of 
New  iJrunswick  authoriziny^  the  trutees  cif  the  Aeatleniy  under  eertain 
specified  conditions  to  estaljlish  and  put  in  operalitMi  a  dei^'ree-eunlerr- 
ing  institution  untler  the  nanie  and  st)de  of  "I'he  Mount  Allison 
\Yesle_\'an  College."  Various  matters  caused  some  tlelay,  and  it  was 
not  until  1862  that  a  collegiate  organization  was  eltected  and  the  work 
of  instruction  jjegan  with  five  professors  and  a  tutur.  Se\"eral  stu- 
tlents  iiaving  been  admitted  to  advanced  standing  on  the  basis  (jf 
studies  and  examinations  in  c(^nnection  with  the  higher  classes  (jf  the 
Academy,  the  first  college  class  was  graduated  in  i86_^.  It  consisted 
of  only  two  mem1)ers,  both  of  whom  celebrated  a  tew  years  ago  the 
fiftieth  anni\ersar_\-  of  their  gratluation :  i\.e\\  lli.jward  Sprague, 
D.  D..  the  dean  of  the  Theological  faculty  at  Mount  Allis(jn,  and 
lion.  Josiah  Wood,  lieutenant-governor  of  New  Brunswick. 

l!\'  an  amendment  of  the  original  cliarter  in  i8S(j  the  corporate 
name  of  the  in>titution  was  changed  to  "The  Urfix  ersit_\-  of  Mount 
Allison  College."  When  in  1013  further  legislation  was  obtained 
re\ising  the  constitution  of  the  go\erning  bod\-  >o  ih.it  more  power 
was  thrown  into  the  hands  of  the  Alumni  of  the  l]ni\  erhit\',  the  nrmie 
of  the  corporation  becaiue  "d'he  Regents  of  Mount  .\llison."  Under 
this  corp(.)ration  are  three  institutions  to  be  known  as  "The  Mount 
Allison  Academy,"  "d~lie  Mount  .Mlison  Ladies'  (  ollege,"  and  "The 
Mount  Allison  Uni\ersity." 

According  to  the  i)ro\'isions  of  the  amended  charter,  the  ultimate 
owner;>hip  of  the  Universitv  is  in  the  (ieneral  L'oulercnce  ol  the  .Metho- 
dist I'burch  of  Canada.  The  direct  government,  is,  howe\-er,  \ested 
in  a  bjoanl  (jf  Regents  and  a  Senate,  and  the  aloresaid  (jeneral  Con- 
ference exercises  a  controlling  infiuence  on  the  affairs  of  the  Uni\er- 
sitv  soleh-  through  the  power  conferred  on  it  by  the  charter  of  appoint- 
ing a  majorit\-  of  the  regents. 

dhe  Uni\ersitv  Senate  is  a  conqxi^ite  bod\-  consisting  of  the 
faculty  of  twelve  regents  appointed  by  the  board.  It  is  charged  with 
the  dut\'  and  regulating  the  strictly  educational  concerns  of  the  Uni- 
versitw  such  as  framing  courses  of  stud}-  and  the  conferring  of  degrees- 
'file  general  management  of  affairs  is  intrusted  to  the  Hoard  of 
Regents,  which  consists  of  thirty-six  members  :  twenl\-four  appointed 
by  the  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Church,  with  eight  repre-

sentatives  of  tlie  Aluiimi  Society  and  fuiir  reprcsentali\-es  ui  the 
Alumnae  Association  of  tlie  Ladies'  Colle,i;e. 

In  its  interna!  administration,  the  Uni\-ersit3'  has  always  Ijeen 
conducted  on  strictl)-  non-sectarian  jjrinciples.  No  tests  uf  relij^dous 
lielief  or  church  adherence  are  re(|uired  from  memhers  of  the  faculty 
or  students.  Wdiile  the  Alethodist  population  of  the  .Maritime  l'ru\- 
inces  and  Xewfoundland  i>  naturally  looked  to  as  the  chief  sum-cc 
of  supply  of  students,  a  \ery  appreciahle  percentage  of  the  attendance 
has  uniformly  rejiresented  other  religious  denominations. 

In  the  earl\'  years  of  its  organization  tiie  College  received  grants 
from  the  go\-ernmeiUs  Imih  of  Nova  Scotia  and  of  Xew  lirunswick. 
When  these  were  withdrawn  the  linancial  jxisition  was  fi.T  a  time 
seri(.)us.  ilowe\er,  friends  came  nohh'  to  assistance,  hoth  men  of 
mccans  who  ga\'e  suliscrii)tions  of  ciinsiderable  size,  and  minister,--  and 
others  who  made  great  sacrifices  to  assist  the  College  in  its  time  or 
need.  .\t  inter\als  efforts  have  lieen  made  to  increase  the  endowment. 
The  latest  a  campaign  in  1013,  org.anized  to  ohtain  fnrtlier  endow- 
ment and  to  rai>e  ni'inc}-  for  a  new  Science  Hall,  resulted  in  suh^crip- 
tions  of  ;ih(]ut  ,$_'00,ooc3.  The  largest  single  gift  that  has  heen  made 
to  the  Cnixersity,  was  that,  in  iSijG.  of  $100,000  \)y  the  late  Hart  .V. 
Massey,  of  d'(jronto.  .\  portion  of  this  was  set  aside  for  the  endow- 
ment of  a  chair  to  he  called  "The  Hart  .\.  Alassey  Chair  of  rinloso- 
lih)-."  .\nother  important  gift  came  fr(jm  the  late  Jairus  Hart  of 
Halifax,  \o\a  Scotia,  who  in  .addition  to  specitic  heipiests,  m.ide  in 
his  will  Mount  .Mlis.ju  one  of  the  thiee  re^iduar_\-  leg.itee>.  Through 
these  pro\isions  of  Mr.  Hart's  will  the  Ladies'  Cc'llege  huilt  a  new- 
stone  wing  called  Hart  Hall,  and  the  Cni\ersity  oI)l,iiued  .ahout  $73, 
000.  I'.ut  in  the  man\'  respects  (piite  as  important  was  the  l)e(|uest 
of  the  late  (ieorge  T.  llowser,  of  Sack\-ille,  hy  which  all  his  property 
])assed  to  the  l'ni\ersity.  Li  this  way  the  Universit\  acipiired  ver\- 
valuahle  lantls  adjoining  its  own  jiropert}-  in  the  centre  of  the  town, 
and  affording  ,adei|uate  space  for  the  growth  and  dexelopment  of 
years  to  come,  ddirough  the  generosit)-  of  the  l\e\-.  Ralph  llrccken, 
D.  D.,  of  Toronto,  J.  We>ley  Smith,  of  H.ilifax,  and  others,  con-id- 
erahle  >ums  are  available  each  \e.ar  as  aids  and  scholarship  to  assist 
deserving  students. 

.\  t;ood  deal  of  nionev — in  p.irt  because  of  unfortiuiate  losses  hy 
hre — has  been  spent  in  buildings  which  have  grown  con.sider.ablv  from 
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the  iiKuk'st  btriK'turc  with  whicli  the  C'nlle^e  heL;an.  That  oM  huiLHu.i,^ 
is  btill  ill  existence.  l'han.i;eil  in  pcisilimi  ami  utherwise  it  i^  now 
the  Science  llaU.  Xear  it  .stanils  Memorial  I  hill,  in  which  are  the 
1-ihrarv,  the  C'liapel,  and  the  leclnre-rduni^  fur  Art>  and  d'henlo^y. 
( )n  the  canipns  with  these  is  the  iire>ident's  cultai^e.  Acm-s  the 
street  i>  the  larL;e  residential  hnihlini;'  fur  men  with  the  i;\innasinni 
and  athletic  s^ronnds  cln-e  heside  it.  Life  in  resilience  with  all  the 
associalii  ins  and  intimacies  which  are  su  impurtanl  in  culle^e  life, 
has  always  hcen  uf  ^reat  impurtance  at  Ah  unit  Allisun.  Anuther 
ImildiiiL;  nseil  fur  ci  invocations  and  all  lar.i^e  pnhlic  L;atherin,t;s  is  the 
Charles  h'awcelt  .Memorial  Hall  presented  h\  a  son  and  danL;hter  of 
the  late  Charles  h'awcett.  It  is  a  huildint^-  of  splendid  proportions 
and  stands  on  the  site  of  the  residence  of  Charles  1".  Allison. 

Mount  Alli-on  has  now  three  facnlties  of  .\rts,  'rhcolo;;\-  and 
Applied  Science,  and  in  connection  with  the  Ladies'  ( 'ollci;e  o|f(.-rs  a 
course  for  the  decree  of  Lachelor  of  Music.  The  course  in  Applieil 
Science  is  in  afliliation  with  Mc(hll  and  the  Xowi  .Scoiia  Technical 
C'oUe-e.  Stndcnls  who  complete  it  enter  on  the  thiiil  ye.ir  in  those 
colkL;i.'s.  Men  and  women  are  receixed  on  a  [lerfcct  e(|ualit\'  in 
rei^ard  to  entrance  and  competition  for  all  honors  and  scholarships. 
To  Mount  ,\llison,  indeed,  comes  the  honor  of  hcni^  the  tirst  college 
in  Canada  to  .admit  women  to  decrees,  since  in  iNj^  the  dei^ree  of 
Latchelor  of  Science  was  conferred  on  a  \ounj4-  lad\',  and  in  i8S_', 
that  of  llatchelor  of  Arts. 

The  llrst  ]iresident  oi  Mount  Allison  was  l\c\ .  lluniphre\-  I'ickard, 
D.  1).  In  iSr,(,  he  was  succeeded  hy  l)a\id  .Mh-on,  LL.  \)..  \\\vj 
resi,L;ned  in  1S7S  to  hecome  Superintendent  of  l-'dncalion  for  Xo\a 
Sc(jtia.  llis  successor  was  J.  1\.  Inch,  LL.  D.,  \\ho  re■^i,^ned  in  i.S()i 
on  accepting,''  the  position  of  .Superintendent  of  Lducalion  for  Xew 
P>rnn-^wicl<.  At  this  time  Dr.  Allison  returned  for  ;i  second  term 
which  continued  down  to  101  C  when  he  was  succeeded  1)\-  Re\'.  11.  (J. 
Lorden.  1).  1).,  who  still  h<.lds  the  oftice. 

Mount  .Mlisou  has  now  se\eral  hundred  graduates,  main-  of  whom 
ha\e  hecome  prominent  in  husiness  and  [irofe^sioual  life.  ThioUL;li 
all  the  \ears  they  seem  to  ha\e  felt  stroii:.;ly  the  call  to  puhlic  ser\  ice 
in  town  or  I'roxince,  in  courts  or  in  1 ',irli,air,eiit,  just  as  in  these  da\s 
of  war  the  student  hody  has  felt  the  higher  call  of  the  Fjiipire  and 
enlisted  in  scores  to  serv'e  Kint;  and  couiilr)'.     Mount  .Allison  has  no 
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chair  of  patridtisni,  yet  with  such  rcMihs  .me  cannot  hut  feci  that  her 
teacliinj^-  routes  stu'lents  In  a  sen^e  i>f  their  (hity  as  citizens  and  his 
them  tci  do  i^tjcul  service  for  llieir  fellow-men. 


THE    CHURCH    SCHOOL   FOR   (IIKLS,    FlxaCXILLF.    WINDSOR,    N.    S. 

(  F.  W.  \'. ) 

It  is  reniarkahie  tliat  tlie  I'hurch  of  lui^land,  which  was  forward 
in  educational  work,  startins^  .schools  throuj^houl  the  l'ro\ince  in  the 
middle  of  the  eighteenth  century,  and  estalilishiny,  the  .\cadeni\  for 
hovs  at  Windsor  in  i  7N8,  should  iia\e  waited  until  more  than  a  hun- 
dred vears  later  to  provide  a  hoarding-scliool  f.ir  girls.  In  this  iui- 
])ortant  work  she  all'uved  herself  to  he  anlici]iated  hy  Koman  (  .allio- 
uiics,  Methodists,  I'laptists  and  ]'resli_\terians.  There  were  sexeral 
small  and  inade(iuatcly  ei[nipped  private  schools:  hut  1 'hurch  of  ]*".ng- 
land  [jarents  who  desire<l  better  educational  ad\antages  for  their 
daughters  were  ohliged  to  send  them  to  some  institution  outside  the 
Province,  or  to  jjatronize  one  of  the  denominational  schools  at  home. 
The  incejition  and  organization  of  the  scheme  for  the  cstahlish- 
nient  of  a  school  for  girls,  under  the  [latrcjuage  of  the  Church  oi 
luigl.ind,  nuist  he  credited  to  the  energy  and  ahilily  of  i  ine  of  .\o\a 
Scotia"s  strong  men,  Dr.  llenr_\-  \'onle  Ilind.  and  prominent  among 
those  who  were  associated  with  him  in  the  work  weie  the  l\e\'.  Dr. 
Partridge,  then  rector  of  St.  ( leorge's,  Halifax.;  Canon  Prigshack.  of 
St.  fohn,  Xew  lirnnswick ;  the  Pev.  11.  H.  HelUois,  of  .\nnapolis 
Poval;  IC  W.  Dimock,  l-.sq.,  and  C.  S.  Wilcox,  h'.scp,  an.l  the  Pe\. 
Dr.  Willets,  of  Windsor,  and  j.   P.  I'orster,   I'sip,  of  Dorchester. 

.-\  resolution  settmg  forth  the  need  for  such  a  school  was  passetl 
l)y  the  .\lnnnii  of  King's  (/oUege  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  asso- 
ciation on  June  25,  181^0.  It  was  strongly  advocated  hy  the  Pishop 
of  .Xova  Scotia  (Dr.  Courtney)  in  his  aildress  to  the  Diocesan  Synod 
on  Inne  2-],  with  the  result  that  a  resulution  was  passed  unanimously 
hv  the  S\nod  for  the  estahlishnient  forthwith  of  a  "Clnu-ch  Schonl 
for  (lirls  at  Winds, ir,  Xo\;i  Scotia"  on  the  hasis  of  a  joint  stock 
compau)':  the  financial  affairs  cjf  which  should  he  m.auaged  h_\-  a 
l)oard  of  directors  elected  h_\-  the  sliareh(/lders,  and  the  discipline  ;mil 
instruction  controlled  hy  a  hoard  of  trustees,  consisting  of  the  Pishops 
of  Xo\a  Scotia  and  l'"redericton,  three  represeiitatu  es  of  the  share- 
holders, two  ajiijointed  hy  the  governors  of   King's  t/ollege  and  one 
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eacli  liy  tlic  S_\'nods  of  No\'a  Scotia  and  Fredcricton.  The  Synod 
nf  tlic  Diiicese  of  I'rederictun  d  incurred  in  the  >clieinc  on  Jul}'  2nd 
of  the  same  year. 

.\  nieetin_i,r  nf  the  ])rnnioters  uf  the  .schndl  was  held  in  Windsor 
on  Jul\-  loth,  and  a  heauliful  propert}-,  known  a.-^  "lul^nehill,"  o\er- 
lookin;;-  the  town  of  Windsor,  and  sloping'  towards  the  ea^t  and 
South,  was  secured  as  a  site.  The  property  at  lirst  accpu'red  co\- 
ered  rather  more  than  eight  acres,  hut  this  was  cousiderahlv  en]arii;ed 
h_v  suhsequent  purchases.  On  Aui.;ust  Jth  a  meeting  of  shareholders 
was  held,  and  a  [iri.i\  isional  hoard  of  directors  elected,  and  another 
nieetiui.;  was  held  on  Xo\-eml)er  i_'th,  when  it  was  decided  that  the 
school  should  he  opened  on  januar\'  8,  iSi>i.'  .\n  .\cl  of  lncor[)ora- 
tion  was  olitained   from  the  Legislature  in  .\pril,   1801. 

It  was  found  possible  to  adapt  the  building  then  on  the  property 
to  scho(jl  j)urpo>es  so  as  to  accomuKjdate  tliirtv-ti\e,  including  m\s- 
tre.sses.  The  I'.ishop  of  Xo\a  Scotia  was  a>ked  to  ;,clect  a  lady 
[irincipal,  and  he  wa>  tortunate  in  being  able  to  secure  tor  the  posi- 
tion llannah  J.  Machin,  a  lady  faxorablv  known  fiom  her  manage- 
ment ot  an  excellent  pri\ate  school  in  Ouebec,  who,  as  she  was  clos- 
ing her  (jun  scho.  T  brought  with  her  se\eral  of  her  mistresses  and 
pupils. 

The  school  ojiened  with  twenty-se\en  resident  pupils  ami  fifteen 
day  scholars  and  se\eral  girls  had  to  be  refused  on  account  of  lack 
of  accommo<lation ;  so  the  directors  felt  justified  in  proceeding  at 
once  to  the  erecliou  of  a  new  builtling.  Work-  on  this  was  begun  on 
May  iS,  and  the  curner-stoue  was  laid  by  Sir  John  C.  .\llen.  Chief 
justice  of  Xew  Hiiuiswick,  on  the  tlay  of  the  school  closing,  June  23, 
1 89 1 . 

As  not  much  more  than  $27,000  of  the  stock  had  lieeu  su])scribed, 
it  was  found  necessary  to  borrow  the  sum  of  ^24.000  on  mortgage; 
but  the  management  of  the  school  has  been  such,  that,  besides  adding 
largely  to  the  buildings  and  (.)ther  properties  of  the  institution,  the 
standing  indebtedness  is  being  year  by  year  decreased. 

The  new  building  was  ready  for  occupanc}'  in  January,  1802,  and 
was  fulh-  up  to  all  mndcrn  retpiirements.  .\11  rooms  are  large  and 
air\'  ;ind  well  lighted.  There  is  a  i^ood  gymnasium  in  the  b;i-einent, 
ample  batliM-onin^  are  provided  and  there  i--  h"t-w;iler  healing  and 
electric  lighting  throughout.      .\   laundry   building  and  small   hospital 
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for  use  in  case  of  infections  diseases  were  afterwards  adde<l,  and  in 
iS()5  another  large  linilding  was  erected  with  an  a>senilil\  hall  on 
the  gronnd  lloor  and  nni->ic  rooms  and  art  studio  al)o\e,  and  a  goud 
lihrary  moni  and  additional  hed-rooms  in  the  wing  connecting  this 
with  the  main  huilding.  The  school  also  has  its  own  dairy,  which 
alTords  a  constant  supiily  of  excellent  milk.  The  ample  gronnds  are 
tastefully  laid  out,  with  excellent  tennis  lawns,  walks  and  .dn-uhheries 
and  an  open-air  skating  rink,  and  the  outlnik  from  the  schodl  o\er 
hill  and  ilalc  and  river  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  to  he  found  in 
the    I'nnince. 

Miss  Machin  retired  in  iS()7  and  was  succeeded  l>y  Mis^  lllanche 
L.  Lefrov,  who  had  received  thorough  training  at  (dieltcnliam  f.adies' 
t'oUege,  and  who  hroughl  with  her  a  staff  of  competent  mi^lresve<, 
under  whom  the  scho(jl  .soon  accpiired  a  high  repnt.atiou  tor  thorough- 
ness and  cliicienc)'. 

Idle  musical  department  was  brought  into  connection  with  Trin- 
ity College,  London,  in  iSijO,  and  exann'natious  in  nuisical  knowledge 
ha\e  been  held  each  }c;ir  since  with  unfailing  success,  and  pupils 
from  I'algehill  lia\e  on  more  than  one  occasion  obtained  |ierfect  marks. 
Iu|uall\-  succes.^fnl  ha\e  been  the  examinations  in  singing,  piiuio- 
forle  and  \iohn  conducted  by  the  .\ssociated  Hoard  of  the  Royal 
.\cademv  of  Music  and  the  l\o_\al  College  of  Music,  which  l^lge- 
hill  pupils  ha\e  taken  since  lOOO.  bixaminatious  in  art  are  aLo  con- 
ducted b\-  the  Royal  Drawing  Society  with  \ery  satisfactor\-  resiilts. 
Miss  Lefro\-  resigned  in  11)05  and  was  ^ucceeiled  liy  Miss  (^'u.a 
Smith,  sometime  principal  ol  King's  llall,  ( "omptc)u,  (Juebec,  and 
before  that  head  mistress  of  St.  Stephen's  high  school,  \\'in(bor, 
I'.ngland,  under  who>e  man.agement  the  school  has  ni.ade  ste,ad\-  prog- 
ress and  well  sustained  il.s  former  reputation. 

It  is  an  indication  of  the  appreciation  in  which  I'.dgehill  is  held 
that  it  has  already  enrolled  something  more  than  a  thousand  pn])ils. 
While  the  great  majorit_\-  of  these  h,a\e  been  girls  from  the  Maritime 
l'ro\inces,  a  considerable  number  ha\e  come  from  the  other  I'roxinces 
of  Canada,  from  the  United  Stales,  from  Xewfoundland  and  from 
the  West  Indies. 

Dr.  llind  discharged  the  duties  of  mruiaging  director  and  secre- 
tary of  the  board  with  nnll.igging  zeal  from  the  lime  of  the  lirst 
organization  of  the  school  until  his  death  in  the  sunnuer  of   looS  and 
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since    tluit    liiiK-    this   wnrk   lias    liecn    carried    on    most    cflicicnlly    by 
the   Rev.   11.  A.   IJarley. 

THE    NOKM.VL    COLLEGE. 

The  Normal  C'ollej;e  is  sitnated  in  the  town  of  Trnro  ami  is  aftl- 
liated  for  pur|)o.--es  of  instrnction  with  the  Xo\a  Scotia  ( dllei^e  of 
Ai.;ricnllure  nearby,  also  with  the  Rural  Science  Training-  Scluxil, 
whitii  is  practicallv  a  \acation  normal  couise  for  the  special  traininv^ 
of  teachers  f(/r  school-  entitled  to  extra  i^rant-  for  the  teachin;;'  of 
elementar}'  agriculture. 

Ihe  Xurmal  C 'jlle^e  [iroiier  under  the  principal-hip  of  l)a\id 
Soloan,  li.  .\.,  LL.  H.,  since  1000,  now  trains  about  400  teachers 
and  has  a  staff  of  about  iS  includiuL;  the  afliliated  departments  of 
l)omestic  and  .Mechanic  Science  at  an  annual  cost  of  ab^nt  .Sjo.ooo, 
iucludinL;  the  traxelin;.;  e.\pen>es  of  the  students  be_\ond  ten  miles 
from   Truri  1. 

It  \\a-  opened  as  the  l'ro\-incial  Xcirmrd  School  on  the  14th  of 
No\ember,  1N55,  under  the  [irincipalship  of  l\e\-.  .\leAan<ler  iMir- 
re^ter,  1 ).  1).,  who  wa-  succeeded  by  John  r.nrj.;e^s  (alkin,  M.  .\.. 
LL.  f).,  from  jSm)  t"  looi'-  (  )ri^inally  it  combined  academic  and 
jirofessional  in-truction.  Since  iS<;,^  the  academic  work'  has  been 
done  in  the  hii^h  schools  and   uni\er-ities  i)reliminar\'   tn   admi-siou. 

Tin:    \0\'.\    SCOI'IA    CoLI.i;C,E   OK    .VCIUCrLTIKi:. 

The  Xowi  Scotia  LollcL^e  of  Agriculture  has  at  present  a  stall 
of  about  13  and  an  extensi\e  suite  of  buildini;>  on  a  farm  of  3(;() 
acres  just  outside  the  town  of  Truro,  on  the  rii^lu  bank  of  the  .Salmon 
l\i\er.  It  was  opened  in  1S83  as  the  Lr'wiucial  ."School  of  aj^ri- 
cultnre  m  afliliatiou  with  the  Rro\incial  Xormal  School,  with  the 
object  of  stinuilatin;.,'^  the  development  of  as^rieulture  throu-h  the 
schooL.  In  iNo3  it  was  supplemented  b\-  a  sch' lol  of  horticnltui-e 
at  \\'olf\ille.  In  iN'j^  the  bnildiny  at  Truro  wa-  burned  down,  and 
the  woi'k  was  continued   for  a   few    \ears  in  tenipor,ir\'  o  Minis. 

In  1003  under  the  principal-hii)  of  Mehille  (ummini;-,  I'..  .\., 
1!.  S.  .\..  the  ai^ricultural  and  horticultural  woik  were  concentrated 
at  the  lu'esent  .-ite  when  the  new  collet;e  building;  was  opened.  Since 
then  man_\-  suiiplenientary  buildings  ha\'e  been  erecteil,  the  latest  be- 
in;.;  the  new  Science  IhiilcliuL;'  which  becomes  the  main  headifuarters  of 
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research  work,  as  well  as  of  ])iiiiie>tic  Science  and  other  ])ro\'isi(jns 
t(jr  piipular  shnrt  cnurses. 

It  is  artiliated  with  the  Xornial  ("iille<ie  to  some  extent,  hut  mure 
especialh'  witli  the  Rural  Science  Training-  Sch<  lol  under  the  deanship 
1)1"  (  larence  L.  IMixae.  M.  A.,  \\  \\.  S.  C,  and  under  the  directdr  mI 
Kural   Science  School.s,  l...ran  A.   DeWulfe,   Al.   Sc. 

In  the  regular  two  years  course  there  ha\e  heen  ahout  too  annually 
enrnlleil;  the  short  courses  from  -'30  to  300;  and  in  the  Rural  Science 
Trainini^  cuurse  fur  teachers  ahuut  150.  Short  courses  are  aUu  hein;; 
L;i\en  at  tlifferent  points  in  the  cuuutr_\-,  with  an  attendance  i<i 
ahout   150. 

The  estimates  fur  the  year  101''  contained  $18,300  fur  the  (  'ulle!;e 
and  $14,7(30  for  the  fanii.

The  Nova  Scotia  Technical  I'olle-e  was  provided  for  in  the 
Technical  h'.ducatiou  .\ct  of  \t)i)j.  which  practical!}'  created  a  new 
suh-department  uf  education  nuiler  a  directc)r  who  would  alxi  he 
principal  of  the  ColleL^e.  Miniui^  schools  were  pro\  ided  for  the 
training;-  of  mana,i;"ers,  engiueineu,  and  foremen  in  nhnini;  rei;iun-; 
local  e\enin,n-  techihcal  schuul;,  in  the  cities  and  towns;  and  the  (."olle,!;e 
itself  was  aUiliateil  with  the  universities  of  the  Atlantic  I'rosince-  to 
the  extent  of  doini^'  the  third  and  fourth  years  work  re(|uiirni;  expeu- 
si\e  eiiuipmeul  leading;  to  dei.;rees  in  such  departments  as  (/i\il,  Min- 
iiiL;-,  Mecli.auical  and  kdectrical  l'.n;;ineerini^.  Its  lioardot  (loveriiors 
consists  p|-eduminentl\'  <ii  repre-eutati\'es  from  each  uf  the  universi- 
ties, suhiect  to  the  (Amucil  i>i  i'uhlic  lustructiun. 

d'he  (  ulle.ge  and  the  main  1  luildin.i,''  fur  the  en^inceriui;  laliura- 
turies  were  erected  hy  1000,  and  the  Murray  I.ahuratory  of  .Mmiui;- 
and  Metallurgv  hv  10  I -\  at  a  cost  uf  u\er  a  ()uarter  uf  a  nulliuu  dullars. 

d'he  lirst  deL^rees  were  cuuferi'ed  in  loio.  Up  tu  loH'  si\t_\-nine 
f,'raduates  cuinpleted  their  respective  courses  and  were  awarded  the 
11.  Sc.  in  their  departments.  IdftN-three  completed  short  cuurses 
for  which   diplumas  were  awarded. 

i'd'ederick'  II.  Sexton,  l'>.  S..  has  heen  the  I'rincipal.  Idle  stal'f 
of  instruction  numher  ten,  and  the  animal  expeuiliture  ni  the  ("cdle^e 
approximates  $28,0(10.  diie  net  expenditure  of  the  suh-department 
last  vear  was  ahout  $49,000. 
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One  thousand  five  humlicd  and  eiglit)--four  students  were  en- 
rtilled  in  the  local  technical  sclinols,  and  live  luuulred  antl  ninety- 
tour  in  the  local  ]\lining  and  luigineering  schools. 

THE    HALIFAX    SCHOOL    FOR    THE    DEAF. 

The  Halifax  School  for  the  Deaf  was  founded  in  1851  by 
priwUe  liene\  ( ■lence,  and  is  go\erned  li\'  iL--  own  directors.  lUit  the 
I'rovincial  ( 'io\ernnient  soon  Ix-gan  to  aid  it,  and  now  proN  ides  in  it 
free  education  for  all  the  ileaf  and  dninh  within  the  I'mxince.  ddie 
huikling  now  occupied  was  coni[)letetl  in  181)5.  The  princijials  were 
J.  So>tt  llutton,  1837;  Mr.  W'oodhridge,  1878;  j.  Scott  llutton, 
189J;  James  IT'aron,  i8gi.  In  1915  there  were  106  [uipils  in  at- 
tendance— ('>4  from  Xo\a  Scotia,  11  from  Newfoundland,  10  from 
I'rince  I'.dward  Inland,  5  from  Xew  I'lrnn^wick,  i  from  IVTmuda 
and  1 5   from  Alherta. 

THE    H.\LIFAX    SCHOOL    FOR    THE    lU.IN'Il. 

The  Halifax  Scho(.l  for  the  lUind  was  estal)li>hed  in  18(17  and 
opened  with  four  pupils  in  1871  under  the  present  principal.  Sir 
C.  [''.  Kraser,  LI..  D.  It  is  similarly  related  to  the  Troxincial  (iov- 
ermnent  and  education  department  as  the  institution  for  the  deaf. 
It  pro\ide>  for  the  education  of  the  lilind  in  the  I'roxince  of  Xo\a 
Scotia,  New  riruiisw  iek.  Prince  h'.dward  Island  and  Newfoundland, 
from  which  there  were  in  attendance  respecti\  el_\-,  ^)^,,  2y.  d,  16,  mak- 
ing 14J  in  all.

Last  iiii;lit  Air,  Ncsliitt,  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Assemlily  of 
this  Pro\  inee,  C()innTiiiicate<l  to  me  a  letter  he  had  just  received  from 
the  Speaker  of  the  llou^e  of  l\epreseutati\'es  of  the  Proviuce  of  the 
Massachusetts  May;  and  as  the  keeping;'  up  of  a  correspondence 
hetween  the  se\'eral  colnnies  in  their  leiL,dslative  capacities  nia)'  in 
time  [)r(j\e  daiiL^eriius  ccinsei|Uence,  I  concei\ed  it  proper  tn  transmit 
to  yiiur  Icjrdship  a  cop_\-  uf  this  letter.  And  at  the  same  time  I  must 
prav  leave  in  assure  ynur  lordship  that  n<T  temptation,  however  threat, 
will  lead  the  inhabitants  of  this  colony  to  show  the  least  inclination  l<j 
opjxjse  acts  of  the  British  Parliament.

The  House  of  l\epresentati\-es  of  this  Pro\ince  ha\c  taken  into 
their  .serious  cou.sideration  the  i^reat  dillicultics  that  must  accrue  to 
themsehc'S  and  their  constituents  \iv  the  operation  of  the  se\er,il  acts 
of   Parliament,  imposiuL;'  <luties  and  taxes  on  the  .\merican  colonies. 

As  it  is  a  subject  in  which  e\ery  colon\-  is  deeplv  interested,  they 
ha\'e  no  reason  to  doulit  hut  \our  .Nssemhl)-  is  duly  imprcsseil  with 
its  importance,  and  that  such  constitutional  measures  will  he  taken  h\' 
them  as  are  proper. 

It  seems  to  me  necessary  that  all  possible  care  sliouM  be  taken 
th.at  the  representati\es  of  the  se\eral  assemblies,  upon  so  delicate  a 
point,  should  harmonize  with  each  other.     The  House,  therefore,  hoi)e 
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that  this  letter  will  be  candidly  considered  in  no  other  lii;ht  than  as 
exl)^cs^^ing  a  disjiosition  freely  to  coniniunicate  their  niind^  to  a  lister 
colon}',  upiin  a  common  concern,  in  the  same  manner  a^  the\-  wonld 
be  glad  to  recei\e  the  sentiments  of  \'onr  or  an\'  other  ilou,-e  of 
.\ssemhl_\-. 

The  House  have  humbly  represented  to  the  Alinitsr_\-  their  own 
sentiments,  that  His  Maie>t\'s  High  Court  of  I'arlianient  is  the 
supreme  legi.-lali\e  power  o\er  the  whole  h'.mpire.  That  in  all  free 
States  the  Constitution  is  lixed;  auil  as  the  supreme  legislali\e  derives 
its  power  and  authnrit}'  from  the  L'oiUsilutii  ui,  it  canrmt  o\erleap  the 
b(junds  of  it  without  deslro\ing  its  own  foundation.  That  the  Con- 
stitution is  Certain,  and  limits  hoili  so\ereignt\-  an(l  allegiance,  and 
therefore  His  Alaiest\"s  American  subjects,  wh.i  acknowledge  them- 
sches  bound  b\-  the  ties  ol  allegiance,  ha\e  an  ei|mtable  claim  to  the 
full  enjoyment  of  the  fundamental  rights  of  the  Ihitish  t'onstituli' ai. 
1  hat  it  is  an  essential,  unalterable  right  in  nature,  ingrafted  into  the 
British  l.'onstitutii/n.  as  a  tundamental  law.  and  e\er  held  sacred  and 
inviolate  b)-  the  subjects  within  the  realm,  that  what  a  man  hath  bon- 
estl}  ac(|uired  is  abs(;)lutel_\-  his  own,  which  he  ina\'  freel\-  give,  but 
cannot  be  taken  from  him  without  his  own  consent.  I  hat  the  Ameri- 
can subjects  may,  theretore,  exclusive  of  anv  consideration  of  char- 
acter of  freemen  and  subjects,  assert  their  natural  and  coustitutii 'ual 
right. 

It  is,  moreover,  their  humble  o]>inion.  which  the\'  express  with 
the  greatest  deference  to  the  wisdom  of  Parliament,  that  the  acts 
m.ide  there,  imposing  duties  (  ju  the  people  of  this  l'rM\ince  with  the 
sole  and  express  pui'pose  of  raising  a  rexenue.  are  in  I  ringements  (d" 
their  natural  ccmstitutioual  rights,  because,  as  the\-  are  not  repre- 
sented in  the  British  1 'arli.ament.  His  .Majest)-'s  commous  in  llrit.iin, 
by  those  acts,  grant  their  property  without  their  consent. 

This  House  further  are  of  opinion,  that  their  constituents  consider- 
ing their  local  circumstances,  cannot  by  any  ]iossibility  be  reiiresented 
in  the  I'arliament.  and  that  it  \\\\\  forever  be  impracticable  that  thev 
sill  luld  be  ecpially  represented  there,  and  conseipienll)-  not  at  all, 
lieing  sejjarated  by  an  ocean  of  a  thousand  leagues;  and  that  His 
IMajesty's  Ivoyal  predecessors,  for  this  rea.'<on,  were  graciously  pleased 
t'l  from  a  snliordinate  legislation  here,  that  their  subjects  might  enjoy 
the   inalienable   right   of   a    representation,   and    that,   considering   the 
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Utter  iiii])racticaliilit\'  of  tlicir  v\ur  IiciiiL;'  fulh'  and  c(|ually  rcprc^cnieil 
ill  Parliament,  and  the  threat  expense  that  would  una\  >  lidalily  attend 
e\eu  a  partial  represeiitalii  >n  there,  ineniliers  of  this  llnii.se  think  that 
a  taxation  of  their  eoiistituents.  e\"eii  witliMut  their  cniisL'iit,  :_;i  ie\-ous 
as  it  is,  would  he  preferahle  to  any  representatitjn  that  emild  he  ad- 
initteil    fur  them  there. 

L'pnn  these  principles,  and  also  considering  that  were  the  right 
in  Parliament  e\er  so  clear,  _\et,  for  olj\ious  reasniis,  it  would  he 
heyoiid  the  rules  of  equity  that  their  constituents  should  he  taxed 
nil  the  manufactures  of  ( ireat  Britain  here  in  additinn  tn  the  duties 
the\-  ])a\'  for  them  in  luigland,  and  other  adxantages  arising  tn  (Ireat 
Pritain  from  the  acts  of  trade,  this  llnuse  ha\e  prepared  a  luinihlc, 
dutiful  and  loyal  petitinu  In  niir  nmst  gracious  Soxereigu,  and  made 
such  representations  to  his  .Majest_\-'s  Ministers  as  they  ajipreheiid 
wiuild  tend  to  ohtain  redress. 

dhe\'  ha\e  also  suhniitted  it  to  consideration,  whether  any  penplc 
can  he  said  to  enjn_\-  any  degree  nf  freetloiii,  if  the  Crown  in  addition 
t(j  its  undouhted  authorit)'  (d"  cniistituting  a  Governor,  should  also 
appnint  such  a  stipend  as  it  shall  judge  piroper,  withnut  the  cniiseut 
iii  the  ])enple  anil  at  their  expense;  and  whether,  while  the  judges  nt 
the  land  ami  other  ci\il  nfticers  in  the  ])ro\ince  hold  not  their  cnm- 
mission  <luring  good  hchaxiour,  their  ha\ing  their  salaries  appninted 
fnr  them  h\-  the  Crown,  independent  nf  the  ]ien]ilc.  hath  imt  a 
tendencx'  to  sul.)vert  the  ijrinciples  of  ei|uit\-,  and  endanger  the  happi- 
ness and  security  of  the  suhject. 

In  additinn  to  these  measures,  the  memhers  (if  the  Ihiuse  wrote 
a  letter  to  their  agent,  Mr.  DePerdt,  the  sentiments  of  which  he 
is  directed  to  la_\'  hetnre  the  .Ministry,  wherein  the\  take  imtice  oi 
the  hardship  cd"  the  act  for  pre\enting  mutiny  and  de-ertinu  which 
reiiuires  the  Cio\ernnr  ami  ("ouncil  to  pro\ide  enumerated  articles 
for  the  King's  marching  troo])s  and  the  people  tn  pa\'  the  expense, 
ami  al.-n  nf  the  commissinn  of  the  gentlemen  appointed  commissioners 
of  the  customs  to  reside  in  .America,  which  authnrizes  them  to  make 
as  mail}'  appointments  as  tlie\-  think  lit,  and  tn  pa\'  the  appnintees 
what  sums  the)-  please,  for  whose  malcoiiduct  tlie\-  are  imt  respniisihle, 
frnin  whence  it  ina\'  happen  that  nllicers  nf  the  (  rnwii  nia\'  he  multi- 
plied tn  such  a  degree  as  tn  heconie  dangerniis  to  the  liherties  of  the 
people,    h)-    \irtue   of   a   coniniis^inii,    which    dnes   not    aiipear    tn    this 
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House  to  (iL-rive  any  such  advantai^cs  to  trailc  as  man}-  ha\c  been 
leil  ti_)  ex[)eet. 

These  are  the  sentiments  and  iinieeediui^s  of  this  ilnuse;  and  as 
tiiey  ha\e  too  much  reason  ti>  l)elie\e  that  the  enemies  of  the  ciliaiies 
have  represented  tliein  tn  His  Ahijesty's  Minister^^  and  tile  i'arlia- 
ment  as  factious,  dislnNal,  and  iiaxans,^  a  tlispusition  tn  niai<e  llieni- 
sehes  independent  uf  the  mutlier  countrw  tliev  iia\e  tal<en  occa^ieiu, 
in  the  UM.st  huinhle  terms  tn  assure  His  Aiaje^^t)•  and  his  Ministers 
tliat  with  regard  to  the  penple  of  tliis  I'roxince,  and  as  tlie\-  ddulit 
not  of  all  the  ciilnnies,  the  charge  is  unju>t. 

'idle  lli>u^.e  i^  fully  satisfied  that  yunr  .\ssenil)ly  is  too  geneorus 
and  enlaigeil  in  sentiment  to  helieve  that  this  letter  proceeds  from  an 
amliitioii  of  taking  the  head  or  dictating  to  the  other  Assemhlies. 
The\-  freel}-  sulanil  their  opinion  to  the  judgment  of  others,  and  ^liall 
take  it  kind  in  _\'our  House  to  point  out  to  them  an}lhing  further 
which  ma)-  he  tlionght  necessary. 

Idle  House  cannot  conclude  without  expre>sing  its  confidence 
in  tlie  King,  our  common  head  and  father,  that  the  united  and  dutiful 
ap])lication  of  his  distressed  .\nierican  suhjects  will  meet  with  his 
l\o\al  and    favorahle  accei)tance.

"The  ("ommittee  of  H.  M.  Council,  ;ippoiulcd  t(.)  ex.amine  into  the 
facts  stated  in  the  memorial  of  Colonel  .\le\ander  .Mc.Xntl  addresseil 
to  the  Kt.  Hon.  the  Lords  Commissioners  for  dVade  and  Plantations 
dated  the  17th  of  .\pril,  iyC^G,  transmitted  liy  their  Lordships  to  His 
Lxcellency  ( iovernor  W'ilniot,  and  laid  hefore  11.  M.  Council  hv  the 
lion.  .Michael  Lrancklin,  Lsip,  Lieut.  ( io\ernor  of  the  l'ro\ince  on 
the  JOlli  iust.  Ha\'ing  deliherately  and  niaturel)-  considered  the 
se\-eral  .Mlegations  rmd  examined  into  the  particular  facts  therein 
asserted,  do  report  viz  ; 
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"I'hat  ilis  Rxcc-llcnc}-  duvcrnor  Lawrence  issiiol  a  pniclaniatiun 
(latc<l  the  iJth  ut  ()ct>il)er,  1758  (as  Colonel  McXutt  ^el.^  forth) 
for  settling  the  vacated  lands  in  this  Province. 

"That  hein.t,^  f(jiind  necessary  to  declare  the  terms  on  which  the 
same  wouhl  he  .i;ranted  another  Proclamation  of  the  iith  of  Jannary, 
1730.  was  i>nl)lished  and  transmitted  to  Thomas  llancock,  i'.S(|.,  then 
Ai.;ent  tor  this  (io\frnment  at  lioston. 

"That  in  con^el|nence  of  those  proclamations  man\'  rommittees 
appointed  li\-  Persons  in  the  I'olonies  proposing  to  settle  thenisehes  on 
the  said  Lands  came  t<  ■  Halifax  early  in  the  Sprin-^  of  the  \ear  I75(j, 
who  were  sent  at  the  expense  of  ( iovernment  to  \ie\\  the  Lands 
intenilcd  to  he  yranleil,  and  on  their  return  to  llalitax,  a  contract 
was  made  with  tho^e  ('ommittees  for  the  introduction  of  twcKe 
Thou>anil  inhahitants  in  three  \ears  from  the  date  of  their  (irants,  in 
the  following; Townships,  h'alniouth,  llorton,  (.'ornwallis,  .Vnnap'ilis, 
(iranxille,  t  iimherland,  .\mlierst,  .'~iacl<\  ille,  d'rnro.  ())isIo\\,  Li\cr- 
l)ool  and  N'armouth.  an  Account  of  which  was  tran>miited  to  the 
Lords  I'onnnissioners  of  Trade  and   Plantations. 

"That  the  Contracts  aho\-e  mentioned  were  made  pre\ious  to  an\' 
Application  to  (ioxernment  hy  Colonel  McNutt  and  man\  Thousantl 
Inhaliitants  are  now  settled  m  consei|uence  thereof  in.  which  Colonel 
AlcXutt  hail  no  Alcrrit  or  ccmcern  whatexer. 

"d'liat  in  the  Month  of  August  of  the  same  \ear.  Col.inel  AlcXult 
arrived  at  Halifax  and  applied  to  ( lovernor  Lawrence  for  (irants  of 
Land  for  Himself  and  sundry  persons  his  .\ssociates.  and  ohtained  a 
reserve  or  large  tract  of  Land  for  that  pm-pose.  which  appear  li\-  a 
Written  engagement  of  (ioveriKir  Lawrence's  td  ha\e  heen  one  d'owii- 
ship  at  P'irt  kosawa_\',  and  six  Townships  in  the  Listnct  of  Colie- 
([uid,  and  on  the  Shuhen.acadie  Kixer.  with  lea\e  to  .settle  I'amilies  on 
Thirt\-h"i\  e  Rights  iri  the  Townshi|i  of  Ciran\ille  in  conse(|nence  of 
which  in  the  Spring  following  He  produced  a  List  ,if  .Six  Hundred 
Suhscrihers  heing  persons  of  the  (  olonies  who  had  engaged  with  Him 
to  settle  those  Lands,  hut  of  those  Six  Hundred  Suhscrihers.  l''ift\' 
h'annlies  only  came  into  the  Province  who  were  transported  Hither  at 
the  expense  of  (Government,  had  Lands  assign'd  them  in  the  l"o\\ii- 
ship  of  d'rm'o  ami  were  supported  there  two  _\ears,  with  an  additional 
ex])ence   to    (]o\eriiment   <jf    Imilding    l'T)rts   and    I'arracks    for    their 
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Security  and  Tmops  wore  sent  for  their  1 'rwteetit.in  &  lately  live 
Ilundreil  [xiuiuls  of  the  Provincial  I'und^  has  lieen  expended,  tor 
oiieniny  Roads  of  Coniniunication  from  Halifax  t.i  those  Settlements, 
withuiit  One  SliillinL;-  exjience  tu  Col.  AlcXutt. 

"That  no  care  \va>  taken  liy  L'ulonel  McXutt  to  Settle  l'"amilies 
on  the  \acant  l\iL;lu>  at  Ciran\ille  in  the  Time  l.imelted  for  that  pur- 
pose, therefore  tho.^e  Rights  were  assii^n'd  to  Suh^tantial  Settlers 
f ri 'Ui  the  V'olouies,  that  lie  al^o  iie!.;lected  to  send  a  .sutiicient  niunlx-r 
of  Inhaltitant.^  tcj  .settle  on  the  residue  of  the  Lands  reser\ed  for  lliin, 
at  Coliei|uid  and  the  iJason  of  Alma?,  and  the  iernis  of  Agreement 
heing  exjjosed,  the  tJo\ernnient  ha\e  granted  some  of  those  Lands 
to  other  I'ersons,  hut  Lol.  McXutt  has  obtained  tirants  for  llim^elf 
and  .Vssociates  of  (Jne  lliuidred  an<l  I'dfl}-  d'hou>and  Acres,  part  of 
that  reser\ation  tu  he  hereafter  settled,  also  the  To\\nshi|)  of  Truro 
and  Londonderry,  the  other  part  of  the  before  mentioneil  re^erxe 
consi>ting  of  (  )ne  Hundred  and  h'ifty  Th(jusand  Acres  mure,  (jn 
part  lif  which  are  settled  some  uf  th'i?e  persons  He  has  alread}  intru- 
duced. 

"That  in  October,  I  761,  Ouluuel  AlcXutt  arrived  at  Halifax  fruni 
Ireland  with  about  Two  Hiuulred  and  l''ifl\-  I'er^un:-  a  \'er}'  tinsea- 
sunalile  time  in  this  Climate  fur  Seating  them  un  their  Lan(L,  and 
as  mo>t  of  them  were  indigent  I'euple  without  means  ut  Subsistence 
the\'  clearl}-  remained  at  llalilax  the  en.^uing  W  mier,  and  were  --U[>- 
porled  b\  the  ( ioxc'i'ument,  the  Ldiaritable  Coutributiuu  of  the  Inhabit- 
ants, and  some  I'rmisious  borrowed  by  I.'oIoikI  AlcXutt  frum  the 
Cio\ernnient   l^r  which  he  still  stands  indebted. 

"  Ihat  earl\-  in  the  Spring,  ijdJ,  a  contribution  was  actnalh'  made 
by  the  (.'uuucil  and  I'lincipal  Inhabitants  of  Halifax,  fur  the  hire 
of  a  \'essel  to  tran>p'irt  thu^,(j  indigent  I'euple  and  their  hamilies, 
to  the  District  of  ('ul)ei|uid  where  the  best  Land>,  and  greatest  (juanti- 
ties  uf  marsii  in  that  part  of  the  Countr)'  were  Assigned  them  also 
lo  furnish  ihem  with  I'roxisions  out  of  the  l'ro\incial  ITnid  and 
without  (  )ne  Shilling  expen-e  tu  Culunel  AlcXutt. 

"Th;it  in  .\ugu>t  (It  was  Xoveniberi,  ij'i-'.  Culonel  AlcXutt 
arrived  at  Ibahfax  from  Ireland,  with  about  (  )ne  ilundred  i!v  b'ifty 
I'ersons  niure.  and  wa>  much  dissatisfied  th;U  the  tlien  Lieut,  (iuxer- 
nor  would  m H  (irant   them   Lands  un  the  d  erms   Stipulated   between 
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the  Lords  of  Trade  aiul  Iliiu,  Xe\ertheless  the  Settlers  luul  Lands 
Assigii'd  them  at  Le  Have  on  tlie  usual  Terms,  and  were  trausiiorled 
for  (from)  lialifax  to  their  ],ands.  and  furnish'd  with  I'mxisions 
fur  tile  Winter  at  the  expence  of  Gi)\'ernnient  without  (.)ne  ShilliuL^ 
expenee  tn  ('olone!  AleXutt. 

"  That  in  eonsei|uenee  nf  His  Majesty's  Instruetinn  to  the  G<)\er- 
nor  (if  this  l'r<i\ince  dated  the  jotli  of  Ma\'.  I7l>3,  Lands  ha\e  heeii 
sinee  (iranted  to  all  sueh  persons  a>  were  intrndueeil  hv  Colonel 
AleXutt,  on  the  Terms  formerl\'  Stipulateil  hetween  the  Lijrils  LVnn- 
niissiiiiiei-s  id'  Trade  and  liim. 

■'That  after  en<|uir)-  we  eannot  llnd  and  Agent  Colonel  MeNutt 
e\x'r  had  at  llalitax  unless  he  means  some  of  his  (redilors  of  \\h(im 
he  borrowed  .\lone\-,  anil  at  llis  goint;  awa\-  deposited  in  Hi^  llaniU 
Sundr\'  seeurities  that  lie  had  taken  from  the  Settlers  lie  l)rouL;lit 
into  this  I'ro\inee  tor  the  l'a\-meut  of  their  1 'as-^a^e---. 

"That  from  Colonel  .MeXntt's  return  to  luigland  in  ijf>2  lie 
nex'er  eame  into  this  l'ro\inee  till  the  \ear  17O5,  when  he  arri\ed 
again  at  lialifax  from  1 'hiladelphia,  and  then  produeed  to  the  Go\'- 
ernmeiU  sundry  lists  of  j'ersons  in  the  Colonies  a>,->odated  togxilR-r 
with  a  design  of  making  Settlements  in  this  l'ro\ince,  .X;  was  then 
aecompanied  hv  se\eral  Centlemen  of  ahilitv  id  l'hila<lelphia  who 
eame  in  behalf  of  themsehes  ami  others  eoneern'd  in  those  a?soeia- 
tions  to  \ie\\  the  Lands  in  the  i'rovinee,  and  to  appL  for  Craul>, 
who  informed  the  (io\ernment  that  t'ol.  .MeXult  had  assured  them 
that  llis  .\laiest\'s  Instruetieiu  to  the  (io\-urnr)r  of  Xo\a  Seotia  ilated 
the  joih  of  .Ma\-,  17(1,5 — directing  the  Terms  of  Sellleiiient  to  he 
granted  to  the  Settlers  he  had  introduc'd  into  thi>  l'ro\iiice  froni  the 
Kingdom  of  Ireland  included  them  and  all  others  whom  lie  should 
introduce  and  jironiised  that  they  should  lia\e  Lands  on  those  Terms 
which  was  Uoi  .,nly  (kcei\ing  those  people,  hut  al-o  created  main' 
Difl'icultics  for  the  Cio\  criinient  Here,  and  tlio>c  (ieiitlemen  declared 
the}-  wiiuld  no  further  concern  wilh  Colol.  .McXutt  and  accordingly 
made  their  applications  to  (io\eriinient  for  Lands,  without  taking 
an\-  Xitice  of  Hun.  .Xotwithstanding  which  the  Cio\erninent  for 
Lands,  without  t;iking  an\-  Xotice  ol  Him.  Xotwitlistandiug,  which 
the  Cio\ernnient  in  consideration  of  ("olol.  McXutt'>  apparent  zeal  for 
settling   the    X'aeated    Lands   of    this    Lrovince   &    .as    they   eonceix'cd 
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it  iiiiyht  in  suinc  measure  primarily  Ijc  owini;'  lu  him  thai  tiiese 
iVssocialieiiis  were  entered  intu  fur  that  iiurj)u'-e  and  that  the  i)ru- 
curiny  sucli  a  number  lA  Inhaliilants  nf  .\liiht\'  was  a  threat  Aequisi- 
tion  In  this  Infant  rnkiny,  ihe_\-  thuuyht  it  hut  just  and  right  to  Culu- 
nel  AicXuU  inehideil  with  each  .S;  e\er_\  Assi  iciation  wherein  he 
appear'd  tu  lia\e  lieeii  in  an\-  way  eimeeru'd  and  his  Xame  was 
accordingly  inserteil  in  the  Cirants  made  to  iheni  uf  ahuut  Sixteen 
Townshijis. 

"That  aniillier  Association  from  I'hiladeliihia  who  hail  contracted 
with  the  (io\ernment  to  settle  a  Township  at  Sepodv  sent  a  ship  about 
this  time  w  uli  d"w  ent\-li\  e  I'amilies  agreeable  to  their  contract  seated 
them  on  then-  l.and>  fnrnish'd  them  \\itli  Stock,  material  for  I'.uild- 
ing  &  harming  and  ha\e  supported  with  1 'roxi^ioiis  e\  er  since  in  which 
Colonel  McXntt  had  no  kind  of  concern  whate\er. 

"Ihat  in  the  same  \ear  a  \  essel  arri\ed  at  Halifax  from  Ireland 
which  brought  about  lMlt\-  I'ersons  chiefh'  belonging  to  I'amilies 
licfore  introiluced  and  settled  by  Cokjnel  .McXutt,  and  we  know  of 
no  other  luiibarkatiou  of  Settlers  whatsoexer,  made  Liy  Colonel  AlcXutt 
notwithstanding  lie  a-serts  to  ha\e  introduced  in  se\eral  \'es>els, 
se\'eral  Hundred  bamilies  about  this  time. 

"That  the  measure^  complained  of  b\-  Colonel  .McXutt  practised 
by  tlii^  (io\ernment  which  he  sa_\  s  has  «ib>tructed  the  settlement  of 
the  I'nwince,  ha\e  been  Conformable  to  His  .Majesty's  lustruaioUs, 
and  iliieclions  from  the  Lords  Comissioners  (jf  d'rade  X;  Plantations 
except  in  the  d'ernis  of  iho^e  (irants  made  to  Him  and  His  Associates, 
where  the  ( ioxernment  departed  Iroui  those  Instructions  and  du'ections 
in  order  to  faxciur  ilv  ITicourage  him  and  his  undertaking. 

"That  those  (irants  of  T\vent\-  Thousand  Acres  made  to  sundr\' 
pers<ins  tif  which  (,'olonel  McXutt  ct.implains,  were  made  in  couse- 
(|uence  of  their  Petition  to  His  Majesl)-,  and  laid  out  at  their  own 
expence  under  the  duecliou  of  the  Lliiel  Sur\e\(ir,  in  such  parts  of 
the  I'roxiuce  as  the\-  chosc.  and  were  intituled  to.  b\  the  TeiK/r  of 
His  Majestx's  order  to  the  Co\ernor  of  this  I'roxince.  and  uiuler  the 
Terms  ami  conditions  therein  prescribed,  but  not  \\ithin  the  limits 
of  any  of  the  tracts  of  Land  reser\ed  b\-  (loxeruor  l,awrence  for 
Colonel  McXutt  or  any  other  Person,  and  uoiw  iihsianding.  His 
Majesty  was  graciously  jileased  to  albjw  them  ten  _\  ears   for  the  tirst 
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period  of  their  Settlement  ne\-ertlieless  iipuii  the  Grants  being  [lassed 
to  tliose  Gentlemen  (  )ne  nf  llie  Cirants  was  inimeiliatel}  emjiluy'il  tu 
])roeure  i)r(jlestani  i''amilies  ivvm  tiermany  to  settle  mi  th'ise  Lands, 
and  a  \ery  cun^iderahle  Sum  uf  Mone)'  was  aihaneed  fur  that  pur- 
pose and  the  Settler,^  are  nuw  daily  expeeted. 

■'That  in  Jul_\^  ^7^'5  ^1>'-  Green  Commissar}-  of  ]'ro\isions  for  the 
Garrison  ^li  h'urt  h'rederick  nn  the  Ri\er  St.  Johns  aeipiainted  Go\-er- 
iior  \\  ilniot  that  the  Indians  were  assembled  near  the  I'Krt  in  great 
numbers,  and  had  gi\en  out  that  there  was  se\'eral  hreneh  Ships  of 
War  on  the  Coast  and  that  the}-  should  soon  eonimenee  hostilities, 
and  immediately  after  several  reports  were  sent  to  the  Gmernor  fnnn 
other  i)arts  of  the  i)ro\inee  to  the  .same  purpose,  upon  whieh  the  (gov- 
ernor thought  it  ad\isable  to  send  e.xpresses  to  those  part.s  of  the  pro\'- 
inee  where  it  was  most  likeh  to  diseover  the  truth  of  these  reports, 
and  as  >e\eral  ni  the  ]Jeput\-  Surveyors  (being  persons  best  ae(|uainted 
with  the  eourse  through  the  C'ountry  )  were  sent  on  this  Oeeasion, 
Orders  were  gi\en  them  to  make  Surveys  of  the  Land  thev  passed 
over,  which  the\'  perform'd  and  of  the  Lantl  so  survev'd  d'wo  Hun- 
dred 1  housand  Aeres  was  Granted  tu  Colonel  McXutt  and  His 
Associates. 

"That  the  great  expence  incurred  by  Colonel  AlcXutt  in  pursuing 
His  Scheme  of  making  Settlements  in  this  Province,  cannot  be  charged 
to  an}-  obstruction  he  met  with  from  the  (ioxernnicnt  Here  in  any 
respect,  nor  can  we  tell  Ikjw  it  arose,  that  Colonel  AlcXutt  tho'  often 
called  upon  for  that  purpose  ne\er  produced  A'cnichers  f(jr  the  exi)enda- 
tiu'e  of  ( Jne  Shilling  except  He  means  some  Accounts  from  His 
Agents,  not  signed  b}-  them,  and  otherwise  ver}-  blind  and  imperfect 
wherein  He  is  charged  with  the  Hire  X:  Damage  of  those  X'essels  that 
transportetl  the  few  families  Lie  introduced  from  Irelaml,  and  the 
Mone}-  achanced  for  sundr}-s  b\-  His  .\ccount  was  idly  expended  in 
bringing  &  hiring  X'essels  tc^  coast  about  the  l'ro\ince  in  search  of, 
and  sur\e\ing  Lands,  in  so  much  that  His  .\ssc/ciates  made  great 
comijlrunts  and  protested  against  his  .Measures  and  refused  pa}nient 
of  the  I'lills  drawn  on  them  for  that  expence  as  thev  found  he  was 
or  might  ha\e  been  furnished  from  the  Sur\e\-or's  (  )ftice  at  Halifax, 
with  e\-ery  thing  suflicieut  to  answer  all  His  and  their  purposes. 

"That   the   (Obstruction   Colonel   McXutt   complains  of    from   the 
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Rulurs  in  this  rruvince  since  liie  llcalii  df  G(i\L-rncir  l.awrence,  ha\'c 
l)roC(--LHlL-(l  irijni  his  nwii  mlcnipuiMte  Zeal  &  cxmiiitaiil  (k-niamls  hum 
llie  (JoNcrnincnt  wltc  hy  llis  Majc^t\'s  Instnicliuiis  iHiinil  tn  (Iraiit 
in  all  other  ic>[)ects  ha\ini;  had  the  lniluli;ence  anil  kind  treatment 
frum  the  Ciu\ennuent  that  an)-  rea.MJuahle  Alan  could  desire,  not  (ju 
Account  uf  His  Kno\\led,L;e  or  Aliility,  hut  from  a  ln'iie  the  Go\ern- 
nient  had  that  His  Zeal  and  application  to  make  Settlementr^  in  this 
i'ro\iiice  might  he  a  mean,^  of  inducing  men  of  much  mcjre  knowledge 
and  ahilit}'  than   llim^elf  lo  hecome  Inhahitants  in  it. 

'"That  the  remarks  already  nia<le  on  the  expence  incurred  h_\'  making 
these  Settlements  to  Colonel  McNutt  may  lie  sufhcient  _\et  we  must 
ohser\e  further  on  that  head  that  the  proportion  of  Land  .stipulated 
to  he  gi\en  Him  hy  the  plan  settle<l  hetween  the  I.ord^  t'oinmishiouers 
of  Trade  and  him  for  llis  irouhle  and  expence  in  introducing 
Settlers  into  this  Province,  has  heen  granted  him  h)'  the  (l(j\ernor  and 
Council  in  such  tracts  of  Land  as  lie  himself  chose  an<l  li.xed  upon. 

".\nd  we  could  wish  that  the  great  concern  Colonel  AlcXutt  expres- 
ses, at  heing  under  the  nesesset\-  of  mentioning  aii\  thing  in  the  least 
tending  to  the  (lisad\antage  of  an\-  Man's  Character,  and  in  any  degree 
pre\'enteil  his  dei;arture  froiu  d'nuh  &  Decenc}'.  his  rellectioiis  on 
that  head  heing  altngether  without  either. 

"That  Colol.  Mc.Xutt  complains,  that  the  Settlers  introiluced  hy 
Him  ha\e  heen  denied  se\'eral  ot  the  Privileges  promised  and  granted 
to  them,  hut  we  know  of  no  Persons  who  are  depri\ed  of  those  Rights 
and  that  Lihert),  which  the  Laws  &  Constitution  of  (jreat  Ihitain.  or 
of  this  l'ro\ince  eutule  them  to. 

"Upon  the  whole  the  (Tmmittee  of  llis  ^Majesty's  Council  are  of 
Opinion  that  the  Memorial  of  (.Tlonel  .\lexr.  McXutt  addres'd  to 
the  Lords  Commissioners  for  Trade  iN:  1 'lantatious,  is  almost,  and 
altogether  false  and  scandalous,  that  the  facts  are  misrepresented  i\; 
llis  complaints  without  Jnst  grounds,  th.at  llis  propijsals  in  the  Latter 
l);irt  of  llis  Memori.al,  are  I 'resumpli' nts,  that  se\er;d  of  them  if 
granted  wunld  he  \ery  injurinus  to  l'ri\ate  I'ersuns.  as  lie  proposes 
to  dispiissess  many  of  tlmse  Crantees  of  the  Conditions  I'ontained  in 
their  Patents,  which  they  <ilitain'd  hy  X'irtiie  of  the  King's  <  )rdcr,  or 
li_\-  Hi.s  Majesty's  Pn  idam.ation  making  ijr.nisiMU  for  disbanded 
C)fficers,  Soldiers  and  Seamen,  ami  id'  their  Lan<ls  also,  unless  they 
submit  to  the  new  Terms  jiroposed  h_\-  liim. 
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"That  (itlicr  nl  his  pruimsals  wniild  if  Cirantcd  he  iiis;hly  ]ireiii(h- 
cial  ti)  the  peace  and  t;o()d  (  io\erninent  ol  ihis  rulmu-,  jiarticiilarly 
that  L)f  sending"  twu  Menihers  to  represent  the  people  in  (ieneral 
.\ssenil)l\-,  from  eacii  Town  lie  settles,  more  espeeialK'  shonld  those 
lie  !na\'  hereatter  introduce  into  this  l'ro\ince  he  of  the  same  Itinihle- 
home  lUsposition  with  the  few  lie  has  Ijronghl,  the  (!o\ernment  Here 
haxing  experienced  more  diHicnh\-  in  Keeping  peace  and  good  order 
in  the  d'wo  little  Towns  of  Trnro  and  Londonderr}'  settled  !>)■  ("ulonel 
McXntt's  followers,  than  with  all  the  other  Settlements  in  the  whole 
l'ro\ince,  lhe\  heing  mostly  com|)osed  of  I'ersons  Irom  the  f  harter 
Go\ernments  who  still  retain  so  great  a  degree  of  repnhlican  princi- 
pals that  the}'  make  it  a  point  to  oppose  nu  all  (Occasions  e\ery  measure 
of  (ioxernment  calculated  to  support  the  Honor  and  Authority  ui  llis 
i\Iajest_\-'s  (.'rown  and  Dignit}-.  d'he  dangerous  Inlluence  of  which 
S[)irit  cannot  he  too  mnch  gnartled  against  as  the  late  unha]jp\-  distur- 
iiances  in  America  more  than  alnindantly  pro\e.

into,  that  the  (ioxernment  here  ha\e  promoted,  li  forwarded  llis 
undertaking  to  introduce  Settlers  into  this  l'ro\ince,  h\'  esery  means 
in  their  Lower,  and  llattered  themscLes  that  lie  was  em|)loving  llis 
Time  in  collecting  I'ersons  to   fulfill  llis  engagements.

We  lia\e  re-.p.-ct  fully  recei\ed  the  orders  which  the  (.'i  Huniandant 
of  iMirt  h'rederick  ha^  i)uhli^he<l  under  yimr  in>tructiun,s  with  regard 
to  our  evacuating  the  l\i\er  St.  John  and  we  ^hduld  ha\e  eoniphed 
with  same,  if  we  had  nut  hnpcd  that  thr(jugh  ennipassii  m  fur  our  past 
miseries,  you  WMuld  he  gond  enuugh  tu  spare  us  future  nnes. 

It  is  true.  Sir,  we  were  heginning  to  free  oursehes  from  the  awful 
calamit)-  hriJUght  uiimi  us  1)\  the  w.ir;  the  promise  of  an  aliundant 
har\est  guaranteed  us  pro\isions  for  the  following  \-ear.  If  you 
ahsolulely  order  us  to  lea\e  before  the  harvesting,  most  of  us  willKjut 
nione}-,  without  pro\i>ions,  without  \-ehicles,  we  will  he  obliged  to 
live  in  the  manner  of  sa\-agcs,  wautlering  friim  one  side  to  the  other.

"The  extent  of  this  I'rijxince.  he^inning,  as  before,  with  the 
I'eninsula.  fruiii  the  northeast  to  the  southwest,  the  L;reatest  length, 
is  ahijut  J_'5  miles;  and  the  greatest  hreadth.  "which  is  iiearK'  north 
ami  South  about  75  miles,  containing,  by  calculation,  16, -'71  square 
miles,  'iliere  are.  in  dilfereiit  parts  of  the  l'ro\ince,  alioiit  3(i,i)()(j 
acres  (d  cleared  up  lands,  and  J4,(k.h)  acres  of  marsh  land  diked  in, 
making  tonether  about  (>n,CKH)  .acres  under  culti\ation.  Ihe  extent 
and  contents  of  that  part  lying  on  the  Continent,  cannot  be  ascertained 
with  the  same  precision  till  the  boun<laries  are  better  establislied. 
There  ina\-  be  about  -'7,000  srpiare  miles,  making  tlie  whole  contents 
of  the  l'ro\ince  upwards  of  43,000  S(|uare  miles.

(3f  the  f(jrnitT,  whu  are  the  remains  of  the  Frencli  inhal>- 
itants,  anil  are  di^iier.sed  ah  oxer  the  I'rovinee,  tliere  are  ahout  one 
luuKh-ed  laniihe>:  of  the  hitter  aliout  three  hnndred  men  of  the  trilie 
of  Aiiemaeh,  the  oriL;inal  Inthan  of  the  I'eninsuhi,  and  upon  tlie 
risers  .St.  John  and  the  Seoihae  aliout  one  hundred  and  fort\'  men  nf 
the  trihe  of  Marebhites;  hut  as  I  eould  not  ohtain  such  information

'"The  numher  of  new  inhahitants,  \\z.,  the  ilishanded  troops  and 
Loyali.sts  who  came  into  this  I'ruxince  .since  the  peace,  1  shall  he  ahle 
to  gi\'e  with  precision,  the  whole  haxiuL;  heen  mustered  in  the  summer 
uf  17N4,  in  order  t(j  ascertain  the  numher  entitled  to  the  Ko)al  hounty 
of  proxisions.

"Imniccliatcl}'  after  tlie  cstalilishiiK-nt  of  puacc  Ix'twecn  (jrcat 
Britain  and  the  Unileil  Staler,  a  L;ruat  minihcr  nf  I. ')\  allots  llncked  to 
No\;i  Sculia,  where  the  Goxeniur  wa^  iubtructed  lu  L;i\e  tlieiii  e\ery 
encouragement.  '"hVce  grants  of  land  were  offered  to  all,  and  in  addi- 
tion, a  daily  allowance,  in  the  shape  of  nione\-  and  pru\i>ions  to  the 
most  neeily,  hut,  for  reasons  not  .stated,  the  (iovernor  was  strict!}'  for- 
liiilden  "upon  an_\  pretence  \\hate\er  i(j  make  an\'  grants  in  the  island 
of  Lape  Ih'etein,  or  in  an\'  other  island  comi)rehended  within  his  gov- 
ernment, without  express  orilers  for  that  purpose."  In  consei|uence  of 
thi.s  order,  many  <jf  the  refugees,  who  were  desirous  of  settling  in 
Cape  llreti.in,  were  ohiiged  to  remain  in  Xova  .Scotia.  This  polic}', 
whatever  may  ha\e  heen  its  ohject,  was  persevered  in  until  17N4,  when 
the  lloiioralilc  Thomas  d'ownshentl.  just  raised  to  the  peerage  under 
the  title  Lord  Svduev,  was  ap[)ointed  Secretary  of  .State  for  the 
Colonies.  (  )n  the  accession  of  Lord  .S\-dne\-  to  oHice.  the  new  Ministry 
reversed  the  jxilic}-  of  its  [)redecess(jrs,  and  sejjarated  t'ape  Lrelon 
from  the  government  of  Nova  .Scotia.  .At  the  same  time,  the  island 
of  St.  lohn's,  and  all  that  part  of  Xova  Scotia  lying  to  the  utirthward 
of  the  Lav  <if  hundy,  were  erected  into  separate  governments,  the 
latter  under  the  name  of  Xcvv  Lruuswick.  Lieutenant-governors  were 
appointed  to  L'ape  Lreton  and  St.  John's  Islands,  hut  the  (jovenior  of 
Xo\a  Scotia  was  to  continue  ( "aptain-tieneral  and  ( iovernor-in-(  hief 
over  the  new  colonies.  I'o  meet  the  rei|uiremems  of  the  new  (ioveru- 
ments,  a  fresh  set  of  iustruciious  was  issued  hv  His  Majest)'  to  (iov- 
eruor  I'arr,  on  .\ugust  JOth,  from  which  1  will  now  give  vou  the 
substance,  in  ahhreviatcd  paragraphs  auil  e.\tracls  speciallv  relating 
to  Cape  Lreton.      Lv  these  instructions.  (io\ernor   I'arr  was  directed: 

I.       To  appoint  nine  memhers  of  ('ouncil. 

'Li  administer  the  usual  oaths  and  declarations  to  the  mem- 
liers  of  the  ("ouucil,  and  to  the  judges  or  otticediolders  in  the  island. 

3.  'Lo  give  copies  of  these  instructions  td  the  Council  of  ("ape 
Breton,  or  of  such  p.irts  as  he  might  deem  convenient  for  llis  Majes- 
ty's service. 
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4.  To  rclic\'e  Cape  Breton  from  all  interferences  of  the  .\ssein1ily 
of  Xuva  Seotia,  I'arr  was  ordered  'not  to  assent  tn  anv  law  which  shall 
he  passetl  in  our  I'roxince  of  No\'a  Scotia,  which  shall  extend,  or  he 
deemed  or  construed  to  extend,  [o  our  island  as  included  in  our  com- 
mission to  \(iu,  and  is  thereh\'  part  of  \  our  yoxernmeut  of  Xo\a  Scotia.' 

5.  'And  whereas  the  situation  and  circumstances  of  our  island 
of  C'ape  Hreton  will  not  at  present  admit  the  calling;  of  an  Assemhly. 
}-ou,  our  lieutenant-L;o\ernor  of  our  said  island  shall,  until  it  appe.irs 
proper  to  call  such  Assemhly,  in  the  meantime  make  such  rules  and 
regulations,  hv  the  ad\ice  oi  oiu"  Council,  for  the  said  island,  as  shall 
ap|iear  to  \k  necessarv  for  the  peace,  order,  and  L;ood  ,<;o\crnineiil 
thereof,  t.ii^im;-  care  that  noihiuL;  ma\'  he  passed  or  done  that  shall 
in  an\'  way  lend  to  affect  the  life,  limh  or  liherty  of  the  suhjects,  or  to 
the  imposiui;"  of  an\'  duties  or  taxes,  and  that  all  such  rules  and 
re,milations  he  transmitted  li\  the  first  op])ortunit\',  after  the\  are 
passed  and  made,  for  i^ur  approhation  or  disallowance.' 

0.  It  \\ciuld  appear  that  con\icts  were  at  that  time  occasionally 
sent  out  to  the  colonies,  and  it  was  ordered  that  '\on  do  not  L;i\e 
any  as.-ent  to,  or  [la-^s  any  Act  what--oe\er  for  impo^ini;  duties  on 
an\-  importation  of  an\'  felous  iroin  this  kinL;dom  in  the  I'roNince  or 
islands  under  \dur  i^ox  ernment.' 

7.  Authorizes  the  ( io\ernor  of  Xo\-a  Scotia  to  hear  a]>iieals  from 
an_\-  of  the  Coinns  of  ( 'oninion  Law  in  ('ape  I'lreton. 

S.  The  oi'der  forhiddim;  the  passin.L;  of  i;rants  must  have  heen 
rc\'oked,  as  full  instructions  were  sent  respecting;  tlie  conditions  of 
all  future  i^rants.  oue  hein^",  that  'reservations  shall  he  made  to  us, 
our  heirs  and  successors,  ui  all  coals,  and  also  all  mines  of  .l;o1(|,  siKer, 
co])per  and  lead,  which  shall  he  ilisco\ered  upon  such  lands. 

c).  l-'ree  tyrants  are  to  he  i;i\en  to  reduced  officers  of  the  arm\-, 
and  of  i»ro\incial  corps  who  li.ad  ser\ed  in  the  I'nited  .States.  And 
lastly,  a  strict  friendship  ami  correspoudence  shouM  he  culti\ated  and 
maintaineil  with  the  Indians  <if  Xo\;i  .Scotia  an<l  Ca|)e  lireton,  that 
the}'  miyht  he  induced  to  hecome  t;ood  suhiects;  an(l  for  this  end 
inter\ie\\s  should  he  held  from  time  to  time  with  the  heads  of  the 
trihe-^.  iiroUii^iuL;'  them  friendship  and  protection.  1  opies  ,if  the>e 
instructions  which  may  justl\-  he  styled  the  Ro\'al  ( 'harter  of  tape 
Breton  ami  St.  John's  were  sent  to  the  lieutenant-LjoveriKjrs  of  those 
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ishinds,  wlio  were  at  the  same  time  iiifm-med  tliat,  in  the  ease  of  tlie 
ilealh  111'  the  Ciii\  crnur  of  Xo\a  Seutia,  the  senior  ei  immau'HiiL;"  in 
either  ol  the  ishmds  sliuuld  suceeed  him  [^ra  tctiijmrc ;  and  in  ease  uf 
tile  death  ur  ahsenee  of  eillier  of  the  lieutenant-gnxernurs,  tiie  eldest 
eonneilliif  le^ichny  in  the  island  ^huiild  administer  the  L^o\ernment 
tliereuf." 

On  May  29,  1784,  Cu\erni)r  I'arr  was  uutitied  hy  T.<ird  S\ihiey 
that  A  "lieuteiiant-i;(i\ern<ir  witii  a  suitahle  eivil  estalihshment  wonld 
he  plaeed  u[)iui  tlie  island  of  Cape  Ureton,"  and  1  m  |ul\-  j{\\  fnllowing, 
that  .Major  hVederie  Wallet  Desharres  had  heen  apimiiUed  ])\-  His 
Alajesty  to  that  oftiee.  Tlie  sum  uf  1,750  1.,  was  also  voted  by  Par- 
liament on  Anu;nst  5th  of  the  same  \ear,  tor  "defravinL;  the  eharges 
of  the  Civil  l^stahlishmenl  of  lli>  Majesty's  Island  of  I'ape  T.reton." 
Desliarres  sailed  Irom  I'ortsniouth  in  Septemher,  in  the  shi|)  llleiihein, 
wliieh  had  heen  eharlered  to  earry  out  pro\isions  and  stores  to  Hali- 
fax, where  he  arri\ed  on  Novemher  i^th.  and  immediatel)'  proeeeded 
to  Cape  Ih'eton.  As  M.ajor  Desharres  was  the  lirst  ei\il  ,L;o\x'rnor  of 
the  island  nnder  the  new  rei^ime  \'on  will  no  douht  he  .i^lad  to  hear 
what  were  his  elaims  to  sneh  a  respijnsihle  situation,  lie  has  himself 
fnrnished  us  with  a  detailed  aeeount  of  his  ser\  iees,  in  a  work  whieh 
he  puhlished  alter  his  remo\-al  from  Cape  Hreton,  from  whieh  1  ha\e 
gleaned  the  followini;  partieulars: 

.Mr.  hesharres  hrst  emiiarked  for  .\meriea  in  i75i>.  heini;  then  a 
lieutenant  in  the  Si.xtieth  l\ei;iment.  and  was  for  some  time  emplo\ed 
in  raising;  reeruits  in  I'ennsyhania  and  Maryland,  and  in  diseiplimni;  a 
eorps  of  field  artillery.  In  1757,  with  a  small  detaehmenl  of  \(ilnn- 
teers  he  was  sent  in  pursuit  of  a  hand  of  Indians  whieh  lia<l  plundered 
the  \illai;"e  of  Seheneetath',  on  the  frontier  of  New  \'orl<,  and  sealped 
se\eral  of  the  inhabitants.  Overtakini^  ;md  eomini;  upon  them  h\-  snr- 
jirise.  in  the  night,  he  routed  the  Indians  and  made  prisoners  of  some 
of  their  ehiefs.  lie  then  established  a  post  in  tlie  heart  of  the  forest, 
where  he  remained  three  months,  and  l<e]it  the  savages  in  subjeetion. 
r)ni"ing  the  remainder  ot  the  eampaign  of  that  \ear.  he  sersed  under 
Lord  I  lowe  near  Lake  ( leorge,  and  was  emplo\cd  to  reeoiinoitre  and 
report  upon  the  state  of  the  h'reneh  works  ;it  d'ieoiideroga.  In  1738 
lie  distingui'-hed  himself  ;it  Louisburg  by  seizing  an  intrenehnienl  of 
the  eiieiii)-,  whieh  greatly  faeilitated  the  debarkation  of  the  arnu.  and 
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towards  the  close  of  the  siet^e  opened  a  gap  at  tlie  funt  of  tlie  glacis, 
with  such  judgment  and  pniniptilude  that  (ieueral  Wnife  hr. uight  his 
conduct  under  the  iMtice  of  the  King,  who  ordered  him  tu  ;itleud 
Wolfe  as  an  engineer  in  the  celehrated  expedition  agamst  (juehec.  (_)n 
the  field  of  hattle,  upon  the  Heights  of  Abraham,  in  IJ^).  Desharres 
was  in  the  act  of  re|)iirtiug  to  ( ieneral  Wolfe,  an  order  he  had  just 
executed  when  the  g.allani  hero  receixeil  his  niort.d  wound.  In  171)0 
and  17(11  he  ser\ed  in  Canada,  and,  alter  its  cinKjuest,  wa^j  .lent  to 
No\a  Scotia  to  make  jilans  antl  estimates  of  fortif_\ing  the  dockyard 
and  harbour  of  Halifax.  In  176-'  he  ser\ed  in  the  capacities  of  engi- 
neer and  quarter-master-general,  in  the  expeilition  under  Loliiuel 
Amher.st  lor  the  rcca[)lure  of  St.  John's,  Xeu  f"Uiidl;uub  During  a 
period  of  ten  _\ear.s.  commencing  in  17()3,  De,sl»arres  w  a^  employed  in 
making  sur\e\s  of  the  coasts  and  harlxjurs  of  Xova  Scotia  and  Cape 
Breton,  and  during  the  .succeeding  ten  vears  in  [jreparing  and  ada|)t- 
iiig  these  survey's  for  publicati(.in.  .\s  his  promotion  had  been  stopped 
whilst  he  was  engageil  upon  these  surveys,  the  go\crnment,  taking 
into  Consideration  his  long  and  \'aluable  scrxices,  appointed  him  lieu- 
tenant-go\ernor  of  (.'ape  llreton — an  appointment  which  in  the  end 
pro\ed  rather  a  punishment  than  a  rew.ard,  as  it  was  intended  to  be. 
The  knowledge  which  Desbarres  IkhI  acipiired  id"  the  geographv 
of  Cape  llreton,  while  eiigagetl  in  making  his  sur\e\-  of  its  coasts  and 
harbours  enabled  him  to  lix  upon  the  most  suitable  place  b^r  the  -ite 
of  its  future  capitrd.  immediately  alter  his  arrixal  there  in  Xoxcmlier, 
1784.  I.ouisburg.  it  is  true,  p.ossessed  the  ad\ant:ige  of  an  open 
harbiiur  all  the  \ear  round;  but  its  situ.atiou  was  in  other  respects 
so  objecti' 'Uable,  th.it  there  could  be  no  (piestion  of  the  superior  capa- 
bilities of  the  place  chor-en  by  iJesbarres — the  peninsula  at  the  head 
of  the  south  arm  of  Spanish  I\i\er,  one  of  the  safest  and  most  capa- 
cious harbours  in  Ilritish  .\merica.  Here,  accorilingh-,  Desliarres 
determined  to  establish  the  seat  of  government,  which  he  called  Sxalne}-. 
in  honor  of  the  Secretar\-  ot  State,  by  wllo^e  ad\ice,  it  was  supjiiised. 
Cape  ISreton  had  been  severed  Irom  X<.'\a  Scoti.a.

The  1m1i1_\-  ReliL'Uioii  dues  ik  it  occupN'  much  .space  in  lii^torw  l)ut 
it  was  an  important  event  in  the  ihstrict  wliere  it  i  icciUTeil,  and  in 
the  h\es  of  tlinse  who  were  respun^ihle  inv  it.  'idle  leaders  were 
e'nlonel  J..nallian  l',dd\.  Sheriff  J.)hn  AUan.  or  'M^eliel  Jnhn,"  a^  he 
was  afterwards  cahe<l.  W  ilham  IImwc  and  Samuel  l\i>,yers.  i'ldd)'. 
Ivogers  and  Allan  had  heen,  (ir  were  at  that  time  meinhers  nf  the 
Assemhh'  at  llalifa.x.  Allan  was  a  Scotchman  li\-  hirth,  the  (jthers 
were  from   Xew    Jini^land. 

The  pretext  for  the  rehellion  was  the  militia  order  of  ('ii)\-ernor 
Lei,f^"e ;  the  real  reasun  was  the  ^NUipathy  nt  the  .\ew  I'.ULjlanders 
with  their  hnither  culnnists.  It  was  re[)reseiUed  at  the  (Continental 
(."undress  that  six  hnmlred  per.sous  in  Xo\a  Scotia,  who>e  name>  were 
t^i\en,  were  readv  to  join  an\'  arm_\  that  mi^ht  come  to  their  hel]i. 
If  these  six  hundred  names  represented  those  who  were  of  an  a,L;e  to 
i>ear  arms,  then  the  statement  of  Arhuthiiot  that  the  Xew  luii^landers 
were  all  disKwal  was  correct. 

'idle  tirst  step  taken  in  opposition  to  ( iijN'eruor  l.e^^e's  order  was 
to  ])etition  .against  its  enforcement.  The  petition  from  (  iimlierland 
referred  to  the  destruction  of  the  fort  on  the  St.  iolm  l\i\er  as 
"rather  ;ni  act  of  incousideration  than  otherwise,"  .and  then  s.iid, 
"those  of  us  who  heloui;-  to  .Xew  l*'n,L;land,  heinL;  in\  Ued  into  this 
IVoxince  li\  (io\ernor  ],awrence's  proclamation,  it  must  he  the  greatest 
piece  of  cruelt\  anil  imposition  lor  them  to  he  suhjected  to  march  into 
tlifferent  parts  of  .\merica,  and  that  dcjue  hy  order  of   I  lis   .Majestw" 

'Idiis  petition  was  si,i;ned  hy  sixt\-tour  persons  in  ( 'nmherland, 
the  .\mherst  petition  was  sii^iied  hy  liftN-ei.^ht,  and  the  .S,ick\ille  one 
hy  se\  ent\-three.  l''itl\-one  of  the  petitioners  were  .\cadians.  'Idle 
date  \vas  Deceinher  _\^,    1775. 

(ioxenior  1  .e,i;i;e  look  no  other  .action  on  these  petitions  than  to 
send  iheiu  at  once  to  the  Hritish  i^oxcrnnient  as  e\idence  of  the 
disjoyah}-  of  the  l'ro\ince,  and  at  the  same  time  he  wrote  to  the 
Karl  of  Dartmouth  that  some  pei'soiis  had  spread  the  re])ort  that  he 
was  Iryini;'  to  draw  the  militia  to  llalif.ax,  that  he  ini^ht  trauspoii 
them   to   Xew   hdi"laiul  and  make  soldiers  of  them.       lie  also  adds. 
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"Tile  cuiiSL'ijiR'ncc  of  sucli  rcpurth  inlluenccd  llic-  wlinlc  cntinlr}'.  so 
that  many  C()m|;aiiii.-s  of  the  militia  lia\c  refuscil  to  as--eml)lc,  ciuliiiL;- 
in  these  remoiihtrances  which  here  in  a  pul)hc  manner  have  been 
transnntteil  to  )-our  Lnnlsliip." 

-As  soDn  as  it  hecame  knuwn  to  the  petitimiers  that  (iii\ernor  I-et^t^e 
wcnilil  not  cancel  the  militia  nrder,  and  that  the  petitmns  had  hecn 
forwarded  to  Dnwiiint^  Street,  it  was  decided  to  elect  deleL;ates  to  meet 
in  (.'nmliei  land  tn  take  inlu  cnnsideratiun  what  steps  slioiild  next  he 
taken.  .Vccordins^h'  representati\es  appuinted  h\-  the  pelilinners  met 
at  ln\-erina,,  the  Imme  nf  Sherit'f  .\llan.  Jnnathan  ljld\-  and  .Sherilf 
Allan  were  there  as  memlier>  nf  the  coinentn  ni.  and  touk  especial 
pains  to  nr,i;e  npun  the  meeting-  that  the  time  had  arri\ed  for  decided 
actinu.  I'.ithcr  tlie\-  mu>t  cast  in  their  lot  with  their  friends  in 
i\las^aclnlsett^  and  f  1  ainecticnt,  or  the\'  must  he  ln\'al  to  the  Ihiti^h 
go\  eminent.  Tliev  also  made  it  clear  that  tliev  cnuld  nut  hnld  the 
country  a.^ainst  the  lirili^h  witlmnt  help  frcmi  their  triends.  The 
decision  nui.Nt  have  heen  in  favnr  nf  indeiiendent  actinn,  as  alniust 
immediateh'  (."nlnuel  l'!ild\'  started  for  New  kaiyland  with  the  imenti'in 
of  securing  help  fmm  that  (juarter.  .\llan  remaineil  f'lr  a  while 
lont^fer  in  the  countrN',  hnt  his  oiit-sj)oken  s\ni|)atlu-  with  the  rehels' 
cause  \\a>  sonii  reported  to  the  gn\ernment  and  steps  were  taken  to 
ha\  e  him  arrested. 

.Midut  this  time  Rogers'  and  -Mian's  seats  in  the  Legislature  were 
declareil  \acant,  and  a  reward  nf  two  hundred  pnunds  wa>  (jlleied 
for  the  apprehensinn  nf  h-dd\'  and  niie  hundred  pnunds  each  for 
Allan,  l\nL;er>  and  I  inwe.  .Mian's  1  lin^jrapher,  in  writing  nf  this 
])erind  i>i  his  life,  sa\s,  "llis  life  heinj;  iinw  in  danger,  he  resnKed 
to  lea\e  the  I'rn\ince  fnr  the  re\'olted  cnlnnie>;  hut  |)re\inus  tn  his 
departure  he  made  se\er,al  e.xcur.siniis  aniniii;-  the  Indian-,  tn  the  nnrth- 
uard  and  h\-  his  iiilluence  secured  Inr  the  rehel  I'msinco  the  cn-npera- 
tinii  nf  a  larj;e  nnmher  nf  the  Micmac  trihe."  lie  left  rumlicrland 
in  an  npeii  Imat  nn  .\u,i;nst  v  'J/'*.  '"I'l  cnaslini;  alnn^  the  Ikiv  nf 
l'"nnd\-,  reached  i '.issania(|uo(ldy  I'.ay  nn  the  1  1  th.  In  .Machias  lia)-, 
which  he  entered  mi  the  13th,  he  fnund  Cnlniiel  I'.ddy  with  tweiity- 
ei<;ht  others  in  a  sclinniier  nu  their  wa\'  tn  the  l'pa\-  (it  lunid\-  tn 
capture  h'nrt  ("umherlaud.  .Mian  tried  tn  induce  l'dd\-  tn  ahandnii 
the  expeditinn  fnr  the  present,  ur^ini^  that  it  w•a^  inipnssihle  to  accnni- 
( 5'^ ) 
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l)lish  anytliing-  with  so  .siiiall  a  furcc.  Culimel  Ivldv  was  licadstmiit; 
and  saiimiiiic,  ami  kept  nu  his  \va\'.  lie  was  sure  iiinre  men  wduKI 
tiiil<n\  him.  and  he  cxprcted  U>  .^cl  a  hirt^e  adiHtiim  tn  hi^  lorcc  when 
he  reached  the  St.  juhn  l\i\er. 

Allan,  in  tiie  meantime,  pn.shed  im  tu  Machia>.  and  after  siieudini; 
a  tew  da\>  there,  went  a^  far  as  the  1 'i^cataipiis  l\i\er  li")'  water,  and 
thence  he  timk  the  -tai;e  {>>  Huston.  I'mni  LMist.m  he  i>r(  needed  in 
\\'a.-'hinL;ti  Ill's  heaii(|uai'ters,  _i;i\inL;'  Xew  \'(irk,  which  \\a^  then  in 
])i)sse^^iMn  of  the  ]'>riti>h.  a  wide  herlli.  lie  dined  with  \\'a^hin;;tt  m, 
and  talked  oxer  the  situatinii.  (  )n  the  4tli  nf  January  he  wa>  iiitrcj- 
duced  tw  the  (."ontinent.d  C'i)nL;ress,  where  he  made  a  full  htatemeiit 
of  matter.^  in  Ncna  Scotia. 

Alter  some  deliheratioiis,  C^int;Tess  appointed  him  superintendent 
of  the  eastern  Indians  and  a  colonel  of  infantrw  lie  receixed  his 
in.struclion^  from  lloii.  ]n\m  I  lancock,  ami  left  at  once  for  lloston. 
\\  hile  he  urged  upon  the  niemhers  in  council  the  necessit}'  of  protect- 
ing the  ea^tern  pari  of  .Maine,  and  showed  the  advantage  it  would 
he  to  the  reliels  it,  li\'  .sending  out  an  arnieil  force,  the\  could  t.ike 
posses-ion  of  the  western  part  of  Xo\a  Scotia.  d  his  the  Council 
])r(imised  [n  do. 

After  gi\ing  this  ad\ice,  .Mian  liim.~elf  set  out  to  show  wh.it 
could  he  done  hy  r.aidiug  the  lo\al  settlers  on  the  Riser  ."-^t.  |ohn. 
This  expedition  was  not  \er\-  successful,  and  (oli.nel  .Mian  wa>  gkul 
to  get  hack  to  .M;iine,  and  take  up  the  duties  of  hi.-  new  position  as 
superintendent  of  the  eastern  Indians.  lie  made  .Machias  his  head- 
(luarters.  and  to  the  end  of  his  lile,  which  came  in  the  \  ear  1805,  he 
rem.iined  ;i  resident  ol  the  Stale  ol  .Maine. 

lieamish  .Miinlmk.  the  historian  of  .\o\a  Sci'tia,  in  a  letter  to  a 
relative  of  ( "olonel  John  .Mian,  sa_\  s  :  "If  the  traditions  I  h;i\e  heard 
ahoiit  John  .Mian  are  correct,  he  could  not  ha\e  lieen  much  o\er 
twent\-one  _\ears  old  in  1775.  .\s  he  had  iuj  .\ew  Ihigland  ancestors, 
his  escapade  must  he  attriliuted  to  amhition.  rom.ince.  or  pure  zeal 
for  what  he  thonglit  was  just  and  right.  l"or  the  feelings  against  the 
Crown  in  .\o\a  Scotia  in  1775  were  coiiliued  to  the  -\cadian  h'rench, 
who  resented  the  con(|nest,  the  imli.ans  who  were  emigr;mts  fiuui 
Xew    h'.ngland." 

Mr.  .Murdoch  was  mist.akcn  in  the  age  of  .Mian.  John  .Mian  was 
horn  in  lulinhurgh  Castle  at  ahout  "half  after  one"  of  the  clock,  on 
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January  3,  1746,  ((J.  S.  1,  ami  was  baptized  on  tlie  5th  l>y  Mr.  Glas- 
gow. Ul'  thus  must  lia\c  been  in  bis  jdtii  )car  when  be  juineil  tbc 
]ubly  rebel.s. 

After  (.'ulunel  b;il(l\'.s  inter\ie\\  witb  Culonel  Allan  in  Macbias 
Ba_\-,  be  pusbed  on  to  Cumberland,  and  landed  in  I'elitcudiac.  J  lis 
little  arm_\-  bad  increa>ed  con.^iilerabl)'  since  he  left  .Macbias.  At 
the  mouth  of  tiie  I'etilcoiliac  River  be  stationed  a  small  force  to 
watch  Ii'r  reinforcements  thai  mij^bt  be  comin;;  to  i-'ort  L'umbeiland. 
With  the  main  body  of  hi>  folhrwers  be  started  o\erland  for  l-'hi.L;- 
necto.  alter  he  bad  .■-upplied  bis  commissariat  from  the  lo\al  settlers 
alont;  the  ri\er. 

'1  be)'  crossed  the  .Memramcook  well  up  to  the  be.td  of  that  ri\er, 
and  took  a  straii^ht  course  for  I'oint  Miilgic.  Then  Ljoin^  ihroiiL^h 
the  woods  abo\"e  the  Jolicure  Lakes,  they  came  to  the  home  of  (  ol- 
onel  .\llan.  in  lJp])er  I'oint  de  llute.  .Mrs.  Allan  and  her  children 
were  still  there,  and  there  was  no  disi)osition  on  the  part  of  the  inha- 
bitants 'li  jolicure  to  interfere  in  an\'  measure  against  the  rebels. 

in:Bi:LS  cai'tukil  a  sloop. 

.\t  Allan's  it  was  learned  that  a  \essel  witb  provisions  bad  been 
seen  in  the  bay,  beadint;  for  hurt  Cumberland.  l']d<l\  sent  a  number 
of  scouts  down,  witb  instructions  to  caijtm-e  the  \essel.  Ihider  the 
co\er  of  darkness  and  a  thick  fot;-.  they  were  able  to  locate  the  sloo[) 
in  (  umberland  I 'reek  without  being-  seen  b_\-  the  men  on  the  lookout. 
In  the  earl\-  morniug,  when  the  leader  of  the  scouts  snddenlv  le\elled 
bis  gun  at  the  one  man  on  deck,  and  called  out,  "If  \ou  mo\e  \t.in  are 
a  dead  man,"  the  surprise  was  complete,  and  the  man  obeyed  orders. 
The  rebels  boarded  the  sloop,  and  soon  hail  all  bamls  in  irons.  As  it 
grew  lighter,  and  the  fog  cleared  awa\-.  Captain  ISaiou  and  missionary 
J'".giestou  from  the  fort  cime  down  to  the  \essel.  suspecting  nothing, 
and  were  liotb  made  prisoners.  i'",gleston  was  t.aken  to  llostou.  and 
remained  a  prisipuer  for  eighteen  months.  As  soon  as  the  tide  turned 
the  \essel  lloated  out  of  L'mnberkand  Creek,  and  beaded  for  the 
Mi<sic|uasli.  The  Uinon  Jack  was  hauled  down  and  the  Stars  and 
Stripes  run  up  in  its  place. 

Ibis  capture  greatly  ekated  the  rebels,  furnishing  them,  as  it  did. 
witb  sU])plies,  of  which  the}'  prob.ably  stood  in  con-iderable  need.  The 
slo(jp  Could   run  up  the  .M  issiipiash   near  to  the   farms  of  the   l".dd\s, 
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Jonathan  and  Williams,  who  at  the  time  owned  nio^t  of  the  u\)\kv 
part  III'    I'ljit    Lawrence. 

Coliinel  I'.ddy  now  decided  t«i  lose  no  time,  hut  attack  the  fort 
at  once,  flis  arnn  caniiied  at  .Mount  W  hatley,  near  where  the  resi- 
dence of  David  Carter  now  stands.  .Mount  W'h.atley  was  called 
Camp  Hill  for  a  numher  of  )ears  after  this. 

Wdiile  these  things  were  heint^  done  hy  the  rehels  the  Lnqlish  were 
not  idle.  .\  hundred  antl  fifty  rei^ulars,  under  Colonel  (iorham,  had 
heen  sent  to  a^^i^-t  the  i;arri>on  and  .streii,L;then  the  delences  cd"  the 
fort.  When  all  was  read)  in  the  rehel  camp.  Colonel  h'.ddy  sent  the 
f(jllowin,L;"  summons  to  Lieutenant-Colonel  Gorhani,  demanding  his 
surrender :

"d'lie  alread\-  too  plentiful  I'.t'fusion  of  lluman  I'.lood  in  the 
Unhappy  content  hetween  (heat  L.ritain  and  the  Colonies,  calls  on 
tvery  one  en,L;a;4ed  on  either  side,  to  use  their  utmost  I'dt'orts  to  pre\'ent 
the  Unnatural  Carnai^e,  hut  the  Importance  of  the  Cause  on  the  side 
of  .Vinerica  hn>  made  War  necessary,  and  its  Coiiscipiences  thou'Ji 
in  some  Cases  shockini;-,  are  yet  una\iiidahle.  lUit  to  l'"\idence  that 
the  Virtues  of  humanity  are  carefull)-  attended  to,  to  temper  the 
L\)rtitude  id'  a  Soldier,  I  ha\-e  to  summon  }ou  in  the  .X'ame  of  the 
United  Colijnies  to  surrender  the  I'ort  now  mxler  _\iinr  Command, 
to  the  .\rmy  sent  under  me  hy  the  States  of  .\merica.  1  do  promise 
thai  if  \ou  suren<ler  ^  iiursehes  as  I'risoners  ot  War  \ciu  ma\'  depend 
upon  hein<(  treateil  with  the  utmost  (/ivilit)'  and  Kind  dd-eatmeut ;  if 
\-ou  refuse  I  am  determined  to  storme  the  I'Ort,  and  }'iu  must  ahiile 
the  ci  iuse(|uences. 

"\'our  answer  is  ex|)ecte<l  in  tour  Hours  after  you  recei\-e  this 
and  the   Idas;  to  Return  safe.

The  following  is  Colonel  lulil\-'s  own  account  of  the  first  attack 
oil  I'ort  ( 'uniberland,  gi\en  in  "Castern  .Maine"  I  Kidder,  p.  (>')): 
"Cpon  Colonel  (iorhain's  Refusal  to  surrender  we  attempted  to  storm 
the  l''ort  in  the  Xi.^ht  of  the  uth  .\ov.  with  our  scaling  Ladders  and 
(idler  -\ccourtenients,  but  hndiiig  the  l-'ort  to  be  stronger  than  we 
imagined  i  oecasioncd  by  late  Repairs),  we  thought  hi  to  Relimpiish 
our  Le^ign  after  a  he,a\'y  Uring  troiu  their  Creat  Cams  and  small 
Amis,  with  Internii^sidii  tcji-  _>  hours,  which  we  .Sustained  without  ;my 
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Loss  ( excei)t  one  Indian  heini;'  wounded),  who  liehaxed  \'ery  gal- 
lantl)-,  and  l\etreatetl  in  <;oi)d  (  )ider  to  our  Canii)." 

l're\ious  lo  the  lir>t  allack  on  the  plaee,  Ivldy  liad  arranged  with 
an  Indian  to  sneak  into  the  fort  ami  open  the  main  L;ate ;  he  wnuM 
lKi\e  his  men  read)-  t(j  rn>h  in  and  take  tlie  plaee  hy  as-anh.  \\  hile 
tlie  attaek  was  in  pro.^re^s  the  Indian  i^ot  into  the  plaee  and  was  in 
the  aet  of  unliarrini;  the  j^ates  when  he  was  di-eo\ered  li\-  Major 
Dieksoii.  'lliL-  major  bpoik-d  the  little  seheme  liy  sla-hini;-  the  Indian's 
arm  with  his  swor<l,  whieh  left  him  maimed  tor  lile.  The  assailants 
soon  after  retreated  without  any  \ery  serious  lo>s. 

In  au'iiher  attaek,  made  a  few  days  later,  the  lar_i;e  harrack's  on  the 
southeast  side  of  the  fort  were  set  on  lire,  in  the  hope  that  it  would 
eommunieate  with  the  maL;aziue.  It  is  said  a  traitor  in  the  rehel  eanip 
warned  the  I'Jii;lish  of  the  seeond  attaek.  This  also  failed,  hut  the 
harraeks  and  a  numher  of  houses  ne.ir  the  lorl  were  htirned.

ISefore  the  rehels  had  a  ehanee  to  made  a  third  attaek,  ;l  skjop  of 
war  arrived  in  the  I'.asin  with  four  luuidred  men  to  reinfi.'ree  the  ,^ar- 
ris(jn.  (Ji  ilonel  l:dd\-  seem-  not  tw  ha\e  heard  of  the  ai'rixal  lA  the 
tro(i|)S.  '1  heir  presenee.  howe\er,  enaliled  (.'Mkinel  ( iia-ham  lo  take 
the  offensive,  and  the  rehel  eamp  was  aliaeked.  h'-ddy  did  nut  wait 
to  try  the  mettle  of  his  men,  hut  j;ot  away  with  the  loss  of  (jnly  one 
man.  With  as  many  of  his  followers  as  he  eould  In  dd  together  he 
hastened  toward  I'.ay  \'erte.  .\  short  distanee  heynd  the  Invernia 
I'"arm,  a  sijuad  took  amhush  in  a  thieket  ne.ir  a  hridi^e,  and  when  the 
reijulars  in  piu'suit  were  erossin.i;'  the  hrid.ii^e  the  part)  hred  ;i  volley, 
killin,!;"  se\eral  of  the  soldiers  and  wiuindin,^  others,  ddiis  so  ineensed 
the  truops  that  the\'  returned  and  set  lire  to  Sheriff  .Mian's  house, 
whieh  was  liurued  to  the  .ground,  tugether  with  a  numher  e/t  (}lher 
huildings  in  the  neighhi  ahood.  .Mrs.  .Mian  and  her  ehildreu  eseaped 
te)  the  woods,  where  the\-  rem.iineil  mitil  hunger  eompelled  them  lo 
eome  out.  .'-^he  was  found  some  days  alter  this  hy  her  f.ither,  .Mark 
] 'at  ton,  ha\  ing  lived  for  some  time  on  haked  p'  itatoes  pieked  up  around 
the  hurned  dwelling-,  and  was  taken  to  his  home  not  f;ir  fruni  the 
fort.  Mrs.  -Mian  w.-is  not  allowed  to  rem;un  long  with  her  f.-itlier,  hut 
was  earried  a  prisuuer  to  Halifax.     She  remained  onl)-  in  ilalifax  a 
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few  nii'iiths  wlien  she  was  t;i\eu  her  liherly  and  rejoined  her  husliand 
at  Alaehias. 

l',dd\-,  after  i;iiini;'  in  the  (Hreetinii  of  Bay  W'rte  for  smne  lime, 
Ihiding  lie  was  nut  pnrsiied,  turned  liis  steps  toward  I'nint  Miilgie, 
■where  he  liad  called  while  on  hi>  march  to  (."hii;nect().  hrnin  here  he 
made  his  ua\'  hack  to  .Machias.  ju>t  what  route  he  piu'sued  or  how 
great  the  dilficulties  he  met  with  in  this  lonj^,  tiresome  jourue)  ,  has 
iie\er  Iteen  yiNen  to  the  puhlic.  Machias,  until  the  close  of  the  war, 
was  the  ren(le/\ous  of  pri\,ilcers  ;nul  all  manner  of  ad\euturers,  hoth 
beft)re  and  alter  the  arri\al  of  h.ild\-  and  Allan.  ( 'olonel  l''.dd)''.s  escape 
from  t'lii^iiecto  ended  the  relielliou  in  that  di-trict  so  lar  as  an\-  hc)pf 
remained  of  a  succc.ssliil  attempt  to  h.md  o\er  the  t;o\ernment  of  the 
countr\'  to  the  New  l'JiL;Ianders.  hut  the  diflereiiccs  ot  i.pinion  amon^;' 
neighhors,  tlie  raids  of  rcl/el  hands  in  the  district,  together  with  the 
burning  of  a  mimher  of  huildings  created  a  strong  feeling  that  it  look 
years  to  all,i\'.

"That  during  the  interval  hetween  the  dehate  of  I'rida)-  and  this 
nK.iment,  he  had  re\(jl\ed  the  whole  of  the  transactions  of  the  (  io\cr- 
iior  ;md  (.'oiiiicil.  on  the  suljjcct  of  the  judges,  repcatcdh'  in  his  mind; 
and  the  more  he  considered  it,  the  more  he  was  conxinced  of  the  ini- 
quity of  the  proceedings,  and  the  propriet\-  of  the  ni'itiou  now  before 
the  House."  lie  went  on  to  impress  on  the  llou.se  the  great  import- 
ance id'  their  public  position — offered  to  act  as  a  pli\'sici:iu  to  raise 
them  from  langoiu"  ;ind  letb.irgy,  and  referred  to  the  natural  e(|uality 
of  men,  to  be  modified  b_\-  social  laws  and  order,  lie  now  begged  the 
House  to  Consider  themsehes  as  representing  the  aggregate  of  the 
coniiuunity.  "They  were  the  guardi.aus  of  their  rights  and  liberties. 
As  such,  in  this  l'ro\ince,  they  could  only  ha\'e  their  peers,  not  their 
su[)eriors.  lie  begged  the\  wmild  particularlv  attend  to  the  magni- 
tude ot  their  ollice;  the\  were  there  i)laced  as  ;i  check  u]ion  the  other 
two  branches  of  the  Legislature,  and  ought  religioush'  to  w.iich  that 
the  liberties  of  the  people  should  be  iiniolabl)-  preser\ed,  and  obstin- 
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ately  tlclciuled.  lie  was  convinced  of  tlic  necessity  of  tlicsc  remarks, 
lie  .saw  nianv  nienili-ers  in  the  I  louse  wantini^  conliilence  of  their  own 
powers,  and  he  wished  to  take  them  1))'  the  hanch  and  phice  them  in 
the  ^eat  they  oiij^ht,  and  had  an  nndouhted  ri,i;ht  tu  lill — in  tiiat  seat 
(hdwinj;-  t(j  tile  iliiuse)  lie  would  now  \iew  them — and  declared,  that 
they  had  an  undMuhted  ri^lit  tw  scan,  not  <inl\'  the  omduct  nf  hi>  e.\- 
cellenc_\'s  l'ri\)-  I'duiicil,  hut  e\en  the  (ioxernMr's  al.~o.  Irue  it  was, 
that  the  King"  could  dn  mi  wrnuL;-,  hut  it  diij  not  fiilli)W  frnm  thence 
that  his  rel)re^entati\■e  was  e(|uall\'  perlect.  \'>\  llii^  remark  he  hy  no 
means  intended  to  liiid  fault  with  the  cmuluct  id"  his  excelleuc)'.  W  hat 
he  had  ddiie  was  dictateil  h\"  his  l'ri\\-  Council,  and  tlie\'  altme  were 
and  iim;ht  to  he  answeralile  fur  that  ad\  ice."  1  le  ci>ncei\  ed  that  I'lmn- 
cil  in  general,  and  one  id  them  in  particular,  higliK'  culjiahle.  Snnie 
he  thiinght  were  men  of  heinnr,  hut  weak.  lie  ceii>ured  the  late 
Speaker,  .\ttorne\'  (deiieral  lUowers,  se\erelv  for  lia\ini4"  tacitl)-  saiic- 
tidued  the  priiceeding>  nl  the  llnu^e  in  the  last  ses--idn,  and  UdW  tak- 
ing distinct  pan  i  lU  the  ci  iiUrar\-  side.  1  le  said  :  "W  e  lind  him  upeiil}' 
and  a\ii\\edl\',  in  lii^  Idler  to  the  (ioNerimr,  calling  himself  an  ad\'o- 
cate  of  these  geiulemen,  wliuse  cause,  when  under  the  inspection  nf  the 
llnnse,  he  had  seemed  to  gi\e  up  as  indefeusiMe.  lie  had  repeatedly 
declared,  nut  onh'  to  iirofessii  mal  men,  hut  e\en  tn  .Mr.  McliiU,  die 
inciiinpetenc)-  nf  the  judges, — and,  althnugh  he  denied  to  .Mr.  Mc(iill 
his  ha\'iiig  ])ledged  himself  tti  .Mr.  Sterns,  tn  cniue  fnrward  hefnre  the 
lIi)U>e  as  their  accuser,  still  he  wmild,  on  the  arrixal  uf  the  (lii\ernor- 
(ieiieral,  appl\-  tn  him  Inr  their  reniii\al.  hrmn  such  a  cniiduct  and 
e.xpressii  ms,  was  it  imssihle  the  .\tttirne\-  (ieneral,  inesinus  tn  a  regu- 
lar trial,  cniild  declare  the  judges  iniinceiU  .■"  and  niight  he  unt,  after 
heiug  called  up  In  the  cniincil,  particularh-  tn  h,a\e  dct.iiled  the  wlinle 
nf  nui'  prneeedings  nii  tliis  snlenin  nccrcsinn?  lie  (the  .\llnriie\-  (  Gen- 
eral )  was  in  dut\-  hnund  tn  declare  the  sentiment  ni  the  llnuse — lij 
lia\'e  pninted  nut  that  the  cnniplinnt  against  the  judges  nriginated  in  it 
— that  main  nf  the  memhers.  the  .Snlieitnr-l  ieneral,  .Majnr  .Milledge, 
and  myself,  gave  iiifnrmalinii  mi  the  nccasinn — iIkiI  the  cninplaints  nf 
Messrs.  Stearns  and  l"a\lnr  were  taken  dnw  n  in  w  riling,  hec.uise  tlie\' 
were  iint  memhers  oi  the  House,  and  for  the  satisfai-linii  of  the  llnuse 
in  case  tlie\'  wished  their  inlormatinn  tn  he  repealed.  The  infnrm.a- 
linii  L;i\en  h\'  the  inemln.'rs  was  umiecess.ir\  In  he  l.ikeii  dnwn  in  writ- 
ing,  fnr  the  llnuse  cniild  always  recur  In  them   Inr  pei-snnal  infnian.a- 
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tion.  Tliat  by  the  iiilorniatidn  of  Messrs.  Steins  ami  TaylDr,  the 
House  only  intendetl  tn  show  his  e.xcellencv  that  lhe\-  had  made  an 
enquiry  he^-und  the  liniils  ( d'  their  uwn  walls,  and  Udl  tn  hand  them 
up  with  the  ad<lre^s  as  a  iironf  nf  the  criminality  nf  tlie  judges,  ddiat 
the  lldUse  e.\]iected.  \\liene\er  the  trial  timk  place,  that  pnhlic  nulice 
would  lia\e  heen  i;"i\en,  in  nrdcr  that  .some  of  the  memhers  uiinht 
come  torward  a>  e\idence.  Ihat  as  no  part  of  the  information  had 
heen  taken  on  oatli,  it  could  not  pos.silily  ser\e  to  condemn  the  judi;es, 
— and  it  the}-  were  to  he  tried,  it  oui^ht  to  Ijc  accordim;  to  law  and 
custom,  li\-  lixint;-  e\idence.  iluh'  sworn,  and  rei^ularh  examined  hy 
both  parties,  llad  the  .\ttorne\'  (deneral  j;i\en  such  int(irmation  and 
ad\ice  to  the  Council,  it  was  more  than  prohahle  a  \er\  dd'ferent  mode 
would  ha\'e  heen  pursued.  I'rom  the  coiu'crsation  that  ]iassed  hetween 
the  .\tlorney  (  ieneral  and  Mr.  .Mcdill.  it  eviilenllv  ap]iearcd  that  the 
former  h.ad.  in  some  measure,  pled^ctl  himself  to  .Mr.  Stearns;  hut 
that  as  he  had  not  heen  consulted  on  the  ])resent  occasiou,  he  would

1  he  lauLjua^e, 
he  declared,  marked  their  temper — it  was  crimin.itiiiL.;  men  who  hail 
heen  sumnioued  to  L;i\e  intormation,  which  corresponded  with  the 
information  of  some  id"  the  memhers  now  present.  How  could  the 
L'oiuicil  possibly  declare  the  informati<in  then  before  them  to  be  scan- 
dalous and  t^roundless .'  Could  the  simple  answers  of  the  iuilLj'es 
justify  So  harsh  a  decisiiin.-"  It  their  answer  could  be  lei;all\  a<lmitted 
as  an  e\  idence  of  their  innocence,  justice  was  at  an  end.  and  e\er\' 
sjiccies  of  \illain\'  miuht  pass  im])unished.  .VdnnttiuL;-  a  man  ch.iri^ed 
with  murder  b\  the  indictiuenl  of  a  L;rand  jur\,  would  .1  denial  of  the 
fact  acipiit  the  prisoner.-'  He  then  entered  lari;el\-  on  the  mode  of 
trial  b\  inr\-,  b\-  pointiui,'^  out  the  duties  o|  L;rand  and  petit  juries — the 
satisfactor\'  mode  in  which  trials  were  held — the  nature  of  recei\inL,f 
eviilence,  and  the  solemnit}'  and  candor  ul  courts  on  such  occasions, 
and  ileclared  the  Late  trial  and  acipiittal  of  the  JikIl^cs  w.inted  e\ery 
one  of  the  inL;redients.  He  concluded  with  deidariiiL;-.  that  he  was 
jealous  of  the  honor  and  reputation  oi  the  House,  and  conjured  them, 
by  their  determination  on  this  occasion,  not  to  entail  inf,im\-  ou  their 
]iosterit\-.      1  he  rays  of  science,  he  said,  had  hitherto  slmue  but  oblii|ue- 
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ly  on  this  iinrtliL-rn  iK'niisplRTe ;  Iml  Apnllu,  the  Sun  nf  Sriciice,  was 
now  licanmiL;'  his  more  (hrect  ra\  s  on  the  hills  of  Wiuilsnr,  and'wc 
slionid  he  c'autinns,  lest,  w  lien  wc  arc  in  onr  t;ra\cs,  our  more  enl:L;lU- 
ened  children  sluaild  ha\e  cause  to  hlush  at  the  conduct  ol  their 
fatliers."

Durini;-  the  autumn  of  i -S_>  one  huudreil  and  twenl\-  heads  of 
familio  in  .\ew  \'<vk  eiilered  into  an  aL;reement  to  remo\e  together 
to  Xo\a  Scotia.  At  a  mcctni^;^  held  on  Xo\emlier  I  ith,  a  louiiuitlee 
of  se\  en  was  chosen  to  make  arranj.;ements  for  the  renio\al  ihilher  as 
eari_\-  as  po^-^ihle  in  the  following  spring.  Tln'ee  weeks  later,  at  another 
meeting,  two  nienihers  of  the  committee,  Joseph  i'snchon  and  James 
Dole,  were  selected  l)\-  the  company  and  appro\ed  liy  Sir  (iu\'  ( 'arletoii, 
the  Ihatish  L Dminander-in-t  hief  at  Xew  \'ork'.  to  proceed  to  Halifax 
and  la\  he  tore  ( io\ernor  I'arr  the  intentions  of  the  a>soci,ilors.  ddiese 
agents  at  once  iircjceeded  on  their  mission,  l'\iichi'n  heing  accompanied 
1))'  his  familw  whom  he  settled  at  Lnnenhmg.  huested  with  ample 
powers  to  determine  all  matters  relati\-e  to  the  proposed  settlement, 
tlie\'  were  instructed  to  secure  adeijuate  grants  of  land  at  and  as  near 
I'ort  Rosewa)'  as  possihk-.  'I  hese  lands  were  to  he  free  from  ((uit- 
rents,  to  he  laid  out  and  >ur\eyed  at  the  cost  of  tlie  goxcrinncnt,  with 
the  reser\alion  to  the  settlers  (d  all  ])ri\ileges  of  "frsriing  and  fowling." 
The)'  were  also  to  ask  lor  the  incorporation  id  their  cit\,  sccmx'  assist- 
ance in  the  w  a}'  of  wurkmeii  and  m.aterial,  sti])nlate  for  aid  in  the 
opening  U]i  of  roads  to  other  districts,  and  ohtain  gnarantees  ag.ainst 
the  impressment,  "tor  e\er,"  of  an_\-  of  the  inhahitant.i  for  na\al  ser\- 
ice.  .\11  these  ad\'antages  were  to  he  sought  upon  the  ilisiinct  under- 
standing th.it  satis facliiin  on  any  or  all  points  should  in  no  wa\- 
interfere  with  their  claims  upon  the  iSritish  go\ernmcnl  for  com- 
pensation  for  losses,  and  sulTerings  through  the  war  then   just  ended. 

So  Cordial  was  the  reception  ol  the  delegates  Ii\-  the  (iowinor  and 
Council,  and  so  fa\oral)le  the  statements  respecting  the  farming  anil 
fruit-growing  capahilities  id  the  proposed  place  of  scltleinent  made 
l>y  one  or   Iwij  persons   who   had   heen   in   its   neighhorhood.   ih.it   ihe 
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delegates  at  once  ^-enl  hack  giuwing  repi.irts.  The  Sur\'e_\(ir-('ieneral 
hail  assured  ihein  that  the  place  selected  was  the  hest  >itualiiin  in  the 
rro\'ince  tor  trade,  fishing  and  tarniing;  Ixjth  (ioNcrnor  i'arr  and  Sir 
Andrew  Snape  Ilamniond  had  expressed  an  ijijiniiin  that  the  pri'p'ihcil 
city  wonld  hec(jnie  one  nf  the  "capital  ports"  tjf  the  American  contin- 
ent; and  Sir  An<lre\\,  ahiint  t(j  ^ail  tor  luiginad,  had  promised  to 
sui>i)ort  their  enterprise  wilh  all  his  inllnence. 

In  interesting  letters  tixmi  llahfax  at  this  time,  I'Nnchun  drew 
freijnent  cunipari-uns  hetween  the  natnral  ad\antages  of  llalilax  and 
J 'urt  Uosewaw  in\arial)l_\-  in  la\'ir  of  the  last  named  place.  It  is  e\  i- 
dent  I'l-din  these  letters  that  before  the  arri\al  of  the  f.o\alists  at  Shel- 
htn'ne  serious  fears  of  the  o\  ershadow  ing  inllnence  of  the  coming 
settlement  had  so  far  alYected  the  people  of  llahfax  as  to  render  the 
position  ,.f  (io\ernor  I'arr  one  of  some  emliarrassmcnt.  dhis  fear 
ma\'  ha\e  heen  canscil  in  part  ot  nngnarded  words  hv  Loyalists  and 
others  at  ll.ilifax  who  were  waiting  the  arri\al  ui  their  tricnds  at 
I'ort  Uosewax.  with  the  itention  of  sharing  their  fortunes.  (  )n  h'cl)- 
riiar\'  \o.  i  jN.v  l'\iichon  wrote:  "Alnch  talk  is  here  ahoiit  the  capital 
()fl'ro\ince.  "  *  '■  llalif.ax  can't  l)nt  he  sensihJe  that  I'ort  Rose- 
wa\'.  if  properh  attended  to  in  encoin'aging  settlers  of  e\ery  denomina- 
tion, will  have  much  the  a<l\aiUage  id  all  supplies  from  the  Wny  of 
l'iuid\-  and  the  westward. 

"What  the  conseipience  will  he,  time  only  will  re\eal.  They  cer- 
tainlv  are  seiisihU'  pricked.  A,lan_\'  go  so  tar  as  to  say  that  in  a  few 
\ears  it  will  dwindle,  etc.  This  nnist  guard  ns  against  much  opposi- 
tion in  pri\ate,  whilst  the  pnhlic  tcstinionx'  is  all  for  ns.  Man\'  .at 
llahfax  would  ha\e  tried  to  divert  oiir  attention  to  some  other  parts 
of  the  l'ro\ince,  as  the  I'.ay  of  I'dindw  the  Ki\er  St.  John  and  the 
eastward,  and  e\en  to  scatter  ns." 

.\  few  \ears'  experience  must  ha\e  convinced  l'\iichon  that  the 
aihisers  whom  he  suspected  of  jealonsy  were  not  f.iirly  judged. 

ddie  (iovernor  had  also  engaged  to  proxide  400,000  feel  of  hoards 
against  the  arrival  of  the  spring  licet,  to  he  divided  at  the  rate  of 
thirteen  hnndred  feet  to  each  familv.  Tims  led  wilh  pleasant  words, 
the  delegates  informed  their  friends  in  New  \'ork  of  their  lielief  that 
the  coming  citv  would  soon  outrival  llalif.ax;  and.  in  private  advices, 
ascrihed  the  conduct  of  several  persons,  who  had  spoken  to  them  of 
more  suitable  districts  on  the  kJav  of  I'\indv  or  the  I\iver  .^t.   lohn,  to 
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jealousy  oul}-.  'I'u  i)rolcct  tlicnibcKcs  ami  their  taniilies  ai^aiiisl  dan- 
ger Iroin  an  iiillueiice  bO  baneful,  indicalion^  of  whieh  were  nui  waut- 
iny,  they  had  a  little  later  achlrc^sed  a  coniinnuK-aliou  to  the  Secretary 
uf  Stale  and  cndeaxored  to  enlist  the  services  id  Lolmiel  hanniuL;  and 
Sir  William  1 'cppcrell,  then  in  l'".n,i;land.  At  the  same  time  ihev  pul 
forth  all  possible  elVorts  to  estahlish  mills  in  the  iieii;hlH  .rln  m  nl  of  the 
proposed  settlement,  in  adwince  oi  the  arrival  id"  their  friends. 

The  i)assa,L;e  (jI  the  exiles  from  [luri  to  p(jrt  was  a  week  in  len.^th. 
Then  stern  fact  look  the  place  oi  fancy,  ihe  lirsl  land  seen  1>}  them 
was  L'a|)e  Sable,  white  with  snow.  Soon  after,  on  the  4lh  of  Ala_\, 
1783,  they  entereii  the  harbour  for  which  thev  were  bound,  aiul 
anchored  near  its  mouth. 

The  new  l.ti\ali>l  settlement  received  its  name — Shelburne — on 
Auyusl  Jiul.  Tins  name  was  given  by  (ioverunr  I'arr,  in  honor  of 
Loril  Shelburne  (afterwards  .Mari|nih  of  Laiulsdown),  Secretary  of 
State  for  the  L'<ilcinies.  During  this  \isit,  (  nivernor  I'arr,  whose  pres- 
ence was  attended  b_\'  a  succession  of  festivities  mi  ship  and  on  shr)re, 
appoiuietl  several  m.agistrates.  In  one  important  matter  the  inhabi- 
tants were  disappointed,  d'hey  had  set  their  hearts  np.iu  the  iiici  ir|i' ir.a- 
tion  of  their  citv.  Their  agents  had  been  instructed  to  press  the  piiiut 
with  all  earuesliiess,  but  from  the  (iovernor,  nt>vv  on  the  ground,  they 
could  nbiain  no  satisfaction.  Soon  after  his  return  to  Halifax,  the 
(ioveruiir,  in  a  letter  to  Lord  .Xorlh.  expressed  an  opinion  th;a  the 
people  of  SlK'lbiirne,  the  number  of  whom  exceeded  live  thousand, 
would  SddU  prove  a  "h;ipp_v  and  pros[)eri)Us"  CDinmuuitv. 

While  these  live  ihousand  exiles,  suddenlv  set  down  among  the 
rocks  and  slumps,  were  striving  to  make  the  best  of  iheir  new  and 
peculiar  posilKm,  thev  were  sijrel}'  ])erplexed  by  the  arrival  of  live 
thousand  others,  inanv  ol  whom  thev  regardeil  .as  unwelcome  neigh- 
bors. Whatever  tri.ils  the  earlier  exiles  had  h:id  to  endure,  their 
position  had  been  jireferable  to  th.at  of  friends  who  rem.aiiied  behind. 
In  .\ngust,  17S,:;,  Sir  (iny  Carleton  wrote  to  Washinglou  that  the 
disregard  ol  the  articles  of  peace  shown  bv  the  newsp.ipeis,  and  bv 
threats  from  committees  formed  in  dilferent  towns,  ;ind  even  in  I'hila- 
delphia,  where  the  ( 'ongress  was  in  ses-ion.  was  such  that  he  was 
obliged  by  his  relation  ii,  his  governinent  and  bv  humanitv  itself  to 
rein(i\eall  who  should  wish  lobe  removed.  'I'bis  removal,  in  view  of 
the  approaching  evacn.ition  i.jf  Xew  \'ork  bv  the  I'.rilish  forces,  h.ad  [<> 
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be  luaile  in  haste.  In  Suptenilier,  1783,  a  large  llcel  willi  Loyalists 
anil  disbanded  soldiers — 8,000  in  all — left  New  Vurk  fur  St.  John  and 
Shclburne.  One  of  the  vessels  Imnnd  for  St.  John  Avas  wrecked  (m  u 
ledge  near  C'ape  Sable,  with  the  loss  nf  ninetv-nine  li\es,  but  all  the 
N'essels  due  at  Shelburne  reached  their  destinati(.)n  in  safet)'. 

The  sudden  arrival  cd  fne  thousand  persons  in  a  settlement  with 
five  tliou>and  prexioush'  on  the  ground  could  scarceh'  find  shelter,  was 
a  serious  e\ent,  especially  near  the  end  of  September.  In  the  emer- 
gency the  g"o\ernment  did  all  that  was  puSMble.  'I'wu  new  di\isi(ins 
were  run  out  on  the  re-er\ations  intended  fur  the  north  and  south 
comnmns,  and  the  long  streets,  p.'irallel  with  Water  street,  were  in- 
creased to  the  number  of  elexen.  .\s  early  as  .\cj\eniber  iitli  the 
citizen  settlers  drew  their  lots  and  two  da_\-s  later  the  di^lianded  trunps 
received  theirs.  .Man\'  (jf  those  who  had  arrived  in  the  autumn  s])ent 
the  winter  in  the  \es,sels  at  the  co\e,  ;md  some  hatl  a  tent  as  their  onlv 
shelter,  bortunatel)-  at  .Shelburne  the  winter  was  <ine  of  umisual  mild- 
ness, and  therefore  much  more  satisfactory  to  the  settlers  there  Ulan 
t(j  their  fellow  e.xiles  in  X'ew  lirunsvvick.  Many  of  the  L(j)alists  in  St. 
j<]hn  spent  their  lirst  winter  in  log  houses,  bark  caiii]>-  and  tents,  and  a 
number  of  persons  dieil  through  exposure.  .\t  I'rederictou  further 
inland  there  was  keener  sulfering.  "Women,  delicalelv  reared,  cared 
for  their  infants  beneath  canvas  tents,  rendered  habitable  onlv  bv  the 
i)anks  ot  snow  which  la\'  six  feet  deep  in  the  open  spaces  of  the  forest. 
Men,  unaccustomed  to  toil,  looked  with  disinav  towarils  a  future 
which  seemed  hopeless,  ami  as  one  said,  who  as  a  chibl  passed  through 
these  dreadtul  davs,  "Strong  proud  men  \ve|)t  like  children,  and  lav 
down  in  their  siiow  bound  tents  to  die."  .\t  that  place,  loo,  the  sur- 
vivors are  said  to  have  narrowlv  esca])ed  starvation,  through  the  non- 
arrival  of  supplies  before  the  clo.sing  ot  navigation.  .\t  Shellnirne, 
throughout  the  winter,  rations  were  issued  bv  the  agents  of  the  ISrit- 
i.sh  government  to  between  nine  and  ten  thousand  persons. 

1  )uring  the  succeeding  sjiriug  other  lauds  were  kiid  (.ut  and  plotted, 
but  the  growth  ot  the  proposed  city  was  retarded  tor  ^ever.al  causes. 
In  nianv  cases  the  lots  drawn  were  ill-suited  to  the  business  of  the 
ftvvners,  and  ])ropcr  sites  could  onlv  be  obtained  bv  exchange  or  pur- 
chase at  the  expense  of  delav.  With  all  the  effort  pr.icticable,  it  was 
not  [lossible  to  secure  a  sufhcicnt  number  of  workmen  nor  a  satisfac- 
tory sup|)ly  of  building  materials.     lint  more  injurious  than  all  other 
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causes  were  internal  ili>sensic)ns  and  t^eiieral  dissatistaetitin  witli  tlie 
pro\ineial  j^uvernnient.  The  ini|iusiii(in  of  hea\  y  <lulies  called  tnrlh  a 
strnng-  ])iil)lic  pmtest  and  a  demand  that  the  inhaliitants  slmuid  he 
exempt  IfMni  the  payment  of  the>e  duties  until  the  Im\\  n  shuultl  he  in- 
curpiirated  antl  iimperl)-  represented  in  the  f-eyislatnre.  (i(i\ernor 
I'arr.  in  re[)ly,  expressed  regret  at  his  inahilily  to  rehe\e  them  Irom  the 
pavmenl  nf  dutie>.  hut  as-,nred  them  that  so  soon  as  the  llou-c  should 
ha\e  attended  to  the  current  husiness  of  the  \ear  he  would  dissoheit, 
and  not  call  another  until  writs  slioulil  ha\e  heen  i-sued  for  the  return 
of  memhers  from  all  the  new  settlements.  C'omplaints  were  al-u  made 
ahout  the  delav  in  the  i-.sue  of  grants,  hut  the  arrival  of  these  only 
increased  the  dissatisfaction.  It  was  generally  remarked  that  certain 
inlluential  men  seemed  to  have  heen  sin,i;ularly  favored  h\'  the  use  id" 
the  lot.  Suspicion  in  this  direction  led  to  hickerinj^s  and  jealousies 
which  were  never  allayed,  d'he  ^overnnieut  appointed  a  committee 
of  leading  citizens  to  settle  <lisputes,  hut  the  ditVicullies  linally  led  to  a 
riot,  the  ringleader  of  which  was  carried  ahoard  the  .l/c/c //ry,  mrm- 
of-war,  and  impressed  as  a  seaman,  which  hii^h-handed  act  called 
forth  the  hitter  feelini;-  towaril  the  captain  of  the  Mercury — the  lion.

"We  the  Representatives  (d"  His  Majesty's  faithful  suhjects  in 
the  ]'ro\ince  of  Xo\a  Scotia,  he;;'  lea\e  to  suhmit  to  _\'our  l'".xcelleucy's 
serious  consideration,  the  \er_\-  pressing;-  necessity  of  an  Alteration  in 
the  Division  Line,  hetween  this  and  the  .\'ei,L;hhoriuL;  l'ro\irice  of  Xew 
ISruusw  ick. 

"We  hei^,'"  leave  to  sugi^est  that  as  the  Division  Line  at  i)resent 
runs  (  folh.winy  the  courses  of  the  .Missi|uash  ki\er,  to  it<  source  ami 
from  thence  due  east  to  the  Lay  of  \  ert  )  it  is  only  rendered  va.L;ue 
and  indeterminate  f^rm  the  M,an\'  Sources  of  said  Ri\er,  most  of 
which    are   of    e(|ual    .Ma;;nitu<le,    and    take    their    rise    from    different 
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Directiniis,  hut  on  iiiain-  jiccninits  renders  the  situation  of  the  Inliahit- 
aiits  of  the  Adjoinini;  (/(unities  of  Cuniherhiml  and  W'estniorehuuh 
e\treinel\-  iiKun\  enient  and  perplexini;  a>  their  lli  lUiidarv  Line  and 
Part  </l"  tlieni  thereh}'  made  Suhjeet  U>  hdth  Gi)Verninents,  and  the 
i^Teat  ditiicuhy  of  aseertaininc;'  the  Limits  uf  the  respective  JurisiUe- 
tions  of  the  Courts  in  thi)se  ("ounties,  lias  pruved  a  snurce  "i  Lmuin- 
ual  X'exatiun  and  (  1  >ntni\er>y  among  the  Inhaljitants : 

"And  we  liey  lea\  e  further,  l(j  uliserve  to  _\"0ur  L'-xceHenc}',  that 
from  the  fore;;!  ling-  hicoux  eniences,  this  J'roxinee  (as  well  a^  that  ni 
Xew  ISru.nsw  ick  )  i>  deprixed  of  a  material  part  uf  its  Ue\enue.  and 
no  Assessments  can  he  le\  ied  or  Collected  whUe  it  remains  in  its 
present  Situation,  and  while  the  Laws  can  he  so  easily  e\aded. 

"h'rom  \(>uv  lC\cellenc)'s  accm'ale  knowled[;e  of  the  Province  in 
(leneral  as  well  as  the  local  Situation  of  the  Several  (founties,  that 
form  it,  We  are  fnll\'  seusihle  \'on  are  persnailed  of  the  Xecessity 
of  the  Alteration,  We  now  s, ,  ardently  desire  to  he  niaile,  and  We 
earnesth'  heg  leave  to  implore  \in\v  strenuous  l''ndea\ors  to  ellect  an 
Ohject  of  so  much  lm|)ort,ince,  to  the  l'".ase  and  Welfare  of  this 
I'rox'ince,  and  We  hey  Iea\e  to  recommend  that  the  L.otnids  hetween 
\o\a  Scotia  and  Xew  I'inniswick,  nia_\  he  estahlished  as  follows: 
I'.eginning  at  the  head  of  Menuaincoi  .k  Ui\er,  and  from  thence  to  run 
Xorth  I'-asterlv  to  the  head  of  Shediak  llarhour,  as  the  I'.otnidary 
thus  estahlished  will  not  interfere  with  an\-  Lands  heretofore  granted, 
or  Settlements  on  the  Jioiuidars'  Line  of  this  i'rovince,  and  admit 
of  the  Laws  in  hoth  ( io\ernments.  heing  duK'  admiiustered  with 
ease  and  effect." 

Referring  t<i  the  address  of  the  Xova  Scotia  Legislatiu'e,  the 
rtddress  pr(  jceeds  : 

"We  cannot  sulT:cienll\-  express  to  yoiu"  l^xcellencx'  om'  siu'prise  at 
so  unprecedented  an  application  of  which  this  pro\ince  has  recei\ed 
no  notice  or  communication  \\hate\er,  and  oiu'  fears  of  lo>ing  the 
hest.  settled  and  most  valuahle  part  of  the  C'ounty  of  Westmoreland 
of  which  that  address  is  calculated  to  deprixe  Us.  We  are  ahle,  alter 
the  most  diligent  en(|uiry,  to  as.-,eri  th;il  there  ha\e  heen  no  com]jlaiuts 
from  the  inhahitants  of  this  pnwince  respecting  any  incon\  eiiience 
sustained  h}'  them  from  the  existence  of  the  present  houndarv  line, 
nor  can  we  hnd  the  least  tr.aces  of  any  of  those  controversies  to 
which  it  is  sup[)osed  to  have  given  rise:  and  as  we  have  good  reasons 
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tu  hclicvc  that  no  atteiii|its  ha\e  hecn  made  to  ascertain  with  pre- 
cisiiin  the  hue  running  I'.a^l  frmn  the  Snuree  uf  the  Mi^>ii|ua'-h  in  Hay 
\  erte,  the  appreheiuled  inci  iin  eiiieiices  of  its  threclinn  apjiear  tn  u> 
inerelv  ideah  We  are  cniuiiiced  that  tile  present  line  \\a^  lixed  liy 
iiis  .Majest}-  ill  tlie  L;reatest  wisdmii  and  tliat  it  is  the  fittest  as  jjeiiii; 
tlie  lnu^t  natural  huundary  that  ei'uld  he  pc^inted  mit  hetween  the 
two  preniiices,  its  whole  length  heinj;"  less  tliaii  17  mile.-,  and  the  ])art 
where  an\'  pijssihie  uncertaint\-  can  exi>t  nut  exeeediii;;  (Hie-filth  uf 
that  di>tanee  and  that  thrmiLih  wilderness  land. 

"We  do,  therefore,  eniiMiler  the  applicatiun  of  the  House  of 
.\ssenihl\-  of  Xo\a  Scotia.  a>  tendiuL;"  onl\-  to  enlar,L;e  their  jurisdiction 
anil  as  sen^ihlv  atfectiiiL;  the  rights  of  niaiU'  hundred  inhahitants  of 
this  pro\ince  who  are  exceedin!;l\'  aver-e  to  a  measure  that  must 
suhject  them  to  numerous  and  lieruy  taxes  from  which  they  are  at 
])reseiu  hapi)il\'  exempt.  We,  iheretore,  liumblv  reipiest  ^'our  I'^xcel- 
lency  will  lie  pleased  t<>  take  such  measures  to  (piiet  the  alarms  and 
apprehensions  of  the  inhahitants  of  this  pro\ince.  and  for  ascertaiu- 
iuL;'  and  coiillrmini;'  the  present  liouudary  line  a,s  Vour  h.xcelleiic\ ,  in 
voiu-  wisdom  shall  think  meet."

A  lar,^e  section  of  the  populatiou  of  Halifax  during;  its  earlier 
da3'S  was  of  \ew  I'ji^land  origin.  ,\s  earl\  a^  1/5-  a  fully  or;;ani/ed 
Independent  or  CunL;re_L;atioiial  I'hurch  of  the  regular  New  luigland 
t\pe  was  e-tahlished,  and  the  ".Meeting  llmise"  at  the  corner  of  llojlis 
.Street  and  I'riiice  Street  hecame  one  of  the  conspicuous  landsiuarks 
(){  the  town.  W  ithin  a  few  \ears  id  their  settlement  ele\eii  or  t\\el\e 
\-ears  later,  mo.,t  of  the  New  huiLilaud  townships  had  pro\ided  them- 
sehes  with  churches  of  the  same  laitli  and  order.  The  outlook  was 
that  Independency,  or  I'ou-regation.alisin,  wnuld  n<it  ouly  he  strongly 
entrenched  at  the  capital,  hut  would  he  the  cloininaiit  t\pe  of  religious 
organization  throughotu  a  large  part  ot  the  I'roviiue,  extending  its 
swa\-  from  L'ape  Sahle  to  the  np]ier  waters  of  the  .St.  John.  .\s  it 
has  not  heeii  found  convenient  to  include  the  trealnieiit  i>\  this  ph.ase 
of  the  denominational  history  of  No\a  Scoti.i  in  the  cha|)ler  especi.illy 
devoted  to  that  suhject,  it  may  he  glanced  at  here. 
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One  iif  the-  lirst  procecdint^s  of  the  Legi^latuix-  of  Nova  Soiia 
after  Its  [irimar)-  i)r^;anizati('n  in  1  75>'^  was  tu  coiiliriii  1)\'  statute  the 
reli.L;i<ius  |)ri\ilei;es  ami  i"ii;hts  [ironiised  in  the  pn iclaniatii ms  nl  Law- 
rence til  the  incdniinu,-  settlers.  While  the  I'hureii  of  lui^laiul  was 
accorded  certain  special  recognition  so  far  as  l/olonial  conditions  and 
the  pledged  faith  u\  the  t'rown  wonld  permit,  dissenters  were  exemp- 
ted from  olili,i;ations  to  support  her  temporalities,  and  — prM\  idcd  they 
were  rrolestants — were  free  to  pro\ide  theniseKes  with  meeting 
houses  and  ministers.  The  shallow  of  the  penal  laws  had  crept  o\er 
the  ocean.  Kom.an  Catholics  were,  indeed,  allowed  to  li\e  in  the 
l'ro\iiice,  hut  the  law  denied  them  a  settled  priesthood  and  the  pr^i^er 
accessories  of  worship  reipiired  hy  their  ritual. 

In  the  Act  the  Dissenters  entitled  to  its  exemptions  and  pri\ilei;es 
were  dehnetl  as  'M'rotestant  Dissenters  dissentin,:,'  from  the  (  hurcii 
of  h'm^land  whether  they  he  Calvinists,  Lutherans,  (juakers,  or  under 
wliat  denomination  soe\'er." 

The  (."ahinists  prominentl\'  in  \iew  were  of  course,  the  Xew  I"-n^- 
landers,  or  the  most  of  tliem,  already  in  Halifax,  with  those  talking;  of 
coniiu;;  to  effect  settlement  in  the  country.  The  term  was  hroail 
enouj^h  to  inchiile  jiossihle  arri\'als  from  Scotland  and  Ireland.  'Ihe 
(Juakers  were  mentioned  hecause  e\en  then  the  idea  of  i;etlin^  settlers 
from   I 'enns\  1\  ania  had  keen  hroached, 

I'or  man\-  \ears  Halifax  had  just  two  I'eli^icjUs  centre.-.,  St.  I 'aul's 
and  the  "Meeting  I  louse."  The  former  nalurallv  L;alhered  to  itself 
the  distiucti\el\-  kjit;lish  element  (.if  the  population,  and  the  chief 
representati\  es  of  the  oihciai  lite  of  the  Lro\'ince.  In  the  latter,  the 
Xew  i'.n^land  merchants,  into  whose  hands  fell  so  lari;e  a  part  of  the 
husiness  of  early  llalifax,  felt  conipletel}'  at  home.  This,  iiowe\er, 
is  a  .general,  rather  than  an  aksolutely  exact,  represent, ilion  ,,f  the 
case.  Some  \  ery  influential  Xew  kJiL;land  families — as  ihe  l'>inne\s, 
and  the  Xewtons — either  were  connected  with  the  Xalional  I  liurch 
before  comini;  to  Halifax  or  attached  themsehes  to  it  on  their  arrixal, 
while  rui  office  holder  was  h_\-  no  means  a  strange  si-ht  in  llie  "Aleet- 
inij    House."'

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Tlic  lirst  Congregational  minister  in  Halifax  was  the  Re\'.  Aaron 
Clexelaml,  great-grandfather  nf  ( IroNer  t'lexeland,  Iwiee  eleeled  Presi- 
dent i)f  the  United  States  of  Anieriea,  Mr.  Cleveland  was  "called" 
in  June  1750,  and  shurtlx-  afterward;,  came  to  Halifax,  twn  3'ears  or 
more  liefore  the  ".Meelnig  Honse,"  towards  the  erection  of  which  the 
go\ernnient  seems  to  haw  contrihuted,  was  readv  lor  oecii|)ation. 

A  most  (.leliglUtnl  spirit  of  fraternization  i)re\ailed  helwecn  the 
two  Communions  in  tho^e  earl\-  da\s.  W  liether  from  w;uit  of  mone\', 
or  indecision  or  the  (juestion  of  site,  the  "Meeting  Hou.-,e"  lagged 
con.^iderahl)  liehind  St.  Taul's  in  .speed  of  erection.  I'or  a  \ear  (jr  more 
the  ])is>euters  were  chcerfuU)'  accorded  the  use  of  St.  J'aul's  on 
Sunday  .illcrnotnis  to  enjo\-  the  minisiralion.s  of  Mr.  (  le\elaud,  while 
.Mr.  Tully,  the  parish  rector,  himself  teslilies,  thai  not  only  was  there 
perfect  harmony  hetween  the  (  hurch  of  luigland  and  the  Dissenters, 
"Hut,  e\en  the  most  higoled  .among  them  .seldom  fail  to  come  to  church 
e\'er\'  .Sunda)-  morning."  Somewhere  near  the  di\"iding  line  helwecn 
IJtJ  and  IJ^^',  Mr.  lle\eland  was  alile  t<i  take  his  place  in  his  own 
pulpit.  The  deacons  of  the  ".Meeliug  I  louse"  preferred  the  lot  at 
the  southwest  corner  ot  llollis  and  I'rince  Streets,  as  heing  nearer  the 
"centre  of  things"  to  that  ol  the  northwest  corner  ol  I'leasant  and 
Morris  Streets,  the  site  originally  offered  .Mr.  (  le\eland  h\-  (ioxernor 
L'ornwalhs,  and  there  the  sacred  ediliee  rem.ained  until  destroyed  hy 
the  great  lire  which  swept  llollis  Street  in  1S57.  Thai  the  "Meeting 
House"'  shonlil  e\entu:ill_\',  hy  (|uiet  and  gradual  pi'oeesses,  and  with- 
out an\'  diss.atislaction  to  anyhod\-,  pass  into  "Saint  .Mallhew's  l'resli\-- 
terian  I'hurch  in  connection  with  the  I'^slahhshed  (hurch  (jf  .Scotland" 
was  little  dreamed  ol  li\'  the  Rev.  .\aron  t'le\eland  and  his  New 
I'jigland  congreg.itioii.  i)\  .Mr.  t'le\eland  himself  we  know  nothing 
except  what  is  supplied  hy  the  historian,  -  of  St.  M.illhew's."  d  he 
jjeison  of  .\aron  (.'kweland  .stands  (Jut  clear  and  strong.  His  tall 
athletic  figure  thoughttul  lace,  sel  f-sacrilicing  spirit,  ihat  once  leil 
him  to  shorten  his  lile  in  the  heroic  eiide.ieor  to  help  s,i\e  a  le.ak\-  -hip, 
would  of  theuiseKes  attract  attention.  .\nd  when  we  read  the  stor\' 
of  his  reliijious  conllicts,  the  trials  and  h.ardships  ol  the  closing  vears 
of  his  life  ,ind  his  sudden  ileatli  in  the  house  of  his   friend   lleniamiu

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Franklin,  just  as  a  better  tlay  seenieil  to  be  dawning  we  cannot  lieli) 
feeling  that  he  was  a  man  of  singular  capacity,  strong  cnurage,  bat 
one  who  failed  to  recci\e  in  his  lifetime  the  recognition  due  his 
merits." 

Mr.  I'levehmd's  connection  with  the  "Meeting  Mouse"  seems  to 
have  ceased  shortly  after  his  formal  installation,  if  such  a  ceremony 
actually  twok  idacc  His  successor,  the  Rev.  John  Ciitt')n,  uf  wlmm 
little  is  known,  excejit  that  he  was  a  graduate  of  llar\anl.  had  cume 
and  gnue  Ij)*  1755.  X'arious  circumstances  combined  to  operate  to 
the  disadvantage  of  the  ".Meeting  House"  as  CdUipared  with  its  friendly 
ri\al  a  little  farther  up  the  hill.  It  became  almost  impii->sible  to 
satisfacturil}-  hll  its  i)ul|)it.  Mini^ters  connected  with  the  ruling  urder 
in  Xew  laigland  did  ni  it  care  to  emlxirk  fur  an  <nit-of-the  \va_\'  [)lace, 
where  at  be>t  a  certain  brand  of  inferiurit}-  would  attach  t(j  them. 
Of  the  series  of  jiastnrs  folldwiug  Mr,  Cotton,  it  is  hard  to  distinguish 
between  the  settled  Ministers  and  "occasional  supplies,"  while  the 
latter  seem  tu  ha\e  left  a  much  more  decided  impress  of  their  iulluence 
than  the  re-ul;irl\-  inducted  ministers,  w  Im  did  little  nmre  than  cnnie, 
It'ok  n>uud,  and  depart.  .Ml  this  time  practicall)-.  .St.  Paul's  had  the 
incalculable  aihantage  rjf  the  uninterrupted  rule  ui  a  must  \\i,-,e,  con- 
ciliator}- and  capable  rectur  and  administratur,  Jnhn  r.re\ntun.  k'niui 
1761  till  well  into  the  i)eri(i(l  uf  the  Revulutiouary  War,  the  Ue\  , 
John  Sccciimb  uf  Chester  dixided  his  duties  between  his  uw  n  parish 
and  the  Halifa.x  "Meeting  House."  His  sermons  and,  particularly 
his  prayers  were  in  their  tune  scarcely  luyal  euuugh  fur  Halifax,  and 
liis  ser\ices  were  dispensed  with.  He  is  spoken  of  by  Dr.  Murray  as 
"a  genial  ;md  kinill_\"  man. 

The  gradual  transference  of  the  "]\reetiug  House"  from  Congre- 
gationalism to  I'resbyterianism  nia\-  be  said  to  lia\e  fairh'  set  in  at 
the  I'eace  of  178,^.  Theie  were  concurrent  causes.  The  supply  of 
ministers  from  the  I'nitcd  States  was  absolutely  cut  off.  As  a  rule 
the  visiting  ministers,  who  occasionally  filled  the  ]iulpit  were  Presby- 
terians. Two  uf  them  at  least  deser\e  to  l>e  spoken  (jf  with  sincercst 
respect  and  appreciation,  James  Murdoch',  of  Hortou,  and  ( leor'.;e 
Gilmore,  a  Loyalist  Irishman  of  Ardoise  Hill,  and  kiter  of  Horton 
too.  The  congregation  and  membership  winch  hail  been  somewhat 
de])leted  b\-  a  homeward  migration  of  Xew  luigl.anders  during  the 
war,  and  1)\-  the  transter  of  ofticial   families  to  St,    I'aul's,  were  now 
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much  strengthened  hy  the  aeeessiun  of  Sentcli  and  Ulster  Lnyahsts, 
thoiit;h  a  slruii.y  and  sturdy  resiihie  of  i\'ew  hji.i^hnid  faniihe'-.  the 
Salters,  the  h'airhank-s,  the  Preset  itts,  the  h'ilhs  still  eMn>litnled  the 
larger  part  ot  the  ci  inL;re.L;ati(in.  Sunie  compromise  or  nunhis  ■^'irriuli 
must  he  adei])ted,  or  the  chinch  would  l;o  pa>tor!ess  and  ultimately 
dissiilve  as  so  main-  ot  the  Independent  cons^re^ations  in  the  couiUry 
were  doing.  'I  he  compromise  .et'fectetl  was  that  all  should  unite  on 
a  minister  helonj^ini:;-  to  the  estahlished  Church  of  Scotland,  while  in 
s;o\ernment  and  worslii])  con^rci^atioual  usage  should  continue,  ddie 
historian  (d'  St.  Matthew's  R-lls  us  that  though  the  pulpit  had  heeii  lilleil 
hy  l'resh}terian  ministers  for  o\'er  thirt\'  \'ears  "the  name  I'reshs- 
terian"  did  not  enter  the  congregational  minnles  until  iSiS,  and  did 
not  fliKdl\-  "oust  I'rolestant  Hissenters  till  1^15."  .\  fmlher  proof 
of  the  tenacity  of  the  old  Xew  haiglaud  element  is  found  in  the  fact 
that  the  Rous  \ersion  of  the  I'salms  of  l)a\id  ilid  not  replace  the 
llxinns  of  Isaac  Watts  until   1853.

The  outstanding-  figure  in  the  pulpit  during  this  compromise  per- 
iod.— and  indeed  with  one  exception  during  the  whole  period  ,if  the 
organization  under  whatever  name  from  175-  to  the  present  time — 
was  .\ndrew  Ilrown,  I).  I).,  minister  from  1  7''~^5  to  1791.  1  )r.  I'.rown, 
a  young  untitled  man  when  he  was  in  .\o\a  Scotia,  faithfuIK  dis- 
charged his  parochial  duties,  lahored  earuesth'  to  induce  his  Xew 
luigland  ll(jck  to  accept  I'reshxtery  and  ahjure  their  t 'ongi'egatioual 
practices,  and  preached  excellent  discourses.  Mail  he  done  uoihiiig 
more  he  would  ha\e  heeii  forgotten,  as  ha\e  heen  man\-  of  his  pre- 
decessors and  successors.  .\tler  leaxing  Xo\a  Scotia,  he  succeeded 
that  great  st)list.  Hugh  Hl.air,  as  professor  .,f  Rhetoric  and  Relies 
Lettres,  in  the  lhii\  ersit}'  of  I'jlinlmrgh.  In  that  ])ost,  we  can  well 
assure  oursehes  that  he  ac(|uitted  himself  admirahR-,  if  not  eipudling 
]!lair  in  the  literary  finish  of  his  diction,  _\ct  far  surpassing  him 
in  the  warmth  and  pcrsuasi\  eness  of  his  eIoi|ueuce.  ^"et  it  m,;\-  he 
driuhted  if  ;m\  thing  he  saiil  or  wrote  at  Rdinhurgh  woul,]  ha\e  tlo;ued 
his  name  dtjwn  to  the  present  lime.  It  is  as  the  c 'Hector  audi  ,is  the 
author  of  the  "Rrown  Rapers"  that  his  name  sur\i\es. 

(  1  )  'fhe  history  of  these  ])apers  is  a  cmdons  one  and  considei  ,ihle 
mystery  attaches  to  it  still.     Wdieii  in  I  lali  fa.x,  the  slorv  i.if  the  expul- 
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sion  reaclK'il  his  oars.  The  tlmuL^ht  fastened  itself  uii  hi>  niiiul  uf 
investigating;  a  ^ran^aetitln.  the  delailh  uf  which  as  cunentlx  reii'irled, 
seemed  tu  him  ahMjhitely  increihhle,  'liic  lli^tury  of  Xn\a  Scotia 
which  he  proposetl  tu  write,  an<l  fur  which  he  laiil  a  fuundatiun  in 
his  admirahle  cullectiun  and  writini^s,  was  evitlently  intended  tu  have 
tile  Acadian  (|uestiun  as  it>  central  [)oint  uf  interest.  In  the  alisence 
uf  infurniatiun,  we  can  unl\  as^nme  that  un  an  imperative  call  tu 
retnrn  tu  Scotland  fruni  .\uva  Scotia,  he  was  com[)elled  tu  lay  asiile 
the  work  and  then  l)\-  reason  of  separation  from  som-ces  of  nilorma- 
tion  hecanie  nnalile  to  resnme  and  complete  it.  ddie  series  ot  accidents 
hy  which  the  Ijarrel  containini;  the  docnments  so  laliorionsly  eolkcted 
\>y  the  earnest  \onng  minister  in  llalifa.K  linally  i;iit  into  the  ilritish 
3.1nsemn,  and  sa\ed  the  earl\  records  of  Xo\a  Scotia  frum  a  seiioiis 
ga[)  has  not  heen   fnlly  re\'ealed. 

So  nuich  for  the  conrse  which  things  took  at  Halifax.  .\t  the 
outset  (.dngregationalism  was  ahsohitely  supreme  in  all  the  Aew 
Engiaiul  towiisliips.  Ihese  townshi[)s  were,  in  fact,  Init  little  patches 
of  Xew  I'.ngland  transplanted  to  N(.)va  Scotia.  In  each  of  them, 
within  a  few  vears  of  its  settlement,  there  was  either  estahlished,  or 
jiut  in  the  wa\-  of  heing  estahlished,  an  independent  Church,  lashioned 
according  to  the  orthodu.x  Xew  h.ngland  mo<lel.  ddie  onl\-  dillicnllv 
e.\i)erienced  was  that  of  ohtaining  a  supplv  of  properly  (|uahlie<l 
luinisters,  and  it  seems  prohahle  that  for  that  reason  some  of  the 
townships  failed  during  the  period  inter\eniug  hetwcen  the  time  c  d" 
their  settlement  and  the  hreaking  out  of  the  war  of  Independence  tu 
get  their  ecclesiastical  machiner\-  in   full  and  regular  u[ieratiun. 

()f  the  ministers  whu  at  this  earlv  periud  sought  to  sow  and  reap 
spiritual  har\ests  in  Xu\a  Scotia  our  knowledge  is  ver\-  slight.  .Mr. 
Seccumh's  contiguit\"  to  the  capital,  and  the  fact  of  his  having  actuallv 
hlled  a  metropolitan  pulpit,  have  preserved  his  name.  The  Re\'. 
Aaron  ( de\eland  of  the  ".Meeting  1  louse"  was  great-grandfather  td" 
a  rresi<leut  of  the  Ihiited  Stales,  as  hefure  stated.  It  is  a  gratilicatiun 
tu  hud  another  honor  accruing  to  Xo\'a  Scotia  in  the  f.ict  that  one 
uf  these  piuneer  Independents  was  father  oi  an  historian.  ( ieorge 
llrancroft  who  wroie  the  Standard  llistorv  of  the  L'nited  Sl.ites  was 
a  son  of  the  Uew  .\aron  Bancroft,  the  lirst  minister  of  \'armuuth — 
one  of  the  few  spots  in  Xo\a  Scotia  where  C'ongregatiunalism  still 
linijers. 
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With  tlie  exception  of  Mr.  Seccnnil)e  of  Chester,  it  i>  imt  i-;nii\vn 
tiiat  ;in_\-  uf  tlie  Congregationahst  iiiini.ster.s  wlio  were  .settled  in  the 
New  iuigland  tu\vii>hii),s  on  the  e\e  uf  the  war  nl  the  Rexnhition 
remained  in  the  l'r()\ince  nntil  its  cl<ise.  It  is  nut  prciper  to  (jue^-tion 
tlieir  niuiixes  in  thns  w  ithih'aw  ing.  'idiey  were  phiced  in  an  eniliarrass- 
ing  .^ituatinn  and  to  retnrn  to  their  homes  was  tu  follow  the  hne  of 
least  resistance. 

Spiritnal  snccor  came  tu  the  [>astorless  ll(.icks  from  an  nnex[)ected 
quarter.  Among  the  lirst  gronp  of  Khoile  Island  settkrh  in  hahuonth 
a  lad  named  llenr\-  .\lleine  acconipanictl  his  parents.  As  he  grew 
towards  manhood  he  c.ime  nnder  the  inllnence  of  a  wa\e  of  religions 
entluisiasm  which  at  that  time  was  sweeping  o\er  the  I'loicstant,  and 
particnlarl)-  the  I'nritan.  parts  of  North  America.  (  )ne  eflect  of  this 
moxenient  apart  from  its  nioraTand  spiritual  results  was  to  sensihh- 
weaken  respect  for  things  estahlishetl  simply  hecause  tliev  were  cstah- 
lished  and  traditional,  .^o  when  llenr\-  .\lleine  fell  mo\ed  ti;  pla\'  the 
part  of  a  religious  teacher  he  found  no  stumhling  lilock>  in  his  way. 

Without  the  assumption  of  clerical  orders  or  assertion  of  eccles- 
iastical authority,  in  the  course  of  a  few  hrief  years,  he  dotted  o\er 
the  New  luigland  townships  with  "New  light  meeting  hou^-es,"  within 
whose  walls  spiritual  fervcir  m;ide  up  for  lack  (jf  learned  discourses 
and  the  liturgical  proprieties.  Neither  IlaliJHU'ton  nor  Murdiock 
nienlitins  his  name,  (,'amphell  has  an  a[ipreciati\e  notice,  hut  seems 
to  Confuse  his  work  witli  that  of  a  transatlantic  di\ine.  ddie  secular 
historian  does  not  transcend  his  sphere  when  he  recognises  the  forces 
winch  operate  f(jr  the  moral  anil  spiritual   uplift  of   the  [jcople.

power  ur  authurit}'  whatever.     In  support  of  this  plan  we  think  man)' 
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Strung  reasi'iis  may  he  adiluceil,  and  against  it,  as  we  ci)ncei\-e,  nu 
objections  of  consequence  can  lie  made.  rermil  u.^  tu  mention  as 
concisely  as  ])(jsihle,  the  tOiluwinL;  reasons  why  mir  re(|ue;^t  shuuUI  he 
Cumphed  witii. 

i.  Lhiless  an  ci>isc(ii)ate  he  granted,  tiie  Cdiurcli  of  I'.nghmd  will 
he  in  a  mure  ilisad\antageons  situatiuu  in  Xii\a  Scuiia  than  any 
uther  dentjininatiun  nf  I'hristians.  This  has  e\er  heen  the  ca--e  ni 
the  church  in  the  Cdl'iuics.  (dther  sdcicties  ul  chiistian^  ha\e  had 
their  ciin>titulii  in  complele  and  cduM  reap  every  ad\'antage  ni  which 
it  \vas  capahle  in  the  nianageuieut  ul  it,  while  the  Ihurch  ut  hhigland 
CI  mid  dii  little  at  an}'  time  witlmut  the  special  directinn  of  her  super- 
iors at  home,  and  hefore  their  direction  could  he  ohtained  the  oppor- 
tunity was  lost. 

_'.  dhe  propose<l  ejiiscopatc  will  supply  the  prijvince  <d'  Xo\'a 
Sccjlia  with  a  .^uhicieut  nuniher  of  clergymen  of  the  e~tahlished  church, 
and  without  it  their  numher  will  ne\  cr  he  e<pial  to  the  wants  of  the 
inhahilants.  >hould  the)'  increase  in  (iroportiou,  a^  other  C(jlonies 
fornierh-  lia\e  done. 

While  order.^  are  only  to  he  had  in  luigland,  the  danger  (d'  the 
sea,  the  expense  of  the  \()\age,  and  the  difticultN'  of  trau^-acting  busi- 
ness among  strangers,  will  e\er,  as  it  c\er  has  done,  discourage  the 
greater  part  of  lh(.i^e  gentlemen  who  would  go  into  ortler.s,  if  the 
danger,  e.xpen.se  and  ditlicult\'  attending  a  vo\-age  to  luigland  could 
he  a\oided.  We  do  know  that  many,  nearly  a  fourth  part,  of  lho~c 
who  ha\e  encountered  this  danger  ha\e  lost  their  liws  in  the  attempt. 
We  also  know  that  nian\-  ha\e  heen  oliliged  to  incur  dehts  on  this 
occasion,  which  the  scanty  suhsistence  they  were  obliged  t(j  return 
to.  has  scarcely  enabled  them  to  discharge  in  many  vears — to  this 
also  it  has,  in  a  great  measure,  been  owing  that  while  dissenters  ha\e 
had  ministers  enough  to  satisfy  e\-er\'  denuuul,  and  e\en  to  crowd  into 
e\ery  |)lace  where  they  coidd  possibl_\-  support  theniseK  es,  the  church 
has  ue\er  had  clergymeu  enough  to  suppl\'  the  l.irger  towns,  ;uid 
when  an_\-  \ac.ancy  h.is  happened,  it  has  been  so  long  before  another 
incumbent  could  be  prociued,  that  the  congregation  has  in  a  manner 
heen  dispersed  and  the  labors  of  his  predecessor  ncarl\-  lost. 

3.  Idle  fixing  of  a  llisliop  in  Xo\a  Scotia  and  the  consequent 
sui)pl_\-  of  clergymen,  will  strengthen  the  attachment  and  conlirm  the 
lo\alty  of  the  inhabitants,  and  [)romote  the  settlement  of  the  l'ro\iiice. 
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It  is  a  point  of  great  importance  in  ci\il  society  that  the  people 
slunild  he  allacheil  to  the  slate  h\  means  of  its  rehgion,  for  wiiere 
tiiey  liiid  that  proper  attention  is  paid  to  their  ^^piritllal  concerns  1)}' 
tlieir  governors,  the\-  will  lia\c  a  stronger  allection  lor  that  go\ern- 
ment  than  if  the}'  were  left  de^titnte  of  all  religioti^  instruction  hnt 
snch  as  the\'  cotild  pr'i\'ide  lor  themsehes. 

Particularly  with  regard  to  Xova  Scotia.  It  heing  an  ohject  of 
ini[>orlance  to  ( ireat  Uritain.  to  ha\e  that  pro\ince  ertectnall\-  settled, 
it  nuist  also  he  an  ohject  of  importance  to  ret.iin  the  inhahit.nits  in 
their  loyaltw  To  accompli.sh  this  end  it  appears  to  iis  ahsolntely 
necessar\-  to  estahli>h  the  constitution  id"  the  (  hnrch  of  h'.ngland  among 
them   fnll\-  h\-  sending  a  hi.sliop  to  reside  there. 

The  inhahitant.s  of  that  company  are,  and  tlmse  that  shall  in 
fntnre  go  thither  as  .--ettlers,  will  I)e  made  np  of  people  of  \arioiiv  reli- 
gions pei'snasions.  If  the  ser\ice  of  the  church  lie  made  the  most 
con\'enient  for  them  li\-  siip[)l\ing  them  with  ministers  as  fast  as  they 
are  wanted,  the\  will  almost  nni\ersall\'  hecome  memhers  of  the 
church,  and  umler  it.s  inllnence  will  he  more  strongly  attached  to  the 
Ijritish  go\  eminent  than  the\-  would  he  under  an\  other  mode  of 
worship. 

To  this  ]ilan  of  an  episcopate  in  Xo\a  Scotia  we  think  no  reason- 
ahle  ohjection  could  l)e  made.  Should  it,  however,  he  thought  excep- 
tioiiahle  either  as  an  e.xpensixe  or  an  unreasonahle  e>t.ilili>hment,  to 
the  former  we  answer;  1  hat  although  we  wish  a  decent  and  per- 
manent .support  to  he  provided  for  the  I'.ishop,  \et  we  think-  it  nia\-  be 
doue  without  an\'  hni'den,  either  to  the  people  id  the  pro\ince  or  to 
the  nation,  a  portiuii  of  the  nnlocated  lands  in  the  pri'\iine  ma\-  he 
appropri.ated  to  that  ]iurpose,  which  in  liiture  lime  would  answer  the 
end,  and  in  the  meantime  we  understand  that  the  societ\-  for  the 
propagatii'U  ol  the  gospel  has  a  fund  appi'i  ipriated  to  the  snp])o|-t  of 
Anieric.iu  Ihshops  more  than  adequate  to  the  sup[i"rt  of  a  Kishop  in 
No\a  Scotia. 

As  to  the  second  ohjection.  that  the  ]ilan  which  we  propose  is 
unseason.ihle,  while  the  nation  is  engaged  in  war,  etc..  We  heg  leave 
to  ohser\e  that  the  clerg\-  of  most  of  the  colonies  ha\e  keen  soliciting 
the  aiipoiiitment  ol  .\mericaii  l)isho[is  at  dillereiit  times,  for  main- 
vears  ji.-ist.  and  the  answer  e\er  has  heen  that  the  present  time  w;is 
not  a  |)i-oper  one,  hut  a  more   ta\-orahle  opportunit\-  musi  he  aw:iited 
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for.  But  as  wc  ai:)prclKii(l  tliat  the  nation  is  now  on  the  wri^c  of  jieace, 
we  concci\e  nu  time  more  prtiper  ean  ever  present  itself  fur  the  fixing- 
I  if  sueh  an  e.^tahhshnient  than  the  present,  and  we  are  sure  tliat  the 
inlluenee  nt  sucli  an  estahhshnient  will  never  he  more  useful  th.iu 
now.  when  .mi  lars^e  an  accession  of  inhahilants  is  to  he  niaile  to  that 
J  'ro\ince.

'I'he  pre^^tii;e  accjuired  l>y  so  uian_\-  \ictiirie.s  achie\ed 
by  lluwe,  Duncan,  Nelson,  LVjchraue  and  otlier.^,  in  the  cmuIcsIs  with 
tile  i'"rench,  were  in  tlauger  of  L>eiug  o\-erbhad(j\ved  h)-  the  ^ucce.s.^es 
of  the  .\niericans.

of  ISi'ston  harlxjur,  in  ctniiiiany  with  the  frigate  'I\-ncilos.  3S  gun>, 
in  the  latter  part  of  Ma_\-.  The  American  frigate  i'lu-sapi\iL\-  then 
la_\-  in  that  harbuur,  aiid  I'.roke,  desii'ing  a  combat  with  her,  directed 
the  I'rnL-Jos  to  lea\e  the  harbour,  with  a  \iew  of  inducing  the  Clu'sa- 
l^ciiL'c  to  venture  out.  It  is  also  said  he  sent  a  written  challenge  to 
Lawrence.  Captain  Lawrence,  a  gallant  young  otfieer,  lately  pro- 
moted from  the  V.  S.  sloop  Hornet,  in  which  he  luul  taken  11.  .M.

"1  iiad  the  honor  (d'  intimating  to  \ou,  prexious  to  yoiu"  depar- 
ture from  this  conntr\,  the  ilecision  (o  which  llis  .Maieslx  h.id  come, 
of  re-annexing  the  L^land  of  (ape  Mreton  to  the  (io\cnnnent  of  .\'o\a 
Scotia,  and  you  must  ha\e  ohser\ed  the  alteration  which  had  in  coii- 
seipieuce  heen  made  in  your  commission  ,and   instructions. 

"lli>  .M.ijest)  considers  it  most  desirahle  lli.it  this  arrangement 
should  he  no  longer  delaved,  and  has  coiumanded  me  to  instruct   \nu 
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to  take  into  your  immediate  consideration  tiie  measures  wliicli  may 
be  necessary  to  i^ive  effect  to  His  Aiajesly's  in^tructil)ns.  i'or  this 
purpose  it  will  he  necessary  that  )ou  slmuld  in  the  fu-st  place  direct 
the  issue  ot  writs  for  the  electinn  of  two  nienihers  frDui  the  county 
of  Cape  llreton.  to  sit  in  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  Kova  Scotia; 
and  in  this  \ou  will  f(jliow  the  course  adopted  in  1765,  when  two 
meml)ers  were  actuall)'  so  relurned.  Uji'm  this,  mui  will  dissohe 
the  L  ouncd  at  tape  llreton,  aiipointing,  hi)We\er,  Ui  seats  in  the 
Council  of  Nova  Scotia,  any  one  or  more  members  whose  knowdetlge 
of  the  local  interests  of  the  island,  or  whose  merits  in  other  respects, 
entitle  them  to  that  ilistinction. 

"  rile  object  being  to  m.ike  the  ishuul  in  every  respect  an  integral 
[lart  of  Nova  Scotia,  it  will  be  ynuv  duty  to  cou>ider  of  the  nlea^ul■es 
which  it  will  lie  neccssar\-  for  the  Legislature  of  Nina  Scotia  to 
adopt,  in  order  to  gi\e  eltect  t(j  this  intention. 

"Vou  will  at  once  see  the  necessitv  of  eitlier  ap]il\ing  to  Cape 
lireton,  the  laws  actual!}'  applicable  to  other  parts  of  No\a  Scotia,  or 
of  gi\iug,  b_\'  some  legislative  Act,  legal  \alidit)-  for  the  future  to 
the  sexeral  oidinances  pas>ed  since  b\'  the  (io\L-rnor  and  (.'ouncil  of 
Cape  Lreton,  and  under  which  that  colony  has  hitherto  been  ailmin- 
istered. 

"It  will  be  tor  the  Legislature  to  decide  upon  which  of  these  two

these  lands  were  still  unoccuined,  they  had  Ijeen  granted,  like  all  the 
rest,  tu  favorites  of  the  (lovernurs  and  Councilkirs.  Idiese,  in  parti- 
cular, liad  been  granted  to  hrederick  Wallet  Ijesbarres,  wlm  had  the 
wise  f(jresight  to  allnw  many  improvements  to  be  made  before  assert- 
ing his  claim.  Happily  the  Acadians  here,  unlike  those  uf  the  St. 
Juhn  River,  were  nut  obliged  to  (piit.  They  obstinately  clung  to  the 
soil,  and  ultimately  they  entered  into  an  arrangement  allowing  them 
to  keej)  the  land  on  payment  of  a  lease.  Desbarres  was  satislied  with 
cultivating  another  pru[)erty  that  liad  been  grantetl  to  him  at  Ale- 
noudy,  where  later  on  he  leased  U)  the  Aca^lians  the  farms  which  they 
had  owned  a  few  years  before. 

"AiiKjng  the  more  favored  were  some  families  called  d'Kntremont 
of  Cape  Sable;  they  were  not  only  reinstated  in  their  possessions  but 
providetl  once  more  vvith  legal  titles  to  their  property,  :uu\  this  was 
the  l.ieginning  uf  the  strong  Acadian  colon\'  that  has  grown  up  there 
since  that  time.  They  owed  this  favor  tu  the  following  incident; 
Aliont  1765,  several  members  uf  this  famil),  tlescended  from  the 
ancient  barons  of  I'ubomcoup  (I'uljinco),  had  set  -ail  from  llostun 
with  the  intention  of  taking  up  their  abode  in  (juebec.  Wdicu  thcv 
[nit  into  pcirt  at  llalila.x.  thc\'  met  an  iinglish  ofticer  who  recognized 
them  and  warml\-  welcomed  them,  because  one  of  them  had  formerl)- 
saxed  his  life.  He  dissuaded  them  from  settling  in  Canada.  ijr(jmising 
to  get  their  [)roperty  and  titles  restured  tu  them,  which  he  succeeded 
in  doing. 

'A\  hen  ])eace  was  conchuled  in  i/l)^" — I  am  (|uuting,  with  slight 
additions  of  m\'  own,  from  Ramean — "(jut  uf  about  b.^^M  Acadiaus 
who  had  Ijcen  deported  tu  the  United  States,  there  remained  a  little 
more  than  oue-h.df.  (  )ften  had  they  in  \ain  begged  the  authorities  to 
allow  them  to  lca\e  the  place  uf  their  exile;  but  after  the  peace  their 
homeward  rush  was  resistless.  Divers  groups  made  for  Lanada. 
where  the}'  settled,  some  at  I'.Vcadie,  near  ."^t.  |ulin,  1'.  [).,  dtlicrs  ;it 
Saint-(  iregoire,  Nicolet  and  ISecauconr,  in  the  District  of  Three  l\i\- 
ers,  and  others  at  SaiiU-Jacques-lWchigan,  in  all  of  which  places  ihe\- 
formed  rich  an<l  prosjierous  parishes. 
(Go) 
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"Tliose  who  had  nut  Ijeen  ahle  to  join  this  exodus,  met  together 
three  years  hiter  in  the  spring  of  17(16,  at  Jinston,  with  the  iulentiun 
of  wending  their  way  hack  tu  their  llJ^t  and  hiniented  Aeadia.  'I'liere 
remained  tlieii  in  lureign  hinds  unl_\-  a  sniaU  minority,  ri\eteil  to  the 
spilt  1)\'  inlirmity  or  extreme  want.  We  must,  hi  iw  ever,  except  those 
w  iio  hail  heen  deported  to  }ihir_\hm(h  wiiere  the  presence  of  h^ngiish 
Caliiohcs  and  of  a  few  priests  had  made  their  lot  less  intulerahle.  and 
where  some  of  their  descendants  may  still  be  luuuil. 

"  'The  hemic  cara\an"  which  formed  in  liuslun  and  determined  to 
cross  the  forest  wilderness  of  Maine  un  its  return  to  .\cadia.  was 
made  u[j  oi  about  800  persons.  On  foot,  and  alninst  witlmnt  jiruvis- 
ions.  these  pilgrims  l)ra\ed  the  perils  and  fatigues  of  a  return  b_\- 
land,  marching  up  the  cnast  of  the  \'ydy  of  Fundy  as  far  as  the  isthnnis 
of  Shetliac.  across  (»oo  miles  of  furests  and  uninhabited  mnnntaius; 
some  pregnant  women  id"  this  i)itiful  band  were  confined  un  the  way; 
I  ha\e  kuiiwn  some  of  the  suns  of  these  children  of  surruw.  who  told 
me  this  stury  as  the)'  had  it  from  their  fathers  burn  in  the  ciuirse  of 
this  painful  juuruey. 

"Xo  one  will  e\-er  know  all  that  these  unfortunate  jieuple,  for- 
saken and  forgotten  b)-  exerybodw  suffered  as  they  hewed  their  w  a}' 
through  the  wilderness;  the  many  years  gone  b}'  ha\e  lung  since  stilled 
the  echues  uf  their  sighs  in  the  furest,  wdiich  itself  has  dis.appeared ; 
all  the  wues  uf  these  hapless  beings  are  nu\\  lust  in  the  shaduws  uf  the 
past;  others  are  jo\ousl_\'  reaping  har\esls  (;n  their  ublilerated  camp- 
ing-grounds, and  there  h.ardl}-  remains  might  l)ut  a  tew  dim  traditiuiis 
of  this  sublime  and  surruwiul  exudus  scattered  aniung  the  llreside 
tales  uf  aged  .\cadiaiis  in  the  l'ia\'  uf  l'"und_\-. 

"In  the  wild  jiaths  that  wuund  in  and  mit  thrungh  the  interminable 
forests  of  Alaine.  this  lung  line  uf  emigrants  walked  painfully  un ; 
there  were  small  gruups  uf  women  and  children,  dragging  the  slender 
baggage  of  misery,  while  the  men,  scattering  hither  and  thither, 
sought  in  the  chase,  in  fishing  aiul  even  among  wild  runts  suiiiething 
wherewith  tu  feed  them.  There  were  very  small  children,  w  liu  were 
liardK-  able  tu  walk  and  were  led  b_\-  the  hand,  the  larger  children 
carrving  them  fruin  time  to  time;  many  of  these  unfuitnnate  muthers 
lield  an  infant  in  their  arms,  and  the  cries  uf  these  puur  babes  were 
the  onlv  suund  that  limke  the  gluiiiuy  and  tlismal  silence  of  the  woods. 
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a'i'ii:i;i.\\;s  ok  i:xii.i:i)  acadian.- 


"lliiw  many  died  uii  tlic  way,  children,  wnincu  and  even  men! 
How  nian\-  hreatlied  their  hist,  DNcrpdwered  li_\  weariness,  suf- 
fering- ffdin  hunger,  silting  down  to  lie  fdrgolten  fore\er  in  >ome  wild 
path,  wUliDUt  [iriest,  withnut  enusolation.  without  friends!  Ihe  last 
agony  of  tleath  was  enihitlered,  for  these  innocent  \ictims,  hy  all  the 
anguish  of  regret  and  neglect. 

"While  this  sorrowful  caraxan  advanced,  some  indeed  were  found 
whose  failing  strength  refused  to  carr\-  them  an\'  Imtlier;  howe\'er,  all 
dill  not  succnml),  and  one  after  anotiier  a  few  groU])s  remained  along 
the  roatl  to  form  the  nuclei  of  future  colonies.  It  was  thus  that,  on  the 
banks  of  the  ki\'er  St.  John,  several  families  fixed  their  ahode  amid  the 
ruins  id'  the  settlements  formerly  (jccupied  h)'  the  hVeiich  in  this  dis- 
trict, where,  in  the  ancient  lief  of  Jemseg  (of  which  La  Tour  ha<l 
been  the  owner)  and  in  that  I'lkoupag.  some  few  Acailian  families  still 
dwelt. 

"W  hen  the  column  of  exiles,  thinned  out  b\'  the  fatigues  of  the 
journe}",  reached  the  banks  of  the  I'etitcodiac,  the)-  had  been  four 
n-ionths  oi-i  the  road,  ddiere,  at  length,  the_\-  could  taste  a  few  moments 
of  repose  and  consol.-itiou  ;  the  hrst  to  come  out  at  the  foot  of  the 
woijded  moimtain-range  along  this  river  met  there  some  men,  half 
hunters,  half  husbandmen,  who  spoke  their  language,  and  among  wdioui 
they  were  not  s1(mv  to  recognize  fellow-conntrvmen  and  relati\'es.  ddiis 
was  the  remnant  of  the  former  inhabitants  of  Memramconk,  Chipody 
and  the  Isthmus  of  .Shediac.  P>uildings  and  clearings  were  already  to 
be  seen  along  the  ri\-er  bank,  whei-i  the  band  of  captives  returning  from 
the  United  States  joined  them  at  the  close  of  the  summer  of  1766." 

"How  touching  must  ha\-e  been  the  meeting,  after  a  se[>aratioi-|  of 
ele\'en  \-ears,  id'  these  beings  whose  hearts  w-ere  wrung  l)\-  a  commoi-i 
cal.'unit}-.  1  lere  at  lea-t  the  wayfarers  could  rest  for  a  moment  in  pe.-ice 
after  their  excessive  fatigues,  without  any  risk  of  rebuff  or  ill-\\-ill  from 
indifferent  or  hostile  strangers;  the  friends  they  had  just  found  again 
were  themsel\-es  \-ery  ])0or,  but  their  welcome  was  cordial  ami  s\-mpa- 
thetic. 

"Unfortunatel}',  after  this  first  burst  of  joy,  the-\-  had  to  suffer  a 
great  heaviness  of  heart.  They  had  cherished  the  hope  that,  away  on 
the  other  side  of  the  l!ay  of  Fund)-,  at  Reausejour,  Reaubassii-i,  Grand 
I're.  Port  I\o}-al,  they  would  find  once  more  their  lands  ai-id  perhaps

their  houses,  that  they  niiglit  be  alluwed  to  settle  on  tlie  I'arius  that 
were  not  yet  occupied;  but  they  somi  realized  that  all  ihi>  was  a  dream; 
everything  had  .been  allotted  to  their  persecutors  or  tu  new  colonists. 
The  great  and  painful  juurne\-  the\'  had  just  made  was  now  useless; 
they  luul  nu  lunger  either  home  or  country.  These  discouras.;ing  tidings 
overwhelmed  most  of  them;  they  were  utterl}'  worn  mil,  and,  \vitlKjut 
seeking  to  atlvance,  the}-  remainetl  on  the  very  spot  to  which  I'ruvi- 
dence  had  led  them. 

"llowcver,  a  certain  numl)er  of  them  c<»uld  nc/t  helie\e  that  all  was 
lost  and  that  they  were  hopelessly  despoiled  of  those  rich  lands,  for- 
merly wrested  from  the  sca  by  the  laborious  skill  of  their  f(jrefatliers. 
Tift\'  or  sixt)'  families,  men,  women  and  children,  once  ni'trc  set  out; 
they  rounilcd  the  innermost  shore  of  the  old  I'.aie  I'rancaise,  which  hail 
become  hundy  I'a}  ;  they  visited  in  turn  lieauhassin.  I'igiguil,  (irand 
rVe;  hut  lieausejour  was  now  called  Cumberland;  lieauhassin,  .Vm- 
herst ;  Cdbecpiid  had  taken  the  name  of  Truro;  Pigi^uil  that  of 
W^indsor,  and  (irand  I'n'  was  named  llorton;  e\er\thing  was  cluuiged. 
English  names,  haiglish  inhabitants;  where\er  the_\-  appeared  they 
looked  like  ghosts  come  back  from  a  past  age;  nobody  luul  thought  oi 
them  for  a  long  time. 

"The  children  were  frighteneil  at  them,  the  women  and  the  men 
were  annmed  as  by  a  threatening  spectre  from  the  gra\e,  e\ei'_\body 
was  angry  with  them,  and  the  poor  wretches  dragged  thenisehes  from 
village  to  \illage,  worried  and  worn  out  !)>•  fati,L;ue.  hunger  and  cold, 
and  a  despair  that  grew  at  ever}-  halting  place;  the  last  was  I'ort  l\oy;d 
(Annapolis),  where  the  same  irritation  on  the  one  hand  and  the  same 
disappointment  on  the  other  were  repeated. 

"Vet,  what  was  tcj  be  ilone  with  thi--  cara\;m  of  poor  people  in  rags, 
wear)  unto  death,  crushecl  b}'  want  and  grief?  The  officers  of  the 
garrison  ailopted  the  plan  of  conducting  them  a  little  further  south,  on 
St.  Mar\'s  lla\-,  the  unoccupied  shores  of  which  were  lined  with  \ast 
forests.  The  wretched  Acadians,  (lri\en  to  exliau-lion  and  de-^pair 
by  so  nian\'  misfortunes,  not  kiKJwiui,;  whither  to  ^o,  allowed  theni- 
sehes to  be  led  ;ind  so  ended  b\-  strandini;  on  thi.^  de-erted  shore,  where 
l;mds  were  granted  to  them  oil  December  _\:;,  1707.  Thu-,  without 
counting  the  long  tramps  !lie\-  had  to  undertake  to  meet  together  in 
liostoii,  lhe\  h.id  traxersed  on  font  a  ilistance  of  about  a  ihousand  miles 
before  reaching  the  end  of  their  journey. 
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"The  most  cruel  crosses  do  not  always  wholly  crush  human  energy; 
the  calm  after  the  tempest,  the  faintest  glimmer  of  hope  reviving,  allow 
our  eased  spirits  to  cling^  once  more  to  life,  to  resume  work  and  make 
a  fre>h  start.  L'nder  presstu'e  of  necessity  these  unfortunate  outcasts 
raised  log-huts;  they  took  to  fishing  and  luniting;  they  began  to  clear 
the  land,  and  sliou  out  of  the  felleil  trees  some  roughly  liuilt  houses 
were  put  up." 

Such  was  the  origin  of  the  colon)'  that  now  co\ers  all  the  western 
portion  of  the  peniiisida.

MEMORIAL    OF    THE    HOUSE    OF    ASSE.MBLY    TO    THE    KING,    LORDS    AND 
CO.M.MONS    (  1775). 

( Simimarised  from  the  original  by  iMm'dock.) 

"The}-  call  themselves  the  representatives  of  the  freeholders  of 
the  l'ro\ince,  and  '\our  loyal  aiul  c\'cr  ilutiful  house  ni  assembly.' 
They  speak  of  'this  dreadful  and  alarming  crisis,  when  ci\il  discord 
and  its  melanchol}-  conseiiuences  arc  impending  o\er  all  British 
America.  Actuated  by  the  warmest  ties  of  duty  and  affection  t(.)  the 
person  and  family  of  our  iiKjst  gracious  soyereign — animated  with 
the  tirnie^t  allachment  to  the  mother  coiintr)- — zealous  to  support  her 
power  and  consequence  over  all  the  Britisli  dominions,  and  dreading 
a  separation  from  her  power  and  protection,  as  the  greatest  political 
e\il  which  can  befall  us  or  our  po.sterit).  Inllueiiced  b\'  the  princi- 
[)les  ol  luiniaiiity,  and  the  just  rights  of  mankind  in  ci\il  societ}',  we 
tremble  at  the  glooin_\-  prospect  before  us.  We  feel  for  our  gracious 
king — we  feel  for  our  mother  countr}-,  of  which  many  oi  us  are 
natives — we  feel  for  the  I!ritish-.\merican  race,  once  the  most  lo)aI, 
\irtuoiis  ami  happ_\-  of  mankind.  They  'iiKjst  humbK-  acknowledge 
our  gr.icious  so\ereign  (ieorge  the  third.  King  of  Great  Britain,  the 
lortls  spiritual  and  temporal,  and  the  commons  of  Great  Britain,  in 
Parliament  assembled,  to  be  the  supreme  legislature  of  this  Province 
and  of  all  the  British  dominions,  and  that  it  is  our  indispensable  duty 
to  pa}-  a  due  proportion  of  the  expense  of  this  great  l'an[iire.'  They 
say  that  it  is  necessary  to  the  peace  of  the  Tunjiire  that  the  taxes 
to  lie  raised   in  the  colonies  and   disposed  of   by    Parliament,   should 
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be  of  a  fixed  and  unallerahlc  nature,  and  tliat  the  iiroporlion  of  eaeli 
colony  should  be  permanently  lixed.  'I'he)-  projjose  a  ^Jnly  of  so  niueh 
per  cent  i>n  all  ini[)orts  into  the  colonies,  'nnt  being  the  produce  of 
the  Hritish  dominions  in  luu'oi)e  and  America,  except  ba)-  salt,'  tu  be 
fixed  e\cry  ten  years,  so  as  ma  to  \ary  in  \alue  with  the  increase  or 
diminution  of  gold  ami  silver,  if  anv  aid  beyond  this  slmuld  be 
recpiired,  they  wi.-h  it  to  be  eibtained  in  the  old  way,  by  the  free  votes 
of  the  colnnel  .\ssemblies.  They  ask  f>.ir  lea\e  to  pass  a  law,  by 
which  any  c^ne  cmnicted  ui  illicit  trade  shuuld  lose  his  right  to  sue  in 
ci\il  actii'ns.  They  cnmplain  of  the  insolence  of  revenue  officers,  and 
wish  them  to  be  jilaced  un<ler  cmitrol  of  the  (lovernnr,  I'uuncil  and 
judges.  The}-  otYer  as  their  i.jpinion,  'that  no  nati\e  of  this  l'ro\incc 
may  ever  be  aiipointed  a  (imernor  nr  lieutenani-gu\erm)r  in  this 
l'n)\ince.  The  ambition  of  afllnent  indi\iduab  in  the  l'r(i\ince--  to 
accjuire  governments  ha\e  led  to  factimi  and  parties  sub\er>i\e  of  the 
peace  and  happiness  of  the  people,  the  good  of  the  Province,  and  the 
honor  of  giwernment.  Probably  the  present  disputes  in  .\merica  mav 
ha\e  been  promoted  I)y  this  course.'  The\-  ask  to  ha\e  the  members 
of  the  legislati\e  Council  aiipointed  for  life,  and  to  ha\e  a  propert}- 
(inalilication  of  Liooo — that  no  cijllector  of  customs  or  revenue  ot'ficer 
shall  sit  in  the  Council  (ir  in  the  House  of  .\-,-eml)l\-.  They  ask 
for  triennial  Parliaments  for  the  Province  and  \ote  by  ballot,  and 
that  {it'ficcrs  of  go\ eminent  nvdv  be  prcihibited  from  interference 
therein  luider  severe  penalties.  That  the  judges  ma\-  hold  iheir  seats 
during  good  beha\iour.  'We  humbl_\-  pra_\'  that,  after  the  decease  of 
the  present  judges,  all  judges  may  be  appointed  ui  l"n_i;land,  and  ma\- 
not  be  nati\es  of  this  i)ro\ince;  we  can  tr.ice  the  prc-ent  unhapp\ 
dis(jrders  in  .\merica  to  the  want  of  a  regulation  of  thi>  kind.'  The_\- 
ask  for  a  sherii'f  to  each  countw  and  to  lie  delivered  from  a  jinnost 
niar--hal  oi  the  Province,  and  his  deputies,  who^e  p^iwer  in  elections 
the\-  call  absohite.  'If  we  are  not  relieved  in  this  particular  we  can 
ha\'e  ui.)  pretensions  even  to  the  name  of  treemen.'  I  hev  a^k  tor  a 
recorder  of  deeds  for  each  county;  tb.at  the  (iovernor  and  ('oiincil  and 
judges  of  .Supreme  Court  mav  constitute  a  court  of  \  ice--\dmiiah\-, 
without  fees,  and  that  two  or  more  judges  and  a  jurv  in  Supreme 
Coiu't  may  exercise  all  ei|uily  jurisdiction.  "We  humlily  pra\  to  be 
delivered  from  the  oppression  (jf  practitioners  in  the  law  ;  and  pray, 
that  in  all   civil  actions,   their   fees,  charges   and   ijcnjuisites.   may  be 
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liniitcil  to  live  [)lt  cciil.  mi  all  sums  ilcclarcil  tor  or  ilutciulctl.'  They 
re(|ue^l  that  llic  |Hj\\cr  ni  the  cmrt  ut  escheats  sluiulil  lie  ojiiliiied  to 
defaults  iu  i)a_\nient  <>i  i|uit  rent  only.  'This  Ihiuse  is  ^urvv  tn 
(il)ser\e,  that  nicist  cruel  use  has  been  uKule  of  this  power  (jf  escheatiuLC 
lands,  e\'en  tci  the  de|)ri\  in.s^f  uf  twu  old  (jl'licers  of  the  gratuity  gi\eii 
them  hy  your  .Majesty  fur  near  forty  years  of  military  ser\  ice,  and 
that  to  gratify  two  domestics  of  that  (jovernor  who  ordered  the 
escheatnients;  and  at  this  time  a  tract  of  land  is  advertised  to  Ije 
escheated,  on  which  the  proprietors  ha\e  laid  out  near  t;4.cX)0.'  The\- 
re(|uest  that  the  .\s>emlil)-  may  he  annually  called  together,  anil  not 
be  prorogued  or  dissoKed  while  engaged  in  preparing  a  petition  to 
the  L'rown.  This  document  closes  thus:  ".Most  gracious  sovereign, 
we  have  unha])pily  experienced  that  the  redress  of  our  grie\'ances,  and 
those  reiiuested  regulations,  could  not  come  fr(.im  us  in  the  constitu- 
tional moile  of  laws,  which  must  ha\e  passed  a  council,  some  ijf  (hem 
without  property  in  the  I'rox'ince  or  interest  in  our  welfare.  ]\lav 
the  ( iod  (if  all  goodness  shower  down  on  our  gracious  so\ereign  and 
his  hejoxed  lamih'  e\ery  temjioral  blessing.  Mav  the  spirit  of  con- 
cord, justice  and  i)ublic  \'irtue,  direct  the  Councils  of  the  I'lritish  sen- 
ate; and  may  the  father  of  mercies  jireserve  constitutional  freedom  to 
the  P.ritish  race  in  every  jiart  of  the  glolje'.''

\\  e  ha\-e  the  most  powerful  niotixes  tcj  culti\ate  the  \irtues,  man- 
ners and  h.'ibits  of  our  ancestors,  and  to  cling  clo^^e  to  the  \enerable 
tlock  Ironi  which  we  deri\e  our  origin.  The  l'ro\ince  of  Xo\a 
Scotia,  with  its  islands,  form  the  most  prominent  feature  on  the 
Coast  ol  Xorlh  America.  'Ihe  vast  extent  of  ita  sea  coast,  numerous 
harbors  and  extensive  fisheries,  with  its  almost  insular  situation,  give 
it  a  strong  resemblance  to  the  mother  coimtry,  and  aft'ord  rea-on;ible 
expectation,  that  like  it,  it  will  in  time,  become  powerful  in  maritime 
force,  'idle  surrouuiliug  seas  mala-  its  defense  from  foreign  attack 
easy.  and.  at  the  same  time,  check  that  disposition  t.i  wander  in 
search    of    new    settlements,    which    is    so    prevalent    in    the    rest    of 
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America.  This  adwintage  cou[)le(l  witii  the  li>heries,  will,  in  time, 
cause  the  population  ol"  the  I'rovince  far  to  exceed  any  (ither  countr\' 
in  .\merica  of  the  same  extent.  If  to  these  aijvantage:^  are  added 
the  healthiness  of  the  climate,  the  fertility  of  the  soil,  the  facility-  of 
exterior  and  interior  water  carria,t;e,  and  the  numerous  cnal  mines, 
and  mines  nf  all  other  useful  metals  the  reseumhlance  of  the  I'ro- 
\ince  to  the  parent  state  will  appear  so  stront^',  that  it  is  impossible 
to  a\oid  feelini(  an  anxious  desire  to  see  its  pe(.>ple  dili,L;entl\-  culti- 
\-ate  those  laws,  manners,  hahits  and  customs,  oi  the  mother  C(nmtr_\',' 
which  are  the  sources  of  her  prosperity  and  the  cau>e  why  Great 
Britain  stands,  at  this  daw  unrixalled  in  arts  and  in  arni>,  secureh- 
enjoyiny  a  free  honest  goNcrnment,  to  which  the  wealth  of  the  world 
llies  for  refuge.  It  cannot  be  too  strongly  inculcated  as  an  incum- 
bent duty  on  the  inhabitants  of  this  country,  to  copy  after  a  people, 
who,  at  thi.s  day,  exhibit  to  the  world  a  natiijual  character  that  will 
be  venerated  while  \irtue  and  honor  exist  in  the  human  Ijreast.  It 
is  our  duty  to  cultivate  an  attachment  to  the  i)arent  >t;ite,  ami  to 
manifest  on  all  occasions,  our  gratituile  for  the  powerlul  protecticm 
that  enables  us  to  !i\-e  with  freedom  and  care,  at  a  time  abounding 
with  more  universal  calamity  than  e\er  existed  at  an\-  other  perio.l 
of  the  human  history.  If  we  train  up  our  children  to  imitate  the 
high  and  honorable  spirit  which  makes  Great  Britain  the  retuge  and 
tlefender  of  the  religion,  honor  antl  \irtue  of  all  luirope  ;  if  we  im- 
press on  the  minds  of  our  yijuth,  tliat  the\-  derive  their  origin  fr^Jin 
this  great  people,  and  that  their  nati\e  land  makes  a  part  of  the  ex- 
tensixe  dominions  ui  Great  Britain,  we  shall  thereb)'  pro\e  ourhcKes 
faithful  subject:-  to  the  Go'nl  King,  under  whose  parental  care  the 
settlement  (d'  tliis  I'roxince  has  been  eltected.  and  in  whose  reign 
fertile  iields  ha\e  succeeded  a  savage  and  dreary  wilderness,  and 
muuberless  \essels  which  co\'er  our  slK.ires,  and  ri\ers,  ha\-e  replaced 
the  Indian's  caiMe.  To  those  aihantages  we  ha\e  to  add  the  Iiless- 
ings  of  a  mild  and  moderate  go\-ernment,  supporteil  at  the  e\]iense 
of  the  mother  countr\-,  and  establislted  by  the  great  wisdom  and 
benevolence  (jf  I  lis  Alajestw  wlii).  ever  attenti\e  to  the  ha]>piness  of 
Iiis  people  in  this  Province,  has  liberally  endowed  and  established  a 
uni\ersit\-,  to  exten<l  tlie  arts  and  sciences  of  this  infant  colony,  in 
which  he  has  sup])orteil  a  numerous  body  of  clergy,  thereby  la\iiig"  a 
foundation    for    the    temporal    an<l    eternal    happinei^s    of    his    people. 
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The  care  with  wliicli  Ilis  Majesty  lias  selected  men  of  tried  abilities, 
and  approved  virtue  and  integrity,  to  presitle  in  his  crjurts  of  justice 
in  this  Province,  wuuld  alone  afford  to  us  the  strongest  i)roof  of  his 
paternal  care.  His  Majesty  has  always  allotted  for  the  protection  of 
the  Province,  a  sufficient  portion  of  his  powerful  ileets  and  armies, 
which  lias  eiiahled  us  to  cultivate  the  arts  of  peace  during  \\ars 
which  have  desolated  the  four  cpiarters  of  the  world,  and  oxerturned 
powerful  empires,  kingdoms  and  states.  If  I  were  to  proceed  re- 
capitulating the  numberless  instances  of  His  Majesty's  care  and  atten- 
tion, I  should  far  exceed  the  bounds  of  a  preface;  and  as  I  have 
alreadv  enumerated.  I  hope,  more  than  suflicient  to  estalili.-h  in  the 
reader's  mind  never-failing  principles  of  gratitude  to  His  Majesty,  I 
shall  only  observe,  that  subjects  liound  to  their  King  by  tlie  ties  of 
gratitude  and  affection,  are  the  only  subjects  whose  homage  is  ac- 
ceptable to  a  nation  like  Great  Britain,  that  conquers  ])ut  to  ameliorate 
the  condition  of  the  vanquished.
